Articles  of  feacey  commerce^  and  alliance^  between  the 
erowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  concluded  m 
a  treaty  at  Madrid,  the  -J-r  ofMzjj  in  the  year  of 
our  iMrd  God  i66t . 

Article  L 

FIR  ST,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded,  That  from  this 
day  forward  there  fhall  be  between  the  two  crowns  of 
Great  Britain  and  Spain,  a  general,  good,  fincere,  true, 
firm,  and  perfeft  amity,  confederation,  and  peace, 
lirfiich  (hall  endure  for  ever,  and  be  obferved  invio- 
lably, as  well  by  land  as  by  fea  and  frefh- waters  j  and 
alfo  between  the  lands,  countries,  kingdoms,  dominions, 
and  territories,  belonging  unto,  or  under  the  obedience 
of  either  of  them ;  and  that  their  fubjedts,  people, 
and  inhabitants  relpeftively,  of  what  condition,  degree, 
or  quality  foever,  from  henceforth,  reciprocally,  (hall 
help,  a(rift,  and  (hew  to  one  another  all  manner  of  love, 
good  offices,  and  friend(hip. 

II.  That  neither  of  the  faid  Kings,  nor  their  re- 
fpedtive  people,  fubjefts,  or  inhabitants,  within  their 
dominions,  upon  any  pretence,  may  in  public  or  fccret 
do,  or  procure  to  be  done,  any  thing  againft  the  other, 
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in  any  |dace,  by  fea  or  land,  nor  in  the  ports  or  rivers 
df  the  one  or  the  otijer,  but  ihall  treat  one  another 

with  all  love  and  friendftiip  -,  and  may  by  water  and 
by  land  freely  and  fecurcly  pafe  into  the  confines. 
Countries,  lands,  kingdoms,  iflands,  dominions,  cities, 
towns,  villages,  walled  or  without  wall,  fortified  or  un- 
fortified, their  havens  and  ports  (where  hitherto  trade 
aiid  commerce  hath  been  accuftomed)  and  there  trade, 
buy,  and  fell,  as  well  of  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
refpeftive  places,  as  thofe  of  their  own  nation,  or  any 
other  nation  that  (hall  be  or  come  there. 

HI.  That  the  faid  Kings  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain 
Ihall  take  care  that  their  relpeftive  people  and  fubjefts 
from  henceforward  do  abftam  from  all  force,  violence, 
or  wrong ;  and  if  any  injury  fhall  be  done  by  either  of 
the  faid  Kings,  or  by  the  people  or  (libjefts  of  either  of 
them,  to  the  people  or  ^  fubgefts  of  the  other,  againft 
tke  articles  of  this  alliance,  or  againfl:  common  right, 
Acre  ftiall  not  therefore  be  given  letters  of  reprifal, 
marque,  or  counter-marque,  by  any  of  the  confede- 
rates, until  fuch  time  as  Juftice  is  fought  and  followed 
in  the  ordinary  courfe  ot  law :  but  if  juftice  be  denied 
or  delayed,  then  the  Kihg  whofe  people  or  inhabitants 
have  received  harm,  fhall  alk  it  ot  the  other,  by  whom 
(as  is  faid)  the  juftice  ftiall  have  been  denied  or  de- 
layed, or  of  the  commiflioners  that  ftiall  be  by  the  one 
King  or  the  other  appointed  to  receive  and  hear  fiich 
demands,  to  the  end  that  all  fuch  differences  may  be 
compounded  in  friendftiip,  or  according  to  law.  But 
if  there  ftiould  be  yet  a  delay,  or  juftict  ftiould  not  be 
done,  nor  {atisfa<9:ion  given  within  fix  months  after 
having  the  fame  fo  demanded,  then  may  be  given  let- 
ters of  reprifal,  marque,  or  counter-marque, 

IV.  That  between  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and. 
the  King  of  Spain,  and  their  refpeftive  people,  fub* 
jefts,  and  inhabitants,  as  well  upon  fea  as  upon  land 
sand  frefh- water,  in  all  and  every  their  kingdoms,  lands, 
countriesj  dominions,  conftnes,  territories,  provinces, 
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iflands,  ptentaoons,  cities,  villages,  towns^  ports,  rirerst 
ereeks,  bays,  ftreighis,  and  currents,  where  hitherto 
&ade  and  commerce  hath  been  accuib3nied,  there  ihall 
be  free  trade  and  commerce,  in  fuch  way  smd  manner, 
riiat  without  fafe-conduft,  and  without  general  or  par* 
ticular  licence,  the  people  and  fubjefb  of  each  other 
may  freely,  as  well  by  land  as  by  lea  and  frefh-water, 
navigate  and  go  into  their  faid  countriesi  kingdoms^ 
dominions,  and  all  the  cities,  ports,  currents,  bays, 
(Ellrifts,  and  other  places  thereof^  and  may  enter  into' 
any  port  with  dieir  Ihips  laden  or  empty,  carriage  of 
carriages  wherein  to  bring  their  merchandize,  and 
there  buy  and  fell  what  and  how  much  they  pleafe, 
and  aUb  at  juft  and  reaibnable  rates  provide  thernielves 
with  provifions  and  other  neceffary  things  for  their 
fcbfifiaiice  and  voyage  3  and  alfo  niay  rep^r  their  (hips 
and  carriages,  and  from  thence  again  freely  depart 
irtii  their  (hips,  carriages,  goods,  merchandi2e,  and 
cftate,  and  return  to  their  own  countries,  or  to  fuch 
other  place  as  they  fhall  tWnk  fit,  without  any  molef- 
tation  or  impediment,  fo  that  they  pay  the  duties  and 
cuftoms  which  fhall  be  due,  and  laving  to  either  fid6 
the  laws  and  ordinances  of  their  country. 

V.  Item,  It  is  likewife  agreed.  That  for  the  mer- 
chandizes which  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain fhall  buy  in  Spain,  or  other  the  kingdoms  or  do- 
minions (A  die  King  of  Spain,  and  fhall  carry  in  their 
own  fhips,  or  in  fhips  hired  or  lent  unto  them,  no  new 
cufloms,  toll,  tenths,  fubfidies,  or  other  rights  or  duties 
whatfoever,  ftiall  be  taken  or  increafed,  other  than  thofe 
which  in  the  like  cafe  the  natives  thcmfelves,  and  all 
other  fbangers  are  obliged  to  pay ;  and  the  fubje^ 
afi>refaid  buying,  felling,  and  contrafting  for  their  mer- 
chandizes, as  well  in  refpeft  of  the  prices,  as  of  all 
duties  to  bi  paid,  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges 
which  are  allowed  to  the  natural  fubjedts  of  Spain  1 
and  may  buy  and  lade  their  fhips  with  fuch  good3  and 
merchandizes ;  which  faid  fhips  being  laden,  and  cuf^- 
toms  paid  for  die  goods,  fhall  not  be  detained  in  pore 
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upon  any  pretence  whatfoever;  nor  fhall  the  kders, 
merchants,  or  faftors,  who  bought  and  loaded  the 
goods  aforefaid,  be  queftioncd,  after  the  departure  of 
the  faid  fhips,  for  any  matter  or  thing  whatfoever  con- 
cerning  the  fame. 

• 

VI.  And  to  the  end  that  the  officers  and  minifters 
of  all  ciries,  towns,  and  villages,  belonging  to  either, 
may  neither  demand  nor  take  from  the  refpeftive 
merchants  and  people  greater  taxes,  duties,  ftipends, 
recompences,  gifts,  or  any  other  charges,  than  what 
ought  to  be  taken  by  virtue  of  this  treaty  5  and  that 
the  faid  merchants  and  people  may  know  and  under- 
ftand  with  certainty  what  is  ordained  in  all  things 
touching  this ;  it  is  agreed  and  concluded.  That  tables 
and  lifts  ilhall  be  put  up  at  the  doors  of  the  cuftom- 
houfes  and  regiftries  of  all  the  cities,  villages,  and 
towns  ofy  or  appertaining  to  one  or  the  other  King, 
where  fuch  rights  and  excifes,  or  cuftoms,  are  ufually 
paid ;  in  which,  how  much,  and  of  what  quality  fuch 
rights,  cuttoms,  fubfidies,  and  payments,  either  to  the 
Kings  or  any  the  aforefaid  officers  are  allowed,  fhall  be 
put  down  in  writing,  declaring  as  well  the  fpecies  of 
what  is  imported,  as  what  is  carried  out.  And  if  any 
officer,  or  any  other  in  his  name,  upon  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  in  public  or  fecret,  diredUy  or  indireftly, 
ihall  afk  or  receive  of  any  merchant  or  other  perfon 
rcfpeftively,  any  flim  of  money  or  other  thing,  by  the 
name  of  right,  due,  ftipend,  allowance,  or  recompence 
(though  it  be  by  the  way  of  voluntary  donative)  more 
or  otherwife  than  aforefaid,  the  faid  officer  or  his  de- 
puty being  in  fiich  manner  guilty,  and  convift  before  a 
competent  judge  in  the  country  where  the  crime  is 
committed,  fhall  be  put  in  prifon  for  three  months, 
and  fhall  pay  thrice  the  value  of  the  thing  fo  received  5 
of  which  the  half  fhall  be  for  the  King  of  the  country 
where  the  crime  is  committed,  and  the  other  half  for 
the  denunciator,  for  the  which  he  may  fue  his  right  be- 
fore any  competent  judge  of  the  country  where  it  (hall 
happen. 

VIL  That 
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VII.  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  fubjefts  of  Ac 
King  of  Great  Britain  to  bring  out,  and  carry  into 
Spain,  and  all  or  any  lands  and  dominions  of  the  King 
of  Spain  (where  heretofore  they  have  ufed  trade  and 
commerce)  and  trade  there  with  all  kind  of  merchan- 
dize, clothes,  manufactures,  and  things  of  the  kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  manufactures,  goods,  fruits, 
and  kinds  of  the  iflands,  towns,  and  plantadons  to  him 
appertaining,  and  what  IhaU  have  been  bought  by 
Englifli  fadtors  on  this  fide,  or  fardier  on  the  other  fide 
of  the  Cape  of  Buena  Efperanja,  without  being  en- 
forced to  declare  to  whom,  or  for  what  price  they  fell 
their  faid  merchandize  and  provifions,  or  being  mo- 
kfted  for  the  errors  of  the  matters  of  the  fliips,  or 
odiers,  in  the  entry  of  the  goods  ;  .and  at  their  pleaiure 
to. return  again  out  of  the  dominions  of  the  King  of 
Spain,  with  all  or  any  goods,  efl:ates,  and  merchandize, 
to  any  of.  the  territories,  iflands,  dominions,  and  coun- 
tries *of 'the  King  of  England,  or  to  any  other  place, 
paying  the  rights  and  tributes  mentioned  in  the  ante- 
cedent chapters ;  and  the  reft  of  all  their  lading  which 
is  not  brought  to  land,  they  may  detain,  keep,  and 
carry  away  in  their  faid  (hip  or  ftiips,  veflel  or  veffels, 
again,  without  paying  any  right  or  impofition  what- 
foever  for  it,  as  if  therewith  they  had  never  been  with- 
in any  bay  cr  port  of  the  Catholic  King.  And  all  the 
goods,  eftates,  merchandize,  Ihips,  or  other  veflels, 
with  ally  things  introduced  into  the  dominions  or  places 
of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  as  prizes,  and  judged  for 
fuch  in  the  faid  dominions  and  places,  fhall  be  taken 
for  goods  and  merchandize  of  Great  Britain,  compre- 
hended fo  by  the  intention  of  this  article. 

VIII.  That  the  fubjedis  and  vaflals  of  the  moft  fe- 
rene  King  of  Great  Britain  may  bring  and  carry  to  all 
and  fingular  the  donninions  of  the  King  of  Spain,  any 
finits  and  commodities  of  the  Eaft  Indies,  it  appearing 
by  teftimony  of  the  deputies  of  the  Eaft  India  company 
in  London,  that  they  are  of,  or  have  come  from  the 
Englifli  conqucfts,  plantations,  or  faftories,  with  like 

privilege. 
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pnviltgty  and  according  to  what  is  allowed  to  the  fub* 
jc^s  of  the  United  Provinces,  by  the  royal  cedulas  of 
Contra vando,  bearing  date  the  27th  of  June,  and  the 
^d  of  July,  1663,  and  publiftied  on  the  30th  of  June, 
and  4th  of  July,  the  fame  year.  And  for  what  may 
Concern  both  the  Indies,  arid  any  other  parts  whatib* 
ever,  the  crown  of  Spain  doth  grant  to  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  and  his  fubjedbs,  all  that  is  granted  to  the 
United  States  of  the  Low  Countries,  and  their  fubje^tsy 
in  their  treaty  of  Munfter,  1648, point  for  point,  in  as  foil 
and  ample  manner  as  if  the  fame  were  herein  pardcularly 
inferted,  the  fame  rules  being  to  be  obferved  where- 
unto  the  fubjefts  of  the  faid  United  States  are  obliged, 
and  mutual  offices  of  friendfhip  to  be  performed  from 
one  fide  to  the  other. 

IX.  That  the  fubje6b  of  the  King  of  Great  Britam, 
trading,  buying,  and  felling  in  any  of  the  kingdoms,  go- 
vernments, iflands,  ports,  or  territories  of  the  faid  King 
of  Spain,  ihall  have,  ule,  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges 
and  immunities  which  the  faid  King  hadi  granted  and 
confirmed  to  the  Englilh  merchants  that  refide  in  An- 
daluzia,  by  his  royal  cedulas  or  orders,  dated  the  1 9th 
day  of  March,  the  26th  day  of  June,  and  the  9th  day 
of  November  1645  ;  his  Catholic  Majefty  by  thefe 
prefents  re-confirming  the  fame,  as  a  part  of  this  trea- 
ty between  the  two  crowns.  And,  to  the  end  that  it 
be  manifeft  to  all,  it  is  confented,  that  the  faid  fchedules 
fas  to  the  whole  flibftance  thereof)  be  pafled  and  tranf- 
fcrred  to  the  body  of  the  prefent  articles,  in  the  name 
and  favour  of  all  and  Angular  the  fubjefts  of  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  refiding  and  trading  in  any  places 
whatfoever  within  his  Catholic  Majefty's  dominions. 

X.  That  the  (hips,  or  any  other  veflcls  that  fhall 
belong  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  or  his  fubjefts,  na- 
vigating into  the  King  of  Spain's  dominions,  or  any  of 
his  ports,  fhall  not  be  vifited  by  the  judges  of  counter- 
band,  or  by  any  other  officer  or  perkm,  by  his  own,  or 
by  any  other  authority  s  nor  ihall  any  foldiers^  armedr 

men^ 
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men,  or  other  officers  or  perfons,  be  put  oti  board  any 
of  ^c  (aid  (hips  or  vefick ;  nor  (hdl  the  officers  6[ 
the  cuftDm-houle  of  the  one  or  the  other  party,  fearch 
lA  any  vefiels  or  (hips  belonging  to  the  people  of  the 
one  or  the  other^  which  fhall  enter  into  their  regions, 
dominioASi  or  refpeftive  ports,  until  their  faid  fhips  or 
▼eflels  are  unladen,  or  until  they  have  carried  on  fhore 
aU  the  lading  and  merchandize,  which  they  declarer 
they  reiblve  to  difembark  in  the  faid  port ;  nor  fhall 
die  capt^,  niafter,  or  any  other  of  the  company  oC 
the  faid  ihips  be  imprifoned,  or  they  or  their  boats  dc^ 
tained  on  ihore ;  but  in  the  interim,  c^iicers  of  the 
cuftom-houfe  may  be  put  on  board  the  feid  veflels  of 
ihipsy  fb  they  exceed  not  the  number  of  three  for  each 
fhip,  to  fee  diat  no  goods  or  merchandize  be  landed 
out  of  the  faid  ihips  or  veffels,  without  paying  fuch 
duties  as  by  thefe  articles  either  party  is  obliged  to  pay  i 
which  faid  officers  are  to  be  without  any  charge  to  the 
fhip  or  fhips,  veilei  or  veflels,  their  commanders,  ma~ 
riners,  company>  merchants,  &dors,  or  proprietors* 
And  when  it  happens  that  the  mafter  or  owner  of  any 
fhip  fhall  declare  the  whple  lading  of  his  faid  fhip  is 
to  be  difcharged  in  any  port,  the  entry  of  the  faid  lading 
(hall  be  made  in  the  cuftom-houfe,  after  the  ufual 
manner ;  and  if  after  the  entry  made,  any  other  goods 
be  found  in  the  faid  fhip  or  fhips,  more  than  what  arc 
contained  in  the  faid  entry,  eight  working  days  fhall  be 
allowed  them,  on  which  they  may  work  (which  fhaU 
be  reckoned  from  the  day  they  began  to  unlade)  to 
the  end  that  the  concealed  goods  may  be  entered,  and 
the  confifcation  of  them  prevented  :  and  in  cafe  that 
in  the  time  limited,  the  entry  or  manifeftation  of  them 
fhall  not  have  been  made,  then  fuch  particular  gooda 
only,  which  fhall  be  found  as  aforefaid,  though 
the  unlading  be  not  finifhed,  fhall  be  confifcated,  and 
not  any  other ;  nor  fhall  other  trouble  be  given,  or 
punifhmerit  inflifted  on  the  merchant  or  owner  of  the 
fhip ;  and  when  the  fhips  or  veffels  are  re-laden,  they 

may  h^ve  freedom  to  go  out  agai4i.^ 
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XIV.  And  if  any  fhip  or  ihips  belonging  to  the  fub- 
je£U  and  merchants  of  the  one  or  the  other,  entering 
into  baysi  or  in  the  open  !ea>  fhall  be  encountered  by 
the  (hips  of  the  faid  Kii^s,  or  of  privateers  their  fub- 
jefts  $  the  faid  (hips,  to  prevent  aU  diibrders,  ihall  xux 
come  within  cannon-ihot,  but  fhall  fend  their  knig- 
boat  or  pinnace  to  the  merchant-fhip,  and  o^y  two  or 
three  men  on  board,  to  whom  the  mafl^r  or  owner 
fhall  fhew  his  paflports  and  fea  letters,  according  to 
the  form  which  ihall  be  inferted  at  the  end  of  this 
treaty,  whereby  not  only  the  fhip*s  lading,  but  the  place 
to  which  fhe  belongs,  and  as  well  the  mafter  and  ow- 
ner's name,  as  the  name  of  the  fliip  may  appear  1  by 
which  means  the  quality  of  the  ihip,  and  her  mafter  or 
owner,  will  be  fuIHciendy  known,  as  alio  the  comnKV* 
dities  (he  carries,  whether  they  be  contraband  or  not  § 
to  the  which  paflports  and  fea  letters  intire  faith  and 
credit  ihall  be  given,  fo  much  the  rather,  ibr  that  2$ 
well  on  the  part  of  the  King  of  England,  as  of  tht 
King  of  Spain,  fome  (':unter-(igns  ihall  be  given  (if 
it  ihall  be  found  neceiTary)  whereby  their  authenricd- 
hcfs  may  the  better  appear,  and  that  they  may  not  be 
in  anywiic  faliificd.

.  XV.  If  any  prohibited  merchandize  or  goods  fhail 
be  exported  from  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  terri- 
tories of  either  of  the  faid  Kings,  by  the  reipe6tivt 
people  or  fubjedts  of  the  one  or  the  other,  in  fuch  caic 
the  prohibited  goods  ihaU  be  only  cpnfifcated,  and  not 
the  other  goods  ^  neither  (hall  the  delinquent  incur  any 
other  p^niihment,  except  the  faid  delinquent  (hall  carry 
out  from  the  refpe<5i:ive  kingdoms  or  dominions  of  tt^ 
King  of  Great  Britain,  the  proper  coin,  wool,  or  fullers* 
earth  of  the  faid  kingdoms,  or  (hall  carry  out  of  the 
re(pe(^ve  kingdoms  or  dominions  of  the  faid  King  of 
Spain,  any  gold  or  filver,  wrought  or  unwroyght ;  m 
cither  of  which  cafes  the  laws  of  the  rcfpeftive  QWQ^ 
tries  are  to  take  place. 

XVI,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  people  and 

fubjcdts 
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iubje&s  of  both  Kings  to  have  accefs  to  the  refpeftivc 
ports  pf  the  one  and  the  other,  and  there  remain,  and 
depart  again  with  the  fame  freedom,  not  only  with 
their  (hips  and  other  veiBbls  for  trade  and  commerce, 
bu£  alfe  with  their  other  (hips  fitted  tor  war,  armed, 
and  diQK>(ed  to  refift  and  engage  the  enemy,  and  ar« 
nviog  by  (bcfs  of  weather  to  repair  their  (hips,  or  fur* 
mfh  themfelves  with  provifions  5  (b  that  entering  wil* 
lii^jly,  they  be  not  (b  numerous  that  they  give  juft 
occahon  of  (liipicion,  to  which  end  they  are  not  to  ex* 
cccd  the  number  of  eight,  nor  continue  in  their  havens^ 
nor  about  their  ports,  longer  time  than  they  (hall  have 
jxift  caufc,  for  the  repair  of  their  (hips,  to  take  in  pro* 
vi(ion3  or  other  necellary.  things,  much  lef^  be  the  oc- 
cafion  of  interrupting  the  free  commerce  and  coming 
in  of  other  (hip^i  of  nations  in  amity  with  either  King; 
and  when  an  unufual  number  of  men  of  w^r  by  acci* 
cident  (hall  come  unto  any  port,  it  (hall  not  be  lawful 
for  theip  to  come /into  the  faid  ports  or  havenp,  not 
having  firft  obtained  permiflion  of  the  King  untQ 
whom  the  ikid  ports  do  belong,  or  the  governors  of 
the  fax}  ports,  if  they  be  not  forced  thereinto  by  (Vre(3 
of  weather  or  other  neceflity,  to  avoid  the  danger  of 
the  (ca ;  and  in  fuch  cafe  they  (hall  preferitly  acquaint 
the  governor  or  chief  magiftrate  of  the  place  with  the 
C8Ule  of  theif  coming;  nor  (hall  they  remain  there  any 
longer  time  than  the  faid  governor  or  magiftrate  (hall 
think  convenient,  or  do  any  aft  of  hoftility  in  fuch 
ports,  that  may  prove  of  prejudice  to  the  one  or  the 
other  of  the  faid  Kings, 

XVII.  That  neither  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain, 
Ror  the  King  of  Spain,  by  any  mandate,  general  nor 
particular,  nor  for  any  caufe  whatfoevcr,  (hall  embark 
or  detain,  hinder,  or  take  for  his  relpeftive  fcrvice,  any 
merchant,  mafter  of  a  (hip,  pilot,  or  mariner,  their  (hips, 
inerchandize,  clothes,  or  other  goods  belonging  unto 
the  one  or  the  other,  in  their  ports  or  waters,  if  it  be 
not  that  either  of  the  (aid  Kings,  or  the  perfons  to  whom 

the  ftiip$  l^etongy  be  fird  advertifed  thereof,  and  do 
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agree  thereunto :,  provided,  that  this  fliall  not  be  con- 
ftrued  to  hmder  or  intemipt  the  ordinary  courfe  of  juf- 
tice  and  law  in  either  country. 

XVIIL  That  the  merchants  and  fubjefts  of  the  one 
and  the  other  King,  their  faftors  and  lervants,  as  alio 
their  fhips,  matters,  or  mariners^^  may  as  well  going  as 
coming,  upon  fea  and  other  waters,  as  in  the  havens 
and  ports  of  the  one  and  the  other  relpeftively,  carry 
and  ufe  all  kind  of  arms,  defenfive  and  ofFenfive,  with- 
out being  obliged  to  regifter  them,  as  alfo  upon  land 
to  carry  and  ufe  them  for  their  defence,  according  to 
the  cuftom  of  the  pla^e. 

XIX.  That  the  captains,  officers,  and  mariners  of 
the  (hips,  belonging  to  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  either 
party,  may  not  commence  an  a6tion,  nor  hinder  or 
bring  trouble  upon  their  own  (hips,  their  captains,  offi- 
cers, or  mariners,  in  the  refpedive  kingdoms,  domini- 
ons, lands,  countries,  or  places  of  the  other,  for  their 
wages  or  falaries,  or  under  any  other  pretence.  Nor 
may  they  put  themfelves,  or  be  received,  by  what  pre- 
text or  colour  foever,  into  the  fervice  or  proteftion  of 
the  King  of  England,  or  King  of  Spain,  or  their  arms ; 
but  if  any  controverfy  happen  between  nierchants  and 
matters  of  (hips,  or  between  matters  and  mariners,  the 
compofing  thereof  ftiall  be  left  to  the  conflil  of  the 
nation,  but  after  fuch  manner,  as  he  who  fhall  not  lub- 
mit  to  the  arbitrament,  may  appeal  to  the  ordinary 
juttice  of  the  place  where  he  is  fubjeft. 

XX.  And  to  the  end  that  all  impediments  be  taken 
away,  and  that  the  merchants  and  adventurers  of  the 
kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  be  permitted  to  return  to 
Brabant,  Flanders,  and  other  the  provinces  of  the  Low 
Countries,  under  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  King  of  Spain ; 
fbrafmuch  as  it  hath  been  thought  convenient,  that  all 
and  any  the  laws,  edifts,  and  afts  by  which  the  impor- 
tation of  cloth,  or  any  cloth,  or  any  other  woollen  ma- 
nufafture,  of  what  kind  foever,  dyed  or  undyed,  null- 
ed or  unmilled,  into  Flanders,  or  the  other  provinces^ 

hath 
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hath  been  prohibited^  be  revoked  and  diiannulled ;  and 
diat  if  any  right,  tribute,  impofition,  charge,  or  money, 
hath  been,  with  jpermiffion,  or  otherwife,  put  upon 
cloths,  or  any  bt  the  aforelaid  woollen  manufa(5hires 
fi)  imported  (except  the  ancient  tribute  upon  every 
piece  of  cloth,  and  proportionably  upon  every  other 
woollen  manirfafture,  agreeable,  to  the  ancient  treaties 
and  agreements  between  the  then  Kings  of  England, 
and  the  Dukes  of  Burgundy,  and  Governors  of  the  Low 
Countries)  the  fame  fhould  be  altogether  void,  and  no 
luch  tribute  or  impofition  from  henceforth  impofcd,  or 
put  upon  the  faid  cloths  or  manufactures,  for  no  cauie 
or  pretext  whatfoever  j  and  that  all  the  Englilh  mer- 
chants, trading  in  any  of  the  faid  provinces,  their  fee- 
tors,  (ervants,  or  commiflioners,  (hould  enjoy,  froni 
henceforward,  all  the  privileges,  exemptions,  immuni^i^ 
jties,  and  benefits,  which  formerly  have  been  agreed  and 
given  by  the  afbrefaid  ancient  treaties  and  agreements, 
between  the  then  Kings  of  England  and  the  Dukes  of 
Burgundy,  and  Governors  of  the  Low  Countries  :  it  is 
therefore  agreed,  that  deputies  fhall  be  named  by 
die  King  of  Great  Britam,  who  meeting  with  the  Mar- 
quis of  Caftelrodrigo,  or  the  governor  of  thofe  pro- 
vinces for  the  time  being,  or  any  other  minifters  ot  the 
King  of  Spain,  fiifficiently  authorized  in  this  behalf 
ihall  friendly  treat  and  conclude  hereupon ;  and  alfo 
liich  further  privileges,  immunities,  and  neceflary  ex- 
emption, fuitable  to  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs,  fhall  be 
granted  for  the  encouragement  of  the  faid  merchants 
and  adventurers,  and  for  the  fecurity  of  their  trade  and 
commerce,  as  fhall  be  agreed  upon  in  a  fpecial  treaty, 
that  fhall  be  made  between  both  the  Kmgs,  touching 
this  paruc\ilar. 

XXL  The  fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  the  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  the  Mofl  Serene  Kings  of 
Great  Britain  and  Spain  refpedlively,  fhall  with*all  fe- 
curity and  liberty  fail  to,  and  traffic  in,  all  the  king- 
doms, eflates,  or  countries,  which  are  or  fhall  be  in 

Vol,  1L  C  peace. 
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peace^  amity,  or  neutrality,  with  the  one  or  the 
other. 

XXII.  And  they  fhall  not  be  difhirbed  or  difquiet- 
cd  in  that  liberty,  by  the  ftiips  or  fubjefts  of  the  faid 
Kings  relpeftively,  by  reafon  of  the  hoftiliries  which 
are  or  may  be  hereafter  between  either  of  the  fai'd 
Icings,  and  the  aforefaid  kingdoms,  countries,  and  ftates^ 
br  any  of  them,  which  fhall  be  in  friendfhip  or  neu- 
pality  with  the  other. 

XXIIT.  And  in  cafe  that  within  the  faid  (hips  re* 
^6Hvely  be  found,  by  the  abovefaid  means,  any  mer- 
chandize hereunder  mentioned,  being  of  contraband^ 
and  prohibited,  they  (hall  be  taken  out  and  confifcated^ 
before  the  admiralty,  or  other  competent  judges  j  but 
for  diis  reafon  the  ftdp,  and  the  other  free  and  allowed 
Commodities  which  (hall  be  found  therein,  (hall  in  na 
ifrUe  be  either  feized  or  confifcated. 

XXI V,  Moreover,  for  better  prevention  of  the  diC- 
jfences  which  might  arife  touching  the  rheaning  of 
>rbidden  merchandize,  and  of  contraband ;  it  is  de- 
clared and  agreed,  that  under  this  name  (hall  be  com- 
prehended afi  fire-arms,  as  ordnance,  mufquets,  mor- 
tar-pieces, petards,  bombs,  granadoes,  fire-crancels,  fire- 
balls, muKjuet-refts,  bandeliers,  gunpowder,  match^ 
falt-petre,  and  bullets  j  likewife  under  the  name  of  for- 
bidden merchandize,  are  underflood  all  other  arms,  as 
cukes,  fwords,  pots,  helmets,  backs  and  breafts,  hal- 
berds, javelins,  and  fuch  like  armour;  under  this 
•name  is  likewife  forbidden  the  tranfoortation  of  fol- 
diers,  horfes,  their  harne(res,  cafes  ot  piftob,  hoUters, 
belts,  and  odier  furniture,  formed  and  compofed  for  the 
ufe  of  war. 

XXV.  Likewife,  to  prevent  all  manner  of  dKpute 
and  cpntendon,  it  is  agreed,  that  under  the  name  of 
forbidden  merchandize,  and  of  contraband,  Ihall  not  be 
comprehended  wheat,  rye,  barley,  or  other  grains,  or 
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pulfcj  lalt,  Wme,  oil,  and  generally  whatfoever  belongs 
to  the  fuftaining  and  nourifhing  of  life,  but  they  fh2l 
remain  free,  ais  likewife  all  other  merchandizes  not 
cotnprehcnded  in  the  preceding  article ;  and  the  tranT- 
ix)rtation  of  them  fhaU  be  free  and  permitted,  although 
it  be  to  the  towns  and  places  of  enemies,  unlefs  fuch 
towns  and  places  be  befieged,  and  blocked  up,  or  fur- 
rounded- 

XXVI.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  whatfoever  fhall  be 
found  laden,  by  the  fiibjeds  or  inhabitants  of  the  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  either  of  the  faid  Kings  of  Eng*- 
land  and  Spain^  aboard  the  ftiips  of  the  enemies  of  the 
otfier,  though  it  be  not  forbidden  merchandize,  fhall  be 
confifcatedj  with  all  things  elfe  which  (hall  be  feujid 
wichin  the  faid  fhips,  without  exception  or  refcrve. 

XXVII.  That  the  conful  which  hereafter  fliall  re* 
fide  in  any  of  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Spain,  for 
9ie  help  and  proteftion  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  Kii^  o€ 
Great  Britain,  Ihall  be  named  by  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  he  fo  named  fhall  have  and  exercife  the 
Ikmc  power  and  authority  in  the  execution  of  his 
chai^,  as  any  other  conflil  hath  formerly  had  in  the 
dominions  of  the  faid  King  of  Spain ;  and  in  like  man- 
fter  the  Spanifh  conful  refiding  in  England,  Ihall  enjoy 
as  much  authority  as  the  confuls  of  any  other  natioa 
have  hitherto  enjoyed  in  that  kingdom, 

XX  VIII.  And,  that  the  laws  of  commerce,  that  are 
obtained  by  peace,  may  not  remain  unfruitful,  as  would 
fell  out  if  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain^ 
when  they  go  to,  come  from,  or  remain  in  the  domini-^ 
Orts  or  lordlhips  of  the  King  of  Spain,  by  reaf  )n  of  their 
commerce  or  other  bufinefs,  fhould  be  molefled  for 
cafe  of  confcience ;  therefore,  that  the  commerce  be  fe- 
chrc,  and  without  danger,  as  well  upon  land  as  at  fea, 
Ae  faid  King  of  Spain  Ihall  provide,  that  the  fubjedts 
of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  fliall  not  be  aggrieved 
contrary  to  the  laws  of  commerce,  dud  that  none  of 
Acm  fliaH  be  molefted  or  dilhirbed  for  their  confcience, 
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fo  long  as  they  give  ho  public  fcandal  or  offence :  and 
the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  (hall  likewife  provide, 
for  the  fame  reafons,  that  th?  fubjefb  of  the  King  of 
Spain  fhall  not  be  molefted  or  difturbed  for  their  con- 
fcience,  againft  the  laws  of  connmerce,  fo  long  as  they 
give  no  public  fcandal  or  oflfence. 

XXIX.  That  the  people  and  fubjefts  refpeftively 
of  one  kingdom,  in  the  dominions,  territories,  regions, 
or  colonies  of  the  other,  (hall  not  be  compelled  to  fcU 
their  merchandize  for  brafs-metal-coin,  or  exchange 
diem  for  other  coin  or  things,  againft  their  will  j  or 
having  fold  them,  to  receive  the  payment  in  other  Ipe- 
cics  than  what  they  bargained  for,  notwithftanding  any 
law  or  other  cuftom  contrary  to  this  article. 

XXX.  That  the  merchants  of  both  nations,  and 
their  fadors,  iervants,  and  families,  commiflioners,  or 
others  by  them  employed ;  as  alfo  matters  of  fhips, 
pilots,  and  mariners,  may  remain  freely  and  fecurely  in 
the  faid  dominions,  kingdoms,  and  territories,  of  either 
of  the  faid  Kings,  and  alfo  in  their  ports  and  rivers ; 
and  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  the  one  King  may  have, 
and  with  all  freedom  and  fecuricy  enjoy,  in  all  the  lands 
and  dominions  whatfoever  of  the  other,  their  proper 
iioufes  to  live  in,  their  warehoufes  and  magazines  for 
their  goods  and  merchandize,  which  they  fhall  poflefs 
during  the  time  for  which  they  fhall  have  taken,  hired^ 
and  agreed  for  them,  without  any  inipediment. 

XXXI.  The  inhabitants  and  fubjefts  of  the  fiud 
confederate  Kings,  in  all  the  lands  and  places  under  the 
obedience  of  the  one  or  the  other,  fhall  ufe  and  employ 
thofe  advocates,  prodtors,  fcriveners,  agents,  and  folici- 
tors,  whom  they  think  fit,  the  which  fhall  be  left 
to  their  choice,  and  confented  to  by  the  ordinary  judges> 
as  often  as  there  fhall  be  occafion^  and  they  fhall  not  be 
conflramed  to  fhew  their  books  and  papers  of  accompt- 
to  any  perfon,  if  it  be  not  to  give  evidence  for  the 
avoiding  law-fliits  and  controverfies  ^  neither  fhall 
they  be  embarkedjdetainedj  or  taken  out  of  their  hands^ 
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Upon  any  pretence  whatfocver.  And  it  fhdl  be  per^ 
mitted  to  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  either  King,  in  the 
relpcftive  places  where  they  ftiall  refide,  to  keep  their 
books  of  accompt,  traffic,  and  correlpondence,  in  what 
language  they  pleafe,  in  Englifh,  Spanifh,  Dutch,  or 
any  other,  the  which  ftiall  not  be  nnolefted,  or  fubjeft 
to  any  inquifition.  And  whatlbever  elfe  hath  been 
granted  by  either  party,  concerning  this  particular,  to 
any  other  nation,  ftiall  be  underftood  likewife  to  be 
granted  here. 

XXXII.  That  in  cafe  the  eftate  of  any  perfon  or 
perfbns  ftiall  be  fequefl:ered  or  -feized  on,  by  any  covrt 
of  juflice  or  tribunal  whatlbever,  within  the  kingdoms 
and  dominions  of  either  party,  and  any  eflate  or  debt 
happen  to  lie  in  the  hands  of  the  delinquents,  belonging 
hmafide  to  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  the  other,  the 
laid  efl^te  or  debts  ftiall  not  be  confifcated  by  any  of 
the  laid  tribunals,  but  ftiall  be  reftored  to  the  true  own- 
ers in  Ipecie,  if  they  yet  remain,  and  if  not,  the  value 
of  diem  (according  to  the  contraft  and  agreement  which 
was  made  between  the  parties)  ftiall  be  reftored  within 
three  months  after  the  faid  fequeftxation. 

XXXIII.  That  the  goods  and  eftates  of  the  people 
and  fubjefts  of  the  one  King,  that  ftiall  die  in  the  coun- 
tries, lands,  and  dominions  of  the  other,  ftiall  be  pre- 
fcrved  for  the  lawful  heirs  and  fucceflbrs  of  the  deceaf- 
cd ;  the  right  of  any  third  perfon  always  referved. 

XXXIV.  That  the  goods  and  eftates  of  the  fub- 
jeds  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  that  ftiall  die  with- 
out making  a  will,  in  the,  dominions  of  the  King  of 
Spain,  ftiall  be  put  into  inventory,  with  their  papers^, 
writings,  and  books  of  accompt,  by  the  conful  or  other 
public  minifter  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  de- 
pofited  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  merchants  that  ftiall 
be  named  by  the  faid  conful  or  public  minifter,  to  be 
kept  for  the  proprietors  and  creditors ;  and  neither  die 
Cruzada,  nor  any  other  judicatory  whatfoever,  Ihall  in- 
termeddle therein  \  which  alfo,  in  the  like  cafe,  ftiall  be 
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obierved  in  England  towards  the  fubje£b  ef  the  King 
of  Spain. 

XXXV.  That  a  decent  and  convenient  burial-place 
Ihall  be  granted  and  appointed  to  bury  the  bodies  of  the 
fubjeds  of  the  King  of  Great,  Britain,  who  Ihall  die 
within  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Spain. 

XXX  VI.  If  it  ihall  happen  hereafter,  that  any  dif- 
ference fall  out  (which  God  forbid)  between  the  ^ing 
of  Great  Britain  and  the  King  of  Spain,  whereby  the 
mutual  commerce  and  good  c  orrefpondence  may  be  en- 
dangered, the  relpeftive  fubjefts  and  people  of  each 
party  fhall  have  notice  thereof  ^ven  them  in  rime,  that 
is  to  fay,  the  Ipace  of  fix  months,  to  tranlport  their  mer- 
chandize and  cfFefts,  without  giving  them  in  that  rime 
any  moleftation  or  trouble,  or  obtaining  or  embarking 
their  goods  or  perfons. 

XXXVII.  All  goods  and  rights  concealed  or  cm- 
barked,  moveables,  immoveables,  rents,  deeds,  debts, 
ijrcdits,  and  the  like,  which  have  not  with  a  formal  no- 
tice of  the  caufe,  and  by  a  legal  condemnation,  accor- 
ding to  the  ordinary  juftice,  been  brought  into  the  royal 
exchequer  at  the  time  of  concluding  this  treaty,  fhall 
remain  at  the  full  and  free  difpofal  of  the  proprietors, 
their  heirs,  or  of  thofe  who  fhall  have  their  right,  with 
^  the  fruits,  rents,  and  emoluments  thereof,  and  nei- 
ther thofe  who  have  concealed  the  faid  goods,  nor  their 
heirs  fhall  be  molefled  for  this  caufe  by  the  exchequers 
refpeftively  -,  but  the  proprietors,  their  heirs,  or  thofe 
who  fhall  have  their  right,  fhall  have  for  the  faid  goods 
4nd  rights  their  adtion  at  law,  as  for  their  own  proper 
goods  and  eflate. 

XXXVIII.  It  is  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the 
people  and  fubjedts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and 
tf  the  King  ot  Spain,  fhall  have  and  enjoy  in  the  re- 
lpc6Hve  lands,  feas,  ports,  havens,  roads,  and  territo- 
iie$  of  the  one  or  the  other,  and  in  all  places  whatfb- 
ever,  the  fame  privileges,  fecurities,  liberties,  and  im- 
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mumties^  whether  they  concern  their  peribns  or  tradi^ 
mxh  all  the  beneficial  claufes  and  circumftances  whicti 
have  been  granted,  or  fhall  be  hereafter  granted  by  either 
of  the  faid  Kings,  to  the  Mofi:  Chriftian  King,  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  the  Hans-towns,  or 
any  other  kingdom  or  ftate  whatfoever,  in  as  fiill,  am- 
ple, and  beneficial  manner,  as  if  the  fame  were  particu- 
larly mentioned  and  inferted  in  this  treaty. 

XXXIX.  In  cafe  any  difference  or  difpute  fhall  hap- 
pen on  either  fide,  concerning  thefe  articles  of  trade 
and  commerce,  by  either  the  officers  of  the  admiralty| 
Qr  other  perfbn  whatfoever,  in  the  one  or  the  other 
kingdom  -,  the  complaint  being  prefented  by  the  party 
coqcemed,  to  dieir  MajefUes,  or  to  any  of  their  coun- 
pl,  their  faid  Majefbes  fhaU  caufe  the  damages  forth- 
with to  be  repaired,  and  all  things,  as  they  are  above 
agreed,  to  be  duly  executed :  and  in  cafe  that  in  pro? 
grefs  of  time  any  frauds  or  inconveniences  bp  difcoverT 
ed  in  the  navigation  and  commerce  between  both  king- 
Qpms,  againft  which  fufficient  prevention  hath  not  beei> 
inade  in  thefe  articles,  other  provifiops  may  be  hereaftef 
mutu^y  agreed  on,  as  fhall  be  judged  convenient,  the 
prefent  treaty  remaining  flill  in  full  force  and  vigour. 

XL-  It  is  likewife  accorded  and  concludjed,  that  the 
Moft  Serene  and  Renowned  King?  of  Great  Britain 
and  Spain  fhall  fincerely  and  faithfully  obferve  and 
keep,  and  procure  to  be  obferved  and  kept,  by  their 
iubje6b  and  inhabitants  refpefbively,  all  and  fingular 
the  capitulations  in  this  prefent  treaty  agreed  and  con« 
chided  :  neither  fhall  they  diredtly  or  indirectly  infringe 
the  fame,  or  confent  that  the  fame  fhall  be  infringed  by 
any  of  their  fubjefts  or  inhabitants.  And  they  fhaU 
ratify  and  confirm  all  and  fingular  the  conventions  be- 
fore accorded  by  letters  patents  reciprocally,  in  fufficient, 
full,  and  effeftual  form,  and  the  fame  fo  formed  and 
made,  fhall  interchangeably  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  de- 
livered, faithfully  and  really,  within  four  months  after 
^  dat^  (^  thefe  prefents ;  and  they  fjiall  then,  as  fooa 
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as  conveniendymaybe,caulc  this  prcfcnt  treaty  of  peace 
and  amity  to  be  publifhed  in  all  places^  and  in  the 
manner  accuftomed.

And  we,  defiring  that 
the  faid  pnatter  may  be  afTitted  in  his  voyage  and  bufi- 
nefs,  do  intreat  all  perfons  in  general  and  pardcular, 
who  (hall  meet  him,  and  thofe  of  all  places  where  the 
faid  matter  fhall  come  with  the  faid  fhip  and  her  mer- 
chandize, that  they  would  admit  him  favourably,  treat 
him  kindly,  and  receive  the  faid  fhip  into  their  ports, 
bays,  havens,  rivers,  and  dominions,  permitting  her 
quietly  to  fail,  pafs,  frequent,  and  negotiate  there,  or  in 
any  other  places,  as  fhall  feem  good  to  the  faid  matter, 
paying  flill  the  toll  and  cuttoms  which  of  right  fhall  be 
chie.  Which  we  will  acknowledge  gratefully  upon  the 
like  occafions.

DON  PHILIP,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Caltilc,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two  Sicilies,  Jerufalem, 
Portugal,  Navarre,  Granado,  Toledo,  Valencia,  Gali* 
cia,  M ^rca,  Sivilla,  Sardinia,  Cordcua,  Corlega,  Mu-> 
rica,  Jaen,  the  Algarves,  Algefira,  Gibraltar,  the  iflands 
of  the  Canaries,  theEaft  and  Weft  Indies,  iflands,  anl 
firm  land  of  the  ocean  fea,  Arch-diil^e  of  Auftria. 
Duke  of  Burgundy,  Brabant,  and  Milan,  Earl  of  Haf- 
puig,  Flanders,  Tiroll,  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of  Bifcay 
and  Molina,  &c. 

Whereas  on  the  behalf  of  you  Richard  Anthony^ 
conflil  of  the  Englifh  nation,  for  yourfelf,  and  in  the 
name  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  it 
hath  been  Ihewed  unto  me,  that  by  virtue  of  the  peace 
which  is  concluded  in  this  and  diat  realm,  you  do  re« 
fide  and  trade  in  Andaluzia,  and  fpecially  in  the  cidcs 
of  Sivil,  St.  Lucar,  Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  defiring  me 
to  be  pleafed  to  confirm  unto  you  the  privileges,  ex- 
emptions, and  faculdes  which  do  belong  imto  you>0a 
well  by  the  articles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  by  the  con- 
firmadons  thereof,  and  other  favours  and  graces  which 
my  lord  and  father  of  glorious  memory  did  grant  unto 
you,  and  all  fuch  odiers  which  have  been  given  you  by 
the  crowns  of  my  realms  of  Caftile  and  Portugal,  and 
to  command  that  they  may  be  in  and  for  all  things 
obferved  and  accomplilhed  unto  you  without  any  li- 
mitadon,  and  for  further  afTurance  to  grant  them  anew 
unto  you,  with  the  qualities,  amplitudes,  and  declara« 
rions  which  fhall  be  nK)ft  convenient  for  you  j  and  to 
fet  penaldes  upon  fuch  as  fhall  contradidi,  and  not  ob- 
fcrve  them  unto  you ;  and  to  the  end  it  may  be  known 
what  they  are,  to  grant  them  copies  thereof,  or  of  that 
which  my  favour  fhall  be :  and  I  taking  the  premifcs 
into  confideradon  i  and  becaufe  for  the  occafions 
which  I  luve  for  my  wars,  you  have  ofifered  to  ferve 
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ine  with  a,50o  ducats  of  filver,  to  be  paid  1,000  in 
fC^dy  money,  and  the  remaining  1,500  in  the  month 
of  April  of  this,  year ;  whereof  the  licentiate  Francis 
Moreno,  which  in  reverfion  of  Don  Anthony  de  Campo 
Redondo  y  Rio,  knight  of  the  order  of  Santiago,  one 
of  my  council  and  clumber,  and  of  the  treafury,  in 
your  name,  and  by  virtue  of  your  power,  did  acknow- 
ledge a  writing  of  obligation  in  form  before  John 
Cortez  de  la  Cruz,  my  notary,  I  do  hold  it  for  good : 
and  by  thefe  prefents  of  my  own  motion,  and  certain 
knowldge,  and  rgyal  and  abfolute  power,  which  I  in 
(his  behalf  will  make  ufe  of^  and  do  ufe  as  an  abfolute 
king  and  lord,  not  acknowledging  any  fuperior  in 
matters  temporal,  do  confirm  and  approve  the  privi- 
leges, exemptions,  and  faculties  which  do  belong  unto 
you  as  well  by  the  articles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  by  the 
coiifirmation  thereof  ^  and  alfo  the  other  favours  and 
graces  which  my  lord  and  father  did  grant  unto  you^ 
and  others  whatfoevei*,  which  have  been  given  by  my 
crowns  of  Caftile  and  Portugal  unto  the  faid  fubjeft^ 
in  and  for  all  things  as  therein,  and  every  thing  and 
part  thereof,  is  fpecified,  contained,  and  declared,  to 
the  end  they  may  be  firm,  ftable,  and  of  value,  and  be 
obferved,  kept,  and  accomplifhed  unto  you :  for  my 
deliberate  intent  and  will  is,  that  all  thofe  of  the  faid 
nation  (hall  enjoy  thereof  without  any  limitation,  in 
fuch  manner,  that,  during  the  time  the  faid  Englifii- 
men  fhall  refide  in  Andaluzia,  neither  you  nor  thcy^ 
ipay  be  charged  with  any  office  or  public  charge,  nor 
council,  tutorihip,f  curatorfhip,  receivers  or  trealurers^ 
although  they  be  of  cuftomers  and  millions,  or  other 
fervices  which  concem  my  royal  treafury  j  and  much 
lefs  they  may  demand  of  you  any  loans  or  donations^ 
©r  take  from  you  any  rights,  or  your  rents,  horfes,  or 
Haves  :  and  to  do  you  the  more  favour  or  grace,  aC'i- 
cording  to  that  which  is  agreed  by  the  faid  peace,  I  do 
V9iil  and  promife,  that  you  fhall  and  may  deal  and  trade 
freely,  and  fell  your  merchandiee  and  fhiits,  and  buy 
Aofe  of  my  realmS)  and  cariy  tbem^  foitb^  obferving 

that 
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that  which  is  ordained  and  commanded  by  the  kw% 
and  ftatutes  which  make  mendon  thereof,  and  paying^ 
to  my  royal  treafury  the  duties  or  cuftoms  which  oughi; 
to  be  paid,  prohibitmg,  as  I  do  prohibit  and  command^ 
not  to  t^e  from  you  by  force  any  mercliandizes^ 
wheat,  or  barley,  although  it  be  for  the  making  ready 
or  fumilhing  my  armies,  fleets,  or  gallions,  nor  for 
purveyors  of  ftewards  >  and  the  privileges  are  to  be 
cooceming  the  wheat  and  barley  according  to  the  tun  ^ 
and  concerning  the  other  things  and  merchandizes  a^i 
you  fhall  conclude  and  agree :  but  they  may  not  takc^ 
them  out  of  your  poffeflion  until  they  have  paid  for 
them,  unlefs  for  the  fame  there  be  leave  given,  that 
they  do  not  molefl  and  trouble  you.  And  forafmuch^ 
as  many  of  you  do  treat  to  bring  into  the  ports  oC 
Andaluzia,  the  city  of  Sivil,  and  other  places,  grea^ 
quantity  of  Newfoundland  filh,  and  other  forts  otdrf 
and  faked  fifh,  becaufe  they  are  victuals  which  are  very 
neceflary  i  and  that  you  have  been  and  are  put  to  great; 
charges^  and  are  much  troubled,  I  do  will  and  com*^ 
mand  to  be  kept  the  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Sivi|^ 
whereby  it  is  ordained,  that  thofe  which  come  in  wid| 
dry  or  faked  fifh,  there  fhall  not  be  any  price  or  ratx; 
fct  upon  them,  but  dicy  fhall  be  permitted  to  fell  ac 
fiich  a  price  as  they  fhall  think  good ;  and  it  fhall  not 
be  necefTary  to  manifcft  them  any  more  dian  unto  my 
officers  which  receive  my  royal  rents :  and  if  the  fhip^ 
wherein  the  faid  fiih  is  brought  be  great  fhips,  that 
they  cannot  go  up  the  river,  and  that  the  fame  be  put 
into  barks  or  lighters,  the  judge  of  the  admiralty, 
nor  any  other  pcrftjn,  may  not  put  any  waiters  or 
keepers  into  the  barks  or  hghters  at  the  charge  of  th^ 
owners  of  them. 

And  I  do  aUb  command,  that  if  the  faid  fifh  fhal| 
appear  to  be  rotten>  and  that  it  cannot  be  fpent,  that 
it  be  bumtj,  or  thrown  into  the  lea  ^  and  that,  for  this 
caufe  there  fhall  not  be  any  caufe  or  adion  com-» 
menced  againft  the  owners  thereof,  or  perfons  which 
Ihall  fell  it^  nor  they  fhall  ngt  bp  imprifoned^  nor  in-r 

formed 
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formed  .  aganft :  and  forafmuch  as  the  adminifters  of 
the  cuftoms,  and  odiers  of  divers  duties  which  arc 
received  for  die  fruits  and  merchandizes,  do  ufe  when 
any  Jbody  doth  inform,  to  have  the  perfon  imprifoned 
which  ftieweth  himfelf  to  be  party,  whereby  happened! 
to  men  of  trade  great  difcredit,  charges,  and  vexa- 
tions i  my  will  is,  and  I  do  command,  that  in  the  faid 
information,  there  fhall  be  only  proceeded  ag^inft  the 
merchandizes,  and  not  agaixift  die  perfons ;  but  they 
fliall  be  permitted  (as  I  do  permit  them)  to  make,  and . 
they  fliall  make  their  defences  in  the  faid  vexation. 
And  forafmuch  alfo  as,  according  to  an  article  of  the 
laid  peace,  which  maketh  mention  of  matters  in  re- 
ligion, nojtwithftanding  that  in  fome  fiiits  they  fliould 
declare  whether  they  be  Roman  Catholics  or  not, 
cxcufing  themfelves  to  give  fdth  to  others  which  they 
take  as  parties  or  as  witnefles ; 

I  do  alfo  command,  that  concerning  this  rtiatter 
Aere  be  not  done,  nor  there  fliall  not  be  done,  any. 
thing  with  thofe  which  are  born  in  the  faid  realm,  but 
only  that  the  faid  condition  be  kept  and  accompliflied, 
and  that  no  fuch  queflions  ^  be  put  unto  them,  giving 
unto  the  oaths  which  they  fhall  take  in  judgment 
court,  and  without,  the  fame  faith  and  credit  whiqh 
fliould  be  given  in  cafe  they  were  Spaniards  j  and 
herein  you  fliall  not  receive  any  trouble  or  moleftation, 
nor  there  fliall  not  be  any  grievance  done  unto  you : 
and  whereas,  for  the  juftification  of  fome  caufes,  the 
judges  and  juflices  do  pretend  that  the  merchants  of 
the  faid  nation  fliould  exhibit  books  of  their  contrac- 
tions or  dealings ;  I  do  will  and  command,  that  the 
books  of  the  merchants  of  the  faid  nation  fliall  not  be 
taken  out  of  their  hands  for  any  caufe  whatfoever,' 
but  they  fliall  keep  and  fliew  them  in  their  houfes,  to 
take  out  the  parcel  which  fliall  be  appomted,  and 
others  fliall  not  be  demanded  of  them,  nor  there 
fliall  not  be  any  other  papers  taken  from  them,  upon 
penalty  that  he  which  fliall  do  here  againft,  flfiall  be 
puniflied  according  to  law.

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And  fbrafmuch  as  the  merchants  do  difpatch  the 
merchandize  from  the  cuftom-houfe  of  the  faid  city 
of  Sivil  of  all  duties,  and  becaufe  there  arc  many 
which  do  make  up  a  fheet,  which  is  fubfcribed  and 
figned  by  all  the  officers,  and  remaineth  in  the  hand 
of  the  alcayde  of  the  cuftom-houfe ;  for  that  by  vir- 
tue thereof  the  merchandizes  are  permitted  to  go 
forth,  which  are  in  fardels,  packs,  trunks,  and  cafes ; 
and  afterwards^  when  they  have  taken  them  forth,  and 
pit  them  into  their  houfes  and  warehoufes,  the  chief 
keeper  of  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  the  officers  of  the 
halt  per  cent*  do  vifit  the  houfe  and  goods,  troubling 
and  molefting  them,  demanding  ot  them  the  diu 
patchesy  it  feeming  unto  them  that  they  may  detain 
them,  becaufe  they  left  the  difpatch  in  the  hands  of 
the  faid  alcayde  of  the  cuftom-houfe;  I  do  prohibit 
and  command,  that  the  houfes  of  the  faid  merchants 
Ihall  not  be  vifited,  nor  the  difpatches  Ihall  not,  nor 
nuy  not  be  demanded  of  them,  in  regard  they  have 
tfaem  not  in  their  hands  -,  and  this  is  to  be  underftood, 
and  is  underftood,  of  houfes  which  are  within  the  walls 
of  the  faid  city :  and  to  the  end  it  may  be  known  to 
you  which  are  of  the  Englifti  nation,  there  is  to  be  de- 
livered unto  you  copies  of  the  faid  privileges  and  ex- 
emptions which  do  concern  you,  and  which  were 
granted  unto  you,  as  well  by  the  articles  of  peace  as 
by  any  other  manner.

and  court,  and  chanceries,  and  the  regent  and  judge  of 
the  court  of  degrees  of  the  city  of  Sivil,  and  chief 
alcaldes  of  the  precinfts  thereof,  and  all  the  corrigidors 
affiftants,  and  governors,  chief  juftices  and  ordinaries 
as  well  in  the  faid  cities  of  Sivil,  Cadiz,  Malaga 
and  St.  Lucar  de  Barameda,  as  of  all  other  cities 
towns,  and  places  of  thefe  my  realms  and  dominions 
and  all  other  judges  and  juftices  whatfoever,  of  what

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^ality  dr  condition  foever  they  may  be^  whom  prmci- 
pally  or  incidentally  may  concern  in  any  manner  the 
iccottipliftiiftelit  of  performance  of  that  which  is  con- 
tained in  this  patent,  that  prefendy,  fo  fooh  as  they 
ihfdl  be  by  virtue  thereof  required,  or  the  copv  thereof

'A  I'reaty  for  the  compoftng  of  Differences ^  rejlraining  cf 
Depredations y  and  ejiablifiing  of  Peace  in  America^ 
between  the  Crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain, 
concluded  at  Madrid,  the  ^V  ^^y  9f  J^^Xa  ^  ^^^ 
Tear  of  our  Lord  1670. 

WHEREAS,  for  many  years  paft,  the  good  un- 
derftanding  and  correlpondence  between  the  Englifh 
and  Spanim  nations  having  been  difturbed  in  Americ^ 
itplcafcd  the  moft  Serene  and  Powcrfol  Prince  Charles, 

King 
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King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  in  order  to  the  reftoring 
and  regulating  the  lame  for  the  future,  to  fend  into 
Spain  his  envoy  extraordinary  Sir  William  Godol- 
phin.  Knight,  with  full  authority  and  power  to  make 
any  treaty  convenient  and  proper  for  that  end :  and 
likewife  the  moft  Serene  and  Powerful  Charles,  King 
of  Spain,  &c.  and  the  Queen  Regent  Maria- Anna,  &€• 
for  the  carrying  on  a  work  of  fo  much  piety  and  public 
good,  deputed  on  their  part  the  Earl  of  Penaranda, 
Counfellor  of  State,  and  Prefident  of  the  Indies,  to 
confer,  treat,  and  conclude  thereupon  with  the  faid  Sir 
William  Godolphin :  at  length  they  mutually  refolved 
and  agreed  upon  the  articles  of  the  following  treaty, 
in  virtue  of  their  feveral  commiflions, 

I.  Firft,  it  is  agreed  between  the  above-mentioned 
plenipotentiaries.  Sir  William  Godolphin  and  the  Earl 
of  Penaranda,  in  the  names  of  the  moft  Serene  Kings 
xe^ftively,  their  mafters,  that  the  articles  of,  peace 
and  alliance  made  between  the  crowns  of  Great  Britain 
and  Spain,  in  Madrid,  on  the  4:t  ^^  May  1667,  or 
any  claufe  thereof,  fhall  in  no  manner  be  deemed  or 
underflood  to  be  taken  away  or  abrogated  by  this  pre- 
fcnt  treaty  5  but  that  the  fame  Ihall  remain  perpetually 
in  their  ancient  force,  ftability,  and  vigour,  fo  far  forth 
as  they  are  not  contrary  or  repugnant  to  d>is  prefent 
convention  and  aiticles,  or  to  any  thing  therein  con- 
tained. 

II.  That  there  be  an  univerfal  peace,  true  and 
fincere  amity,  in  America,  as  in  the  odier  parts  of  the 
world,  between  the  moft  Serene  Kings  of  Great  Britain 
and  Spain,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  and  between  the 
kingdoms,  ftates,  plantations,  colonies,  forts,  cities, 
iflands,  and  dominions,  without  any  diftinftion  of  place 
belonging  unto  either  of  them,  and  between  die  people 
and  inhabitants  under  their  refpe6tive  obedience,  which 
Ihall  endure  from  this  day  for  ever,  and  be  obferved 
inviolably,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea  and  frefli- waters, 
ib  as  to  promote  each  the  welfare  and  advantage  of 
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the  odier.  and  favour  and  aflift  one  anodier  mxh  mi)- 
(ual  love ;  and  that  every  where,  as  well  in  thofc  rcr 
niote  countries  as  in  thefe  which  are  nearer,  the  faith- 
^1  offices  of  good  neighbourhood  and  friendfliip  may 
\}Q  exercifed  and  increase  between  them. 

III.  Alfo,  that  for  the  time  to  come,  all  enmities, 
hoftilities,  and  difcords,  between  the  faid  Kings,  their 
fubjeAs  and  inhabitants,  ceafe  and  be  abolifhed :  and, 
that  both  parties  do  altogether  forbear  and  abftain  froxa 
all  plundering,  depredation,  injuries,  and  infeftation 
l^hatfoever,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea,  and  in  frefhr 
waters,  every  where, 

IV.  The  faid  moft  Serene  Kings  Ihall  take  carr 
that  their  fubjefts  do  accordingly  abftain  fix)m  all  force 
and  wrong-doing :  and  they  fhall  revoke  all  commif- 
fions  and  letters  of  reprifal  and  mart,  or  othcrwife 
containing  licence  to  take  prizes,  of  what  condition  or 
kind  foever,  being  to  the  prejudice  of  the  one  or  other 
of  the  faid  Kings,  or  of  their  fubjefts,  whether  the 
feme  have  been  given  or  granted  by  them  unto  fub- 
jefts  or  inhabitants,  or  unto  ftrangers ;  and  fhall  de- 
clare the  fame  to  be  void  and  of  no  fprce,  as  by  thi$ 
treaty  of  peace  they  are  declared  fo  to  be :  and  who- 
foever  fhall  do  any  thing  to  the  contrary,  he  fhall  be 
punifhed  not  only  criminally,  according  to  the  merit 
of  his  offence,  but  fhall  alfb  be  compelled  to  make 
reftitution  and  fatisfaftion  for  the  lofTes  to  the  parties 
^mnified,  requiring  the  fame. 

V.  And  fiirthermore,  the  faid  Kings  fhall  denounce, 
as  by  the  tenor  of  thefe  prefents  every  of  them  hath 
and  doth  renounce,  whatfoevcr  league,  confederation^ 
capitulation,  and  intelligence,  made  by  what  manner 
foever,  in  the  prejudice  of  the  one  or  the  other,  which 
doth  or  may  repugn  againft  this  peace  and  concord, 
tuid  all  and  fingular  the  contents  thereof:  all  which 
and  every  of  them,  fo  far  as  they  do  concern  the 
effeft  aforefaid,  they  fhall  annul  and  make  void,  anci 
declare  to  be  of  no  force  or  moment. 
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VI.  The  prifoners  on  both  fides,  one  and  all,  of 
Irhat  degree  or  condition  foever,  det;ained  by  reafoft 
rfartyhoftilities  hidierto  committed  in  America,  fhall 
be  forthwith  fet  at  liberty,  without  ranfom,  or  any  other 
price  of  their  freedom. 

VII.  All  offences,  damages,  lofles,  injuries,  whidi 
the  nations  and  people  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain 
have  at  any  rime  heretofore,  upon  what  caufe  or  pre- 
tfcxt  foever,  luffered  by  each  other  in  America,  fliall 
be  expunged  out  of  remembrance,  and  buried  in  obli- 
vion, as  if  no  fuch  thing  had  ever  paft. 

Moreover,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  moft  Serene  King 
of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  fucceilbrs,  ihall  have, 
hMy  keep,  and  enjoy  for  ever,  with  plenary  right  of 
fcyercignty,  dominion,  poffeffion,  and  propriety,  all 
thofe  lands,  regions,  iflands,  colonies,  and  places  what- 
fccvcr,  being  or  fituated  in  the  Weft  Indies,  or  in  any 
part  of  America,  which  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain 
and  his  lubjedh  do  at  prefent  hold  and  poflefs ;  fo  as 
0at  in  regard  thereof;  or  upon  any  colour  or  pretence 
whatfoever,  nothing  more  may  or  ought  to  be  urged, 
nw  any  queftion  or  controverfy  be .  ever  nnoved  con- 
cerning the  fame  hereafter. 

VIII.  The  fubiefts  and  inhabitants,  merchants,  cap- 
tains,  mafters  orfhips,  mariners  of  the  kingdon!^ 
provinces,  and  dominions  of  •each  confederate  relpec- 
rively,  fhall  abftain  and  forbear  to  fail  and  trade  in  the 
ports  and  havens  which  have  fortifications,  cafUes, 
magazines,  or  warehoufcs,  and  in  all  other  places  what* 
ibever  pofJefTed  by  the  other  party  in  the  Weft  Indies; 
to  wit.  The  fubjedls  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fhall 
not  fail  unto,  and  trade  in  the  havens  and  places  which 
the  Catholic  King  holdeth  in  the  faid  Indies ;  nor  in 
Eke  manner  fhall  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Spain 
firil  unto,  or  trade  in  thole  places  which  are  pofTefTed 
there  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

IX.  But  if,  at  any  time  hereafter,  either  King  fhall 
dunk  fit  to  grant  unto  the  fubjefts  of  the  other,  any 
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general  or  particular  licence  or  privileges  of  navigating 
unto,  and  trading  in  any  places  under  his  obedience 
who  fliall  grant  the  fame,  the  faid  navigation  and  trade 
Shall  be  exercifed  and  niaintained  according  to  the 
form,  tenor,  and  efFeft  of  the  faid  permiffions  or  pri* 
vileges  to  be  allowed  and  ^ven ;  for  the  fecurity,  war-, 
rant,  and  authority  whereof,  this  prefent  treaty  and  the 
ratification  thereof  fhall  fei*ve. 

X.,  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  in  cafe  the  fubje6ts  and  in- 
habitants of  either  of  die  confederates,  with  their  (hip- 
ping (whether  public  and  of  war,  or  private  and  of 
merchants)  be  forced  at  any  time  through  ftrefs  of 
weather,  purfuit  of  pirates  and  enemies,  or  other  in- 
convenience whatfoever,  for  the  feeking  of  Ihelter  and 
harbour,  to  retreat  and  enter  into  any  of  the  rivers, 
creeks,  bays,  havens,  roads,  fhores,  and  ports  belong- 
ing to  the  other  in  America,  they  fhall  be  received  and 
treated  there  with  all  humanity  and  kindnefs,  and  en- 
joy all  friendly  protedtion  and  help :  and  it  fhall  be 
lawful  for  them  to  refi  efh  and  provide  themfelves,  at 
reafonable  and  the  ufual  rates,  with  vi6hials  and  all 
tilings  needful,  either  for  the  fuflenance  of  their  per- 
fons,  or  reparation  of  their  fhips,  and  conveniency  of 
their  voyage  ;  and  they  fhall  in  no  manner  be  detain- 
ed or  hindered  from  returning  out  of  the  faid  ports  or 
-roads,  but  fhall  remove  and  depart,  when  and  whither 
they  pleafe,  without  any  let  or  impediment. 

XL  Likev/ife,  if  any  fhips  belonging  to  either  con- 
federate, their  people  and  fubjeds,  fhall,  within  the 
coafls  or  dominions  of  the  other,  flick  upon  the  fands, 
or  be  wrecked  (which  God  forbid)  or  fuffer  any  da- 
mage, die  perfuns  (hipwrecked  and  cafl  on  the  fhore 
fhall  in  no  fort  be  kept  prifoners,  but,  on  the  contrary,  all 
friendly  affiftance  and  relief  fhall  be  adminiflered  to 
their  diiftrefs,  and  letters  of  fafe-conduft  given  them  for 
their  free  and  quiet  pafTage  thence,  and  the  return  of 
every  one  to  his  own  country. 

^L  But  when  it  fhall  happen,  that  the  fhi{)s  of 
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clrher(asis  above-nienrioned)  through  dangerofthe  fea, 
or  other  urgent  caufe,  be  driven  into  the  ports  and  ha- 
vens of  the  other,  if  they  be  three  or  four  together,  and 
may  give  juft  ground  of  fufpicicn,  they  Ihall  immediate- 
]f  upon  their  arrival  acquaint  the  governor  or  chief 
magiftrate  of  the  place  with  the  caufe  of  their  ^coming, 
and  Ihall  flay  no  longer  than  the  faid  governor  or  chief 
magiftrat^  will  permit,  and  (hall  be  requifite  for  the 
fumilhing  themfelves  with  vlftuals,  and  reparation  of 
dieir  fhips :  and  they  Ihall  always  take  care  not  to  carry 
out  of  their  fhips  any  goods  or  packs,  expofing  them 
to  fale,  neither  fhall  they  receive  any  merchandize  on 
board,  nor  do  any  thing  contrary  to  this  treaty. 

XIII.  Both  parties  fhall  truly  and  firmly  obferve 
and  execute  this  prefent  treaty,  and  all  and  every  the 
matters  therein  contained,  and  efFeftually  caufe  the 
lame  to  be  obferved  and  performed  by  the  fubjedt? 
and  inhabitants  of  either  nation. 

XIV.  No  private  injury  fhall  in  any  fort  weaken 
this  treaty,  nor  beget  hatred  or  difTentions  between  the 
forefaid  nations,  but  every  one  fhall  anfwer  for  his  own 
proper  fad,  and  be  profecuted  thereupon;  neither 
fhall  one  man  fatisfy  for  the  offence  of  another  by  repri- 
fals,  or  other  fuch  like  odious  proceedings,  unlefs  juftice 
be  denied,  or  unreafbnably  delayed,  in  which  cafe  it 
fhall  be  lawfiil  for  that  King,  whofe  fubjeft  hath  fuffered 
the  lofs'  and  injury,  to  take  any  courfe  according  to  the 
rules  and  method  of  the  law  of  nations,  until  repara- 
tion be  made  to  the  fufFerer. 

XV.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  in  nothing  derogate 
from  any  pre-eminence,  right,  or  dominion,  of  either- 
confederate  in  the  American  feas,  channels,  or  waters, 
but  that  they  have  and  retain  the  fame  in  as  full  and 
ample  manner  as  may  of  right  belong  unto  them  :  but 
it  is  always  to  be  underftood,  that  the  liberty  of  navi- 
gation ought  in  no  manner  to  be  difturbed,  where  no- 
thing is  committed  againfl  the  genuine  fenfe  and  mean* 
ing  of  thefe  articles. 
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XVI.  LafUy,  The  folcmn  rarificadons  of  this  prc^ 
fent  treaty  and  agreement,  made  in  due  form,  ihaU 
be  delivered  on  both  fides^  and  mutually  exchanged 
within  the  ipace  of  four  months  fix)m  this  day ;  andi 
vithin  eight  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  mi  ex.-. 
change  of  the  inftruments  (or  fooner  if  poffible)  thcjp 
fhall  be  publiflied  in  all  convenient  places  throi^ghout 
the  kingdoms,  ftates,  iflands,  ahd  dominions  of  both 
confederates,  as  well  in  the  Weft  Indies  as  clfewhcrc. 

In  teftimony  of  all  and  Angular  the  contents  hereof 
we  the  above-mentioned  plenipotentiaries  have 
ligned  and  fealed  this  prefent  treaty,  at  MadricL 
the  t!j.  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Loni 
1670.

A  N  N  E,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith^ 
&c.  To  all  and  lingular  to  whom  thefe  prefents  fhall 
come,  greeting.  Whereas  a  certain  treaty  Qf  peace, 
and  friendftiip,  between  us  and  our  good  brother  Philipr 
the  Fifth,  Catholic  King  of  Spain,  was  concluded  ancL 
figned  at  Utrecht  the  ^  day  of  this  prefent  month,  hj, 
our  ambafladors  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiarieS|,. 

who 
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vho  were  provided  on  each  part  with  fuffident  author 
lil]f»  in  the  form  vsd  words  following : 

Whereas  it  has  pkafed  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  alt 
dungSj  after  a  moft  grievous  war,  wluch  for  fo  niany 
years  has  laid  defblate  almofl:  the  whole  Chrlftian  world 
with  blood  and  flaughter^  of  his  divine  clemency  to  dif- 
pofe  the  minds  of  the  Princes  engaged  in  the  ditpute  to 
die  droughts  of  peace  and  concord,  after  they  had  been 
ib  long  inflamed  with  the  rage  and  fury  of  arms :  and 
whereas  die  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Mighty  Lady  Anne, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
aod  Ireland,  &c.  and  the  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Mighty 
Prince  Philip  the  Fifth,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Catholic 
King  of  Spain,  &c.  wifli  for  nothing  more  heartily,  and

moft  excellent  Lord  Thomas  Earl  ^f  Strafford,  Vif- 
count  Wcntworth  of  Wentworth  Woodhoufe,  and  of 
Staineborough,  baron  of  Raby,  privy  counfellor  to  her 
Royal  Majefty,  her  ambaffador  extraordinary  and  ple- 
iiqx)Oentiary  to  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  colonel  of  her  Majef- 
tjr*$  royal  regiment  of  dragoons,  lieutenant  general  of 
her  Majefty*s  armies,  firft  commiflioner  of  the  admi- 
nity  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  knight  of  the 
Wrik  noble  Order  of  the  Garter.

the  Order  of  Callatrava,  and  likewife  commander  of 
the  Order  of  St.  Jago,  one  of  the  g -andees  of  the  cham- 
ber to  the  Catholic  King  Philip  the  Fifth,  general 
commander  in  his  armies,  and  captain  of  the  fii  ft  troop 
of  his  Majefty's  life  guards;  and  the  moft  illuftrious 
and  moft  excellent  Lord  Ifidore  Cazado  de  Azevedo 
de.

heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  and  alfo  tjie  kingdoms,  ftates,  do- 
minions, and  provinces  of  bodi  parties,  wherelbever. 
fituated,  and  their  fubjcds  J  and  that  the  fame  be  fa' 
fincerely  preferved  and  cultivated,  that  neither  party 
do,  under  any  c§lour  whatever,  endeavour  to  attempt 
any  thing  to  the  deftrufrion  or  detriment  of  the  other, 
or  yield  any  aid,  by  what  name  foever  it  be  called,  to 
thofe  who  attempt  the  fame,  or  who  endeavour  to  do 
any  damage,  neither  riiay  or  ought  they  to  help  diem 
by^  any  means.  On  the  ccntraiy,  their  Royal  Majefties 
fliall  be  obliged  the  one  to  promote  the  advantage, 
honour,  and  intcreft  cf  the  other,  and  to  diredt  their 
councils  to  that  end  with  all  care,  that  by  mutual  proof 
of  friendfhip,  the  peace  which  is  now.  made  may  daily 
receive  new  additions  of  flrength, 

IL  But 
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II.  But  whereas  the  war  which  is  fo  happily  ended- 
by  tfiis  peace,  was  at  the  beginning  undertaken,  and 
i¥as  carried  on  for  fo  many  years  with  the  utmoft  force, 
at  immenfe  charge,  and  with  almoft  infinite  flaughter, 
becaufe  of  the  great  danger  which  threatened  the  liber- 
ty and  fafety  of  all  Europe,  from  the  too  clofe  ponjunc- 
tion  of  the  kingdoms  of  Spain  and  France.  And 
whereas  to  take  away  all  uneafinefs  and  fufpicion,  con- 
cerning fuch  conjun6tion,  out  of  the  minds  of  people, 
and  to  fetde  and  eftablilh  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of 
Chriftendom  by  an  equal  balance  of  power  (which  is 
die  bcft  and  moft  folid  foundation  of  a  mutual  friend- 
fliip,  and  of  a  concord  which  will  be  lafldng  on  alt 
ikies)  as  well  the  Catholic  King  as  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King  have  confcnted,  that  care  fhould  be  taken  by  luC- 
ficient  precautions,  that  the  kingdoms  of  Spain  and 
France  fhould  never  come  and  be  united  under  the 
lame  dominion,  and  that  one  and  the  fame  perfon 
fhould  never  become  King  oF  both  kingdoms.

Whereas  on  the  5th  of  November  in  this  prefent 
year  17 12,  before  Don  Manuel  of  Vadillo  and  Velaf^ 
CO,  my  fecretary  of  ftate,  and  chief  notary  of  the  king- 
doms of  Caftille,  and  Leon,  and  witnefles,  I  deUvered, 
fwore  to,  and  figned  a  public  inftrument  of  the  tenor 
following,  which  is,  word  for  word,  as  here  enfues. 

DON  PHILIP,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Caftille,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  1  wo  Sicilies,  Jerufalem, 
Navarre,  Granada,  Toledo,  Valentia,  Galicia,  Major- 
ca, Seville,  Sardinia,  Corduba,  Corfica,  Murcia,  Jaen, 
the  Algarves,  Algezira,  Gibraltar;  the  Canary  Iflands, 
the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  the  iflands  and  terra  frma  of 
the  ocean.  Archduke  of  Auftria,  Duke  of  Burgundy, 

Brabant^ 
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Brabant,  and  MUan,  Count  of  Hablpurg,  Fkndcrs, 
Tiro^^  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of  Bifcay  and  Molina,  &c. 
By  the  accx)iint  and  information  of  this  inftrument  and 
writing  of  renunciation  and  relinquifhment,  and  that  it 
may  remain  for  a  perpetual  remembrance,  I  do  make 
known  and  declare  to  kings,  princes,  ptotentates,  com- 
monwealths, communities,  and  particular  perfons,  which 
now  are,  and  fhall  be  in  future  ages :  That  it  being 
one  of  the  principal  pofidons  of  the  treaties  of  peace, 
depending  between  the  crowns  of  Spain  and  of  France, 
with  that  of  En^and,  for  the  rendering  it  firm  am! 
lafting,  and  proceeding  to  a  general  one,  on  the  maxim 
of  fecuring  for  ever  the  univerfal  good  and  quiet  of 
Europe,  by  an  equal  weight  of  power,  fb  that  many 
being  united  in  one,  the  balance  of  the  equality  defired, 
might  not  turn  to  the  advantage  of  one,  and  the  danger 
and  hazard  of  the  refl ;  it  was  propofed,  and  infifted 
on  by  England,  and  it  was  agreed  to  on  my  part,  and 
Cfn  that  of  the  King  'my  grandfather,  that  for  avoiding 
at  any  time  whatever  the  union  of  this  monarchy  with 
that  of  France,  and  the  pofTibility  that  it  might  happen 
in  any  cafe,  reciprocal  renunciations  fhould  be  made 
by  me,  and  for  all  my  defcendants,  to  the  pofTibility  of 
lucceeding  to  the  monarchy  of  France,  and  on  the  part 
of  thofe  princes,  and  of  all  their  race,  prefent  and  to 
come,  to  that  of  fucceeding  to  this  monarchy;  by  form- 
ing a  proper  proje6t  of  abdication  of  all  rights  which 
mi^t  be  claimed  by  the  two  royal  houfes  of  this,  and 
of  that  monarchy,  as  to  their  fucceeding  mutually  to 
each  other ;  by  feparating,  by  the  legal  means  of^  my 
renunciation^  my  branch  from  the  royal  flem  of  France, 
and  all  the  branches  of  France  from  the  flem  of  the 
blood  royal  of  Spain  ;  by  taking  care  at  the  fame  time, 
in  purfuance  of  the  fundamental  and  perpetual  maxim 
of  the  balance  of  power  in  Europe,  which  perfuades 
and  juflifies  the  avoiding,  in  all  cafes  imaginable,  the 
union  of  the  monarchy  of  France  with  that  of  Spain, 
that  the  inconvenience  fhould  likewife  be  provided 
againft,  left,  in  default  of  my  iflue,  the  cafe  Ihould  hap« 
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pen  that  this  monarchy  fhould  devolve  again  to  the 
{ioufe  of  Auftria,  whofe  dominions  and  dependencies, 
even  without  the  union  of  the  empire,  would  make  it 
formidable;  a  motive  which  at  other  times  made  it 
juitifiable  to  feparate  the  hereditary  dominions  of  the 
Houie  of  Auftria  from  the  body  of  the  Spanifh  mo- 
narchy; it  being  agreed  and  fettled  to  this  end  by 
England  with  me,  and  with  the  King  my  grandfather, 
that  in  failure  of  me,  and  of  my  iffiie,  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,   and  his  fons   and  deicendants,  being  males, 
born  in  conftant  lawful  marriage,  are  to  enter  upon  the 
(iiccellion  of  this  monarchy ;  and  in  default  of  his  male 
line,  the  Prince  Amadeo  of  Carignan,  and  his  fons 
and  defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  conftant  lawful 
marriage  j  and  in  default  of  his  line.  Prince  Thomas, 
brother  of  the  Prince  of  Carignan,  his  fons  and  delcen- 
^ts,  being  males,  bom  in  conftant  lawful  marriage, 
who,  as  defcendants  of  the  Infanta  Donna  Catharina, 
daughter  of  Philip  the  Second,  .and  being  exprcfily 
called,  have  a  clear  and  known  right,  flippofing  the 
friendship  and  perpetual  alliance,  which  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  his  defcendants,  are  to  folicit  and  obtain 
from  this  crown ;  it  being  to  be  believed,  that  by  this 
perpetual  and  never-ceafing  hope,  the  needle  of  the 
balance  may  remain  invariable,  and  all  the  powers, 
wearied  with  the  toil  and  unceitainty  of  batdes,  may 
be  amicably  kept  in  an  equal  poife  ;  it  not  remaining 
in  the  dilpofal  of  any  of  the  parties  to  alter  this  federal 
equilibrium  by  way  of  any  contraft  of  renunciation,  or 
retrocelTion,  fince  the  fame  reafon,  which  induced  its 
being  admitted,  demonftrates  its  permanency,  a  funda- 
mental conftitution  being  formed,  which  may  fetde  by 
an  unalterable  law  the  fucceffion  of  what  is  to  come. 
In  confequence  of  what  is  abovefaid,  and  for  the  love  I 
bear  to  the  Spaniards,  and  from  the  knowledge  I  have 
pf  what  I  owe  to  them,  and  the  repeated  experience  of 
their  fidelity,  and  for  making  a  return  to  Divine  Pro- 
vidence, by  this  refignation  to  its  deftiny,  for  the  great 
benefit  of  having  placed  and  maintained  me  on  the 

throne^ 
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tiirone,  among  fuch  illuftrious  and  well-deferving  vaf- 
falsf,  I  have  determined  to  abdicate,  for  myfelf^  and  all 
my  defendants,  the  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown 
of  France,  defiring  not  to  depart  from  living  and  dying 
with  my  beloved  and  faithful  Spaniards ;  leaving  to  all 
my  defcendants  the  infeparable  bond  of  their  fidelity 
and  love.  And  to  the  end  that  this  refolution  may 
have  its  due  effeft,  and  that  the  matter  may  ccafe, 
which  has  been  looked  upon  as  oqe  of  the  principal 
motives  of  the  war,  which  has  hitherto  afflifted  Eu- 
rope, of  my  own  motion,  free,  (pontaneous,  and  uncon- 
ftrained  will,  I  Don  Philip,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King 
of  Caftille,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two  Sicilies,  Jerufa- 
lem,  Navarre,  Granada,  Toledo,  Valencia,  Galicia, 
Majorca,  Seville,  Sardinia,  Corduba,  Corfica,  Murcia, 
Jaen,  the  Algarves,  Algezira,  Gibraltar,  the  Canary 
Iflands,  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  the  iflands,  and  terra 
firma  of  the  ocean.  Archduke  of  Auftria,  Duke  of  Buf- 
jgundy,  Brabant,  and  Milan,  Count  of  Hablpurg,  Flan- 
ders, Tirol,  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of  Bifcay  and  Mo- 
lina, &c.  do  by  this  prefent  inftrument^  for  myfelli 
for  my  heirs  and  fuccelTors,  renounce,  quit,  and  relin- 
quifh  for  ever  and  ever  all  pretenlions,  rights,  and 
tides,  which  I  have,  or  any  defcendant  of  mine  hath  at 
prefent,  or  may  have  at  any  time  to  come,  to  the  fuc- 
cefllon  of  the  crown  of  France ;  and  I  declare,  and 
hold  myfelf  for  excluded  and  feparated,  me,  and  my 
fons,  heirs,  and  defcendants  for  ever,  for  excluded  and- 
difabled  abfolutely,  and  without  limitation,  difference, 
and  diftinftion  of  perfons,  degrees,  fexes,  and  times, 
from  the  a&  and  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown  of 
France.  And  I  will  and  confent,  for  myfelf,  and  my 
faid  defcendants,  that  now,  as  well  as  then,  it  may  be 
taken  to  be  paffed  over  and  transferred  to  him,  who  by 
mine  and  their  being  excluded,  difabled,  and  incapaci- 
tated, ftiall  be  found  next  and  immediate  in  degree  to 
the  King,  by  whofe  death  it  fhall  become  vacant ;  and 
the  fuccefllon  to  the  faid  crown  of  France  is  at  any 
time,  and  in  any  cafe,  to  be  fetded  on,  and  given  to  him, 
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to  have  and  to  hold  the  fame  as  true  and  lawful  (uccef- 
Ibr,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  I  and  my  defcendants 
had  not  been  born,  or  been  in  the  world  j  fince  for  fych 
are  we  to  be  held  and  efteemed,  becaufe  in  my-perfon, 
and  in  that  of  my  defcendants,  there  is  no  confideration 
to  be  had,  or  foundation  to  be  made  of  aftive  or  paf- 
five  reprefentauon,  beginning,  or  condnuation  of  line* 
age  cfeftive,  or  contenrive  of  fubftance,  blood,  or  qua- 
lity, nor  can  the  defcent,  or  computation  of  degrees  of 
thofe  peribns  be  derived  from  the  Mod  Chriftian  King, 
my  lord  and  grandfather,  nor  from  the  dauphin  my  father, 
Bor  fit)m  the  glorious  Kings  their  progenitors  j  nor  by 
any  other  means  can  they  conoie  into  the  fucceflion,  nor 
take  poflefTion  of  the  degree  of  proximity,  and  exclude 
firom  it  the  perfon,  who,  as  is  abovefaid,  fliall  be  found 
next  in  degree.     I  will  and  confent  for  myfelf^  and  for 
my  defcendants,  that  from  this  time,  as  well  as  then, 
this  ri^t  be  looked  upon  and  confidered  as  pafTed 
over  and  transferred  to  the  Duke  of  Berry  my  bro- 
ther, and  to  his  fons  and  defcendants,  being  males, 
bom  in  conilant  lawful  marriage ;  and  in  default  oif 
his  male  iflue,  to  the  Duke  of  Orleans  my  uncle,  and 
to  his  fbns  and  defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  con- 
ftant  lawful  marriage  ^  and  in  default  of  his  ifTue,  to 
the  Duke  of  Bourbon  my  coufin,  and  to  his  fons  and 
defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  conftant  lawful  mar- 
riage ;  and  in  like  manner  fuccefli vely  to  all  the  princes 
of  the  blood  of  France,  their  fons  and  defcendants, 
being  males,  for  ever  and  ever,  according  to  the  place 
and  order  in  .which  they  fhall  be  called  to  the  crown  by 
right  of  their  birth;  and  confequently  to  that  perfon 
among  the  faid  princes,  who  (I  and  all  my  faid  defcen- 
dants being,  as  is  abovefaid,  excluded,  difabled,  and 
incapacitated)  Ihall  be  found  the  neareft  in  immedi- 
ate degree  after  that  King,  by  whofc  death  the  vacancy 
of  the  crown  of  France  Ihall  happen,  and  to  whom  the 
liicceflion  ought  to  belong  at  any  cime,  and  in  any  cafe 
whatfbever,  that  he  may  poffcfs  the  lame  as  true  and 
lawful  fuccefTor,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  I,  and  my 
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defendants,  had  not  been  born.  And  for  the  grea^r 
firength  of  this  a£t  of  abdication  of  all  the  rights  and 
titles  which  appertained  to  me^  and  to  all  my  Ions  and 
defcendants,  of  fucceeding  to  the  aforefaid  crown  of 
France,  I  depart  from,  and  relinquifli  elpecially  that 
which  might  moreover  accrue  to  the  rights  of  birth 
from  the  letters  patents,  or  inftrument,  whereby  the 
King  my  grandfadier  preferved  and  refcrved  to  me, 
and  enabled  me  to  enjoy  the  right  of  fuceeffion  to  thfc 
crown  of  France,  wliich  inftniment  was  difpatched  at 
Verlailles  in  the  month  of  December,  in  the  year  1700, 
and  pafled,  and  approved,  and  rcgiftered  by  the  parlia*- 
ment.  I  ^11  that  it  cannot  ferve  me  for  a  foundadon 
to  the  purpofes  therein  provided  for,  and  I  rejeft  and 
renounce  it,  and  hold  it  for  null,  void,  and  of  no  force, 
and  for  cancelled,  and  as  if  no  fuch  inftrument  had 
ever  been  executed.  I  promife  and  oblige  myfelfj  on 
the  faith  of  a  King's  word,  that  as  much  as  Ihall  relate 
to  my  part,  and  that  of  my  fons  and  defcendants,  which 
are  and  (hall  be,  I  will  take  care  of  the  obfervadon  and 
accompliftiment  of  this  writing,  without  permitting  or 
confenting  that  any  thing  be  done  contrary  thereunto, 
direftly  or  indireftly,  in  the  whole,  or  in  part  -,  and  I 
relinquifli  and  depart  from  all  and  all  manner  of  reme* 
dies,  known  or  unknown,  ordinary  or  extraordinary, 
and  which  by  common  right,  or  fpecial  privilege,  might 
belong  to  us,  to  me,  and  to  my  fons  and  defcendants, 
to  reclaim,  mention,  or  allege  againft  what  is  above*- 
faid ;  and  I  renounce  them  all,  and  efpecially  that  of 
evident  prejudice,  enormous,  and  moft  enormous,  which 
may  be  reckoned  to  have  happened  in  this  relinquifli** 
ment  and  renunciation  of  the  right  of  being  able  at  any 
time  to  fuccecd  to  the  crown  aforementioned.  I  will 
that  none  of  the  laid  remedies,  nor  others,  of  whatfo«- 
ever  name,  uic,  importance,  and  quality  they  niay  be, 
do  avail  us,  or  can  avail  us.  And  if  in  faft,  or  under 
any  colour,  we  fliould  endeavour  to  feize  the  faid  king- 
dom  by  force  of  arms,  by  making,  or  moving  war, 
^ffcnfive  or  defcnfive,  from  tliis  time  for  ever,  that  is  to 
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be  held^  judged^  and  declared,  for  an  unlawful,  unjuft^ 
and  wrongfully  undertaken  war,  and  for  violence,  in-, 
▼aiion,  and  ufurpation,  done  againit  reafon  and  con- 
Icience ;  and  on  the  contrary,  that  is  to  be  judged  and 
lefteemed  a  juft,  lawful,  and  allowed  war,  which  Ihall 
be  made  or  moved  in  behalf  of  him,  who  by  the  ex- 
dufion  of  me,  and  of  my  faid  fons  and  defendants, 
ought,  to  fucceed  to  the  faid  crown  of  France,  to  whom 
flic  fubje£ts  and  native?  thereof  are  to  apply  themfelves, 
and  to  obey  him,  to  take  and  perform  the  oath  and 
homage  of  fealty,  and  to  fcrve  him  as  their  lawful  king 
and  lord.     And  the  relinquifhment  and  renunciation, 
for  me,  and  my  faid  fons  and  defendants,  is  to  be  firm, 
ftable,  valid,  and  irrevocable  perpetually,  for  ever  and 
ever.     And  I  declare  and  promife,  that  I  have  noc 
made,  neither  will  I  make,  any  proteftadon  or  reclaim- 
ing, in  public  or  in  fecret,  to  the  contrary,  which  may 
hinder  or  diminifli  the  force  of  what  is  contained  in 
this  writing ;  and  that  if  I  fhould  make  it,  although  it 
be  fwom  to,  it  is  not  to  be  valid,  neither  can  it  have 
any  force  ;  and  for  the  greater  ftrength  and  fecurity  of 
what  is  contained  in  this  renunciation,  and  of  what  is 
faid  and  promifed  on  my  part  therein,  I  give  again  the 
pledge  of  my  faith,  and  royal  word,  and  I  fwear  folenrm- 
ly  by  the  goipels  contained  in  this  miflal,  upon  which 
I  lay  my  right  hand,  that  I  will  obferve,  maintain,  and 
accomplilh  this  aft  and  inftrument  of  renunciation,  as 
well  for  myfelf  as  for  all  my  fuccefTors,  heirs,  and  de- 
Icendants,  in  all  the  claufes  therein  contained,  accord- 
ing to  the  moft  natural,  literal,  and  plain  fenfe  and  con- 
ftruftion  j  and  that  I  have  not  fought,  neither  will  I 
ieek,  any  dilpenfation  from  this  oath ;  and  if  it  fhall  be 
fbu^t  for  by  any  particular  perlbn,  or  fliall  be  granted 
mo/u  proprioy  I  will  not  ufe  it,  nor  take  any  advantage 
of  it.     Nay  in  fuch  cafe  as  that  it  fliould  be  giantcd 
(nc,  I  make  anodier  the  like  oath,  that  there  may  al- 
ways be  and  remain  one  oath  above  and  beyond  all 
dilpenfations  which  may  be  granted  me.    And  I  deliver 
this  writing  before  the  prefcnt  fecretaiy,  notary  of  tins 
my  kingdom,  and  I  have  figned  it,  and  commanded  it

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and  if  it  were  ncceffary  for  the  greater  authorityj  vaHdi^-. 
t^,  and  ftrcngth,  approves  and  confirms  the  renuncia.: 
Hon  which  his  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  make  for  himfel^ 
and  in  the  name  of  all  his  royal  defcendants,  to  the  foe- 
ceflion  which  poflibly  may  happen  of  the  monarchy  of 
iFrance,  with  this  circumftance,  that  the  like  renuncia-. 
tion  to  this  crown  is  to  be  executed  by  the  princes  of 
that  royal  family,  and  their  defcendants  :  and  likcwife 
the  perpetual  exclufion  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  from 
the  dominions  of  this  monarchy ;  and  in  like  maniier 
in  cafe  of  failure  (which  God  forbid)  of  the  royal  ifllic 
of  his  Majefly,  die  calling  of  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  of  all  his  fons,  and  male  defcendants,  bom 
in  conflant  lawfol  matrimony  i  and  in  de&ult  of  all 
thefe  lines,  of  the  prince  Amadeus  of  Carignan,  his 
fens,  and  male  defcendants,  bom  in  conftant  lawfol' 
matrimony  5  and  in  failure  thereof,  of  the  Prince  Tho-^ 
mas,  brother  of  the  laid  Prince  of  Carignan,  his  fons, 
and  male  defcendants,  bom  in  conftant  lawfol  matri* 
mony ;  who  as  defcendants  of  the  Infanta  Donna  Cz^ 
tharina,  dau^ter  of  Philip  the  Second,  and  being  ex- 
prelsly  called,  have  a  clear  and  known  right,  foppofing 
the  friendlhip  and  perpetual  alliance  with  this  crown, 
which  ought  to  be  foughc  and  obtained  by  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  his  defcendants.  And  that  the  kingdoni 
approves,  agrees  to,  and  ratifies  all  thefe  three  things, 
and  each  of  chem,with  the  lame  qualities,  conditions,  and 
fuppofidons,  as  are  expreffed,  inferred,  and  conclud- 
ed 'n\  the  faid  inftrument  of  renunciation  executed  by 
his  Majefty,  which  has  been  mentioned  and  referred  to. 
And  laftly,  that  for  fecuring  and  eftablifhing  the  ftrength 
of  thefe  treaties,  thefe  kingdoms  oblige  themfelves,with 
all  their  power  and  force,  to  caufe  to  be  maintained  the 
royal  refolurions  of  his  Majefty,  facrificing  ia  his  royal 
fcrvice,  even  to  the  laft  drop  of  their  blood,  offering  to 
his  Majefty  their  lives  and  fortunes,  in  token  of  their » 
love.  And  that  for  the  eternal  remembrance  and  ob- 
fervance  of  the  royal  deliberation  of  his  Majefty,  and 
agreement  of  the  kingdom,  it  be  defired  in  their  nanrie 
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(as  in  cffeft  they  have  dcfired  and  pctirioncd  by  their 
reprcfentatidn  aiid  confoltation,  made  the  fame  ninth- 
day  of  this  month)  diat  his  Majefty  would  be  plealed 
to  order^  that  by  annulling  all  that  fhall  be  found  to 
the  contrary,  it  be  eftabliflied  as  a  fundamental  law,  asi 
well  the  aforefaid  renunciations,  as  the  perpetual  exclu- 
sion of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  fix)m  the  dominions  of 
this  crown,  and  the  calling  of  that  of  Savoy  to  the  foc- 
eeflion  of  thefc  kingdoms,  in  default  (which  God  for- 
bid) of  defcendants  from  his  Majefty ;  which  the  kingr 
dom,  with  the  approbation  of  his  Majefty,  does  cveii 
Aow  agree  to,  as  die  foundation,  whereon  depends  the 
greateft  good  and  advantage  of  this  monarchy,  fo  muqK 
purfued,  favoured,  and  exalted  by  the  royal  benevo- 
lence of  his  Majefty. 

And  the  King  our  lord,  having  agreed  to  this  unani^ 
mous  and  uniform  refolution  and  reprefentation  of  all 
the  knights  deputies  in  the  Cortes  of  the  kingdom,  he 
has  been  pleafcd,  by  his  royal  decree  of  the  feventh  of 
tiiis  month,*  to  command  it  to  be  remitted  to  his  fu- 
pfeme  council,  joindy  with  the  writing  of  renunciation, 
6rdaining  that  the  tenor  of  the  law  be  forthwith  form- 
ed, extended,  and  difpofed,  with  all  the  circumftan- 
ces  of  clearnefs  and  ftrength,  for  its  more  inviolable 
and  perpetual  obfervarion. 

As  ail  that  is  abovefaid  does  more  lai^ely  appear 
from  the  aforementioned  inftruments,  the  refolution, 
and  fupplicarion  of  the  kingdom,  which  are  cited,  and 
to  which  I  refer.  And  this  certificate  figned  with  my  • 
hand,  foaled  with  the  feal  of  the  royal  arms  of  his  Ma- 
jefty, I  give  by  virtue  of  his  royal  order,  in  the  paper 
of  die  Marquis  of  Mejorada  and  of  Brena,  one  of  his 
council,  gentleman  of  his  chamber,  his  fccretary  of 
ftate,  and  of  the  univerfal  difpatch.  At  Madrid/  the 
ninth  of  November,  1 7 1 2.

The  earneft  dcfires,  which  moved  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King  my  grandfather,  and  myfelf,  to  procure  an  end  to 
the  bloody  and  obflinate  war,  which  has  afflicted  £u<^ 
rope  fo  many  years,  and  to  give  a  due  relief  to  our  ya& 
/ak,  who  were  overwhelmed  with  fuch  labours  ^nd  fa*' 
^[ues,  as  were  not  to  be  fupported  b^ut  by  their  in\dn* 
cible  courage  and  conftant  love  and  fidelity,  made  us 
uk  all  poflible  endeavours  to  obtain  a  general  peace 
with  the  powers  confederated  againft  the  two  crownji^ 
preferring  that  to  our  intereft :  and  whereas,  having  be- 
gun to  treat  of  peace  with  the  Queen  of  England,  it 
was  agreed  between  the  three  crowns  of  Spain,  France, 
and  England,  that  I  fhould,  in  my  own  and  my  de- 
icendants  name,  Irenounce  the  right  which  we  have  or 
mi^t  have  to  the  crown  of  France,  together  with  the 
reft — and  in  the  form  contained  in  the  a(ft,  the  tenor 
whereof  is  as  follows  :

And  whereas  the  renunciation  and  the  a6l  above  in- 
ferted, being  by  my  command  communicated  to  the 
States  ofmy  kingdom,  who,  for  the  greater  validity  of  the 
^d  renunciation  and  aft,  were  affcmbled  in  this  place, 
were  received  and  approved  by  them  in  all  its  parts, 
and  they,  by  their  reprefentation  of  the  ninth  of  No- 
vember laft,  did  defire  me,  in  my  royal  wilciom,  to 
command  that  the  exclufion  of  the  Houfes  of  France 
and  Auftria,  and  the  order  of  fucceflion  in  theHoufe  of 
Savoy  after  all  my  defcendants  (which  are  contained  in 
the  abovementioned  aft  of  renunciation)  fhould  be 
fftablilhed  as  a  flindamental  law :  and  whereas,  be- 
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caufe  this  method .  is  as  ufefol  and  neceflaiy  to  the  be^ 
nefit  of  the  general  peace  of  Europe,  the  quiet  and  ^ 
comfort  of  my  vaffals,  as  to  the  common  good  of 
thefe  kingdoms,  my  counfellors  did  therefore  advife 
me  to  it,  I  thought  it  good,  and  determined  to  com- 
mand, as  I  do  command,  that  every  thing  contained 
in  the  abovementioned  aft  be  obfcrved,  folfiUed,  and 
executed  for  ever,  as  it  is  contained  therein :  and  iii 
^onfequence  of  the  faid  aft,  I  and  all  my  defcendants 
-are  for  ever  excluded  from  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown 
of  France,  fo  that  we  never  can  fucceed  to  the  faid 
crow;i,  under  any  pretence,  at  any  time,  or  on  any 
accident  or  occafion  whatfoever ;  and  all  the  Princes 
of  the  Blood  of  France,  and  all  of  their  race,  either  in 
being  or  diat  fliall  be,  are  by  the  faid  aft  excluded  re- 
ciprocally from  the  monarchy  of  Spain  j  and  all  the 
princes,  as  well  males  as  females,  of  the  Houfc  of  Auf- 
iria,  that  are  either  now  in  being  or  that  fhall  be,  are 
in  the  fame  manner  excluded,  fo  that  neither  the  one 
nor  the  other  can  ever  in  any  cafe,  either  yet  thought 
of,  or  not  thought  of,  fucceed  to  the  monarchy  of  Spain, 
or  to  the  provinces  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
united  to  it :  and  in  cafe  of  failure  of  my  royal  perfon, 
and  of  my  lawful  defcendants,  as  well  male  as  female,  I 
do  declare,  that  the  Duke  of  Savoy  ought  to  fucceed 
to  this  monarchy,  and  his  fons,  and  male  defcendants, 
coming  from  the  male  line  in  conftant  and  lawful 
wedlock ;  and  in  failure  of  his  male  line,  the  Prince 
Amadeus  of  Carignan,  and  his  fons,  and  male  dcr 
fcendants  from  the  fame  line,  born  in  conftant  and 
lawflil  wedlock ;  and  on  failure  of  his  male  line. 
Prince  Thomas,  brother  of  the  Prince  of  Carignan, 
his  fons,  and  male  defcendants  from  the  fame  line 
male,  born  in  conftant  lawful  wedlock  j  all  whom,  as 
defcending  from  the  Infanta,  the  Lady  Catliarine, 
^ugliter  of  Don  Philip  the  Second,  and  by  this  ex- 
prels  vocation  have  an  evident  and  acknowledged 
right  to  die  fucceffion  of  this  monarchy.  It  is  my 
Will  that  this  order  of  fucccflion  be  for  ever  obfcrved.

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fulfilled,  and  executed,  according  to  the  fetter,  as  is 
above  contained,  notwithftanding  the  law  of  partition, 
ccmunonly  called  Partiday  which  fpeaks  of  the  form  and 
manner  of  fucceeding  in  thefe  kingdoms,  and  •notwith- 
ftanding any  odier  laws,  ordinances,  ftatutes,  or  cuf- 
toms  whatfoever,  which  are  or  may  be  contrary  there- 
unto,  and  notwithftanding  any  teftamentary  dilpofi- 
tions,  made  by  the  Kings  our  anceftors  when  they 
were  alive,  and  notwithftanding  any  declaration  which 
we  made  in  favour  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  .and  his 
foQS  and  defcendants,  as  grandfon  of  the  Infanta  the 
Lady  Anna  Mauricia,  deceafed.  Queen  of  France, 
fitxn  all  which  we  derogate  by  this  law,  and  rcfcind 
and  annul  them,  inafmuch  as  they  are  contranr  to  the 
tenor  of  this  aft,  the  reft  remaining  in  their  force,  in 
like  manner  as  this  renunciation,  exclufion,  and  order 
of  fiicceflion,  for  ever,  with  the  other  things  there  exr 
preffed,  for  the  fundamental  law  of  the  fucceflion  of 
this  monarchy,  in  the  fame  form  as  is  there  expreflcd.

This  is  a  copy  of  his  Majefly's  royal  ordinance 
ftnd  of  its  publication,  the  original  whereof  is  pre- 
fcrved  in  the  archives  of  the  council  which  I  certify

©ur  matter's  chamber,  the  moft  ancient  of  thofe  who 
are  of  the  King's  council,  I  figned  this  at  Madrid^ 
the  1 8th  day  of  March,  17 13.

And  whereas  the  Princes  alfb  of  the  Houfe  of  France 
have,  in  like  manner,  for  themfelves,  their  heirs  and 
fucGeflbrs,  renounced  on  their  .part  all  kind  of  rights 
title^  and  pretenfion  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  or  to  any 
the  dominions  thereofi  in  the  form  and  words  follow- 
ing:

IVhicb  admit  the  Re^junciation  of  the  King  of  Spain  t$ 
the  Crown  of  France,  and  thofe  of  M.  the  Duke  of 
Berry,  and  cfM.  the  Duke  ^Orleans,  to  the  Crown 
of  Spain, 

LEWIS,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  France 
and  Navarre:  to  all  people  prefent,  and  to  come, 
greeting.  During  the  various  revolutions  of  a  war, 
wherein  we  have  fought  only  to  maintain  the  juftice  of 
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Ac  rights  of  the  tCing,  our  moft  dear  and  moft  be* 
Jovcd  grandibn,  to  the  monarchy  of  Spain,  we  have 
never  ceafed  to  defire  peace.  The  greateft  fucceflei 
did  not  at  all  dazzle  us;  and  the  contrary  events, 
irfiich  the  hand  of  God  made  ufe  of  to  try  us,  rather 
than  to  deftroy  us,  did  not  give  birth  to  that  defire  in 
us,  but  found  it  there.  But  the  time  marked  out  by 
Divine  Providence,  for  the  r^:^fe  of  Europe,  was  not 
yet  come ;  the  diftant  fear  of  feeing^  one  day,  our 
crown,  and  that  of  Spain,  upon  the  hiad  of  one  and 
die  lame  Prince,  did  always  make  an  equal  impreflion 
on  the  Powers  which  were  united  a^nft  us ;  and  this 
fear,  which  had  been  the  principal  caufe  of  the  war, 
feemed  alfo  to  lay  an  infujperable  obftacle  in  the  way 
to  peace.  At  laft,  after  many  fruidefs  negotiations, 
God  being  moved  with  the  fuffcrings  and  groans  df 
h  many  people,  was  pleafed  to  open  a  furer  way  tb 
Come  at  fo  difficult  a  peace  :  but  the  fame  alarms  ftill 
fubfifting,  the  firft  and  principal  condition  which  was 
propofed  to  us  by  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved 
lifter  die  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  as  die  eflfendal  and 
lieceflkry  fouudauon  of  treating,  was,  that  the  King 
of  Spain,  our  faid  brother  and  grandfon,  keeping  the 
monarchy  of  Spain  and  of  the  Indies,  fhould  renounce 
for  himfelf,  and  his  delccndants  for  ever,  the  rights 
which  his  birth  might  at  any  rime  give  him  and  them 
to  our  crown ;  that  on  the  other  hand,  our  moft  deaf 
and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and 
our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  nephew  the  Duke  of 
Orleans,  (hould  likewifc  renounce  fur  themfelves,  and 
for  their  dcfcendants,  male  and  female  for  ever,  their 
rights  to  the  monarchy  of  Spain  and  the  Indies.  Our 
.  faid  lifter  caufed  it  to  be  reprefented  to  us,  that  with- 
out a  formal  and  pofitive  affurance  upon  this  point, 
which  alone  could  be  the  bond  of  peace,  Europe 
would  never  be  at  reft  j  all  the  Powers  which  Ihare  the 
fame  being  equally  perfuaded,  that  it  was  for  their 
general  intereft,  and  for  their  common  fecurity,  to  con- 
tinue a  war,  whereof  no  one  could  forefee  the  end,  ra- 
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;her  thaa  to  be  cxpofed  to  behold  the  fame  Prince 
become  one  day  mafter  pf  two  monarchies,  fo  power- 
ful as  thofe  of  France  and  Spain.  But  as  this  Princefs 
(whofe  indefatigable  zeal  for  re-eftablilhing  the.  ge- 
neral tranquillity  we  cannot  iufficiently  praife)  was 
fenfible  of  all  the  reluftancy  we  had  to  conient;,  that 
one  of  our  children,  fo  vforthy  to  inherit  the  flicceflion 
of  our  forefathers,  fhould  neceflarily  be  excluded  froni 
it,  if  the  nnisfortunes,  wherewith  it  has  pleafed  God  to 
afflid  u?  in  our  family,  Ihould  n^Dreover  take  firom  vs^ 
in  the  perfon  of  the  Dauphin^  our  moft  dear  and  moft 
beloved  great-grandfon,  die  only  remainder  of  dioie 
Princes  which  our  kingdom  has  fo  juftly  lamented 
with  us ;  Ihe  entered  into  our  pain,  and  after  having 
jbindy  fought  out  gender  means  of  fecuring  the  p^acc, 
we  agreed  with  our  faid  fifter  to  propofe  to  the  King 
of  Spain  other  dominions,  inferior  indeed  to  tho^ 
which  he  poffefTes,  yet  the  valye  thereof  would  fo 
much  the  more  increafe  under  his  reim,  in  as  much 
as  ]n  that  cafe  he  would  preferye  his  nghts^  and  annei^ 
to  our  crown  a  part  of  die  faid  dominions,  if  he 
came  one  time  or  other  to  fucceed  us.  We  emjdoyed 
therefore  the  ftrongeft  reafons  to  pcrfuade  him  to  accept 
this  alternative.  We  gave  him  to  underftand,  that  the 
duty  of  his  birth  was  the  firft  which  he  ought  to  con^ 
fult  J  that  he  owed  himfelf  to  his  houfe,  and  to  his  coun-^ 
try,  before  he  was  obliged  to  Spain ;  that  if  he  we;'e 
wanting  to  his  firft  engagements,  he  would  perhaps 
one  day  in  vain  regret  his  having  abandoned  thofe 
rights,  which  he  would  be  no  more  able  to  maintain. 
We  added  to  thefe  reafons,  the  perfonal  motives  of 
friendlhip  and  of  tender  Ipve,  which  we  thought  likely 
to  move  him  ;  the  pleafure  we  fhould  have  in  feeing 
him  from  time  to  time  near  us>  and  in  pafTing  fome 
part  of  cur  days  with  him,  which  we  might  promife 
ourfelves  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  dominions 
that  were  offered  him,  the  fatisfadlion  of  inftrufting 
him  ourfelves  concerning  the  .ftate  of  cur  affairs,  and 
of  relying  upon  him  for  the  future  j  fo  that,  if  God

ihodd  prefcrve  to  us  the  Dauphin,  we  could  ^ve  our 
kingdom,  in  the  perlbn  of  the  King  our  brotJier,  and 
grandfbn,  a  regent  inftrufted  in  the  art  of  government; 
and  diat  if  this  child,  io  precious  to  us  and  to  our  fub^ 
jcfts,  were  alfo  taken  from  us,  we  fhould  at  leaft  have 
die  conlblarion  of  leaving  to  our  people  a  virtuous 
Kii^  fit  to  govern  them,  and  who  would  iikewife 
annex  to  our  crown  very  confiderable  dominions.  Our 
irdlances  reiterated  with  all  the  force,  and  with  all  the 
tender  afFedion  neceflary  to  perfuade  a  fon,  who  fo 
jultiy  deferves  thofe  efforts,  which  we  made  for  pre- 
ferving  him  to  France,  produced  nothing  but  reite- 
rated reflifals  on  his  part,  ever  to  abandon  fuch 
brave  and  faithful  fubjefts,  whofe  zeal  for  him  had 
been  difUnguifhed  in  thofe  conjun6hires,  when  his 
throne  feemed  to  be  the  moft  fhaken.  So  that  perfifling 
widi  an  invincible  firmnefs  in  his  firft  relblution,  aflcrt- 
ing  Iikewife,  that  it  was  more  glorious  and  more  ad- 
vantageous for  our  Houfe  and  for  our  kingdom,  than 
diat  which  we  prefTed  him  to  take,  he  declared  in  the 
meedng  of  the  States  of  the  kingdom  of  Spain,  af- 
fembled  at  Madrid  for  that  purpofe,  that  for  obtaining 
a  general  peace,  and  fecuring  the  tranquillity  of  Eu- 
rope by  a  balance  of  power,  he  of  his  own  proper 
moQon,  of  his  own  free  will,  and  widiout  any  con- 
fh^t,  renounced  for  himfelf,  for  his  heirs  and  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  for  ever  and  ever,  all  pretenfions,  rights,  and 
tidesj  which  he  or  any  of  his  defcendants  have  at  pre- 
fcnt,  or  may  have  at  any  time  to  come,  whatfoever,  to 
the  lucceflion  of  our  crown  j  that  he  held  for  excluded 
therefrom  himfelf,  his  children,  heirs,  and  defcendants 
for  ever  j  that  he  confented  for  himfelf  and  for  them, 
that  now,  as  well  as  then,  his  right,  and  that  of  his 
defcendants,  fhould  pafs  over  and  be  transferred  to  him 
among  the  Princes,  whom  the  law  of  fucceflion  and 
the  order  of  birth  calls  or  fhall  call  to  inherit  our 
crown,  in  default  cf  our  faid  brother  and  grandfon  the 
King  of  Spain,  and  of  his  defcendants,  as  it  is  more 
amply  fpecified  in  the  ad  of  renunciation,  approved 
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by  tlve  States  of  his  kingdom ;  and  confequently  he 
declared,'  thaf4ie  defifted  particularly  from  the  right 
which  hath  been  added  to  that  or  his  birth  by  our 
letters  patents  of  the  mpnth  of  December  1700, 
whereby  we  declared,  that  it  was  our  will,  that  the  King 
of  Spain  and  his  defqendants  fhould  always  preferve 
the  rights  of  dieir  birth  and  original,  in  the  fame  man* 
ner  as  if  they  refided  adlually  in  our  kingdom ;  and 
from  the  regiftry  which  was  made  of  our  faid  letters 
patents,  both  in  our  court  of  parliament,  and  in  our 
chamber  of  accounts  at  Paris.  We  are  fenfible,  as 
King  and  as  Father,  how  much  it  were  to  be  defired 
that  the  general  peace  could  have  been  concluded 
without  a  renunciation,  which  makes  {o  great  a  change 
in  our  royal  Houfe,  and  in  the  ancient  order  of  fuc- 
ceeding  to  our  crown ;  but  we  are  yet  more  fenfible 
how  much  it  is  our  duty  to  fecure  Ipeedily  to  our  fob- 
jefts  a  peace  which  is  fo  neceflary  for  them.  Wc 
IhaH  never  forget  the  efforts  which  they  made  for  us 
during  the  long  continuance  of  a  war  which  we  coukj 
not  have  fupported,  if  their  zeal  had  not  been  much 
more  extenfive  than  their  power.  The  welfare  of  a 
people  fb  faithflil,  is  to  us  a  fupreme  law,  which  ought 
to  be  preferred  to  any  other  confKieradon.  It  is  to 
this  law  that  we  this  day  facrifice  the  right  of  a  grand- 
Ibn,  who  is  fo  dear  to  us,  and  by  the  price  which  the 
general  peace  will  coft  our  tender  love,  we  (hall  at 
leaft  have  the  comfort  of  fhewing  our  fubjefts,  that 
even  at  the  expencc  of  our  blood,  they  will  always 
keep  the  firft  place  in  our  heart. 

For  thefe  caufes,  and  other  important  confiderations 
us  thereunto  moving,  after  having  feen  in  our  council 
the  faid  aft  of  renunciation  of  the  King  of  Spain,  our 
laid  brother  and  grandlbn,  of  the  fifth  of  November 
kfi:,  as  alio  the  ads  of  renunciadon  which  our  faid 
grandfon  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and  our  faid  nephew  the 
Duke  of  Orleans,  made  reciprocally  of  their  rights  to 
the  crown  of  Spain,  as  well  for  themfejves  as  for  their 
descendants,  male  and  female^  in  confequence  of  the 
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renunciation  of  our  faid  brother  and  grandfon  thcf 
King  of  Spain,  the  whole  hereunto  annexed,  with  a 
copy  collated  of  the  faid  letters  patents  of  the  month 
of  December  1700,  under  the  counter-feal  of  our 
chanceiy^  of  our  fpecial  grace,  full  power,  and  royal 
authority,  we  have  declared,  decreed,  and  ordained, 
and  by  rfiefe  prefents,  figned  with  our  hand,  we  do  de- 
clare, decree,  and  ordain,  we  will,  and  it  is  our  pleafiire, 
tfiat  the  (aid  aft  of  renunciation  of  our  faid  brother  and 
grandfon  the  King  of  Spain,  and  thofe  of  our  faid 
grandfon  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and  of  our  faid  nephew 
the  Duke  of  Orleans,  wliich  we  have  admitted,  and  do 
admit,  be  regiftered  in  all  our  courts  of  parliament,  and 
chambers  of  our  accounts  in  our  kingdom,  and  other 
places  where  it  (hall  be  neceflary,  in  order  to  their 
being  executed  according  to  their  form  and  tenor. 
And  confequendy,  we  will  and  intend,  that  our  faid 
letters  patents  of  the  month  of  December  1700  be 
2aid  remain  null,  and  as  if  they  had  never  been  made, 
dut  they  be  brought  back  to  us,  and  that  in  the  mar- 
gin of  the  regifters  of  our  faid  court  of  parliament^ 
and  of  our  faid  chamber  of  accounts,  where  the  en- 
rdment  of  the  faid  letters  patents  Is,  the  extraft  of 
diefe  prefents  be  placed  and  inferted,  the  better  to 
lignify  our  intention  as  to  the  revocation  and  nullity 
of  the  faid  letters.  We  will  that  in  conformity  to  the 
fiiid  aft  of  renunciation  of  our  faid  brother  and  grand- 
fon the  King  of  Spain,  he  be  from  henceforth  looked 
upon  and  confidered  as  excluded  from  our  fucceflipn, 
that  his  heirs,  fucceflbrs,  and  defendants  be  likewifc 
excluded  for  ever,  and  looked  upon  as  incapable  of 
enjoying  the  fame.  We  underftand  that  in  failure  of 
diem,  all  rights  to  our  faid  crown,  and  fuccelTion  to 
our  dominions,  which  might  at  any  time  whatlbever 
belong  a(id  appertain  to  them,  be  and  remain  tranf* 
ferred  to  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the 
Duke  of  Berry,  and  to  his  children  and  defcendants, 
being  males,  born  in  lawful  marriage ;  and  fuccefTiveiy, 
in  failure  of  them,  to  thofe  of  the  Princes  of  our  royal 
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Houfc,  and  their  defcendantSi  who  in  right  of  their 
birth,  or  by  the  order  eftabliftied  fincc  the  foundation 
of  our.  monarchy,  ought  to  fucceed  to  our  crbwn. 
And  fo  we  command  our  beloved  and  trufty  coun- 
feUors,  the  members  of  our  court  of  parliament  at 
Paris,  that  they  do  caufe  thefe,prefents>  together  with 
the  a6b  of  renunciation  made  by  our  faid  brother  and 

frandibn  the  King  of  Spain,  by  our  (aid  grandfbn  the 
)uke  of  Berry,  and  by  our  faid  nephew  the  Duke 
of  Orleans,  to  be  read,  publifhed,  and  regiftered,  ^d 
the  contents  thereof  to  be  kept,  obferved,  and  exe- 
cuted, according  to  their  form  and  tenor,  folly,  peace- 
ably, and  perpetually,  ceafing,  and  caufing  to  ceafe,  all 
moleftations  and  hindrances,  notwithftanding  any  laws, 
ftatutes,  ufages,  cuftoms,  decrees,  regulations,  and  other 
matters  contrary  rfiereunto ;  whereto,  and  to  the  dero-. 
gations  of  the  derogations  therein  contained,  we  have 
derogated,  and  do  derogate  by  thefe  prefcnts,  for  this 
purpole  only,  and  without  being  brought  into  prece- 
dent.    For  fuch  is  our  pleafure. 

And  to  the  end  that  this  may  be  a  matter  firm  and 
lafting  for  ever,  we  have  caufed  our  feal  to  be  affixed 
to  thefe  prefents.  Given  at  Verfailles,  in  the  month  of 
March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1713,  and  of  our 
reign  the  70th.  Signed  Lewis,  and  underneath.  By  the 
King,  Phelypeaux.  Vifa,  Phelypeaux.  And  foaled 
with  the  great  leal  on  green  wax,  with  fixings  of  red 
and  green  filk. 

Read  and  publifhed,  the  court  being  affcmbled,  and 
regiftered  among  the  rolls  of  the  court,  the  King's 
attorney  general  being  heard  and  moving  for  the 
fame,  to  die  end  that  they  may  be  executed  ac- 
cording to  their  form  and  tenor,  in  purfuance  of 
and  in  conformity  to  the  afts  of  this  day.  At 
Paris,  in  parliament,  the  15th  of  March,  17 13.

Spain. 

.  CHARLES  Ion  of  France,  Duke  of  Berry,  A- 
lenibn,  and  Angoulefme,  Vifcount  of  Vernon,  Andely, 
'  and  Gifbrs,  Lord  of  the  Chatellenies  of  Coighac  and 
Mcrpins :  to  all  Kings,  Princes,  Commonwealths, 
Communities,  and  to  all  other  bodies  and  private  per- 
ibns,  prefent  and  to  come,  be  it  known.  All  the 
Powers  of  Europe  finding  themfelves  almoft  ruined  on 
account  of  the  prefent  wars,  which  have  carried  defo- 
ladon  to  the  frontiers,  and  into  many  other  parts  of 
the  richeft  monarchies,  and  other  dominions,  it  has 
been  agreejd,  in  the  conferences  and  treaties  of  peace, 
which  are  negociating  with  Gfeat  Britain,  to  eftablilh 
an  equilibrium  and  political  boundaries  bet^^^een  the 
kingdoms,  whereof  the  interefts  have  been,  and  are 
ftill,  the  fad  occafion  of  a  bloody  dilpute  j  and  to  hold 
it  for  a  fundamental  maxim,  in  order  to  preferve  this 
peace,  that  provifion  ought  to  be  made,  that  the  forces 
of  thefe  kingdoms  may  not  become  formidable,  nor  be 
able  to  caufe  any  jealoufy ;  which,  it  has  been  thought, 
cannot  be  fettled  more  Iblidly,  than  by  hindering  them 
fix>m  extending  themfelves,  and  by  keeping  a  certain 
proportion,  to  the  end  that  the  weaker  being  united 
together  may  defend  themfelves  againft  the  more  pow- 
erful, and  fupport  themfelves  refpeftivcly  againft  their 
equals. 

For  this  purpofe  the  King,  our  moft  honoured  lord 
and  grandfather,  and  the  King  of  Spain,  our  moft  dear 
brother,  have  agreed  and  concluded  with  the  Queen  of 
Great  Britain,  that  reciprocal  renunciations  fhall  be 
made  by  all  the  Princes,  both  prefent  and  to  come,  of 
the  crown  of  France,  and  of  that  of  Spain,  of  all 
rights  which  may  appertain  to  each  of  them,  to  the 
fucceffion  of  the  one  or  of  the  other  kingdom,  by 
eftablilhing  an  habitual  right  to  the  fucceffion  to  the 
crown  of  Spain,  in  that  line  which  ftiall  be  made  ca- 
pable thereof,  and  declared  immediate  after  that  of 
King  Philip  the  Fifth  our  brother,  by  the  Eftates  of 
*    Vol.  II.  F  Spain, 
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Spain,  who  were  to  a0emble  for  this  purpoie;  hf 
making  an  immoveable  balance  to  maintain  the  equi- 
librium, which  is  intended  to  be  placed  in  Europe,  and 
by  going  on  to  pardcularife  all  the  cafes  of  union  which 
are  fbrefeen,  to  ferve  as  an  example  for  all  fuch  as  may 
happen.  It  has  likewife  been  agreed  and  concluded 
between  the  King,  our  moft  honoured  lord  and  grand-> 
father.  King  Philip  the  Fifths  our  brother,  and  the 
Queen  of  Gre^t  Britain,  that  the  f^d  King  Philip 
Ihall  renounce  for  himfelf,  and  for  all  his  defcendants, 
the  hopes  of  fucceedmg  to  the  crown  of  France ;  that 
on  our  fide  we  fhall  renounce  in  like  manner,  for  us,. 
and  for  our  defcendants,  the  crown  of  Spain  j  that 
the  Duke  of  Orleans,  our  moft  dear  uncle,  (hall  dp 
the  fame  thing :  lb  that  all  the  lines  of  France  and  of 
Spain,  refpeflively  and  reladvely,  fhall  be  excluded  for 
ever,  and  by  all  kind  of  ways,  from  all  the  right  which 
the  lines  of  France  might  have  to  the  crown  of  Spain^ 
and  the  lines  of  Spain  to  the  crown  of  France ;  and 
laftly,  that  care  fhall  be  taken,  that  under  pretence  of 
the  faid  renunciations,  or  under  any  other  pretence 
whatfoever,  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  may  not  make  ufc 
of  the  pretenfions  which  it  might  have  to  the  fuccef^ 
(ion  or  the  monarchy  of  Spain  j  forafmuch  as  by 
uniting  tliis  monarchy  to  the  hereditary  countries  and 
dominions  of  that  Houfe,  it  would  become  formidable, 
even  without  the  union  of  the  Empire,  to  the  other 
Powers,  which  are  between  both,  and  which  would  find 
themfclvcs  as  it  were  furrounded ;  which  would  deflroy 
the  equality  that  is  eftablifhing  at  prcfcnt,  to  fecurc 
and  flrengthen  more  perfcftly  the  peace  of  Chriflcn- 
dom,  and  to  take  away  all  manner  of  jealoufy  from 
the  Powers  of  the  North  and  of  the  Wefb,  which  is  the 
end  that  is  propofed  by  this  political  equilibrium,  by 
removing  and  excluding  all  thefe  branches,  and  calling 
to  the  crown  of  Spain,  in  default  of  the  lines  of  King 
Philip  the  Fifth,  our  brother,  and  of  all  his  children 
and  defcendants,  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of  Savoy, 
which  dcfcends  from  the  Infanta  Catharina,  daughter 
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of  Fhifip  the  Second  5  it  having  been  confidered,  that 
in  making  the  faid  Houfc  of  Savoy  fucceed  immedi- 
ately in  this  manner^  this  equality  and  balance  between 
the  three  Powers  may  be  fixed  as  it  were  in  its  centre, 
without  which  it  would  be  impoflible  to  extinguiih  the 
flame  of  war  which  has  been  kindled^  and  is  capable  of 
dcftroying  every  thing. 

Being  willing  therefore  to  concur  by  our  relinquijfh- 
mcnt,  and  by  the  abdication  of  all  our  rights,  for  us,  our 
fuccdSbrs,  and  defcendants,  to  the  eftablifhing  of  the 
univerfal  repofe,  and  the  fccuring  the  peace  of  Europe,- 
becaufe  we  believe  that  this  method  is  the  fiireft  and 
moft  efiefhial  in  the  terrible  circumftances  of  this  con- 
junfture,  we  have  rcfolved  to  renounce  the  hopes  of 
fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  and  all  the  righti 
thereunto,  which  belong  to  us,  and  may  belong  to  us, 
imder  any  titfc,  and  by  any  means  whatfbever.  And 
to  die  end  that  this  refolution  may  have  its  full  effeft, 
and  alfo  by  reafon  that  King  Philip  the  Fifth,  our 
brother,  did  on  his  part,  the  fifth  of  tlus  prefent  month 
of  November,  make  his  renunciation  of  the  crown  of 
France,  we  of  our  niere,  free,  and  fraidc  will,  and 
without  being  moved  thereunto  by  any  relpeftful  awe, 
or  by  any  other  regard,  except  thofe  above-mentioned, 
do  declare,  and  hold  ourfelves  from  this  prefent,  we, 
our  children,  and  defcendants,  excluded  and  difablcd 
abfolutely  for  ever,  without  limitation  or  diftin6tion 
of  perfons,  degrees,  or  fexes,  from  every  aft,  and  from 
all  r^t  of  fucc<*eding  to  the  crown  of  Spain.  We 
will  and  confent,  for  us,  our  faid  children,  and  de- 
fcendants, that  from  this  time,  and  for  ever,  we  and 
they,  in  confequcnce  of  thefc  prefents,  be  held  to  be 
excluded  and  difablcd,  in  like  manner  as  all  the  other 
defcendants  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria,  who,  as  it  has  been 
faid  and  fuppofcd,  ought  alfo  to  be  excluded,  in  what- 
ever degree  we  may  be,  both  the  one  and  the  other ; 
and  if  the  fucceffion  falls  to  us,  our  line,  that  of  all  our 
defcendants,  and  all  the  others  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria,

therefrom,  that  for  this  reafbiv  the  kingdom  of  Spain 
be  accounted  as  devolved  and  transferred  to  him,  to 
whom  in  fuch  cafe  the  (ucceflion  ought  to  devolve  and 
be  transferred  at  any  time  whatfoever,  fo  that  we  do- 
take  and  hold  him  for  true  and  lawful  fucceflbr,  bc- 
caufe  for  the  fame  reafons  and  motives,  and  in  confe- 
quence  of  thefe  prefents,  neither  we,  nor  our  defcend- 
ants,  ought  any  more  to  be  confidered  as  having  any 
foundation  of  reprefentation,  aftive  or  paflive,  or  mak- 
ing any  continuation  of  line  effe6tive,  or  contentive  of 
fubftailce,  blood,  or  quality,  or  likewife  to  derive  any 
right  from  our  defcent,  or  to  reckon  our  degrees  from 
the  perfons  of  the  Queen  Maria  Therefa  of  Auftria, 
our  mofl  honoured  lady  and  grandmother,  of  the 
Queen  Anne  of  Auflria,  our  moft  honoured  lady  and 
great-grandmother,  or  of  the  glorious  Kings  their  an- 
ceflors ;  on  the  contrary,  we  ratify  the  claufes  of  their 
wills,  and  the  renunciations  made  by  the  faid  ladies, 
cur  grandmother  and  great-grandmother;  we  renounce 
likewife  the  right  which  may  belong  to  us,  and  to  our 
children  and  defcendants,  by  virtue  of  the  will  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  which,  notwidiftanding 
what  is  above-mentioned,  caDs  us  to  the  fucceflion  of 
the  crown  of  Spain,  in  cafe  of  failure  of  the  line  of 
Philip  the  Fifth.  We  therefore  relinquifti  this  right, 
and  renounce  the  fame,  for^us,  our  children,  and  de- 
fcendants j  we  promife  and  engage,  for  us,  our  faid 
children  and  defcendants,  to  employ  ourfelves  with 
all  our  might  in  caufing  this  prefent  aft  to  be  fiilfilled, 
without  allowing  or  fuffering  that  the  fame  be  violated, 
direftly  or  indireftly,  in  the  whole  or  in  part ;  and  we 
relinquilh  all  means,  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  which 
by  common  right,  or  by  any  fpecial  privilege,  might 
belong  to  us,  our  children,  and  defcendants ;  which 
means  we  likewife  renounce  abfolutely  and  particularly, 
that  of  evident,  enormous,  and  moft  enormous  pre- 
judice, which  may  be  found  in  the  faid  renunciation 
of  the  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  Spain.  And  we 
will,  that  none  of  the  faid  means  may  or  can  have 

any 
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any  eflfcft,  and  that  if,  under  this  pretext,  or  any  other 
colour,  wc  would  poflcfs  ourfelves  of  the  faid  king- 
dom by  force  of  arms,  the  war  which  we  fliouldmake, 
or  ftir  up,  be  deemed  unjuft,  unlawful,  and  unduly 
undertaken.  And  on  the  contrary,  that  the  war  which 
he  (hould  make  upon  us,  who  by  virtue  of  this  re- 
nunciation fliould  have  right  to  fucceed  to  the  crown 
of  Spain,  be  deemed  juft  and  allowable.  And  that  all 
the  fubjefbs  and  people  of  Spain  do  acknowledge  him, 
obey  ham,  defend  him,  do  him  homage,  and  fwear 
fealty  to  him,  as  to  their  King  and  lawful  lord. 

Ajtid  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  all  that  we  fay  and 
promife  for  ourfelves,  and  in  the  name  of  our  children 
and  defcendants,  we  Iwear  folemnly  on  the  Golpels 
contained  in  this  MifTal,  upon  which  we  lay  our  right 
hand,  that  we  will  keep,  maintain,  and  fulfil  the  fanie 
in  all  and  every  part  thereof;  that  we  will  never  a(k 
to  be  relieved  from  the  fame,  and  if  any  one  do  afk  it 
for  us,  or  if  it  be  granted  us  motu  propria ,  we  will  not 
make  ufe  or  take  advantage  of  it.     But  rather,,  in 
cafe  it  fhould  be  granted  us,  we  over  and  above  make 
this  other  oath,  and  this  (hall  fubfift  and  remain  for 
ever,  whatever  difpenfarions  may  be  granted  us.     We 
fwear  and  promife  likewife,  that  we  have  not  made> 
neidier  will  we  make,  in  public  or  in  fecret,  any  pro- 
teftation  or  reclamation  to  the  contrary,  which  may 
hinder  what  is  contained  in  thefe  prefents,  or  Icflen  the 
force  thereof  i  and  if  we  fhould  make  any,  whatever 
oaths  they  may  be  accompanied  witli,  they  fhall  not 
have  any  force  or  virtue,  or  produce  any  efFedt. 

In  wimefs  whereof^  and  to  render  thefe  prefents  au- 
thentic, they  have  been  paflfed  before  maflers  Alexander. 
Ic  Fevre,  and  Anthony  le  Moyne,  counfellors  to  the 
King,  notaries,  minute-keepers  to  his  Majcfly,  and 
fcal-keepers  in  the  Chatelet  of  Paris,  here-under 
written,  who  have  wholly  delivered  this  prefent  aft;  and 
for  caufing  thefe  prefents  to  be  publiihed  and  regiflered, 
wherever  it  Ihall  be  neceflary,  my  Lord  the  Puke  of 
Berry  has  conftituted  the  bearers  of  thefe  diipatches, 
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by  duplicates  thereof,  his  general  and  fpecial  attomies, 
to  whom  my  faid  Lord  has,  by  thefe  faid  preients, 
given  fpecial  power  and  authority  in  that  behalf.  At 
Marly,  the  twenty- foijrth  day '  of  Noycmber,  17 12, 
before  noon,  and  has  figned  the  prefent  duplicate  and 
another,  and  the  minute  thereof  remaining  in  the  hand$ 
of  the  faid  le  Moyne,  notary.

PHILIP,  grandfon  of  France,  Duke  of  Orleans, 

Valois,  Chartres,  and  Nemours :  to  all  Kings,  Princes-; 

J  -  Common- 
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Commormtalchs^  I^otentates^  Communities^  and  to  all 
verfms,  as  well  prefent  as  to  come,  we  make  known 
by  thefe  prefents ;  that  the  fear  of  the  union  of  the 
crowns  of  France  and  Spain,  having  been  the  prin- 
cipal motive  of  the  prefent  war,  and  the  <]ither  Powers 
ot  Euroipe  having  always  apprehended  left  thefe  two 
crowns  fhould  come  upon  one  head,  it  has  been  laid 
down  as  the  foundation  of  the  peace,  which  is  treated 
of  at  prefent,  and  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  cemented 
more  and  more,  for  the  repofe  of  fuch  a  number  lof 
countries  which  have  facrificed  themfelves,  as  fo  many 
victims,  to  oppofe  the  dangers  wherewith  they  thought 
themfelves  threatened,  that  it  was  necefTary  to  dlab- 
lifh  a  kind  of  equality  and  equilibrium  between  the 
Princes  who  were  in  diipute,  and  to  feparate  for  ever>^ 
in  an  irrevocable  manner,  the  rights  which  they  pre« 
tend  to  have,  and  which  they  defended,  fword  in  hand) 
with  a  reciprocal  {laughter  on  each  fide, 
•  That  with  intent  to  eftablifli   this  equality,  the 
Queen  of  Great  Britain  propofed,  and  upon  her  in« 
ftances  it  has  been  agreed  by  the  King,  our  mt>ft 
honoured  lord  and  uncle,  and  by  the  Catholic  King, 
our  moft  dear  nephew,  that  for  avoiding  at  ahy  time 
whatfoever  the  union  of  the  crowns  of  France  and 
.Spain,  reciprocal  renunciations  fhould  be  made,  that 
b-to  fay,  by  the  Catholic  King  Philip  the  Fifth  our 
nephew,  for  himfelf,  and  for  all  his  defcendants,  of  the 
fiicceflion   to  the  crown  of  France ;  as  alfo  by  the 
Duke  of  Berry, '  our  moft  dear  nephew,  and  by  us, 
fcr  ourfclves,  and  for  all  our  defcendants,  of  the  crown 
of  Spaing    on   condition  likewifc,   that   neither  the 
Houfe  of  Auflria,  nor  any  of  the  defcendants  thereof^ 
fliall  be  able  to  fucceed  to  the  crown  of  Spain,-  be- 
caufe  this  Houfe  itfelf,  without  the  union  of  die  Em- 
pire, would   become  formidable,  if  it  fhould  add  a 
new  power  to  its  ancient  dominions  j  and  confequendy 
this  equilibrium,  which  is  dcfigned  to  be  eftablifhed 
fi>r  the  good  of  the  Princes  and  States  of  Europe, 
would  ceafc.     Now  it  is  ceruin,  that  without  this 
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equilibrium,  either  the  ftates  fufFer  from  the  weight  of 
their  own  greatnefs,  or  envy  engages  their  neighbour^ 
to  mike  alliances  to  attack  them,  and  to  reduce  them 
to  fuch  a  point,  that  thefe  great  Powers  may  infpire 
lefs  fear,  and  may  not  afpire  to  an  univerfal  mo- 
narchy. 

For  attaining  the  end  which  is  propofed,  and  by    . 
reafon  that  his  Catholic  Majefty  has  on  his  part  made  . , 
his  renunciation  the  fifth  of  this  prefent  month,  we 
cohfent  that,  in  failure  of  Philip  the  Fifth,  our  pe-    . 
phew,  and  of  his  defendants,  the  crown  of  Spain  da    . 
pafs  over  to  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  whofe 
rights  are  clear  and  known,  inafmuch  as  he  defcends    , 
from  the  Infanta  Catharina,  daughter  of  Philip  the 
Second,  and  as  he  is  called  by  the  other  Kings  his 
fuccefibrs ;  fo  that  his  right  to  the  fucceflfion  of  Spain 
is  indilputable. 

And  We  defiring  on  our  fide  to  concur  towards  the 
glorious  end,  which  is  propofed .  for  re-cftablifhing  the 
public  tranquillity,  and  for  preventing  the  fears  whicfcf 
the  rights  of  our  birth,  or  all  others  which  might- 
appertain  unto  us,  might  occ;(ion,  have  refolvcd  to 
make  this  relinquifhment,   this  abdication,  and  this 
renunciation  of  all  our  rights,  for  ourfelves,  and  in  the 
name  of  all  our  fucceflbrs  and  defcendants ;  and  for 
the  accomplilhing  of  this  refolution,  which  we  have 
taken  of  our  mere,  free,  and  frank  will,  we  declare 
and  hold  ourfelves  from  diis  prefent,  us,  our  children, 
and  defcendants,  for  excluded  and  difabled,  ablblutely,  . 
and  for  ever,  and  without  limitation  or  diftindtion  of. 
perfons,  of  degrees,  and  of  fexcs,  from  every  aft,  and- 
from  all  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  Spain.. 
We  will  and  confent,  for  us  and  our  defcendants,  that 
from  this  time,  and  for  ever,  we  be  held,  we  and  ours> 
for  excluded,  difabled,  and  incapacitated,  in  whatever   - 
degree  we  may  happen  to  be,  and  in  what  manner 
focver  the  fucceflion  may  fall  to  our  line,  and  to  all 
others,  whether  of  the  Houfe  of  France  or  of  that  of. 
Auftria,  and  of  all  the  defcendants  both  of  the  one 

and 
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and  the  other  Houfe,  which,  as  it  is  faid  and  fuppofed, 
ought  likewife  to  hold  themfelves  for  cut  off  and  ex- 
cluded ;  and  that  for  this  reafon,  the  fucceflion  to  the 
faid  crown  of  Spain  be  deemed  to  be  devolved  and 
transferred  to  him  to  whom  the  fucceffion  of  Spain 
oi^ht  to  be  transferred,  in  fuch  cafe,  and  at  any  time 
whatlbcver ;  io  that  we  do  take  and  hold  him  for  true 
and  lawful  fucceflbr,  becauie  neidier  we,  nor  our  de- 
icendants,  ought  any  more  to  be  confidered  as  having 
any  foundation  of  reprefentation,  aftive  or  paffive,  or 
making  a  continuation  of  a  line  effeftive,  or  contentiyc 
of  fubftance,  blood,  or  quality,  nor  ought  we  to  derive 
any  jight  from  our  defcent,  or  reckon  die  degrees  from 
Queen  Anne  of  Auftria,  our  moft  honoured  lady  and 
grandmodier,  nor  from  die  glorious  Kings  her  an- 
ceftors.  On  the  contrary,  we  ratify  the  renunciation 
which  the  iaid  lady  Queen  Anne  made,  and  all  the 
claufes  which  the  Kings  Philip  the  Third  and  Philip 
the  Fourth  inferted  in  their  wills.  We  renounce  in 
like  manner  all  the  right  which  may  appertain  to  us, 
and  to  our  children  and  defcendants,  by  virtue  of  the 
declaration  made  at  Madrid,  the  twenty-ninth  of 
Oftober  1703,  by  Philip  the  Fifth  King  of  Spain,  our 
nephew ;  and  any  right  which  might  appertain  to  us, 
for  us,  and  our  defcendants,  we  relinquifh  the  fame, 
and  renounce  it  for  us  and  for  them;  we  promifc 
and  engage,  for  us,  our  faid  children  and  defcendants, 
prefent  and  to  come,  to  employ  ourfelves,  with  all  our 
might,  in  caufing  thefe  prefents  to  be  obferved  and 
fulfilled,  without  allowing  or  fuffenng  that  direftly  or 
indiredly  the  fame  be  violated,  whether  in  the  whole 
or  in  part.  And  we  relinquilh  all  means,  ordinary  or 
extraordinary,  which  by  common  right,  or  any  fpecial 
privilege,  might  appertain  to  us,  our  children,  and  de- 
fcendants i  which  means  we  renounce  abfolutely,  and 
in  particular  that  of  evident^  enormous,  and  moft 
encMinous  prejudice,  which  may  be  found  in  the  re- 
nunciatiqn  of  the  fqcceflTion  to  theiaid  crown  of  Spain; 
and  we  will  that  any  of  the  faid  means  neither  may 
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iaor  can  (erve  tit  avail  us«  And  if  under  this  pretext^ 
or  any  other  colour  whatever^  we  would  poflels  our- 
felires  of  die  faid  kingdom  of  Spain  by  force  of  arms^ 
that  the  war  which  we  fliould  make^  or  ftir  up,  be  hekl 
for  unjuft>  unlawful,  and  unduly  uncfertaken  -,  and  chat 
on  the  contrary,  that  which  he  (houki  make  upon 
vs,  who  by  virtue  of  this  renunciation  fhoukl  have 
light  to  fucceed  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  be  held  for 
juft  and  allowable;  and  that  all ^ the  fubje£ts  and  pco« 
pie  of  Spain  do  acknowledge  him,  obey  him,  defend 
ftim,  do  homage  to  him,  and  take  die  oath  of  fealty  to 
kim,  as  to  their  King  and  lawful  lord. 

And  for  the  greater  afliirance  and  fecurity  of  all  that 
we  lay  and  promiie,  for  us,  and  in  the  name  of  our 
fucceflbrs  and  defcendants,  we  fwear  folemnly  on  the 
lioiy  Goipels  contained  in  this  Miflal,  whereon  we  kqr 
^  our  ri^t  hand,  that  we  will  keep,  maintain,  and  fulfil 
the  iame,  wholly  and  entirely ;  and  that  we  will  at  no 
time  aflc  to  have  ourfclvcs  relieved  therefrom ;  and  if 
any  peribn  a(ks  it,  or  if  it  is  granted  u$  motu  proprufp 
we  win  not  make  ufe  or  avail  ourfclves  thereof;  but 
rather,  in  cafe  it  ihould  be  granted  us,  we  make  another 
oath,  that  this  (hall  fubfiO:  and  remain  for  ever,  what 
difpcnfarion  foever  may  be  granted  us.     We  fiirther 
fwear  and  promife,  that  we  have  not  made,  neither 
will  we  make,  either  in  public  or  in  fecret,  any  protef-^ 
tation  or  reclamarion  to  the  contrary,  which  may 
hinder  that  which  is  contained  in  thefe  prefcnts,  or 
kflen  the  force  thereof,  and  if  we  fhould  make  any, 
what  oath  foever  they  may  be  attended  with,  they 
fliall  not  have  either  force  or  virtue,  or  produce  any 
cflfeft. 

And  for  ereatcr  Iccurity,  we  hare  pafied  and  do 
pais  the  prcifent  a6b  of  renunciation,  abdicadon,  and 
relinquiihment,  before  mafters  Anfhony  le  Moyne 
2nd  Alexander  le  Fcvre,  counfellors  to  the  King,  no-- 
caries,  minuce-kecpers,  and  feal-keepcrs  at  the  Cha-» 
telet  of  Paris,  hcre-under  written,  in  our  palace  lojral 
at  Paris,  17 12,  the  nineteenth  of  November,  before 
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noon ;  and  for  caufing  thefe  prefents  to  be  infinuated 
and  regiftered  in  every  place  where  it  (hall  s^pertain^ 
ive  have  conftituted  the  bearer  to  be  our  attorney^  and 
we  have  %ned  thefe  prefents,  and  the  minute  thereof 
remaining  in  the  pofiefllon  of  the  faid  le  Fevre,  no«

LEWIS,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  France 
and  Navarre^  to  all  prefent  and  to  come,  greeting. 

The 
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The  profpcriries  which  it  has  pleafed  God  to  heap  upon 
us  during  the  courfe  of  our  reign,  are  fo  many  motives 
to  us  to  apply  ourfelves,  not  only  for  the  time  preient^ 
but  alfo  for  the  future,  to  the  happinefs  and  tranquillity 
of  the  people  whereof  Divine  Providence  has  entrufted 
to  us  the  governriient.  His  impenetrable  judgments  let 
us  only  fee,  that  we  ought  not  to  place  our  confidence 
neither  in  our  forces,  nor  in  the  extent  of  our  domi- 
nions, nor  in  a  numerous  pofterity,  and  that  thefe 
advantages,   which    we    receive  from  his    goodnefs 
alone,  have  no  other  folidity  than  what  it  pleaies  him 
to  give  them.     But  as  it  is  however  his  will,  that  the 
Kings,  whom  he  chufes  to  lead  his  people,  fhould  forc- 
iee  afar  off  the  events  able  to  produce  diforders,  and 
the  moft  bloody  wars;  that  they  fhould  make  ufe  of 
the  lights  which  his  divine  wifdom  pours  upon  them ; 
we  fulfil  his  defigns,  when,  in  the  midfl  of  the  univerfal 
rejoicings  of  our  kingdom,  we  look  upon  as  a  poflible 
thing,  a  fad  futurity,  which  we  pray  God  to  avert  for 
ever.     At  the  fame  time  that  we  accept  the  will  of 
the  late  King  of  Spain ;  that  our  moft  dear  and  moft 
beloved  fon  the  Daupliin  renounces  his  lawful  right 
to  that  crown  in  favour  of  his  fecond  fon  the  Duke  of 
Anjou,  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfbn, 
inftituted  by  the  late  King  of  Spain,  his  univerfal  heir; 
that  this  Prince,  known  at  prefent  by  the  name  of 
Philip  the  Fifth,  King  of  Spain,  is  ready  to  enter  his 
kingdom,  and  to  anlwcr  the  earneft  wilhes  of  his  new 
iiibjeds.     This  great  event  does  not  hinder  us  fi-om 
carrying  our  views  beyond  the  time  prefent,  and  when 
our  fucceffion  appears  the  beft  eftabliflied,  we  judge 
it  to  be  equally  the  duty  of  a  King,  and  of  a  Father, 
to  declare  for  the  fiiture  our  will  conformably  to  the 
icntiments  which  diele  two  qualities  inlpire  in   us. 
Wherefore,  being  perfuaded  that  the  King  of  Spain^ 
our  grandfoh,  will  always  preferve  for  us,  for  our 
Houft,  for  the  kingdom  wherein  he  is  bom,  the  fajne 
tendemefs,  and  the  fame  fenriments,  whereof  he  has 
given  us  fo  many  proofs^  that  his  example,  unitii^  his 

new 
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.  new  fubje&s  to  ours,  is  going  to  form  a  perpetual 
amity,  and  the  moft  perfed  correipondence  between 
them ;  we  Ihould  think  like^ife  that  we  do  him  an 
injuilice,  whereof  we  are  incapable,  and  occalioh  an 
irreparable  prejudice  to  our  kingdom,  if  we  ihopld 
hereafter  look  upon  as  a  ftranger,  a  Prince,  whom  wc 
grant  to  the  unanimous  requefts  of  the  Spaniih  na^^ . 
tion. 

•  For  thcfe  caufes,  and  other  great  confiderarions  us 
hereunto  m6vii^,  of  our  fpccial  grace,  full  power,  and 
royal  authority,  we  have  refolved,  declared,  and  or- 
dained, and  by  thefe  prefents,  figned  with  our  hand, 
we  do  refolve,  declare,  and  ordain,  we  will,  and  it  is 
our  pleafure,  that  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved 
grandfon  the  King  of  Spain  do  preferve  for  ever  the 
rights  of  his  birth,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  he  made 
his  afhial  refidence  in  our  kingdom ;  wherefore  our 
moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  only  fon  the  Dauphin, 
being  the  true  and  lawful  fucctfibr  and  heir  ot  our 
crown,  and  of  our  dominions,  and  after  him  our  moft 
dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Bur- 
gundy, if  it  (hould  happen  (which  God  forbid)  that 
our  faid  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  Ihould  come 
to  die  without  male  children,  or  that  thofe  which  he 
Ihould  have  in  good  and  lawful  marriage  fhould  die 
before  him,  or  if  the  faid  male  children  fhould  not 
leave  any  male  children  after  ^  them,  bom  in  lawful 
marriage,  in  fuch  cafe  our  faid  grandfon  the  King  of 
Spain,  making  ufe  of  the  rights  of  his  birth,  is  to  be 
the  true  and  lawful  fucceflbr  to  our  crown,  and  to  our 
dominions,  notwithftanding  he  fhould  be  at  that  time 
abfent,  and  refiding  out  of  our  faid  kingdom ;  and 
immediately  after  his  deceafe,  his  heirs  male  begot  in 
lawful  marriage,  fhall  come  into  the  faid  fucceflion, 
notwithflanding  that  they  may  be  born,  or  that  they 
may  dwell  out  of  our  kingdom ;  we  will  that  for  the 
abovefaid  caufes,  neither  our  faid  grandfon  the  King 
of  Spain,  nor  his  children,  being  males,  be  deemed 
and  reputed  lefs  able  and  capable  to  enter  upon  the 
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fvcctSion,  or  upon  others  which  may  fall  to  them 
within  our  faid  kin^om.  On  the  cootraiy,  wt  intend 
ibat  all  rights,  am  generally  other  things  whatever^ 
which  may  at  prefent  or  for  the  future  belong  and 
irppertain  to  them^  be  and  remain  preferved  whole  and 
entire^  as  if  they  did  refide  and  dwell  donftandy  with-* 
in  our  kingdom  to  the  time  of  their  decease,  afkl  as^ 
if  their  heirs  had  been  natives  and  inhabitants  of  ch$ 
Jungdom;  having  fcyv  this  purpofe,  as  far  as  there  is 
cr  (hall  be  need,  enabled  and  dilpenfed  with  them,  as 
we  do  enable  aiKl  dilpenfc  with  them  by  thefc  prefents. 
And  G>  we  give  it  in  command  to  our  beloved  and 
trufty  counfellors,  the  members  of  our  court  of  parfia^ 
ment,  and  chamber  of  our  accounts  at  Paris,  prefi- 
dents  and  treafurers  general  of  France,  in  the  oflKe  of 
our  exchequer  eftablifhed  in  the  fame  place,  and  to 
all  other  our  officers  and  juftices  to  whom  it  (hall  ap^ 
pertain,  that  they  caufe  thefe  prefents  to  be  regiflercti^ 
and  our  faid  grandfoh  the  King  of  Spain,  his  children 
and  defendants,  being  male,  bom  in  la^iilil  marriage^ 
to  enjoy  and  ufe  the  contents  thereof,  fully  and  peace- 
ably>  any  thing  to  the  contrary  notwithftandiiig ;  to 
which>  by  our  grace  and  authority  as  abovefaid,  we 
have  derogated  and  do  degrogatc ;  for  this  is  our  plca-r 
fbre.  And  that  this  may  be  a  matter  firm  and  laft* 
ing  for  ever,  we  have  caufed  our  feal  to  be  put  to  thefi^ 
prefents.

So 
Aat  neither  on  account  thereof,  nor  by  reafon  or  under 
pretence  of  any  other  matter,  fliall  the  one  any  way  do 
or  fiifier  to  be  done  any  enmity  to  the  other,  or  give 
any  mokitauon,  diredtly  or  indiredly,  under  colour  of 
c^it,  or  by  way  of  fad. 

IV.  All  and  fingular  the  prifoners  on  each  fide,  of 
what  ftate  or  condition  foever  they  be,  fliall,  immedi- 
ately after  the  ratification  of  this  prefent  treaty,  be  re- 
ftored  to  their  former  liberty,  without  any  ranfom,  pay- 
ing only  fuch  debts  as  they  may  have  contrafted  during 
their  being  prifoners. 

V.  Moreover,  for  giving  a  greater  and  more  lafting 
ftrength  to  the  peace  which  is  reltored,  and  to  this 
friendfliip,  which  is  never  to  be  violated,  and  for  cut- 
ting ofi^  ail  occafions  of  diftruft,  which  may  at  any 
time  arife  from  the  eftablifhed  right  and  order  of  the 
hereditary  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  limitation  thereof  by  the  laws  of  Great  Britain 
(made  and  enaded  in  the  reign  of  the  late  King  Wil* 
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Kam  the  Third,  of  glorious  memory,  and  in  the  reign 
of  the  prefent  Queen)  to  the  iflue  of  the  above-nanncd 
Queen,  and  in  failure  thereof  to  the  Moft  Serene  Prin- 
cefs  Sophia,  Eleftrcfs  Dowager  of  Brunfwick,  and  her 
heirs  in  the  Proteftant  line  of  Hanover.  That  there- 
fore the  faid  fucceflion  may  be  well  and  fecurely  pre- 
fenred  according  to  the  laws  of  Great  Britain,  the 
Catholic  King  fincerely  and  folemnly  acknowledges 
the  above-mentioned  limitation  of  the  fucceflion  to  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain  j  and  declares  and  engages;^ 
on  the  faith  and  word  of  a  King,  and  on  the  pledge  of 
his  and  his  (iicceflbrs  honour,  that  the  fame  is,  and  fhall 
for  ever  be  approved  and  accepted  by  him  and  his

VI.  The  Catholic  King  doth  further  promile,  as 
well  in  his  own  name  as  in  that  of  his  heirs  and  fiic- 
ceflTors,  that  they  will  not  at  any  time  dilturb  or  moleft 
the  faid  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  her  heirs  and  fuccef- 
fors,  of  the  Protefl:ant  line,  as  aforefaid,  being  in  pol^ 
ieflion  of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  domi- 
nions fubjeft  thereunto ;  neither  will  the  aforefaid 
Catholic  King,  or  any  of  his  fuccefTors,  give  at  any 
time  any  aid,  fuccour,  favour,  or  counfel,  diredUy  or 
indireftly,  by  land  or  by  fea,  in  money,  arms^p  ammu- 
nition, wailike  inftruments,  fhips,  foldiers,  feamen,  or 
in  any  other  manner  whatever,  to  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons,  whofoever  they  be,  who  on  any  caufe  or  pre- 
tence fhould  hereafter  endeavour  to  oppofe  the  faid 
fucceflTion,  either  by  open  war,  or  by  encouraging  fe- 
dition  and  forming  confpiracies  againft  fuch  Prince  and 
Princes,  who  are  in  poflTefllon  ot  the  throne  of  Great 
Britain>  by  virtue  of  the  a6ts  of  parliament  there  made, 

or 
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oragainft  that  Prince  or  Princefs  to  whom  the  fuccef- 
fion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  fhall  belong,  ac- 
coniing  to  the  afts  of  parliament^  as  abovefaid. 

VlL  That  the  ordinary  diftribution  of  juftide  be  re- 
ftorcd  and  open  again  through  the  kingdoms  and  do- 
minions of  each^of  their  Royal  Majefties,  fo  that  it  may 
be  free  for  all  the  fubjefts  on  both  fides,  to  profecute 
and  obtain  their  rights,  pretenfions,  and  adlions,  ac- 
cording to  the  laws,  conftitutions,  and  llatutes  of  each 
kingdom.  And  elpecially  if  there  be  any  complaints 
concerning  injuries  or  grievances,  which  have  been 
done  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  treaties,  either ,  iri 
time  of  peace,  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  lately 
ended,  care  (hall  be  taken  that  the  damages  be  forth- 
with made  good,  according  to  the  rule  of  jufticei 

VIII.  That  there  be  a  free  ufe  of  navigation  and 
commerce  between  the  fubjefts  of  each  kingdom,  as  it 
was  heretofore,  in  time  of  peace,  and  before  the  de- 
claration of  this  late  war,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the 
Second,  of  glorious  memory,  Catholic  King  of  Spain^ 
according  to  the  treaties  of  friendfhip,  confederation, 
and  commerce,  which  were  formerly  made  between 
both  nations,  according  to  ancient  cuftoms,  letters  pa- 
tents, cedulas,  and  other  particular  afts  ;  and  alfo  ac-* 
cording  to  the  treaty  or  treaties  of  commerce  which 
are  now,  or  will  forthwith  be  made  at  Madrid.  And 
whereas,  among  other  conditions  of  the  general  peace, 
it  is  by  common  confent  eftablilhed  as  a  chief  ahd  fun- 
damental rule,  that  the  exercife  of  navigation  and  com- 
merce to  the  Spanilh  Weft  Indies  (hould  remain  in 
the  fame  ftate  it  was  in  the  time  of  the  aforefaid  King 
Charles  the  Second ;  that  therefore  this  rule  may  here-^ 
after  be  obferved  with  inviolable  faith,  and  in  a  manner 
never  to  be  broken,  and  thereby  all  caufes  of  diftruft 
and  fufpicion  concerning  that  matter  may  be  prevented 
and  removed,  it  is  efpecially  agreed  and  concluded, 
that  no  licence,  nor  any  permiffion  at  all,  Ihall  at  any 
time  be  given,  either  to  the  French,  or  to  any  n^tidii 
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whatever,  in  any  name,  or  under  any  pretence,  dircfUy 
or  indireftly,  to  faU,  to  traffic  in,  or  introduce  negroes> 
goods,  merchandizes,  or  any  things  whatfoevcr,  into 
the  dominions  fubjeft  to  the  crown  of  Spain  in  Ame- 
rica, except  what  may  be  agreed  by  the  treaty  or  trea- 
ties of  commerce  abovefald,  and  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges granted  in  a  certain  convention,  commonly  called 
El  Affiento  de  Negros,  whereof  mention  is  made  in  the 
twelfth  article ;  except  alfo  whatfoever  the  faid  Catholic 
King,  or  his  heirs  or  fucceflbrs,  fhall  promife  by  any 
contraft  or  contrafts  for  the  introduction  of  negroes 
into  the  Spanilh  Weft  Indies,  to  be  made  after  that  the 
convention  or  the  Affiento  de  Negros  above-mention- 
ed Ihall  be  determined.  And,  that  more  ftrong  and 
full  precautions  may  be  taken  on  all  (ides,  as  above^ 
faid,  concerning  the  navigation  and  commerce  to  the 
Weft  Indies,  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  and  conclud- 
ed, that  neither  the  Catholic  King,  nor  any  of  his 
heirs  and  fuccefTors  whatfoever,  fhall  fell,  yield,  pawn, 
transfer,  or  by  any  means,  or  under  any  name,  alienate 
from  them  and  the  crown  of  Spain,  to  the  French,  or 
to  any  other  nations  whatever,  any  lands,  dominions^ 
or  territories,  or  any  part  thereof,  belonging  to  Spain 
in  America.  On  the  contrary,  that  the  Spanifti  do* 
minions  in  the  Weft  Indies  may  be  prcferved  whole 
and  entire,  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  engages,  that 
flie  will  endeavour,  and  give  affiftance  to  the  Spani-» 
ards,  that  the  ancient  limits  of  their  dominions  in  the 
Weft  Indies  be  reftored,  and  fetded  as  diey  ftood  in 
die  time  of  the  above-faid  Catholic  King  Charles  the 
Second,  if  it  ftiall  appear  that  they  have  in  any  manner, 
or  under  any  pretence,  been  broken  into,  and  leflened 
in  any  part,  fince  the  death  of  the  aforefaid  CatKplic 
King  Chales  the  Second. 

IX.  It  is  further  agreed  and  concluded  as  a  gene- 
ral rule,  that  all  and  Jingular  the  fubjefts  of  each  king- 
dom fhall,  in  all  countries  and  places,  on  both  fides, 
have  and  enjoy  at  Icaft  the  fame  privileges,  liberties, 
6  '    '  and 
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tnd  immUfiitiis,  as  to  all  duties,  impofitions,  or  ciiA 
(Mm  whatlbever,  relating  to  perfons,  goods,  and  mer- 
chandizes^ IhipSi  freight,  franrren,  navigation,  and  com- 
merce ;  and  Ihall  have  the  like  favour  in  all  things,  as 
flic  fiibjeSs  of  France,  or  any  Other  foreign  nation,  th* 
moft  favoured^  have,  poflefs,-  and  enjoy,  or  at  any  time 
hereafter  may  have,  poflefs,  or  enjoy^ 

X.  The  Catholic  King  does  hereby,  for  himfclf,  his 
heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  yield  to  the  crown  of  Great  Brii- 
Cain  the  full  and  intire  propriety  of  the  town  and  caftle 
of  Gibraltar,  together  with  the  port,  fortificadonsj  and 
forts  thereunto  belongings  and  he  gives  up  the  faid 
propriety  to  be  held  and  enjoyed  abfolutely  with  all 
manner  of  right  for  ever,  without  any  excepdon  or 
impediment  whatfoeven  But  that  abufes  and  frauds 
may  be  avoided  by  importing  any  kinds  of  goods,  the 
Catholic  King  wills,  and  takes  it  to  be  underflood,  chat 
the  above-named  propriety  be  yielded  to  Great  Britain 
without  any  territorial  jurifdiAion,  and  without  any 
open  communication  by  land  with  the  country  round  4 
about.  Yet  whereas  the  communication  by  fea  with 
the  coaft  of  Spain  may  hot  at  all  times  be  fare  or  open, 
and  thereby  it  may  happen  that  the  garrifcn,  and  other 
inhabitants  of  Gibraltar  may  be  brought  to  great  ftraits; 
and  as  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Catholic  King,  only 
that  fraudulent  importations  of  goods  fhould,  as  is 
abovefaid,  be  hindered  by  an  inland  commiinication,  it 
is  therefore  provided,  that  in  fuch  cafes  it  may  be  la\^- 
ftil  to  purchafc,  for  ready  money,  in  the  neighbouring 
territories  of  Spain,  provifions,  and  other  things  necel- 
fary  for  the  ule  of  the  garrifon,  the  inhabitants,  and 
the  (hips  which  lie  in  the  harbour.  But  if  any  goods 
be  found  imported  by  Gibraltar,  either  by  way  <m  bar- 
ter for  purchafing  provifions,  or  under  any  other  pre- 
tence, the  fame  fhall  be  confifcatcd,  and  complaint 
being  made  thereof,  thofe  perfons  who  have  afted 
contrary  to  the  faith  of  this  treaty,  fliall  be  feverely 
piinifhed.  And  her  Britannic  Majefly,  at  the  requeft 
of  the  Catholic  King,  does  confent  and  agree,  that  nb 
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leave  fhall  be  given,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever, 
either  to  Jews  or  Moors,  to  refide  or  have  their  dwcL- 
lings  in  the  faid  town  of  Gibraltar ;  and  that  no  re- 
fuge or  fhelter  fhall  be  allowed  to  any  Moorifh  ihips 
of  war  in  the  harbour  of  the  faid  town,  whereby  the- 
communication  between  Spain  and  Ceuta  may  be  ob- 
ftrufted,  or  the  coafts  of  Spain  be  infefted  by  the  ex- 
curfions  of  the  Moors.  But  whereas  treaties  of  friend* 
ihip,  and  a  liberty  and  intercourfe  of  conimercc  are 
between  the  Britilh  and  certain  territories  (ituate  on 
the  coaft  of  Africa,  it  is  always  to  be  underftood,  that 
the  Britifh  fubjefts  cannot  refufe  the  Moors  and  their 
Ihips  entry  into  the  port  of  Gibraltar  purely  upon  the 
account  of  merchandizing.  Her  Majefty  the  Queca 
of  Great  Britain  does  further  promife,  that  the  free 
exercife  of  their  religion  Ihallbe  indulged  to  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  inhabitants  of  the  aforefaid  town.  And 
in  cafe  it  fhall  hereafter  fcem  meet  to  the  crown  of 
Great  Britain  to  grant,  fell,  or  by  any  means  to  alienate 
therefrom  the  propriety  of  the  faid  town  of  Gibraltar, 
it  is  hereby  agreed,  and  concluded,  that  the  preference 
of  having  the  fame  fhall  always  be  given  to  the  crown 
of  Spain  tefore  any  others. 

XI.  Moreover  the  Catholic  King  doth  in  like  man- 
ner for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  luccefTors,  yield  to  the 
crown  of  Great  Britain  the  whole  ifland  of  Minorca^ 
and  doth  transfer  thereunto  for  ever,  all  right,  and  the 
mofl  abfolqte  dominion  over  the  faid  ifland,  and  in 
.particular  over  the  town,  cafUc,  harbour,  and  fortifica- 
tions of  the  bay  of  Minorca,  commonly  called  Port 
Mahon,  together  with  the  otlicr  ports,  places,  and 
towns  fituated  in  die  aforefaid  ifland.  But  it  is  pro- 
vided, as  in  the  above-written  article,  that  no  rfefiige 
or  fhelter  fhall  be  open  to  any  fhips  of  war  of  the 
Moors  in  Port  Mahon,  or  in  any  other  port  of  the  faid 
ifland  of*  Minorca,  whereby  the  Spanilh  coafh  may 
be  infefled  by  their  excurfions :  and  the  Moors  and 
their  fhips  fhall  only  be  allowed  to  enter  the  ifland 
aforefaid  on  account  of  traffic^  according  to  the  agree- 
ment 
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inent  of  treaties.  The  Que^n  of  Great  Britain  pro- 
miles  alio  on  her  part,  that  if  at  any  time  it  (hall  hap- 
pen that  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  the  ports,  towns, 
and  places  therein  fituated,  be  hy  any  m^ns  hereafter 
alienated  from  the  crown  of  her  kingdoms,  the  prefer- 
ence ihall  be  given  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  before  any 
other  nation  wliatever,  of  redeeming  the  pofleflion 
and  propriety  of  the  aforefaid  ifland.  Her  Royal  Ma- 
jcfty  of  Great  Britain  moreover  engages,  that  Ihe  will 
take  care,  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  (aid  ifland, 
both  ecclefiaftical  and  fecular,  fhall.fafely  ^nd  peace- 
ably enjoy  all  their  eftates  arid  honors,  and  the  free 
ufe  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  fliall  be  permitted': 
and  meafiires  fliall  be  taken  for  prelerving  the  aforelaid 
religion  in  that  ifland,  provided  the  fame  be  confifl:ent 
with  .the  civil  govemnrient  and  laws  of  Great  Britain. 
Thole  likewife  who  are  now  in  the  fervice  of  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  Ihall  enjoy  their  honors  and  eftates, 
though  they  continue  in  the  faid  fervice  j  and  it  Ihall- 
be  lawful  for  any  perfon,  Who  is  defirous  to  leave  the 
faid  ifland,  to  fell  his  eftate,  and  pafs  freely  with  the 
value  thereof  into  Spain. 

XIL  The  Catholic  King  doth  furthermore  hereby 
g^ve  and  grant  to  her  Britannic  Majefty,  and  to  the 
company  of  her  fubjedts  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  as 
well  the  fubjedls  of  Spain,  as  all  other3,  being  excluded, 
the  contra6t  for  introducing  negroes  into  feveraj  parts 
of  the  dominions  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  in  America, 
commonly  called  El  Pafto  de  el  AlTiento  de  Negros, 
for  the  Ipace  of  thirty  years  .  fucceflively,  beginning 
from  the  firft  day  of  the  month  of  May,  in  the  year 
17 1 3,  with  the  fame  conditions  on  which  the  French 
enjoyed  it,  or  at  any  time  might  or  ought  to  enjoy  the 
fame,  together  with  a  traft  or  trafts  of  land  to  be  al- 
btted  by  the  faid  Catholic  King,  and  to  be  granted  to 
the  company  aforefaid,  commonly  called  La  Compa- 
iiia  de  el  AfTicnto,  in  fome  convenient  place  on  the 
river  of  Plata  (no  duties  or  revenues  being  payable  by 
the  faid  company  on  that  account  during  the  time  of 
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tjxe  above-mentioned  contraft,  and  no  longer) ;  and 
this  fetdenient  of  the  faid  fociety,  or  thofe  trafb  ca 
land,  (hall  be  pn^er  and  fufficient  for  planting,  and 
fowing,  and  for  feeding  cattle  for  the  lubfiftence  of 
thofe  who  arc  in  the  feryice  of  the  faid  connpany,  and 
of  their  negroes ;  and  that  the  faid  negroes  may  be 
therp  kept  in  fafety  tiU  they  are  fold ;  and  moreover, 
that  the  Ibips  bclonginjpr  to  the  faid  company  may  come 
dofe  to  land,  and  be  Iccure  from  any  dangen  But  it 
^all  al^yays  be  lawful  for  the  Catholic  King  to  appoint 
an  officer  in  the  faid  place  or  fetdement,  who  may  take 
care  that  nothing  be  done  or  praftifed  contrary  to  his 
royal  interefts.  And  all  wlio  manage  the  s^fFairs  of  the 
faKl  company  there,  or  belong  to  it,  fhall  be  fubjeft  to 
the  infpeftion  of  the  aforeCud  officer,  as  to  all  matters 
relating  to  the  trafts  of  land  above-mentioned.  But 
if  any  doubts,  difficulties,  pr  controvcrfies,  Ihould  arife- 
between  ttie  faid  officer  and  the  managers  for  die  fakl 
company,  they  IhaH  b?  referred  to  the  determination 
of  the  governor  of  Buenos  Ayres.  The  Catholic  Ku^ 
has  been  Ukewife  pleafed  to  grant  to  die  faid  compsu>y 
fe veral  other  extraordinary  advantages,  which  are  ixiore 
fully  and  amply  explained  in  the  con t raft  of  the  Affi- 
cnto,  which  was  made  a^d  conchided  at  Madrid  the 
a6th  day  of  the  month  of  March  of  this  preient  year 
1 7 1 3,  Which  contract  or  Affiento  de  Negros,  and  all 
.the  claufes,  conditions,  privileges,  and  immunities  con- 
tained therein,  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  this  ar- 
ticle, are  and  fhall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  part  of 
this  treaty,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  they  had  been  here 
inferted  word  for  word. 

XIII.  Whereas  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  has 
continually  prefled  and  infilled  with  the  greatefteameft- 
nefs,  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  principality  of  Ca- 
talonia, of  whatever  ftate  or  condition  tlicy  may  be^ 
fhould  net  only  obtain  a  full  and  perpetual  oblivion  of 
all  that  was  done  in  the  late  war,  and  enjoy  the  entire 
poffefficn  of  all  their  cftates  and  honours,  but  fhould 
alfo  have  their  ancient  privikges  prefcrved  fafe  and 
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Mkitoudied ;  the  Catholic  King,  in  comf^ance  with  the 
laid  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  hereby  grants  and  con-> 
ikms  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  Catalonia  whatfoever,  not 
only  the  axnnefty  defircd,  together  with  the  full  polfef- 
fioQ  of  all  their  eflates  and  honors,  but  aUb  gives  and 
grants  to  them  all  the  privileges  which  the  inhabitants 
of  both  Caililles,  who  of  all  the  Spaniards  are  the  n^ft 
dear  to  the  Catholic  King,  have  and  enjoy,  or  may  here- 
after have  and  enjoy. 

XIV.  And  whereas  the  Catholic  King,  at  the  requeft' 
of  her  Royal  Britannic  Majefty,  has  been  pleafed  to 
yield  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  to  his  Royal  HighnefsViftor 
Aniadcus  Duke  of  Savoy,  and  by  the  treaty  this  day 
entered  into  between  his  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  and 
his  Royal  Highnefs  of  Savoy,  does  make  a  ceffion  of  the 
f»d  kingdom,  her  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain  afi>re« 
laid  promifes  and  engages  that  ftie  will  take  great  care^ 
that  in  default  of  the  heirs  male  of  the  Houfe  of  Savoy^ 
the  po0ellion  of  the  afbrefaid  kingdom  of  Sicily  ihall 
levert  again  to  the  crown  of  Spain;  and  her  above&id 
Royal  Britannic  Majefty  doth  flirther  confent>  that  the 
kif^om  of  Sicily  may  not,  under  any  pretence,  or  in 
any  manner  whatever,  be  alienated  or  given  to  any 
prince  or  fl:ate,  unlcfs  to  the  Catholic  King  of  Spain, 
and  to  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs.  And  whereas  the  Ca- 
tholic King  hath  made  known  to  her  Royal  Britannic 
Majefty,  that  it  would  be  both  reafonable  in  itfelf,  and 
acceptable  to  him,  that  not  only  the  fubjefts  of  the 
kin^om  of  Sicily,  although  they  may  refide  in  the  do- 
minions of  Spain,  and  be  in  the  fervice  of  his  faid  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  but  alfo  the  Spaniards  and  other  fub- 
jcfts  of  Spain,  who  may  perhaps  have  eftates  and  ho- 
nors in  the  aforefaid  kingdom  of  Sicily,  (hould,  with^ 
out  any  diminution,  entirely  enjoy  their  faid  eftates  and 
honors,  and  ftiould  in  no  wife,  under  pretence  pf  per- 
ional  abfcnce  out  of  die  faid  kingdom,  be  troubled  or 
dilquieted :  And  whereas  the  abovefaid  Catholic  King 
freely  promifes  likewife  on  his  part,  that  he  will  confent^ 
that  die  fubjech  of  the  faid  kingdom  of  Sicily,  and 
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other  lubjefts  of  his  faid  Royal  Highnefs,  if  they  fiiould 
chance  to  have  eftates  and  honors  ih  Spain,  or  .other 
the  dominions  belonging  to  Spain,  (hall  in  like  nrianner, 
without  any  diminution,  entirely  enjs^y  the  fame,  and 
that  they  ihall  in  no  wife  be  troubled  or  difhirbed 
under  pretence  of  perional  abfence ;  therefore  her  Royal 
Britannic  Majelty  promifes,  that  fhe  will  endeavour, 
and  will  give  inftnjftions  to  her  ambaffadors  extraordi- 
nary and  plenipotentiaries  at  TJ-repht,  that  they  inter-^ 
pofe  the  mcft  effectual  good  offices,  that  the  Catholic 
King  and  his  Royal  Highheis  may  mutually  agree  con-., 
cerning  this  matter^  and  may  take  care  ana  provide  for 
the  fame,  in  fuch  manner  as  ihall  be  moft  conunodiou^ 
on  both  fides, 

XV.  Their  Royal  Majefties  on  both  parts  renew  and 
confirm  all  treaties  of  peace,  friendfhip,  confederationji 
^d  commerce,  made  heretofore,  and  concluded  be- 
tween the  crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  and  the 
faid  treaties  are  hereby  renewed  and  confirmed,  in  as  full 
and  ample  manner  as  if  they  were  now  particularly  here 
inferted ;  that  is  to  fay,  as  far  as  they  are  not  found  to 
be  contrary  to  the  tieaties  of  peace  and  commerce 
which  were  the  laft  made  and  figned.  And  eipecially 
by  this  treaty  thofe  agreements,  treaties,  and  conven- 
tions, arc  confirmed  and  ftrengthened,  which  relate  as 
well  to  the  exercife  of  commerce  and  navigation  in  Eu-r 
rope,  and  ehcwhere,  as  to  the  introduftion  of  negroes 
into  the  Spanilh  Weft  Indies,  and  which  either  are 
already  made,  or  will  forthwith  be  made  between  both 
nations  at  Madrid.  And  whereas  it  is  infifted  on  the 
part  of  Spain,  that  certain  rights  of  fifhing  at  the  ifiand 
of  Newfoundland  belong  to  the  Guipufcoans,  or  other 
fubjefts  of  the  Catholic  King,  her  Britannic  Majefty 
conftrnts  and  agrees,  that  all  fuch  privileges  as  the  Gui- 
pufcoans and  other  people  of  Spain  are  able  to  make 
claim  to  by  right,  fl>ali  be  allowed  and  prefcrved  to 
them. 

XVL  Whereas  in  the  convention  for  making  a  fuf- 
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pen(ion  of  arms  from  the  '4  day  of  the. month  of  Au- 
guft  laft  paft,  for  four  months,  between  the  Queen  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  mcft  Chriftian  King ;  which  the 
Catholic  King  alfo  approved  by  his  confent,  and  does 
hereby  further  approve  ;  and  which  by  another  conven- 
tion was  prolonged  to  the  44  of  the  month  of  April  of 
this  prefent  year,  among  other  conditions  it  is  exprclsly 
ftipulated,  in  what  cafes  the  Ihips,  merchandizes,  and 
other  moveables  taken  on  one  fide  and  the  other,  fhould 
dther  become  prize  to  the  captor,  or  be  reftored  to  the 
former  owner ;  it  is  therefore  agreed,  that  in  thofe  cafes 
the  conditions  of  the  aforefaid  fulpenfion  of  arms  fhall 
remain  in  full  force,  and  all  things  relating  to  fuch  cap- 
tures, made  cither  in  the  Britilh  and  Northern  fcas,  or 
clfewhere,  (hall  be  well  and  truly  executed  according 
to  the  tenor  thereof. 

XVII.  But  if  it  happen  through  inadvertency,  or 
imprudence,  or  any  other  caufe,  that  any  liibject  of 
cither  of  thfeir  aforefaid  Royal  Majefties  do  or  commit 
any  thing,  by  land,  fea,  or  on  frelh  Waters,  in  any  part 
of  the  world,  whereby  this  prefent  treaty  be  not  ob- 
fcrved,  or  whereby  any  particular  article  of  the  fame 
hath  not  its  efFeft,  this  peace  and  good  correlpondence 
between  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Catholic 
King  (hall  not  therefore  be  interrupted  or  broken,  but 
fliair  remain  in  its  former  ftrength,  force,  and  vigoun 
And  that  fubjcft  only  fhall  be  anfwerable  for  his  own 
feft,  and  Ihall  fuffer  fuch  punilhment  as  is  inflifted  by 
law,  and  according  to  the  prefcriptions  of  the  law  of 
nations. 

XV  III.  But  if  (which  God  forbid)  die  difputes 
which  are  compofed  fhould  at  any  time  be  renewed 
between  their  faid  Royal  Majeflies,  and  break  out  into 
open  war,  the  fhips,  merchandizes,  and  goods,  both 
moveable  and  immoveable,  of  the  fubjedts  on  both 
fides,  which  fhall  be  found  to  be  and  remain  in  the 
ports  and  dominions  of  the  adverfe  party,  fhall  not  be 
eonfifcated,  or  fuffer  any  damage j  but  the  fpace  of 

fix 
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fix  month's,  on  the  one  part  and  on  the  other,  fhall  be 
granted  to  the  faid  fobjcfts  of  each  of  their  fiiid  Royal 
Majefties>  in  order  to  their  felling  the  afbrefaid  things, 
m  any  other  their  efit£b,  or  carrying  away  and  tranC- 
porting  the  fame  from  thence,  whitheribever  they 
pleafe,  without  any  molefladon* 

^IX.  The  Kings,  Princes,  and  States,  mentioned 
in  the  following  articles,  and  all  others  who  Ihall  be 
nominated  on  either  fide,  by  common  confent,  before 
tlic  ratilications  are  exchanged,  or  within  fix  months 
after,  Ihall,  for  a  mark  of  mutual  fricndfhip,  be  includ- 
ed and  comprehended  in  this  treaty,  their  Royal  Majes- 
ties aforenamed  being  perfuaded  that  they  wUl  approve 
all  the  fettlements  made  and  eftablifiied  by  it, 

XX.  Whatfoever  Ihall  be  (Contained  in  the  treaty  of 
pcacQ  next  entered  into  between  his  Sacred  Royal  Majef^ 
ty  of  Spain„  and  his  facred  Royal  Majefty  of  Porti^l^ 
with  the  previous  approbation  of  her  Royal  Majefly  of 
Great  Britain,  Ihall  be  deemed  an  eflential  part  of  this 
treaty,  in  the  lame  manner  as  if  it  was  tranfcribed  here 
word  for  word.  Moreover  her  Sacred  Royal  Majefty 
of  Great  Britain  offers  herfelf  to  be  a  furety  or  guaran- 
tiee of  the  aforefaid  agreement  of  peace,  which  fhc 
promiles  to  fulfil  according  to  the  fubftance  and  words 
thereof,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  obfervcd  the  more 
lacrcd  and  invioIable4 

XXI-  The  treaty  of  peaxre  this  day  entered  into  be- 
tween his  Royal  Catholic  Majefty  and  liis  Royal  High-, 
ncfs  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  is  fpecially  included  in  and 
ConfiiTned  by  this  treaty>  as  an  efiential  part  thereof^ 
as  fully  as  if  it  was  inferted  therein  word  for  word,  her 
Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain  exprefsly  declaring  that 
Ihe  will  be  obliged  by  the  terms  cf  the  promife  and 
guaranty  therein  made. 

XXII.  The  moft  Serene  King  of  Sweden,  toge- 
ther with  his  realms,  dominions,  provinces,  and  rights^ 
and  the  moft  Serene  Princes  the  Great  Duke  of  Tuf- 

cany. 
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(rany,  and  the  Duke  of  Paniia,  together  with  their  peo- 
ple and  fubje6ts,  and  the  liberties  and  advantages  of 
their  fubje£b  in  matters  of  trade^  (hall  be  included  in 
this  treaty  in  the  moft  effe<5hial  manner. 

XXIII.  The  moft  Serene  Republic  of  Venice,  for 
die  fake  of  the  neutrality  which  during  the  war  they 
exa6Viy  obferved  between  the  parties  in  hoftility,  and 
for  the  fake  of  many  afts  of  humanity  performed  by 
it  (the  dignity,  power,  and  fccurity  of  the  eftates  and 
dcminions  thereof  remaining  ever  inviolable)  Ihall  be 

rticularly  comprehended  and  included  in  this  treaty, 
the  beft  manner  poffiUe,  as  a  common  friend,  and 
one  to  whom  their  Royal  Majeftie^,  at  all  tiniea,  defire 
to  repay  the  offices  of  a  faitlmil  fiiendihip,  according 
to  the  exigencies  of  the  faid  repiibUc. 

XXIV.  It  has  been  thought  good  to  comprehend 
in  the  prefent  treaty,  the  moft  Serene  Republic  of  Ge- 
noa, which,  by  a  conftant  neutrality  during  the  war, 
hath  cultivated  the  ancient  friendflbip  with  the  crown$ 
of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  that  me  benefit  of  this 
peace  may  be  extended  to  every  thing  that  concerns 
that  republic,  and  the  fubjefts  thereof  may  in  all 
things,  and  every  where,  fully  enjoy  the  fame  hberty  of 
commerce  hereafter,  as  they  enjoyed  formerly,  and 
during  the  life  of  Charles  the  Second  Catholic  King  of 
Spain. 

XXV.  The  city  of  Geneva  is  likewife  included  in 
this  agreement,  to  the  end  that  it  may  far  the  fijturc 
enjoy  all  the  advantages  in  trade  which  it  has  hereto- 
fore enjoyed  in  either  kingdom>  either  by  treaties  or 
ancient  cuftom. 

XXVI.  Solemn  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  and 
drawn  up  in  the  proper  form,  fhall  be  duly  and  reci- 
procally exchanged  on  both  fides  within  lix  weeks,  to 
be  computed  from  the  time  of  figning,  or  fooner  if 
pofiible.

Milan,  Count  of  Apfburg,  Flanders,  and  Tirol,  and  of 
Barcelona,  Lord  ot  Bifcay  and  of  Molina,  &c.  To 
all  who  fliall  fee  thefe  prefents,  or  hear  them  read, 

fxeting.  Our  deareft  and  mod  well-beloved  coufin  th^ 
rincefs  of  Urfini  has,  fince  the  beginning  of  our  reign, 
rendered  us,  and  continues  tb  render  us,  fo  many  fignal 
and  acceptable  fervices,  that  we  thought  we  could  not 
defer  any  longer  giving  her  lively  teftimonies  of  our  ac- 
knowledgments, and  of  the  efteem  we  have  for  her 
peribn.  This  Princefs  having  quited  the  rank  and  the 
prerogatives  flie  had  at  the  court  of  Rome,  to  accept 
the  employment  of  firft:  lady  of  the  bed-chamber  to  \k\t 
Queen  our  deareft  confort,  Ihe  went  to  meet  her  at 
Nice  in  Provence,  and  condu(5led  her  into  our  domi- 
nions 
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nions  of  Spain,  and  difcharged  her  duty  with  fo  much 
care,  exadlnels,  and  wifdom,  that  fhe  has  gained  all 
pofTible  confidence  and  confideration. 

When  we  trufted  the  regency  of  our  kingdoms  of 
Spain  to  the  Queen  our  deareft  confort,  that  we  might 
go  and  command  our  armies  in  the  kingdoms  and 
ftates  of  Italy,  the  Princefs  of  Urfini  redoubled  her 
zeal  and  afliduity  about  her  perfon,  fhe  has  always  af- 
lifted  her  with  her  care  and  her  counfel,  with  equal 
prudence  and  afFeftion,  and  in  all  times,  and  on  all  oc- 
fions,  we  have  experienced  the  happy  effeds  of  {o  judi* 
cious,  fo  faithful,  and  fo  valuble  conduft.

nilh  Netherlands,  with  the  towns,  boroughs,  villages, 
caftles,  houfes,  lands,  and  other  appurtenances  of  the 
iaid  dutchy,  to  enjoy  the  fame   to  herfelf  the  faid 
Princefs  of  Urfini,  her  heirs,  fuccefTors,  or  afligns,  in 
full  property  and  perfeft  fovereignty,  without  reserving 
or  detaining  any  pait  thereof  to  ourfelves  and  to  our 
fucceflbrs  the  Kings  of  Spain,  under  any  title  what- 
fbcver,  either  of  refort  or  feodality,  as  alfo  without  re- 
turn or  reverfion  in  any  cafe,  or  at  any  time,  whereof 
we  have  exempted  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and 
its  dependencies  comprehended  in  the  prefcnt  donarion : 
to  which  end,  fo  far  as  is  or  fliould  be  ncccflary,  we 
have  exringuifhed  and  fuppreffed,  as  we  do  extingiiilh 
and  fupprefs  the  faid  rights  -,  willing  that  the  faid  Prin- 
cefs of  Urlini  do  exercife  in  her  name,  all  the  rights  of 
fovereignty  widiin  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  the 
territories  andjurifdidtions  thereto  annexed,  with  the 
fame  authority  as  we  exercifcd   and  had  right  to  exer-

and  its  dependencies  j  all  which  rights  and  revenues 
the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini  fhall  commence  to  enjoy 
fix)m  the  day  of  thefe  prefents  j  from  the  reckoning  o( 
which,  the  agents,  receivers,  clerks,  or  others  appointed 
to  receive  the  faid  revenues,  (hall  be  accountable,  and 
remit  the  produce  into  the  hands  of  the  bearers  of  the 
powers  of  the  faid  Princefs,  and  in  fo  doing  they  (hall 
be  duly  acquitted  and  difcharged  thereof  towards  us, 
as  by  the(e  prefents  we  difcharge  them  thereof;  and 
con(equently  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urlini  fhall  remain 
unalterable  proprietor  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,

not  otherwife  dilpofed  thereof.  To  which  end  we  have 
difchaiged,  abfolved,  and  freed,  as  by  the(e  pre(ents  we 
difcharge,  abfolve,  and  free  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbouig,  and  its  dependencies,  of  what 
ftate,  quality,  or  dignity  they  are,  as  well  ecclefiaftical 
as  fecular,  political,  military,  and  of  what  other  ranks 
and  conditions  tliey  are  or  may  be,  and  each  of  them 
in  general  and  in  particular,  of  the  oaths  of  fidelity, 
faith,  and  obedience,  promifes,  obligations,  and  duties 
tliey  owed  us,  as  their  Lx)rd  and  fovereign  Prince: 
ordering  and  enjcining  them  moft  exprefsly  that,  by' 
vircue  of  thcfe  prefents,  they  do  own  and  acknowledge 
the  laid  Princefs  of  Urfini,  and  after  her,  her  heirs,  fuc- 
cclVors,  or  fuch  as  have  a  right  thereto,  fucceffively,  for 
their  Princes  and  Sovereign  LorIs  ;  that  they  take  and 
fwea:  c  -  her  the  oaths  of  ridclity  and  obedience  in  the 
ufual  iViarinc?,  and  moreover  that  they  pay  all  homj^, 
revv  fx^nce,  a'ircli  n,  obedience,  fidelity,  and  fervices, 
as  ^ood  anJ  loyal  fubjefts  are  obliged  to  do  to  their 
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Sovereign  Lord,  and  as  they  have  done  hithertx)  to  the 
Kings  our  predeceflbrs,  and  to  us.     And  &rther,  our 
intention  being  that  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg  and 
its  dependencies  (hould  produce  at  leaft  the  efFcchial 
and  real  revenue  yearly  to  the  profit  of  the  laid  Princefi 
of  Urfini,  her  heirs,  fucceflbrs,  and  aflSgns,  thirty  thou-* 
iand  crowns,  each  crown  of  eight  filvcr  reals,  old 
double  money  of  CaftiUe,  deduction  being  made  of 
local  employments,  maintenance  of  places,  and  officers, 
that  ufed  to  be  paid  and  maintained  out  of  the  revenues 
of  the  faid  dutchy.     Our  will  and  pleafure  is,   that 
during  the  firft  year  of  enjoyment  by  the  faid  Princefi 
of  Urfini,  after  her  having  taken  poflefllon  of  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and  afi:er  the  publication  of  the 
peace,  a  ftate  be  made  of  the  revenues  and  employ- 
ments of  the  dutchy  of  Limbourg  and  its  dependencies, 
in  the  prefence  of  perfons  appointed  for  that  purpofc,  as 
well  on  our  part,  as  on  that  of  the  faid  Princefs  of  Ur- 
finiiand  in  cafe,  after  deduftion  is  made  for  the  faid 
employments,  the  revenues  for.  the  neat  remainder  to 
the  profit  of  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini  do  not  amount 
CD  the  faid  thirty  thoufand  crowns ^^  amumywhcthcr  by 
reafbn  of  the  alienations  that  might  have  been  made  of 
fome  part  of  that  dutchy,  or  whether  becaufe  any  of 
the  faid  rights,  revenues,  and  appurtenances   fhould 
have  been  fold,  engaged,  or  charged  with  fonne  rents, 
even  fome  debts  for  fums  taken  by  loan,  or  anticipa- 
tion, in  this  cafe  we  ordain,  and  our  will  and  pleafure 
is,  that  the  whole  be  redeemed  and  difengaged,  and  the 
purchafers,  mortgagers,  tenants,  and  other  creditors, 
rcimburfed,  paid,  and  fatisfied  out  of  the  produce  of 
the  moft  liquid  revenues  of  the  other  provinces  of  the 
Spanifh  Netherlands,  fo  as  that  the  faid  Princefs  enjoy, 
fully,  really,  and  without  any  charge,  the  faid  thirty 
thoufand  crowns  yearly ;  to  which  end,  and  uritil  the 
foil  reimburfement  for  the  redeeming  the  faid  aliena- 
tions or  engagements,  conftitutions  of  rents,  anticipa-* 
dons,  or  other  loans  whatever  they  may  be,  the  pur- 
chafers of  the  funds  alienated,  or  mortgagers,  tenants, 
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and  all  other  creditors^  fhall  be  and  remain  alTignedj; 
as  from  this  time  we  affign  them  to  receive    their 
arrears  or  intcrcfts  of  their  capitals  out  of  the  faid  re- 
venues of  the  other  provinces  of  the  Spanifli  Nether- 
lands ;  and  confequendy  we  have  from  this  time  yielded, 
and  transferred,  as  we  do  yield  and  transfer  all  and  fuch 
of  our  revenues  as  fhall  be  requifite  to  the  mortgagers' 
and  creditors,  and  until  the  concurrence  of  what  is  due 
to  them  for  principal  interefts,  to  take,  have,  and  re- 
ceive out  of  the  mofl  liquid  and  efFeftive  part  of  the 
faid  revenues  of  the  faid  Spanilh  Netherlands,  except 
thofe  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  to  enjoy  the 
fame  themfelves,  until  they  fhall  be  fully  reimburfcd. 
And  if  it  fhould  happen,  that  notwithftanding  the  faid 
redemption  and  reimburfement  being  made  or  afligncd, 
the  revenue  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limboui^  fhould 
not  amount  to  die  faid  fum  of  thirty  thoufand  crowns 
yearly,  all  charges  dedufted,  we  will,  that  there  be  dis- 
membered, as  from  this  time  we  difmember,  from  the 
other  countries  belonging  to  us,  adjacent  or  lying  con-" 
venient  to  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  fuch  other- 
towns,  boroughs,  villages,  and  territories,  as  fhall  be 
requifite  to  make  up,  by  their  yearly  produce  and  reve- 
nue, what  fhall  be  wanting  of  the  faid  thirty  thoufand 
crowns  yearly  in  the   dutchy  of  Limbourg,  which 
towns,  boroughs,  villages,  and  territories,  together  with 
the  revenue  and  appurtenances,  ftiall  remain  difhiem- 
bered  from  our  other  lordfliips,  and  fhall  be  united  and 
joined  for  the  future,  and  for  ever,  to  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Limbourg,  to  be  poflefled  by  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini, 
with  the  fame  title  of  fovereignty,  jurifdidtion,  and  pre- 
rogative before  mentioned,  and  as  making  part  of  the 
faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg.     And  whereas,  by  the  fcvc- 
ral  proposals  that  are  from  time  to  time  made  to  us,  to 
attain  die  peace  fo  muchdefired  by  us,  and  other  princes 
and  dates  of  Europe  engaged  in  the  prefent  war,  fbme 
of  them  tend  to  certain  difmemberings  of  the  faid  Spa- 
nifh  Netherlands  from  the  other  dominions  that  make 
up  our  monarchy  i  we  declare,  that  our  intention  is,  that

thcfe  prefcnts  (hall  not  be  prejudiced  by  the  treaties  of 
peace  that  {hall  be  made,  and  that  all  the  princes 
and  potentates  interefted  in  the  faid  propofals  do  ratify. 
the  difmcmbering  we  make  by  thefe  prefents  of  the 
faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and  the  erefting  of  that  in 
fovcreignty,  in  favour  of  the  Princefs  of  IJrfini,  fo  as 
that  (he  be  put  and  remain  in  full  po(re(rion  and  peace- 
able enjoyment  thereof,  within  the  full  extent  of  thefb 
prefents,  according  to  their  form  and  tenor,  and  without 
any  referve  or  reffcriftion  whatfoever ;  it  being  our  will, 
that  the  prelent  donation  be  one  of  the  conditions  of 
the  treaties  that  may  be  made  in  what  (hall  concern 
the  (aid  Spanifh  Netherlands,  to  the  end  the  faid  Prin- 
cefs of  Uriini,  her  heirs,  fuccefTors,  and  afTigns,  may 
enjoy  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg  and  its  appurte- 
nances,, fully,  peaceably,  perpetually,  and  for  ever,  with 
the  title  'of  fovereignty,  without  any  trouble  and  hinder- 
ance ;  on  the  contrary,  to  effedl  the  fame,  and  to  con-? 
flrain  thereto  all  thofe  whom  it  fhall  concern,  or  that  arc 
therefore  to  be  conflrained,  we  have,  out  of  our  full 
power  and  royal  authority,  fupplied,  as  we  do  hereby 
fiipply  all  defeats  or  omifTions  of  right  or  faft,that  might 
be  found  or  happen  in  this  donation,  ceflion,  and  con- 
ycyance,  either  by  the  fault  of  ej^prefTion,  of  the  value 
of  the  revenues,  and  of  the.  employments  of  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbourg,  that  are  not  therein  fpecified  or 
declared,  and  that  might  be  requifite  by  former  ordi- 
nances, to  which,  and  the  derogatories  of  the  dcrogato- 
ries  therein  contained,  we  have  exprefsly  derogated,  as 
we  derogate  by  thefe  prefents;  for  fuch  is  our  will  and 
good  plcafure :  willing  tliat  thefe  prefent  letters  patents 
be  delivered  to  the  faid  Princefs' of  Urfini,  that  (he  may 
caufe  the  fame  to  be  regiftered  and  publifhed  where  it 
ihall  be  necefTary,  and  even  to  caufe  them  to  be  infertr 
ed,  with  the  donation  and  ceflion  therein  pontaine^J,  in 
the  treaty  of  peace  to  be  negotiated,  therein  to  \)t  in- 
cluded and  acknowledged  in  the  quality  of  fovereign 
Princefs  of  the  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and  in  that  qua- 
fity  to  exercife  the  rights  thereof^  and  there  fo  make 
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treaties  and  alliances  with  the  princes  and  ibvereigns 
that  Ihall  intervene^  enjoining  the  minifters  and  ambai^ 
ladors  whd  fhall  be  there  on  our  part,  to  acknowledge 
her  as  fiich,  and  all  our  offifcers  of  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Umbourg  to  obey  thefe  prefents  from  the  moment  tfiey 
fliall  be  notified  to  them ;  and  to  the  end  this  prefent 
donadon  be  firm  and  lafting  for  ever,  we  have  figned 
thefe  prefent  letters  with  our  own  hand,  and  caufed  our 
great  feal  to  be  affixed  to  them,  willing  and  ordaining 
that  they  be  regiftered  in  all  and  every  one  of  our 
councils  and  chambers  of  accompts  where  it  fhall  be- 
long. Given  at  our  city  of  Corefia,  in  our  kingdom  of 
Navarre,  the  28th  dav  of  September,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  17 1 1,  and  of^our  reign  the  eleventh. 

And  her  faid  Majefly  of  Great  Britain  promifes,  that 
flic  will  maintain  the  faid  Lady  Princefs  of  Urfini,  or 
her  affigns,  in  the  real,  aftual,  and  peaceable  pofieflion 
of  the  (aid  fovereignty  and  territory,  againfl  all  and 
every  one,  at  any  time,  and  for  ever,  and  that  Ihe  will 
not  permit  that  the  faid  Lady  Princefs  be  difhirbed  or 
molefted  in  the  faid  pofTeffion  by  any  lipdy,  by  right; or 
faft.  And  whereas  the  real  pofTefRon  of  the  fove- 
reignty of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  or  of  the  ter- 
ritories as  aforefaid  to  be  fubrogated,  ought,  by  virtue 
of  the  before-mentioned  convention,  concluded  the 
27  th  of  March  lafl  paft,  to  have  been  already  given  to 
the  faid  Lady  Princefs,  although  it  is  not  yet  given  ; 
therefore  her  faid  Royal  Majefly  of  Great  Britain,  as 
a  farther  furety,  promifes,  and  engages  her  Royal  word, 
that  fhe  will  not  yield  or  remit,  nor  fufFer  to  be  yield- 
ed or  remitted  to  any  body,  the  faid  Spanifh  Nether- 
lands, but  wiD  keep,  or  caufe  the  fame  to  be  kept,  not 
only  until  the  faid  Lady  Princefs  of  Urfini  be  put  in 
aftual  and  peaceable  pofTefTion  of  the  faid  fovereignty, 
but  alfo,  that  the  faid  Lady  Princefs  of  Urfini  be,  as 
aforefaid,  acknowledged  Sovereign  Lady  of  the  faid 
fovereignty,  and  put  in  pofTeffion  thereof  by  the  Prince 
to  whom  the  faid  Spanifh  Netherlands  are  to  be  yielded 
and  remitted. 
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This  prcfent  article  fhall  be  ratified,  and  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  ihall  be  made  at  Utrecht  within  fix 
weeks,  or  fooner,  if  poflible. 

In  witncfs  whereof,  we  the  ambafladors  extraordi* 
nary  and  plenipotentiaries  of  her  Sacred  Royal 
Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  have  fubfcribed  diis 
prefent  article,  and  fealed  the  fame  with  our  leals,

When  we  had  determined  to  endeavour  to  put 
an  end  to  this  fo  long  and  fo  pernicious  a  war,  amidft 
the  great  cares  which  we  took  upon  us  in  reftoring  the 
public  tranquillity,  we  turned  our  thoughts  in  the  firft 
place  to  the  renewal  and  flrengthening  of  thofe  moft 
(Iridt  hands  of  fricndfhip  and  correfpondence  between 
us  and  our  good  brother  Philip  the  Fifth  Catholic 
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King  of  Spain,  which  had  fubfifted  from  the  longeft 
date  of  time  between  the  Britifh  and  Spanifh  crowns, 
to  the  mutual  benefit  of  both  nations :  wherefore  we 
were  pkafed  to  appoint  the  fame  miniftcrs,  who  had 
fo  long,  and  with  fo  good  fuccefs,  applied  themfelves  in 
our  name  to  promote  and  finifh  the  moft  wholefomc 
work  of  peace  between  the  Chriftian  princes  and.ftaces 
at  Utrecht,  to  conclude  and  fign  terms  and  conditions, 
as  well  of  peace  and  friendfhip,  as  of  commerce  and 
navigation,  between  us  aiid  the  faid  Catholic  King^ 
Know  ye  therefore,  that  we  repofing  very  great  confi- 
dence in  the  fidelity,  induftry,  and  per^icacity  and  ex-

and  of  our  right  trufty  and  right  well-beloved  coufin

borough,  Baron  of  Raby,  lieutenant  general  of  our

James,  captain  of  my  royal  life-guards^  Don  John  de 
Browkoven,  Count  of  Bergueych,  our  counfellor  and 
ininiftcr  of  war,  and  fupcrintendant  general  of  ow

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Icon,  to  you  all  three  together,  or  to  two  of  you,  in 
cafe  of  the  abfence  or  infirmity  of  the  other,  or  to  one 
alone,  in  cafe  of  die  abfence  or  infirmity  of  the  other 
two,  to  enter  into,  conclude,  and  fign  in  our  name,  a 
treaty  of  peace  between  us  and  the  other  Kings  and 
Potentates  in  war,  jointly  with  them  all,  or  feparately 
with  any  one  of  them,  and  to  agree  upon,  conclude, 
fubfcribe,  and  deliver  all  inftruments  necef&ry  on  this 
occafion,  and  in  general  to  do,  promiie,  and  itipulate 
iuch  ads  and  declarations  as  fhall  be  necelTary  to  the 
exchange  of  what  fliall  be  agreed  upon,  and  all  other 
things  whatlbever,  which  any  way  conduce  or  relate  to 
the  conclufion  or  negotiation  of  peace,  although  they 
arc  not  cxprefled  here,  and  with  the  fame  power,  au- 
Aority,  and  fiilnefs,  as  we  ourfdves  could  do,  if  we 
were  prefent ;  and  even  in  thofc  affairs  and  adb  which 
may  require  a  more  fpccial  and  exprefs  command  than 
is  contained  in  thefc  full  powers  :  and  whatlbever  you 
three,  or  two  of  you,  in  cafe  of  the  abfence  or  ficknefs 
of  one  of  jrou,  or  one  alone,  in  the  like  cafe  of  the 
abfence  or  ficknefs  of  the  other  two,  as  is  abovefaid, 
fliall  do,  treat,  promifc,  conclude,  and  corroborate 
with  your  fubfcription,  we  engaging  our  faith  and 
Royal  word,  do  promife  to  confirm  and  ratify,  with- 
out any  diminution,  with  the  oaths  and  other  folem- 
nides  requifite  and  neceffary  in  fuch  a  cafe,  within  the 
time  which  fliall  be  figned  reciprocally  by  the  pleni- 
potentiaries at  the  faid  congrefs.

Queen  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  &c. 
and  the  moft  Serene  and  Potent  Prince  and  Lord, 
Philip  the  Fifth,  by  the  grace  of  God^  Cadiolic  King 
of  Spain,  &c.  and  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  king- 
doms and  fubjefts,  by  a  treaty  of  pacificadon  con- 
cluded at  Utrecht,  the  7^^^^^  day  of  the  month  of 

July  laft  paft,  their  Majefties  before  all  things  made  it

manner  of  trouble  or  vexation. 

And  becaufe  that  many  of  you  trade  in  bringing  to 
the  ports  of  Andaluzia,  city  of  Sevilla,  and  other  parts, 
a  great  quantity  of  bacallao,  and  other  kinds  of  fifh 
dry  and  faked,  which  being  the  mofl  necefTary  provi- 
lions  that  can  be,  and  creates  you  a  great  deal  of  cofl 
and  trouble,  I  will  and  command  that  you  enjoy  the 
cuftom  of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  in  Avhich  it  is  ordered 
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that  thoic  which  arrive  with  any  filh  dry  and  iaked^ 
there  may  not  be  impofed  any  rate,  hut  that  they  fell 
at  the  price  they  will,  without  that  it  be  neccflary  thai; 
they  manifeft  it  more  than  to  the  minifters  which  re- 
cover my  royal  revenues;  and  that  if  thefhips  in  which 
they  bring  the  faid  bacallao  be  great,  that  they  cannot 
come  up  the  river,  and  ftiall  unload  them  in  barks,  the 
judge  of  the  adyniralty  or  any  other  may  not  put  in 
the  faid  barks  any  guards,  at  the  coft  of  the  owners 
of  thenri.  In  like  fort,  I  command,  that  in  cafe  it  ap- 
pears that  the  faid  fifli  is  rotten,  and  cannot  be  {pent. 
It  be  burnt  or  caft  mto  the  fca,  without  that  by  reafoo 
thereof  there  may  be  made  any  procefs  againft  the 
owners,  or  perfons  that  fold  it,  or  be  imprifoned  or  in- 
formed, againft, 

.  And  becaufe  that  the  adminiftrator  of  the  Almona- 
rifargos,  and  divers  other  duties,  which  are  recovered 
jbn  goods  and  merchandizes,  have  been  ufed,  upon  in- 
jfbrmarion  given,  tp  feize  the  perfon  they  fulpeft^ 
which  to  men  of  trade  occafions  much  difcredit,  cofts^ 
and  vexations :  my  will  is,  and  I  command,  that  upon 
the  faid  informations,  they  only  proceed  againft  the 
merchandizes,  and  not  againft  the  perfons  i  perinitting 
them,  as  I  do  permit  them,  that  they  may  make  ana 
.do  make  their  defences  againft  the  faid  vexations. 

And  whereas,  according  to  one  article  of  the  fai4 
peace,  which  treats  in  matter  of  religion,  notwith- 
ftanding  that  in  fame  law-fuit  it  hath  been  endea-i 
voured  that  they  declare  whether  they  be  Roman 
Catholics  or  not,  excu(ing  giving  credit  to  the  oath 
which  they  m^ke,  as  being  parties,  or  as  witncfles,  I 
command  therefore,  that  in  thofe  matters  they  IhaU 
not  meddle  with  the  natives  of  the  faid  kingdom :  but 
that  the  faid  condition  be  fully  obferved,  without  mak- 
ing them  any  fuch  queftions,  and  to  the  oath  you  (hall 
tender  thcni  in  court,  the  fame  faithl  and  credit  fhall  be 
given,  as  if  they  were  natural  Spaniards,  without  that 
upon  this  account  they  are  molcfted  or  troubled,  01: 
receive  any  grievance. 

An4 
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And  by  reafon  that  for  juftification  of  fome  caufes, 
the  judges  and  juftices  pretend,  that  the  merchants 
fliould  exhibit  their  books  of  trade ;  and  thereupon  they 
receive  vexation  and  trouble;  I  command  and  will, 
that  the  books  of  the  merchants  of  the  faid  nation 
be  not  taken  from  them,  but  that  they  produce  them 
b  their  own  houfes,  to  take  out  the  article  which  fhall 
be  appointed,  without  demanding  others ;  nor  may  be 
taken  from  them  any  other  papers,  upon  punifhmenc 
of  him  that  fhall  contravene  herein,  to  be  chaftifed  ac- 
cording to  law. 

And  becaufe  likewife  the  merchants  enter  their 
goods  in  the  cuftom-houfe  of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  of 
all  the  dudes,  which,  becaufe  they  are  many,  is  made 
upon  one  fheet  of  paper,  and  firmed  and  figned  by 
all  the  officers,  and  remains  in  poflTeffion  of  the  ware- 
houfe-keeper  of  the  cuftom-houfc,  that  by  virtue 
thereof  he  may  deliver  fuch  goods  as  go  in  bales, 
packs,  trunks,  and  chefts  ;  and  after  they  have  taken 
them  out,  and  put  them  in  their  houfes  and  ware- 
'boufes,  tne  head-waiter  of  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  the 
officers  of  the  half  per  cent,  fhall  not  fearch  your 
boufes  nor  goods,  caufing  you  trouble  and  vexation, 
afking  of  you  the  difpatches,  it  being  manifeft  diat  you 
cannot  have  them,  having  left  them  in  the  power  of 
the  faid  head- waiter :  I  prohibit  therefore  and  com- 
mand, that  the  houfes  of  the  faid  merchants  fhall  not 
be  vifited,  nor  be  a(ked  of  them  the  difpatches  of  their 
goods,  which  doth  not  remain  in  their  cuftody,  fo  that 
this  is  to  be  undcrftood,  and  is  underftood  of  the  houfes 
which  are  within  the  walls  of  die  faid  city.  And  that  it 
may  be  known  thofe  who  are  of  die  faid  nation,  let 
copies  be  given  of  die  faid  privileges  and  exemption^ 
which  concerns  you,  and  were  granted  you,  as  well  by 
the  articles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  in  any  other  manner 
whatfoever  5  and  for  the  execution  and  accomplilhing 
of  all  the  aforelaid,  I  command  thofe  of  my  privy 
'  council,  and  the  reft  of  my  coimfellors,  juntas,  and  tri- 
bunals of  my  court,  and  the  prefidents  and  juftices  of 
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my  courts,  as  alfo  the  judges  and  juftkes  of  the  peace 
belonging  to  my  houfc,  court,  and  chancery,  and  the 
regent  and  judges  of  my  court  de  Grados,  in  the  city 
of  Sevilla,  and  the  chief  magiftrate  of  the  court  there- 
cf^  and  all  mayors,  governors,  magiftrates,  and  other 
inferior  officers,  as  well  of  the  faid  cities  of  Sevilla, 
Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda^i 
as  of  all  other  cities,  towns,  and  places  of  thefe  my 
kingdoms  and  dominions,  and  judges  and  juftices 
thereof,  of  whatever  quality  and  condition  they  may 
be,  to  whom  principally  or  accidentally  it  fhall  con- 
cern in  any  manner  whatfoever,  the  accompliflaing  of 
all  that  is  contained  in  this  my  letter,  tliat  as  foon  as 
they  fhall  have  been  required  herewith,  or  with  a  copy 
thereof  figned  by  a  public  notary  (to  which  mall  be 
given  as  much  credit  as  to  the  original)  each  one  for 
that  ^  part  which  (hall  concern  him,  obferve  and  ac- 
com^plift),  caufe  to  be  obfcrved  and  accomplilhed,  in 
all,  and  through  all,  as  is  contained  therein^  without 
tliat  in  the  whole,  or  in  part,  there  be  put  any  impedi- 
ment, or  other  doubt  or  difficulty,  that  fhall  oppofc ' 
or  contravene  its  tenor  and  form,  nor  confent  or  allow 
that  it  be  interpreted,  limited,  or  fufpended,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  contrary  to  the  cedulas,  provifions,  or  other 
orders  for  obfervance  thereof,  in  that  part  which  (hall 
relate  to  each  of  you,  and  that  they  provide  and  give 
the  necefTary  orders  for  the  greater  fccurity  of  the 
favour,  which  by  this  my  letter  I  grant  you,  and  that 
at  all  times  this  favour  may  be  certain  and  fecure  to 
you,  that  you  may  have  a  judge  confervator  for  Anda- 
luzia,  principally  for  the  faid  cities  of  Sevilla,  Ma- 
laga, Cadiz,  and  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda,  to  whom 
I  fhall  give  fufficient  commiffion  for  the  prefervation 
and  accomplifhing  of  the  faid  privileges,  liberties,  and 
exemptions  (which  may  oblige  and  compel  all  and 
every  perfon  whatfoever,  of  whatfoever  condition  or 
quality  foever  they  be)  as  fhall  concern  the  faid  nation, 
as  well  in  thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  defendants,  as 
in  thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  plaintiffs,  although  the 

perfoa 
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perfbn  which  (hall  fue  them,  and  of  whom  they  Ihall 
be  fued,  may  have  any  other  Ipecial  judges  whatfoever, 
as  well  by  covenant  or  contract  which  they  may  have 
nnade,  as  by  the  pre-eminences  or  immunities  which 
they  may  have,  becaufe  that  of  the  faid.caufes  only  the 
faid  judge  confervator  may  take  cognizance,  and  no 
other  judge  or  tribunal  whatsoever,  although  it  be  for  any 
excefs  or  notorious  crimes,  or  in  any  other  manner  and 
form  whatfoever ;  and  the  faid  judge  confervator  for 
the  prefent,  fliall  be  Doftor  Don  Francifco  de  Vergara, 
judge  of  my  court  of  Degrees  of  the  city  of  SeviUa, 
during  the  time  that  he  Ihall  aft  therein,  and  in  hi$ 
abfence,  Doftor  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  judge  of 
the  fame  court,  who  for  matters  and  law-fuits  which 
Ihall  offer  in  the  faid  cities  of  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  San 
Lucar,  may  fubftitute  his  confervatorfliip  in  the  perfon 
that  fhall  be  propofed  by  the  faid  nation,  that  they 
may  be  laid  before  and  remitted  to  him  for  the  deter- 
mination thereof  5  and  of  that  which  fhall  be  fb  deter- 
mined by  him,  they  may  appeal  to  my  council,  and 
not  to  any  other  tribunal :  and  becaufe  that  my  will  is, 
diat  each  one  in  his  time  may  have  jurifdiftion  and 
fpecial  commiflion  to  proteft  and  defend  you  in  all 
rfiat  is  contained  in  this  my  letter,  and  that  all  of  it 
may  be  obferved  and  accomplifhcd  in  the  form  that  it 
is  offered  to  you ;  I  have  thought  fit  to  give  charge,  as 
by  thefe  prefents  I  give  them  charge  of  the  proteftion 
and  defence  thereof,  and  com.mand  them,  that  they  fee 
this  my  letter,  and  the  qualities,  and  conditions,  and 
pre-eminences,  and  amplifications  contained  therein, 
and  caufe  all  of  it  to  be  obferved  and  accomplifhed,  in 
the  form  accordingly,  and  in  the  manner  that  is  con- 
tained therein  and  declared,  without  confenting  or  al- 
lowing that  in  whole  or  in  part  they  may  put  or 
do  put  any  doubt  or  difficulty  therein  ;  and  before  the 
faid  Don  Francifco  de  Vergara,  and  in  his  abfence  be- 
fore the  faid  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  and  not  before 
any  other  fpecial  judge,  the  firft  motion  fhall  pafs,  and 
be  followed  in  all  caufcs  and  law-fuits  for  what  relates 
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thereunto,  and  caufe  the  fame  to  be  executed,  and  a 
chaftifement  of  the  difobedient ;  for  fuqh  is  my  will : 
and  that  the  cognizance  ami  determination  of  all  that 
is  contained  in  this  fpecial  letter,  fliall  concern  them^ 
and  dodi  concern  them,  that  they  proceed  againft  diofe 
'that  (hall  be  guilty,  executing  on  them  fuch  penalties 
as  the  law  requires,  referving,  as  I  do  referve  to  my 
council,  the  appeals,  which  by  their  a£ts  and  lentences 
tliey  (hall  inteipofe,  and  not  for  any  other  tribunal, with- 
out that  any  of  the  reft  of  my  councils,  tribunak,  courts, 
or  chanceries,  or  any  other  judges  or  juftices  of  thefe 
my  kingdoms  and  dominions,  of  whatfoever  quality 
they  be,  may  intermeddle  or  do  intermeddle  therein, 
neither  in  the  pra6tice  nor  exercife  of  the  ipecial  ju- 
rildiftion,  which  by  this  my  cedula  I  grant  them,  be  it  by 
way  of  excefs,  appeal,  or  any  other  recourfe  whatfo- 
ever ;  to  whom  and  to  each  of  them  I  inhibit  and 
hold  for  inhibited  their  cognizance,  and  declare  them 
for  judges  incompetent  thereof^  for  the  whole,  and  in 
each  diing,  and  part  thereof,  grandng  them  as  full  and 
complete  power,  ^nd  moft  ample  commiffion  as  in 
law  is  required,  and  is  necelTary,  with  their  incidences^ 
dependencies,  annexides,  and  connexitiesj  and  that 
lifter  them,  the  faid  Englifh  nation  of  the  faid  city 
©f  Sevilla  may  name  in  the  faid  commilTion  one  of 
the  judges  of  the  faid  court,  whom  the  faid  nation 
Ihall  think  fit  5  and  I  command  the  prefident,  and  thofe 
of  my  privy  council,  that  prefenting  before  them  his 
fiame  in  cafe  the  faid  commiffion  be  vacant  by  pro- 
fnotion  or  vacation  of  the  faid  Don  Francifcq  de  Ver- 
gara,  or  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  or  in  any  other 
.  planner,  they  Ihall  be  difpatcht  by  him  that  fhall  be 
named  in  the  form  accordingly,  and  as  by  this  my 
letter  is  ordained :  and  for  the  better  performance 
hereof  for  time  to  come^  I  grant  them  power,  licence^ 
and  authority,  that  they  may  fubftitute  and  do  fubfti-* 
tute  this  commiffion  for  matters  and  law-fuits,  which 
Ihall  offer  in  the  faid  cities  of  Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  and 
San  JLucar  de  Barrameda,  in  the  peribn  which  by  you 
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(hall  be  propofed  to  them^  that  they  may  examine 
matters  and  oring  them  to  conclufion,  ^d  remit  them 
Ac  law-fuits  and  caufes  you  Iball  have,  to  determine 
them  in  the  form  they  Ihall  think  fit  and  fee  convenient 
for  the  fecurity  of  what  is  contained  in  this  my  letter ; 
and  I  enchai^ge  the  moft  Serene  Prince  Don  Balthafar 
Carlos>  my  very  dear  and  beloved  fon,  and  command 
the  infantesj  prelates^  dukes,  marquifles,  counts,  ba- 
rons^ kiughtSj  efquires,  governors  of  cafUes,  fortrefles^ 
and  plains,  and  thofe  of  my  council,  prefident  and 
judges  of  my  courts,  officers  of  my  houfe,  and  court, 
and  chancery,  and  all  mayors,  governors,  deputy  go- 
vernors, juftices  of  the  peace,  and  other  whatfoever 
juftices  and  judges  of  my  kingdoms  and  dominions, 
that  they  obfcrve  to  you  and  accomplifh,  and  caufe  to 
be  obferved  and  accompliflied,  this  my  letter  and 
£ivour,  which  I  do  grant  you^  and  againft  the  tenor 
and  fbnh  thereof,  not  to  go  nor  aft  now,  nor  at  any 
time,  nor  by  any  manner,  perpetually,  for  ever,  nor 
^onfeixt  or  allow,  diat  they  be  limited  to  you,  or  fuf- 
pended  in  whole  or  in  part,  all  its  contenp  whatfo- 
ibever,  laws  or  orders  of  thefe  my  kingdoms  and  do- 
minions, ordinances,  (tile,  ufe,  and  cuftom  of  the  faid 
cities  of  Sevilla,  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar,  and 
all  others  which  they  have  or  may  have  to  the  con- 
trary notwithftanding,  for  as  much  as  doth  concern 
Jthefc  prefcnts,  accounting  it  to  be  here  inferted  and 
incorporated,  as  if  it  had  been  word  for  word :  and  of 
this  my  lett^,  Geronimo  de  Canencia,  my  chief  trea- 
furer  and  accountant,  and  my  fecretary  de  la  Medi^ 
Anata,  is  to  take  cognizance,  to  whofe  charge  is  com- 
mitted the  account  of  the  faid  duty  j  and  I  declarcj^ 
that  of  this  favour  you  have  paid  the  duty  of  Media 
Anata,  which  imports  thirty-and-five  thoufand  one 
hundred  fifty-and-five  maravcdis  m  lilver,  which  you 
^re  to  pay  every  fifteen  years  perpetually,  and  that 
being  complied  with,  you  fhall  not  have  the  power  to 
ufe  this  favour  without  that  it  firft  appears  that  you 
Jiave  fatisfied  this  duty,  andalfo  that  you  pay  the  judge

T  O  Doctor  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  judge  of 
my  court  of  Degrees  of  the  city  of  Sevilla.  Know  ye, 
that  by  one  of  my  letters  and  decrees  of  the  nineteenth 
of  March,  of  this  prefent  year,!  did  grant  (to  Richard 
Anthony,  conful  of  the  Englilh  nation,  and  to  the 
fubjcfts  of  the  kingdom  of  Engliand,  which  refide  and 
trade  in  Andaluzia,  principally  in  this  city,  and  in  that 
of  Cadiz,  and  in  that  of  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda)  the 
privileges,  exemptions,  and  licences  which  appertain 
to  them,  as  well  by  the  articles  of  the  peace,  as  by 
the  confirmation,  and  other  favours  and  indultos,  which 
Ac  King  my  Lord  and  Father  (now  in  glory)  granted 
thdm,  and  with  the  other  qualities,  conditions,  pre- 
eminences, and  amplifications  in  the  faid  decree  de- 
dared,  for  having  offered  to  ferve  me  with  two  thou- 
find  five  hundred  ducats  of  filver,  according  as  more 
largely  thereby  doth  appear,  to  which  I  refer  myfelf  j 
and  one  of  the  conditions  which  I  did  grant  them  was^ 
that  I  would  name  and  allow  them  a  judge  confervator 
for  Andaluzia,  principally  for  the  faid  two  cities,  and 
San  Lucar  de  Barrameda,  to  whom  (hould  be  giveit , 
fufEcient  commiflion  for  the  obfervance  and  accom- 
plKhment  of  the  faid  privileges,  liberties,  and  exemp- 
tions, who  (hould  take  cognizance  of  all  caufes  both 
dvil  and  criminal  which  fliould  be  brought  againft 
them,  in  which  diey  were  made  defendants,  that  before 
bim  Ihould  come  all  law-fuits  and  caufes  whatfoever 
which  (hould  concern  the  faid  Englifh,  or  any  other 
pcr(bns  whatfoever,  of  whatfoever  quality  they  may  be, 
as  well  thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  defendants,  as  in 
thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  plaintiffs,  although  the

as  well  by  agreement  or  contraft  which  they  may  have 
made,  by  the  pre-eminence  or  immunity  which  tliey 
may  have,  becaufe  of  the  laid  caufes,  only  Ihall  take 
fpecial  cognizance  the  faid  judg^  confervator,  and  no 
other  judge  or  tribunal,  although  it  may  be  by  way 
of  excefs,  or  in  any  other  manner  or  form  whatlbcver  i 
and  that  for  the  caufes  and  fuits  that  (hall  offer  in  the 
laid  cities  of  Cadiz  and  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar,  may 
be  fubftituted  their  commiflion  in  the  pcrfon  which  by 
the  faid  nation  fhall  be  propofcd,  that  he  may  bring 
things  to  a  conclufion,  and  that  they  be  remitted  to '

this  my  cedula  of  ampliBcation,  fpecially  fhall  and  do 
concern  you,  proceeding  fully  againft  thofe  that  fhall 
be  guilty,  executing  upon  them  the  punifhments  you 
fliall  find  by  juftice  due  to  them,  without  that  any  of 
the  tribunals,  courts,  or  chancery,  or  any  other  judges 
or  juftices  of  my  kingdoms  and  dominions  of  Caftile, 
of  whatlbever  quality  they  may  be,  may  intermeddle 
or  do  intermeddle  herein,  neither  in  the  ufe  nor  ex- 
crcife  of  the  Ipecial  jurifdiftion  in  the  faid  firft  inftance, 
which  by  this  my  cedula  I  grant  you,  be  it  by  way  of 
excels,  appeal,  or  any  other  recourfe  or  manner;  to 
whom,  and  to  each  of  you,  I  inhibit,  and  hold  for  in- 
hibited, their  cognizance,  declaring  you  for  judges 
incompetent  thereof,  as  for  the  whole,  and  every  thing 
and  part  thereof;  and  I  grant  you  the  moft  ruU  and 
complete  power,  and  moft  ample  commiffion,  as  by 
law  is  required  and  neceffary,  with  their  intidences, 
dependencies,  annexities,  and  connexities;  and  that 
after  you,  the  faid  Englifli  nation  of  the  faid  city  of 
Scvilla  may  have  power  to  name  in  the  faid  com- 
milTion  one  of  the  judges  of  this  court,  whom  the 
fiiid  nation  (hall  think  fit;  and  I  command  thofe  of  my 
privy  council,  that  prefenting  before  them  his  name, 
the  faid  commiflion  being  vacant  by  promotion  or 
otherwife,  him  who  Ihall  be  named,  (hall  have  his  dis- 
patches in  due  form,  according  as  in  this  my  cedula  is 
ordained ;  and  that  it  may  the  better  be  accomplifhed, 
all  that  is  contained  in  the  faid  decree,  and  in  this  my 
cedula,  I  grant  you  licence,  power,  and  authority,  that 
you  may  lubftitute,  and  do  fubftitute  this  commiffion 
for  matters  and  law-fuits  that  Ihall  offer  in  the  faid 
cities  of  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar,  in  the  perfon 
that  by  the  faid  nation  fhall  be  propofed  to  you,  that 
he  may  conclude  matters,  you  remitting  to  him  the 
termination  thereof,  in  the  form  you  fhall  think 
fit,  fach  as  may  be  for  the  fecurity  of  the  faid  decree, 

and 
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and  that  all  may  be  obferved  in  the  form,  which  by  it 
is  ordained  and  commanded,  any  laws  and  pragmaticas 
of  my  fald  kingdoms  and  dominions,  ordonnanccs,  {tik^ 
ufe,  and  cuftom,  or  any  thing  whatfoever,  to  the  con^ 
trary  notwithftanding :  all  which,  and  for  as  much  as^ 
relates  to  thefe  prefents,  I  difpenfe  with,  abrogate,  and 
derogate,  make  void  and  annul,  count  for  nothing,  and 
of  no  value  and  force ;  and  that  thefe  prefents  remain 
in  fiill  force  and  vigour  for  the  future.  Done  in  Zara- 
goza,  the  twenty-fixth  of  June,  in  the  year  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  forty-and-five.

you  may  name  a  judge  confervator,  that  Ihall  take 
cognizance  of  all  your  caufes,  civil  and  criminal,  as 
well  in  thofe  in  which  you  fliall  be  plaintiffs,  as  in 
thofe  in  which  you  Hiall  be  defendants,  with  other 

condiuons^' 
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ampltficadonsj  and  pre-eminence$,  in  die 
jfkid  decree  and  cedilla  cx>ntaincdj  referring  ixiyfelf  to 
icfac  tenor  dieneof. 

And  now  on  your  part^  relation  having  been  made 
to  me^  diat  having  prelented  the  lafl:  cedula  in  the  af- 
loEnhly  of  the  court  of  Degrees  of  the  citjr  of  Sevilla^ 
a  copy  thereof  was  ordered  to  be  given  to  Don  Juaii 
de  YiUalva^  my  fifcal  of  the  (aid  court,  who  kept  it  in 
ills  pofic^ion  fixun  the  fifteenth  pf  July,  widiout  having 
angered  it  dll  now,  which  hadi  hindered  and  deprived 
you  of  die  benefit  and  performance  of  the  (aid  decree 
and  cedula,  to  your  great  prgudice  and  detrinient^ 
although  by  what  is  ordained  thereby,  th^  judge  am^ 
iervator  oi^t  to  take  cognizance  of  all  cau&s,  ciiml 
and  criminal,  as  well  bang  plaindffs  as  deff^qdanCB^ 
wkh  any  perfon  whatfoever  you  ihould*  trade  with» 
your  intent  being  only  to  enjoy  the  faid  privilegels  and 
ju^ce  confervator^  when  there  fhould  be  any  law-fuits 
between  thofe  of  your  nation,  whether  you  be  plain- 
dflfs  or  defendants,  and  whether  the  caufes  be  civil)  or 
whedier  diey  be  criminal,  and  when  the  fuits  Ihall  be 
irith  Spaniards,  or  m\k  other  pef£>ns  of  different  na- 
•Uons,  the  co^fervator  is  to   take  cognizance  fo  fitr 
.only  of  the  caufes  in  which  you  iliall  be  civilly  or 
'Criminally  profecuted  as  defendants,  and  not  in  whidi 
you  fhall   be  plaintiffs,  humbly  intreating  me^  that 
•whereas  in  this  particular  you  have  waved  and  de- 
^Gfted  'from  the  faid  privilege  before  Alonfo  de  Alar- 
con,  diat  I  would  be  pleafed  to  declare  it,  widi  the 
Conditions,  amplifications,  and  pre-^eminences,  as  may 
be  moft  convenient  for  you,  and  fhall  be  moftncceflaiy 
hr  the  greater  force  of  what  is  infifled,  of  what  my 
pleafure  fhall  be  i  and  becaufe  dmt  for  the  fervice  of 
4ihe  wars,  you  have  offered  to  afTift  me  with  one  thou- 
sand five  hundred  ducats  in  filver,  payable  at  certain 
ypefsKed  days,  I  have  thought  fit,  and  by  thcfe  prcfents 
I  will  and  declare,  that  when  the  fuits  (hall  be  be- 
tween thofe  of  your  nation,  whether  yoifbe  plainnffs 
«r  dc&ndancs^  or  (he  caufes  ihall  be  civil  w  criminal^ 
Vot.  IL  K  you 
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you  fhall  enjoy  the  faid  privilege  and  its  conditions : 
and  when  the  faid  fuits  fhall  be  with  Spaniards,  or 
with  other  perfons  of  divers  nadons,  that  the  judge 
confcrvator  fhall  take  cognizance,  and  do  take  cog- 
nizance only  of  the  caufes  in  which  you  fhall  be  ci- 
villy or  criminally  defendants,  and  not  when  you  fhall 
be  plaintiffs. 

And  becaufc  that  the  duties  of  excife  of  millones, 
which  are  impofed  on  bacallao  dry  and  frefb,  pilchards, 
herrings,  and  falmon,  and  other  kinds  of  fifh,  frefh  and 
faltcd,  it  was  ordered  that  it  fhould  be  recovered  of 
thofe  which  confiame  it ;  and  by  reafon  the  fanners  of 
thefe  duties,  and  judges  which  take  cognizance  of 
thefe  caufes,  do  occafion  you  great  grievances,  and 
oblige  you  to  pay  two  hundred  maravedis  for  each 
quintal  of  bacallao,  and  accordingly  on  other  forts  as 
are  permitted,  and  upon  the  arrival  of  the  fhips  at  the 
ports  of  Malaga,  Cadiz,  and  San  Lucar,  they  oblige 
you  to  declare  the  qyantity  of  fifh  you  bring,  chaig- 
ing  you  by  the  great  for  the  whole,  obliging  you  to 
the  payment  thereof,  as  money  due  to  me,  and  oblige 
you  to  the  payment  thereof  in  four  months  of  what 
it  amounts  to,  which   is  unjufl,   becaufe  that  thofe 
who  buy  thefe  kinds  are    clergymen,  friars,  monks, 
and  other  perfons  which  have  privileges  and  habits, 
mayors,  aldermen,  and  common-councilmen,  for  which 
caufe  the  farmers  of  thefe  duties  will  not  recover  them 
of  fuch,  but  recover  them  of  you  for  the  whole,  with- 
out confidering  the  quantity  they  fleal  from  you,  that 
which  is  rotten,  and  what  you  fpcnd  in  your  own  fa- 
milies, and  if  you   infifl  on  the  recovery  thereof  of 
fuch  perfons,  they  treat  you  ill,  and  do  not  pay  you  5 
therefore  I  will  and  command,  that  thii  duty  be  re- 
covered of  the  buyers  and  confumers,  and  that  the 
formers  put  a  perfon  for  their  account,  that  may  re- 
cover the  fame,  as  is  done  in  the  revenues  of  Alca- 
vala  and  Almoxarifazgo,  with  this  condition,  that  you 
be  obliged,  as  I  oblige  you,  that  you  fhall  regiflcr  all 
the  faid  kinds  of  fifh  aforefaid,  as  you  are  obliged  to 
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do,  according  to  the .  general  diipatches,  without  that 
this  may  be  in  any  manner  avoided. 

And  becaufe  from  the  vilits  which  the  farmers  of 
dudes  make  you,  there  refults  a  great  deal  of  trouble, 
I  will  and  command,  that  in  the  cides  of  Malaga,  San 
Lucar,  and  Cadiz,  be  obferved  to  you,  and  kept  the 
privilege,  that  they  may  not  examine  the  merchandizes 
which  are  in  your  houfes,  according  to  what  is  ordered 
and  commanded  by  the  faid  decree  of  the  nineteenth 
of  March  of  this  prefent  year,  being  the  fame  which 
is  granted  to  thofe  who  refide  in  the  city  of  Seyilla : 
and  likewife  I  command,  that  the  faid  fearch  may  not 
be  made  by  any  farmer,  if  in  the  cuftom-houfe  you 
have  paid  all  the  duties :  and  that  this  be  obferved  to 
you,  and  accompliftied  inviolably. 

And  becaufe  that  all  ihips  diat  come  to  thefe  my 
laid  kingdoms,  from  thofe  of  England,  Ireland,  and 
Scotland,  the  minifter  of  the  contrabands,  and  of  the 
almoxarifazgo,  upon  fearching  them,  as  they  enter  the 
ports,  caufe  great  vexations  and  trouble  to  the  matters 
of  them,  and  fhut  up  die  holds  and  hatches  of  the 
laid  ihips,  deferring  the  vifiring  them  eight  or  fifteen 
days,  putting  waiters  aboard  at  the  coft  ot  the  matters, 
who  they  will  have  to  maintain  them,  and  make  them 
prcfents  ;  I  command  the  faid  minifters,  as  well  of  the 
contraband  as  thofe  of  almoxarifazgo,  and  every  of 
theiti,  that  within  three  days  they  fhall  and  do  make 
the  faid  vifit,  without  putdng  waiters  aboard  them,  or 
taking  any  dudes  by  reafon  thereof)  and  if  they  fhall 
put  them,  it  fhall  be  at  the  cofl  of  the  chief  almoxa- 
rifazgo and    the   admiralty,  fince  you  owe  nothing. 
And  when  there  fhall  come  into  the  faid  ports  of  Ma^ 
laga,  Cadiz,  and  San  Lucar,  any  fhip  with  provifions 
or  merchandizes,  neither  at  the  time  of  the  vifit,  and 
of  the  unloading,  nor  at  any  odier  as  aforefaid,  I  order 
that  the  judges  and  officers  of  the  contraband,  nor 
admiralty,  nor  any  others,  may  not  put,  or  do  put  in 
them  waiters  at  the  cofl  of  the  maflers  or  owners,  nor 
do  give  you  any  trouble,  either  the  one  or  the  other, 
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upon  ^at  account,  according  to  what  is  ordered  in  the 
fourth  article  of  the  inftitution  of  the  faid  adnnjralC7» 
by  which  it  is  expreft,  relating  thereunto,  for  the  fadf* 
feftion  of  the  waiters  and  other  officers,  in  the  eighth 
article  of  die  peace,  in  which  it  is  ordered,  that  the 
vaffals  of  the  one  King,  in  the  territory  of  "die  othar^ 
ftiall  be  treated  as  the  natives  themfelvcs,  in  whofe 
Ihips  never  are  put  waiters  at  the  coft  of  the  niafleis 
or  owners  thereof. 

And  becaufe  alfo  that  die  officers  of  the  contraband 
in  the  faid  ports,  as  foon  as  the  Ihips  caft  anchor,  de- 
mand of  the  m^crs  their  manifcft,  and  if  they  do  not 
find  in  it  die  merdiandizes  that  come  confignedto  you, 
they  give  you  trouble,  although  you  have  the  biHs  of 
lading  that  the  mailers  have  ligned  for  them,  to  dc* 
fiver  them  according  to  their  confignment,  in  which 
you  receive  a  great  deal  of  damage,  becaufe  that  "die 
bcft  inftrument  you  can  have  is  the  bills  of  ladings 
becaufe  that  by  dicm  you  may  oblige  them  by  juftice 
to  deliver  you  your  goods,  and  if  the  matters  by  nc- 
gleft  or  malice  do  not  write  them  in  die  faid  manifefl^ 
it  is  not  juft  that  they  exeaite  the  punifhment  upon 
fhe  owners  of  the  goods,  but  upon  die  mafbers  and 
fhips,  and  in  fo  doing,  the  manifeft  fhall  be  always 
juftifiable.  Wherefore  it  is  my  will,  and  I  declare^ 
that  the  mailers  do  conrtply  with  exhibiting  their  ma- 
nifeft within  three  days  after  their  arrival  in  the  faid 
ports,  and  I  command,  that  by  reafon  hereof  the 
owner  of  the  goods  {hewing  the  bill  of  lading,  you 
may  not  give  him  any  trouble  or  molcftation  whatfo- 
cven 

]  And  becaufe  likewife  the  judges  for  exportation, 
and  other  officers,  caufe  you  much  trouble  and  vexa- 
tion, if  they  find  in  the  fhip  any  money ;  and  it  being 
neceffary  that  die  matters  have  a  fum  according  to  the 
tonnage,  to  buy  fails,  cables,  anchors,  and  other  nc- 
ceflary  ftores ;  I  give  licence  and  permiffion,  that,  hav- 
ing firft  made  a  regifter,  as  is  ufual,  every  fhip  may 
have  three  pieces  of  ei^t  for  every  ton,  for  the  faid 
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puipole,  and  not  &r  any  other,  without  therc&re  that 
i^xxi  tlut  account  they  be  put  to  any  trouble. 

And  bccaufe  that  alfo  they  of  the  excifc-officc  of 
the  feid  city  of  ScviUa  occafion  you  trouble,  vexation, 
and  law-fuits,  fajring,  that  there  is  an  order  that  you 
ihaH  mani£b&  the  butter,  leather,  and  other  merchant- 
dizes  and  provifions,  and  that  you  declare  the  price 
ycRi  fell  them  at,  and  to  what  perfons,  by  which  means 
it  is  two  years  fince  that  you  have  not  brought  any 
butter  to  the  faid  city,  and  the  order  doth  not  relate 
to  the  (Irangers  that  bring  thefe  goods  and  provifions 
bf  fca,  but  only  with  the  retailers  that  go  to  buy  thenji 
in  die  ports,  and  bring  them  to  the  {aid  city  to  gain  bj 
them ;  I  declare  that  you  have  no  d)ligation  to  make 
the  faid  manifed:  and  declaradon,  nor  can  they  be 
obliged  thereby  to  make  them,  nor  to  make  a  proceI$ 
agakift  you,  and  if  they  do,  I  command  they  be  r^ 
mitced  to  the  judge  confervator  to  determine  them. 

And  becaufe  that  many  times  you  have  taken  leafeg 
of  the  houfcs  in  which  you  live,  and  keep  your  mcr* 
Chandizes,  and  while  >x>u  are  in  them,  perfom^  of  greai 
iuthority  take  them  from  you  before  your  leaft  is  ex- 
piled,  becaufe  they  be  large  and  ftand  where  trade  is, 
and  oblige  you  to  remoye  the  goods,  whereby  they  arp 
damaged  and  ftolen  firom  you^  I  will  and  command^ 
that,  during  the  time  of  your  leafe,  the  faid  houfes  may 
not  be  taken  from  you  by  any  perfon,  although  h* 
vuxj  be  a  judge,  and  have  a  particular  privilege. 

And  that  all  this  may  be  certain  and  fccurc,  I  com* 
fnand  the  regent  2^ld  judges  of  my  court  of  Degrees 
of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  and  the  judges  of  the  courts 
thereof^  and  my  governor  of  the  faid  city,  and  his  de- 
paity,  and  the  other  judges' and  juftices  thereof,  and  of 
pchers  whatfbever  cities,  villages,  and  places  of  my 
kingdoms,  and  dorninipns  of  my  crowns  of  Caftille, 
to  whom  principally  or  accidenially  (hall  concern  what 
is  here  contained,  that  all  caufps  which  (hall  be  de- 
pending, in  which  you  {hall  be  defendants,  being  of  the 
qualities  in  this  my  letter  contained,  ;hat  they  may 
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provicfc  and  give  order  that  they  may  be  remitted  prc- 
fently  to  the  judge  confervator  as  I  have  named  you,  in 
the  pofture  they  fball  be,  though  they  may  have  been 
begun  before,  or  after  my  faid  decree  of  the  nineteenth 
•of  March  of  this  prefent  year^  together  Vith  the  laid 
decrees  and  cedulas  (notwithftanding  it  having  been 
ordered  by  my  faid  court  of  Degrees  to  give  a  copy 
thereof  to  my  faid  judge)  without  making  therein  any 
excufe,  reply,  doubt,  or  any  difficulty  whatfoever; 
and  I  command  that  they  do  not  intermeddle,  nor 
may  intermeddle  in  any  thing  concerning  what  is  con- 
tained in  the  faid  decree  and  cedulas,  and  in  this  my 
letter,  but  that  they  obferve  and  fulfil,  and  caufe  to  be 
obferved  and  fulfilled,  and  executed  in  all,  and  through 
all,  as  therein  is  contained,  and  that  each  of  you,  in 
that  part  which  fhall  concern  him,  do  caufe  them  to 
be  put  in  true  and  due  execution  efFeftually,  fo  as  in

^uid  San  Lucar^  and  that  they  may  fubftitute  theic 
fBommiffion  in  the  perlbn  which  by  the  laid  nadoa 
^htH  be  thou^t  fit,  for  the  ending  thereof,  and  that  it 
xnsxy  he  remitted  to  him  to  determine  them,  and  of 
i^hat  the  faid  judges  fhall  determine,  they  may  appeal

the  two  crowns,  and  that  under  no  pretence  they  fhall 
intermeddle,  or  take  cognizance  of  the  caufes  relating 
to  the  Englifli  nation,  nor  prefume  to  any  jurifdiftioa 
over  them,  unlefs  it  be  their  judges  confervators  ;  and 
the  article  which  is  referred  to  it,  having  been  perufed 
by  our  council,  is  of  the  tenor  following,  viz.     *  The  , 
Vol,  II,  L  ^  inhabitants 
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inhabitants  and  fubjefts  of  the  one  part  and  the  other, 
miy  in  all  parts  or  territories,  under  the  obedience  of 
the  faid  Kings,  make  ufe  of  advocates,  proftprs,  no- 
taries, and  Iblicitors,  which*  they  fhall  beft  tMnk  fit, 
to  whom  they  may  pvc  charge  of  their  law-fiiits/  by 
confent  of  the  judges  in  ordinary,  when  it  (hall  be 
neceflary,  and  the  plaintiffs  Ihall  require  it  j  and  dlty 
fhail  not  be  conftrained  to  exhibit  their  books  and 
papers  of  account  to  any  perfon,  unlels  it  be  to  msdce 
proof  to  avoid  law-fuits  and  controverfies,  nor  (hall 
they  be  attacked,  detained,  nor  taken  out  of  their 
hands,  for  any  caufe  whatfotver ;  and  k  Ihall  be  law- 
ful for  the  fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  the  one  part 
and  the  other,  in  the  places  wherc  they  fhall  have 
their  rcfidcnce,  that  they  may  keep  their  books  of 
traffic    and   correlpohdency  in  what  tongue  they 
will,  in  Spanifh,  Englifh,  Flcmifh,   or  any  other, 
without  that  by  reafon  hereof  they  may  be  moleflcd, 
or  examined  with  what  elfe  is  granted  to  any  other 
nation  in  particular,  relating  to  the  faid  books  of 
traffic  or  correfpondenc/j'  and  we  havii^  thought 
good,  for  the  faid  reafons,  that  we  ought  to  fend  yoa 
this  our  letter,  by  which  we  command  you,  that  upon 
exhibiting  to  you  the  abovefaid  recited  article,  that 
you  oblerve,  accomplifh,  and  execute  the  fame  in  all, 
and  through  aU,  as  is  therein  contained,  without  contra^ 
vening  it  under  any  pretext  whatfoever,  and  a  penalty 
of  twenty  thoufand  maravedis  for  our  exchequer  j  and 
we  command  under  the   faid  penalties  any  notary 
whatfoever,  who  fhall  be  required  to  notify  you  with 
this  our  letter,  to  giv«  you  a  certificate  thereof.  Given 
m  Madrid,  the  twelfth  day  of  July,  of  the  year  onfc 
thoufand  fix  hundred  fevcnty  and  four.

II.  The  fubjefts  of  their  Majeftiesi  trading  rc^ec- 
rively  in  the  dominions  of  their  faid  Majcftics^  IhalJ 
not  be  bound  to  pay  greater  duties,  or  cither  imbdfts 
whatsoever,  for  dieir  imports  or  exports,  than  ifatll  be 
exafted  of,  and  paid  by  the  fubjeds  ^  the  mo^  &- 
voured  nation  s  and  if  it  (hall  happen  in  time  to  corner 
that  any  diminutions  of  dudes,  or  other  advantages, 
ihall  be  granted  by  either  fide,  to  any  £^i^  natiaa, 
the  fubjeAs  of  each  crown  Ihall  reciprocally  and  fblly 
ci^oy  die  fame.  And  as  it  has  been  agreed,  as  xs 
above-mentioned,  concerning  the  rates  of  dudes,  lb  it 
is  ordained  as  a  general  rule  between  their  Majefldes, 
that  all  and  every  one  of  their  fubjefts  (hall,  in  all 
lands  and  places  fubicft  to  the  conamand  of  dicir  re- 
'  l|)e6tive  Niajefties,  uie  and  enjoy,  at  leaft  die  fame  pri*^ 
vileges,  liberdes,  and  immunities,  concerning  all  un- 
polb  or  dudes  whatfbever,  which  relate  to  peribns^ 
wares,  merchandize,  fliips,  freighting,  mariners,  navi^ 
atioh,  and  commerce^  and  enjoy  the  fame  hvour  in  all 
lings  (a^  well  in  the  courts  of  juilicc,  a^  ia  all  thoie 
things  which  rdate  to  trade,  or  any  other  right  what* 
foevtr)  as  the  moft  favoured  nation  ufes  and  enjoys, 

or 
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x>r  iiu^y  uie  and  enjoy  for  the  future^  as  is  explained 
more  at  large  in  the  38^  article  of  the  treaty  ot  1667^ 
which  is  ipecially  inierted  in  the  foregoing  article. 

III.  Whereas  by  the  tfc^ty  of  peace  lately  conclud- 
ed between  their  Royal  Majeftics,  it  was  laid  as  the 
bafis  and  foundation  qf  the  faid  treaty,  that  the  lub- 
jefts  of  Great  Britain  fhould  ufe  and  enjoy  the  lame 
privil^es  and  liberty  of  trade  throughout  all  the  domi- 
nions of  Spain>  which  they  enjoyed  in  the  time  of 
Charles  the  Second;  :^nd  therefore  the  fame  rule  is 
likewife  and  ought  to  be  the  bafis  and  foundation  of 
the  prefent  treaty  of  commerce  (which  is  underftood  to 
cxtmd  reciprocally  to  the  fiibjefts  of  Spain  trading  in 
Great  Britain,  in  regard  to  whatfoever,  by  agreement, 
belongs  to  them:)  and  wherfcas  a  certain,  clear,  and  ex- 
peditious method  of  paying  the  duties  is  of  the  greateft 
ufe  in  fetdmg  trade  upon  a  good  &ot,  and  to  the  mu- 
tual advantage  of  each  nation  5  it  is  therefore  agreed 
and  concluded,  that  wirfiin  the  fpace  of  three  months 
from  the  radfication  of  this  treaty,  commifTaries  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpofe  by  their  refpeftive  Majeffies, 
fhall  meet  on  the  part  <^  each  of  their  Royal  lyf  ajeflies, 
cither  at  Madrid  or  Cadiz ;  by  whom  a  new  book  of 
rates  fhall,  without  any  delay  of  time,  be  made,  which 
book  of  rates  fhall  be  publilhed  in  every  port,  and  fhall 
contain  and  feverally  exprefs  the  duties  which  are 
hereafter  to  be  paid  for  wares  brought  into,  or  carried 
out  of  Caflile,  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  Catalonia,  and 
fhall  fetde  riiem  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  all  the  different 
impofb  which,  in  the  rime  of  the  late  King  Charles  the 
Second,  were  paid  under  feveral  names,  and  in  different 
cuftom-houfes,  for  wares  entering  into  or  going  out  of 
the  ports  of  Spairj  (the  kingdoms  of  Arragon  and 
Valencia,  and  the  principality  of  Catalonia  being  com- 
prehended therein,  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  of  which 
mention  fhall  be  made  hereafter,  only  excepted)  fhall 
be  put  together  and  be  Contained  in  one  duty,  and  pay* 
able  only  in  one  fum.

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But  whereas  the  Britifh  ambaflador  made  prefling 
inftances,  that  it  might  be  ^ven  as  a  rule  to  the  faid 
commiflaries,  that  no  greater  duties,  or  other  ihnpofts 
whatfoever,  (hould  be  made  payable  in  any  port,  wet  or 
dry,  in  his  faid  Catholic  Majefly's  dominions,  by  the  faid 
new  book  of  rates,  than  what  were  paid  in  the  cuftom^ 
hcJufes  of  the  port  of  St.  Mary's  or  Cadiz,  in  the  reign 
of  the  late  King  of  Spain,  Charles  the  Second ;  the 
ambafladors  of  Spain  have  confented,  and  it  is  agreed 
and  ftipulate J,  that  that  rule  fhall  be  obfervcd  in  thofe 
very  ports  of  Cadiz  and  St.  Mary's  j  fo  that  all  aug- 
;nentations  of  duties  which  were  introduced  in  the  fai^ 
ports  after  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second,  on  occaiion 
of  the  war,  or  under  the  tide  of  Habilitation,  or 
any  other  whatibever,  cealing  and  being  taken  away, 
the  Britifh  fubjefts  fhall  not,  before  or  after  the  faid 
book  of  rates  is  fetded,  be  bound  to  pay  any  greater 
dutiesi  of  what  fort  foever,  or  under  what  name^  fbever, 
for  their  imports  or  exports,  in  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's 
and  Cadiz,  than  what  were  paid  there  in  the  time  of 
King  Charles  the  Second. 

Moreover,  in  regard  to  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's  and 
Cadiz,  the  faid  commifTaries  fhall  be  ftridlly  enjoined 
not  to  make  the  new  book  of  rates  according  to  the 
old  indexes  of  duties,  which,  by  reafon  of  the  exorbi- 
tant rights  that  were  appointed  to  be  paid  by  them, 
ceafed  to  be  in  ufe  in  die  time  of  Charles  the  Second, 
but  fliall  follow  the  tenor  of  thofe  indexes  only,  which' 
(whether  they  were  commonly  called  Arancel  or  Raf- 
ters) fhall  be  found  to  have  fubfifled  in  the  time  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  and  to  have  been  the  rule  by 
which  th^  duties  were  then  paid. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  fubjefts  of  Great 
Britain,  having  paid  thefe  dudes  for  their  wares  in  the 
iaid  ports,  to  wit,  thofe,  until  the  new  indexes  are  made^ 
which  were  paid  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second,  of 
elfe  fuch  as  fliall  be  made  payable  by  the  faid  new 
book  of  rates,  fhall  have  liberty  to  tranfpcrt  the  laid 
wares,  either  by  fea  or  land,  into  any  other  port  or 

place 
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place  of  the  aforefaid  dominions  of  Spain,  nor  (hall 
the  duties  which  were  paid  before  be  re-exa6ted  oa 
that  occafion. 

Moreover,  for  preventing  all  difputes,  which  (not- 
withftanding  the  exaft  adnniniftration  of  juftice  in  Spain 
in  all  other  relpefts)  have  formerly  arifen  concerning 
other  duties,  which,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  trade  and 
traders,  have  been  exafted  formerly  j  it  is  agreed,  that 
wares  which  have  paid  the  duties  in  the  manner  afore* 
(aid  at  Cadiz,  or  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  and  are  tran(^ 
ported  in  order  to  be  fold  by  wholefale,  (haU  be  free 
and  clear  from  any  other  duty  whatfoever,  throughout 
all  Spain,  provided,  however,  that  the  proprietor  of  the 
(aid  wares^  or  fadtors  brings  certificates,  that  the  duties 
were  duly  paid  in  the  manner  aforefaid,  otherwi(e  (uch 
wares  (hall  be  looked  upon  as  fraudulendy  tran(ported. 
But  as  to  the  payment  of  the  rights  commonly  called 
de  Alcavalos,  Cientos,  and  Millones,  it  is  agreed,  that 
it  (hall  be  regulated  according  to  the  fifth  and  eighth 
article  of  this  treaty. 

But  becaule  the  Spani(h  amba(radors  are  periuaded, 
that  the  duties  in  every  port  of  Spain  cannot  be  reduced 
to  the  fame  rule  with  thofe  which  are  or  may  become 
cuftomary  in  Cadiz  or  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  with- 
out violating  the  laws  of  Spain,  and  feveral  privileges 
there,  which  have  the  force  of  laws,  nor  without  the 
too  great  prejudice  of  their  King  and  mafter,  it  is 
therefore  thought  proper  to  leave  this  matter  to  the  de- 
termination of  the  commifTaries  who  (hall  be  appointed 
to  (etde  the  new  book  of  rates. 

But  his  Catholic  Majefty  promi(es,  that  he  will  im- 
mediately take  off  all  augmentations  of  duties  in  the  faid 
ports,  which  have  been  introduced  there  fince  the  time 
of  Charles  the  Second,  on  occafion  of  the  war,  or  under 
the  tide  of  Habilitarions,  or  any  other  whatfoever,  and 
that  either  the  fame  Rile  Ihall  be  obferved  in  thofe  ports, 
which  is  agreed  to  in  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's  and  Ca- 
diz, or  elfe  ac  ieaft  that  the  fame  rule  (hall  be  obferved, 
as  well  before  as  after  the  faid  new  book  of  rates  (hall 

be 
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be  made,  ii4\ich  had  obtained  in  each  relpeftive  porc^ 
in  the  time  of  King  Charles  the  Second ;  fb  that  here-- 
after  no  greater  duties  fhall  be  exafted  there>  or  in  any 
other  pkce  of  paflhge,  than  what  were  paid  in  the  iaid 
placca  in  the  time  ot  Charles  the  Second.  In  the  fame 
pbces  ihall  be  Jikewiie  obferved  what  has  been  above 
i^)pointed  in  this  article  concerning  the  rights  dq  Aka^ 
valo8>  Cientos^  and  Millones. 

As  to  the  ports  of  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcay^u  and 
others,  not  fubjed:  to  the  laws  of  Caftille,  in  which  leis 
dutiea  were  paid  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second  than 
at  CadiZi  or  in  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  his  Catholic 
M^^fty  promifes,  that  thofe  duties  fhall  not  be  aug* 
mented  in  the  faid  places  by  the  new  book  of  rates, 
but  fhall,  in  the  mean  time,  remain  as  they  were  in  the 
time  of  Charles  the  Second.  All  wares^  however, 
brought  into  the  ports  of  Bifcaya  and  Guipufcoa, 
which  (hall  afterwards  be  carried  by  land  into  th^ 
lui^oms  of  Caflille  or  Arragon,  fhall  be  bound  to 
pay  fuch  duties,  in  the  port  where  they  firfl  enter  the 
Aid  kingdoms,  as  were  paid  there  in  the  time  of 
Charles  the  Second,  or  elfe  fuch  as  fhall  be  eftabliflied 
by  the  new  book  of  rates. 

IV.  The  Catholic  King  confents  and  promifes,  ^at 
lor  die  future  it  fhall  always  be  lawful  for  the  fubje£ts 
^  Great  Britain,  living  in  the  provinces  of  Biteaya 
and  Guipufcoa,  to  hire  houfcs  or  warehoufes  fit  (qt  the 
prcfervation  of  their  merchandize,  and  his  Majefty 
wiU^  by  r^)ewing  his  orders  to  chat  purpoie,  take  cu 
feftual  care  that  it  fhall  be  in  their  power  to  do  this  in 
the  like  nrianner,  and  with  the  fame  privileges,  with 
whidi  the  &id  Britifh  fubje<5ls,  by  virtue  of  the  afore- 
iaid  treaty  <^  1667,  or  of  any  diploma  or  ordi/iwce 
|;ranted  by  their  Catholic  Majefties,  did  enjoy,  or 
oughgt  tt)  have  enjoyed  that  liberty  in  Andalufia,  or  in 
My  other  ports  and  places  of  Spain  whatfoever.  The 
iii^eSs  01  Spain  fliaU  enjoy  the  fame  liberty  in  any 
ports  and  places  of  Great  Britain,  with  all  the  privile* 
geabdoQ^ng  to  them  by  the  afprcfai^i  treaty. 

Y.Ta 
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V;  To  prevent  abufes  in  coUefHng  the  rights  called 
deAlcavalos  and  Cientos,  his  Catholic  Majefly  conients, 
that  the  fubje£ts  of  Great  Britain^  who  fhall  bring  their 
wares  into  any  port  of  Spain,  wet  or  dry,  in  order  to 
iell  them  by  wholefale,  fhall  have  their  choice,  whether 
thev  will  pay  the  faid  rights  de  Alcavalos  and  Cientos 
in  toe  firft  place  orjportthat  they  arrive  at,  or  elfe  accord-- 
ing  to  the  laws  ot  Callille,  at  the  place  where,  and  at 
die  rime  when  they  are  fold  $  which  faid  rights  fhall 
\k  the  fame  as  were  paid  in  the  time  of  King  Charies 
the  Second.   And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  fubje£b 
of  Great  Britain  may  fend  or  carry  the  wares,  for 
which  the  faid  rights  de  Alcavalos  have  once  been 
paid,  into  any  port  or  place  whatfoeyer,  belonging  to 
his  Catholic  Majefly's  dominions  in  Europe  (in  order 
to  fell  them  there  by  wholcfale)  widiout  any  molcfla- 
don  or  repetition  of  the  faid  duties,  or  exaction  of  any 
others,  for  the  firfl  fale :  provided,  however,  that  they 
who  carry  the  faid  wares,  fhall  bring  receipts  or  certi- 
ficates from  the  farmers,  or  commiflioners  of  the  cuf^ 
tom-houfcs,  from  whence  it  may  appear,  that  the  faid 
rights  have  been  paid  for  thofe  wares,  and  likewife 
omer  certificates,  proving  that  the  faid  wares  have  not 
yet  been  fold ;  but  if  any  merchant  fells  his  wares  by 
retail,  he  fhall  be  bound,  under  fuch  penalties  as  are  in- 
flicted by  law,  to  pay  all  the  local  and  municipal  du- 
ties which  are  due  and  cuflomary  at  the  fale  of  them, 
together  with  the  rights  de  Alcavalos  and  Cientos^  and 
all  others  whatfoever. 

His  Catholic  Majefly  farther  confents,  that  i^  after 
fhc  certificates  above-mentioned  have  been  fhewn,  any 
officer,  or  gatherer  of  duties,  fhall  cxsuSt  the  faid  rights 
again,  or  fhall  give  any  trouble,  or  flop  the  paflage  of 
the  wares  on  that  account,  the  officer  guilty  of  the  faid 
fault  fhall  incur  the  penalty  of  2,000  ducats,  payable 
to  the  ufe  of  his  Majefly's  chamber,  or  of  the  general 
hojjpital  at  Madrid  -,  the  notaries  of  the  cuflom-houfes, 
or  the  contraband,  fhall  not  receive  above  15  ryals 
yiHon^  for  diipatching  die  faid  certificates,  unlefs  it 

fhall 
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ihall  be  othcrwife  agreed  in  fettling  the  new  boot  of 
rates. 

VI.  And  as  the  fubjefts  of  their  Majefties  are  to  cn-» 
joy  on  both  fides  an  entire,  fecure,  and  unmolefted  ufe 
and  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce,  as  long  as  the 
peace  and  friendfhip,  entered  into  by  dieir  M^efties^ 
and  their  crowns,  fhall  continue,  fo  likewife  their  Ma- 
jefties have  provided,  that  the  faid  fubjefts  fhall  not  be 
deprived  of  that  fecurity  for  any  Utde  difference  which. 
may  poflibly  arife,  but  that  they  ihall  on  the  contrary 
€njoy  all  the  benefits  of  peace,  until  war  be  declared 
between  the  two  crowns. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  if  it  Ihould  happen 
(which  God  prevent)  that  war  fhould  arife,  and  be  de- 
clared between  their  Majefties  and  their  kingdoms, 
then,  according  to  the  contents  of  the  thirty-fixth  article 
of  the  afore-mentioned  treaty  of  1667,  after  the  deck- 
ration  of  fuch  a  rupture,  the  fpace  of  fix  months  fhall 
be  allowed  to  the  fubjefts  of  each  party,  refiding  in  the 
dominions  of  the  other,  in  which  they  fhall  be  permittea 
to  withdraw  with  their  families,  goods,  merchandizes, 
cffefts,  and  fhips,  and  to  tranfport  them,  after  having 

{)aid  the  due  and  accuftomed  impofts,  either  by  fea  or 
and,  to  whatfocver  place  they  pleafe,  as  they  fhall  alfb 
be  fuffered  to  fdl  and  alienate  their  moyeabie  and  im- 
moveable goods,  and  freely  and  without  any  diflurb- 
;ance  to  carry  away  the  price  of  them,  nor  fhall  their 
goods,  wealth,  merchandizes,  or  efFefts,  much  Icfs 
their  perfons,  be  in  the  mean  time  detained  or  molefted 
by  any  feizure  or  arreft.  Moreover,  the  ftibjedts  of 
each  fide  fhall  in  the  mean  time  enjoy  and  obtain 
quick  and  impartial  juflice,  by  means  of  which  they 
may,  before  the  expiration  of  the  fix  months,  recover 
the  goods  and  effefts  which  they  have  lent,  either  to* 
the  public  or  to  private  perfons. 

VII.  And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  all  the  lofles, 
which  the  fubjefts  of  either  crown  fhall  duly  prove  that 
they  have  fuftaincd,  in  ?he  beginning  of  the  late  war 

(contrary 
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(contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  thirty-fixth  arliclc  of  the 
aboyc-mentioried  treaty)  whether  they  confiftdd  of 
moveable  ox  immoveable  goods,  fhall  be  reciprocally 
made  good,  without  any  delay,  to  them,  their  lawful 
procurators,  heirs,  or  thofe  to  whom  their  caufe  is  en- 
trufted,  and  rcftitution  Ihall  be  made  of  thofe  8;oods, 
vrtiethcr  lands,  buildings,  or  inheritance,  or  of  what 
ibit  focver  they  are,  which  remain  and  were  confifcated, 
and  thejuft  and  lawfiil  price  of  thofe  goods  which  can- 
hot  be  recovered,  whemer  moveable  or  immoveable, 
ihall  be  p^d ;  and  their  Majefties  have  ardcled  and 
i^reed  that  the  faid  payments  (the  pretenfions-to  them 
being,  as  is  aforefaid,  fully  proved)  fhall  faithfully  be 
performed  and  made  by  their  treafurers  on  each 
part. 

VIII.  It  is  agreed,  and  his  Catholic  Majefly  will 
gjvc  efiedhial  orders  to  that  purpofe,  that  the  duties 
upon  filh,  and  other  provifion,  called  Millon,  fhall  not 
be  demanded  in  the  place  where  die  faid  wares  firfl  ar- 
rive, but  the  faid  duties  fhall  be  paid,  according  to  the 
ancient  cuftom  eflablifhed  by  lawj  only  in  the  place-  of 
confumption,  and  when  the  wares  are  fold,  and  not 
before. 

•  IX.  His  Catholic  Majefty  promifes,  that  thofe 
merchandizes  which  are  not  particularly  mentioned  in 
die  catalogue  of  rates,  which  is  to  be  made  according 
to  the  third  article  of  this  treaty,  fhall  be  charged  with 
the  fame  duties  in  proportion  to  their  value,  and  no 
greater,  than  thofe  which  are  laid  upon  merchandizes 
named  in  the  faid  catalogue  of  rates.  And  if  any  dif^. 
ference  arifes  between  the  farmers  of  the  cuftom- 
houfes,  or  commiffaries,  and  any  merchant,  concerning 
the  value  of  any  wares,  it  ihall  be  in  the  choice  of  the 
merchant  to  fell  his  wares  to  the  farmer  or  commiflary, 
at  the  price  the  farmer  of  the  cuflom-houfe  valued  them 
at  (which  price  fhall  be  immediately  paid  in  ready 
money,  rhe  duties  only  dedufted)  or  elfe  to  give  part 

of  his  merchandizes  at  the  rate  iet  upon  them,  as  hath 

been 
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been  mcnrioncd,  to  the  farmer  or  commii&ry,  inftetd 
of  the  duty,  and  retain  the  reft. 

X.  It  is  agreed,  that  in  cafe  the  Britifh  fubjeds  (hall 
bring  any  wares  &om  any  part  of  the  coafts  of  Afiica, 
into  Spain,  and  the  fame  fliali  be  admitted  to jpay  the 
duties,  thofe  being  duly  paid,  the  (aid  wares  Inall  not 
afterwards  be  charged,  either  by  the  captains  general 
of  the  coafts,  or  commanders  of  the  harbours^  or  aaf 
'  body  elfe,  with  any  other  dudes,  under  what  name  or 
title  foever>  excepting  fuch  as  are  payable  in  gcnenl 
fi>r  all  wares  of  the  fame  &n,  at  the  time  of  tbdr 
iale. 

XL  The  matters  of  merchant-fliips,  wfco  ffaaH  enter 
into  any  port  of  Spain  with  tlleir  ftiips,  (hall  be  obliged^ 
widiin  twenty-four  hours  after  their  arrival,  to  deliver 
two  dedaradons  or  inventories  of  their  wares,  orof  that 
part  of  them  which  they  are  to  unlade  there,  viz.  one 
declaradon  to  the  farmer  of  the  cuftom-houfes  or  corn* 
miflary,  and  another  to  the  judge  of  the  contraband, 
nor  fliall  they  open  the  hatches  of  their  ftiips,  till  tliey 
either  have  iearchers  with  them,  or  have  leave  given 
them  by  the  farmer  of  the  cuftom-houfes  to  do  it.  No 
wares  (hall  be  unladen  with  any  other  view  than  that 
of  being  immediately  carried  to  the  cuftom-houfes,  ac- 
cording to  a  permiffion  which  fliall  be  given  in  writii^ 
for  that  end.  It  fliall  not  be  lawful  however  for  any 
of  the  judges  of  contraband,  or  other  oflicers  of  die 
cuftom-houfi-s,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  to  open 
any  bags,  chcfts,  hogflieads,  or  other  covers  of  any 
wares  whatfoever,  bclortging  to  the  fubjefts  of  Great 
Britain,  while  they  are  carrying  to  the  cuftbm-houfc, 
and  before  they  arc  brought  thither,  and  the  proprietor 
of  them,  or  his  faftor,  is  alfo  come,  who  may  difohai^ge 
the  dunes,  and  take  the  goods  into  his  own  cuftody. 
But  the  faid  judges  of  contraband,  or  their  deputies, 
may  be  prefent  when  die  wares  are  taken  out  of  the 
ihips,  and  alio  when  they  arc  declared  and  kid  open  in 
the  cuftom-houfe,  and  if  there  be  fti^ncion  of  deceit,  as 

5  that 
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that  it  is  defigned  to  lay  open  one  nieTxrhandize  inftead 
of  another,  it  fliall  be  lamul  for  him  to  open  all  the 
b^j  cheftS)  and  ho^eads,  fo  this  be  done  in  the  cnf- 
tom-houfe,  and  no  other  place,  and  in  die  prefence  of 
the  merchant,  or  his  factor,  and  not  otherwife.  Biut 
when  the  goods  have  been  expofed,  and  carried  away 
fmm  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  the  chdls,  hogfheads,  <h* 
other  covers  containing  them,  have  been  n^arked  with 
die  fign  or  feal  of  the  proper  officer,  no  judge  of  the 
contraband  or  other  officer  fhall  prefume  to  open  them 
again^  or  to  hinder  them  from  being  carried  to  the  mer- 
chant's houfe.  Neither  Ihall  it  be  lawful  for  them^ 
under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  to  hinder  the  faid  gdods 
from  being  carried  from  one  houfe  or  warehoufe  to 
ttiofliicllr,  within  the  walb  or  compais  of  the  faid  city  or 
^liKe,  provided  diat  be  done  between  the  hours  of 
icight  in  the  morning  and  five  in  the  evening,  and  pre- 
vious nbdce  be  given  to  the  farmers  of  the  rights  de  Al- 
cavalos  and  Cientos,  of  the  intent  with  which  thofe 
'  feoods  are  removed,  to  wit,  whether  it  be  that  riiey 
SkKiId  be  fold,  that  in  that  cafe  thofe  duties,  if  not 
fmd  before,  may  be  paid  there,  or  nt  the  place  of  fale ; 
or  if  they  are  not  to  be  fold,  then  a  certificate  may  be 
giten,  after  the  ufual  manner,  to  the  merchant.  Fur- 
thermore, it  fhall  be  lawful  to  carry  wares  from  any 
port  or  place  within  the  King  of  Spain's  dominions  to 
any  other  port  or  place,  either  by  fea  or  land,  under 
fuch  conditions  as  are  expreffed  in  the  fifth  article  of 
tills  treaty. 

XII.  The  duties  upon  merchandize  brought  into 
the  Canary  Iflands,  exported  from  thence  by  Bridfti 
Ibbjefts,  (hall  not  be  greater  than  thofe  that  were  paid 
in  the  reign  of  the  late  King  Charles  the  Second,  or 
fuch  as  fliall  become  payable  by  the  new  book  of 
rates. 

XIII.  The  fubjefts  of  each  of  their  Majeflies,  who 
are  in  debt  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  other,  whether  the  debts 
were  conrrafted  before  the  beginning  of  the  faid  war, 

or 
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or  within  the  Ipace  of  fix  months  after  it  was  begun, 
or  (during  the  war,  under  the  protedtion  of  letters  of 
lafe-conduft)  or  laftly,  after  a  truce  was  made  between 
riie  two  crowns,  (hall  be  bound  and  obliged  faithfully 
to  pay  the  fame,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  war  had 
never  arofe  between  die  two  crowns,  nor  fhall  they  be 
permitted  to  raife  any  exceptions  againft  the  juft  dc-* 
mands  of  their  creditors  on  pretence  of  the  war. 

XIV.  His  Catholic  Majefly  gives  leave  to  the  fubu 
je£ts  of  Great  Britain  to  fettle  themfelves,  and  dwell  id 
the  town  called  St.  Ander,  upon  the  terms  that  are  ex- 
prefled  in  the  ninth  and  thirtieth  articles  of  thtf 
treaty  of  1667. 

XV.  As  to  the  judge  confervator,  and  others  to  be 
fubftituted  by  him,  if  this  privilege  be  granted  to  any 
other  foreign  nation  whatfoever,  the  fubjefts  of  Great 
Britain  fhall  likewife  enjoy  it.  In  the  mean  time  how- 
ever, and  until  fomething  certain  fliall  be  determined 
in  this  matter,  his  Catholic  Majefty  will  give  exprefiC 
orders  to  all  and  every  one  of  the  judges  of  his  kingr 
dom,  and  to  all  others  whomfoever,  who  are  anyways 
concerned  in  the  adminiftration  or  execution  of  jufHce^ 
and  (hall  enjoin  the  fame  under  die  ftrifteft  penalties^ 
to  do  juftice,  and  caufe  it  to  be  executed,  without  any 
delay,  partiality,  favour,  or  afFeftion,  in  all  caufes  re- 
lating to  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain. 

The  Catholic  King  confents,  that  appeals  from  (en- 
tence$  in  caufes  concerning  the  Britifh  fubjedls,  may  be 
brought  before  the  tribunal  of  the  council  of  war  at 
Madrid,  and  no  where  elfe. 

XVI.  If  any  minifter  or  other  fubjeft  of  her  Majefly 
of  Great  Britain,  or  of  his  Catholic  Majefly,  fhall  vio^ 
late  this  treaty,  or  any  article  of  it,  he  (hall  be  refponfi- 
ble  for  all  the  damage  occafioned  by  it ;  and  if  he  be 
placed  in  any  public  office,  he  fhall,  befidcs  making  fa- 
tisfaftion  to  the  injured  party  (as  is  aforefaid)  be  de- 
prived of  his  office  alfo. 

XVII.  The 
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XVII.  The  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain  having 
brou^t  by  fea  from  any  other  port  in  Spain,  wine, 
brandy,  oil,  foap,  dried  grapes,  or  other  merchandi- 
zes, and  producing  certificates,  that  the  duties  were 
paid  at  the  place  whence  they  fet  fail,  fhall  be  fufFered 
to  put  the  fame  into  their  fhips  lying  at  Cadiz,  or  there 
to  remove  them  from  one  fhip  to  another  (with  the 
Gonfent  of  the  infpeftors  of  the  maritime  affairs,  and 
in  the  prefencc  of  them,  or  their  deputies,  if  they  have 
%  mind  to  be  there,  and  at  a  feaibnable  time  to  be  ap* 
pointed  by  the  faid  inlpedtors,  within,  four  and  twenty 
hours,  in  order  to  prevent  all  frauds  whatfoever)  and  to 
carry  away  from  thence  j  with  this  liberty,  that  they 
0iall  not  pay  the  duty  called  Hondeaxe,  or  any  other  of 
entrance,  or  going  out.  ' 

The  prefent  treaty  (hall  be  ratified  by  the  moft  Se- 
rene Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Serene 
Catholic  King,  and  the  ratificadons  fhall  be  exchanged 
at  Utrecht,  within  two  months,  or  fooner,  if  poffible. 

In  witnefs  whereof^  we  the  under- written  ambafla- 
dors  extraordinary  and  plenipotendaries  of  the 
Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  Catholic  King, 
have  figned  and  iealed  this  prefent  inftrument,  at

III.  Whereas  by  the  late  treaty  of  peace  it  is  agreed 
and  eftablifhed  as  a  bafis  and  foundation,  that  the  Tub- 
jcfts  of  Great  Britain>  in  what  regards  comnnerce,  (hall 
enjoy  the  uune  liberties  and  privileges  which  they  en- 
joyed in  the  feign  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  in  all 
parts  of  the  King  of  Spain's  dominions,  which  rule  is 
what  is  alfo  to  ferve  for  a  bafis  and  foundation  of  the 
prefcnt  treaty  of  commerce,  and  is  to  be  underftood 
reciprocally  in  favour  of  the  King  of  Spain's  fubjedb 
trading  in  the  dominions  of  Great  Britain.     And  a# 
nothing  can  contribute  more  to  eftablifh  the  commerce 
to  a  mutual  benefit  than  a  fixed,  clear,  and  eafy  rule 
in  paying  the  duties,  efpecially  on  a  moderate  footing, 
and  proportionable  to  the  value  of  the  merchandize, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  frauds  that  otherwife  would  be 
praftifed,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  revenues  of  either 
crown,,  which  has  been  often  experienced  in  Spain, 
where  the  eftablifhed  duties  by  die  ancient  books  of 
rates  are  exceflive ;  in  confideration  whereof  his  Ca* 
tholic  Majefly,  being  defirous  to  avoid  the  like  confe- 
quences,  and  to  favour,  au^ent,  and  facilitate,  in  all 
that  depends  upon  him,  the  commerce,  in  as  ample  a 
manner  as  her  Britannic  Majefty  defires,  hath  con- 
fented,  on  his  part,  to  fupprefs  and  make  void  the  dif- 
ferent duties  payable  upon  importation  and  exporta- 
tion, contained  in  the  ancient  books  of  rates,  as  alio 
thofc  that  have  been  impofcd  fince,  under  any  name  or 
pretence  whatfoever,  and  content  himfelf  with  one 
only  duty  to  be  paid  on  importation  of  all  goods  and 
merchandize,  after  the  rate  of  \ofer  Cent,  of  their 
value;  and  the  like  duty  upon  all  goods  and  mer- 
chandize which  fhall  be  exported  out  of  his  domini- 
nions,  whether  the  valuation  be  made  by  .weight,  mea- 
fure,  piece,  or  ad  valorem  ;  and  the  fame  duty  fhall  be 
coUetted  in  all  the  ports  of  entry  in  Spain,  compre- 
hending thofe  of  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  Catalonia, 
excepting  out  of  this  general  rule  Bifcaya  and  Guipuf- 
coa,  whofe  duties  of  importation  and  exportation  are 
JO  remain  as  they  were  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Se- 
cond* 
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cond.  And  that  the  faid  10  per  Cent ^  being  once  paid, 
the  farmers  or  officers  of  the  etiftom-houfes  whereJ 
thofe  goods  fhall  be  entered,  fhall  be  obliged  to  mark 
the  fame  with  the  proper  feals  and  tnarks  of  their  of- 
fice, and  alfo  give  the  requifite  dilpatches  ;  by  virtue 
of  which,  the  proprietors  of  the  goods  may  freely  tranf- 
port  them  tt)  all  the  other  parts  of  Spain  where  they  pleafe^ 
without  being  liable  to  pay  any  other  duty,  impofition, 
or  charges,  to  the  ufe  or  benefit  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty,  in  any  ports  or  parts  of  Spain  whatfoever,  in  re-^ 
fpcft  of  traniporting  the  faid  merchandize,  over  and 
above  what  they  have  paid  in  puriuance  of  this  new 
Arancel^  provided  the  receipts  and  marks  are  produced ; 
in  default  of  which,  they  fhall  be  efteemed  to  be  frau- 
dulently tranlported.  But  it  is  to  be  underftood,  that 
this  is  not  to  extend  to  the  Alcavalas,  Cientos,  and 
MiUones,  in  relation  to  which,  provifion  is  made  in 
the  fifth  and  eighth  articles  of  this  treaty^ 

And  for  as  much  as  the  ambaflador  of  England  hath 
rcprefentedj  that  to  avoid  all  differences  and  difputes 
for  the  future,  it  is  abfolutely  neccffary  to  eftablifh  a 
certain  valuation  or  rate  of  the  feveral  forts  of  mer- 
chandize, by  which  the  faid  duty  of  10  per  Cent,  fhall 
always  be  paid,  and  not  altered,  either  by  means  of  the 
augmentation  or  diminution  of  the  price  of  the  faid 
merchandize,  which  may  hereafter  happen  in  the  com- 
merce, in  any  time,  or  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom ;  it 
b  agreed  by  their  Catholic  and  Britahhic  Majcfl:ies,by 
their  ambafTadors,  that  in  the  term  of  three  montha 
fi'om  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  or  fooner,  if  pofli- 
ble,  corhmifTaries  named  and  authorized  by  both  their 
Majeflies  in  due  form,  fhall  meet  at  Madrid  or  in  Ca* 
diz,  who,  without  lofs  of  timcj  fhall  proceed  to  the 
forming  a  new  book  of  rates,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to 
fix  and  limit  what  fliall  be  paid  for  the  future  on  all 
forts  of  merchandize,  as  well  upon  inriportation  as  ex- 
portation ;  and  fo  as  that  all  the  different  duties  which 
were  payable,  either  before  or  iri  the  time  of  Charles 
die  Second,  or  fince,  under  whatfoever  naa\C  or  pre- 
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tence^  or  colledted  in  different  cuftom-houfcs  (>r  offices^ 
fhall  be  comprehended  in  this  only  duty^  payable  in 
one  fum,  whether  upon  unportadoh  or  exportadon,  in 
all  the  ports  of  Spain,  aiul  fhall  extend  to  the  king-* 
doms  of  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  principality  of  Cata-( 
Ionia,  and  their  dependencies,  excepting  oiJy  the  pro- 
vinces of  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  of  which  mention 
has  been  already  made.  And  whereas  great  inftances 
have  been  made  by  the  ambaflador  of  Great  Biitain> 
that  diredtions  be  given  to  the  faid  commifTaries,  that 
they  take  care,  and  above  all  do  obferve,  as  a  fixed 
rule,  that  this  duty  be  laid  equally  and  generally,  in  all 
the  ports  and  cuftom-houfes  of  Spain,  upon  the  impor- 
tation and  exportation  of  all  goods  and  merchandize, 
after  the  rate  of  10  per  Cent,  of  the  value  which  fuch 
goods  and  merchandize  bear  in  the  courie  of  trade,  be- 
tween the  merchants  of  Cadiz  and  Port  St.  Mary's  1 
to  which  the  ambailadors  of  Spain  have  conlented ; 
always  provided,  that  the  goods  and  commodities  which 
fhall  be  imported  into  the  kingdom  of  Spain  by  the 
ports  of  Biicaya  and  Guipufcoa,  and  afterwards  tranT- 
ported  into  the  other  provinces  depending  on  the  king-- 
doms  of  Caftille  and  Arragon,  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay, 
^  the  firfl  cuflom-houfe  of  entry  mto  the  faid  king- 
doms, the  duties  which  fhall  be  eftabliflied  in  diis  new 
book  of  rates. 

V.  To  prevent  the  abufes  that  may  be  committed 
in  colledting  the  duties  called  Akavalas  and  Cientos,his 
Catholic  Majefly  confents  that  the  fubjedls  of  her  Bri- 
tannic Majefly  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  thefe  duties^ 
during  fuch  time  as  they  think  fit  to  let  their  merchan- 
dize remain  in  the  magazines  of  the  cuflom-houfes  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpofe ;  but  when  they  fhall  think  fit 
to  take  out  the  faid  goods,  either  to  be  tranfported 
farther  into  the  country,  fell  them  in  the  fame  place,  or 
carry  them  to  their  own  houfes,  it  fhall  be  permitted 
them  fo  to  do,  upon  giving  his  bond,  with  fufficient 
fecurity,  to  pay  the  faid  d«ties  of  Alcavalas  and  Cien- 
tos  for  the  firft  fale  in  two  months  after  the  date  of  his 
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bond>  upon  which  he  fhall  have  receipts  given  him  for 
the  faid  duties,  and  the  goods  (hall  be  marked  with  the 
proper  mark  and  feai  of  the  farmers  of  the  faid  Aicava- 
las  and  Cientos,  where  fuch  bond  and  fecurity  (hall  be 
given  for  the  firft  fale,  after  which  the  faid  merchan- 
ize  may  be  tranlported  and  fold  by  wholefale  in  any 
port  or  place  belonging  to  the  King  of  Spain  in  Eu- 
rope ;  and  that  no  obilruflion  or  hinderance  ihall  be 
made  upon  account  of  the  faid  duties,  nor  the  proprie- 
tor liable  to  pay  a  fecond  time  in  refpeft  of  the  firft  fale, 
provided  thofe  who  carry  the  faid  merchandizes  pro- 
auce  the  receipts  and  marks  of  the  farmer  or  proper 
officer  concerned  in  the  colleflionf  of  thefe  duties,  or 
making  lufficient  proof  of  their  not  being  fold  before. 
But  ify  on  the  contrary,  any  merchant  do  fell  his  goods 
by  retail,  he  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  faid  duties  of 
Alcavalas  and  Cientos  a  fecond  rime,  under  the  pains 
eftablifhed  by  the  laws.  And  his  Catholic  Majefty  de- 
clares, that  if  any  officer  of  the  Alcavalas  and  Cien- 
tos fhall  exaft  a  fecond  time  the  faid  duties  on  the 
fame  merchandize,  when  the  faid  receipts  and  marks 
have  been  produced,  or  fhould  obftruft  their  pafTage, 
or  tranfportation,  or  occafion  the  leaft  impediment, 
fuch  officer  fhall  be  fined  2,000  crowns  to  the  benefit 
of  his  Majefty's  revenues.  And  the  officers  of  the  cuf- 
tom-houfes  Ihall  not  demand  or  take,  for  making  fuch 
receipts  or  certificates,  more  than  1 5  reals  Vellon,  un- 
Icls  it  be  otherwife  fettled  in  the  new  book  of  rates. 

VIII.  His  Catholic  Majefty  confents,  that  the  du- 
ties commonly  called  Millones,  which  are  payable 
upon  fifh  and  other  forts  of  domeftic  provifions,  fhall 
not  be  demanded  in  the  firft  ports  or  cuftom-houfes  of 
entry  in  Spain,  during  fuch  rime  as  the  proprietors 
will  let  them  remain  in  the  warehoufes  appointed  for 
that  purpofe.  But  in  cafe  the  owner  fhall  defire  to 
take  Tthem  out,  either  to  fend  into  the  country, 
fell  them  on  the  place,  or  carry  them  to  their  own 
houfes,  they  are  then  to  give  bond,  with  good  fecurity, 
to  pay  the  faid  duty  of  Millones  in  two  months  after 
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date  of  the  faid  bond,  upon  which  the  neceflary  difpat- 
ches  are  to  be  given  them.  And  the  faid  merchafi- 
dize  fhall  be  marked  with  the  feals  or  marks  of  the 
farmers  of  the  Millones  where  the  faid  duties  were  fe- 
cured,  after  which  the  faid  goods  may  be  tranfportcd 
to,  and  fold  in  the  places  where  they  are  to  be  confum- 
ed,  widiout  paying  any  new  duties  of  Millones. .  His 
Majefty  alfo  declares,  that  if,  after  the  receipts  are  pro- 
duced, any  officer  belonging  to  the  farmers  of  the  Mil- 
lones fhould  exaft  a  fecond  time  the  fame  duties  on 
the  fame  goods,  or  fhould  oppofe  their  paffage,  tranf- 
port,  or  fale,  or  occafion  the  lead  impediment,  the  faid 
officer  fhall  be  fined  2,000  crowns,  for  the  benefit  of 
his  Majefty's  revenue. 

Therefore,  by  virtue  of  thefe  prefents,  we  do  approve 
and  ratify  the  treaty  above  written,  as  likewifc  the 
three  articles,  viz^  the  third,  fifth,  and  eighth,  as  they 
are  fet  forth  iq  this  inftrument  of  radficarion,  and  are 
to  be  taken  gs  part  of  the  faid  treaty,  and  to  have  dip 
fame  force  and  efFeft  as  if  they  had  been  inferted  there- 
in :  promifing  and  engaging  our  Royal  word,  that  wc 
will  faithfully  and  religioufly  perform  and  obferve  aU 
and  fingular  the  things  agreed  upon  in  this  treaty,  an^ 
that  we  will  not  fufFer  the  fame  to  be  violated  by  any 
one,  as  far  as  lies  in  our  power.

ters 
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tCTS  fhall  come,  greeting.  Whereas  a  certain  treaty  of 
conunerce  between  us  and  our  good  brother  Philip 
die  Fifth,  the  Catholic  King  of  Spain,  was  concluded 
and  (igned  by  minifters  plenipotentiaries,  impowered 
with  fufEcient  authority  on  both  fides,  at  Madrid  on 
the  -^  day  of  this  prefent  month,  in  the  form  and 
words  following : 

Whereas  fince  the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce 
lately  concluded  at  Utrecht,  on  the  1 3th  of  July,  and 
9th  of  December,  17 13,  between  his  Catholic  Majefly 
and  her  late  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  (of 
glorious  memory)  fome  differences  remained  about 
commerce,  and  the  courfe  thereof  i  their  Catholic 
and  Britannic  Majeflies,  being  inclined  to  maintain  and 
cultivate  a  firm  and  inviolable  peace  and  friendftiip, 
have  (for  attaining  fo  good  an  end)  by  the  two  minif- 
ters reciprocally  and  in  due  form  authorized  for  this 
purpofe,  caufed  the  following  articles  to  be  concluded 
and  figned. 

I.  The  Britifh  fubjefts  ftiall  not  be  obliged  to  pay 
higher  or  other  duties  for  goods  which  they  ftiall 
bring  in  or  carry  out  of  the  feveral  ports  of  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  than  thofe  which  they  paid  for  the 
fame  goods  in  the  time  of  King  Charles  the  Second, 
fetded  by  cedules  and  ordinances  of  the  faid  King  or 
his  predeceflbrs  j  and  though  the  favour  or  allowance 
called  Pie  del  Fardo,  be  not  founded  on  any  royal  or- 
(Hnance,  yet  his  Catholic  Majefly  declares,  wills,  and 
ordains,  that  it  fliall  be  obferved  now  and  for  the  fu- 
ture, as  an  inviolable  law ;  which  duties  Ihall  be  de- 
manded and  coUefted,  now  and  for  the  fijture,  with 
the  fame  advantages  and  favours  to  the  faid  fub- 
jcfts. 

II.  His  Catholic  Majefly  confirms  the  treaty  made 
by  the  Britilh  merchants  with  the  Magiftrates  of  St. 
Ander,  iiji  the  year  1700. 

IIL  His  Catholic  Majefly  allows  the  faid  fubje^ 

to 
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to  gather  fait  in  the  ifland  of  Tortudos,  they  having 
enjoyed  that  pemiiflion  in  the  time  of  King  Charles  the 
Sccx)nd  without  interruption. 

IV.  The  faid  fubjefts  fhall  not  any  where  pay 
higher  or  other  duties,  than  thofe  which  his  Catholic 
M^efty*3  lubjedbs  pay  in  the  fame  place. 

V.  The  faid  fubjefts  Ihall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privile- 
ges, franchifes,  exemptions,  and  immunities  whatioever^ 
which  they  enjoyed  before  the  laft  war,  hf  virtue  of 
the  royal  cedules  or  ordinanfces,  and  by  the  articles 
of  the  treaty  of  peace  and  commerce  made  at  Madrid 
in  1667,  which  is  fully  confirmed  here ;  and  the  faid 
fubjefts  fhall  be  ufed  in  Spain  in  the  fartie  manner  ^ 
the  moft  favoured  nation,  and  confequendy  all  nations 
ihall  pay  the  fame  duties  on  wool  and  other  merchan- 
dize which  fhall  be  brought  into,  or  carried  out  of 
thefe  kingdoms  by  land,  as  the  faid  fubjefts  pay  on  the 
fame  goods  which  they  fhall  import  or  export  by  fea ; 
and  all  the  rights,  privileges,  franchifes,  exemptions^ 
and  immunities,  which  fhall  be  granted  or  permitted  to 
any  nation  whatever,  fhall  likewife  be  granted  and 
permitted  to  the  faid  fubjefts;  the  fame  fhall  be  grant- 
ed, obferved,  and  permitted  to  tlie  fubjefts  of  Spain  in 
the  kingdoms  of  his  Britannic  Majefty. 

VI.  And  as  there  may  have  been  innovations  in 
commerce,  his  Catholic  Majefly  promifes  to  ufe  all 
poffible  endeavours  on  his  part  for  abolifhing  them^ 
and  for  the  fijture  will  by  all  forts  of  means  caufe 
them  to  be  forborn.  In  the  like  manner  his  Britannia 
Majefly  promifes  to  ufe  all  poflible  endeavours  for 
abolifhing  all  innovations  on  his  part,  and  for  the  fu- 
ture will  by  all  forts  of  means  caufe  them  to  be  for- 
born. 

VII.  The  treaty  of  commerce  made  at  Utrecht  on 
the  9th  of  December  1 7 1 3,  fhall  rendain  in  force,  thofc 
articles  excepted  which  fhall  appear  to  be  contrary  tb 
what  is  concluded  and  figned  this  day,  which  fhall  be 

abolifhed 
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abolifhed  and  of  no  force,  and  efpecially  the  three  ar- 
ticles commonly  called  explanatory ;  and  thefe  prefents 
(hall  be  approved,  ratified,  and  exchanged  on  both 
fides  within  the  term  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if  it  he 
pofiible. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  and  by  virtue  of  our  full  powers, 
wc  have  figned  thefe  prefents,  at  Madrid,  on  the 
fourteenth  of  December,  one  thoufand  feven  hun- 
dred and  fifteen.

Treaiy  of  Alliance  for  fettling  the  public  Peace.    Signed 

at  London  H^l]  17 18. Note.  Tlfis  Treaty  is 

commonly  called  Tbe  ^adrupk  Alliance. 

IN  the  name  of  the  Moft  Holy  and  Undivided 
fnnity. 

Be  it  known  to  all  whom  it  doth  concern,  or  may 
any  way  concern. 

Whereas  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince 
George,  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  King, 
Duke  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburgh,  Elcftor  of  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire^  &c.  and  the  moft  Serene  and 
moft  Potent  Prince  Lewis  XV.  the  moft  Chriftian 
King,  &c.  as  likewife  the  High  and  Mighty  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands; 
being  continually  intent  on  preferving  the  blelTing  of 
peace,  have  duly  confidered,  that  however,  by  the 
triple  alliance  concluded  by  them  on  tlie  4th  day  of 
January  17 17,  their  own  kingdoms  and  provinces 
were  provided  for,  yet  that  the  provifion  was  neither  io 
general  nor  fo  folid,  as  that  the  public  tranquiUity  could 
long  fiourifh  and  laft,  unlefs  at  the  fame  time  the  jea- 

loufiea 
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loiifies  which  were  ftill  incrcafing  bctwcett  Ibmc  of  the 
Princes  of  Europe  as  perpetual  occafions  of  variance^ 
could  be  removed:  and  being  convinced  by  expt'* 
rience  from  die  war  kindled  the  laft  year  in  Italy^  for 
the  timely  extinguiihing  whereof  by  a  treaty  made  the 
1 8th  day  of  July,  N.S.  in  the  year  17 18,  they  agreed 
toiong  themfelves  upon  certain  articles  of  pacification, 
iaccording  to  which  a  peace  might  be  brought  about 
and  eftabliflied  between  his  Sacred  Imperial  Majefty 
and  the  King  of  Spain ;  as  likewife  between  his  (aid 
Imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily,  and  farther 
gave. a  friendly  invitation  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  that 
out  of  his  love  for  the  public  peace  and  quiet,  he 
would  receive  and  approve  the  faid  articles  of  conven- 
tion in  his  own  name,  and  accordingly  that  he  him- 
ielf  would  accede  to  the  treaty  made  by  them,  the  te- 
nor of  which  is  as  followeth. 

Conditions  of  Peace  between  bis  Imperial  Majefty  and  bis 

Royal  Catholic  Majefty. 

!•  For  quieting  the  difturbances  lately  raifed  con- 
trary to  the  peace  of  Baden,  concluded  die  7th  day  of 
September  17 14,  as  likewife  to  the  neutrality  efbib- 
liihed  for  Italy  by  the  treaty  of  the  14th  day  of  March 
17 13,  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  King  of  Spain 
obliges  himfelf  to  reftore  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and 
accordingly  fhall  immediately,  or  at  the  fartheft  after 
si,  two  months,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  this  prefent  treaty,  aftually  reftore  to  his 
^  faid  Imperial  Majefty  the  ifland  and  kingdom  of  Sar- 
dinia, in  the  condition  wherein  he  feized  it,  and  ftiall  re- 
nounce in  favour  of  his  Imperial  Majefty  all  rights, 
pretenfions,  interefts,  and  claims  upon  the  faid  king« 
dom  5  fo  that  his  Imperial  Majefty  fiiUy  and  freely, 
^d  in  the  manner  which  he  judges  beft,  out  of  his 
love  to  the  public  good,  may  diipofe  of  it  as  of  his 
own  property. 

II.  Whereas  the  only  method  which  could  \yt  found 
out  for  fixing  a  durable  balance  in  Europe  was  judged 
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jto  be  this,  that  itfhould  be  an  cftablifhed  rule  chat  the 
Jkingdoms  of  France  and  Spain  fhould  never  go  toge- 
ther, or  be  united  in  one  and  the  fame  perfon,  or  in  on^ 
and  the  flbnc  line,  and  that  thofe  two  monarchies  fhould 
henceforward  for  ever  remain  feparate ;  and  whereas 
for  confirming  this  rule,  fo  necefTary  for  the  public  tran- 
quillity, thofe  Princes,  to  whom  the  prerogative  of 
birth  might  have  given  a  right  of  fucceeding  in  both 
kingdoms,  have  folemnly  renounced  one  of  thofe  two 
kingdoms  for  themfelves  and  all  their  poflerity;  fb 
diat  this  feparationipf  the  two  monarchies  has  pafTed 
into  a  fundamental  law  in  the  general  aflembly  com- 
monly called  Las  Kortes,  which  was  received  at  Ma- 
drid die  9th  day  of  November  17 1 2,  and  cpnfolidated 
by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht,  the  nth  day  of  April  17131 
his  Imperial  Majefty  being  willing  to  give  the  utmoft 
perfeAion  to  fo  necefTary  and  wholefonnie  a  law,  to  take 
away  all  ground  of  fufpicion,  and  to  promote  the  pub* 
lie  tranquillity,  doth  accept  and  agree  to  thofe  things 
which  were  done,  ratified,  and  eftablifhed  in  the  treaty 
of  Utrecht,  with  regard  to  the  right  and  order  of  fuc- 
ccffion  to  the  kingdoms  of  France  and  Spain,  and  doth 
renounce,  as  well  for  himfel^  as  for  his  heirs,  defcen- 
dants,  and  fucceflbrs,  male  and  female,  all  rights,  and 
all  and  every  pretention  whatfoever,  not  one  in  the  leaft 
^cepted,  on  any  kingdoms  whatfoever,  dominions,  and 
provinces  of  the  Spanifhmonarchy,  whereof  the  Catho- 
fic  King  was  acknowledged  to  be  the  rightful  poireiTor 
by  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  and  will  caufe  to  be  made  out 
in  due  form  accordingly  folemn  afts  of  renunciation, 
which  he  will  caufe  to  be  publifhed  and  regiftered  in 
the  proper  courts,  and  promifes  that  he  will  exhibit  the 
ufuai  inftruments  thereupon  to  his  Catholic  Majefty 

and  to  the  cont rafting  Powers.

.  III.  By  virtue  of  the  faid  renunciation,  which  his 
Imperial  Majefty  has  made  out  of  regard  to  the  fecu- 
rity  of  all  Europe  -,  and  in  confideration  likewife  that 
^eDuke  of  Orleans  has  for  himfelf  and  for  hiv  de- 
fendants renounced  all  his  rights  and  claims  upon  the-

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kingdom  of  Spain,  on  condition  that  neither  the  Ertipc- 
ror,  nor  any  of  his  defcendants,  (hall  ever  fiiccecd  to 
the  faid  kingdom ;  his  Iniperial  Majefty  doth  acknow- 
ledge Philip  V,  to  be  lawful  king  of  Spain  and  of 
the  Indies,  and  doth  promife  to  give  hhn  the  titles  and 
prerogatives  belonging  to  his  dignity  and  his  king- 
doms i  and  moreover,  he  will  allow  him,  his  deicen* 
dants,  heirs,  and  fuccefibrs,  male  and  female,  peace- 
ably to  enjoy  all  thofe  dominions  of  the  Spahifli  mo- 
narchy in  Europe,  the  Indies,  and  elfe where,  the  pof- 
feflion  whereof  was  allowed  to  him  by  the  treaties  of 
Utrecht,  nor  will  he  direftly  or  indireftly  difturb  him 
in  the  faid  pofleflion  at  any  time,  nor  will  he  claim  to 
himfclf  any  right  to  the  faid  kingdoms  and  provin-

IV.  In  return  for  the  renunciation  and  acknow* 
ledgment  made  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  in  the  two 
foregoing  articles,  the  Catholic  King,  as  well  in  his 
own,  as  in  the  name  of  his  heirs,  defcendants,  and  fiic- 
ceffors,  male  and  female,  doth  renounce  in  favour  pf 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  his  fuccefibrs,  heirs,  and  defcen- 
dants, male  and  female,  all  rights  and  claims  whatib^ 
ever,  none  in  the  leaft  being  excepted,  upon  all  a2i4 
every  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  and  dominions,  which 
his  Imperial  Majefty  doth  pollcfs  in  Italy  or  the  Ne- 
therlands, or  may  accrue  to  him  by  virtue  of  this  pre- 
fent  treaty  J  and  he  doth  wholly  abdicate  all  rights,. 
kingdoms,  and  provinces  in  Italy,  which  heretofore 
belonged  to  the  Spanifli  monarcliy,  among  which  the 
marquifatc  of  Final,  yielded  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  to 
the  republic  of  Genoa  in  the  year  17 13,  is  underftood 
to  be  exprefsly  comprehended ;  and  he  will  caufc  to  bc 
made  out  accordingly  folenin  afts  of  renunciation  indue 
form,  which  he  will  caufe  to  be  publiftied  and  regifter-^ 
ed  in  the  proper  courts,  and  promifes  that  he  will  exhi- 
bit the  ufuai  inftruments  thereupon  to  his  Imperial 
Majefty  and  the  contrafting  Powers.  His  Catholic 
Majefty  doth  in  like  manner  renounce  the  right  of  re- 
verfion  of  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  to  the  crown  of  Spain,- 

which 
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wiiich  he  had  referved  to  hknielf^  and  all  other  daims 
and  pretenfions  under  pretext  whereof  he  might  difkirb 
his  Imperial  Majefly,  his*  heirs 'and  fiicceflfors,  diredUjr 
or  indireftly,  as  well  in  the  aforefaid  kingdoms  and  prO;* 
TJnces^  as  in  all  other  dominions,  which  he  adtuaU/ 
poflefles  in  the  Netherlands  or  elfewhere.. 

V.  Whereas  in  cafe  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcanji 
or  the  Duke  of  Parma  and  Placentia,  or  their  fucceC- 
fors,  fhould  die  without  male  iflue,  the  pretenfions  of 
fucceflion  to  the  dominions  poffefled  by  riiem  might 
kindle  a  new  war  in  Italy,  on  account  of  the  different 
lights  of  fucceflion,  whereby,  after  the  deceafe  of  the 
next  heirs  before  her,  the  prelent  Queen  of  Spain,  bori 
Dutchefs  of  Parma,  claims  the  faid  dukedoms  to  her- 
fclf'  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Emperor  and  Empire  on 
the  other  part:  to  the  end  that  the  great  difputes, 
and  the  evils  arifing  from  them,  may  be  timely  obviat- 
ed, it  is  agreed  that  the  dates  and  dutchies  at  prefent 
poflfcfled  by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  Duke  of 
Parma  and  Placentia  aforefaid,  (hall  in  time  to  come 
be  held  and  acknowledged  by  all  the  contracting  Pow- 
ers as  undoubted  male-fiefs  of  the  Holy  Roman  Em- 
pire. His  Imperial  Majefty  on  his  part  doth  confent 
by  himfelf  as  head  of  the  empire,  that  whenever  it 
fliall  happen  that  the  faid  dutchies  (haU  lie  .  open  for 
want  of  heirs  male,  the  firft-born  fon  of  the  faid 
Queen  of  Spain,  and  his  defendants,  being  males^ 
born  in  lawful  matrimony,  and  in  default  of  them  the 
fecond-born,  or  other  the  younger  fons  of  the  faid 
Queen,  if  any  fliall  be  born,  together  with  their  male 
dcfcendants,  born  in  lawful  marriage,  fliall  in  like 
manner  fucceed  to  all  the  provinces  aforefaid.  To 
which  end  it  being  neceflaiy  that  the  confent  of  the 
empire  be  alfo  given,  his  Imperial  Majefcy  wilj  ufe  all 
-  his  endeavours  to  obtain  it  5  and  having  obtained  it,  he 
will  caufe  the  letters  of  expedative,  containing  the 
eventual  invefl;iture  for  the  fon  of  the  faid  Queen,  or 
her  fons,  and  their  legitimate  male  defendants,  to  be 
Expedited  in  due  form  -,  and  he  will  caufe  the  faid  Ict- 
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ters  to  be  delivered  to  die  Cadiolic  King  immediattiy^ 
or  at  leaft  after  two  months  from  the  exchange  of  ^ 
Tarifications :  without  any  damage  neverthelefs,  or 
prejiKiice,  to  the  Princes  who  now  have  poffeflion  of 
the  faid  dutchies,  wliich  poffeflion  is  to  remain  entirely 
fafe  to  them. 

.  It-  is  farther  agreed,  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
"Majefly,  and  the  Catholic  King,  that  the  town  of 
Leghorn  may,  and  ought,  perpetually  to  remain  a  free 
port,  in  the  fame  manner  as  it  now  is. 

By  virtue  of  the  renunciation  made  by  the  King  of 
Spain,  of  all  die  dominions,  kingdoms,  and  provinces 
in  Italy,  which  heretofore  belonged  to  the  Kings  (A 
Spain^  that  King  fhall  yield  to* the  aforefaid  Prince. his 
fon,  the  town  of  Porto-Longone,  together  with  that 
'part  of  the  ifland  Elba,  which  he  aftually  jpoffeffes  there* 
in  5  and  ftiall  deliver  the  fame  up  to  him,  as  foon  as 
that  Prince,  on  the  extinftion  of  the  male  pofterity  ol 
the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  fliall  be  admitted  into 
the  aftual  poffeffion  of  his  territories. 

It  is  moreover  agreed  to,  and  provided  by  folemn 
contraft,  that  none  of  the  aforefaid  dutchies  or  domi- 
nions, at  any  time,  or  in  any  cafe,  may  or  ought  to  be 
poffeffed  by  a  Prince,  who  at  the  fame  time  holds  the 
kingdom  of  Spain  ^  and  that  no  King  of  Spain  can 
ever  take  upon  him  the  guardianfliip  of  that  Prince, 
or  may  be  allowed  to  exercife  the  fame. 

Laftly,  it  is  agreed,  and  thereto  all  and  Angular  the 
parties  contrafting  have  equally  bound  themfelves,  that 
It  never  fhall  be  allowed,  during  the  lives  of  the  prc- 
fent  poffeffors  of  the  dutchies  of  Tufcany  and  Parma^ 
or  of  their  male  fucceffors,  that  any  forces  of  any 
country  whatfoever,  whether  their  own  or  hired,  fhall, 
cither  by  the  Emperor,  the  King  of  Spain  and  France, 
or  even  by  the  Prince  appointed,  as  above,  xo  the  fiic- 
ceffion,  be  introduced  into  the  provinces  and  lands  of 
the  faid  dutchies ;  nor  fliall  any  of  them  place  .any 
garrifon  in  the  cities,  portSj  towns,  or  fortrelfes  therein 
fituated* 
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;.  But,  that  the  faid  fon  of  the  Queen  of  Spain,  ap- 
p(Mnted  by  this  treaty  to  the  fucccffion  of  the  Great 
Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  the  Duke  of  Parma  and  Pla- 
centia,  may  be  more  fully  fecured  againft  all  events, 
and  may  more  certainly  depend  on  the  execution  of  the 
fucceflion  pnomifed  him ;  and  like  wife  that  the  fief^ 
confiituted  as  above,  may  remain  inviolable  to  the 
Emperor  and  empire ;  it  is  agreed  on  both  fides,  that 
garriibns,  not  exceeding  however  the  number  of  6,006 
men,  which  fhall  be  put  into  the  principal  tpwns  there- 
of viz.  Leghorn,  Porto  Ferraro,  Parma,  and  Pla-^ 
ccntia,  be  taken  from  among  the  Swifs  cantons,  which 
ontons  arc  for  this  purpofe  to  be  paid  by  the  three 
contra6bing  Powers,  who  have  taken  upon  them  the 
part  of  mediators.  And  the  faid  garrifons  are  therein 
to  he  continued  till  the  cafe  of  the  faid  fucceflion  IhalJ 
Ihaj^n,  when  they  fliall  be  obliged  to  deliver  the  towns 
to  the  faid  Prince  appointed  to  the  fucceflion.  Ne- 
verthelefs,  without  any  trouble  or  charge  to  the  prcfent 
pofl[efIbrs,  and  their  fucceflbrs,  being  males,  to  whonri, 
llkewife  the  faid  garrifons  are  to  take  an  oath  of  fidelity, 
and  are  to  aflume  to  themfelves  no  other  authority 
than  only  the  guard  of  the  cities  committed,  to  their 
charge. 

But  whereas  this  beneficial  work  may  be  longer  de- 
layed than  is  convenient,  before  an  agreement  can  b4 
made  with  the  Swifs  Cantons  about  the  ndmber,  pay, 
^nd  manner  of  eftablifliing  fuch  a  force ;  his  Sacre^ 
Royal  Britannic  Majefly,  out  of  his  fingular  zeal  for 
the  faid  work,  and  the  public  tranquillity,  and  for  the 
earlier  obtaining  the  end  propofed,  will  not  in  the  meao 
time  refiife  to  lend  his  own  forces  for  the  ufe  above- 
mentioned,  if  the  reft  of  the  contracting  Powers  think 
good,  till  the  forces  to  be  raifed  in  the  Swifs  Cantons 
can  take  upon  them  the  guard  and  cuftody  of  the  faid 
ciues. 

VI ,  His  Catholic  Majefty,  to  teftify  his  fincere  in- 
clination for  the  public  tranquillity,  doth  confent  to 
fll  things  hereafter  mentioned,  wirfi  regard  to  what,  is 
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fettled  about  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  f®r  the  advantage 
of  his  Imperial  Majcfty,  and  doth  renounce  for  hiiiW 
felf,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  male  and  female,  the  ri^t 
of  reveriion  of  that  kingdom  to  the  crown  of  Sp^» 
which  he  exprefsly  referved  to  himfelf  by  the  iirihru- 
ment  of  ceflion  dated  the  loth  of  J\ine  17 13.  Out  of 
love  to  the  public  good,  he  moreover  departs  from  the 
faid  aft  of  the  loth  of  June,  17 13,  as  far  as  is  nc- 
ceflary,  as  likewife  from  the  fixth  article  of  the  treaty 
of  Utrecht,  betwixt  himfelf  and  his  Royal  Highnefi 
the  Duke  of  Savoy,  as  likewife  in  general  from  every 
thing  that  may  oppofe  the  retroceflion,  dilpoGtion,  and 
permutation  of  the  above-mentioned  kingdonri  of  Si^ 
cily,  by  this  prefent  treaty  eftablifhed  s  on  •  condition, 
neverthelefs,  that  the  right  of  reverfion  of  the  ifland 
and  kingdom  of  Sardinia  to  the  faid  crown  may  be 
yielded  and  allowed  to  him,  as  hereafter,  in  the  fecond 
article  of  the  conventions  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily,  is  farther  explained. 

yil.  The  Emperor  and  the  Catholic  King  mutu- 
ally promife  and  bind  themfelves  to  a  reciprocal  de- 
fence and  guaranty  of  all  the  kingdoms  and  provinces 
which  they  aft u  ally  poffefs,  or  the  poffefTion  whereol 
ought  to  belong  to  them  by  virtue  of  the  prefent 
treaty. 

VIII.  His  Imperial  Majcfty  and  his  Royal  Catholic 
Majefty  fliall,  immediately  after  exchange  of  the  rati- 
fications of  thefc  prefent  conventions,  put  in  execution 
all  and  every  the  conditions  therein  comprehended, 
and  that  within  the  fpace  of  two  months  at  the  farthefti 
and  the  inftruments  of  the  ratifications  of  the  faid  con- 
ventions fliall  be  exchanged  at  London  within  the 
fpace  of  two  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of 
figning,  or  fooner  if  poflible.  Which  execution  of 
the  conditions  being  previoufly  performed,  their  mi- 
nifters  and  plenipotentiaries,  by  them  to  be  named, 
ihall  in  the  place  of  congrefs,  which  they  (hall  agree 
upon,  with  all  ipced  feverally  fetde  and  determine  the 

other 
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other  points  of  their  particular  peace,  under  the  media- 
tion of  the  tliree  contrafting  PowerSt 

It  is  ferther  agreed,  that  ih  the  treaty  of  peace  par- 
ticularly to  be  made  between  the  Emperor  and  the 
King  of  Spain,  a  general  amnefly  (hall  be  granted  to 
all  pcrfbns  of  any  ftate,  dignity,  degree,  or  fex  what- 
Ibever,  whether  ecclefiaftical  or  military,  political  or 
dvil,  who  followed  the  party  of  the  one  or  t  le  other 
Prince  during  the  late  war  j  in  virtue  whereof  all  and 
fingular  the  (aid  perfons  (hall  be  permitted  to  receive, 
and  they  may  receive  full  po(ie(T2on  and  ufe  of  their 
goods,  rights,  privileges,  honours,  dignities,  and  im- 
mimiries,  and  (hall  ufe  and  enjoy  the  fame  as  freely  as 
they  did  enjoy  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  laft  war, 
or  at  the  time  when  they  begun  to  join  themfelves  to 
the  one  or  the  other  party,  all  confifcations,  arrefts,. 
and  fentences  made,  pa(Ted,  or  pronounced,  during 
the  war,'  to  the  contrary  notwithllanding,  which  (hall 
be  held  as  null  and  of  no  efFeft.     In  virtue  moreover 
of  the  aforefaid  amnefty,  it  (hall  be  lawful  and  free  for 
all  and  (ingular  the  faid  perfons,  who  followed  one  or 
the  other  party,  to  return  to  their  country,  and  to  en- 
joy their  goods  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  no  war  had 
happened  j  and  a  fiill  licence  is  given  them  to  take 
care  of  the  (aid  effecls,  either  by  themfolves,  if  they 
(hould  be  prefent,  or  by  their  attornics,  if  they  (hould 
choofe  rather  to  abfent  themfelves  from  their  country, 
and  they  may  either  fell,  or  any  other  v/ay,  according 
to  dieir  pleafure,  di(pofe  of  them,  entirely  atter  the  fame 
manner  they  might  have  done  before  the  beginning  of 
the  war. 

Conditions  of  the  'Treaty  to  be  concluded  between  his  Im- 
perial Majejiy  and  the  King  of  Sicily. 

I.  Whereas  the  ce(rion  of  Sicily,  by  the  treaties 
of  Utrecht,  to  the  Houfc  of  Savoy,  being  folely  made 
for  I  endering  that  peace  folid,  and  not  on  the  account 
of  any  right  the  King  of  Sicily  had  tliereto,  has  been 
fo  far  from  bringing  about  the  end  propofed,  that,  as 
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all  Europe  can  witnefs,  it  has  rather  proved  the  gteas 
obftacle  which  hindered  the  Ennperor  from  acceding 
to  the  faid  treaties,  inafmuch  as  the  feparadon  of  the 
kingdoms  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  fo  long  ufed  to  rcr 
main  under  the  fame  dominion,  and  to  be  called  by 
the  name  of  Both  the  Sicilies,  has  not  only  been  found 
oppofite  to  ,the  common  interefts  and  mutual  prefer- 
yation  of  both  kingdoms,  but  likewife  to  the  rqx>lb 
of  all  Italy,  being  conftantly  productive  of  new  com- 
motions, while  neither  the  ancient  intercourfe  and 
mutual  relation  between  the  two  nations  can  be  dc* 
ftroyed,  nor  the  interefts  of  the  different  Princes  can  be 
eafily  reconciled :  for  this  reafon  it  is  that  the  Princfes, 
who  firft  made  the  Utrecht  treaties,  have  thought  it 
lawful  for  them,  even  without  the  conJfent  of  the  parties 
concerned,  to  abrogate  that  one  article  of  thole  treaties 
which  regards  the  kingdom  of  Sicily,  .and  is  not  any 
principal  part  of  the  faid  treaty,  founding  themfelves 
chiefly  upon  thefe  reafbns ;  that  the  prefent  treaty  will 
receive  its  increafe  and  completion  from  the  Emperor's 
renunciation  j  and  that  by  the  exchange  of  Sicily  for 
Sardinia,  the  wars  wliich  threaten  Italy  may  be  pre- 
vented, inafmuch  as  the  Emperor  might  rightfully 
attack  Sicily,  which  he  never  yet  renounced,  and 
which,  finc&the  infradlion  of  the  neutrality  of  Italy  by 
the  feizure  of  Sardinia,  he  may  rightfully  recover  by 
force  of  arms :  befides  that  the  King  of  Sicily  may 
become  pofTeffed  of  a  certain  and  durable  dominion 
by  the  benefit  of  fo  folemn  a  treaty  with  his  Imperial 
Majefly,  and  guarantied  by  the  chief  Princes  ot  Eu- 
rope. Being  moved  therefore  by  fo  great  reafons, 
they  have  agreed  that  the  King  ot  Sicily  fhall  reftorc 
to  his  Imperial  Majefty  the  ifland  and  kingdom  oi 
Sicily,  with  all  its  dependencies  and  appendages,  in  the 
ftate  wherein  they  now  are,  immediately,  or  in  two 
months  at  the  fartheft  from  the  exchange  of  the  rati- 
fications of  the  prefent  treaty.  And  he  fhall,  in  favour 
of  the  Emperor,  his  heirs  and  fuccefTors,  of  both 
fexes,  renounce  all  rights  and  prctenflons  whatfoever 
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to  the  faid  kingdom,  as  well  for  hiitifelf  as  his  heir* 
and  lucceflbrs,  male  and  female ;  the  reverfion  thereof 
to  the  crown  of  Spain  being  entirely  taken  away* 

II.  In  return,  his  Imperial  Majefly  fhall  yield  to  the 
ICing  of  Sicily  the  ifland  and  kingdom  of  Sardinia,  in 
the  fame  concUtion  wherein  he  fhall  receive  it  from  the 
Catholic  King,  and  fhall  renounce  all  rights  and  in- 
tcreib  in  the  faid  kingdom,  for  himfelfi  his  heirs  and 
fuccefTors,  ,of  both  fexes,  in  favour  of  the  King  of 
Sicily,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  that  he  may  hereafter 
perpetually  poffefs  the  fame  with  the  tide  of  a  kingdom, 
and  all  other  honours  annexed  to  the  royal  dignity,  in 
the  fame  nrianner  as  he  poffeffed  the  kingdom  of 
Sicily ;  on  condition,  neverthelefs,  that  the  reverlioil  of 
the  faid  kingdom  of  Sardinia  fhall  be  rcferved  to  the 
crown  of  Spain,  whenever  it  may  happen  that  the  King- 
of  Sicily  fhall  be  without  heirs  male,  and  all  the 
Houfe  of  Savoy  fhall  likewife  be  deftitute  of  heiri 
male ;  but  in  the  fame  manner  altogether  as  the  faid 
ly verfion  w^  fetded  and  ordained  for  the  kingdom  of 
Sicily  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht,  and  by  the  a6t  o£ 
ceQion  in  purfuance  thereof  made  by  die  King  of 
Spain. 

III.  His  Imperial  Majefly  fhall  confirm  to  the  King 
of  Sicily  all  the  ceflions  made  to  him  by  the  treaty 
figned  at  Turin,  the  8th  day  of  November  1703,  as 
well  of  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Montferrat,  as  of 
the  provinces,  cities,  towns,  caftles,  lands,  places, 
rights,  and  revenues  of  the  flate  of  Milan,  which  he* 
now  doth  poffefs,  in  the  manner  wherein  he  afhially 
doth  poffefs  them ;  and  he  will  flipulate  for  himfel^ 
his  defqendants,  and  fucceffors,  that  he  never  will  dil^ 
turb  him,  his  heirs  or  fucceflbrs,  in  the  pofleffion. 
aforefaid;  on  condition,  neverthelefs,  that  all  other 
claims  and  pretenfions  which  he  may  poflibly  make  in 
virtue  of  the  faid  treaty  fhall  be  and  remain  void. 

IV.  His  Imperial  Majefly  fhall  acknowledge  the 
right  of  die  King  of  Sicily,  and  his  Houfe,  to  fucceed 
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krimcdiately  to  the  kingdom  of  Spain  aftd  .  of  thi 
Indies^  in  cafe  of  the  failure  of  King  Philip  V.  im 
his  pofterity,  in  manner  as  is  fetded  by  the  renuncia 
tions  of  the  Cadiolic  King,  the  Duke  of  Berry,  an< 
the  Duke  of  Orleans,  and  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht 
and  his  Imperial  Majefty  Ihall  promife,  as  well  fb 
himfelf  as  for  his  fucceflbrs  and  defcendant^,  that  a 
no  dme  he  will  direftly  or  indiredlly  oppc;fe,  or  an; 
*ray  aft  contrary  to  the  fame.  It  is  declared,  never- 
diefcfs,  that  no  Prince  of  the  Houfc  of  Savoy,  wb 
fliall  fucceed  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  may  poflels  at  th< 
feme  time  any  province  or  dominion  on  the  contincn 
of  Italy,  and  that  in  fuch  cafe  thofe  provinces  Ihall  de 
▼olve  to  the  collateral  Princes  of  that  Houfe  who  flial 
fiKiceed  therein,  one  after  another,  according  to  tb 
proximity  of  blood. 

V.  His  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sidlj 
ftall  give  mutual  guarandes  for  all  the  kingdoms  am 
provinces  which  they  adlually  poflefs  in  Italy,  o 
which  fhall  accrue  to  them  by  virtue  of  this  prefcn 
treaty* 

VI.  His  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily 
immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  o 
thefe  conventions,  fhall  put  in  execution  all  and  ever] 
the  conditions  therein  contained,  and  that  within  th 
fpsLCc  of  two  months  at  the  farthcft :  and  the  inftni- 
ments  of  the  ratifications  of  the  faid  conventions  Ihal 
be  exchanged  at  London  within  two  months  from  dn 
day  of  figning,  or  fooner  if  pofTible.  And  immedi- 
ately after  the  previous  execution  of  the  faid  condi 
tions,  their  minifters  and  plenipotentiaries  by  thenn  U 
be  named  ftiall,  in  the  place  of  congrefs  they  fhal 
^ree  upon,  with  all  fpeed  feverally  fettle  the  othc! 
points  of  their  particular  peace,  under  the  mediatioi 
of  the  three  contrafting  Powers. 

His  above-named  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majeft] 
being  extremely  inclined .  to  promote  the  peace  pro 
pofed,  and  to  avert  the  dreadful  calamities  of  war,  anc 

on 
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bat  of  his  fincere  defire  td  fettle  an  univerlal  pacific' 
iati6n>  hath  accepted  the  afore-mentioned  convcntiohs, 
and  all  and  fingular  the  articles  thereof,  and  hereby 
doth  a<x:ept  the  fame,  and  accordingly  has  entered  imrt 
a  particuhr  treaty  with  the  three  Powers  ^orefaidj  on 
tlK  foll6wing  conditions. 

i.  That  there  be  and  remain  between  his  Sa^ 
cred  Imperial  CathoKc  Majefty,  his  Sacred  Royal 
Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  his  Sacred  Royal  and  moffi 
Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  and 
their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  a  moft  ftriA  alliance,  in 
\artuc  whereof  each  of  them  are  bound  to  prefervc 
the  dominions  and  fubjedls  of  the  others,  as  likewilb 
to  maintain  peace,  to  promote  mutually  the  mterefts 
pf  the  others  as  their  own,  and  to  prevent  and  repel 
$dl  damages  and  injuries  whatfoever. 

II.  The  treaties  made  at  Utrecht  and  Baden  Ihall 
remain  in  their  ftill  ftrength  and  force,  and  Ihall  be  a 
part  of  this  treaty,  thoie  articles  excepted  from  which 
It  has  been  judged  for  the  public  good  to  depart  5  as 
JikeMnfe  thofe  articles  of  the  Utrecht  treaties  excepted, 
which  were  abolifhed  by  the  treaty  of  Baden.  The 
treaty  of  alliance  made  at  Weflminfter,  the  25th  day 
cf  May  1716,  between  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  and  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  as  likewife  the  treaty  made  at  the  Hague  the 
4th  day  of  Januaiy  1717,  between  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  States 
General  of  the  Unittd  Provinces,  fhall  neverthclels 
femain  in  foil  force  in  every  particular. 

III.  His  Sacred  Britannic  Majefty,  as  likewife  his 
Sacred  moft  Chriftian  Majefty^,  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  do  cove- 
nant for  themfeives,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  that  they 
never  will,  dii  etUy  or  indireftly,  difturb  his  Sacred  Im- 
perial and  Catholic  Majefty^  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs, 
in  any  of  his  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  provinces, 

3  which 
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'  ^hich  he  poflefles  by  virtue  of  the  treaties  of  Utrcch; 
9nd  Baden>  or  which  he  (hall  gain  pofleflion  of  bjr 
virtue  of  this  prefent  treaty.  On  the  contrary,  they 
both  will  and  ought  to  defend  and  guaranty  the  pro* 
yinces,  kingdoms,  and  jurildi(5tions,  which  he  now 
poflefles,  or  which  ftiall  ^tccrue  to  him  in  virpue  of  tht; 
treaty^  as  well  in  Germany  as  in  the  Netherlands  and 
in  Italy ;  and  they  promife  that  they  will  defend  the 
feid  kingdoms  and  provinces  of  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
diolic  Majefty,  againft  all  and  fingular  who  'may  at- 
tempt to  invade  the  fame  in  a  hoflile  manner:  and 
diat  they  both  will  and  ought,  when  the  cafe  happens, 
to  fumifli  hirn  with  fuch  fuccours  as  he  Ihall  need, 
according  to  the  conditions  and  repartition  which  they 
have  agreed  upon  as  hereafter  mentioned.  In  like 
fnjuiner  their  Royal  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefties  and  the  States  General  exprefsly  bind  them- 
felv^s,  that  they  will  not  at  any  time  ^ve  or  grant  any 
proteftion  or  refuge,  in  any  part  of  their  dominions,  to 
the  fubjedh  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefly. 
who  afltually  are,  or  hereafter  fhall  be  by  him  declareq 
rebels ;  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  fhall  be  found  in  their 
Jcingdoms,  provinces,  or  dominions,  they  fincerely 
promife  that  they  will  take  efFcftual  care  to  expel  them 
out  of  their  territories,  within  eight  days  aftpr  applica* 
tion  made  by  his  Imperial  Majefly. 

IV.  On  the  other  hand,  his  Sacred  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefly,  his  Sacred  Royal  Britannic  Majefly^ 
and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  pro- 
mife for  themfclves,  their  heirs  and  flicceflbrs,  that 
they  never  will,  direftly  or  indireftly,  difturb  his  Sacred 
mofl  Chriflian  Majefly,  in  any  of  his  dominions  to  the 
crown  of  France  now  belonging.  On  the  contrary, 
they  will,  and  ought  to  guard  and  defend  the  fame 
againfl  all  ^and  fingular  who  may  attempt  to  invade 
,  them  in  a  hoflile  manner,  and  in  that  cafe  diey  will  and 
ought  to  fumifli  fuch  fuccours  as  his  mofl  Chriflian 
Majefly  fhall  want,  according  as  hereafter  is  agreed 
upon.

His  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty,  his  S» 
cred  Royal  M^efty  of  Great  Britam,  and  die  Lord$ 
4he  States  General^  do  likewife  proHnoTe  and  oblige 
themfeves,  that  they  will,  and  ought  to  maintain,  guaV 
ranty,  and  defend  the  right  of  fucceflion  in  the  kingr 
dom  of  France,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  treaties 
made  at  Utrecht,  the  i  ith  day  of  April  17 1 3,  obliging 
thcmfelves  to  ftand  by  the  faid  fucceflion  plainly  ac** 
cording  to  the  form  of  the  renunciation  made  by  the 
King  of  Spain,  the  5th  day  of  November  171^,  and 
by  a  fblemn  ad  accepted  in  the  general  aflembly  of  tht 
JStates  of.  Spain,  the  9th  day  o?  the  month  and  year 
ftforefaid,  which  thereupon  pafled  inro  a  law  the  1 8  th 
pf  March  17 13,  and  laftly  was  eftablifhed  and  fetded 
by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht :  and  this  they  fhall  perform 
againft  all  perfons  whatfoever  who  may  prefume  t5 
difturb  the  order  of  the  laid  fucceflion,  in  contradiftion 
to  the  previous  afts,  and  treaties  fubfcquerit  there* 
upon.  To  which  end  they  fliall  fomifli  the  fuccours 
according  to  the  reparririon  agreed  on  below.  Far- 
ther, when  the  matter  may  require  it,  they  Ihall  defend 
the  faid  order  of  fucceffion  with  all  their  forces,  by 
likewife  declaring  war  againft  him  who  may  attempt 
to  infringe  or  impugn  the  fame. 

Moreover,  his  Imperial  Royal  Catholic  Majefly,  and 
his  Royal  Britannic  Majefty,  and  the  States  General, 
do  likewife  promife  that  they  will  not  at  any  time 
give  or  grant  any  proteftion  or  refuge  in  their  domi-» 
nions  to  the  fubjefts  of  his  Royal  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty, who  a6hially  are,  or  hereafter  fliall  be  declared 
rebels ;  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  ftiall  be  found  in  their 
kingdoms,  provinces,  and  dominions,  they  fliall  com-^ 
marid  them  to  depart  the  fame  within  the  fpace  of 
eight  days  after  application  made  by  the  faid  King. 

V.  His  Sacred  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty, as  alfo  his  Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  do  bind  them- 
fclves,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  to  maintain  and  gua- 
ranty the  fucceflion  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain; 

as 
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«s  eftabliihed  by  the  laws  of  that  kingdom^  in  die 
Houie  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  now  reigning^  as  like- 
mUk  to  defend  all  the  dominions  and  provinces  pof^ 
&fied  by  his  Majeity*  And  they  ihall  not  give  or 
grant  any  prote6tion  or  refuge,  in  any  part  of  their 
dominions^  to  the  perfon,  or  his' defendants,  if  he 
jBJa^vild  have  any,  who  .during  the  iife  of  James  11.  took 
<Mi  him  the  tide  of  Prince  of  Wales,  and  fince  the 
^eath  of  that  King,  alTumed  the  royal  title  of  King  of 
Great  Britain.  Promiling  alike  for  theaifelves,  dieir 
heirs  and  fucceiibrs,  that  they  will  not  give  to  the 
laid  perfbn  or  his  defcendants,  diredlly  or  indirefUy^ 
by  lea  or  by  land,  ax^  fuccour,  counfel,  or  aififtance 
whatfoever,  either  in  money,  armsy  military  .fl:ores> 
fhips,  foidiers,  mariners,  or  any  other  manner  what^i- 
Ibcver.  The  fainc  they  fhall  obferve  with  regard  to 
thofe  who  may  be  ordered  or  commiflioned  by  die 
laid  perfon  or  his  defcendants  to  diflxirb  the  govern-- 
ment  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  the  tranquillity  of 
his  kingdom,  whether  by  open  war  or  clandeftine  con- 
Ipiracies,  by  raifing  feditions  and  rebellions,  or  by  ex- 
crcifmg  piracy  on  his  Britannic  Majefly's  fubjefts  j  in 
which  laft  cafe  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Ma- 
jefly  doth  promifc,  that  he  will  in  no  wife  allow  that 
there  be  any  receptacle  granted  to  fuch  pirates  in  his 
ports  in  the  Netherlands  :  the  fame  do  his  Sacred 
moft  Chriltian  Majefty  and  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces  ftipulate,  with  regard  to  the  ports 
in  their  refpcftive  dominions.  As,  on  the  other  hand, 
his  Britannic  Majefty  doth  promife,  that  he  will  refiife 
any  refuge  in  the  ports  of  his  kingdoms  to  pirates  in- 
fefting  the  fubjccls  of  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Royal 
Catholic  Majefty,  of  his  Sacred  Royal  moft  Chriftian 
Majefty?-,  or  of  the  Lords  the  States  General.  I^aftly, 
his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  his  Sacred 
Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majeft}'',  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General,  oblige  thcmfclves,  that  they  never  will 
give  any  refuge  or  proteftion,  in  any  part  of  their  do- 
ipinieas,  to  fuch  of  liis  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjeds  as 
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adhially  are,  or  hereafter  fhall  be  declared  rebels  ;  and 
in  cafe  ahy  fuch  Ihall  be  found  in  any  of  dicir  king- 
doms, provinces,  or  dominions,  they  ftiall  command 
them,  within  eight  days  after  application  made  by  the 
faid  King,  to  depart  out  of  their  territories.  And  if 
it  ihpuld  happen  that  his  Sacred  Britannic  Majeftjr 
(hould  be  inv^ed  in  any  part  in  a  hofkile  manner,  his 
Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefly,  as  likewife  his 
Royal  rnqft  Chriftian  Majefly,  and  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Provinces,  do  oblige  themfelves  in  that 
cafe  to  fiimiih  the  fuccours  hereafter  fpccified.  The 
fame  they  are  to  do  in  favour  of  his  delcendants,  if  ever 
it  fhould  happen  that  they  fhould  be  diflrurbed  in  the 
fucceflion  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain.

VI.  His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  and 
their  Royal  Britannic  and  mofl:  Chriftian  Majeftiesj^ 
do  bind  themfelves,  their  heirs,  and  fucce:flbrs  to  pro- 
tect and  guaranty  all  the  dominions,  jurifdiftions,  and 
provinces,  which  die  Lords  the  States  General/ of  the 
United  Provinces  aftually  poflefs,  againft  all  perfons 
Ti^hatfoever  who  may  difturb  or  invade  them,  promifing 
to  fumifh  them  in  fuch  cafe  with  the  fuccours  hereafter 
mentioned.     His  Impciial  and  Royal' Catholic  Ma- 
jefty, and  their  Royal  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian 
JMajefties,  likewife  oblige  themfelves,  that  they  will 
give  no  refuge  or  protedlicn,  in  any  of  their  kingdoms, 
lo   the   fubjefts  of  the  States  General,  who  are,  or 
iiereafter  fhall  be  declared  rebels ;  and   if  any  fuch 
Ihall  be  found  in  any  of  their  kingdoms,  dominions, 
or  provinces,  they  will  take  care  to  fend  diem  out  of 
^eir  dominions  within  the  fpace  of  eight  days  after 
Application  made  by  the  Republic. 

VII.  When  it  ftiall  happen  that  any  one  of  the  ft)ur 
contrafting  Powers  ftiall  be  invaded  by  any  other 
Prince  or  State,  or  difturbed  in  the  pofleffion  of  their 
kingdoms  or  dominions,  by  the  violent  dctentio;i  of, 
their  fubjedls,  ftiips,  goods,  or  merchandize,  by  fea  oj 
by  land,  then  the  dirce  reniaining  Powers  .ft^Jl*  4S  fqoa" 

as 
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as  they  are  required  thereto,  ufe  their  good  ofiBices  that 
the  party  fufFering  may  have  fatisfaftion  for  the  .da* 
mage  and  injury  received,  and  that  the  aggreflbr  may 
abftain  from  the  profecution  of  his  hoftility.  But 
when  thefe  friendly  ofHces  for  reconciliation  and  pro- 
curing fatis&6tion  and  reparation  to  the  injured  party 
fhall  have  proved  infufficient,  in  that  cafe  the  hig^ 
allies,  within  two  months  after  application  made^  fhall 
furnifli  the  party  invaded  with  the  following  fuccourst 
jointly  or  feparately :  viz. 

His  Imperial  and  Royal  Cathojic  Majefly,  S^ooo 
foot,  and  4,000  horfe. 

His  Britannic  Majefly,  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  horfe. 

His  mofl  Chriflian  Majefly,  8,000  foot,  and  4,000 
horfe. 

And  the  Lords  the  States  General,  4,000  foot,  and 
2,000  horfe. 

But  if  the  Prince  or  party  injured,  inflead  of  fol- 
diers,  chufes  rather  fhips  of  war,  or  tranfports,  or 
lubfidies  in  money  (which  is  left  to  his  difcretion),  in 
that  cafe,  the  fhips  or  money  defired  fhall  be  granted 
him  in  proportion  to  the  charge  of  the  foldiers  to  b« 
furnifhed.  And,  that  all  ambiguity  with  regard  to  die 
calculation  and  charge  of  fuch  fums  may  be  taken 
away,  it  is  agreed  that  i  ,000  foot  by  the  month,  fhall 
be  reckoned  at  1 0,000  florins  of  Holland,  and  i  ,000 
horfe  fhall  be  reckoned  at  30,000  florins  of  Holland 
by  the  months  the  fame  proportion  being  obferved 
with  refpeft  to  the  fhips. 

When  the  above-named  fuccours  fhall  be  found 
IlifufEcient  for  the  necefTity  impending,  the  contra6ting 
Powers  fhall  without  delay  agree  on  contributing  more 
ample  fupplies.  And  farther,  in  cafe  of  exigency^* 
they  fhall  affift  their  injured  ally  with  all  their  forces, 
and  declare  war  againft  the  aggrefTor.  ^ 

VIII.  The  Princes  and  States  upon  whom  the  cpn-' 
trafting  Powers  fhall  unanimoufly  agree,  may  accede 
So  this  treaty ;  and  the  King  of  Portugal  by  name. 

This  treaty  fhall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  their

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ImperiaF,  Briomruc^  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  ami 
by  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States 'General  of  ' 
the  United  Provirtces,  and  the  inftrunients  of  ratifica- 
tion (hall  be  exchanged  at  London,  and  reciprocally 
delivered  within  the  fpace  of  two  months,  or  fooncr,  \£ 
jx>f{Ible. 

In  witnefs  whereof  we  the  under-written  (being  fur- 
nifhed  with  full  powers,  which  have  been  mutually 
connimunicated>  and  the  copies  whereof  having 
been  in  due  form  by  us  collated  and  examined 
with  the  originals,  are  word  for  word  inferted,;tt 
the  end  of  this  inftrument)  have  fubfcribcd  thjU 
prcfent  treaty, '  and  thereto  put  our  feals.     Done

*  Separate  and  Secret  Articles. 

!•  WHEREAS  die  moft  Serene  and  moft  iPbtcnt 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Serehe  and  moft 
'iPoteht  the  nioft  Chriftian  King,  as  likewife  the  Hi^ 
vA  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  between  them 
this  day  concluded  and  ligned,  have  agreed  on  cer* 
tim  conditions,  whereby  a  peace  may  be  made  be- 
'^tfween  the  moft  Serehe  and  moft  Potent  Emperor  of 
the  Romans,  and  -  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
King  of  Spain,  as  alio  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
Majefty  afbrefaid,  awl  the  King  of  Sicily  (whom 
hereafter  it  is  diought  fit  to  call  the  King  of  Sardinia) 
whichxoi^tions  they  have  communicated  to  the  three 
P|Thces  afbrefaid,  as  a  bafis  of  the  peace  to  be  efta- 
•bKlhcd  bctwetti  them.    His  Sacred  Imperial   Ma- 
je^,  being  moved  by  tihe  moft  weighty  reaibns  which 
induced  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  Chriftian' 
King,  and '  the  Stides  General  aforefaid,  to  take  upon 
themfdves  fo  great  and  fo  wholefome  a  work,  and, 
yielding  to  their  circumlpeft  and  urgent  counfels  and 
perfua£ons,  declares-  that  he  doth  accept  the  faid  con- 
editions  or  articles,  none  of  them  excepted,  as  fixed  and 
Tnimutable  conditions,  according  to  which  he  agrees 
to  conclude  a  perpetual  peace  with  the  King  of  Spain 
'and  the  King  of  Sardinia. 

II.  But  becaiife  the  King  of  Spain  and  the  Ki^g  of 
Sardinia  have  not  yet  confented  to  the  faid  conditions, 
his  Imperial  Majdfty,  as  likewife  their  Royal  Britannic 
and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  States  General 
afbrefaid^  have  agreed  to  allow  them,  for  confenting 
tiictreto,  the^fpace  of  three  months,  to  be  computed 
'from  the  day  of  figning  this  prefent  treaty,  as  judging 
this  interval  Df  thne  fufficient  for  thpm  duly  to  weigh 
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(tfB  iaid  conditions^  and  finally  determine  and  declare 
themfelves  whether  they  are  willing  to  accept  them  as 
fixed  zod  inimutable  conditions  of  their  pacificati6h 
ynth  his  Imperial  Majefty,  as  from  their  piety  and 
prudence  it  may  be  hoped  they  will  do,  and>  following 
;the  example  ot  his  Imperial  Majefty^  that  they  w^ 
be  induc^  jtQ  (noderate  their  paflions,  and  out  of  r^- 
gaetd  to  humamtyj  that  diey  will  prefer  the  public 
tranquillir^  to  their  own  private  opinions ;  and  at  die 
^^uj^c  'rime  hot  only  ^are  the  '  efl^on  of  their  oWn 
pkoRk'/S  blood)  but  avert  the  calamities  of  war  from 
the  odier  narions  of  Europe :  to  which  end  their  Bri- 
tannic and'moft  Chriftian  Majefties^  and  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  will  jointly  aiid 
ieparatchr  contribute  their  mod  effeAual  offices  for  in- 
clinjng  me  iai^' Princes  to  fuch  an  acceptation. 

JU.  But  if,  contrary  to  all  expeftation  of  the  parries 
idiove  contraAing,  and  the  wifhes  of  all  Europe,  tiic 
^ing  of  Spsun,  and  the  King  of  Sardinia^  4fter  the 
4erm  of  three  months  elapfed,  fhould  decline  to  ac- 
cept, the  faid  conditions  of  pacificadon  propofed  be- 
.twixt  them  and  his  Imperial  Majefty,  lince  it  b  not 
reafon^le  that  the  tranquillity  of  Europe  Ihould  de- 
pend upon  their  refufal,  or  private  defigris,  their .  Bri- 
.tannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  States 
.general,  do  prooiife  that  thiy  will  join  their  forces 
wiidi.thoie  of  Jiis  Imperial  Majcfty,  in  order  to  com- 
pel them  to.  the  acceptance  and  (execution  of  the  •afore- 
laid  condidpns.  To  which  end  they  will  &rniih  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  jointly  and  feparately,  with  the  felf- 
lan>e  fuccours  which  they  have  agreed  upon  for  their 
reciprocal  defence,  by  the  fevcnth  article  of  the  treaty 
figned  this  day,  unanimouOy  confenting  that  the  moft 
Cnnftian  King  fhall,  inftead  of  foldiers,  contribute  his 
Quota  in  money.  And  if  the  fuccours  foccifitd  in  thtf 
'faid  levendi  article  ihall  not  be  fufficient  for  compafling 
the  "end  propofed,  then  the  four  contracting  parries 
ihdl  without  delay  agree  of  more  ample  fuccours  to 
be  fijmifhed.to  his  Imperial  Majeft;yi-and  ^all  con- 
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'  tinue  the  fame  till  his  Imperial  Majefly  Ihall  have  re- 
duced the  kingflom  of  Sicily,  and  till  his  kingdoms 
and  provinces  in  Italy  fliall  enjoy  fiill  fecurity.  It  is 
farther  agreed,  and  that  in  exprefs  words,,  that  if,  by 
reafon  of  the  fuccours  which  their  Britannic  and  mbft 
Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  Lords  the  States  Generaly 

.  fliall  furnifli  to  his  Imperial  Majefly,  by  virtue  and  in 
execution  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the  Kings  of  Spain 
and  Sardinia,  or  either  of  them,  fhall  declare  or  wage 
war  againft  any  one  of  the  faid  cohtraftors,  eit!M!r  by 
attacking  them  in  their  dominions,  or  by  vi6lefl^ 
detaining  their  fubjefts  or  Ihips,  their  goods  and  mer- 
chandizes, by  fca  or  land,  in  that  cafe  the  two  other 
of  the  contrading  Powers  fhall  immediately  declare 
war  againfl  the  faid  Kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia^  or 
againft'  him  of  the  two  Kings  who  fhalf  have  de- 
nounced or  waged  war  againft  any  one  -  of  the   faid 

'  contrafting  Powers;  nor  fhall  they  lay  down  their 
arms  before  the  Emperor  fhall  be  pofTefled  of  Sicily^ 
and  made  fecure  widi  regard  to  his  kingdoms  and 
provinces  in  Italy,  and  likewife  juft  fatisfadtion  ihaU 

■  be  given  to  him  of  the  three  contrafting  Powers  who 

-  fhall  have  been  invaded  or  fufFered  damage  by  reafon 

•  of  the  prefent  treaty, 

IV.  When  only  one  of  the  two  Kings  aforcfaid, 
'  who  have  not  yet  confented  to  the  conditions  of  peace 

to  be  made  with  his  Imperial  Majefty,  fhall  accept 
them,  he  likewife  fhall  join  himfelf  with  the  four  con- 
'  trading  Powers,  to  compel  him  that  fhall  refiife  the 
faid  conditions,  and  fhall  furnifh  his  quota  of  fuccours 
accoi-ding  to  the  diftribution  to  be  made  thereupon. 

V.  If  the  Catholic  King,  out  of  regard  to  the  public 
good,  and  a  perfuafion  that  an  exchange  of  the  king- 
doms of  Sicily  and  Sardinia  is  necefTary  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  general  peace,  fhall  ^ree  thereto,  and 

.  embrace  the  conditions  of  peace  to  be  made  with  the 
Emperor  as  above  -,  and  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  King 
of  Sardinia  fhall  rejed  fuch  an  exchange^  and  pcrfift 

ID 
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ip  retaining  Sicily,  in  that  cafe  the  King  of  Spain  fhall 
itftorc  Sardinia  to  the  Emperor,  who  (faving  his  fu- 
preme  doniinion  over  it)  ftiall  put  the  fame  into  the 
cuftody  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain, 
and  of  the  Lords  the  States  General,  for  lb  long  time, 
till  Sicily  being  reduced,  the  King  of  Sardinia  ftiall 
fign  the  above-menrioned  conditions  of  a  treaty  with 
tjit  Emperor,  and  fhall  agree  to  accept  the  kingdom 
of  Sarcfinia  as  an  equivalent  for  the  kingdom  of 
Sicily ;  which  being  done,  he  fhall  be  admitted  into 
the  pofleffion  thereof  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  States  General.  But  if  his  Imperial  Majefly 
fhould  not  be  able  to  conquer  Sicily,  and  reduce  it 
under  his  power,  in  that  cafe  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  States  General,  fhall  reflore  to  him  the 
kingdom  of  Sardinia  j  and  in  the  mean  time  his  Im- 
perial Majefly  fhaU  enjoy  the  revenues  of  the  faid 
kingdonn,  which  fhall  exceed  the  charge  of  keeping 
it. 

VI.  But  in  cafe  the  King  of  Sardinia  fhall  confent 
^o  the  faid  exchange,  and  the  King  of  Spain  fhall  re- 
fule,  in  this  cafe  the  Emperor,  being  aided  by  the  fuc- 
cours  of  the  refl  of  the  contraftors,  fhall  attack  Sar- 
dinia; with  which  fuccours  they  on  their  part  promife 
to  furnifh  him ;  as  the  Emperor  promilcs  on  his  part, 
that  he  will  not  lay  down  his  arms  till  he  fliall  have 
pofiefled  himfelf  of  the  whole  kingdom  of  Sardinia, 
which  immediately  after  fuch  poffefTion  he  fhall  give  up 
to  the  King  of  Sardinia. 

VII.  But  if  both  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia 
fliall  oppofe  the  exchange  of  Sicily  and  Sardinia,  the 
Emperor,  together  with  the  fuccours  cf  the  allies, 
ftiall  in  the  firil  place  attack  Sicily,  and  having  reduced 
it,  he  fliall  turn  his  arms  againfl  Sardinia,  with  fuch  a 
number  of  forces,  befides  the  fuccours  of  the  allies,  as 
he  fhall  judg6  necefTary  for  both  expeditions :  and, 
"having  likewife  reduced  Sardinia,  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty  fhall  commit  the  cuflody  thereof  to  the  King  of 
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Great  Britauii  and  to  the  Lords  the  St^s  General, 
till  the  King  of  Sardmia  fhall  have  (igned  the  condi- 
tions of  peace  to  be  made  with  the  Emi)erbr,  and 
{hall  confent  to  accept  the  kingdom  of  Sardinia  as  itii 
cqtiivalent  for  the  kingdom  ot  Sicily,  which  then  is  to 
be  delivered  up  to  him  by  his  Britannic  Majefty  and 
the  States  General ;  and  in  the  mean  dme  ms  Impife- 
rial  Majefty  (hall  enjoy  the  revenues  of  that  kingdofnj 
which  fhall  exceed  the  charge  of  keeping  it. 

VIII.  In  cafe  the  Catholic  King  and  the  King  of 
Sardinia,  or  either  of  them,^fhall  refufe  to  accept  and 
execute  the  abovefaid  conditions  of  peace  to  theih 
propofed,  and  for  that  reafon  the  four  contrafting 
Powers  ftiould  be  compelled  to  proceed  againft  than, 
or  either  of  them, ,  by  open  force  5  it  is  exprefsly  co- 
venanted, that  dip  Emperor  (what  progrefs  focvcr  his 
arms  may  make  agaii^  the  fwl  two  Kings,  or  otlier 
of  them)  fhall  be  content,  and  ought  to  acquiefce  in 
the  advantages,  by  mutual  confent  allotted  to  him  in 
the  faid  conditions,  power  neverthelcife  being  referred 
to  his  Imperial  Majefly  of  refcbvering  die  rights  which 
he  pretends  to  liave  over  that  part  of  die  dutchy  of 
Milan,  which  the  King  of  Sardinia  now  poi&£R»)^ 
either  by  war,  or  by  a  treaty  of  peace  fubfequent  upon 
fuch  war  j  power  being  likewife  refervcd  to  the  ouier 
three  allies,  in  cafe  fuch  a  war  fhould  be  undertaken 
againft  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia,  to  agree  with 
his  Imperial  Majefty  in  appointmg  fome  other  Prince, 
in  whofe  favour  his  Imperial  Majefty  may  di^fe  of 
that  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Montferrat,  how  poflefled 
by  the  King  of  Sardinia,  in  exclufion  of  the  faid  Kings 
and  to  what  other  Prince  or  Princes  he  may,  with  the 
fronfent  of  the  empire,  grant  the  letters  of  expcftativc% 
containing  the  eventual  inveftiturc  of  the  ftaces  now 

g^flfefTed  by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  by  ^p 
uke  of  Parma  and  Placentia,  in  exclufion  of  the 
ions  of  the  prefent;  Queen  of  Spain.  This  declara- 
tion being  added,  that  in  rioujne  or  cafe  whatfbcvas 
cither  his  Imperial  Majefly,  or  any  Prince  of  the 
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Houfe  of  Auftria,  who  IhaU  poflcfs  the  kmg!doiro» 
dominions)  and  provinces  of  Italy,  may  aiTert  or  gain 
to  luo^felf  the  faul  dutchies  of  Tufcany  and  l^sJan^^. 

IX.  But  if  his  Imperial  Majefty,  after  his  efibrts 
by  a  fufficient  number  of  forces,  and  the  fuccours  and 
other  means  of  the  allies,  and  by  ufing  all  convenient 
diligence,  (hould  not  be  able  by  arms  to  fubdue,  or  to 
efts^lifli  himfelf  in  the  pofieffion  of  Sicily,  the  con* 
trafting  Powers  do  agree  and  declare,  that  his  Imperial 
Majefty  is,  and  fhall  be  in  that  cafe,  altogether  free 
and  diicharged  from  every  oblifi;ation  entered  into  by 
this  treaty,  of  agreeing  tp  ms^e  a  peace  with  the 
Kings  of  Spain  and  Saidinia,  on  the  conditions  above- 
mentioned.  All  other  the  articles  of  this  treaty  never- 
thelefs  to  remain  good,  which  mutually  regard  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  their  Britannic  and  moft  Chrifiian 
Ma)efties,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Netherlands.  * 

X.  However,  as  the  fecurity  and  tranquillity  of 
Europe  is  the  end  and  fcope  of  the  renunciations  to 
be  made  b^  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  by  his  Catholic 
Majefty,  tor  diemfelves,  their  defendants,  and  fuc« 
ceffi>rs,  of  all  pretenfions  to  the  kingdom  of  Spain, 
and  the  Indies,  on  the  one  part ;  and  on  the  kingdoms^i 
dominions,  and  provinces  of  Italy,  and  the  Auftrian 
Nedierlands,  on  the  other  part ;  the  faid  renunciations . 
fhall  be  made,  on  the  one  and  the  other  patt,  in  man- 
ner and  form  as  in  the  fecond  and  fourth  articles  of 
the  conditions  of  a  peace  to  be  made  between  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  and  his  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  has 
been  agreed.  And  though  the  Catholic  King  fhould 
refufe  to  accept  the  aforefaid  conditions,  the  Emperor 
neverthdefs  fhall  caufe  the  inftrumcnts  of  his  renuiv- 
dadon  to  be  difpatched,  the  publicadon  whereof  fliail 
however  be  deferred  till  die  day  of  figning  the  peace 
with  the  Cadiolic  King.  And  if  the  Catholic  King 
ihould  conftantly  perftft  in  rejefling  the  faid  peace^  his' 
Imperial  Majefty  n^vertheleis,  at  the  time  when  the

ratifications  of  this  treaty  ftiall  be  exchanged,  "fliajl  de- 
liver to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  a  folemn  a6t  of  the 
faid  renunciations,  which  his  Britannic  Majefty,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  common  agreement  of  the  contraAing 
Powers,  doth  promife  fhall  not  be  'exliibited  to  the . 
moil  Chriftian  King  before  his  Imperial  Majefty  fhall 
come  into  the  pofleflion  of  Sicily.  But  that  being 
obtained,  then  the  exhibition,  as  well  as  publication  of 
the  faid  aft  of  his  Imperial  Majefty's  renunciations, 
fhall  be  performed  upon  the  firft  demand  of  the  mo(l 
Chriftian  King.  And  thofe  renunciations  fhall  take 
place,  whether  the  Catholic  King  fhall  fign  the  peace 
with  the  Emperor  or  no ;  by  reafon  that,  in  this  laft 
cafe,  the  guaranty  of  the  contrafting  parties  fhall  be 
to  the  Emperor  in  lieu  of  that  fecurity  which  otherwifc 
die  renunciations  of  the  Catholic  King  wpuld  have 
given  to  his  Imperial  Majefly  for  Sicily,  the  other 
States  of  Italy,  and  the  provinces  of  the  Nether- 
lands. 

^^  XI.  His  Imperial  Majefty  doth  pronnife  that  he  will 
not  attempt  or  enterprife  any  thing  againft  the  Catholic 
King,  or  the  King  of  Sardinia,  or  in  general,  agaioft  the 
neutrality  of  Italy,  in  that  l|^ace  of  three  months  allow- 
ed them  for  accepting  the  conditions  of  their  peace  with 
the  Emperor.  But,  if  within  the  fpace  of  three  mojithsj^ 
th^  Catholic  King,  inftead  of  accepting  the  faid  con- 
ditions, fhall  ratlier  perfiil  in  the  prolecutijig  of  his 
hoftilities  againft  his  Imperial  Majefty  ;  or  if  the  King 
of  Sardinia  fhould  with  arms  attack  tlic  provinces' 
which  the  Emperor  poireiTes  in  Italy,  in  that  cafe  their 
Uritannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  Lords 
the  States  Gen^-ral,  oblige  themfelves  inftandy  to 
fumifh  his  Imperial  Majefty,  for  his  defence,  with  the 
fuccours  whicti,  in  virtue  of  the  treaty  this  day  figned, 
they  have  mutually  agreed  to  lend  one  another  for  their 
•reciprocal  defence ;  and  diat  joindy  or  feparately,  and 
without  waiting  the  expiration  of  the  two  months

'the  treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  concluded 
at  Madrid,  June  13,  N.  S.  172 1. 

IT  having  pleafed  the  Divine  Providence  to  dif- 
\  pofe  the  hearts  of  the  moft  Serene  and  Potent  Princes, 
George,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain, 
France,  and  Ireland,  8z:c.  and  Philip  V.  by  the  grace 
of  God,' King  of  Spain,  the  Indies,  &c.  to  forget 
all  the  grounds  of  diffatisfeftion  and  mifunderftandin^ 
that  have  jgiven  occafion  to  interrupt,  for  fome  time, 
the  friendfhip  and  good  correfpondcnce  which  before 
flouriflied- bfctween  them;  and  their  Britannic  and  Ca- 
.  tholic  Majefties  being  now  defirous  to  renew  and  re- 
cftablifh  them  by  the  ftrongeft  ties,  have  ftipulated 
and  agreed,  by  their  under-written  minifters  pleni- 
potentiary, named  for  that  purpofe,  the  following  ar- 
ticles. 

I.  That,  for  the  future,  there  Hiall  be,  between  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  and  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  as  alfo  be- 
tween their  kingdoms,  dominions,  fovereignties,  fub- 
jedls,  and  vaflals,  a  good,  firm,  and  inviolable  peace, 

and 
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and  a  perptStual  and  fincere  friendfliip,  and  a  general 
oblivion  of  every  thing  that  has  been  done,  on  both 
fides,  upon  occalion  of  the  laft  war. 

II.  The  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce,  concluded 
at  Utrecht  on  the  1 3  th  of  July,  and  the  9th  of  Decem- 
ber, in  the  year  1 7 1 3,  wherein  are  comprehended,  the 
treaty  made  at  Madrid  in  the  year  1667  ^^^  ^he  ce- 
dulas  therein  mentioned,  fhali  remain  ratified  and  con- 
firmed by  the  prefenc  treaty,  except  the  third,  fifth, 
and  eighth  articles  of  the  laid  treaty  of  commerce, 
commonly  called  explanatory  j  which  have  been  an- 
nulled by  virtue  of  another  fubfequent  treaty,  made  at 
Madrid,  the  14th  of  the  month  of  December  17 15, 
between  the  minifters  plenipotentiary,  named  for  ^t 
purpofe,  by  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties, 
which  treaty  remains  likewife  confirmed  and  ratified ; 
as  alfo  the  parriculai-  contraft,  commonly  called  The 
Afiiento,  for  the  importation  of  negro  flaves  into  the 
Spanifh  Indies,  which  was  made  the  26th  of  March, 
in  the  faid  year  1 7 1 3,  in  confcquence  of  the  1 2th  ar- 
ticle of  the  treaty  of  commerce  of  Utrecht ;   and 
likewife  the  treaty  of  declaration,  concerning  that  of 
the  Afliento,  made  the  26th  of  May  1716  :  all  which 
treaties,  mentioned  in  this  article,  with  their  declara- 
tion, (hall  remain  in  their  full  force.  Virtue,  and  \vi- 
gour,  in  every  thing  wherein  they  Ihall  not  be  con- 
trary to  this ;  and,  to  the  end  they  may  have  their 
entire  effeft  and  accomplifhment,  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty  will  caufe  his  circular  orders,  cedulas,  to  be  dif- 
patched  to  his  viceroys,  governors,  and  other  mini- 
fters, to  whom  it  (hall  belong,  of  the  ports  and  towns 
in  America,  that  the  fhips  employed  for  the  traffic  of 
.  negroes  by  the  royal  company  of  Great  Britain  efta- 
blilhed  at  London,  may  be  admitted,  without  hin- 
derance,  to  trade  freely,  and  in  the  fame  manner  as 
they  did   before    the  laft  rupture  between  the  two 
crowns ;  and  the  above-mentioned  cedulas   fhall  be 
delivered  as  foon   as  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent 
treaty  Ihall  have  been  exchanged;  and  at  the  fame 
'   Vol.  II.  P  time 
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time  his  Catholic  Majefty  will  give  his  orders  to  the 
council  of  the   Indies,  that  the  junta,  compofed  of 
minifters  taken  out  of  that  council,  and  appointed  for 
the  cognizance  (exclufive  of  all  others)  ot  the  caufts 
that  refpeft  the  faid  Afliento,  may   again  haivc   its 
courfe,  admit  of,  and  confult  upon  thofe  afiairs>  ac- 
cording to  the  rule  cftablilhed  at  the  time  of  its  ap- 
pointment J  and  as  to  what  regards  the  obfervation  of 
the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce,  circular  orders 
fhall  be  dilpatched  to  all  the  governors  of  Spain,  to  the 
end  that  they  may,  without  any  of  their  interpreta- 
tions, caufe  them  to^be  obferved  and  accomplilhed :  as 
in  like  manner  (hall  be  given,  on  the  part  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefly,  the  orders  which  fhall  be  demanded 
and  judged  necefiary  for  the  accompliihment  of  every 
thing  that  has  been  ftipulated  and  agreed  between  the 
two    crowns    in    the    abjve-mentioned    treaties    of 
Utrecht;  and  particularly  as  to  what  may  not  have 
been  put  in   execution  of  the  points  fettled  by  the 
eighth,  eleventh,  and   fifteenth  articles  of  the  treaty 
of.peace,  which  mention  the  leaving  to  the  Spaniards 
the^ee  commerce  and  navigation  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
and  the  maintaining  the  antient  limits  in  America^  as 
they  were  in  the  time  of  King  Charles  II.  the  free 
cxercife  of  the  Catholic  religion  in  the  ifland  of  Mi- 
norca, afld  the  cod-fifhing  in  the  feas  of  Newfound- 
land ;  as  well  as  with  regard  to  all  the  other  articles 
which  may  not  hitherto  have  been  put  in  execution  on 
the  part  of  Great  Britain. 

IIL  Forafmuch  as  by  the  fevcnth  article  of  the 
treaty  of  commerce  of  Utrecht  it  was  agreed,  that 
all  the  goods  confifcated  at  the  beginning  of  the  for- 
mer war  fhould  be  reftored,  in  regard  the  confifca- 
don  thereof  had  been  made  contrary  to  the  tenor  of 
the  36th  article  of  the  treaty  of  1667,  his  Catholic 
Majefty,  in  like  conformity,  will  order,  that  all  the 
goods,  merchandizes,  money,  fhipsj  and  other  efFcdts, 
which  have  been  feized,  as  well  in  Spain  as  in  the 
Indies,  by  virtue  of  his  orders  of  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember 
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tembcr  1718,  or  of  any  other  fubfequent  orders,  at 
the  rime  before  the  war  was  declared  between  the  two 
crowns,  or  after  it  was  declared,  be  Ipeedily  reftored 
m  their  fame  kind,  as  to  thofe  which  fhall  be  itill  in 
being  5  or,  if  they  are  not,  the  juft  arid  true  Value  of 
them  at  the  time  that  they  were  feized  j  the  valuation 
whereof,  if,  by  omiffion  or  neglcft,  it  was  not  then 
made,  Ihall  be  adjufted  according  to  the  authentic  in- 
formations that  the  owners  fhall  produce  before  the 
ordinary  magiftrates  of  the  towns  and  places  where  the 
feid  efFefts  Ihall  have  been  feized.  And  it  is  certain, 
that  the  orders  of  his  Catholic  Majefly  (although  they 
direftedj  that  inventories  of  thofe  goods  and  tSe£ts 
ihould  be  made  and  drawn  up,  and  accounts  and  dc- , 
clarations  Ihould  be  kept)  have  not,  however,  been 
executed  in  that  manner  in  feveral  places,  it  has  been 
agreed,  that  if  the  proprietors  make  it  appear,  by  legal 
proofe,  informations,  and  other  documents,  tha^  any  of 
them  have  been  omitted  in  the  faid  inventories,  his 
Catholic  Majefty  will  give  exprcls  orders,  that  the 
value  of  thofe  things  wJuch  fhall  have  been  omitted, 
fcc  paid  by  the  treafurers  or  other  perfons,  through 
^hofe  negleft  fuch  omilTions  fhall  have  been  made. 

IV.  It  is  mutually  agreed,  that  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefly fhall  give  order  to  his  governors,  officers,  and 

other  miniflers,  to  whom  it  fhall  belong,  to  cailfe  to 
be  reftored  all  the  goods  and  efFefts  of  the  fubjedU 
of  his  Catholic  Majefly,  which  they  fhall  prove  to 
have  been  feized  and  confifcated  in  the  dominions  of 
his  Britannic  Majefly,  upon  occaflon  of  the  laft  war; 
in  the  fame  manner  as  it  has  been  fettled  in  the  fore- 
going article,  in  favour  of  the  fubjedls  of  his  Britannic 
Majefly, 

V.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  his  Britannic  Majefly  fhall 
Caufe  to  be  reflored  to  his  Catholic  Majefly  all  the 
fhips  of  the  Spanifh  fleet,  which  were  taken  by  that 
of  England,  in  the  naval  battle  that  was  fought  in 
the  month  of  Auguft  17 18,  in  the  feas  of  Sicily  j  with 
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the  guns,  fails,  rigging,  and  other  equipage,  in  the 
condition  they  are  at  prefent;  or  elle  xht  value  of 
diofe  whSch  may  have  been  fold,  at  the  fame  price 
that  the  purchafers  fhall  have  given,  according  to  the 
proofs  and  vouchers :  and  for  the  execution  of  this 
reftitution,  his  Britannic  Majefly  fhall  caufe  the  pro- 
per orders  to  be  difpatched,  immediately  after  the  ra- 
tification of  this  treaty.  It  is  alfo  declared,  diat  the 
other  pretenfions  that  there  may  be,  on  both  fides,  be- 
tween the  two  crowns,  concerning  matters  whereof 
there  is  no  mention  made  in  the  prefent  treaty,  and 
which  are  not  comprehended  in  the  fecond  article 
hereof^  fliall  be  treated  of  at  the  approaching  congrel^ 
of  Cambray. 

VI.  The  prefent  treaty  fliall  have  its  eflTeft  imme- 
diately after  it  fliall  have  been  mutually  ratified ;  and 
the  letters  of  ratification  fliall  be  exchanged  in  fix 
weeks  after  the  figning,  or  fooner,  if  pofliible;  de- 
ferring its  publication  till  the  general  peace  fliall  have 
been  concluded  at  the  congrefs  of  Cambray,  between 
all  the  pa»"jes  concerned ;  or  till  their  Britannic  and 
Catholic  iVIajefl:ies  fliall  have  particularly  agreed  upon 
it. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under-written  minifl:ers 
plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic  Majefl:y  and  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  being  furniflied  with  our  full 
powers,  which  have  been  mutually  communicat- 
ed, and  copies  whereof  fliall  be  here  under  tran- 
fcribed,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty,  and  affixed 
thereto  the  feals  of  our  arms.  Done  at  Madrid, 
the  13th  of  June,  1721.

THE  differences  that  have  happened  betwixt  their 
Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  on  the  one  part,- 
and  his  Catholic  Majefty  on  the  other,  having  not  a 
little  impaired  the  friendfliip  which  they  always  ihewed 
to  one  another,  it  has  been  a  long  time  their  ardent, 
wilh  to  re-eftabliih  the  good  correlpondence  and  fin-, 
cere  amity  which  ought  to  prevail  among  them,  and 
which  will   always  be  the  ftrongeft  fupport  of  the 
greatnefs  to  which  God  has  raifed  them,    and   the 
fiireft  means  to  prefer ve  the  public  tranquillity,  as  well 
as  the  happinefs  and  mutual  advantages  of  their  fub- 
jefts ;  and  it  is  with  a  view  to  cement  and  corrobo- 
rate, if  poflible,  thefe  dilpofitions,  which  are  as  condu- 
cive to  the  mutual  glory  and  fecurity  of  their  crowns, 
as  they  are  conformable  to  the  welfare  and  tranquilli-. 
ty  of  all  Europe,  that  their  Britannic,  moft  ^Chrfilian, 
and  Catholic  Majefties  have  refolved  to  unite  in  icx 
ftriA  a  manner,  that  they  may  aft  hereafter  as  if  they' 
had  only  the  fame  view,  and  the  feme  intereft :  and  for 
this  end  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c. 
having  given  full  powers  to  treat  in  his  name,  to  Wil- 
liam Stanhope,  Efq.  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dra- 
goons, a  member  of  the  parliament  of  Great  Britain, 
and  ambaffador  extraordinary  from  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty. to  the  court  of  the  Catholic  King ;  the  moft 
Serene  the  moft  Chriftian  King   having  given  full 
powers,  for  the  fame  end,  to  John  Baptift  Lewis  An- 
drault  de  Langeron,  Marquis  de  Maulevrier,  lieute- 
nant-general of  his  armies,  commander   and   grand 
croix  of  the  military  order  of  St.  Louis,  his  envoy  ex- 
traordinary to  his  Catholic  Majefty ;  and  the  nrtofl  Se- 
rene King  of  Spain  having  likewife  grapted  his  full 
powers,  for  the  fame  end,  to  Donjofeph  Grimaldj>,* 
knight  of  the  order  of  St.  Jago,  governor  of  Rucira 
and  Auzechal,  a  member  of  the  council  of  the  Indies, 
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and  his  firil  fecretanr  of  (late  and  the  diipatches  -,  thqr 
have  agreed  on  the  following  ardcles. 

L  There  (hall  be  hereafter  and  for  ever  a  ftrift  union 
and  a  fincere  and  lafting  friendfhip  betweeii  the  oioft 
Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  Serene  the 
rtloft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  moft  Serene  King  of 
Spain,  their  kingdoms  and  their  fubjefts,  and  inhabit 
tants  of  the  countries  under  their  dominion  j  fo  that 
the  injuries  or  damages  fufFered  during  the  war,  to 
which  an  end  has  been  put  by  the  acceflion  of  the 
moft  Serene  King  of  Spain  to  the  treaties  of  London, 
dated  the  ad  of  Auguft  17 18,  ftiall  be  buried  in  eter- 
nal oblivion,  and  that  for  the  future  each  fliall  take  the 
fame  care  of  one  another*s  fafety  as  of  his  own,  and  not 
only  in^nn  his  ally  of  the  danger  that  may  threaten 
bim,  but  alfo  oppofe  with  all  his  power  the  injuries 
that  may  be  done  him. 

II.  In  order  to  eftablifti  this  union  and  correlpon^, 
dence  firmly,  and  to  render  it  yet  more  advantageous 
t6  the  crowns  of  their  Britannic,  moft  Cfiriftian,  and 
Catholic  Majefties,  they  promife  and  engage  by  the 
prefent  treaty  of  defenfive  alliances  mutually  to  gua- 
ranty the  kingdoms,  provinces,  ftates,  and  countries 
under  each  other's  dominion,  in  what  part  of  the  world 
foever^  fituate  j  fo  that  if  their  Majeftics  are  attacked, 
contrary  to  what  was  refolved  on  at  the  treaties  of 
Utrecht  and  Baden,  and  contrary  to  the  treaties  of 
London,  and  the  ftipulations  which  Ihall  be  made  at 
Cambray,  they  fhall  mutuaUy  affift  one  another  till  the 
difturbance  is  at  an  end,  or  till  they  are  fatisfied,  by 
the  reparation  of  the  damages  which  they  ihall  have 
fufFered. 

III.  In  purfuance  of  the  foregoing  article,  the  main<> 
tcnance  and  obfervation  of  the  treaties  of  Utrecht^ 
Baden,  London,  and  of  that  which'  is  to  be  made  at 
Gambray,  for  putting  an  end  to  the  differences  that 
arc  to  be  decided  betwixt  the  moft  Serene  King  of 

§  Spain 
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Spain  and  the  Emperor,  Ihall  be  the  chief  aim  of  the 
prefcnt  alliance.  And  to  ftrengthen  it  the  more,  the 
moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  Serene  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  moft  Serene  King  of 
Spain,  fhall  by  cpncert  invite  fuch  Powers  as  diey  mall 
think  fit  to  enter  into  the  prefent  treaty,  for  the  com- 
mon good^  and  for  the  prefervadon  of  the  public  tran- 
quillity. 

IV.  If  it  happen  (which  God  forbid)  that,  contrary 
to  the  faid  treaties  of  Utrecht,  Baden,  London,  or  tl^ 
ftipuladons  of  thofe  which  fhall  be  made  at  Cambrayj 
their  Britannic,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majcfties 
fhould  be  attacked,  or  in  any  manner  difturbed  in  the 
enjoyment  of  their  kingdoms  and  countries,  by  any  po- 
tentate, they  promife  and  engage  to  employ  their  gQod 
offices,  as  foon  as  they  fhall  be  required,  in  order  to 
procure  for  the  party  attacked  fatisfadlioii  for  the 
wrong  done  to  him,  and  to  hinder  th^  aggreflbi^ 
from  continuing  his  hoftilities  j  and  if  it  hzpptn  that 
his  good  offices  be  not  fufficient  to  procure  fuch  repii- 
ration  out  of  hand,  their  faid  Majefties  promife  to  hir- 
nilh  the  following  fuccours,  joindy  or  feparately, 
viz. 

His  Britannic  Majefly,  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  horfc* 
His  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  8,000  foot,  and  4,006 

horfe. 
His  Catholic  Majefly,  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  horfc. 

If  the  party  that  happens  to  be  attacked,  defire  mca 
of  war  or  tranfports,  or  even  fubfidies  in  ready  money, 
in  the  room  of  troops,  in  that  cafe  he  fhall  be  at  liberty 
to  make  his  choice,  and  they  fhall  fumifh  him  with  the 
faid  fhips  or  money  m  proportion  to  the  expcncc  of 
troops ;  and  in  order  to  prevent  all  occafx)n  of  doubt 
in  the  calculation  of  the  faid  expence,  their  Majefties' 
agree  that  1,000  foot  fhall  be  fetded  at  10,000  Dutch: 
florins,  and  i  ,000  horfe  at  30,000  florins  fer  month, 
obferving  the  fame  proportion  with  regard  to  fhipping: 
their  faid  Majeflies  promifing  to  Gontinuc  and  main- 
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tain  the  faid  fuccours'as  long  as  the  troubles  ihall  lail; 
and  if  the  faid  fuccours  be  not  fufficient  to  repel  die 
attacks  of  the  enemy,  they  Ihall  agree  to  augment 
them  J  and  if  it  be  neceflary,  their  faid  Majefties  fhall 
mutually  aflift  one  another  with  all  their  forces,  and 
declare  war  againfl  the  aggrefTor.

V.  Their  Britannic,  moft  ChrifKan,  and  Catholic 
Majefties,  being  entirely  fatisfied  in  the  fentiments 
which  the  Duke  of  Parma  has  always  manifefted  to- 
wards them,  and  being  defirous  to  give  him  marks  of 
the  fingular  efteem  and  afFeftion  which  they  have  for 
him,  they  promife  and  engage,  by  virtue  of  diis  prefent 
treaty,  to  grant  him  particular  proteftion  for  the  pre- 
fervation  of  his  territories  and  rights,  and  for  the  main- 
tenance of  his  dignity ;  fo  that  if  he  be  difturbed  con- 
trary to  the  treaties  of  peace  already  made,  and  con- 
trary to  what  ftiall  be  ftipulated  in  thofe  that  are  to  be 
made  at  Cambray,  they  fhall  join  their  good  offices  and 
efforts,  to  obtain  juft  fatisfaftion ;  and  if  it  be  refilled, 
they  ihall  agree  on  meafures  to  procure  it  for  hinvby 
all  other  methods  that  (hall  be  in  their  power. 

VI.  His  Catholic  Majefty  being  defirous  to  give 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  his  moft  Chrirtian  Majefty, 
a  particular  proof  of  his  friendfhip,  confirms,  as  far  as 
there  may  be  occafion,  all  the  advantages  and  privile- 
ges which  have  been  granted  by  the  Kings  his  prede- 
ceffors  to  the  Englifti  and  French  nations  3  fo  that  the 
trading  fubjefts  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  moft  Serene  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  fhall 
always  enjoy  in  Spain,  the  fame  rights,  prerogatives, 
advantages,  and  privileges  for  their  perfons,  commerce, 
merchandize,  eftates,  and  effefts,  which  they  have  cn-^ 
joyed,  or  which  they  ought  to  have  enjoyed  by  virtue  of 
treaties  or  agreements,  or  by  virtue  of  all  thofe  which 
have  been  or  fhall  be  granted  in  Spain  to  the  nation 
that  is  moft  favoured. 

VII.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  by  their 
Britannic,  moft   Chriftian,  and  Catholic   Majefties, 

and 
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and  the  ratifications  fhall  be  mutually  delivered  in  due 
form,  and  exchanged  in  the  Ipace  of  fix  weeks,  reckon- 
ing fi-om  the  day  of  figning,  or  fooner,  if  poflible.

THE  minifl:ers  plenipotentiaries  of  their  Britannic, 
moft  Chriflian,  and  Catholic  Majefties,  have  this  day 
figned,  by  virtue  of  their  relpeftive  full  powers,  a  treaty 
of  defenfive  alliance  between  their  faid  Majefties :  they 
have  fijrther  agreed,  that  the  particular  treaty^  which 
has  likewife  been  figned,  this  day,  between  their  Bri- 
tarmic  and  Catholic  Majefties,  whereof  the  tenor  fol- 
lows, fliall  make  a  part  of  the  faid  treaty  of  defenfive 
alliance,  concluded  between  England,  France,  and 
Spain.

THE  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of  their  Britannic 
tnd  mod  Chriftian  Majcfties,  having  this  day  figned, 
with  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  King  of  Spain^ 
by  virtue  of  their  rcfpeftive  full  powers,  a  treaty  of 
defcnfive  alliance  5  the  abovefaid  minilters  of  their 
Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majcfties  have  alio  agreed 
between  themfelves,  by  virtue  of  the  iame  powers, 
|hat,  as  the  principal  intention  and  aim  of  that  alliance 
is  to  maintain  and  preferve  the  peace  and  tranquillity 
of  Europe,  in  which  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Nether- 
lands are  dilpofed  to  concur,  and  to  give  their  aflift-*

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nues,  and  his  fecretary  of  ftate  and  of  the  diipatches 
for  affairs  of  the  marine,  the  Indies,  and  the  trealury : 
the  above-mentioned  minifters  have  agreed  between 
them  on  the  following  articles. 

I.  There  (hall  be  from  this  time  and  for  ever  a  folid 
peace,  a  ftrift  union,  and  a  fincere  and  copftant  friend- 
ihip,  between  the  nioft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain, 
the  moft  Serene  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  moft 
Serene-King  of  Spain,  their  heirs  and  fucceffors,  asalfo 
between  their  kingdoms  and  fubjefts,  for  the  mutual 
afliftance  and  defence  of  their  dominions  and  interefts ; 
there  (hall  likewife  be  an  oblivion  of  all  that  is  paft ; 
and  all  the  former  treaties  and  conventions  of  peace,  of 
friend(hip,  and  of  commerce,  concluded  between  the 
contrafting  Powers  relpeftively,  (hall  be,  as  they  hereby 
are,  effeftiially  renewed  and  confirmed,  in  all  thole 
points  which  are  not  derogated  from  by  the  pre(ent 
treaty,  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  as  if  the  laid 
treaties  were  here  inferted  word  for  word,  their  laid 
Majelties  promifing  not  to  do  any  thing,  nor  fufFer  any 
thing  to  be  done,  that  may  be  contrary  thereto,  diredUy 
or  indireftly. 

II.  In  confequence  of  which  treaties,  and  in  order 
to  cftablifti  firmly  this  union  and  correfpondence,  their 
Britannic,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majefties  pro- 
mife  and  engage,  by  the  prefent  defcnfive  treaty  of  al- 
liance, to  guaranty  reciprocally  their  kingdoms,  ftates, 
and  dominions  under  their  obedience,  in  what  parts  of 
the  world  Ibever  fituate,  as  alfo  the  rights  and  privile- 
ges of  their  commerce,  the  whole  according  to  the 
treaties ;  fo  that  the  faid  Powers,  or  any  one  of  tliem, 
being  attacked  or  molcfted  by  any  Power,  and  under  any 
pretext  whatever,  tliey  promile  and  oblige  themfelves 
reciprocally  to  employ  their  offices,  as  foon  as  they 
(hall  be  thereto  required,  for  obtaining  fatisfaftion  to 
the  party  injured,  and  for  hindering  the  continuance  of 
hoftilities  ;  and  if  it  happen  that  the  faid  offices  be  not 
fufficicnc  for  procuring  fatisfaftion  without  delay,  their 

faid 
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ikid  Majcfties  promife  to  furnifh  the  following  fuccours, 
jointly  or  feparately,  that  is  to  fay,  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty,  eight  thoufand  foot  and  four  thoufand  horfe ;  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  eight  thoufand  foot  and  four 
thoufand  horfe  ;  and  his  Catholic  Majefty,  eight  thou- 
fand foot  and  fqur  thoufand  horfe  :  if  the  party  attack- 
ed, inftead  of  troops,  fhould  demand  (hips  of  war  or 
tranfports,  or  even  lubfidies  in  money,  he  fliall  be  free 
to  choofe,  and  the  other  parties  ftiall  furnifh  the  faid 
Ihips  or  money,  in  proportion  to  the  expence  of  troops; 
and,  for  taking  away  all  doubt  touching  the  valuation 
of  the  fuccours,  their  abovefaid  Majefties  agree,  that  a 
thoufand  foot  fhaU  be  computed  at  ten  thoufand  flo- 
rins Dutch  money,  and  a  thou^nd  horfe  at  thirty  thou- 
fand florins  Dutch  money,  by  the  months  and  the 
lame  proportion  fhall  be  obferved  with  refpeft  to  the 
fhips  that  ought  to  be  flirnifhed ;  their  faid  Majefties 
promifing  to  continue  and  keep  up  the  faid  fuccours  as 
long  as  the  trouble  fhall  fubfift ;  and  in  cafe  it  fhould  be 
found  neceffary,  their  faid  Majefties  fhall  mutually  fuc- 
cour  each  other  with  all  their  forces,  and  fliall  even 
declare  war  againft  the  aggrefTor. 

IIL  The  minifters  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  of  , 
his  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  having  alledged  that  in  the 
treaties  concluded  at  Vienna  between  the  Emperor  and 
the  King  of  Spain,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  twenty-five,  there  were  divers  claufes  tliat 
infringed  the  articles  of  the  feveral  treaties  of  com- 
merce, or  of  the  treaties  of  peace  in  which  commerce 
may  be  concerned,  antecedent  to  the  year  one  thoufand 
ftvcn  hundred  twenty-five;  his  Catholic  Majefty  has 
declared,  as  he  declares  by  the  prefcnt  article,  that  he 
never  meant  to  grant,  nor  will  fuffer  to  fubfift  by  vir- 
tue of  the  faid  treaties  of  Vienna,  any  privilege  contrar)' 
to  the  treaties  here  above  confirmed. 

IV,  It  having  been  agreed  by  the  preliminary  arti- 
les,  that  the  commerce  of  the  Englifh  and  French  na- 
ons,  as  well  in  Europe  as  in  the  Indies,  fhould  be  re- 

eftablifhed 
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cfltablilhed  on  the  foot  of  the  treaties  and  conventiona 
antecedent  to  the  year  one  thoufaild  feven  hundred 
twenty-five,  and  particularly  that  the  commerce  of  the 
EngUfli  nadon  in  America  fhould  be  exercifed  as  here- 
tofore ;  it  is  agreed  by  the  prefent  ardcle,  that  all  ne- . 
ceflary  orders  fhall  be  difpatched  on  both  fides,  with- 
out any  delay,  if  they  have  not  been  fent  already,  aa 
well  for  the  execution  of  the  faid  treaties  of  commerce, 
as  for  fupplying  what  may  be  wanting  for  the  enure 
re-eflablilhment  of  commerce  on  the  foot  of  the  faid 
treades  and  conventions* 

V.  Although  it  was  ftipulated  by  the  preliminaries 
that  all  hoflilides  fhould  ceafe  on  both  fides,  and  that 
if  any  trouble  or  hoftilicies  Ihould  happen  between  the 
fubjefts  of  the  contracting  Powers,  either  in  Europe,  or 
in  the  Indies,  the  contrafting  powers  fiiould  concur  for 
the  reparation  of  damages  fuftained  by  their  relpeftivc 
fubjedts ;  and  notwithftanding  this  it  is  alledged,  that 
on  the  part  of  the  fubjefts  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  a6ts 
of  difturbance  and  hoftilities  have  been  continued  j  it  ia 
agreed  by  this  prefent  article,  that  as  to  what  relates 
to  Europe,  his  Catholic  Majefly  ftiall  forthwith  caufe 
reparation  to  be  made  for  the  damages  which  have 
been  fufFercd  there  fincc  the  time  prefcribed  by  the 
preliminaries  for  the  ceflation  of  hoftilirie3  5  and  as  to 
what  relates  to  America,  he  will  likewife  forthwith 
caufc  reparation  to  be  made  for  die  damages  which 
fliall  have  been  fiiffcred  there  fmce  the  arrival  of  his 
orders  at  Cartagena  on  the  i-J-  day  of  June  one  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  twenty-eight.  And  his  faid  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  fhall  publifli  the  moft  rigorous  prohibi- 
tions for  preventing  the  like  violences  on  the  part  of 
his  fubjedts ;  their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefHes  promifing  on.  their  part,  if  there  be  like  cafes,  to 
caufe  reparation  to  be  made  for  what  fliall  have  been 
fo  done,  and  to  give  like  orders  for  the  prefervation  of 
the  peace,  tranquillity,  and  good  intelligence. 

VI.  Commilfaries  fhall  be  nominated,  with  fufficient 

powers. 
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powers,  on  the  part  of  their  Britannic  and  Catholic 
Majefties,  who  mall  aflemblc  at  the  court  of  Spain 
within  the  foace  of  four  months  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ratificaaons  of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can 
be  done,  to  examine  and  decide  what  concerns  the 
fhips  and  eflfefb  taken  at  fea  on  either  fide  to  the  times 
IpeciBed  in  the  preceding  article.  The  faid  commifia-- 
ries  (hall  likewife  examine,  and  decide,  according  to 
the  treaties,  the  refpeftive  pretenfions  which  relate  to 
the  abufes  that  are  fuppofed  to  have  been  committed 
in  commerce,  as  well  in  the  Indies  as  in  Europe,  and 
all  theK)ther  rcfpeftive  pretenfions  in  America,  founded 
on  treaties,  whether  with  re(pe6t  to  the  limits  or  other- 
wife.  The  faid  commiflaries  (hall  likewife  difcu(s  and 
decide  the  pretenfions  which  his  Catholic  Majefty  may 
have,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  one  thoufand  fevert 
hundred  twenty-one,  for  the  reftitution  of  the  (hips 
taken  by  the  Engli(h  fleet  in  the  year  one  thoufand  (e* 
ven  hundred  eighteen.  And  the  faid  commiflaries, 
after  having  examined,  difcu(red,  and  decided  the 
abovefaid  points  and  pretenfions,  (hall  make  a  report 
of  their  proceedings  to  their  Britannic  and  jCatholic 
Majefties,  who  promife  that  within  the  fpace  of  fix 
months  after  the  making  of  the  faid  report,  they  will 
caufe  to  be  executed  punftually  and  exaftly  what  (hall 
have  been  fo  decided  by  the  faid  commilTaries, 

VI I.  Commiflaries  (hall  likewi(e  be  nominated  on 
the  part  of  his  moft  Chrillian  Majefty,  and  of  his  Catho- 
lic Majefty,  who  fliall  examine  all  grievances  generally 
whatfoever,  which  the  faid  parties  therein  intercfted 
may  form  relpcdively,  whether  for  the  reftitution  of 
've(iels  feized  or  taken,  or  with  relpedt  to  commerce^ 
limits,  or  othcrwife. 

VIII.  The  faid  commi(raries  (hall  fini(h  punftually 
Tlieir  commifllon  within  the  (pace  of  three  years,  or 
looner  if  it  can  be  done,  to  be  computed  from  the  day 

f  the  figning  of  the  prefent  treaty,  and  this  without 

any 
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any  furtlier  delay,  on  any  motive  or  pretext  what- 
ever, 

IX.  The  introducing  of  garrifons  into  the  places  of 
Leghorn^  Porto- ferraio,  Parma,  and  Placentia,  to  the 
number  of  fix  thoufand  men  of  his  Catholic  Majefty's 
troops,  and  in  his  pay,  ihall  be  efFeftuated  without  lofs 
of  time ;  which  troops  ihall  ferve  for  die  better  fc- 
curing  and  prefcrving  of  the  immediate  fucceflion  of 
the  faid  ftltes  in  favour  of  the  qnoft  Serene  Infante 
Don  Carlos,  and  to  be  ready  to  withftand  any  enter- 
prize  and  oppofition  which  might  be  formed  to  the 
prejudice  ot  what  has  been  regulated  touching  the  faid 
fucceflion, 

X.  The  contrasting  Powers  fhall  forthwith  ufe  all 
the  applications  which  they  fhall  judge  to  be  confiftent 
with  the  dignity  and  quiet  of  the  moft  Serene  Great 
Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  the  Duke  of  Parma,  to  the  end 
the  garrifons  may  be  received  with  the  greateft  tran- 
quillity, and  without  oppofition,  as  foon  as  they  fhall 
prefent  themfelves  before  the  places  into  which  they 
are  to  be  introduced. 

The  faid  garrifons  fhall  take  an  oath  to  the  prefent 
poflefTors  to  defend  their  pcrfons,  fovereignty,  pofTef- 
fions  and  flates,  and  fubjects,  in  every  thing  diat  fhall 
not  be  contrary  to  tjie  right  of  fucceflion  refer\'ed  to 
the  moft  Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos ;  and  the  prefent 
poflTefTors  fliall  not  demand  or  exaft  any  thing  diat  is 
contrary  thereto. 

The  faid  garrifons  fliall  not  meddle,  direftly  or  in- 
direftly,  under  any  pretext  whatfoever,  in  affairs  of  the 
polidcal,  oeconomical,  or  civil  government  y  and  fhall 
have  moft  exprefs  orders  to  render  to  the  moft  Serene 
Great  Duke  of  Tufcany  and  the  Duke  of  Parma,  all 
the  relpedts  and  miliraiy  honours  that  are  due  to  fove- 
reigns  in  their  own  dominions. 

XI.  The  intent  of  introducing  the  faid  fix  thou- 
fand men  of  his  Catholic  Majefty's  troops,  and  in  his 
pay,  being  to  Iccure  to  die  moft  Serene  Infante  Don 

Carlos 
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Carlos  the  immediate  fucceflion  of  the  States  of  Tuft 

canv,  Parma,  and  Placentia,  his  Catholic  Majefty  pro- 

imfes,  as  well  for  himfclf  as  his  fucceflbrs,  that  as 

ibon  as  the  mod  Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos  his  fbn,  or 

iiich  other  who  fhall  fucceed  to  his  rights,  Ihall  be  the 

quiet  poffeflbr  of  thofe  ftates,  and  in  fafety  from  all 

invafion  and  other  juft  grounds  of  fear,  he  will  caufc 

to  be  withdrawn  from  the  places  in  thofe  ftates  the 

troops  which  fhall  be  his  own,  and  not  belonging  to  the 

Infante  Don  Carlos,  or  to  him  who  fhall  fucceed  to  his 

lights,  in  fuch  manner  that  thereby  the  faid  fuccefTion 

or  pofTeflion  may  reft  fccure  and  exempt  from  all 

events. 

XII.  The  contracting  Powers  engage  to  eftablifh, 
according  to  the  rights  of  fucceflion  which  have  been 
ilipulated,  and  to  maintain  the  moft  Serene  Infente 
Don  Carlos,  or  him  to  whom  liis  rights  fhall  devolve, 
in  the  pofTefTion  and  enjoyment  of  the  States  of  Tuf- 
cany,  Parma,  and  Placentia,  when  he  fhall  once  be 
fettled  there;  to  defend  him  from  all  infult,  agairift 
any  Power  whatfbever,  that  might  intend  to  difturb 
him ;  declaring  themfelves  by  this  treaty,  guarantees 
for  ever  of  the  right,  pofTeflion,  tranquillity,  and  quiet 
of  the  moft  Serene  Infante,  and  of  his  fucceflbrs,'  to  the 
laid  ftates. 

XIII.  As  to  other  particulars  or  regulations  con-- 
ceming  the  keeping  up  of  the  faid  garrifons  once  efta- 
blifhed  in  the  ftates  of  Tufcany,  Parma,  and  Placentia, 
as  it  is  to  be  prefumed  that  his  Catholic  Majefly  and 
the  moft  Serene  Great  Duke,  and  Duke  of  Parrria,  will 
fettle  the  fame  by  an  agreement  between  themfelves, 
their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  promife, 
tHat  as  foon  as  that  agreement  fhall  be  made,  they  will 
ratify  and  guaranty  it,  as  well  to  hisX^atholic  Majefly, 
as  to  the  moft  Serene  Great  Duke  and  Dul^e  ofPar- 
nn  a,  as  if  it  were  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  pre- 
Icnt  treaty. 

XIV.  The  States  General  of  the  United  Provin- 
Vot.  II.  Q^  CCS 
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ce$  fii&U  be  mvked  to  come  kito  the  prefedt  Qieatjf  wpA 
axticlcs.  Such  other  Powers  a&  fhall  be  agreed  ot^ 
Duall  lUcevdfe  be  invited  and  admitted  by  concert  mH^ 
the  iame  treaty  and  articles. 

The  ratiBcations  of  thejprefent  treaty  IhaU  be  dis- 
patched, within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or  iooner,  if  it 
can  be  done,  to  be  reckoned  €;om  the  day  of  figpuiigit. 

In  witnefe  whereof,  we  the  under-written  mimfters 
plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  and  of  his  Cathofic  Ma- 
jefty,  by  virtue  of  our  full  powers,  which  have 
been  communicated  to  each  other,  tranfcripts 
of  which  fhall  be  hereto  annexed,  have  figned  mc 
prefent  treaty,  and  caufed  the  feals  of  our  arms 
to  be  affixed  thereto.  Done  at  Seville,  the  lundb

I.  ALTHOUGH,  conformably  to  die  prelimi' 

nary  articles,  it  is  faid  in  the  fourth  article  of  the  treat] 
figned  this  day,  that  the  commerce  of  the  Engjlifh  na 
tion  in  America  fhould  be  re-eftabliftied  on  the  fix>t  o 
the  treaties  and  conventions  antecedent  to  the  year  oni 
thoufand  feven  hundred  twenty-five ;  however,  for  thi 
greater  exadnefs,  it  is  further  declared  by  the  preien 
article,  between  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties 
which  fhall  have  the  fame  force,  and  be  under  the  iam 
gua^ranty  as  the  treaty  figned  this  day,  that  under  tha 
general  denomination  are  comprehended  the  treaties  c 
peace  and  of  commerce,  concluded  at  Utrecht  th 
thirteenth  of  July  and  ninth  of  December,  in  the  yea 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  thirteen,  in  which  at 
comprized  the  treaty  of  one   thoufand  fix  hundre 
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kecf^ibreny  majie  at  M^rid,  and  die  oedulas  therein 
incntiotied ;  the  latter  treatf  made  at  Madrid  the  four-* 
temdl  of  I)ecember,  one  thoufand  (eren  hundred  Bf-* 
tetn  s  as  aUb  the  pardcular  contrafb^  commonly  called 
tht  AiRmtOy  for  bringing  negro  Oaves  into  the  Sji^mifh 
Ilkiics,  \rhich  was  made  the  twenty-fixthdiiy  ofMarx:^ 
in  Ike  faftd  yeai*  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  thirceen^ 
in  coAleqaence  of  the  twelfth  ardcle  of  the  treaty  of 
Utreeto  3  and  likewife  thse  treaty  of  decldradon,  touch- 
ing thac  of  the  Aflliento^  made  the  twenty-fitth  of 
Mscfy  one  thouiand  feven  hundred  fixteen :  all  which 
treaties  mentioned  in  dii^  articlir,  with  their  declara^ 
timS)  fball  from  this  day  (even  during  the  examination 
by  the  commi^ries)  be  and  reniain  in  their  force, 
▼imie,  and  fiill  vigour  j  for  the  obfervarion  of  which 
Jiis  Catholic  Majefly  fhall  caufe  to  be  difpatched  ferth-^ 
with>  if  they  have  not  been  difpatched,  the  neceflary  orders 
and  cedulas  to  his  viceroys^  governors,  and  other  mi- 
iufters,  to  whom  it  fhall  appertain,  as  well  in  Europe  as 
in  the  Indies,  to  the  end  that  without  any  delay  or  in- 
terrupdon  dicy  may  caufe  dicm  to  be  obfervcd  and 
Hilfilfed: 

In  like  manner  his  Britannic  Majefly  promifcs  and 
cngaiges  to  publifh  the  ncCelTaiy  oMers,  if  any  be 
wanting,  for  re-efbblifhing  the  commerce  of  the  fub- 
jeds  ofSpain  in  all  the  countries  under  his  dbrttlnion, 
<«i  th«  foot  fpccified  by  the  faid  treaties,  and  for  cauf- 

mg^  them  to  be  ctp^lf  obfhved  and  flimiled. 

II*  Confeouendy,  all  fhips,  merchandize,  and  ef- 
fects, which  fhall  not  have  been  taken  or  feized  on  ac- 
count of  unlawful  commerce,  and  which  fhall  now  be 
provind,  by  authentic  proofs  arid  documeritS/  to  have 
been  detained^  feized,  or  cdnfifcated  in  thd  ports  of 
Spain,  either  in  Europe  or  in  the  Indies,  ahd  namely 
the  fhip  J?rin^0  Frederick  and  her  cargo^,  if  they  have 
not  been  reflored  already,  fhall  be  immediately  rc- 
ilored,  in  the  fame  kind,  as  thofe  things  were  in, 
if  the  fame  fhall  be  found  flill  remaining  in  their 
former    condition  ^   or    in   default  thereof  the  juft 
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and  true  value  of  them,  according  to  dieir  y9^ 
luation>  which^  if  it  was  not  made  at  the  time,  Ihall 
be  regulated  by  the  authentic  informadons  which 
the  proprietors  (hall  exhibit  to  the  magiftrates  of  the 
plac»  and  towns  where  the  feizures  were  made :  his 
Britannic  Majefty  promiiing  the  like  on  his  part,  as  to 
all  feizures,  contifcadons,  or  detentions,  which  may 
have  been  made  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  trea- 
ties :  their  faid  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties  agree* 
ing>  that  with  relpeft  to  the  like  feizures,  confutations, 
or  detentions  on  eidier  fide,  the  validity  of  which  may 
not  yet  have  been  fufficiently  made  out,  the  difcu/fion 
and  decifion  of  them  (hall  be  referred  to  the  examina- 
don  of  the  commiflaries,  to  do  therein  according  to 
rights  ugon  the  foot  of  the  treades  here  above-men« 
doned. 

The  prefent  feparate  ardcles  fhall  have  the  fame 
force  as  if  they  were  infertcd  word  for  word  in  the 
treaty,  concluded  and  ligned  this  day.  They  fhall  be 
radfied  in  the  fame  manner,  and  the  radficadons  of 
them  fhall  be  exchanged  at  the  fame  dme  as  thofe  of 
the  faid  .treaty. 

In  witnefs  whereof  we  the  underwritten  miniften 
plenipotendaries  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  of  bis 
mofl  Chrifdan  Majefly,  and  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefly,  by  virtue  01  our  full  powers,  have  (igned 
the  prefent  feparate  ardcles,  and  caufed  the  feak 
of  our  arms  to  be  put  thereto.  Done  at  Seville, 
the  ninth  day  of  November,  one  thoufand  fevea 
hundred  twenty-nine.

Signed  at  Verfailles,  the  3^  of  September y  1783.    '. 

In  the  name  of  the  moft  Holy  and  Undivided  Tri- 
jiity.  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghoft.     So  be  it. 

B  E  it  known  to  all  thofe  whom  it  fhall  or  may  in  any 
manner  concern.     The  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
Prince  George  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Duke  of  Brun(wicl< 
and  Lunenbourg,  Arch-treafurer  and  Eleftor  of  the  Holy^ 
Roman  Empire,  &c.  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Prince  Charles  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God» 
King  of  Spain,  and  of  the  Indies,  &c.  oeing  equally 
delirous  to  put  an  end  to  the  war,  which  for  fevendl 
years  paft  afflifted  their  refpeftive  dominions,  accept* 
ed  the  offer,  which  their  Majefties  the  Emperor  of  the 
Homans,  and  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  RufTias,  made  to 
them,  of  their  interpofition,  and  of  their  mediaribn : 
but  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties,  animated' 
with  a  mutual  deftre  of  accelerating  the  re-eftabliih*. 
mcnt  of  peace,  communicated  to  each  other  their  lau- 
dable intention  j  which  Heaven  fo  far  blefled,  that  they 
proceeded  to  lay  the  foundations  of  peace,  by  figning 
preliminary  articles  at  Verfaillcs,  the  20th  of  January,' 
in  the  prefent  year.     Their  faid  Majefties  the  King  of 
Grear  Britain,  and  the  Catholic  King,  thinking  it  in- 
cumbent upon  them  to  give  their  Imperial  Majefties  a 
fignal  proof  of  their  gratitude  for  the  generous  offer, 
ot  their  mediation,  invited  them,  in  concert,  to  concur 
in  die  completion  of  the  great  and  falutary  work  of 
peace,  by  tsddng  part,  as  mediatory,  in  the  definitive 
treaty  to  be  concluded  between  their  Britannic  and 
Catholic  Majefties.

Anne  and  of  the  Swedilh  Sword,  and  her  raimfterfje- 
nipotentiary  to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majeftv^  and  the 
i^ord  Arcadi  de  Marcof^  counfeUor  oif  Itat^  to  hpi 
Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  RufTias,  and  her  Kniniftei 
plenipotentiary  to  his  moft  Chriftian  M^eft^.  h^ 
confequenccj  their  faid  M^jcfties  the  King  of  Gw^^I 
Britain^  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  have  named  and 
cpnftituted  for  their  plenipotentiaries,  charged  with  the 
concluding  and  Cgning  of  the  definitiye  treaty  of  peaccj 
viz.  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  lUuftrious  and 
moft  Excellent  Lord  George,  Duke  and  Earl  of  Man^ 
chefter,  Vifbount  Mand^ville,  Baron  of  KimboIjCQix, 
lord  lieutenant  aj^d  cuftos  rotuloruni  of  the  county  oj 
Huntingdon,  a6tual  privy  counfcUor  to  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  and  his  anibafTador  e^^traordinary  and  pkm- 
potqntiary  to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty ;  and  the  Ca- 
tholic King,  die  moft  lUuftrious  and  moft  Excellent 
Lord  Peter  Paul  Abarca  de  Bolca  Ximenes  d'Urr^ 
&c.  Count  of  Aranda  and  Caftel  Florido,  Marquis  oi 
Torres,  of  Villanan  and  Rupit,  Vifcount  of  Rueda  and 
Yoch,  Baron  of  the  baronies  of  Gavin,  Sietamo,  Cla- 
mofa,  Eripol  Trazmoz,  La  Mata  de  Caftil-Viejo,  An- 
tillon,  La  Almolda,  Cortes,  Jorva,  St,  Genis,  Rabo- 
villet,  Arcau  and  Ste.  Colome  de  Fames,  lord  of  the 
tenance  and  honour  of  Alcalaten,  the  valley  of  Rq- 
dellar^  the  caftles  and  towns  of  Maella,  Mefones,  Tiu- 
rana,  and  Villa  Plana,  Taradcl  and  Viladrau,  &c. 
Rico-Hombre  in  Arragon  by  dcfcent,  ^andee  ol 
Spain  of  the  firft  clafs,  knight  of  the  Order  of  the 
Golden  Fleece,  and  of  that  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  g|ende- 
man  of  the  King's  chamber  in  employmentj^  captain 
general  of  his  forces^  and  liis.  ambailador  to  the  moft 
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Chriftian  King :  who^  after  having  exchanged  their  rt^ 
fye£tiyt  full  powen^  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
ardcks. 

I.  There  fhall  be  a  Cjiriftian,  univerlal,  and  perpe- 
tual peace^  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  and  a  fincere  and 
conftant  friendlbip  fhall  be  re-eflablifhed  between  their 
Britannic  and  Catholic  MajefHes,  and  between  their 
fieirs  and  fiiccefibrs,  kingdoms,  dominions,  provinces^ 
countries,  fubjcfts,  and  vaflals,  of  what  quality  or  cojfi- 
dicioii   foever  they   be,  without  exception   dither  of 
{daces  or  perfons ;  fo  that  the  high  contra(5l)hg  parties 
fliall  ^ve  the  greateit  attention  to  the  itiaiAtainiBg  be^ 
twcen  themielves,  and  their  faid  dominion;^  and  fub^ 
je&My  this  reciprocal  friendihip  and  intercourfe,  withr 
out  permitdng  hereafter,  on  either  part,  any  kind  of 
hoftilities  to  be  committed,  either  by  fea  or  by  land, 
for  any  caufe  or  under  any  pretence  whatibever :  and 
dcy  ftiall  carefully  avoid,  tor  the  future,  cverv  Aing 
whuJi  might  prejudice  the  union  happily  re-enablilh- 
cd>  endeavouring,  on  the  contrary,  to  procure  rec^ro- 
aify  for  each  odier,  on  every  occafion,  whatevei"  may 
contribute  to  then*  mutual  glory,  interefts,  and  adVaH^ 
age,  without  giving  any  afliftance  or  proteAioA,  di-^ 
reftiy  or  indireftly,  to  thofe  who  would  do  any  injiiry 
to  either  of  the  high  contracting  parties.     There  fl(idh 
be  a  general  oblivion  and  amnefty  of  every  thing 
iriiich  may  have  been  done  or  committed,  before  q» 
fince  the  commencement  of  the  war  which  is  jud 
coded 

II.  The  treaties  of  Weflphalia  of  1 648  ;  thofe  of 
Madrid  of  1667,  and  of  1670 ;  thofe  of  peace  and  of 
commerce  of  UtrccKt  of  17 13;  that  of  Baden  of 
1714J  of  Madrid  of  17155  of  Seville  of  17295  the 
itSximvc  treaty  of  Aix  la  Chapelle  of  17485  the 
fitaty  of  Madrid  of  1750 ;  and  the  definitive  treaty  of 
Paris  of  1763,  ferve  as  a  bafis  and  foundation  to  the 
peace,  and  to  the  prefcnt  treaty  j  and  for  this  puipofe, 
they  are  ^  renewed  and  confirmed,  in  die  beft  k)rm, 
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as  well  as  all  the  treaties  in  general  which  lubfifted  be* 
tween  the  high  contracting  parties  before  the  war,  and 
particularly  all  thofe  which  are  fpecificd  and  renewed  ia 
the  aforefaid  definitive  treaty  of  Paris,  in  the  bell  form, 
and  as  if  they  were  herein  infcrted  woni  for  word ;  (o 
that  they  are  to  be  exaftly  obfcwrved  for  the  future  in 
their  full  tenor,  and  religioufly  executed,  by  both  par- 
ties, in  all  the  points  which  fhall  not  be  derogated  m)m 
by  the  prefent  treaty  of  peace. 

III.  All  the  prifoners  taken  on  either  fide,  as  wdl 
by  land  as  by  fea,  and  the  hoflages  carried  away  or 
^ven,  during  the  war,  and  to  this  day,  Ihall  be  reftor- 
ed,  without  ranfom,  in  fix  weeks  at  lateft,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  prclcnt 
treaty ;  each  crown  relpeftively  difcharging  the  advances 
which  fhall  have  been  made  for  the  fubfiftencc  and 
maintenance  of  their  prifoners,  by  the  fovereign  of  the 
country  where  they  fhall  have  been  detained,  accord- 
ing to  the  receipts,  attcfled  accounts,  and  other  authen- 
tic Vouchers,  which  fhall  be  flirniflicd  on  each  fide: 
and  furcries  fhall  be  reciprocally  given  for  the  payment; 
of  the  debts  which  the  prifoners  may  have  contra£):ed 
in  the  countries  where  they  may  have  been  detained, 
until  their  entire  releafe.  And  all  fhips,  as  well  men 
of  war  as  merchant  fhips,  which  may  have  been  taken 
fince  the  expiration  cf  the  terms  agreed  upon  for  the 
cefTadon  of  hoflilities  by  fea,  ihall  likewife  be  reflorcd, 
bondfidey  with  all  their  crews  and  cargoes.  And  the 
execution  of  this  article  fhaH  be  proceeded  upon  im- 
mediately after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 

treaty. 

• 

IV.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  cedes,  in  full  rig^t, 
to  his  Catholic  Majefly,  the  Ifland  of  Minorca.  Pro- 
vided that  the  fame  flipularions  inferted  in  the  follow- 
ing article  Ihall  take  place  in  favour  of  the  Britifh  fub- 
jefts,  with  regard  to  the  above-mentioned  ifland. 

V.  His  Britannic  Majefly  likewife  cedes  and  guaran- 
ties, in  full  right,  to  his  Catholic  Majefly,  Eaft  Florida, 
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as  alio  Weft  Florida.  His  Catholic  Majcfty  agrees  that 
the  Britifh  inhabitants,  or  others  who  may  have  been  fub« 
jcfts  of  die  King  of  Great  Britain  in  the  faid  countries, 
may  retire  in  foil  fecurity  and  liberty,  where  they  fhall 
think  proper,  and  may  fell  their  eftates,  and  remove  dicir 
effe&s,  as  well  as  their  perfons,  without  being  reftraine4 
in  their  emigration,  under  any  pretence  whatlbcvcr,  ex- 
cept on  account  of  debts,  or  criminal  profecudons ; 
the  term  limited  for  this  emigration  being  fixed  to  the 
(pace  of  eighteen  mondis,  to  be  computed  from  the 
day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent 
treaty :  but  if,  from  the  value  of  the  poflefTions  of  the 
Englifh  proprietors,  they  fhould  not  be  able  to  diipofe 
of  them  within  the  faid  term,  then  his  Catholic  Ma* 
jefty  fhall  grant  them  a  prolongation  proportioned  to 
that  end.  It  is  forther  ftipulated,  that  his  Britannic 
Majefly  fhall  have  the  power  of  removing  from  Eait 
Florida  all  the  efFe6b  which  may  belong  to  him, 
whether  artillery,  or  other  matters. 

VI.  The  intention  of  the  two  high  contrafting  par- 
ties being  to  prevent,  as  much  as  poflible,  all  the 
caufes  of  complaint  and  mifundcrftanding  heretofore 
occafioned  by  the  cutting  of  wood  for  dying,  or  log* 
wood;  and  feveral  Englifh  fettlementshaving  been  form- 
ed and  extended,  under  that  pretence,  upon  the  Spanifh 
continent;  it  is  expref&Iy . agreed  that  his  Britannic 
Majefly*s  fubjedts  fhall  have  the  right  of  cutting,  load- 
ing, and  carrying  away  logwood,  in  the  diflrift  lying  be- 
tween the  rivers  Wallis  or  Bellize,  and  Rio-Hondo, 
taking  the  courfe  of  the  faid  two  rivers  for  unalterable 
boundaries,  fo  as  that  the  navigation  of  them  be  com- 
mon to  both  nations,  to  wit,  by  the  river  Wallis  or  Bel- 
lize, from  the  fea,  afcending  as  far  as  oppofite  to  a  lake 
cr  inlet  which  runs  into  the  land,  and  forms  an  iflhmus, 
or  neckx  with  another  fimilar  inlet,  which  comes  from 
the  fide  of  Rio  Nuevo  or  New  River;  fb  that  the  line 
of  feparation  fhall  pafs  flrait  acrofs  the  faid  iflhmus, 
and  meet  another  lake  formed  by  the  water  of  Rio- 
Nuevo,  or  New  River,  at  its  current.    The  faid  line 
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fliall  Gondnue  with  the  courfe  of  Rio-Nuevo,  ddcend- 
ing  as  &r  as  oppofite  to  a  river,  the  fource  ^  which  is 
pnariced  in  the  map,  between  Rio-Nuevo  and  Rio- 
Hondo^  and  which  empdes  itfelf  into  Rio-Hondo) 
which  river  fhall  alio  ferve  as  a  common  boundary 
ts  &r  as  its  junftion  with  Rio-Hondo ;  and  from 
thence  defccncfing  by  Rio-Hondo  to  the  fea»  as  the 
whole  is  marked  on  the  m2q>  which  die  plenipoten* 
daries  of  the  two  crowns  have  thought  proper  to  make 
ufe  of^  for  afcertaining  the  paints  agreed  iipon>  to  the  end 
that  a  good  correipondence  may  reign  between  the  two 
nadons,  and  that  the  Enghfli  workmen,  cutters,  and  ku 
bourers  may  not  treipafs  from  an  uncertainty  of  die 
boundaries.  The  refpeftive  commiffaries  fhall  fix  upon 
eonvenient  piaoes,  in  the  territory  above  n>arked  out,  * 
in  order  that  his  Britannic  Ma^efly 's  fub^eds^  en4>kiyed 
in  the  felling  of  logwood,  may,  widiout  interruption, 
build  therein  houfes  and  magazines  neceifary  for  diem^ 
ielves,  their  families,  and  their  cfieds ;  and  his  Catho* 
lie  Majefly  afTures  to  them  the  enjoyment  of  all  that 
is  expreflbd  in  the  prefent  article  j  provided  that  thefc 
ftipuladons  fhall  not  be  confidered  as  derc^ting  in 
any  wife  from  his  rigKts  of  fovereignty.  Therefore  all 
die  Englifh,  who  may  be  dilperfed  in  any  other  parts, 
whether  on  the  Spanifh  continent,  or  in"  any  of  the 
iflands  whatfoever,  dependent  on  the  aforefaid  Spanifh 
continent,  and  for  whatever  reafon  it  might  be,  with- 
out exception,  fhall  retire  within  the  diflrift  which  has 
been  above  deicribed,  in  the  fpace  of  eighteen  months, 
tb  be  computed  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions ',  and  for  this  purpofe  orders  fhall  be  iffued  on 
the  part  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  on  that  of  Ws 
Catholic  Majefty,  his  governors  fhall  be  ordered  to 
grant  to  the  Englilh  difperfed  every  convenience  pof- 
fible  for  their  removing  to  the  fetttement  agreed  upon 
by  the  prefent  article,  or  for  their  retiring  wherever 
they  fhall  think  proper.  It  is  likewife  ftipulated,  that 
if  any  fortifications  fhould  actually  have  been  hereto- 
fore erefted  within  the  limits  marked  out,  his  Britan- 
nic Majefly  fhall  caufe  them  all  to  be  demolifhed ; 
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ud  he  wilt  order  his  (ubjcd^s  not  to  butU  any 
ones.  The  Englifli  inhftbiunts,  who  fliaU  lettle  there 
fi>r  the  cutting  of  logwood,  fhaU  be  permitted  to  enyof 
i  &tt  filhery  for  their  fubfiftence,  on  the  coafh  of  the 
diftridl:  above  agreed  on,  or  of  the  iflands  iituated  of^- 
po0te  thereto,  widiout  being  in  anywife  difturbod  on 
that  account ;  provided  they  do  not  eftablifli  them* 
iblves,  in  any  manner,  on  the  laid  iflands. 

VII.  His  Catholic  Majefty  (hall  reftore  to  Great 
Britain  the  iflands  of  Providence,  and  the  Bahamas, 
without  exceptioB»  in  the  &me  condition  they  were  in 
when  they  were  conquered  by  die  arms  of  the  King  of 
Spain.  The  fame  ftipulations  in&rted  in  the  fifch  ar- 
ticle of  this  treaty  fhaU  take  place  in  favour  of  the 
Spantih  fubje^ts,  with  regard  to  the  iflands  mentioned 
in  the  pre&nt  article. 

VI II.  All  the  countries  and  territories,  which  may 
fiave  been,  or  which  may  be  conquered  in  any  part  of 
the  wprld  whatsoever,  by  the  arms  of  his  Britannic 
\lajefty,  as  weU  as  by  thofe  of  his  Cadiolic  M^efty, 
vhich  are  not  inckided  in  the  prefent  treaty,  neither 
Linder  the  head  of  Cefiioas,  nor  under  the  head  of  Refti- 
tucions,  fhall  be  reftored  without  difficulty,  and  with- 
out requiring  any  compenfarion. 

IX.  Immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratificar 
dons,  the  two  high  contradting  parties  (hall  name  com- 
miflaries  to  treat  concerning  new  arrangements  of 
commerce  between  the  two  nations,  on  the  bafis  of  re- 
ciprocity and  mutual  convenience;  which  arrange- 
ments fhall  be  fetded  and  concluded  within  the  Ipacc 
of  two  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  firft  of  Janu^ 
ary,  1784. 

X.  As  it  is  neceffary  to  appoint  a  certain  period  for 
the  reftitudons  and  evacurions  to  be  made  by  each  of 
iie  high  contracting  paities,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  King 
3f  Great  Britain  fhall  caufe  Eafl  Florida  to  be  evacuat- 
ed three  months  after  the  ratificacioil  of  the  prefent 

treaty^ 
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treaty,  or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  done.  'I*he  King  of 
Great  Britain  (hall  in  like  manner  enter  again  into 
poffeffion  of  the  iflands  of  Providence,  and  the  Ba- 
hannas,  without  exception,  in  the  fpace  of  three  months 
after  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner,  if 
it  can  be  done.  In  confequence  whereof,  the  neccf- 
fery  orders  (hall  be  fent  by  each  of  the  high  contraft- 
ing  parties,  with  reciprocal  paflports  for  the  fhips 
which  (hall  carry  them,  immediately  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  die  prefent  treaty. 

XI.  Their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties  pro- 
mife  to  obferve  fincerely,  and  bondfidey  all  the  articles 
contained  and  eftablilhed  in  the  prefent  treaty;  and 
dicy  will  not  fufier  the  fame  to  be  infiinged,  dircftly 
or  indireftly,  by  their  refpeftive  liibjeAs :  and  the 
laid  high  contrafting  parties  guaranty  to  each  other, 
generally  and  reciprocally,  aU  the  ftipulations  of  the 
prefent  treaty. 

XII.  The  fblemn  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
prepared  in  good  and  due  form,  fhall  be  exchanged  in 
this  city  of  Verfailles,  between  the  high  contracting 
parties,  in  the  fpace  of  one  month,  or  fooner,  if  pof- 
fible,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of 
the  prefent  treaty.  In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under* 
written  ambafladors  extraordinary,  and  minifters  ple- 
nipotentiary, have  figncd  with  our  hands,  in  their 
names,  and  by  virtue  of  our  relpeftive  fiiU  powers, 
the  prefent  definitive  treaty,  and  have  caufed  the  leak 
of  oiir  arms  to  be  aflixed  thereto.

I'he  Conv^tion  l^etween  His  Britannic  Majejty  and  tb^ 
King  of  Spain.  Signed  at  London,  the  i/^b  (f 
July,  1786. 

THE  Kings  of  England  and  of  Spain,  animated 
with  the  fame  defire  of  confolidating^  by  every  means 
in  their  power,  the  friendlhip  fp  happily  fubfifting  be-? 
tween  them  and  their  kingdoms,  and  wifhing,  with  one 
•  accord,  to  prevent  even  the  Ihadow  of  mifunderftand-» 
ing  which  might  be  occafioned  by  doubts,  mifcon- 
ceptions,  or  other  caufes  of  difputes  between  the  fub- 
jeds  on  the  frontiers  of  the  two  monarchies,  efpecially 
in  diftant  countries,  as  are  thofe  in  America,  have 
thought  proper  to  fetde,  with  all  poflible  good  faithjj 
by  a  new  convention,  the  points  which  might  one  day 
or  other  be  produdive  of  fuch  inconveniences,  as  the 
experience  of  former  times  has  very  often  fhewn.  To 
this  end,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  has  named  the 
mod  Noble  and  moft  Excellent  Lord  Francis,  Baron 
Ofborne  of  Kiveton,  Marquis  of  Carmarthen,  his 
Britannic  Majefty's  privy  counfellor^  and  principal  fe- 
cretary  of  ftate  for  the  department  of  foreign  afFairSj, 
&c.  &c*  &c.  and  the  Catholic  King  has  like  wife  au-- 
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thorized  Don  Bernardo  del  Campo^  knight  of  the 
Noble  Order  of  Charles  the  Thira,  fecretary  of  the 
lame  order,  fecretary  of  the  fupreme  council  of  ftate, 
and  his  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,:  who  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  re^ftive  full  powers,  prepared  in  due  form,  have 
agreed  upon  the  following  articles, 

I.  His  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjefts,  and  the  other 
colonifts  who  have  hitherto  enjoyed  the  proteftion  of 
England,  fhall  evacuate  the  country  of  theMofquitos,  as 
well  as  the  continent  in  general,  and  the  iflands  adjacent^ 
without  exception,  fituated  beyond  the  line  hereinafter 
defcribed,  as  what  ought  to  be  the  fix>ntier  of  the  extent 
of  territory  granted  by  his  Catholic  Majefty  to  the 
£nglifli,  for  the  ufes  (pecified  in  the  3d  article  of  the 
prcfent  convention,  and  in  addition  to  the  country  al- 
ready granted  to  them  in  virtue  of  did  ftipulations 
agreed  upon  by  the  commiffaries  of  the  two  Crowns 
in  1783* 

II.  The  Catholic  King,  to  prove,  on  his  fide,  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  the  fincerity  of  his  fentiments 
of  friendfhip  towards  his  faid  Majefty,  and  the  Britifh 
nation,  will  grant  to  the  Englifh  more  extenfive  limits 
than  thofe  Ipecified  in  the  laft  treaty  of  peace :  and 
the  faid  limits  of  the  lands  added  by  the  prefent  con- 
vention Ihall  for  the  future  be  underftood  in  the  manner 
following. 

The  Engliih  line,  beginning  from  the  fea,  fhall  take 
the  center  of  the  river  Sibun  or  Jabon,  and  continue 
up  to  the  fource  of  the  faid  river  j  from  thence  it 
fhall  crofs  in  a  fbrait  line  the  intermediate  land,  till 
it  interfcfts  the  river  Wallis ;  and  by  the  center  of  the 
fame  river,  the  faid  line  fhall  defcend  to  the  point 
where  it  will  mec?  the  line  already  fettied  and  marked 
put  by  the  commiflaries  of  the  two  Crowns  in  1783  : 
which  limits,  following  the  continuation  of  the  faid 
l;ne,  Ihall  \?c  obferved  as  formerly  flipulated  by  the 
definitive  treaty. 

III.  Altfaough 
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III.  Although  no  other  advantages  have  hitherto 
been  in  queltion,  except  that  of  cutting  wood  for 
dying,  yet  his  Catholic  Majefly,  as  a  greater  proof  of 
his  dilpofition  to  oblige  the  King  of  Great  Britain^ 
will  grant  to  the  EngUfti  the  liberty  of  cutting  all  other 
wood,  without  even  excepting  mahogany,  as  well  91 
gathering  all  the  fruits,  or  produce  of  the  earth,  purely 
natural  and  uncultivated,  which  may  befides,  being 
carried  away  in  their  natural  ftate,  become  an  objeft 
of  utility  or  of  commerce,  whether  for  food  or  for 
manufafturcs :  but  it  is  exprefsly  agreed,  that  this  fti- 
pulation  is  never  to  be  ufed  as  a  pretext  for  eftablilh- 
jng  in  that  country  any  plantation  of  fugar,  coffee, 
cacao,  or  other  like  articles,  or  any  fabric  or  manu- 
fafture,  by  means  of  miUs  or  other  machines  whatfo- 
cver  (this  rcflriftion  however  does  not  regard  the  ufe 
of  faw-mills,  for  cutting  or  otherwife  preparing  the 
wood)  fince  ajl  the  lands  in  queftion  being  indifputably 
acknowledged  to  belong  of  right  to  the  Crown  of 
Spain,  no  letdements  of  that  kind,  or  the  population 
which  would  follow,  could  be  allowed. 

The  Englilh  fhall  be  permitted  to  tranfport  and 
convey  all  fuch  wood,  and  other  produce  of  the  place, 
in  its  natural  and  uncultivated  ftate,  down  the  rivers  to 
^  the  fea,  but  without  ever  going  beyond  the  limits 
which  are  prefcribed  to  them  by  the  ftipuladons  above 
granted,  and  without  thereby  taking  an  opportunity 
of  afcending  the  faid  rivers  beyond  dieir  bounds,  intot 
the  countries  belonging  to  Spain. 

IV.  The  Englifli  fhall  be  permitted  to  occupy  the 
fmall  ifland  known  by  the  names  of  Cafina,  St.  George's 
Key,  or  Cayo  Cafina,  in  confideration  of  the  circum-^ 
ftance  of  that  part  of  the  coafts  oppofite  to  the  faid 
ifland  being  looked  upon  as  fubjeft  to  dangerous  dif- 
orders ;  but  this  permiflion  is  only  to  be  made  ufe  cf 
for  purpofes  of  real  utility :  and,  as  great  abufes,  no 
lefs  contrary  to  the  intentions  of  the  Britifh  govern- 
ment, than  to  the  eflential  interefts  of  Spain,  might 
arife  from  this  permiflion,  it  is  here  ilipulated,  as  an 
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ppnf^ble  condition,  that  no  fortification^  or  work  of 
ncc  whatever^  fliall  at  any  time  be  eredted  there, 
any  body  of  troops  pofted,  nor  any  piece  of  artil- 
k^t  there ;  and  in  order  to  verify  with  good  fait^ 
accompU(hment  q(  this  condition  ^ne  qua  non 
ich  might  be  infringed  by  individuals,  without  the 
i/vkd^e  of  the  Britifh  government)  a  Spanifh  officer 
ommiffary,  accompanied  by  an  Engjifli  commit- 
or  officer,  duly  authorized,  fliall  be  admitted, 
Q  a  year,  to  examine  into  the  real  fituation  of 

.  The^Englifli  nation  fhall  enjoy  the  liberty  of 
dng  their  merchant  Ihips  in  the  fouthem  triangle^ 
ided  between  the  point  of  Cayo  Cafina  and  the 
er  of  fmall  iflands  which  arc  fituated  oppofitc 
part  of  the  coaft  occupied  by  the  cutters,  at  the 
ncc  of  eight  leagues  frpm  the  river  Wallis,  fcveii 
\  Cayo  Cafina,  and  three  from  the  riycr  Sibun ;  a 
:  which  has  always  been  found  well  adapted  to  that 
>ofe,  For  which  end,  the  edifices  and  ftorehoufes 
iutely  neceflary  for  that  fervice  fliall  be  allowed 
t  built ;  bi^t  in  this  conceffion  is  alfo  included  the 
efs  condition  of  not  erefting  fortifications  there  at 
time^  or  Itationing  troops,  or  conftrudting  any  mi- 
(  works  j  and  in  like  manner  it  fliall  not  be  per- 
*d  to  ftation  any  fliips  of  war  there,  or  to  confl:ruct 
•fenal,  or  other  building,  the  objeft  of  wliich  mig'^t 
le  formation  of  a  naval  eftablifhment, 

I.  It  is  alfo  ftipulated,  that  the  Englifli  may 
f  and  peaceably  catch  fifli  on  the  co^  of  the 
itry  afligned  to  them  by  the  laft  treaty  of  peace, 
fo  of  that  which  is  added  to  them  by  the  prefent 
ention;  but  without  going  beyond  their  boundaries, 
confining  themfelves  within  the  difl;ance  ipecified 
e  preceding  article, 

IL  All  the  reftridtions  ipecified  in  the  laft  treaty 
783,  for  the  entire  prefcrvation  of  the  right  of  the 
lifli  fovereignty  oyer   the   country,  ^n  which  is 
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granted  to  the  Englifh  only  the  privilege  of  making 
life  of  the  wood  of  the  different  kinds,  the  fruits  and 
other  produce,  in  their  natural  ftate,  are  here  confirm- 
ed; and  the  fame  reflriftions  fhall  alfo  be  obfervcd 
widi  relpeft  to  the  new  grant.  In  confequence,  the 
inhabitants  of  thofe  countries  fhall  employ  themfelves 
limply  in  the  cutting  and  tranfporting  of  the  faid  wood, 
and  in  the  gathering  and  tranfporting  of  the  fruits^ 
without  meditating  any  more  extenfive  fetdements,  or 
the  formation*  of  any  fyflem  of  government,  either 
military  or  civil,  flilther  than  fuch  regulations  as  their 
Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties  may  hereafter  judge 
proper  to  eflablifh,  for  maintaining  peace  and  gooci 
order  amongft  their  refpeftive  fubjefts. 

VIII.  As  it  is  generally  allowed  that  the  woods  and 
forefls  are  preferved,  and  even  multiply,  by  regular 
and  methodical  cuttings,  the  Englifh  fhall  obferve  this 
maxim,  as  far  as  poflible  ;  but  if)  notwithflanding  all 
their  precautions,  it  fhould  happen  in  courfe  of  time 
that  they  were  in  want  of  dying-wood;  or  mahc^any, 
with  which  the  Spanifh  pofleflions  might  be  provided^ 
the  Spanifh  government  fhall  make  no  difficulty  to 
furnifh  a  fupply  to  the  Englifh,  at  a  fair  and  reafonablc 
price, 

IX.  Every  poffible  precaution  fhall  be  obferved  to 
.  prevent  fmuggling ;  and  the  Englifh  fhall  take  care  to 

conform  to  the  regulations  which  the  Spanifh  govern- 
ment fliall  think  proper  to  eflablifh  amongfl  their  own 
fgbjefts,  in  all  communications  which  they  may  have 
with  the  latter;  on  condition  neverthelefs  that  the 
Englifh  fhall  be  left  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  the 
feveral  advantages  inferted  in  their  favour  in  the  laft 
treaty,  or  ftipulated  by  the  prefent  convention. 

X.  The  Spanifh  governors  fhall  be  ordered  to  give 
to  the  faid  Englifh  difperfed, '  all  pofTible  facilities  for 
tlieir  removal  to  the  fettlemcnts  agreed  upon  by  thQ 
prefent  convention,  according  to  the  flipulations  of  the 
6th  article  of  the  definitive  treaty  of  1783,  with  re- 
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Ipeft  to  the  country  allotted  for  their  ufc  by  the  faid 
article. 

XL  Their  Britannic  and  Catholic  MajelKes,  in 
order  to  rcniove  every  kind  of  doubt  with  regard  to 
the  true  conftruftion  of  the  prefent  convention,  think 
it  neceflary  to  declare  that  the  conditions  of  the  faid 
convention  ought  to  be  obfcrved  according  to  their 
fincere  intention  to  enfure  and  improve  the  harmony 
and  good  underflanding  which  fo  happily  fublift  at 
prefent  between  their  faid  Majefties. 

In  this  view,  his  Britannic  Majefty  engages  to  give 
the  moft  pofirive  orders  for  the  evacuation  of  the 
countries  above-mentioned,  by  all  his  fubjedts  of  what- 
ever denomination :  but  if,  contrary  to  fuch  declara- 
tion, there  fhould  ftill  remain  any  perfons  fo  darings 
as  to  prefume,  by  retiring  into  the  interior  country,  to 
endeavour  to  obftruft  the  entire  evacuation  alrcadv 
agreed  upon,  his  Britannic  Majefty,  fo  far  from  af- 
fording them  the  leaft  fuccour,  or  even  proteftion,  wiD 
difavow  them  in  the  mpft  folemn  manner^  as  he  wifl 
equally  do  thofe  who  may  hereafter  attempt  to  fctde 
upon  the  territory  belonging  to  the  Spanilh  domi- 
nion. 

XII.  The  evacuation  agreed  upon  Ihall  be  com- 
pletely effefted  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months  after 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  convention,  or 
fooner,  if  it  can  be  done. 

XIII.  It  is  agreed  that  the  new  grants  defcribed  ir^ 
the  preceding  articles,  in  favour  of  the  Englifh  nation, 
are  to  take  place  as  foon  as  the  aforefaid  evacuation 
fhall  be  entirely  accomplilhed. 

XIV.  His  Catholic  Majefty,  prompted  folely  by 
motives  of  humanity,  promifes  to  the  King  of  Eng- 
land, that  he  will  not  exercife  any  aft  of  feverity  againft 
the  Mofquitos,  inhabiting  in  part  the  countries  which 
are  to  be  evacuated,  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  conveh- 
don,  on  account  of  the  connexions  which  may  have 

fubfiftcd 
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fubfifted  bef ?^efen  the  faid  Indians  and  the  finglifli  t 
and  his  Britannic  Majefty,  on  his  part,  will  ftridUy 
prohibit  all  his  fubjefts  from  famifhing  aims,  or  war- 
like ftores,  to  the  Indians  in  general,  fituated  iipon  die 
frontiers  of  the  Spanifh  poiTefTions. 

XV,  The  two  courts  fhall  nriutuaily  tranfmit  to 
each  other  duplicates  of  the  orders,  which  they  are  to 
dilpatch  to  their  re^edrive  governors  and  commanders 
in  America,  for  the  accomplifhment  of  the  prefent 
convention  j  and  a  frigate,  or  proper  ihip  of  war,  Ihall 
be  appiointed,  on  each  fide,  to  obferve  in  conjunftion 
that  all  things  are  performed  in  the  beft  order  poffiblci 
and  with  that  cordiality  and  good  faith  of  which  the 
two  Sovereign^  have  been  pleafed  to  fet  the  ex- 
ample* 

XVI.  The  prefent  convention  fhall  be  ratified  by 
their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties,  and  the  ratifica- 
tions exchanged>  within  the  Ipacc  of  fix  weeks,  01* 
Iboner,  if  it  can  be  done. 

In  witnefii  whereof  we  the  under-figned  miniftcrs 
plenipotentiary  of  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Ma- 
jefties,  in  virtue  of  our  relpeftive  full  powers,  have 
figned  the  prefent  convention,  and  have  affixed  there- 
to the  feals  of  our  arms*

That  the  fubjcds  of  the  moft  renowned  King 
of  Great  Britain  Ihall  enjoy  a  full  and  entire  jfreedom 
of  trade  and  conimerce  in  all  forts  of  merchandizes 
in  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  territories,  and  ifles  of 
the  nioft  renowned  King  of  Poitugal,,  in .  Europe ; 
and  may  cany  on  their  trade  and  commerce  in  the 
fciid  places,  as  freely  and  in  the  fame  manner  as  is 
iillowed  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  other  Princes  and  States 
in  alliance  with  tlie  King  of  Portugal ;  and  that  they 
Ihall  not  be  abound  to  pay  greater  duties,  cuftoms, 
imports,  or  other  taxes,  than  the  inhabitants  and  lub- 
jefts  of  the  faid  countries,  or  the  other  fubjeftsof  any 
other  nation  whatfoever  in  alliance  with  Portugal ; 
and  they  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  as  were  for- 
merly granted  to  the  pnglifh  before  the  uhion  of  Por- 
tugal and  Caflile. 

V,  That  as  often  as  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  fhall  arrive  with  their  fhips  in  the  har- 
bours of  tlie  mofl  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  in  his 
kingdoms  and  dominions,  they  Ihall  not  be  obliged  to 
load  or  embarl:  in  their  fhips  any  other  fort  or  quan- 
tity of  commotlities  or  merchandizes,  than  what  the 
fiiid  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fhall  pleafe, 
and  think  good  j  and  that  the  fubjedb  of  the  King  of 
Portugal  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  liberty  in  the  harbours 
and  dominions  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

VL  In  cafe  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  n^ofl  renowned 
King  of  Portugal,  or  any  other  whatfoever,  within  the 
extent  of  his  kingdoms  and  flates,  or  their  goods  and 
merchandizes,  be  feized,  taken,  or  arretted  by  the 
officers  of  the  court  of  inquifition,  or  by  the  judges 

or

or  minifters  thereof^  who  are  or  may  be  afterwards  in- 
debted to  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  renowed  King  of 
Great  Britain,  the  faid  debts  ftiall  be  entirely  paid  with 
the  money  arifing  from  the  faid  goods  and  merchan- 
dizes the  following  year,  which  fhall  begin  from  the 
day  of  the  faid  feizure  and  arreft,  without  any  trouble 
or  hinderance  from  the  faid  court,  or  from  the  judges 
and  minifters  thereof,  in  any  manner  whatfoever  5  and 
if  any  part  of  the  goods  and  merchandizes  of  the  faid 
fubjecls  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  remain  yet  un- 
touched, among  the  faid  goods  and  merchandizes  thus 
leized  and  arretted,  they  fhall  be  reftored  to  them  with- 
out delay. 

VII.  That  the  captains,  mafters,  officers,  and  ma- 
riners of  the  fhips  of  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Great  Britain,  ftiall  not  begin  any  purfuits,  nor  pro- 
cure any  trouble  againft  the  faid  ftiips,  nor  againft 
any  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  faid  King,  within  the  extent 
of  the  kingdoms  and  dominions  of  the  King  of  Por- 
tugal, for  their  wages  or  falaries,  on  pretext  that  they 
will  make  profeffion  of  the  Romifli  religion,  or  that 
they  will  lift  tliemfelves  in  the  fervice  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Portugal. 

VIII.  That  the  confuls  nominated  and  eftabliflied 
by  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Great  Britain,  for  the 
aid  and  protection  of  his  fubjefts  living  within  the  ex- 
tent of  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  moft  renowned 
King  of  Portugal,  ftiall  fully  and  freely  exercife  the 
funftiun  and  bufinefs  of  confuls  in  the  extent  of  the  faid 
kingdoms  and  ftates,  although  they  do  not  make  pro- 
feffion of  the  Romifti  religion. 

IX.  In  cafe  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Great  Britain  happen  to  die  within 
tHe  extent  of  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned Kiqg  of  Portugal,  their  books,  accounts,  mer- 
chandizes, and  goods,  or  thofe  of  any  other  fubjeds 
whatfoever  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  ftialL. not 
frorri  henceforth  be  taken  or  feized  by  the  judges  of 

S  3  orphans 
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orphans  or  people  abfent,  nor  by  their  minifters  or 
officers^  nor  fliall  they  be  under  their  jurifdiftion ;  but 
the  faid  goods,  merchandizes,  and  accounts,  fliall  be 
delivered,  by  thofe  in  whofe  poffeflion  they  ftiall  be, 
into  the  hands  of  the  Englilh  agents  or  faftors  living 
in  the  town  or  place  where  they  Ihall  have  deceafed| 
and  who  (hall  have  been  named  and  appointed  by  the 
defunft :  and  if  the  perfon  deceafed  has  named  nont 
in  his  life-time,  they  fliall  be  put  into  the  hands  of 
one  or  two  Englifli  merchants  (provided  they  be  not 
married)  by  the  authority  of  the  confervator  j  and 
they  fliall  oblige  themfelves  to  give  up  and  reftorc  the 
faid  goods  and  merchandizes  to  the  true  owners,  or  to 
thcu-  lawful  creditors ;  and  the  goods  which  fliall  be 
found  to  belong  to  the  defunft,  fliall  be  put  into  the 
hands  of  his  heirs,  executors,  and  creditors. 

« 

•  X.  That  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  Of 
his  minifters,  within  the  extent  of  his  kingdoms  and 
ftatcs,  may  not  retain  the  fliips  of  the  fubjefts  of  the 
moft  renowned  King  of  Great  Britain,  nor  bis  fub? 
jefts,  without  his  knowledge  and  confent,  for  w^lik^ 
fervices,  or  any  other  fervice  whatfoever  j  but  the  f^jd 
fliips  and  fubjefts  may  freely  depart,  when  they  pka^» 
from  the  ports  and  harbours  of  the  faid  King,  without 
any  hinderance  from  the  King  of  Portugal  or  his  mi- 
nifters :  and  the  goods  and  merchandizes  of  the  fiib^ 
jefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  may  not  be  taken 
for  the  fervice  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  but  only  at 
the  current  and  reafonable  price,  to  be  paid  within 
two  months,  unlcfs  both  parties  agree  upon  fomc  other 
time. 

XL  That  the  fubj efts  of  the  moft  renowned  King 
of  Great  Britain  may  carry  their  fliips,  all  forts  of 
goods,  commodities,  and  merchandizes  whatfoever, 
and  even  arms,  viftuals,  or  any  other  provifions  of  that 
nature,  out  of  the  ports  and  ftates  of  the  faid  King, 
or  out  of  any  other  ports  or  ftates  whatfoever,  provid- 
ed they  do  not  carry  them  flxait  out  of  the  ports  of 

Portugal^ 
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I     Portugal,'  or  the  dominions  thereupon  depending,  to 
be  tranfported  into  the  ports  and  territories  of  the 
moft  renowned  King  of  Caftile ;  and  that  neither  the 
renowned  King  of  Portugal,  nor  his  fubjefts,  may,  by 
way  of  feizure,  reprifal,  or  any  other  method  what- 
focver,  hinder  the  faid  (hips,  goods,  or  perfons  of  thtf 
lubjefts    of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  from    fail- 
ing lafely  into  the  ports  and  territories  of  the  faid 
Kin^  of  Caftile,  and  there  carry  on  their  trade  and 
commerce :  and  that  the  fubjecSb  of  the  Kings  of  Great 
Britain  and  of  Portugal  (hall  have  the  fame  power  oti 
both  fides ;  if  afterwards  it .  fhould  happen  that  the 
one  or  the  other  of  the  faid  Kings  fhould  make  wa^ 
tipon  the  friends  of  the  other :  and  the  fubjefts  .of  the 
Xing  of  Great  Britain  may  bring  all  forts  of  mer- 
chandizes, and  even  arms,  viftuals,  or  any  other  fort 
of  provifions  whatfoever,  and  things  of  the  like  nature, 
into  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  King  of  Portugal^ 
and  may  there  fell  them  as  they  think  good,  in  open 
market,  without  any  hinderance,from  the  moft  renown* 
cd  King  of  Portugal  or  his  minifters. 

XII.  And  that  the  treaty  of  truce  made  with  Don 
Michael  de  Noronha,  Count  de  Linhares,  viceroy  of 
Goa,  and  William  Metwold,  prefident  of  the  Engliflj 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  the  20th  of  January  1635,  N,  S. 
Ihall  be  continued  and  kept  between  the  fubjefts  of 
both  Kings  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  in  all-  the  ftates  of 
the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  beyond  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  -,  and  that  the  commiflioncrs  to  be 
named  by  both  Kings  ftiall  within  three  mondis  take 
cognizance  of  the  demands  which  have  been  or  fliall 
be  made  by  the  fubjefts  and  Ihips  of  the  faid  Kings, 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  with  relation  to  dieir  commerce  in 
the  faid  Indies;  that  fo  by  this  means  a  perpetual 
peace  and  alliance  may  be  eftabliftied  and  confirmed 
by  both  Kings,  between  their  fubjefts  on  both  fides. 

XIIL  And  forafmuch  as  the  free  commerce  and 
navigation  of  die  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 

S  4  on 
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on  the  coafts  and  parts  of  Africa,  in  the  ifland  of  St. 
Thomas,  and  in  the  other  iflands  there,  could  noc 
hitherto  be  eftabliftied  and  agreed,  through  the  default! 
of  the   powers  which  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  had  fent  to  his  ambalTadors ;  (that  the  prc- 
fent  treaty  of  peace  and  amity  between  the  two  Kings 
and  their  fubjefts  may  not  be  retarded  by  this  diSculty 
/ind  conteft)  it  has  been  concluded  of  both  fideswthat 
in  the  lands,  forts,  caftles,  ports,  and  coafts  of  Africa, 
Guinea,  &c.  the  ifland  of  St.  Thomas,  and  in-  all  the 
other  iflands  comprehended  therein,  where  it  can  be 
made  appear  that  the  Englifli    have   lived  for  the 
traffic  of  merchandize,  or  have  had  trade  and  com- 
merce from  the  times  of  the  Kings  of  Caftile,  or  ever 
to  this  time,  there  fliall  be  no  alteration  or  change, 
nor  fliall  they  be  molefted  or  injured  in  any  manner  by 
the  Portuguefc  upon  that  fcore :  that  if  any  duty  or 
cuftoms  are  to  be  demanded  of  the  fubjefts  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  upon  any  account  whatfoever, 
in  the  caftles,  ifles,  or  forts  aforcfaid>  they  fliall  not  be 
greater   or  higher  than  what  fliall  be  demanded  of 
other  nations  in  alliance  with  the  King  of  Portugal ; 
and  in  cafe  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Portugal  (hall 
ftand  in  need  of  foreign  fliips  for  their  navigation  and 
commerce  towards  the  coaft  of  the  faid  ifles,  they  may 
.hire  the  ftiips  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain.     And  that  the  two  Kings  fliall  name  ambaf- 
fadors  and  commiflloners,  who  fliall  confer  and  agree 
upon  a  treaty  touching  the  free  commerce  and  nayi-f 
gation  upon  the  coafts,  and  in  the   ifles  and  plac^ 
aforefaid,  which  has  been  demanded  by  the  commif- 
,    fioners  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  for  the  fubjeAs 
of  their  King ;  being  perfuadcd,  in  confidence  of  the 
ancient  amity  which  has  been  betwixt  the  predeceflfors 
of  the  faid  Kings,  that  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  will  not  grant  more  ample  privileges,  rights, 
and  immunities  to  any  other  nation,  than  to  the  fub- 
jc6ts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

XIV.  And 
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XIV.  And  whereas  th«  moft  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  has,  by  his  conceflion,  confirmed  by  his  feal, 
dated  at  Lifbon,  the  21ft  of  January  1641,  given  fall 
power  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  lands  fubjeft  to  tho 
Lords  the  States  of  Holland,  &c.  to  bringand  tranf- 
port  within  and  without  his  kingdoms,  ftates,  and 
territories,  all  forts  of  merchandizes ;  therefore  the 
fubjedts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  (hall  have  and 
enjoy  the  fame  privilege  in  the  kingdoms  and  eftates 
ot  the  faid  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  conform- 
ably to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  conceflion, 

XV.  And  that  the  Englifli  merchants  and  other 
fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  (hall  enjoy  the 
fame,  and  as  great  privileges  and  immunities,  as  to  their 
being  imprifoned,  arretted,  or  any  other  way  molefted 
in  their  perfons,  houfes,  books  of  accounts,  merchan- 
dizes, and  goods,  within  the  extent  of  the  ftates  of  the 
rnoft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  as  have  been,  or 
,fliall  be  for  the  future  granted  to  any  Prince  or  people 

jn  alliance  with  the  King  of  Portugal. 

XVI.  And  forafmuch  as  there  has  been  no  agree- 
ment hitherto  made  touching  the  freight  of  (hips  bcr 
longing  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Great  Britain,  by  the  Portuguefe,  for  their  commerce 
and  navigation  in  Brazil ;  it  has  feemed  good  to  both 
parties,  that  there  be  ambafladors  and  commiflioners 
deputed  and  fent  by  the  faid  King  within  two  years, 
who  fhall  have  power  to  treat  and  agree  upon  this  ar- 
ticle, 

XVII.  And  forafmuch  as  the  benefits  of  commerce 
and  peace  would  be  rendered  fruitlefs,  if  the  fubjcfts 
of  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Great  Britain  were 
molefted  *on  the  account  of  their  confciences,  fo  long 
as  they  go  to  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Portugal  for  commerce  or  bufmefs  5 
therefore,  that  their  commerce  may  be  fafe  and  fecure, 
as  well  by  iea  as  by  land,  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  ftiall  take  care,  and  give  orders  that  they  be 

not 
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not  molefted  or  troubled  on  the  faid  fcor^  of  con- 
fcienccy  provided  they  give  no  fcandal  to  others. 
And  although  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal 
acknowledges  he  has  no  power  to  determine  or  difpofe 
of  faith  and  religion,  neverthelefs,  from  a  motive  of 
amity  and  great  afFeftion,  which  he  has  for  the  moft 
renowned  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Engiiih 
nation,  he  will  take  care  that  the  Englifh^  and  the 
other  fubjefts  of  the  faid  King,  have  and  enjoy  as 
great  liberty  in  the  praftice  and  exercife  of  their  re- 
ligion, in  all  the  kingdoms,  ftates,  and  territories  of  the 
King  of  Portugal,  as  Ihall  be  allowed  to  the  fufaye£U 
of  any  other  Prince  or  Commonwealth  whatfoever.  . 

XVIII.  That  if  it  ftiould  happen  afterwards  (which 
God  forbid)  that  any  difficulties  or  doubts  fhouldariie 
between  the  two  moft  renowned  Kings,  which  might 
give  occafion  to  apprehend  the  interruption  of  com* 
merce  and  correfpondence  between  their  fubjeds, 
public  advice  thereof  fhall  be  given  to  the  fubjc£b  of 
both  fides,  in  all  and  every  the  kingdoms,  ftates,  and 
provinces  of  both  Kings :  and  after  that  notice  given, 
they  fhall  be  allowed  two  years,  on  both  fides,  to  tranf- 
port  their  merchandizes  and  goods  j  and  that  in  the 
mean  time  there  fhall  be  no  injury  or  prejudice  done  to 
any  perfons  or  goods  on  either  fide, 

XIX.  And  ifi  during  the  prcfent  peace  and  amity, 
any  thing  fhould  be  undertaken,  committed,  or  done, 
contrary  to  the  force  and  effeft  thereof,  either  by  fea, 
land,  or  frefh-waters,  by  either  of  the  forelaid  Kings, 
their  heirs  or  fuccefTors,  their  Ihips  or  fubjefts  j  ncver- 
thelefs  the  prefent  peace  and  amity  fhall  remain  in  its 
force  and  virtue,  and  only  the  contraveners  and  cri-. 
minals  fhall  be  punilhed  for  their  contravention. 

XX.  It  has  been  concluded  and  agreed,  that  tlio 
prcfent  peace  and  alliance  fhall  in  no  wife  derogate 
from  the  alliances  and  confederacies  formerly  made 
and  contrafted  between  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Great  Britain,  and  other  Kings,  Princes,  and  Com- 
monwealths 4 
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monwealths ;  but  that  the  faid  confederacies  and  alii-- 
ances  Ihall  be  firmly  preferved,  and  remain  for  the 
future  in  fiill  force  and  virtue,  the  prefcnt  treaty  of 
peace  notwithflanding. 

XXI.  Finally,  it  has  been  concluded,  that  the  faid 

moft  renowned  Kings,  Charles  of  Great  Britain,  &c. 

and  John  the  Fourth,  King  of  Portugal,  6cc.  Ihall 

finccrely  and  faithfully  obferve  and  keep,  and  caufe 

their  lubjefts  to  obferve  and  keep,  all  and  fingular 

die  capitulations  concluded  and  agreed  in  the  pre- 

fent  treaty ;  and  that  they  fhall  do  nothing,  direftly  or 

indireftly,  contrary  thereto  5  and  that  they  will  confirm 

and  ratify  all  and  every  the  conventions  aforefaid,  by 

their  letters  patent  (igned  with  their  Royal  figns,  and 

lealed  with  their  great  feals,  in  good  and  due  form  1 

and  deliver  them,  or  caufe  tbem  to  be  delivered,  feith- 

^lly,  really,  and  efFeftuallyj  and  (hall  reciprocally 

oblige  themfelves  by  promife,  on  the  word  of  a  King, 

that  they  (hall  obferve  and  keep  all  and  every  the 

things  above,  as  oft;en  as  they  fhall  be  thereto  required 

by  the  one  or  the  other  party ;  and  that  they  fhall  caufe 

the  prefent  peace  and  amity  to  be  publifhed  in  the 

ufiial  manner^  as  foon  as  may  be.

Tbe  ^Treaty  of  Peace  and  Alliance  between  Oliver 
Cromwell,  Prote^or  of  England,  and  John  IV, 
King  of  Portugal.  Made  at  Wefhninfter,  the  lotb 
of  July,  1654. 

!•    THAT  there  fhall  be  a  good,  true,  and  firm 
peace  between  the  Republic  of  England  and  the  moft 

Serene 
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Serene  King  of  Portugal,  and  between  the  countries, 
territories,  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  principalities 
under  their  refpe<5Hve  governments,  and  their  people, 
fubjefts,  and  inhabitants,  of  whatfoever  condition, 
rank,  and  dignity,  not  only  by  land,  but  on  the  fea, 
rivers,  and  frefti-waters ;  in  fuch  manner  that  their 
faid  people  and  fubjefts  Ihall  behave  to  each  other 
with  favour  and  afliilance,  mutual  love  and  honeft  af- 
feftion ;  and  that  neither  of  the  faid  parties,  or  thci? 
people,  fubjefts,  or  inhabitants,  (hall  commit  or  at- 
tempt any  thing  againft  the  other,  in  any  place,  either 
by  land  or  fea,  or  in  the  harbours  or  rivers  of  either, 
nor  ihall  confent  or  adhere  to  any  war,  counfel,  or 
treaty,  to  the  damage  of  the  other,  nor  receive  or 
harbour  the  rebels  or  fugitives  of  either,  in  any  of 
the  other's  territories,  kingdoms,  dominions,  ports,  w  *" 
borders.

That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  this  Re- 
public fhall  be  at  liberty  to  buy  up  all  forts  of  wares, 
foods,  and  merchandize,  ahd  the  fanie  to  ufe  and  en- 
joy in  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  territories,  and  iflands 
of  the  King  of  Portugal,  at  the  firft  fale,  either  in 
parcels,  or  in  whatfoever  number  and  fize,  when  and 
"wrhercfoever  they  pleafe ;  neither  fhall  they  be  com- 
pelled to  purchafe  them  either  of  forcftallers  or  mono- 
polifts,  nor  fhall  they  be  circumfcribed  to  a  fet  price  : 
they  may  alfo,  at  difcretion,  fell,  traffic,  and  freely  tranf- 
port  any  fort  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandize  what- 
foever,'from  the  faid  kingdoms  and  dominions,  paying 
only  the  cufloms  and  conful's  fees  due  for  the  goods 
exported,  as  they  were  paid  the  loth  of  March  O.  S.

heretofore,  by  all  or  any  of  the  Kings  of  Portugal,  fhall 
be  confirmed  by  an  edift,  to  the  end  that  the  people 
and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  Republic  may  enjoy  them,   ' 
together  with  all  ether  privileges  and  immunities,  which 
rnkfiic  or  hereafter  fhall  be  granted  to  any  nation, 
Jni^om,  or  republic,  in  alliance  with  the  faid  King 
of  Portugal. 

IV.  That  as  often  as  the  people  and  inhabitants  of 
lAis  Republic  arrive  with  their  fhips  at  any  of  the  har- 
|bours  of  the  kingdom  of  Portugal,  the  faid  people  and 
tttants  fhall  not  be  compelled  in  the  leafl,  by  the 
King's  miniflers,  officers,  and  fubjefts,  to  load  or 
on  board  their  fhips  any  other  fpecies  or  quanti- 
ties 
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ties  of  gfiodt  and  merchandize,  than  what  they  think 
fit}  and  while  they  ftay  there,  only  two  officers  or 
waiters,  at  moft,  ihall  be  placed  upon  their  Ihips  1  nor 
ihall  there  be  any  &uitkfs  delay  in  the  unlading  them. 
iUid  if  the  faid  ihips  and  veflels  laden  with  dry  goods^ 
are  not  unladen  within  fen  Jays  after  their  entrance  into 
port,  and  thole  laden  with  fifh  and  provifions,  wkhki 
^leen  days,  they  (hall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any 
ftipend,  fum  of  money,  or  other  reward,  to  the  &id 
officers  or  waiters,  nor  ihall  they  pay  any  thing  more 
than  for  the  faid  fen  and  ^teen  days  reipeftively . 

V.  If  the  fubjefts  of  the  moil  Serene  King  of  Por- 
tugal, or  others,  within  the  kingdoms  and  government 
of  the  faid  King,  or  their  goods  and  merchandize,  art? 
feized,  ilopped,  and  detained,  by  the  office  of  the  court 
of  inquilition,  or  the  judges  or^miniilcrs  thereof^  or 
by  the  King's  exchequer,  and  it  ib  happen  that  the/ 
owe,  or  ihall  owe,  any  money  to  any  of  the  peojfile 

"  of  this  Republic,  the  faid  debts  ihall  be  paid  entirely 
out  of  the  faid  goods  and  merchandize,  within  fix 
months  next  after  the  faid  attachment  or  feizure,  with- 
out hinderance  or  moleilation  from  the  faid  court,  or  its 
judges  or  miniilers ;  but  if  among  the  faid  goods  and 
merchandize  fo  attached  and  feized,  diere  remain  any 
goods  and' merchandize  of  the  faid  people  and  inha- 
bitants in  ipecie,  die  fame  ihall  immediately  be  rc- 
flored  to  them. 

VI.  That  the  captains,  mailers,  officers,  and  ma- 
riners of  the  ihips  of  this  Republic,  or  of  any  of  io 
people,  ihall  not  fue,  or  in  any  wife  moleil  the  iaid 
Ihips  or  people  of  this  Republic,  within  the  kingdomt 
and  government  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  on  account 
of  their  ilipend  or  falary,  on  pretence  that  they  profeis 
the  Romiih  religion ;  nor  ihall  they,  under  this  or  any 
other  pretext,  engage  in  the  fervice  of  the  King  of 
Portugal,  or  in  any  other  manner  feparate  from  Ac 
other  ihips  in  their  company :  and  if  they  oflfend  itt 
diis  point,  an  account  ihall  be  taken  of  their  natnes^ 

and 
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•  • 

and  they  fhall  be  compelled  by  .the  magiftrates  and 
officers  of  die  place  to  return  to  the  fliips ;  and  if  they 
cannot  be  fbund>  it  fhadl  be  lawful  for  the  mafter  of  fuch 
(hip  or  vcffel  to  detain  their  clothes,  goods>  or  wage% 
for  the  repair  of  damages.. 

VIL  That  the  confuls  who  (hall  refide  hereafor  ki 
any  part  of  the  dominions  of  Portugal,  for  the  affift- 
ance  and  protection  of  the  people  of  this  Republic^ 
Ihall  be  nominated  and  fixed  by  the  faid  Lord  Protec- 
tor, and  when  fo  nominated,  (hall  obtain  aAd  exercife 
the  fame  authority  as  any  conful,  of  this  or  any  other 
nation  whatfoever,  doth  now  or  ihall  hereafter  exercife 
in  the  dominions  of  the  faid  King,  although  they  do 
not  pr<rfef5  the  Romifti  religion.  Alfo,  tor  judging 
all  caufes  which  fhall  relate  to  the  people  of  diis  Re- 
public, a  judge  confervator  fhall  be  deputed,  from 
whom  no  appeal  fhall  be  granted,  unlefs  to  a  cooi;* 
mittee  of  fcnators,  where  the  difputes  fhall  be  deter- 
mined within  the  fpace  of  four  months,  at  moft,  afi^Q 
the  appeals. 

VIII.  That  if  any  of  the  people  of  this  Republic 
depart  this  life  within  the  kingdoms  and  dominions  of 
the  moft  Serene  King  of  Portugal,  the  books,  ac- 
counts, goods,  and  merchandize  of  him  or  them  fhall 
not  be  feized  nor  polTefTed  by  the  judges  of  the  orphans 
and  pcrfons  abfent,  or  by  their  minifters  or  officers, 
nor  fhall  be  liable  to  their  jurifdi6tion ;  but  the  faid 
goods,  merchandize,  and  accounts  fhall  be^ delivered 
up  to  diofe  Englilh  factors  or  attornies,  refiding  on  the 
Ipot,  who  are  nominated  or  deputed  by  the  deceafed : 
but  if  the  defunft,  whilft  living,  nominated  none,  then 
the  faid  goods,  merchandize,  and  accounts  fhall,  by 
the  authority  of  the  judge  confervator,  be  delivered 
to  two  or  more  Englifh  merchants,  who  fhall  be  chofc 
by  the  majority  of  the  merchants  refiding  in  the  place, 
and  approved  by  the  Englifh  conful,  after  having  given 
fecurity  by  proper  bondfmen,  who  fhall  be  approved 
by  the  conful^  for  reftoring  the  faid  goods,  merchan- 
dize. 
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dize,  and  accounts,  to  the  lawful  owners^  or  dieir  true 
creditors.  And  the  goods  which  fhall  appear  to  have 
been  the  deceafed's,  fhall  be  delivered  to  his  heirs, 
executors,  or  creditors* 

IX.  That  neither  the  King  of  Portugal,  nor  any  of 
his  minifters,  fhall  detain,  arreft,  or  attach  any  mer- 
chants, mafters  of  fhips,' captains,  or  mariners,  or  their 
Ihips,  merchandize,  or  other  goods,  which  belong  to 
this  Republic,  or  any  of  its  people,  either  for  war,  or, 
any  other -ufe  whatfoever,  unlefs  the  Lord  Protcftor, 
or  thofe  to  whom  fiich  fhips  and  goods  appertain,  are 
firft  apprifed  thereof,  and  give  their  confent ;  but  that 
die  faid  fhips,  men,  and  goods  fhall,  at  their  own 
pleafure,  have  free  liberty  to  depart  from  the  har- 
bours and  dominions  of  the  faid  King,  without  any 
hinderance  from  his  faid  Majefly,  or  any  of  his  mini- 
fters :  and  that  the  fale  of  the  merchandize  and  goods 
of  the  people  of  this  Republic  fhall  not  be  hindered 
or  delayed,  under  pretence  that  the  King  has  occafion 
for  them,  or  for  any  other  reafon  whatfoever;  nor 
fhall  they  be  diverted  to  the  King's  ufe,  or  to  any 
odier  ufes  whatever,  without  the  confent  of  thofe  con- 
cerned. 

X.  Tlmt  the  people  of  the  Republic  of  England 
may  freely  export,  in  their  fhips,  all  goods,  wares,  and 
things,  of  what  kind  foever,  even  anus,  provifion,  or 
the  like,  from  the  liarbours  and  dominions  of  the  faid 
Republic,  or  any  other  harbours  and  dominions  what- 
ever, provided  they  are  not  exported  immediately 
from  the  harbours  and  dominions  of  Portugal,  to  any 
ports  and  territories  whatfoever  of  the  King  of  Caflilc. 
And  that  neither  the  mofl  Serene  King  of  Portugal^ 
nor  his  fubjedts,  fhall  hinder  the  faid  fhips,  goods,  or 
men,  by  feizures,  reprifals,  or  any  other  caufe  whatfo- 
ever, from  navigating  fccurely  to  the  harbours  and 
territories  of  the  faid  King  of  Caflile,  and  from  traf- 
ficking therein ;  and  that  the  people  of  this  Republic 
inay  freely  import  arms,  com,  fifh,  and  all  other 

forts 
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forts  of  merchandize,  into  the  kingdonns,'  ports,  and 
territories  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  and  the  fame 
fell  at  pleafure,  either  in  parcels,  or  in  bulk,  to  what- 
focver  chapmen,  and  for  whatever  price  they  can  get  j  * 
and  fhall  not  be  prohibited,  circumfcribed,  or  reftrain- 
cd,  by  his  faid  Royal  Majefty,  or  his  miniftersj  gover- 
nors, farmers  of  the  cuftoms,  or  monopolifts,  or  by  any 
chamber  or  jurifdiftion  whatfoever,  of  any  court  public 
or  private ;  and  that  the  goods  or  merchandize,  after 
paying  the  cuftoms  or  impofts,  in  fuch  of  his  Majefty's 
harbours  whcrefoever  they  are,  fhall  be  freely  tranf^ 
ported  into  any  other  ports  or  places  whatfoever  of  his 
faid  Majefty,  without  paying  any  other  or  farther 
cuftom,  duty,  or  fum  of  money,  befides  what  the 
Portuguefe  merchants  fhould  pay,  if  the  goods  and 
merchandize  belonged  to  them. 

XL  That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  Re- 
public of  England  fh^l  trade  and  traffic  freely  and 
fafely  from  Portugal  to  Brafil,  and  the  other  conquefb 
of  the  faid  King  in  the  Weft  Indies,  and  from  Brafil 
and  the  faid  conquefts  to  Portugal,  in  aill  forts  of  goods 
and  merchandize  whatfoever  (except  meal,  fifh,  wine, 
oil,  and  Brafil  wood,  which  are  prohibited  by  the  King 
in  purfuance  of  a  contraft  with  the  Brafil  company) 
paying  the  dues*  and  cuftoms  which  others  pay  who 
trade  into  thofe  countries,  and  provided  that  the  Eng- 
Hfh  fhips  hired  by  the  Portuguefe  fail  in  company 
with  the  Portuguefe  fleet:  and  that  the  faid  people 
and  inhabitants  arriving  from  any  of  the  harbours  and 
places  in  Brafil,-  and  the  faid  conquefts,  at  any  of  the 
dominions  of  the  faid  King  whadbever,  fhall  not  be 
compelled  to  unlade  their  fhips,  or  to  export  any 
goods  belonging  to  the  Englifti ;  but  the  officers  of 
the  cuftoms  fhall  caufe  the  goods,  while  they  are 
aboard  the  ftiips,  to  be  weighed,  to  the  end  that  the 
cuftoms  and  dues  may  be  paid  for  them  -,  and  d\at  no 
heavier  duty  or  impoft,  nor  greater  fum  of  money,  or 
cxpence,  fhall  be  demanded  or  paid  to  the  King's 
officers,  than  if  the  goods  were  expofcda-ftiore;  nor

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(hall  there  be  any  delay  in  difpatching  and  dlfmifling 
the  faid  (hips.     And  after  they  are  arrived  at  any 
other  dominions  of  the  faid  King  whatfoevcr,  having 
paid  the  cuftoms  and  duties  above-mentioned^  they 
Ihall  freely  proceed  to   any  other  harbour  or  place 
whatfoevcr ;  and  the  goods  put  on  board  the  Englifh 
ihips,  either  by  the  fubjefts  of  the  faid  King,  or  hy 
others,  to  be  tranfported  to  any  part  whatfoevcr  of  die 
dominions  of  the  faid  King,  ftiall  by  no  means  pay 
,  greater  cuftoms,  or  any  different  duties,  than  if  dicy 
were  put  on  board  Portuguefe  ftiips.     And  likewik, 
that  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  the   Republic  of 
England  (hall  have  the  liberty  of  navigating  to  the 
colonies,  iQands,  countries,  harbours,  diftri6ls,  towns, 
villages,  and  ftaples,  belonging  to  the  King  of  Portu- 
gal, in  the  Eaft  Indies,  Guinea,  Binney,  the  ifland  of 
St.  Thomas,  and  elfewherc,  on  the  coafts  and  fhores; 
and  there  to  refide,  negotiate,  and  traffic  by  land  or 
feaj  on  the  rivers  or  frefh -waters,  in  any  goods  and 
merchandize  whatfoevcr  j  and  to  tranfport  all  kind  of 
merchandize,  to  any  place  or  country,  with  the  fame 
ireedom  as  fonnerly,  and  the  fame  tjiat  was  ever 
granted  by  any  treaty  heretofore,  or  fliall  hereafter  be 
granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  any  other  nation,  in  al- 
liance and  friendfhip  with  that  Crown.     But  as  to  the 
cuftoms  and  duties  to  be  paid  in  thofe  countries,  thqr 
ihall  not  pay  more  or  greater  than  thofe  which  arc 
paid  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  trading'  in  any  of  the 
&id  places  or  countries.     And  alfo,  diar  the  King 
€;f  Portugal  or  his  fubjefts,  as  well  the  Brafil  com- 
pany a$  all  others,  as  often  as  they  have  need  of  fbre^ 
ihips  for  trade  and  navigation  to  Braiit,  or  the  coafls 
and  iflands  above-mentioned,  or  elfewhere,  fliall  hire 
the  fhips  of  this  Republic  and  its  ftibje^h  at  the  uiiial 
and  ordinary  rates,  and  no  other  ftiips  of  any  Prince  or 
Republic,  provided  that  the  number  of  the  Eng^iiif 
ftiips  be  fufficient  for  their  purpofes ;  excepting  that 
the  Brafil  company,  as  is  fet  forth  in  the  charter  (£ 
their  liberties^  gianted  to  them  by  the  King's  letters 
8  patentii 
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fctcnt,  rifiay  hifc  of  what  nation  focver  they  pleafe,  two 
qj>s  to  be  fitted  out  as  convoys,  and  four  others  ta 
:  lent  with  fiJfh  to  Brafil  -,  and  that  as  well  the  Brafil 
mnpany  as  all  other  the  fubjefts  of  the  faid  Kii^y 
ho  follow  merchandize,  fh^  freely,  without  any  li- 
mce,  general  or  Ipecial,  firft  obtained,  hire  as  many 
ngliih  (hips  as  they  pleafe,  and  fail  therein  to  Brkfil, 
kT the  other  conquefts  of  the  faid  King  in  the  Weft 
idies :  and  that  whatever  ftipend  fhall  be  agreed  on 
r  lading  and  ftay,  the  fame  fhall  run  on  and  be  placed 
>  the  reckoning,  till  the  whole  is  paid,  though  it  ex- 
red  what  wa^  bargained  for  the  time. 

XII-  That  whereas  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Por- 
Igal,  by  his  refcript  fealed  with  his  feal,  and  dated  ac 
iifbon,  the  aift  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our 
lOrd  1 64 1,  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  lands 
Oder  the  dominion  of  the  States  of  Holland,  free  li- 
crty  of  importing  and  exporting  all  forts  of  merchan- 
ize  from  his  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  territories  ^ 
le  people  of  the  Republic  of  England  fhall  ufc  and 
noy  the  fame  liberty  in  the  kingdoms  and  donniniont 
E'dic  KLing  of  Portugal. 

XIII.  That  no  Alcaid,  as  he  is  commonly  called, 
or  other  officer  of  the  King's  Majefty,  fhall  arreft  or 
npeach  any  of  the  people  of  this  Republic,  of  what 
ank  of  condition  foever,  except  in  a  criminal  caufe, 
rtttre  he  is  apprehended  in  die  faft,  unlcfs  he  be  firft 
^powered  in  writing  by  the  judge  co'fifervator ;  and 
to  the  people  aforefaid,  in  other  refpefts,  as  to  their 
bodies,  dwellings,  books  of  accounts,  interefts,  mer- 
chandize, and  goods,  fhall  enjoy  equal  and  the  fame 
iotonunity  within  die  dominions  of  die  moft  Serene 
ikig  of  Portugal,  from  imprifonment,  arrefls,  and 
Mtirr  moleftations  whatfoever,  as  is  or  hereafter  fhall 
hrgranted  to  any  other  Prince  and  people  whatfoever, 
B  alUance  with  the  King  of  Portugal :  nor  fhall  dicy 
e  hindered  by  any  fafc-conduft  or  proteftion,  to  he 
t!mt€d  by  his  authorit)^  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  iaid 

T  z  Kine-, 
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(hall  there  be  any  delay  in  dispatching  and  difmiffing 
the  faid  (hips.     And  after  they  are  arrived  at  any 
other  dommrons  of  the  faid  King  whatfoever,  having 
]>aid  the  cuftoms  and  duties  above-mentioned,  they 
Ihall  freely  proceed  to   any  other  harbour  or  place 
whatfoever ;  and  the  goods  put  on  board  the  Englifli 
ihips>  either  by  the  fubjefts  of  the  faid  King,  or  bf 
others,  to  be  tranlported  to  any  part  whatibcvcr  of  die 
dominions  of  the  faid  King,  ftiall  by  no  means  pay 
^  greater  cuftoms,  or  any  different  duties,  than  if  they 
were  put  on  board  Portuguefe  ftiips.     And  likewiie, 
that  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  the   Republic  of 
England  (hall  have  the  liberty  of  navigating  to  the 
colonies,  iQands,  countries,  harbours,  diftridh,  towns, 
villages,  and  ftaples,  belonging  to  the  King  of  Portu- 
gal, in  the  Eaft  Indies,  Guinea,  Binney,  the  ifland  of 
St.  Thomas,  and  elfewherc,  on  the  coafts  and  fhores ; 
and  there  to  refide,  negotiate,  and  traffic  by  land  or 
fea,  on  the  rivers  or  frefh-watcrsi  in  any  goods  and 
merchandize  whatfoever  5  and  to  traniport  all  kind  of 
merchandize,  to  any  place  or  country,  with  the  fame 
ireedom  as  formerly,  and  the  fame  that  was  ever 
granted  by  any  treaty  heretofore,  or  fliall  hereafter  be 
granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  any  other  nation,  in  al- 
liance and  friendfhip  with  that  Crown.     But  as  to  the 
cuftoms  and  duties  to  be  paid  in  thofe  countries,  they 
ihall  not  pay  more  or  greater  than  thofe  which  arc 
paid  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  trading'  in  any  of  the 
&id  places  or  countries.     And  alfo,  diar  the  King 
€>f  Portugal  or  his  fubjefts,  as  well  the  Brafil  com- 
pany a$  all  others,  as  often  as  they  have  need  of  foreign 
Ihips  for  trade  and  navigation  to  Brafil,  or  the  coafts 
and  iflands  abover-mentioned,  or  elfewhere,  fhall  hire 
the  fhips  of  this  Republic  and  its  flibjeds  at  the  ufual 
and  ordinary,  rates,  and  no  other  fhips  of  any  Prince  or 
Republic,  provided  that  the  number  of  the  Engliflf 
fliips  be  fufHcient  for  their  purpofes;  excepting  that 
the  Brafd  company,  as  is  fet  forth  in  the  charter  of 
their  liberties^  granted  to  them  by  the  King's  letters

<m  both  fides,  to  whom  any  debts  were  owiiig  at  the 
time  of  fuch  public  notice,  legally  to  demand  the  fame 

'  within  the  faid  two  years,  in  the  places  and  dominions 
where  they  are  owing,  and  afterwards  juftice  fhall  be 
done  them  fpeedily  and  efFe6hially,  fo  that  fuch  cre- 

i  ditors  may  be  able  to  obtain  their  own  within  the  time 
prefcribed* 

XVI.  If  it  fliall  happen,  that  while  this  treaty, 
fiiendfhip,  ai)d  intercourfe  are  fubfifting,  any  thing  be 
committed  or  attempted  by  any  of  the  people  or  in- 
habitants of  either  of  the  faid  parties,  contrary  to  this 

•  treaty,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  land  or  fea,  on  the  rivers' 
and  fi^efli-waters,  the  faid  friendfliip  and  intercourie 
betwixt  thcfe  nations  Ihall   not  dierefbre  be   inter- 

•nipted  nor  infringed,  but  Ihall,  neverthelefs,  remain 

•  intire  and  in  full  force,  and  thofe  only  who  violate  the 
faid  treaty  fhall  be  punifhed,  and  none  elfe ;  and  juflice 
Ihall  be  done,  and  fatisfaftion  given,  to  all  thofe  con- 
Ctraed,  by  all  thofe  who,  by  land,  fea,  rivers,  or  frefh- 
waters,  fhall  aft  any  thing  contrary  to  this  treaty,  in 

•anv  part  of  Europe,  or  elfe  where,  within  the  flraits  of 
;  Gioraltar,  either  in  America,  or  along  the  coafls  of 
Afitca,  or  in  any  of  the  lands,  iflands,  feas,  arms  of  the 
lea,  bays,  rivers,  or  in  any  places  on  this  fide  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  within  the  fpace  of  a  year  after 
juffice  fhall  be  demanded ;  and  in  all  places,  as  above^ 
beyond  the  faid  Cape,  within  eighteen  months  after 
juftice  be  required,  in  the  manner  above-mentioned^ 
And  if  the  violators  of  the  treaty  do  not  appear,  nor 
.  furrender  themfclves  to  trial,  nor  give  fatisfaftion  with- 
in this  or  the  other  fpace  of  time  now  limited,  accord- 
ir^  to  the  diflance  of  the  place,  they  fhall  be  deemed 
as  the  enemies  of  both  parties,  and  their  goods^  fub- 
Itance,  and  revenues  whatfbever,  fhall  be  fet  to  public 
'  'auftion,  and  fold  to  make  full  and  juft  farisfaftion  for 
.,  Aofe  injuries  which  they  have  fufFered  from  them  j  and 
I  <At  offenders,  when  they  happen  to  be  in  the  power  of 
[  'cither  party,  fhall  be  liable  to  thofe  punifhments  which 
.  jfacir  refoeftive  crimes  deferve.

King,  or  others  frequenting  his  donninions,  fiiom  re- 
covering their  debts ;  but  they  fhall  have  a  rifi;ht  to  iiic 
every  man  to  juftice  for  the  recovery  of  any  juft  dcb^ 
whatever  be  his  proteftion  or  paflport,  be  he  a  famnei 
of  the  revenue,  or  any  other  privileged  perfon,  bj 
whatfocvcr  charter  fecured. 

XIV.  And  forafmuch  as  the  rights  of  commerce 
and  peace  would  be  null  and  void,  if  the  people  of  die 
Republic  of  England  fhould  be  difturbed  for  con- 
fcience  fake,  while  they  pafs  to  and  from  thcy  king« 
donis  and  dominions  of  the  faid  King  of  Portugal,  or 
refide  there  for  the  fake  of  exchanging  their  wares ; 
that  commerce  may  therefore  be  free  and  fecurc,  both 
by  land  and  fea,  the  faid  King  of  Portugal  fhall  ef- 
fe^hially  take  care  and  provide  that  they  be  not  mo- 
lefted  by  any  perfon,  court,  or  tribunal,  for  any  Eog*- 
Ufli  Bibles  or  other  books  which  they  may  have  in 
their  cuftody,  or  make  ufe  of:  and  that  it  fhall  be 
free  for  the  people  of  this  Republic  to  obferve  and 
profels  their  own  religion  in  private  houfes,  together 
with  their  families,  within  any  of  the  dominions  of  the 
faid  King  of  Portugal  whatfoever ;  and  the  fame  to 
exercife  on  board  their  fliips  and  veflTels,  as  they  jhall 
think  fit,  without  any  trouble  or  hinderance :  and 
finally,  that  a  place  be  allotted  them  fit  for  the  burial 
of  their  dead.  Provided  neverthelefs,  that  the  £ng)ixfh 
do  not  exceed  what  is  written  in  this  article. 

XV.  If  it  fhall  happen  hereafter,  that  any  contro- 
verfies  and  doubts  arife  between  the  faid  nadonSj 
which  may  endanger  the  interruption  of  commerce 
between  them,  public  notice  Ihall  be  given  to  the 
p«ople  and  Hibjefts  of  both  parties,  through  all  the 
kingdoms  and  provinces  of  both;  and  the  ipace  of 
two  years  after  fuch  notice  allowed  for  tranfporting 
their  perfons,  goods,  (hips,  wares,  and  fubflancc  whatfo- 
ever, without  any  molellation,  impediment,  or  damage 
offered  in  the  mean  time  to  their  perfons  or  goods : 
and  it  ihall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  people  and  fubjeA% 

on 
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Oft  both  fides,  to  whom  any  debts  were  owing  at  the 
time  of  fuch  public  notice,  legally  to  demand  the  fame 

'  within  the  faid  two  years,  in  the  places  and  dominions 
where  they  are  owing,  and  afterwards  juftice  fhall  be 
done  them  fpeedily  and  efFe6hially,  fo  that  fuch  cre- 

.  ditors  may  be  able  to  obtain  their  own  within  the  time 

prefcribed, 

XVI.    If  it  fliall  happen,  that  while  this  treaty, 
friendfhip,  aftd  intercourfe  are  fubfifting,  any  thmg  be 
committed  or  attempted  by  any  of  the  people  or  in- 
habitants of  either  of  the  faid  parties,  contrary  to  this 
treaty,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  land  or  fea,  on  the  rivers' 
and  frefh-waters,  the  faid  friendfhip  and  intercourfe 
betwixt  thefe  nations  Ihall   not  therefore  be   inter- 
rupted nor  infringed,  but  Ihall,  neverthelefs,  remain 
•  intire  and  in  full  force,  and  thofe  only  who  violate  the 
faid  treaty  fhall  be  punifhed,  and  none  elfe  5  and  juflice 
fhall  be  done,  and  fatisfaftion  given,  to  all  thofe  con- 
cerned, by  all  thofe  who,  by  land,  fea,  rivers,  or  frefh- 
waters,  fhall  aft  any  thing  contrary  to  this  treaty,  in 
•any  part  of  Europe,  or  elfewhere,  within  the  flraits  of 
Gibraltar,  either  in  America,  or  along  the  coafls  of 
Africa,  or  in  any  of  the  lands,  iflands,  feas,  arms  of  the 
fea,  bays,  rivers,  or  in  any  places  on  this  fide  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  within  the  fpace  of  a  year  after 
juflice  fhall  be  demanded  ;  and  in  all  places,  as  above^ 
beyond  the  faid  Cape,  within  eighteen  months  after 
juflice  be  required,  in  the  manner  above-mendoned^ 
And  if  the  violators  of  the  treaty  do  not  appear,  nor 
.  furrender  themfelves  to  trial,  nor  give  fatisfaftion  with- 
in this  or  the  other  fpace  of  time  now  limited,  accord- 
ing to  the  diflance  of  the  place,  they  fhall  be  deemed 
as  the  enemies  of  both  parties,  and  their  goods^  fub- 
(lance,  and  revenues  whatfoever,  fhall  be  fet  to  public 
auftion,  and  fold  to  make  full  and  jufl  farisfaftion  for 
thofe  injuries  which  they  have  fufFered  fix)m  them;  and 
•the  offenders,  when  they  happen  to  be  in  the  power  of 
either  party,  fhall  be  liable  to  thofe  punifhments  which 
their  refpeftive  crimes  deferve.

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XVII.  If  any  controverfy  ihould  arife  .b$t;«ii!^n.tbe 
faid  King's  infpeftors,  officers,  or  mmifters,  and  the 
faid  merchants,  concerning  the  goodneis  of  die  fiih, 
or  any  odier  fort  of  provifions  i«4iatfoevcr,  which  ikM 
be  brought  to  any  of  the  faid  King's  doniinions»  the 
fame  fhall  be  decided  by  the  arbitration  of  good  men, 
provided  they  be  not  Portuguefe,  who  Ihali  be  fiurly 
chofe  by  the  magiftrate  of  the  place,  and  the  conful  of 
the  Englifh  nation ;  and  fhall  fo  determine  the  matter^ 
that  no  detriment  happen  to  the  owner  in  the  mean 
time,  while  the  matter  is  in  dilpute. 

XVIIL  It  ftiall  be  lawful  for  rfie  people  or  iubjeds 
of  either  party  to  enter  the  ports  of  the  other,  there  to 
refide,  and  thence  to  depart  with  equal  liberty,  not  only 
with  merchant-ihips  and  tranfports,  but  alio  with  men 
of  war,  guard-fhips,  and  convoys,  whether  they  are 
drove  thither  by  a  ftorm,  or  come  in  for  refittinc;  their 
fhips,  or  for  viftualling  them,  provided  they  do  not 
exceed  the  number  of  fix  men  of  war,  if  they  chance 
to  come  there  of  their  own  accord ;  nor  fhall  they  ftay 
or  continue  longer  in  the  ports,  or  upon  the  coafts, 
than  is  neceflary  for  refitting  their  fhips,  or  procuriqg 
any  necefTaries,  lefl  they  fhould  give  occafion  for  in- 
terrupting the  commerce  of  other  nations,  which  arc 
united  by  friendfhip  and  alliance.  And  if  at  any  rime 
any  uniiual  number  of  fhips  ihould  come  to  fuch 
harbours  by  chance,  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  them  to 
enter,  without  a  power  firfl  granted  by  thofe  in  whofe 
jurifdiftion  the  harbours  fhall  be,  unlefs  they  are  drove 
in  againfl  their  will,  by  fbefs  of  weather,  or  other 
urgent  neceflity,  for  avoiding  the  danger  of  the  ica 
and  fhipwreck ;  i(i  which  cafe,  they  fhaB  immediately 
notify  the  reafbn  of  theii"  coming  thither  to  the  go- 
vernor or  chief  magiftrate  of  the  place ;  nor  Ihall 
they  flay  there  longer  than  they  are  allowed  by  fuch 
governor  or  chief  magiftrate,  nor  commit  any  hoftiUty 
in  thofe  harbours,  which  may  be  detrimental  to  the  iai4 
Republic  or  King, 

XIX.  That 
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XIX.  That  neither  the  faid  Republic  iior  King 
Ihall  fuflfer  the  Ihips  and  goods  of  cither  of  rfieir  people, 
which  ihaU  at  any  time  be  taken  by  the  enemies  or 
rebels  of  the  other,  and  carried  to  any  ports  or  places 
of  the  other's  territories  or  dominions,  to  be  conveyed 
away  from  the  owners  or  proprietors  j  but  the  fame 
ihall  be  reftored  to  them,  or  their  attornies,  provided 
they  lay  claim  to  fuch  fhips  and  goods  before  they  are 
fold  and  cleared,  and  either  prove  their  right,  or  ex- 
hibit teftimonies  of  their  property  in  them,  within  three 
months  after  the  faid  fhips  and  goods  are  fo  carried 
off:  and  in  the  mean  time  the  proprietors  fhall  pay 
and  difcharge  the  neceflary  expences  for  the  prcfcrva- 
tion  and  Cuftody  of  the  faid  fhips  and  goods. 

XX.  That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  Re- 
public of  England,  who  frequent  the  kingdoms,  domi- 
nions, and  countries  of  the  faid  King,  for  the  fake  of 
traffic,  or  who  arrive  at  his  harbours  with  their  fhips; 
fhall  not  pay  for  tonnage,  anchorage,  or  oth^r  expencei 
of  the  harbours,  any  other  cufloms,  or  fums  of  money> 
befides  thofe  ufually  paid  to  the  King,  or  the  chamber 
of  Lifbon ;  and  if  any  other  ill  cuflom  has  crept  in,  it 
fhall  not  be  regarded  hereafter. 

XXL  That  no  tribute  fhall  be  demanded  from  any 
of  the  people  of  this  Republic,  cither  in  Lifbon  or  in 
any  other  place,  to  be  paid  to  the  chapel  of  St. 
George  j  nor  fhall  they  be  compelled  to  perform  any 
duties  in  perfon,  or  to  wear  any  fort  of  arms,  or  to 
fiirnifh  others  therewith. 

XXII.  That  the  merchants  of  either  of  the  parties 
aforefaid,  and  their  faftors,  fervants,  families,  brokers, 
and  other  officers,  pilots,  and  mafters  of  fliips,  and 
feamen,  fhall  fecurely  and  freely  pafs  up  and  down  in 
the  dominions,  territories,  and  countries  of*  the  faid 
Republic  and  King,  as  alfo  in  their  harbours,  and  on 
their  fhores  ;  and  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  the  one 
fhall  have  and  hold  dwelling-houfes  of  their  own,  in 
any  of  the  dominions  of  the  other,  wherein  they  may 

T  4  refide. 
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rcfide,  together  with  warehpufes  for  laying  up  their 
goods  and  merchandize,  as  long  as  they  hire  the  fame, 
without  moleftation  from  any  perfon.  They  fliall  alio 
be  at  liberty  to  wear  fwords,  and  to  carry  arms  with 
them,  both  ofFenfive  and  defenfive,  according  to  the 
manner  and  cuftom  of  the  place,  for  the  better  fecurity 
of  their  perfons  and  goods. 

XXIIL  That  all  goods  and  merchandize  of  the 
faid  Republic  or  King,  or  of  their  people  or  fubje£b, 
found  on  board  the  fhips  of  the  enemies  of  either, 
fhall  be  made  prize,  together  with  the  (hips,  and  con- 
fifcated  to  the  public.  But  all  the  goods  and  mer- 
chandize of  the  enemies  of  either,  on  board  the  fhip^ 
of  either,  or  their  people  or  fubjedls,  fhall  remain  un- 
touched. 

XXIV.  That  all  jufl:  debts  owing  to  die  Englifli,  by 
the  King  of  Portugal,  on  account  of  merchandize  taken 
or  bought,  or  of  Ihips  laden,  either  before  or  after 
putting  their  goods  in  fequeftration  to  this  time,  (hall 
be  paid  and  difcharged  within  two  years  next  follow^ 
ing;  and  that  all  recognizances,  bonds,  and  furety- 
fhips,  entered  into  by  the  Englifh,  on  account  of  any 
fhips  formerly  laden  by  the  King  of  Portugal,  or  any 
of  his  fubjefts,  bound  to  the  coafts  of  Brafil  or  Angola, 
and  afterwards  detained  in  any  of  his  Majefty's  har- 
bours, or  feized  and  occupied  by  Prince  Rupert,  or 
Prince  Maurice,  or  hindered  in  any  wife  by  the  faid 
King,  and  any  of  his  officers  or  miniflers,  from  a  ca- 
pacity of  performing  their  contrafts,  fhall  from  this 
time  be  cancelled,  refcinded,  and  made  vpid  j  and  that 
neither  dieir  perfons,  nor  their  fhips  or  goods,  fhall  be 
put  under  arrefl,  or  in  any  wife  molefted,  by  the  faid 
King,  or  any  of  his  fubj^dls,  on  aqcount  and  by  reafon 
of  the  faid  contrafts, 

XXV.  Alfo,  whereas  there  was  a  convention  be- 
tween the  late  parliament,  and  an  ambafTador  extraor- 
dinary from  the  King  of  Portugal,  and  the  faid  am- 
l?a0ador,  in  the  fccond  of  the  fix  preliminary  articles 

vhiclj 
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:«vhich  were  agreed  to  on  the  29th  of  December,  1652, 
obliged  himfrlf  that  all  the  fhips,  monies,  goods,  and 
debts,  appertaining  to  any  Englifhman  whomfocver, 
which  were  taken  and  detained  in  any  of  the  domi- 
nions whatfoever  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  fhould  im- 
jTicdiately  be  freely  reftored  in  fpecie,  provided  they 
were  of  the  fame  value  and  goodnefs  as  when  they 
were  at  firft  detained,  and  if  not,  that  the  value  fhould 
be  reftored  ;  or  if  they  proved  worfe  by  being  detain- 
ed, that  then  fatisfa£tion  fhould  be  given  for  them,  ac- 
cording to  their  true  value  when  they  were  firft  de- 
tained. And  as  to  the  compenfarion  of  the  damages, 
the  council  having  declared  them,  by  their  charter  of 
the  15th  of*November,  1652,  and  it  appearing  from 
the  faid  declaration,  that  they  had  not  refolved  to  in- 
fift  upon  and  demand  a  fbidt  reparation,  but  only  as 
far  as  was  agreeable  to  jufKce  and  reafon  5  and  where- 
as the  faid  ambaffador,  to  witnefs  his  inclination  to 
peace,  bound  himfelf  on  this  fuppofition,  that  the 
lofles  fhould  be  repaired  ;  and  whereas  in  the  fifth  of 
the  laid  preliminaries,  the  faid  ambaffador  engaged 
farther,  that  all  the  fhips  and  goods  of  the  Englifh, 
which  are  brought  into  Portugal  by  the  Princes  Ru- 
pert and  Maurice,  or  by  any  fhip  whatfoever  under 
their  command,  and  there  di^ofed  of,  or  ftill  remain- 
ing, or  brought  back  from  thence  by  others,  or  by 
their  command,  fhould  be  prefently  reftored  to  the 
owners  and  proprietors,  or  that  reparation  and  fatisfac- 
tion  fhould  be  given  to  them.  And  becaufe  fomc 
contro^erfies  are  now  remaining  concerning  die  de- 
mands of  merchants  and  others,  refpedting  fausfadbion ; 
to  the  end  that  all  fuch  demands  and  complaints  may 
be  fairly  and  juftly  decided  and  determined,  it  is  agreed 
and  concluded  on  both  fides,  that  the  faid  demands  on 
account  of.lofTes  fhall  be  referred  to  arbitration  for 
fatisfaftion,  as  they  are  by  thefe  prefents  refeiTcd  to 
the  judgment  and  award  of  Dr.  Walter  Walker,  John 
Crowther,  Dr.  Jeronymus  a  Sylva,  fecretary  of  the 
cmbafTy,  and  Francis  Ferreira  Rabqllo,  agent  in  the 

affairs 
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fldSoirs  of  the  faid  ernba{!y,  perfons  chofc  indHfercndy^ 
«s  well  on  the  part  of  the  King  of  Portugal  as  of  the 
Jjord  Protcdor  j  who  by  thefc  prefents  arc  made  and 
cmftituted  procurators,  arbitrators,  and  judges,  to  hear, 
escamine,  and  determine  all  and  fingular  the  demands 
and  complaints  of  all  and  fingular  the  rnerchant^ 
mafters  of  (hips,  and  others,  who  claim  a  right  to  all 
»r  any  of  the  (hips,  monies,  debts,  merchandizes,  or 
goods  whatfoever,  mentioned  in  the  faid  preliminary 
articles ;  which  arbitrators  fhall  meet  and  fit  at  Ixni- 
don,  on  the  aoth  day  of  July  next,  O,  S,  and  (hail  take 
a  folemn  oath  on  that  day,  before  the  judges  of  the 
high  court  of  admiralty  of  England,  that  they  will  re- 
nounce all  favour  and  re^eft  to'  either  party,  and  all 
private  intereft,  in  judging  of  the  matters  to  diem  re- 
ferred ;  and  by  thefe  prefents  they  are  inftruftcd  and 
audiorized  to  call  for  any  perfons  whatfoever,  and  to 
command  fuch  depofidons  and  papers  to  be  laid  before 
them,  as  (hall  have  any  relation  to  the  a^ur  to  them 
referred.  And  they  Ihall  particularly  inquire  into  the 
fcruth  of  all  fuch  demands  and  complaints,  whedier 
given  in  upon  oath  or  not ;  as  alfo  all  and  fingular  the 
lofTes  fuffered  by  the  faid  arrefb  and  detain«:s«  And 
the  faid  arbitrators  are  authorized  by  thefe  prefents  to 
define  each  of  the  premifcs,  and  to  liquidate,  and  ad- 
judge, and  finally  to  determine  the  loffcs,  as  they  or 
the  major  part  of  them  fhall  think  fair  and  juft  in 
dieir  confciences  and  reafbn,  and  to  puWifh  their  final 
fentence  under  their  hands ;  which  fentence,  fo  publifh- 
.ed,  fhall  bind  and  oblige  both  parries,  without  any  ap- 
peal, revilal,  or  contradiftion  whatfoever.  And  the 
fakl  King  binds  himfelf  efFeftually  to  perform  and  ob-  • 
ferve  the  fame,  in  all  its  members  and  articles  j  as 
alfo  to  pay,  or  caufe  to  be  paid,  fuch  fum  or  fums  of 
money  as  Ihall  be  adjudged  as  aforefaid.  And  fur- 
thermore it  is  agreed,  that  if  the  faid  arbitrators  do  not 
agree  and  finally  determine  of  and  concerning  the  pre- 
mifcs to  them  referred,  before  the  firfl  of  September 
next,  O.  S»  then  the  laid  demands  fo  undetermined  or 

undecided 
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undecided  by  the  faid  arbitrators  fh^  bt  Gihmitutd, 
as  they  are  by  thefe  prefcnts  fubmitt^d^  to  fuch  mem- 
ber of  the  L^rd  Protcftor's  privy  council  as  the  faid 
Lord  Proteftor  fliall  Dominate,  within  any  time  what- 
fbevcr  after  the  firft  of  September  next.  To  which 
end,  the  faid  Lord  Proteftor  Ihall  gi^tnt  his  full  powers 
to  fuch  :perfon  {o  .nominated,  .in  order  to  determine 
finally  of  and  concerning  all  and  fingular  the  demands 
aforefaid.  And  if^  before  the  pronunciation  of  fentence 
by  the  faid  privy  counfellor,  any  papers  Ihould  come 
from  Portugal,  or  any  proftor  to  plead  caufes  there- 
upon, the  faid  counfellor  ihall  hear  him  anew;  and 
whatever  fentence  (ball  be  given  by  fuch  perfon  fo  in- 
flruded,  under  his  hand  and  feal,  fhall  conclude  and 
bind  both  parties,  and  the  fame  fhall  be  duly  performed 
and  accomplifhed.  And  for  the  greater  fecurity  that 
fuch  fum  of  money  as  is  adjudged  by  the  faid  arbi- 
trators or  arbitrator  may  be  honefUy  paid,  it  is  agreed 
and  concluded,  that  one  moiety  of  die  fubfidies  and 
cuftoms  of  Portugal,  arifing  from  ail  the  goods  and 
merchandize  whatfoever  of  the  inhabitants  and  people 
of  this  Republic,  who  traffic  in  Portugal,  fhall  imme- 
diately after  the  date  of  this  treaty  be  appropriated 
to  the  payment:  which  moiety  fhall  be  paid,  from 
time  to  time,  to  fuch  perfon  as  the  faid  Lord  Proteftor 
fhall  appoint,  for  and  towards  the  reparation  of  the 
lofles  of  the  merchants,  matters  of  the  fhips,  and 
owners. 

XXVI .  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  no 
other  league  or  confederacy  whatfoever,  made  or  to 
be  made,  by  die  moft  Serene  Lords  the  Protedor  of 
England  and  the  King  of  Portugal,  with  any  other 
Princes  or  Republics  whatfoever,  fhall  derogate  from 
the  prefent  treaty  of  peace  and  alliance,  but  that  the 
peace  and  confederacy  fhall  be  kept  intire,  and  always 
in  full  force. 

XXVII.  (t  IS  alfo  agreed  aad  concluded,  that  both 

parties 
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parties  (hall  truly  and  firnily  otferve  and  put  in  cxccu- 
tion  the  prefent "  treaty,  and  all  and  every  article 
and  articles  therein  contained  and  comprehended^ 
and  caufe  the  feme  to  be  obferved  and  efFcdhially 
performed  by  the  people,  fubjefts,  and  inhabitants  of 
^  each  refpeftively, 

XXVIII.  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the 
prefent  treaty,  and  aU  and  every  point  and  points  there- 
in contained  and  concluded,  Aiall,  within  fix  months 
next  cnfuing,  be  confirmed  and  ratified  by  the  laid 
Lord  Proteftor,  and  the  King,  by  the  letters  patent  of 
both  parties,  fealed  with  the  great  feal,  in  a  due  and 
authentic  form ;  and  within  the  faid  term,  mutual  in- 
ftruments  fliall  be  delivered  on  both  fides,  and  the  f^id 
peace  and  confederacy  fhall  be  proclaimed  in  the  ufual 
fornnis  and  places,  immediately  after  the  delivery  and 
exchange  of  the  infb:uments« 

In  witnels  and  teftimy  of  all  which,  we  the  commif- 
fioners  of  his  Highnefe  the  Lord  Protedtor,  and 
the  ambaflfadors  extraordinary  of  the  moft  Serene 
King,  by  virtue  of  our  relpeftive  commiffions  and 
fijll  powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty  with 
our  own  hands,  and  lealed  it  with  our  feals.  Done 
at  Weftminfter,  the  loth  day  of  July^  in  the  year 
1654.

THE  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  common- 
wealth of  England,  following  their  commerce  as  afbre- 
faid  within  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  ports,  and  terri- 
tories of  the  faid  King,  Ihall  not  pay  any  cufl:oms  or 
duties  but  in  manner  following;  that  is  to  fay,  the 
goods,  merchandizes,  and  manufactures  of  the  Englilh, 
in  fetting  races,  acccrdihg  to  which  they  are  to  pay  their 

cufl:on)s 
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cuftoms  (which  (hall  never  exceed  23  per  cent.)  fhall 
be  favourably  valued  according  to  the  rates  of  the.  cuf- 
tom-houfe,  and  the  ancient  laws  of  the  realm ;  and  if 
at  any  time  it  be  defignedto  raife  them  higher,  becaufe 
the  true  and  real  value  of  the  faid  goods  is  increafed,  it 
Ihall  not  be  done  but  in.  the  prefence  and  by  the  ad- 
vice of  two  Englifh  merchants,  then  refiding  in  Por- 
tugal,  and  chofen  by  the  Englifh  conful :  and  if  it 
IhaJl  happen  that  the  price  of  commodities  fhall  fall, 
the  value  or  rate  Ihall  -  in  like  manner  from  time  ta 
time  be  abated,  according  to  the  faid  rule  and  law : 
and  if  any  controverly  fhall  happen  to  arife  about  the 
(aid  valuation,  that  doubt  fhall  hp  determined  by  fuch 
indifferent  arbitrators  as  fhall  be  chofen  by  the  conful 
of  the  Englifh  nation,  and  the  officers  of  the  cuflom- 
houfe.  The  fubjedts  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  king- 
dom, trading  in  the  dominions  and  territories  of  tht' 
faid  commonwealth,  fhall  pay  the  prefent  cufloms.  and 
duties  as  they  are  now  valued  in  this  month  of  May, 
1654,  according  to  the  laws  and  cuftoms  of  the  place: 
and  likewife  they  fhall,  on  both  fides,  obfervc  the 
laws  and  cufloms  of  each  place.  And  thus  it  was 
agreed  upon  and  concluded,  that  the  abovefaid  arti- 
cle, and  every  thing  contained  therein,  fhall  be  con- 
firmed  and  ratified  by  the  faid  King,  and  by  the  faid 
Lord  Proteftor,  by  the  letters  patent  of  the  one 
and  the  other  party,  fcaled  with  the  great  feal,  in  due 
and  authentic  form,  within  fix  months  next  fol- 
lowing: and  within  the  faid  time  inftruments  fhall 
be  pafTed  or  exchanged  by  the  one  and  the  othei: 
party. 

In  faith  and  teflinSony  whereof,  we  the  commiffion-^ 
ers  of  his  Highnefs  the  Lord  Proteftor,  as  well  as  the 
commiflioner  of  the  faid  moft  Serene  King,  by  the 
force  and  virtue  of  our  refpeftive  commiflions,  the^ 
aforefaid  fecret  article  have  figned  with  our  hands,  and 
to  the  fame  have  affixed  our  ufual  feals.

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King>  or  others  frequenting  his  dominions,  from  re-* 
covering  their  debts  j  but  they  ftiall  have  a  ri^t  to  fiic 
every  man  to  juftice  for  the  recovery  of  any  juft  debt^ 
whatever  be  his  proteftion  or  paflport,  be  he  a  farmer 
of  the  revenue,  or  any  other  privileged  perfon,  by 
whatfoever  charter  fecured. 

XIV.  And  forafmuch  as  the  rights  of  commerce 
and  peace  would  be  null  and  void,  if  the  people  of  die 
Republic  of  England  fhould  be  difturbed  for  con- 
fcience  fake,  while  they  pais  to  and  from  the^  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  the  faid  King  of  Portugal,  or, 
refide  there  for  the  fake  of  exchanging  their  wares ; 
that  commerce  may  therefore  be  free  and  feOurc,  both 
by  land  and  fea,  the  faid  King  of  Portugal  (hall  ef- 
fedually  take  care  and  provide  that  they  be  not  mo- 
lefted  by  any  pcrfon,  court,  or  tribunal,  for  any  Eng-^ 
lilh  Bibles  or  other  books  which  they  may  have  io 
their  cuftody,  or  make  ufe  of:  and  that  it  fhall  be 
free  for  the  people  of  this  Republic  to  obfcrve  and 
profefs  their  own  religion  in  private  houfes,  together 
f^th  their  families,  within  any  of  the  dominions  of  the 
faid  King  of  Portugal  whatfoever ;  and  the  fame  to 
exercife  on  board  their  fhips  and  veflels,  as  they  fhall 
think  fit,  without  any  trouble  or  hinderance :  and 
finally,  that  a  place  be  allotted  them  fit  for  the  burial 
of  their  dead.  Provided  neverthelefs,  that  the  EngUfh 
do  not  exceed  what  is  written  in  this  article. 

XV.  If  it  fhall  happen  hereafter,  that  any  contro- 
verfies  and  doubts  arife  between  the  faid  nationSj 
which  may  endanger  the  interruption  of  commerce 
between  them,  public  notice  fhall  be  given  to  the 
P«ople  and  flibjedts  of  both  parties,  throu^  all  the 
kingdoms  and  provinces  of  both;  and  the  foace  of 
two  years  after  fuch  notice  allowed  for  tranfporting 
their  perfons,  goods,  fhips,  wares,  and  fubflance  whatfo- 
ever, without  any  moleitation,  impediment,  or  damage 
offered  in  the  mean  time  to  their  perfons  or  goods : 
and  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  people  and  fubjeAs^ 

on 
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oh  both  fides,  to  whom  any  debts  were  owing  at  the 
time  of  fuch  public  notice,  legally  to  demand  the  fame 

•  within  the  faid  two  years,  in  the  places  and  dominions 
where  they  are  owing,  and  afterwards  juftice  Ihall  be 
done  them  ipeedily  and  efFe6hially,  fo  that  fuch  cre- 

« ditors  may  be  able  to  obtain  their  own  within  the  time 
prcfcribed, 

XVI.  If  it  fhall  happen,  that  while  this  treaty, 
fnendfhip,  and  intercourfe  are  fubfifting,  any  thing  be 
committed  or  attempted  by  any  of  the  people  or  in- 
habitants of  either  of  the  faid  parties,  contrary  to  this 
treaty,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  land  or  fea,  on  the  rivers' 
and  frefti-waters,  the  faid  friendfhip  and  intercourfe 
betwixt  thcfe  nations  fhall  not  dierefbre  be  inter- 
rupted nor  infringed,  but  fhall,  neverthelefs,  remain 

•  intire  and  in  full  force,  and  thoffc  only  who  violate  the 
faid  treaty  fhall  be  punifhed,  and  none  elfe ;  and  juflice 
Ihall  be  done,  and  fatisfaftion  given,  to  all  thofe  con- 
cerned, by  all  thofe  who,  by  land,  fea,  rivers,  or  frefb- 
waters,  fhall  aft  any  thing  contrary  to  this  treaty,  in 

•  any  part  of  Europe,  or  elfewhere,  within  the  flraits  of 
Gibraltar,  either  in  America,  or  along  the  coafts  of 
Africa,  or  in  any  of  the  lands,  i  (lands,  feas,  arms  of  the 
fea,  bays,  rivers,  or  in  any  places  on  this  fide  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  within  the  fpace  of  a  year  after 
juftice  fhall  be  demanded  ;  and  in  all  places,  as  above, 
beyond  the  faid  Cape,  within  eighteen  months  after 
juflice  be  required,  in  the  manner  above-mentioned^ 
And  if  the  violators  of  the  treaty  do  not  appear,  nor 
furrender  themfelves  to  trial,  nor  give  fatisfa6tion  with- 
in this  or  the  other  fpace  of  time  now  limited,  accord- 
ing to  the  diftance  of  the  place,  thqr  fhall  be  deemed 
as  the  enemies  of  both  parties,  and  their  goods^j  fub- 
ftance,  and  revenues  whatfoever,  fhall  be  fet  to  public 
auction,  and  fold  to  make  full  and  juft  fatisfa6tion  for 
thofe  injuries  which  they  have  fufFered  from  them;  and 
the  offenders,  when  they  happen  to  he  in  the  power  of 
cither  party,  fhall  be  liable  to  thofe  punifhments  which 
their  refpedive  crimes  deferve. 

T  3  XVIL 
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XVII.  If  any  controverfy  Jhould  arifc  .b(t;|0^cen.(he 
faid  King's  infpe£bors^  officers,  or  minifters,  and  tbe 
faid  merchants,  concerning  die  goodneis  of  die  filh, 
or  any  odier  fort  of  provifions  ^atfocver,  which  OtiM 
be  brought  to  any  of  the  faid  King's  dominions^  the 
fame  Ihall  be  decided  by  the  arbitration  of  good  men, 
provided  they  be  not  Portuguefe,  who  Ihall  be  &irly 
chofe  by  the  magiftrate  of  the  place,  and  the  conful  of 
the  Englifh  nation ;  and  Ihall  fo  determine  the  matter^ 
that  no  detriment  happen  to  the  owner  in  the  mean 
time,  while  the  matter  is  in  dilpute. 

XVIIL  It  Ihall  be  lawful  for  the  people  or  fubjeds 
of  either  party  to  enter  the  ports  of  the  other,  there  to 
refide,  and  thence  to  depart  with  equal  liberty,  not  only 
with  merchant-fliips  and  tranlports,  but  alio  with  mea 
of  war,  guard-Ihips,  and  convoys,  whether  they  arc 
drove  thither  by  a  Ilorm,  or  come  in  for  refitting  their 
lliips,  or  for  viftualling  them,  provided  they  do  not 
exceed  the  number  of  fix  men  of  war,  if  they  chance 
to  come  there  of  their  own  accord ;  nor  Ihall  they  ftay 
or  continue  longer  in  the  ports,  or  upon  the  coafts, 
than  is  neceflary  for  refitting  their  Ihips,  or  procurinig 
any  ncceflaries,  left  they  Ihouid  give  occafion  for  in- 
terrupting the  commerce  of  other  nations,  which  arc 
united  by  friendfhip  and  alliance.  And  if  at  any  dme 
any  unufual  number  of  Ihips  Ihouid  come  to  liich 
harbours  by  chance,  it  Ihall  not  be  lawful  for  them  to 
enter,  without  a  power  firft  granted  by  thofe  in  whole 
jurifiliftion  the  harbours  Ihall  be,  unlefs  they  arc  drove 
in  againft  their  will,  by  ftrefs  of  weather,  or  other 
urgent  neceflity,  for  avoiding  the  danger  of  the  fca 
and  Ihipwreck ;  in  which  cafe,  they  IhaJl  immediately 
notify  rfie  reafon  of  their*  coming  thither  to  the  go- 
vernor or  chief  magiftrate  of  the  place ;  nor  ihall 
they  ftay  there  longer  than  they  are  allowed  by  fuch 
governor  or  chief  magiftrate,  nor  commit  any  hoftility 
in  thofe  harbours,  which  may  be  detrimental  to  the  laid 
Republic  or  King. 

XIX.  That 
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XIX.  That  neither  the  faid  Republic  jior  King 
fhall  fuffer  the  fliips  and  goods  of  cither  of  their  people, 
which  ihaU  at  any  time  be  taken  by  the  enemies  or 
rebels  of  the  other,  and  carried  to  any  ports  or  places 
of  the  other's  territories  or  dominions,  to  be  conveyed 
away  from  the  owners  or  proprietors ;  but  the  fame 
Ihall  be  reftored  to  them,  or  their  attornies,  provided 
they  lay  claim  to  fuch  fliips  and  goods  before  they  are 
fold  and  cleared,  and  either  prove  their  right,  or  ex- 
hibit teflimonies  of  their  property  in  them,  within  three 
months  after  the  faid  mips  and  goods  are  fo  carried 
off:  and  in  the  mean  time  the  proprietors  fliall  pay 
and  difcharge  the  neceffary  expences  for  the  prefcrva« 
tion  and  duftody  of  the  faid  fliips  and  goods. 

XX.  That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  die  Re- 
public of  England,  who  frequent  the  kingdoms,  domi- 
nions, and  countries  of  the  faid  King,  for  the  fake  of 
traffic,  or  who  arrive  at  his  harbours  with  their  fliips, 
fliall  not  pay  for  tonnage,  anchorage,  or  oth^r  expencei 
of  the  harbours,  any  other  cuft:oms,  or  fums  of  moiiey> 
bcfides  thofe  ufually  paid  to  the  King,  or  the  chamber 
of  Lift)on  i  and  if  any  other  ill  cirflom  has  crept  in,  it 
fliall  not  be  regarded  hereafter. 

XXL  That  no  tribute  fliall  be  demanded  from  any 
of  the  people  of  this  Republic,  cither  in  Lift>on  or  in 
any  other  place,  to  be  paid  to  the  chapel  of  St. 
George  ;  nor  fliall  they  be  compelled  to  perform  any 
duties  in  perfon,  or  to  wear  any  fort  of  arms,  or  to 
fiirnifli  others  therewith. 

XXII.  That  the  merchants  of  either  of  the  parries 
aforefaid,  and  their  faftors,  fcrvants,  families,  brokers, 
and  other  officers,  pilots,  and  matters  of  fliips,  and 
feamen,  fliall  fecurely  and  freely  pafs  ilp  and  down  in 
the  dominions,  territories,  and  countries  of*  the  faid 
Republic  and  King,  as  alfo  in  their  harbours,  and  on 
their  fliores  ;  and  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  the  one 
fliall  have  and  hold  dwelling-houfes  of  their  own,  in 
any  of  the  dominions  of  the  other,  wherein  they  may 

T  4  refide. 
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,  VII.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  her  Majcfty  and  whole 
family  fhall  enjoy  the  free  exercifc  of  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholic religion,  and  to  that  purpofe  (hail  have  a  chapel, 
or  fomc  other  place  fct  apart  for  the  exercifc  thereof^ 
in  all  the  royal  palaces  where  Ihe  Ihall  at  any  time  re- 
fide,  in  as  full  a  manner,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as 
the  Queen  mother  now  living  enjoyed  the  fame,  and 
ihall  have  fuch  chaplains  and  ecclefiailical  perfbns  in 
number  and  quality  about  her,  as  the  faid  C^ieen  mo* 
ther  hath  had,  with  the  fame  privileges  and  immuni- 
ties. And  the  King  of  Great  Britain  promifcth  not  to 
difquietor  difturb,  nor  permit  that  any  others  fhoukl  dif- 
quiet  or  difhirb,  the  faid  Lady  In&nta  his  wifc>  in  any 
^ing  appertaining  to  religion  and  confcience. 

Vni.  That  the  King  of  Great  Britain  Ihall,  within 
one  year  after  the  arrival  of  her  Majefty  in  England, 
fettle  upon  her  a  jointure  of  ;^.  30,000  of  Englifli  mo- 
ney by  the  year,  together  with  at  leaft  one  fuch  palace 
or  houfe  as  her  Majefly  may  make  her  ordinary  rcfi- 
dence  in,  which  Ihall  be  fo  furniftied  as  may  befit 
fter  dignity ;  all  which  her  Majefly  fhall  enjoy  during 
her  lite,  if  fhe  furvive  his  Majefly. 

IX.  That  her  Majefly 's  houfehold,  from  the  time  of 
her  arrival  in  England,  fliall  be  formed  and  compofed 
of  fuch  a  number  of  officers  and  fervants  as  are  agree- 
able to  her  dignity,  and  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
Queen  mother  enjoyed  the  fame. 

.  X.  If  ber  Majefl:y  fhall  furvive  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  fhall  then  defire  to  return  to  Portugal,  or 
any  other  country,  flie  fhall  have  the  liberty  fo  to  do, 
znd  to  carry  with  her  all  her  jewels,  goods,  and 
moveables;  and  the  King  of  Great  Britain  doth  here- 
by oblige  his  heirs  and  fucceffors  to  take  care  for  the 
fafe  and  honourable  tranJportation  of  her  Majefly,  in 
filch  a  manner  as  is  agreeable  to  the  greatnefs  of  her 
perfon,  and  at  his  iind  their  proper  cofb  and  charges : 
moreover,  he  obligeth  his  iaid  heirs  and  fucceflbrs  ta 
pay  the  afor^faid  lum  of  /.  30^00  yearly  unto  her 

faid 
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feid  Majdly,  no  otherwife  than  as  if  flie  had  ftiU 
continued  and  remained  in  England. 

XL  That  for  the  better  improvement  of  the  Englifh 
intercft  and  trade  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  that  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  may  be  better  enabled  to  aflift,  defend^ 
and  proteft  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  in 
thofe  parts,  from  the  power  and  invafion  of  the  States 
of  the  United  Provinces,  the  King  of  Portugal,  with 
the  advice  and  confent  of  his  council,  doth  ^ve,  trahf- 
fer,  and  by  thefe  prefents  grant  and  confirm  unto  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  for 
ever,  the  port  and  ifland  of  Bombain  in  the  Eaft  In- 
dies, with  all  the  rights,  profits,  territories,  and  appur* 
tenances  whatfoever  thereunto  belonging,  and  as  well 
the  profits  and  revenue,  as  the  direft,  full,  and  abfolute 
dominion  and  fovereignty  of  the  faid  port,  ifland,  and 
premiflTes,  with  all  the  royalties  thereof,  freely,  foUy,  en- 
tirely, and  abfolutely.  He  doth  alfo  covenant  and  grants 
ihat  the  quiet  and  peaceable  pofleflion  thereof  fliaU> 
with  all  poflible  fpeed,  be  freely  and  effeftualiy  deli- 
vered to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  fuch  peribn  asi 
his  Majefty  fliall  thereunto  appoint,  for  hi?  ufe,  in  per- 
formance of  this  grant :  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
ifland  (as  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  llibjedts,  and 
under  his  fovereignty,  crown,  jurifdiftion,  and  govern- 
ment) being  fufFered  ftiU  to  live  there,  and  c;njoy  the 
free  exercife  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion,  in  the 
•  fame  manner  as  now  they  do ;  it  being  underftood,  and 
declared  once  for  all,  that  the  fame  order  fhall  be  ob- 
ferved  for  the  exercife  and  prefervation  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion  in  Tangier,  and  all  other  places 
which  fliall  be  delivered  by  the  King  of  Portugal  into 
the  pofleflion  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  as  was  pro- 
vided for  and  agreed,  upon  the  delivery  of  Dunkirk 
into  the  hands  of  the  Englifli.  And  when  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  fliall  fend  his  fleet  to  take  poflTefllon  of 
the  faid  port  and  ifland  of  Bombain,  they  fliall  have  in- 
ftruftions  to  give  all  manner  of  encouragement,  help, 
and  aflTAancc,  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Portugal 

U  2  in 
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in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  to  proteft  them  in  their  trade 
and  navigation  there. 

XII.  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain may  cnjpy  the  more  full  benefit  of  trade  and  com- 
merce, in  all  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Portugal, 
it  is.  agreed,  that  their  merchants  or  fiftors  (above 
what  hath  been  granted  by  foixner  treaties)  may,  by 
virtue  of  this  treaty,  refide  in  all  places  they  fliall 
choofe,  and  particularly  that  they  Ihall  live,  and  enjoy 
all  privileges  and  immunities,  in  order  to  trade^  which 
the  Portuguefe  themfelves  enjoy,  in  the  cides  and  towns 
ofGoa,  Cochim,  and  Dio,  provided  that  the  fiibjeds 
of  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  who  are  to  refide  in 
any  of  the  faid  places,  fhall  not  exceed  the  number  of 
four  families  in  any  one  place. 

XIII.  The  like  privileges,  liberties,  and  immunides 
the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubjefts  ftiall  enjoy  in  the 
towns  of  Bahia  de  todos  os  fantos,  Pemambuco,  and 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  in  the  territory  of  Brafil,  and  in  all 
other  of  the  King  of  Portugal's  dominions  in  the  Weft 
Indies. 

• 

XIV.  But  if  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  his  fubjcfts, 
fhall  at  any  time  hereafter  take  out  of  t;he  hands  of  the 
Hollanders,  or  others,  any  towns,  caflles,  or  territories, 
formerly  belonging  to  the  crown  of  Portugal,  the  King 
of  Portugal,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  his  council, 
doth  grant  die  Ibvereignty,  and  full,  entire,  and  abfo- 
lute  dominion  of  them  and  every  of  them,  unto  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  fuccefibrs,  for 
ever,  freely,  entirely,  and  abfolutely,  except  Mafcata, 
which  is  at  prefent  inhabited  by  the  Arabians :  and  if 
at  any  time  the  ifland  of  Zeilon,  by  what  means  fbcver, 
come  into  die  hands  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  he  is 
by  this  treaty  obliged  to  deliver  unto  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  the  town  and  port  of  Galle,  and  to  grant 
an^  transfer  the  full  and  ablolute  dominion  and  fove- 
reignt}'^  of  the  faid  town  and  port,  with  the  poflfeffion 
thereof,  and  all  d^c  appurtenances  thereunto  belong- 
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jhg,  unto  the  faid  King  of  Great  feritain,  effeftually, 
yet  referving  unto  him  the  faid  King  of  Portugal  the 
town  and  port  of  Columbo  ;  but  the  cinnamon  trade 
-to  be  equally  divided  between  the  Englifh  and  th6 
Portuguefe.  As  alfo,  if  at  any  time  the  faid  ifland 
ihali  fall  into  die  hands  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
he  is  obliged,  and  with  the  content  and  advice  of  his 
council  doth  promife,  efFeftually  to  reftore  and  deliver 
the  dominion  and  poffeflion.  of  the  town  and  port  of 
Columbo  unto  the  King  of  Portugal,  the  cinnamoft 
trade  being,  in  fuch  manner  as  aforefaid,  divided  and  to 
"be  divided  between  the  Englifh  and  the  Portuguefe. 

XV.  In  confideration  of  all  which  grants  and  privi- 
jieges,  fb  much  to  the  benefit  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  his  fubjedts  in  general,  and  of  the  delivery 
.of  thofe  important  places  to  his  laid  Majefty  and  his 
heirs  for  ever,  whereby  the  greatnefs  of  his  empire  is  fb 
far  extended ;  and  even  in  confidbrarion  of  the  portion 
itfelfi  which  far  exceeds  the  proportion  that  hath  ever 
yet  been  given  to  any  daughter*  of  Portugal  -,  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  doth  profefs  and  declare,  with 
the  confent  and  Advice  of  his  council,  that  he  will  tak^ 
the  intereft  of  Portugal  and  all  its  dominions  to  heart, 
defending  the  fame  with  his  utmoft  power  by  fea  and 
land,  even  as  England  itfelfi  and  that  he  will  tranfport 
thither  at  his  proper  cofts  and  chirgcs  two  regiments 
of  horfe,  each  regiment  coftfifting  of  500,  and  two 
regiments  of  foot,  each  confifting  of  one  thoufand,  all 
which  fhall  be  armed  at  the  charge  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  but  after  they  are  landed  in  Portugal^ 
(hall  be  paid  by  the  King  of  Portugal ;  and  in  cafe 
the  faid  regiments  come  to  be  diminifhed,  by  fight  or 
ptherwife,  t|ie  King  of  Great  Britain  Ihall  be  obliged 
to  fill  up  the  number  at  his  own  charge ;  and  that  he 
fliall  caufe  the  faid  regiments  to  be  tranfported  as  Iboii 
as  the  Lady  Infanta  fhall  arrive  in  England,  if  it  be  fq 
defired  by  the  King  of  Portugal, 

^VI.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  doth  alfo  promife;, 
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with  the  advice  and  confent  of  his  council,  that  when 
and  as  often  as  Portugal  ihall  be  invaded,  he  will  fend 
thither  (being  thereunto  defired  by  the  King  of  t^ortugal) 
ten  good  fhips  of  war  i  but  when  and  as  often  as  it  fhail 
be  infefted  by  pirates,  three  or  four  fhips,  all  fuffi- 
ciently  manned  and  vi£tualled  for  eight  months,  from 
the  time  of  their  fetting  fail  from  England,  to  obey  the 
orders  of  the  King  of  Portugal.  And  if  it  ihall  be  re^ 
quired  that  they  ftay  above  fix  months  there,  the  King 
of  Portugal  ihall  be  obliged  to  vi6tual  them  for  fo 
}ong  time  as  they  are  to  ftay,  and  to  put  in  one 
month's  vidtuals  at  the  time  they  are  to  fet  fail  for 
England :  but  if  the  King  of  Portugal  fhall  be  preffed 
in  any  extraordinary  manner  by  the  power  of  die  ene- 
mies, all  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  ihips,  which  ihaB 
at  any  time  be  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  or  at  Tan- 
gier, fhall  have  inftruftions  in  fuch  cafes  to  obey  any 
orders  they  fhall  receive  from  the  King  of  Portugal, 
and  fhall  betake  themfelves  to  his  fuccour  and  reUef. 
And  in  regard  of  the  above-mentioned  conceffions  and 
[rants  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  his  Majcfly  of  Great 
Iritain,  his  heirs  and  fuccefTors,  fhall  not  at  any  time 
require  any  thing  for  thefc  fuccours. 

XVI I.  Befides  the  levies  the  King  of  Portugal  hatfa 
liberty  to  make  by  virtue  of  paft  treaties,  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  doth  oblige  hiinfelf  by  this  prefcnt 
treaty,  that  in  cafe  Lifbon,  Porto,  or  any  other  fea- 
town,  ihall  be  befieged  or  blocked  up  by  the  power  of 
Caflile,  or  any  other  enemy,  he  will  afford  timely  aflTifl- 
ance  of  rnen  and  ihipping,  according  to  the  exigence 
of  the  circumflances,  and  proportionable  to  the  necef- 
fity  of  the  King  of  Portugal, 

XVIII.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  doth  profefs 
and  promife,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  his  coun- 
cil, that  he  wiU  never  make  a  peace  with  Caflile,  which 
may  be  the  leafl  impediment  to  him,  direftly  or  indi- 
rectly, in  his  giving  full  and  intire  affiflance  to  Portu- 
g^l^  in  order  to  ks  neceffary  d^&ii^e  i  add  that  he  will 

never 
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never  deliver  Dunkirk  or  Jamaica  unto  the  King  of 
Caftile,  nor  ever  forbear  to  do  any  ait  that  is  ncceffary 
for  the  relief  of  Portugal^  though  by  fo  doiljg  he  feaU. 
he  engaged  in  a  war  with  the  King  of  Caftile. 

XIX.  Laftly,  it  is  agreed  and  covenanted  by  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  that  the  faid  Infanta,  in  confi- 
deration  of  the  portion  given  with  her  by  the  King  of 
Portugal,  fhall  renounce  all  her  right  and  inheritances, 
by  either  father  or  mother,  or  any  other  defcendehcy, 
as  well  for  lands  and  houfes,  as  moveables,  jewels,  or 
monies,  by  what  right  or  way  foever  belonging  unto 
her,  as  alfo  what  elfe  fhall  belong  unto  her  for 
the  future  (except  hereafter  excepted)  as  deriVcd 
unto  her  by  the  late  King  her  father,  or  by  his 
death  defcending  to  her  by  the  laws  of  Portugal  as 
her  portion,  or  that  is  to  defcend  unto  her  upon  the 
deceafe  of  the  Queen  her  mother  by  the  faid  laws ; 
always  provided,  that  the  faid  Lady  Irtfahta  fhill  in  no 
wife  renounce,  nor  willeth  nor  intended!  to  renounce, 
any  right,  inheritance,  title,  claim,  or  infereft,  that 
doth  or  fliall  anywife  belong  or  appertain  unto  her,  or 
any  of  her  heirs  or  dcfcehdants,  to  or  in  the  croWn  or 
kingdom  of  Portugal,  or  any  the  dominions  ttiereof ; 
but  doth  totally  and  exprefsly  referve  unto  herfelf,  her 
heii's  and  defendants ,  all  thofe  fights  whatfoever  to 
the  faid  crown  and  kingdom,  which  may  any  way  be- 
long or  appertain  unto  her  for  the  future,  and  doth  and 
will  retain  the  fame  entirely  and  effectually  now  aijd  for 
ever.

Over  and  above  all  and  fingular  agreed  arid  concluded  in 
the  treaty  of  marriage  between  the  moft  Serene  and 
moft  powerful  Charles,  the  Iccond  of  that  name,Kiftg 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  virtuous  and  Serene 
Lady  Catherine,  Infanta  of  Portugal. 

I T  is  by  this  fecret  article  concluded  and  accorded^ 
that  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  in  regard  of  the  great 
Advantages  and  increais  of  dominion  he  boiii  purchafed 
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by  the  above-mentioned  treaty  of  marriage^  (hall  pro* 
inife  and  oblige  himfelf,  *  as  by  this  prefent  article  he 
dothj  to  defend  and  proted  all  conquefts  or  colonies 
belonging  to  the  crown  of  Portugal,  againft  all  his 
enemies,  as  well  future  as  prefent :  moreover,  his  Ma- 
jefty  of  Great  Britain  doth  oblige  himfelf  to  mediate  a 
good  peace  between  the  King  of  Portugal  and  the 
States  of  the  United  Provinces^  and  all  companies  or 
focieties  of  merchants  fubjeft  unto  them,  upon  condir 
tions  convenient  and  becoming  the  mutual  intereft  of 
England  and  Portugal  i  and  in  cafe  fuch  a  peace  enfue 
not,  then  his  Majelty  of  Great  Briuin  fhall  be  obliged 
to  defend,  with  men  and  fhips,  the  faid  dominions  and 
conquefts  of  the  King  of  Portugal.  In  cafe  alfo  that 
any  towns,  forts,  caftles,  or  any  oth^r  places,  (hall  be 
taken  by  the  Dutch,  after  the  firfl  of  May  this  prefent 
year  166 1,  then  his.  Majefty  of  Great  Britain  doth 
promife  and  engage  to  oblige  the  Dutch  to  a  full  and 
perfeft  reftitution  thereof  His  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain  doth  moreover  oblige  himfelf  to  fend,  the 
next  monfoon  ehfuing  after  the  ratification  of  the 
treaty  of  marriage,  and  this  article,  a  convenient  (bc- 
cour  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  proportionable  to  the  neceffity 
of  Portugal  and  ftrength  of  our  enemies.  It  being 
declared,  that  his  Majefty  nor  his  fucccflbrs  (hall  not 
at  any  time  require  any  pay  or  fatisfaftion  for  the  fame.

ANNE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  &c.  To  all  and 
every  one  to  whom  thefe  prefents  may  come,  greet- 
ing. 

Whereas  a  perpetual  defenfive  alliance,  in  the  words 
"and  articles  following,  was,  on  the  1 6  th  of  May  faft, 
concluded  and  figned  at  Lift)on,  between  our  plenipo- 
tentiaries and  thole  of  the  Lords  the  States  Genenil  of 
the  United  Provinces  on  the  one  hand,  and  thofe  of  the 
King  of  Portugal  on  the  other;  and  whereas  many 

mutual 
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mutual  advantages  accrue  to  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Kings,  and  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Por- 
tugal, and  to  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  and  their  fubjcfts, 
from  the  peace  and  good  fricndftiip  which  fubfifts  be- 
tween the  three  forefaid  Powers :  and  whereas  it  is  nc- 
ceflarjr,  that  that  peace  be  not  only  preferved  inviolate, 
but  be  likewife  ftreiigthened  by  firmer  and  clofer  ties, 
by  which  a  ftronger  foundation  may  be  laid  for  main- 
taining the  general  peace  and  tranquillity  of  Europe, 
which  the  abovefaid  Powers  endeavour,  with  ^  their 
might,  to  fupport :  they  have  therefore,  for  the  com- 
mon good  of  all,  refolved  to  enter  into  a  mutual  alii- 
anee;  and  for  that  purpofe  have  granted  their  full 
powers  and  inftruftions,  viz.  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
J^otent  Princefs  Anne,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queea 
of  Great  Britain,  Fra-nce,  and  Ireland,  to  Paul  Methuen, 
Elquire,  her  ambaflfador  extraordinary  in  Portugal; 
the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince  Peter,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  King  of  Portugal  and  the  Algarves  ion 
this  fide  5  and  beyond  the  leas  in'  Africa,  Lord  of 
Guinea,  and  of  the  conqueft, .  navigation,  and  com- 
merce of  Ethiopia,  Arabia,  Perfia,  India,  &c.  to 
Don  Nonio  de  Metto  Alvares  Pereira,  his  near 
krnfman,  Duke  of  Cadaval,  Marquis  of  Ferreira, 
&c,  to  Don  Emanuel  Felles  de  Silva,  Mar- 
quis of  Algrete,  &c.  to  Don  Francifco  de  Tavora, 
Count  of  Alvor,  &c.  to  Don  Regno  Monterio,  Lord 
of  Alva,  &c.  and  to  Don  Jofeph  de  Farria,  great  hiC- 
toriographer  of  the  kingdom;  and  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, to  Van  Francis  Schonemberg :  which  plenipo- 
tentiaries, by  virtue  of  the  abovefaid  fiiU  powers  (which, 
before  the  figning  of  this  treaty,  were,  mutually  ex- 
changed, examined,  and  admitted)  after  maturely  and 
deliberately  weighing  the  matter,  have,  in  the  name  of 
their  above-mentioned  fovereigns,  agreed  and  confent- 
cd  to  the  following  terms  and  articles. 

I.  All  former  treaties  between  the  abovefaid  Powers 

arc 
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tre  hereby  approved,  confirmed,  and  ratified,  and  arc 
ordered  to  be  exaftly  and  faithfully  obfervcd,  except 
in  fo  far  as  by  the  prefent  treaty  is  otherwife  provided 
and  eftablifhed  ;  fo  that  there  Ihall  be  between  the  faid 
kingdoms  and  ftates,  thieir  people  and  fubjefts,  a  fin- 
cere  friendfliip  and  perfccft  amity :  they  Ihall  all  of 
them  mutually  aflift  one  another  j  and  each  of  the 
faid  Powers  Ihall  promote  the  intereft  and  advantage 
of  the  reft,  as  if  it  wei*e  his  own. 

II.  if  ever  it  fhall  happen  that  the  Kings  of  Spaiii 
and  France,  either  the  prefent  or  future;  that  both 
of  them  together,  or  either  of  them  feparately,  fhaD 
make  war,  or  give  occafion  to  fufpeft  that  they  intend 
to  make  war  upon  the  kingdom  of  Portugal,  either  on 
the  continent  of  Europe  cr  in  its  dominions  beyond 
feas ;  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  Lords  the  Stares  General,  (hall  ufe  their  friendly 
offices  with  the  faid  Kings,  or  either  of  them,  in  order 
to  perfuade  them  to  obferve  the  terms  of  peace  towards 
Portugal,  and  not  to  make  war  upon  it. 

IIL  But  thefe  good  offices  not  proving  fuccefsful, 
but  altogether  ineffedual,  {o  that  war  ihould  be  made 
by  the  aforefaid  Kings,  or  by  either  of  them,  upon 
Portugal,  the  above-mentioned  Powers  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Holland  fhaU  make  war,  with  all  their  force, 
upon  the  forefaid  Kings  or  King  who  fhall  carry  hoftile 
arms  into  Portugal  j  and  towards  that  war  which  fhall 
be  carried  on  in  Europe,  tliey  fhall  flipply  twelve  thou* 
fand  men,  whom  they  fhall  arm  and  pay,  as  well  when 
in  quarter^  as  in  adlion ;  and  the  faid  high  allifs  fhaQ 
be  obliged  to  keep  that  number  of  men  complete, 
by  recruiting  it  from  time  to  drnc  at  their  own 
expence. 

IV.  And  in  this  cafe  alfb,  the  aforefaid  Powers  of 
Great  Britain  and  Holland  fhall  be  obliged  to  keep 
and  maintain  upon  the  coaft  of  Portugal,  and  in  its 
harbours,  a  competent  number  of  men  of  war,  to  de- 
fend the  faid  coafts  and  harbours,  the  trade  and  mer-

cbajit-lhips,  from  all  hpftile  attempts  -,  fo  that  if  it 
Ihall  appear  that  the  faid  harbours  and  Hiips  are  ia 
danger  of  being  attacked  with  a  greater  fbf  ce  by  tht 
enemy,  the  faid  high  allieji  fhall  be  obliged  to  fend  to 
Portugal  fuch  a  number  of  men  of  war  as  ihall  be 
equal,  or  even  fuperior,  to  the  Ihips  and  force  oT  the 
enemy  who  fhall  meditate  an  attack  upon  the  above- 
laid  fliips  and  harbours. 

V.  But  if  the  forefaid  Kings  of  Spain  and  France,  or 
either  of  them,  fhall  make  war,  or  give  occafiop  to 
fufpcft  that  they  inteivl  to'  make  war,  upon  the  pro* 
vinces  or  dominions  of  Portugal  beyond  feas,  the 
above-mentioned  Powers  of  Great  Britain  and  Holland 
(hall  furniih  to  his  Portuguefe  Majeliy  fuch  a  nun^-r 
her  of  men  of  war  as  fhall  be  equal,  or  even  fuperior, 
to  the  fhips  of  the  enemy  j  fo  that  he  may  be  able  not 
only  to  oppofe  them,  but  even  to  prevent  fuch  -attack 
or  invafion,  as  long  as  the  war  (hall  laft,  or  occafion 
require.  And  if  the  enemy  fhall  take  any  tCfWn  or 
feizc  any  place,  which  they  may  fortify,  in  the  forefaid 
provinces  and  dominions  beyond  feas,  thefe  fucceurs 
fliall  continue  until  fuch  town  or  place  be  fiiHy  recover- 
ed, or  more  towns  and  places,  if  more  Ihould  be 
taken. 

VI.  All  thelc  auxiliary  fhips  fliall  be  fubje6l  to  the 
command  of  his  Portugiaefe  Majefly,  fo  that  they 
ihall  perform  whatever  ihall  be  enjoined  by  his  faid 
Majeftys  and  if  they  fhould  fell  to  the  Portuguefc 
provinces  and  dominions  beyond  feas,  they  fhaU  there 
likewife  perform  whatever  fhall  be  enjoined  them,  in 
the  name  of  his  Majefly,  by  his  viceroys  and  gover- 
iiors. 

VII.  When  thefe  auxiliary  fhips  of  the  two  Powers 
q(  Great  Britain  and  Holland  fhall  be  joined  with  the 
Poitugucfe  fhips  (in  which  cafe  they  muft  always 
affifl  them)  the  admiral  of  the  Portuguefe  fleet,  who 
has  the  right  of  carrying  the  flag,  fhall  give  fignals, 
wA  fummon  to  a  council  of  war,  which  ihall  be  held  in

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his  own  cabin ;  and  the  &me  admiral  of  the  Portu^ 
guefe  fleet  Ihall  iflue  the  neceflary  orders  for  execut- 
ing thofe  points  which  (hall  have  been  refolved  upon 
in  the  council  of  war ;  which  points  the  admirals  of 
the  auxiliary  (hips  (hall  execute,  each  with  his  own 
fliips.

VIII.  But  if,  at  any  time,  the  (hips  of  the  three  al- 
lied nations  (hall  be  conjoined  in  order  to  attempt  any 
thing,  in  which  all  the  allies  are  equally  interefted,  the 
admiral,  who  has  the  right  of  carrying  the  flag,  and  has 
under  his  command  the  greateft  number  of  (hips  of  his 
own  nation,  (hall  enjoy  the  right  and  privilege  mention- 
ed in  the  former  article,  viz.  of  giving  fignals,  of  fum- 
moning  to  a  council  of  war  in  his  own  cabin,  and  of 
doing  every  other  thing  requi(ite,  as  is  above  fpecified. 

IX.  The  twelve  thoufand  men,  which  the  Powers. of 
Great  Britain  and  Holland  are  bound  to  fiimKh  to  hi$ 
Portuguefe  Majefty,  and  to  maintain  at  their  own  ex- 
pence,  and  occafionally  recruit,  during  the  continuance 
of  the  war,  as  ftipulated  in  the  third  article  of  this 
treaty,  (hall  be  fubjeft,  not  only  to  the  fupreme  com- 
mand of  his  Portuguefe  Majefty,  but  alfo  to  that  of  his 
commanders  or  general^,  and  even  of  fuch  of  his  offi-. 
cers  as  by  their  rank  in  the  army  are  fuperior  to  them. 
But  for  breach  of  orders,  and  for  the  crimes  and  enor- 
mities of  which  they  (hall  be  guilty,  they  (hall  be  pu- 
ni(hed  by  the  commanders  or  generals  of  their  own 
army,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Portugue(e  them- 
felvcs  are  puni(hed  by  martial  law,  efpeciaJly  for  thofc 
crimes  which  regard  the  violation  of  religion. 

X.  The  high  allies  (hall,  in  the  cafe  above-mention-? 
cd,  grant  full  liberty,  and  all  kind  of  aid  and  aflKlancc 
to  the  commi(raries  of  his  Portuguefe  Majefty,  to  ex- 
port from  their  territories  and  harbours  all  forts  of  mi- 
litary ftores,  fuch  as  powder^  balls,  arms,  com,  and 
every  other  kind  of  ammunition,  that  (hall  be  deflred 
of  them,  as  well  belonging  to  the  fea  as  the  land 
fcrvjce }  and  that  too  at  the  fame  price  as  the  faid  high 

allies 
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allies  are  wont  to  purchaie  them  for  theif  own  ufe^ 
and  without  the  leaft  alterati6n  in  the  charge.  ^ 

XL  If  ever  it  (hould  happen  that  the  Kings  of 
Spain  and  France,  or  either  of  them,  fliould  make  war 
upon  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  States  of 
the  United  Provinces,  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Portu- 
gal Ihall  ufe  his  friendly  offices  with  the  faid  Kings,  or 
with  either  of  them,  in  order  to  perfuade  them  to  ob- 
ferve  the  terms  of  peace  towards  the  aforefaid  kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States  gf  the  United  Pro- 
vinces. 

XII.  But  thefe  good  offices  not  proving  fucceisful, 
but  altogether  inefFeftual,  fo  that  war  (hall  be  made  by 
the  forefaid  Kingg^  or  by  either  of  them,  upon  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  States  of  the  United 
Provinces,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Portugal  (hall,  in 
like  manner,  be  bound  to  make  war,  with  all  his  force, 
upon  the  aforefaid  Kings,  or  upon  either  of  the^i :  and 
in  this  cafe  likewife  the  forefaid  two  Powers  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  States  of  the  United  Provinces,  (hall  fur- 
nifh  him  with  the  Jame  fuccours  of  men  and  (hips  as 
in  the  preceding  articles  are  ftipulated,  in  cafe  the 
Kings  of  France  or  Spain,  or  either  of  them,  (hould 
make  war  upon  Portugal,  and  every  thing  (hall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  manner  there  fpecified. 

XIII.  As  well  in  the  firfl:,  as  in  the  fecond  manner 
of  carrying  on  the  war,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Por- 
tugal (hall  be  bound  to  maintain  ten  (hips  of  war  for* 
his  own  defence,  and  that  of  his  allies  ;  with  this  pro- 
vifo,  however,  that  if  both  the  Spaniards  and  the 
French,  or  the  Spaniards  only,  (hould  make  war  upon 
the  high  allies,  in  that  cafe  the  ten  (hips  of  war  01  his 
Portuguefe  Majefty  (hall  not  be  bound  to  depart  from 
the  coaft  of  Portugal,  becaufe,  while  in  that  ftadon> 
they  will  be  of  very  great  ufe  in  dividing  the  force  of 
the  enemy :  but  if  war  (hould  be  made  by  the  French 
only,  it  fliall  then  be  lawful  for  the  Portuguefe  (hips  to 
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jffift  the  high  allies,  in  conjunftion  with  their  own 
fleets. 

XIV.  No  peace  nor  truce  fhall  be  made  but  by 
ifte  cortHnon  confent  of  the  three  allies:  and  this 
kague  fhall  be  perpetual  and  eternal. 

XV.  The  perlbnal  privileges  and  freedom  of  trade 
which  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States  of 
the  United  Provinces,  at  prefent  enjoy  in  Portugal, 
the  Portuguefe  fhall,  in  their  turn,  enjoy  in  the  domi<- 
nions  of  Great  Britain  and  the  States  of  the  United 
Provinces. 

XVI.  If  from  the  copies  of  the  treaty,  in  which  an 
agreement  was  n?ade  concerning  Bombay,  between 
the  crowns  of  Portugal  and  Britain,  it  fhould  appear, 
that  either  party  has  tranfgreffed,  or  not  fulfilled  the 
terms  of  that  convention,  every  thing  (hall  be  regulat- 
ed according  to  die  Ipirit  of  the  faid  treaty. 

XVII.  Portuguefe  fhips  Ihall  not  be  obliged  to  pay 
any  thing  for  caiting  anchor  in  the  port  of  Mallacca, 
unlefe  the  other  nations  of  Europe  are  obliged  to  do 
the  fame. 

XVIII.  Piratical  fhips,  of  whatever  nation,  fhall  not 
only  not  be  permitted  or  received  into  the  ports  which 
riieir  Portuguefe  and  Britannic  Majefties,  and  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  pofTefs  in  the 
Eafl  Indies,  but  fhall  be  deemed  the  common  enemies 
of  the  Portugufe,  the  Englifh,  and  the  Dutch. 

XIX.  In  time  of  peace,  there  fhall  be  admitted  into 
the  greater  jx>rts  of  the  kingdom  of  Portugal,  fix  fhips 
of  war  of  each  of  the  nations  of  Great  Britain  and  the 
Vnited  Provinces,  befides  other  fix  fhips,  which  were 
permitted  by  virtue  of  former  treaties  ;  fo  that  in  the 
i^hole  twelve  fhips  may  be  admitted,  and  all  in 
the  fame  manner  as  the  former  fix  were  permitted. 
And  into  the  leil^r  ports,   there  fhall  be  admitted 

fuch 
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» 

.luch  a  number    of  fhips  as  they  can  conveniently 
receive. 

XX.  The  faid  plenipotentiaries  promife,  that  their 
above-mentioned  jbvereigns  Ihall  ratify  this  treaty,  in 
due  and  lawful  form ;  and  that  the  ratifications  fhall 
be  exchanged  in  this  royal  dty  of  Lifbon,  within  the 
Ipace  of  three  months,  counting  from  the  time  of  fub- 
fcribing. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  above-named  Plenipoten- 
tiaries of  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  of  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  have 
figned  this  inftrument,  and  thereto  fet  our  feals. 
And  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  his  Portuguefe  Ma- 
jefly, in  order  to  avoid  the  controverfy  that  fub- 
fifts  concerning  the  prerogative  of  the  place,  be- 
tween the  crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Portu- 
gal, have,  agreeable  to  the  manner  and  cuilom 
obferved  between  the  two  crowns,  feparately 
figned  and  fealal  another  inflirument  of  the  fame 
tenor,  changing  only  thofe  particulars  which  on 
account  of  this  circumftance  were  to  be  changed.

WHEREAS  the  league  and  ftria  friendfhip 
which  is  between  the  moft  Serene  and  moft-Potxmt 
Prmcefs  Anne,  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft 

Serene 
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Serene  and  moft  Potent  Peter,  King  of  Portugal,  re- 
quires that  the  commerce  of  both  the  Bridfh  and  the 
Portugal  nations  fhould  be  promoted  as  much  as  poC- 
IGble ;  and  her  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Bntain 
hath  fignified  to  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefly  of  Portugal, 
by  the  moft  excellent  John  Methuen,  Efq;  member  of 
die  Englifh  parliament,  and  ambaflador  extraordinary 
in  Portugal,  that  it  would  be  very  acceptable  to  her,  if 
the  woollen  cloths,  and  the  reft  of  the  woollen  manufac-* 
tures  of  Britain,  might  be  admited  into  Portugal,  the 
prohibition  of  them  being  taken  off  j  that  this  matter 
may  be  treated  and  tranfafted,  they  have  given  their 
full  powers  and  commands ;  that  is  to  fay,  her  Sa* 
cred  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  to  the  abovefaid  moft 
excellent  John  Methuen,  and  his  Sacred  Majdly  of 
Portugal,  to  the  moft  excellent  Don  Emanuel  Tcllcs 
Silvius,  Marquis  of  Alcgrete,  Conde  de  Villa  Major,

I.  His  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Portugal  promiies, 
both  in  his  own  name  and  that  of  his  fucceffors,  to 
admit,  for  ever  hereafter,  into  Portugal  the  woollen 
cloths,  and  the  reft  of  the  woollen  manufaftures  of  the 
JBritons,  as  was  accuftomed  till  they  were  prohibited  by 
the  laws ;  neverthelefi,  upon  this  condition, 

II.  That  is  to  fay,  that  her  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of 
Great  Britain  Ihall  in  her  own  name,  and  that  of  her 
fo'cceffors,  be  obliged  for  ever  hereafter  to  admit  the 
wines  of  the  growth  of  Portugal  into  Britain;  fo 

that 
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tfajatat  no  time,  whether  there  fball  be  peace  or  war 

between  the  kingdoms  of  Britain  and  France,  any 

thing  more  fhall  be  demanded  for  thefe  wines,  by  the 

name  of  cuftom  or  duty,  or  by  whatfoever  other  title, 

direftly  or  indireftly,  whether  they  (haH  be  imported 

into  Great  Britain  in  pipes  or  hogfheads,  or  other 

cafks,.  than  what  fhall  be  demanded  from  the  like 

quantity  or-  meafure  of  French  wine,  deduftjng  or 

abating  a  third  part  of  the  cuftom  or  duty :  but  if  at 

any  time  this  deduction  or  abatement  of  cuftoms, 

wWch  is  to  be  made  as  afbrefaid,  fhall  in  any  nianner 

be  attempted  and  prejudiced,  it  fhall  be  juft  and  lawful 

for  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Portugal  again  to 

prohibit  the  woollen  cloths,  and  the  reft  ot  the  Britifh 

wooUen  manufa(5tures.

III,  The  moft  excellent  lords  the  plenipotcntiariei 
promife,  and  take  upon  themfelves,  that  their  above- 
named  mafters  fhall  ratify  this  treaty,  and  that  within* 
the  fpace  of  two  months  the  ratifications  fhall  be  ex« 
changed. 

For  the  faith  and  teftimony  of  all  which  things,  I, 
the  plenipotentiary  of  her  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of 
Great  Britain;  have  confirmed  this  treaty,  by  the  fub- 
fcriprion  of  my  hand  and  by  the  feal  of  my  coat  of 
arms.  And  the  moft  excellent  lord  the  plenipoten- 
tiary of  his  Sacred  Royal  M^efly  of  Portugal,  for 
avoiding  the  controverfy  about  precedence  between 
the  two  crowns  of  Britain  and  Portugal,  hath  fubfcrib- 
ed  another  inftrument  of  the  fame  tenor,  changing  only 
what  ought  to  be  changed  for  that  reafon.  Given  at 
Lifbon,  the  27th  of  the  month  of  December,  1703.

GEORGE,  by  the  grace  of  Go*,  &c.  to  all 
afid  lingular  to  whom  thefe  prefent  letters  ftiall  comc> 
greeting.  Whereas  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Portu- 
gal has  notified  to  us,  that  peace  iS  eftablifhed  betW«n 
teiii  and  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Spain,  by  a  treaty 
cohcldded  at  tJtrccht  on  the  fixth  day  of  the  month  of 
February  laft  paft ;  and  has  alfo  invited  us,  diat,  pur- 
luant  to  what  the  late  Queen  Anne,  of  pious  memory, 
our  moft  dear  fifter  and  coufin,  ^undertook,  we  would 
engage  our  promife  and  guaranty  &r  the  pei^ntliAce 
of  the  faid  treaty,  and  all  and  every  the  articles  there- 
of. And  whereas  Jofcph  da  Cunha  Brochado>  am- 
baflfador  extraordinary,  and  counfellor  of  the  iaid  moft 
Serene  King  of  Portugal,  has,  on  the  part  of  his  Maf- 
ter,  delivered  to  us  a  copy  in  due  form  of  the  faid  treaty, 
the  guaranty  or  engagement  for  the  performance  of 
^hich  is  defired  of  us,  written  ih  the  Portuguefe  lan- 
gijilge,'and  being  word  for  word  as  hereunder  follows.

T'he  Inftrument  of  Commerce  with  the  Duke  ^  Savoy, 

THE  convenient  fi^uation  of  the  port  of  Yill^ 
Franca  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  and  the  capacity  of 
the  fame,  together  with  the  fecurity  of  it  in  all  relpefts, 
have  been  efficacious  motives  to  his  moft  Serene 
plighnels  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  for  the  exhibiting  anq 
pronouncing  the  fame  free  to  the  whole  world  y  with  % 
belief,  that  it  might  in  time  prove  advantageous  to  the 
public,  and  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  in  particular.  But 
It  fo  falling  out,  that  the  vigour  of  things  which  arq 
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cftabHfixcS  by  the  bcft  cQunfd,  in  procfcfs  of  tirtic  arc 
^fthdtreil  lahguid  and  M^t&  to  mutation :  It  hai  there-

other' territories  which  at  jprefent  are,  or  hereafter  fhall

when  they  fhall  be  extrafted  out  of  the  faid  ports,  to 
the  end  that  they  may  be  vented  and  fold  within  the 
dominions  of  his  Royal  Highnef^  he  alone  that  ex- 
tracts them,  whether  he  be  the  ouyer  or  the  feller, 
ihall  pay  only  one  half  of  that  cuftom  or  duty  which  is

in  fuch  cafe  both  perfons  and  goods  (hall  be  (iibjed  to 
quarantena  or  purgation  ;  but  the  days  of  quarantena 
or  purgation  (hall  be  (hortened,  both  in  re(peA  of  the 
peifons  and  goods^  as  much  as  the  care  of  preierving 
the  public  health  can  po(ribly  permit :  but  what  mer-

Jifhed,  that  his  Majefty's  fubjefts  be  wholly  deprived 
and  utterly  cut  off  from  enjoying  that  protc^on 
which  is  commonly  called  fafe-conduft  j  relerving  to 
every  lubjefl  of  his  Majefty  his  proper  right  j  likewiie 
all  his  Majefty's  fubjefts  lliall  be  deprived  of  the  bene- 
fit of  proteftion  or  fafe-conduft,  who  (hall  commit 
any  crimes  whatfoever  againft  his  Majefty,  as  alfo  ail  of 
his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  whether  mailer,  mariners,  or 
others,  who  (hall  be  guilty  of  barratry  j  to  whom,  as 

alfo 
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<dfo  to  ali  pirates  and  robbers  at  fea  who  are  his  Ma- 
jefty*s  fubjefts,  all  licenfe  Ihall  be  denied  of  felling 
goods  or  merchandize,  or  contrafting  for  them  in  the 
laid  ports  :  but  in  regard  all  that  is  mentioned  in  the 
forgoing  part  of  this  article  relates  only  to  his  Ma- 
jelly's  fubjefts,  it  is  covenanted  likewife  and  agreed  in 
favour  of  the  faid  fubjefts,  that  they  Ihall  fiiUy  and  en- 
•tirely  againft  all  ftrangcrs  (as  well  as  all  ftrangera 
againft  them)  enjoy  the  privilege  of  fafe-condudt  or 
proteftion  promifed,  and  publifhed  in  the  edift  of  a  fi^c 
^ort,  by  his  Royal  Highnels, 

VII.  Seventhly,  AU  the  fubjedls  of  his  Majefty  who 
live  at  Nizza,  Villa  Franca,  or  S.  Hofpirio,  in  order  to 
trade  or  otherwife,  are  declared  free  and  clear  from  all 
tributes,  taxes,  or  levies  of  monies,  which  are  or  fhall 
he  impofed  by  his  Royal  Highnefs. 

VIIL  Eighthly,  It  is  likewife  declared,  that  die 
perfons  of  his  Majefly's  fubjedrs  refiding  at  Nizza, 
Villa  Franca,  or  S.  Hofpitio,  fliall  not  be  liable  or  fub- 
jeft  to  arreft  or  imprifonment,  or  their  goods  to  fei- 
zure  or  fequeftration,  for  any  civil  caufes,  unlefs  a  legal 
citation  has  firft  preceded ;  but  in  criminal  caufes, 
which  are  puni(hed  with  death  or  corporal  punifli- 
ment,  they  Ihall  be  fubjeft  to  imprifonment  witfiout 
citation. 

IX.  Ninthly,  It  is  permitted,  and  fliall  be  law- 
ful to  all  and  every  one  of  the  fubjefts  of  his  Ma- 
jetty  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  dwelling  in  the  faid  ports,  to 
live  in  their  own  religion,  after  the  fame  manner  that 
is  permitted  either  at  Geno^,  or  Leghorn;  and  a  conve- 
nient and  decent  place  of  burial  Ihall  be  allotted  and 
afligned  for  the  interment  of  fuch  of  his  Majefty's  fub- 
jefts  as  fhall  dcceafe  in  the  faid  places. 

,  X.  Tenthly,  Since  that  nothing  doth  more  tpnr.ent 
any  man  than  controverfies  in  law  before  tribunals  of 
judicature,  in  regard  of  the  great  cxpence  botJi  of  time 
and  money ;  but  more  efpecially  one  who  is  a  ftrangcT 

to 
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to  the  ciiftoms  of  die  place,  and  an  alien  to  .the  laws : 
therefore  it  is  covenanted  and  agreed  between  his  Ma- 
jcfty  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and  his  Royal  Highnefs, 
that  all  differences  or  controverfies  whatfocver,  which 
Aall  arife  bct^^'een  fubjeft  and  fubjecl  of  his  Majefty, 
or  between  the  faid  fubjefts  and  any  perfon  that  is  no 
fobjcft   of  his   Majefty,  fhall   be  only  pleaded  be- 
fore,  and   be  decided  only  by,  a  judge  who   (hall 
be    called    the    Delegate   of  the    Englilh    nadon; 
which  delegate  (hall  always  be  chofen  by  the  fub- 
jefts  of  his  Majefty  who  live  at  Nizza,  Villa  Franca» 
or  S.  Hofpicio ;  provided  always,  th^t  the  eleftion  be 
made  out  of  the  number  of  thofc  miniders  of  his 
Rqyal  Highnefs  which  conftitute  the  confuls  of  the  (ea: 
the  delegate  fo  chofen  (hall  be  continued  during  die 
plealure  of  the  natiojial  cleftors ;  provided  that  this 
continuation  be  no  longer  time  than  what  is  limited  by 
his  Royal  Highnefs  for  the  period  of  the  office  of  the 
reft  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea.     When  this  del^ate  is 
clcfted,  the  nation  (hall  prefent  him  to  his  Royal  High- 
nefs, with  a  petition,  that  by  his  authority  he  may  be 
appointed  to  exercife  this  charge  j  by  which  authority 
being  conftituted,  he  fliall  with  brevity  andexpedidoa 
decide  and  determine  all  the  aforefaid  controyerfies, 
without  the  formalit)'  of  legal  procelTes,  according  tQ 
the  validity  and  weight  of  reafon,  having  regard  only  to 
the  truth  of  the  fajf  t :  and  all  this  (liall  be  done  with- 
out any  cofts,  charges,  or  expence,  except  only  the 
hare  payment  of  the   writing.     P>om   the  fentencc 
given  by  this  delegate  there  fliall  no  appeal  be  made  or 
allowed,  except  to  the  tribunal  of  the  confuls  of  the 
fea  refiding  at  Nizza,  where  the  delegate  himfelf  is  to 
be  one,  and  fits  as  one  of  the  judges ;  from  which  tri- 
bunal no  appeal  is  to  be  admitted.     But  if  in  the  pro- 
grefs  of  time  his  Majefty's  fubjefts  in  the  faid  ports 
become  numerous  (which  is  to  be  hoped,  from  the 
good  and  M^ell-compofed  laws)  if  any  inconvenience  be 
found  in  the  deciding  of  controverfies  according  to  the 

mani^f 
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manner  prefcribed,  then,  as  to  whatfoever  controvcr- 
fies  which  (hall  happen  and  arifc  only  between  fubjeft 
and  fubjeft  of  his  Majefty,  the  following  rule  for  an 
unappealable  deciding  of  them  fhall  be  eftabliihed  and 
confirmed  between  his  Majefty  and  his  Royal  High^ 
nels,  which  then  is  to  be  in  fijU  force  and  vigour  from 
that  time  which  his  Majefty  fhall  require  it  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs,  The  form  or  rule  is  this : — The  fub- 
jc6ts  of  his  Majefty  ftiall  choofe,  out  of  the  nun^er  of 
the  Englifti  nation,  three,  which  for  life  and  manners 
are  efteemed  men  of  the  greateft  integrity  amongft: 
them ;  thefe  three  they  fliall  humbly  prefent  to  fis 
Royal  Highnefs,  that  he  may  benignly  pleafe  to  ap- 
point one  of  them,  who,  under  the  title  of  Delegate  of 
his  Royal  Highnefs,  is  to  exercife  the  office  which 
fhall  immediately  be  declared:  by  whofe  authority 
when  he  fliall  be  conftituted,  and  to  that  purpofe  has 
obtained  letters  from  his  Royal  Highnefs,  he  Ihall  not- 
withftanding  be  incapable  of  exercifing  his  charge,  till 
he  hath  firft  taken  oath  before  the  already-mentioned 
national  delegate,  or,  in  his  abfence,  before  fome 
other  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea  refiding  at  Nizza  for 
his  Royal  Highnefs.  Thefe  things  premifed,  when  a 
controverfy  or  difference  fhall  arife  or  happen,  the 
plaintiff  and  the  defendant  fhall  each  of  them  choofc 
two  arbitrators,  whom  they  fliall  declare  and  conftitute 
to  be  fuch  before  the  delegate  of  his  Royal  Highnefs, 
to  every  one  of  which  the  delegate  fhall  adminifter  an 
oath,  upon  the  holy  evangelifts,  to  this  purpofe ;  "  That 
they  will,  according  to  the  utmoft  of  their  power,  laying 
afide  all  refpeft  of  perfons,  and  according  to  good 
confciencc  and  beft  rule  of  juftice,  give  their  fentence 
of  arbitration  rightcoufly  and  faithfully."  After  which 
oath  they  may  convene,  as  occafion  offers,  but  always 
in  the  prefcnce  of  die  faid  delegate :  which  delegate 
fhall  have  no  voice  in  cafe  that  the  major  part  of  the 
four  ai-bitrators  agree  in  their  arbitration  i  which  if 
they  do,  the  decifion  fo  made  fhall  be  valid  and  firm  > 
but  if  the  arbitrators,  by  realun  of  their  equaflity  of.votes, 

agre^ 
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agree  not,  then  the  delegate  of  his  Rbyil 
having  firft  taken  the  fame  oath  the  arl^trators  did, 
before  one  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea  at  Nizza,  fhaU 
have  a  vote  amongft  the  other  four  arbitrators,  and  the 
decifion  fhall  be  on  that  fide  which  has  the  majpritjr 
of  votes,  to  all  purpofes  valid  and  firm.  In  both 
cafes,  the  decidon  thus  amicably  mad^  fhall  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  widiin  the  fpace  of  one 
month,  that  by  his  authority  it  may  have  its  fiill  force, 
and  be  put  in  execution.  This  delegate  fhall  be  fur- 
ther obhged  to  make  writings  or  records,  as  del^ate 
of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  it  fhall  be  his  chaige  care- 
fully  to  keep  and  preferve  the  fame.  He  fhall  be  con- 
tinued three  years  in  his  office,  and  be  obliged  to  give 
an  account,  to  the  delegate  that  fucceeds  him^  of  all 
matters  that  were  tranfadted  under  him. 

XI.  Eleventhly,  If  any  fubjeft  of  his  Majefly  fhall 
die  in  the  feid  ports  without  making  his  will,  or  fhall 
appoint  by  his  will  one  to  be  executor  who  lives  in 
none  of  the  faid  ports,  the  whole  nation  fhall  be  con- 
vened, and  by  them  feme  perfons  fhall  be  chofen  of 
good  life,  fame,  and  credit ;  who  together  with  the  de- 
legate of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  his  Majefly's  fubjeft,  and 
the  confiil  of  the  nation,  fhall  take  care  of  the  eftates 
of  the  perfon  deceafcd,  fo  that  it  may  not  be  embez- 
zled, but  kept  for  diem  to  whom  of  right  it  does  belong: 
which  perfons  fo  elefted  by  the  nation  fhall  be,  be- 
fore the  tribunal  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea  refiding  at 

-Nizza,  conttituted  and  appointed  adminiflrzitors,  to 
Ae  intent  aforel'aid,  of  the  goods  of  the  deceafed :  and 
to  this  end  they  fhall  have  full  power  to  demand  and 
keep  whatfocver  of  right  belonged  to  die  perfon  de- 
ceafed, and  alfo  to  pay  and  difcharge  whatfbever  of 
rifi;ht  was  due  from  the  deceafed  perfon  to  any 
ether. 

XII.  T^Velfthly,  All  mariners,  fubjefts  of  his  Ma- 
jcfty,  who  Ihall  dcfert  their  own  captain  or  matter,  and 
ADficr  in  any  other  Ihip  or  veflel,  upon  complaint  made 

to 
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to  the  ofiker  of  his  Royal  Highncis  at  Nizza,  Villa 
Franca,  or  S.  Holpitio,  fhall  be  taken  from  the  ihip 
that  received  them,  and  be  reftpred  to  their  firll  cap- 
tain or  maftcr.  If  any  mariner  deferts  his  own  cap- 
tain or  mafter,  and  retires  into  any  public  or  private 
houfe  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  faid  ports,  and 
ihall  be  concealed  by  the  inhabitant,  he  fhaU  be  for- 
cibly taken  out  of.  die  houfe,  and  the  houfekceper 
fined  twenty  dollars  for  every  fiich  offence  \  if  any  ma- 
riner Ihall  lie  all  night  on  Ihore  in  any  public  or  private, 
houfe,  without  leave  in  writing  under  the  hana  of  his 
o£cer,  the  houfekeeper  lodging  him  (hall  pay  tea 
dollars :  if  any  niariner  contrafts  a  debt  with,  or  runs 
in  debt  to  any  inhabitant  of  the  faid  ports,  above  the 
fiim  of  one  dollar,  without  licenfe  in  writing  from  his 
captain  or  maflcr,  his  creditor  (hall  lofe  it :  biit  if  any 
mariner  does  get  one  to  be  bound  for  the  debt,  who 
is  not  a  mariner,  the  mariner  (hall  be  let  go ;  but  the 
peiibn  that  is  bound  for  him  may  be  retained  for  the 
debt. 

XIII.  Thirtecnthly,  It  is  covenanted  and  agreed^ 
^at  all  (hips  of  war  belonging  to  his  Majefly,  ivhenfo- 
ever  they  (haU  come  into  the  faid  ports,  (hall  in  every 
point  be  received  with  the  fame  honour  as  any  (hips 
or  veflTels  whatfoever  belonging  to  whatfoever  Monarch 
er  Prince  :  during  the  abode  of  his  Majcfty*s  (hips  in 
the  faid  ports,  nothing  neceflary  or  convenient  (hall  be 
denied  them,  they  paying  a  competent  price  for  it ; 
and  as  for  their  victualling,  licenfe  is  granted  to  any 
perfon  deputed  to  vidhial  the  (hips,  throughout  all 
the  dominions  of  his  Royal  Highncfs,  to  contraft  for 
and  buy  all  things  nece(rary  and  convenient  for  fufte- 
nance,  and  to  caufe  all  die  faid  things  fo  bouglit  to  be 
brought  into  the  faid  ports,  without  any  cuftom,  duty, 
or  irtipoft,  paying  for  them  only  the  firft  co(t ;  and  it 
is  further  covenanted,  that  the  (aid  (hips  of  war  of  his 
Majefty,  during  their  abode  in  the  faid  ports,  (hall  be 
protected  and  defended  againfl:  any  whomibever  that 
^  would 
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would    attempt    any   violence   or    hditility    againft 
them. 

XIV.  FourtcentMy,  Since    in  this    inftrument  of 
commerce  there  has  been  mention  made  of  certain 
fUcal  orders  or  tariff,   commonly   called    books  of 
rates  or  public  duties  j  one  of  which,  printed  the  tenth 
of  December,  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fifty-one, 
contains  the  cuftoms  or  duties  which  are  to  be  paid 
for  all  commodities  whatfoever,  which  arc  fold  within 
the  dominions    of  his   Royal   Highnels :    a  iecond 
contains,  at  the  end  of  the  general  order  of  the  Porto 
Franco  (the  thirtieth  of  Oftober,  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  thirty-three)  the  duties  that  are  to  be  paid  for 
paflage  by  land  through  the  ftate  of  his  Royal  High- 
nefs :  and  the  third,  and  the  laft,  underwritten  by  the' 
procurator  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  contains  the  lazaretto 
duties  or  expences  which  are  to  be  paid  for  the  purg- 
ing of  goods  that  make  quarantena  :  all  which  three 
books  of  rates  and  duties  are  to  be  regulated  according 
to  the  limitations  and  reftriftions  in  the  foregoing  arti- 
cles :  it  is  covenanted,  that  the  faid  tariffs,  or  rates  and 
duties,  fhall  never  be  changed  or  altered  without  con- 
fent  of  the  conful  and  the  major  part  of  the  Englifh 
merchants  and  faftors  refiding  in  the  faid  ports.     It  is 
alfo  further  covenanted,  that  the  merchants  and  faAors, 
fubjedbs  of  his  Majefty,  fhall  be  difpatched  with  all  ex- 
pedition in  the  feveral  places  where  cuftoms  or  duties 
are  to  be  paid,  and  that  none  of  the  faid  fubjefts  fhall 
be  at  any  time  liable  to  revifion  of  accounts  under  pre- 
tence  of  defraudation.      And    if  any  officer  of^  his 
Royal  Highnefs,  byway  of  reward,  voluntary  donative, 
or  any  other  way  wJiatfoever,  fhall  exaft  or  receive  any 
fum  or  value  beyond  what  is  appointed  in  the  mention- 
ed tariffs  or  rates,  limited  as  in  the  aforefaid  articles, 
die  perfon  fo  offending  fhall  be  imprifoned  the  fpacc 
of  three  months  or  more,  if  his  Royal  Highnefs  think 
fit,  and  fhall  pay  three  times  the  fiill  value  of  what  he 
fo  demanded  or  received  ^  one  half  of  which  fhall,  be 

applied 
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ai»)lied  to  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
accufer  or  informer. 

XV,  Fifteenthly  and  laflly.  It  is  covenanted  and 
agreed^  that  all  immunities,  privileges,  and  conccflions, 
which,  in  the  general  publication  of  a  free  port  made  by 
his  Royal  Highnefs,  are  not  mentioned,  or  fpecified  in 
the  foregoing  articles,  fliall  be,  for  the  full  advantage  of 
his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes  be 
imderftood  to  be  exprefsly  mendoned  and  contained  in 
the  body  of  this  prefent  inflrument :  and  whatfoever 
for  the  future  qf^  inimunity,  privilege,  or  advantage^ 
ihall  be  granted  to  any  other  kingdom  or  flate,  all  and 
every  of  the  faid  immunities,  privileges,  and  advanta- 
ges, are  and  fhall  be  as  fully,  with  all  their  circumftan- 
ces>  granted  to  his  Majefly  s  fubjefts,  as  if  they  were 
exprefsly  covenanted  and  agreed  for.  in  this  prefent 
inftrument.  For  the  full  and  undoubted  confirmation 
of  which,  and  of  all  the  foregoing  ^cles*  the  above- 
named  procurators  of  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain^ 
&c.  and  his  Royal  Highnefs>  having  diligendy  read 
and  weighed  all  the  above-faid  fifteen  articles,  have 
hereunto  put  their  hands  and  fcals,  at  Florence,  the 
nineteenth  day  of  September,  the  year  of  our  lord  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  fixty-nine.

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of  the  faith,  Duke  of  Brunfwic,  and  Lunenbui^, 
Arch-treafurer,  and  Prince  Eleftor,  of  the  Holy  Ror 
man  Empire,  &c.  to  all  and  fingular  to  whoni 
thefe  pretents  fliall  come,  greeting.  Whereas  the 
minifters  plenipotentiary,  as  well  on  our  part,  as  on  the 
part  of  our  good  brother  the  King  of  Sardinia^  &c. 
and  of  our  good  lifter  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bo- 
hemia, &c.  being  affembled  at  Worms,  and  fufficicndy 
authorized  thereto,  did  conclude  and  fign  a  certain 
treaty  of  mutual  friendlhip,  and  perpetual  alliance,  on 
the  T^  day  of  the  prcfent  month  of  September,  in  the 
form  and  words  foUowing. 

In  the  name  of  the  moft  Holy  Trinity. 

B  E  it  known  to  all,  and  every  one,  to  whom  it  ap- 
pertains, or  may  appertain,  in  any  manner  whatfo- 
cvcr. 

Forafmuch  as  the  difturbances,  which,  upon  the  de- 
ceaie  of  the  Emperor  Charles  the  Sixth,  of  glorious 
memory,  without  male  iffue,  arofe  in  Germany,  not- 
withftanding  the  exprefs  tenor  of  the  moft  ibletno  and 
recent  treaties  of  peace  and  alliance,  corroborated  by 
the  authentic  guaranty  of  the  body  of  the  Empire, 
which  do  affure  to  his  eldeft  daughter,  and  to  her  pof- 
terity,  the  entire  and  indivifible  fucceffion  to  his  here- 
ditary dominions,  do  manifeftly  tend  to  the  overthrow 
of  all  balance  in  Europe,  and  do  expofe  its  liberty,  and 
thar  of  its  commerce,  to  the  moft  evident  danger ; 
which  danger  is  ftill  increafed  by  the  conqucft  which 
the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Naples  have  openly  undertaken 
to  make  of  the  dominions  poffcffed  by  che  moft  Se- 
rene Houfe  c(  Auftria  in  Italy,  contrary  to  the  faith  of 
their  own  engagements ;  after  which,'  the  reft  of  Italy 
would  no  longer  be  able  to  refift  them,  and  all  the 
coafts  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea  would  be  under  fub- 
jeftiun  to  one  and  the  Cime  family, 

To  obviate,  as  much  as  in  them  lies,  fuch  imminent 
evils,  and  an  cnct-rpuze,  whofe  confequences  would  be 
fo  fatal  to  all  the  Princes  and  ftates  of  Italy,  to  their 

liberty 
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liberty  and  commerce,  and  to  that  of  the  nriarltime 
Powers  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  the  moft  Serene  and 
moft  Potent  Prince  George  the  Second,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  Eleftor  of  Bruniwick,  Lunenburg,  &c. ;  the 
liioft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Princefs  Maria  Therefiaj^' 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia^  Archdutchefs  of 
Auftria,  &c.  j  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  I^otent, 
Prince  Charles  Emanilel  King  of  Sardinia^  Duke  of 
Savoy,  &c.  having  fuch  an  effential  intereft  in  the  pre- 
fervation  of  a  juft  balance  in  Europe,  on -which  depends 
the  liberty  of  Europe,  and  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
liberty  and  feciirity  of  Italy  in  pardcular,  on  which  de- 
pends that  of  ip  commerce,  and  of  the  commerce  of 
the  Mediterranean,  have  refolved  to  enter  into  a  clofer 
and  more  infeparable  union,  in  this  fixed  intention^ 
and  to  perfevere  inviolably  in  joining  their  forces  and 
counfels  in  order  to  obtaining  the  efFeft  defired  therc^ 
from,  and  more  efpe'cially  for  the  fake  of  repelling 
with  one  acccord,  the  unjuft  invafion  made  by  the 
Kings  of  Spain  and  Naples,  and  for  fecuring  Italy;  if 
poflible,  for  the  future,  from  all  attempts  6i  the  fame 
kind. 

In  this  view,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  faid  inva- 
fion,  without  Ipfs  of  time>  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
Sardinia  did  enter,  from  the  ift  day  of  February  1742, 
into  a  provifional  convention  with  her  Majefty  the 
Queen  of  Hungary,  the  tenor  whereof  is  as  follows: — 

As  it  is  fufficiently  evident,  that  the  motions  of  the 
Spanifti  troops,  which,  having  landed  in  the  ftates  of 
the  Prsefidii,  are  advancing  in  the  dominions  of  the 
Pope,  in  order  to  join  thofe  of  Naples,  and  from  thence 
to  purfue  their  march  as  far  as  Irnola,  are  bent,  acicord- 
ing  to  Certain  intelligence,  towards  Lombardy,  and 
muft  neceflfarily  very  much  afFeft  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Sardinia,  as  well  as  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary and  Bohemia,  their  Majefties  have  thought,  by 
the  means  of  the  Marquis  d'Ormea  and  of  the  Count 
de  Schulenbourg  (they  being  relpeftively  provided 
with  the  neccffary  full  powers)  of  concerting  and 

Y  z  agreeing 
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agreeing  upon  the  following  articles,  under  the  hopes 
of  their  being  ratified  and  accepted. 

I.  The  forces  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary alone,  which  are  now  in  Italy,  appearing  fufficient 
to  make  head  againft  the  aggreflbrs,  they  fhall  be 
brought  together,  in  order  to  march  towards  them, 
and  to  give  an  immediate  check  to  their  progrefs,  and 
particularly  in  order  to  cover  the  States  of  Modcna, 
and  Mirandola,  which  are,  as  it  were,  a  bulwark  to  the 
dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Hungary  m  Italy, 

IL  The  faid  King  of  Sardinia  fhall,  in  the  mean 
while,  have  a  confiderable  body  of  his  troops  upon  the 
frontiers  of  his  donrunions  towards  the  borders  of  the 
Milanefe,  and  of  the  dutchy  of  Placentia,  which  Ihall  be 
difpofed  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  that  they  may  be  brqug^t 
together  in  a  fhort  time ;  and  in  cafe  the  forces  of  the  . 
^greflbrs  Ihould  come  to  be  augmented,  and  that  there 
fliould  be  caufe  to  fear  a  new  inva(ion  on  any  other 
fide,  as  is  probable,  according  to  the  advices  that  have 
been  received,  that  a  fecond  convoy  of  Spanifh  troops 
has  already  fet,  fail  at  Barcelona,  and  that  they  are  to 
land  in  the  harbour  of  La  Spezia,  his  Majefty  fliall 
then  co-operate  with  all  his  forces  for  preventing  the 
body  of  Auftrian  troops,  which  (hall  have  marched 
forward,  from  being  either  taken  in  flank  or  inter- 
cepted by  that  new  reinforcement  of  Spanilh  troops ; 
and  to  this  end,  all  the  paflages  in  the  ftates  above- 
mentioned,  and  principally  the  places  of  Parma,  Pla- 
centia, and  Pavia,  fhall  remain  free  and  open  to  the 
King's  troops  for  their  convenience  and  fecurity, 

III.  As  to  what  relates  to  further  motions,  and 
fuch  other  military  operations  as  might  be  afterwards 
undertaken,  as  they  muft  depend  upon  the  circum- 
flances  which  fall  out  from  day  to  day,  it  is  ncceflary 
to  refer  them  to  the  concert  which  fliall  be  entered 
into,  in  proportion  to  the  circumftances  which  fhall 
happen ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  his  Majefly  the  King 
of  Sardinia  fhall  fend  one  of  his  general  officers  to  the 

army 
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army  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  and  her 
Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hungary  (hall  fend  one  of  her's 
likewife  to  refide  with  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardi- 
nia: to  which  general  officers  (hall  be  reciprocally^ 
communicated  all  the  advices  that  Ihall  be  received 
about  the  enemy  ;  and  all  the  rcfolutions  which  Ihall 
be  taken  on  cither  fide,  fhaU  be  concerted  with 
them. 

IV,  Nothing  being  fo  neceflary  towards  obtaining 
the  end  defired  on  each  fide,  as  the  reciprocal  fccurity 
of  the  relpeftive  poflfeflions  and  rights,  and  a  confi- 
vdence  in  the  good  faith  of  the  parties,  who  arc  to  co- 

V  operate  towards  the  fame  end,  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
Sardinia  promifes,  upon  the  faith  and  word  of  a  Prince, 
to  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary ;  firft,  that,  for 
as  long  time  as  the  prefent  provifional  agreement  fliall 
laft,  he  will  not  avail  himfelf  of  his  pretended  rights  to 
the  ftate  of  Milan,  which  are  not  entered  into  in  this 

.  provifional  convention,  forafmuch  as  the  Queen  of 
Hungary  cannot  admit  them,  an4  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, on  the  contrary,  thinks  them  founded ;  and  fc- 
condly,  that  if  it  fliould  be  jiecefTary  that  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty fhould  enter,  with  his  forces,  into  any  one  of  the 
ftates  above-mentioned,  he  will  not  exercife  in  the 
lame  any  aft  of  fovereignty,  and  will  not  in  anywife 

,  hinder  the  Queen  of  Hungary  from  continuing  to  ex- 
ercife them,  in  the  manner  that  that  Princefs  has  done 
it  hitherto ;  neither  will  his  Majefty  exaft  any  contri- 
bution, and  will  content  himfelf  in  the  faid  cafe  with 
being  fiirnilhed  with  fuch  things  as  are  indifpcnfably 
reqaifite  to  an  army ;  as  for  inftance,  forage,  wood^ 
quarters,  carts,  beds,  caferns,  and  ftraw,  the  ration^ 
whereof  fhall  be  regulated  upon  the  foot  on  which  they 
are  ufually  allowed  to  his  troops ;  as  allp  hpn^is^  (7iu|eSj^ 
and  oxen,  for  the  ufe  of  the  artillery,  s^nd  viftuals^ 

V.  On  the  other  hand,  her  Majefty  the  Queen  01 
Hungary  declares  ux  the  like  folemn  manner,  that  it 
ifi  not  her  meaning  that  the  above-fai4  promifes  of  his  * 
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Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia,  nor  the  execution  of 
them,  Ihould  prejudice  the  rights  by  him  pretended  to 
the  ftate  of  Milan,  nor  ever  to  avail  herfelf  of  them^ 
■fo  as  to  infer  from  thence  that  the  faid  rights  were  nQ 
Iqilteer  liibfifting  j  the  intention  of  the  two  high  con- 
t!h&ciing  parties  being  to  preferve  to  each  of  them  their 
rel^ftive  rights  in  their  foil  force,  in  fuch  mariner  as 
they  may  appertain  to  them,  independendy  pf  the  pre-i 
ient  convention, 

VI.  And  itis  likewife  in  this  view,  that  his  Majefty. 
the  King  of  Sardinia  referves  to  himfelf  exprcfsly  the 
entire  liberty  of  availing  himfelf  of  his  faid  rights,  at; 
"whatever  time,  and  by  whatever  means,  either  by  him- 
felf fingly,  or  by  fuch  alliance  as  he  j(hall  judge  to  be 
^nofl:  for  his  convenience, 

VII.  But  as  his  Majefly  does  not  mean  to  acquire 
any  advantage  by  the  faid  refervation,  and  defigns  tQ 
proceed  with  all  the  good  faith  which  is  natural  to  hinij^ 
he  promifes  and  engages,  in  the  cafe  above-mentioned, 
not  to  aft  himfelf^  nor  to  permit  any  Prince^  witl^ 
whom  he  might  be  allied,  to  aft  (which  his  M^efty 
will  take  care  to  ftipulate  as  a  principal  condition,  in 
any  treaty  whatfoever  which  he  rriight  conclude) 
fooner  than  after  the  fpace  of  one  month,  from  the 
time  that  he  fhali  have  caufed  notice  to  be  given,  by 
the  means  of  the  general  officer  which  he  Ihali  have 
Zt  die  Queen  of  Hungary's  army ;  to  the  end  that  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  Auftrian  troops,  being  thus 
put  upon  his  guard,  may  take  fuch  meafures  and  re- 
fblutions  as  he  fhall  judge  moft  for  his  advantage. 

VIII.  Moreover  the  King  of  Sardinia  promifes,  in 
that  cafe,  to  make  his  troops  evacuate  all  the  domini- 
ons of  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  and  all  the  places  and 
pofts  which  he  fliould  have  taken  poffeffion  of  during 
the  prefent  provifional  agreement,  without  carrying  any 
thing  off  5  to  the  end  that  the  troops  of  the  above- 
faid  Queen  may,  during  the  faid  month,  retake,  freely, 

6  and 
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and  without  any  hinderance,  the  pofts  which  they  fliall 
think' proper, 

IX.  The  prefent  convention  fhall  be  ratified  by  the 
King  of  Sardinia  and  by  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  aiid 
the  afts  of  ratification  ihall  be  exchanged  within  the 
term  of  twenty  days. 

X.  During  the  faid  term,  the  King  of  Sardinia  Ihall 
not.underftand  himfelf  to  be  obliged  to  cauie  his  troops 
to  enter  into  the  ftates  poflefled  by  the  Queen  of  Hun-^ 
gary ;  and  if  after  the  expiration  of  the  laid  term,  the 
Queen  fliould  not  have  fent  her  ratification,  fo  that  for 
want  of  it  the  prefent  convention  fhould  rcmainwith- 
out  effeft,  neverthelels  the  King  fliall  not,  in  that  cafe, 
caufe  his  troops  to  enter  into  the  above-mentioned 
ftates,  during  the  term  of  other  ten  days,  neither  during 
that  term  fliall  he  give  any  hinderance  to  the  free  return 
of  the  Aufl:rian  troops  into  the  fame  ftates,  and  into 
ftich  pofts  as  the  Queen  of  Hungary's  generals  fliall 
judge  to  be  moft  convenient. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under-written  plenipo- 
tentiaries have  figned  the  prefent  convention,  &c,  at 
Turin,  the  ift  of  February,  1742^ 

IN  confequence  of  this  convention,  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia  did  immediately  join  a  confiderable  - 
body  of  his  troops  to  thofe  of  the  faid  Queen,  his  Ma- 
jefty the  King  of  Great  Britain  having  fent  a  ftrong 
fquadron  to  co-operate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  li- 
berties of  Italy, 

In  order  not  to  leave  fruitlefs  fo  great  expences,  and 
to  fccure  ftill  farther,  and  to  accelerate,  for  the  prefent, 
the  entire  execution  of  fo  neceflary  andjuft  a  refolurion^ 
and  in  prder  likewife  to  perpetuate  the  effeft  of  it  for 
the  times  to  come,  their  faid  Majeflies  have  authorize^ 
and  do  authorize  their  minifters  plenipotentiary  to  make 
an  immediate  regulation  of  the  particulars  and  of  the  - 
conditions,  viz.  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great  Britain^ 
his  privy  counfellor  John  Lord  Carteret,  Baron  ot 
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Hawnes,  one  of  his  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  &c. ; 
his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  Chevalier  Ofib« 
rjo^  chevalier  grande  croix,  and  grand  confervator  of 
the  religious  and  military  orders  of  the  Saints  Maurice 
ajid  Lazarus,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minifter  pleni- 
potentiary of  his  faid  Majefty  to  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Great  Britain ;  and  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of 
Hungary  and  Bohemia,  the  Sieur  Ignatius  John  de 
Wafner,  her  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  his  faid  Bri- 
tannic Majefty ;  who,  after  having  communicated  to 
each  other  their  relpcdtive  full  powers,  and  having  ma- 
turely conferred  together,  have  agreed  upon  the  fol- 
lowing articles. 

I.  There  fhall  be,  from  the  prelent  time,  and  for  all 
times  to  come,  between  his  M^efty  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohe- 
mia, and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  a  clofe 
fjriendftiip,  and  fincere,  perpetual,  and  inviolable  alii-* 
ance,  by  virtue  of  which  they  fhall  be  obliged  to  fiip- 
port,  defend,  and  fuccour  each  pther  reciprocally  and 
conftandy,  to  be  attentive  to  the  fecurity  each  of  the 
other,  as  to  their  own,  to  procure  all  advantages,  and 
to  keep  off  all  damage  and  prejudice  from  one  another 
to  the  utmoft  of  their  power, 

II,  To  this  end,  the  allies  engage  themfelves  afrelh 
to  a  moft  exprcfs  guaranty  of  all  the  kingdoms,  ftatcs, 

V  countries,  and  dominions,  which  they  are  now  in  pof- 
fefTion  of,  or  ought  to  pofTefs  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of 
alliance  made  at  Turin  in  1703:  of  the  treaties  of 
peace  of  Utrecht  and  Baden :  of  the  treaty  of  peace 
and  alliance,  commonly  called  the  quadruple  alliance : 
of  the  treaty  of  pacification  and  alliance,  concluded  at 
Vienna  the  i6tfi  of  March,  1 73 1  :  of  the  aft  ofgua^ 
ranty  given  in  confcquence  thereof,  and  pafled  into 
a  law  of  the  empire  the  nth  of  January  1732 :  of  the 
aft  of  acceffion,  ligned  likewife  in  confequencc  of  the 
laid  treaty,  at  the  Hague  the  20th  of  Fcbruaty  1732; 

4^ 
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of  the  treaty  of  peace  figned  at  Vienna  the  1  Jth  of 
November  17385  and  of  the  acceflion  thereto,  done 
arid  figned  2^  Verfailles  the  3d  of  February  1739  •  ^ 
which  treaties  are  fiiUy  recalled  and  confirmed  here, 
forafmuch  as  they  may  concern  the  allies,  and  as  far  as 
they  have  not  derogated  from  them  by  the  prefenc 
treaty, 

III.  In  conformity  to  the  guaranty  contained  in  the 
foregoing  article,  and  to  the  end  that  no  fubjeft  of  dis- 
pute may  remain  between  the  two  moft  Serene  Houfes 
of  Auftria  and  Savoy,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardi- 
ninia,  for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  renounces 
by  name,  and  for  ever,  but  folely  in  favour  of  her 
Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and/ Bohemia,  and  of 
her  heirs  and  fucceffors,  his  pretended  rights  upon 
the  fl:ate  of  Milan  j  which  rights,  though  never  ad- 
mitted on  the  part  of  the  Queen,  he  had  referved  to 
himfelf,  by  the  provifiohal  convention,  the  liberty  of 
availing  himfelf  of.  And  befides,  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Sarmnia  engages  himfelf  formally  and  ^^ecially  to 
the  guaranty  01  the  order  of  fucceffion  eftabliflied  in 
the  faid  moft  Serene  Houfe,  by  the  pragmatic  fandtion, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  it  is  fet  forth  in  the  treaty  of 
pacification  and  alliance  made  at  Vienna  the  1 6th  of 
March  173 1,  excepting,  however,  that  his  faid  Majefty 
fliall  never  be  obliged  to  fend  fuccours  out  of  Italy. 

IV.  For  this  purpofe,  his  Majefty  the  Kmg  of  Sar- 
dinia, who  has  already  joined  his  troops  to  thofe  of  the 
Queen  of  Hungary,  and  who  has  already  confiderably 
augmented  them,  (hall  continue  to  concert  and  exe- 
cute, joindy  with  her  and  her  generals,  all  the  mea- 
fures  and  operations  which  ftiall  be  judged  the  moft 
eflPedhial  for  keeping  off  an^  repelling  the  invafion  now 
made,  or  to  be  hereafter  made,  againft  the  dominions 
of  the  faid  Queen,  and  for  fecurxng  them  from  all  danger, 
prefent  and  fiiture,  as  much  as  poffible. 

V.  In  order  to  attain  this  end,  and  as  long  as  the 
prefent  war  ftall  laftj  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary 
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gary  engages  not  only  to  keep  in  Italy  the  number  of 
troops  which  (lie  has  there  now,  but  to  augment  them 
to  the  number  of  30,000  efFe6tive  men,  as  jbon  as  the 
fituarion  of  affairs  in  Germany  will  permit  it:  and 
lus  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  engages  tp  keep  and 
employ  the  number  of  40,000  foot,  ai\d  5,000  horfe, 
comprehending  in  it  what  will  be  neceflafy  for  the  gar- 
jifons,  and  defence  of  his  own  dominions. 

VI.  His  Majcfly  the  King  of  Sardinia  fh'all  have  the 
fiiprcmc  command  of  the  alUed  army,  when  he  flull  be 
there  in  perfon,  and  he  Ihall  regulate  the  military  mo*, 
tions  and  operations  of  it,  irt  concert  with  her  Majefty 
the  Queen  of  Hungary,  according  as  the  common  in- 
tereft  a^id  occafiuns  ftxall  require. 

VII.  As  long  as  it  Ihall  be  neceflary  towards  fevour- 
ing  and  feconding  thofe  operations,  and  as  long  as  the 
danger  of  the  allies,  and  of  Italy,  fhall  demand  it,  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  engages  to  keep  in 
the  Mediterranean  Sea  a  ftrong  fquadron  of  Ihips  of 
war,  and  bomb- veflels,  and  fire-  ftiips,  the  admiral  and 
commanders  whereof  fhall  have  orders  to  concert  con- 
ftantly  and  regularly  with  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, or  with  his  generals,  and  with  thofe  of  her  Ma- 
jefty the  Queen  of  Hungary,  who  fhall  be  neareft  at 
hand,  the  moil  proper  meafures  for  the  fcrvice  of 
the  common  caufe. 

VIII.  Moreover,  and  in  order  to  afTift  in  bearing 
the  extraordinary  expence  which  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Sardinia  is  and  will  be  obliged  to  fupport,  for  raifing, 
and  caufing  to  aft,  a  much  greater  number  of  troops 
than  his  own  revenues  can  maintain,  his  Majefly  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  engages  to  fiirnifh  to  him,  for 
as  long  as  the  war,  and  the  cccafion  for  it,  fhall  conti- 
nue, a  fubfidy  of  two  hundred  thoufand  pounds  fter- 
hng  per  aumim^  to  be  paid  every  three  months,  and  to 
commence  from  the  ift  of  February  1742,  New  Stile, 
being  tiie  day  upon  which  die  provifional  convention 
was  figncd  between  the  faid  King,  and  her  Majefty  the 

Queen 
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Queen  of  Hungary;  and  the  faid  fubfidy  ihall  be  punc- 
tually  paid  from  three  months  to  three  months  in  ad- 
Vance,  provided,  however,  that  what  Ihall  have  been 
advanced  to  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia^  before 
Ae  fignature  of  the  prefenttreaty,  Ihall  be  reckoned 
into  it.  • 

IX.  In  ,conflderation  of  the  zeal,  and  generofity, 
with  which  his  Sardinian  Majcfty  has  been  willing  to 
expofe  his  perfonj  and  his.  don^inions,  for  the  public 
caufe,  and  for  that  of  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary and  Boheniia,  and  of  the  moft  Serene  Houfe  of 
Auflria  in  particular,  and  of  the   efieftual  iliccours 
which  the  faid  caufe  has  already  received  from  him  j 
in  confideration  alfd  of  the  burthenfome  engagements 
of  afliflance,  and  of  the  perpetual  tie  of  guaranty,  which 
he  contrafts  with  her,  by  the  prefent  alliance,  her  faid 
Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  for  hcr- 
felfj^  her  heirs  and  fucceffors,  yields  and  transfers,  from 
this  prefent  time,  and  for  ever,  to  his  faid  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  to  be  united 
to  his  other  dominions,  the  diflrift  of  Vigevano,  called 
the  Vigevenafco,  the  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Pavia  which 
is  between  the  Po  and  the  Thefin,  fb  that  the  Thefin 
Ihall  for  the  future,  by  the  middle  of  its  fbeam,  form 
the  ieparation  and  limit  between  the  refpeftive  domi- 
nions, from  the  Lago  Maggiore,  or  greater  lake,  to  the 
place  where  it  falls  into  die  Po,  excepting  only  the 
ifland  formed  by  the  canal  over  againlt  the  city  of  Pa- 
via, which  ifland  fhall  be  referved  to  her  Majefty  the 
Queen,  upon  thefe  conditions ;  that  the  King  ftiall  have 
neverthelefs  the  free  communication  of  the  river  1  hcfin, 
for  the  paflage  of  barks,  without  their  being  either  ftopped, 
vifited,  or  fubjedted  to  the  payment  of  any  duty ;  and  that 
the  faid  canal  fhall  never  be  iilled  up,  and  Ih^l  ferve  in 
this  place  for  a  limit.    Moreover,  that  other  part  of  the 
dutchy  of  Pavia,  called  .he  Pavefc,  beyond  the  Po, 
Bobbio  and  its  territory  being  reckoned  into  it,  the  city 
of  Plaifance,  with  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Placentia 
which,  is  between  the  Pavefan,  and  as  far  as  the  bed  of 

the 
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the  river  Nura,  from  its  fource  quite  to  the  Po;  in  flich 
manner  that  the  middle,  as  well  of  the  Nura  as  of  the 
Po,  do  make  in  this  part  the  limit  of  the  two  ftates  j 
and  confequently,  that,  which  has  hitherto  belonged  to 
the  dutchy  of  Placentia  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Po,  do 
icmain  feparated  from  it. 

Laftly,  that  part  of  the  county  of  Anghicra,  or  of 
the  ftate  of  Milan,  whatfoever  particular  name  Tnay  be 
given  to  it,  which  borers  upon  the  Novarefe,the  valley 
of  Sefia,  the  Great  Alps,  and  the  country  of  Vallais,  ex- 
tending to  the  Swils  prefeftures  of  Val  Maggia  andLo* 
camo,  and  along  the  banks  of,  and  in  the  Lago  Mag- 
giore,  to  the  middle  of  the  faid  lake,  in  fuch  manner 
that  for  the  future  the  confines  between  the  dominions 
of  his  Majcfty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  thofc  of  her 
Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  Ihall  be  continually 
fixed  by  a  line  drawn  from  the  borders  of  the  Swifs,  in 
tfi6.middle,  and  all  along  the  Lago  Mag^ore  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Thcfin,  which  line  ftiall  go  from  thence 
along  the  middle  of  the  ftream  of  that  river  to  the  place 
of  its  falling  into  the  Po,  excepting  the  fix)nt  of  the 
above-mentioned  ifland  before  Pavia,  and  from  thence 
go  on  along  the  middle  of  the  courfe  of  the  Po,  to  the 
place  where  the  Nura  falls  into  the  Po,  and  go  up  by 
the  middle  of  the  bed  of  the  Nura  quite  to  its  fource, 
^  which  is  oppcfite  to  the  country  of  Genoa.      * 

The  abovefaid  divifion  of  the  courfe  of  the  rivers 
fliall  not  prevent  the  navigation  remaining  free,  as  it  is 
to  remain,  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  two  fovereigns,  in  the 
whole  breadth  of  the  faid  rivers,  with  liberty  to  pafe 
upon  the  banks  on  either  fide,  for  the  towing  of  boats 
which  go  up  ftream;  the  faid  banks  being  never- 
thelcfs  to  appertain,  as  well  with  regard  to  the  property, 
as  in  all  other  rcfpects,  to  the  fovereigns  refpeftively,  on 
cither  fide  of  the  faid  rivers,  who  Ihall  be  allowed,  each 
on  their  own  fide,  to  make  fuch  reparations  as  they  ftiali- 
judge  neceffary  towards  ftrengthening  of  them,  provided 
that  thofe  reparations  be  not  prominent,  that  is  to  fay, 
that  they  may  not  force  the  ftream  of  the  riv^r  againft 
the  oppofite  fide,  and  that,  on  the  part  of  the  King  of 

Sardinia^ 
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Sardinia,  it  fhall  never  be  lawful,  under  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  to  make  fuch  works  as  might  prevent  the 
free  entry  of  the  waters  into  the  canal  or  navilio,  which  is 
on  the  fide  of  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  and 
which  condufts  the  faid  waters  to  Milan. 

To  enjoy  the  fame  in  full  property  and  fovereignty, 
as  her  Majefty  the  Queen  and  her  predeceflbrs  have  en- 
joyed them  hitherto ;  which  countiies  her  Majefty  the 
Queen  difmembers  for  ever  from  her  hereditary  domi- 
nions, and  from  the  ftate  of  Milan,  derogating  for  that 
purpofe,  as  far  as  there  can  be  occafion  for  it,  from  every 
Ching  that  might  in  any  manner  be  contrary  thereto, 
iaving  always  the  direft  juriiciiftion  bf  the  Empire. 

X.  Befides,  as  it  is  of  importance  to  the  public  caufc 
that  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  fhould  have  im 
immediate  communication  of  his  dominions  with  the 
fea,  and  with  the  maritime  Powers,  her  Majefty  the 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia  yields  to  him  all  the 
rights  which  (he  may  have  in  any  manner,  and  upon  any 
tide  whatfoever,  to  the  town  and  marquifate  of  Final, 
which  rights  ftie  yields  and  transfers,  without  any  re- 
ftriftion,  to  the  (aid  King,  in  the  fame  manner  as  Ihc 
does  the  countries  defcribed  in  the  foregoing  article ;  in 
the  juft  expeftation,  that  the  Republic  of  Genoa  will  fa- 
cilitate, as  &r  as  Ihall  be  neceffary,  a  dilpofition  fo  indif- 
penfably  requifite  for  the  liberty  and  lecurity  of  Italy, 
in  confideration  of  the  fum,  which  fhall  be  found  to  be 
due  to  the  faid  Republic,  without  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Sardinia,  nor  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary 
being  obliged  to  contribute  to  the  payment  of  the  laid 
fum ;  provided  always,  that  the  town  of  Final  be  and 
remain  for  ever  a  free  port,  as  is  Leghorn;  and  that  it 
fliall  be  allowable  for  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sajdinia 
to  re-eftablilh  there  the  forts  which  have  been  demo- 
lifhed,or  to  caufe  others  to  be  built,  according  as  beihall 
judge  convenient 

XL  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  her  Ma-, 
jefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  his  Ma- 
jefty the  King  of  Sardinia,  engage  theaifclvc$  not  to 

make 
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make  either  peace  or  truce,  without  comprehending 
therein,  in  exprefs  words,  all  the  above-mentioned  cef* 
fions,  and  without  ftipulating  alfo  a  full  reftitution  to 
the  King  of  Sardinia  of  every  part  6f  his  other  domini- 
nions,  which  may  have  been  feized  or  occupied  in 
hatred  of  his  union  with  the  allies ;  provided,  that  the 
King  of  Sardinia  ihall  hold  himfelf  to  be  from  this  pre- 
fent  time  indemnified  for  the  revenue  which  might  be 
fo  withheld  from  him,  by  that  of  the  countries  yielded  and 
transferred  to  him  by  the  pfefent  treaty. 

XII.  In  return,  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia  ihall 
remain  firmly  aod  infeparably  united  and  attached  to 
the  interefts  and  to  the  caufe  of  the  allies,  not  only  for 
as  long  as  the  war  may  lafl  in  Italy,  but  to  the  conclu- 
lion  of  the  peace  in  Germany,  and  of  the  peace  between 
Great  Britain  and  Spain^  and  this  is  the  principal  con- 
dition, ziAfine  qud  non,  of  the  ceflions  made  to  him 
above  by  the  9th  and  loth  articles  of  this  treaty,  which 
ceflions  Ihall  not  receive  .their  ftill  and  irrevocable  force, 
but  from  its  entire  accompliftiment,  after  which  the 
countries  yielded  to  the  faid  King  fhall  be  deemed  gua-^ 
rantied  to  him  by  the  allies  for  ever,  as  his  other  do- 
minions are. 

XIII.  And  as  foon  as  Italy  fhall  be  delivered  from 
enemies,  and  out  of  all  apparent  danger  of  being  afrefh 
invaded,  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hungary  fhall  not 
only  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  part  of  her  troops,  but, 
if  Ihe  requires  it,  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia  (hall 
furnifh  her  fome  of  his  own  troops,  to  be  employed  for 
the  fecurity  of  her  Majcfly's  dominions  in  Lombardy, 
that  fo  fhe  may  be  able  to  make  ufe  of  a  greater  number 
of  her  own  in  Germany,  in  like  manner  as,  at  the  rcqui- 
fition  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  Queen  of  Hungary 
ihould  caufe  fome  of  her  troops  to  pafs  into  the  domi- 
nions of  the  faid  King,  if  it  were  neceflary,  for  defend- 
ing the  paffages  thereof,  which  an  enemy's  army  fhould 
undertake  to  force,  and  for  delivering  from  entmies  all 
the  dominions  of  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and 
freeing  them  from  any  danger  of  a  frefh  invafion. 

XIV.  In 
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XIV.  In  any  cafe,  the  allies  fhall  not  make  either 
peace  or  truce,  or  accommodation  whatfoever,  with  the 
common  enemy,  btit  in  concert,  and  with  the  participa- 
tion and  advice  one  of  the  other,  nor  without  the  gua- 
ranty of  fuch  Powers  as  (hould  have  a  Ihare  in  the  pa- 
cification, for  the  pofleflions  andacquifitions  of  the  allies^ 
as  let  forth  in  this  treaty;  and,  after  the  conclufion  of  the 
peace,  the  prefent  alliance  Iliall  equally  and  unalterablf 
fubfift,  as  well  for  the  fecurity  of  its  execution,  as,  in  ge- 
neral, for  the  mutual  and  conftant  fecurity  of  the  allies* 

XV.  His  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  her  Ma- 
jefty  the  Queen  of  Jlirngary  and  Bohemia,  in  gratitude 
for  the  generous  concern  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  for 
the  public  fecurity,  and  for  theirs,  and  for  that  of  Italy  ia 
particular,  do  not  only  confirrh  to  the  Britilh  fubjedU 
the  advantages  of  commerce  and  navigation,  which  they 
enjoy  in  their  f elpeftive  dominions,  but  promife.  to  fc- 
cure  thejn  ftiU  farther  to  them,  and,  as  far  as  it  fhall  be 
found  reafonable  and  prafticable,  by  a  Ipecific  treaty  of 
commerce  and  navigation,  whenever  his  Britannic  Ma^- 
jefty  (hall  require  it  of  them. 

XVI.  The  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces  being  already  under  the  fame  engagements 
towards  the  moft  Serene  Houfe  of  Auftria,  and  having 
the  fame  iritereft  with  his  Britannic  Majefty  in  all  the 
objefts  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the  allies  will  jointly  invite 
them  to  enter  into  this  alliance,  as  a  principal  contradk- 
ing  party. 

XVIL  The  other^  Princes  and  States  who  have  at 
heart  the  peace,  the  liberty,  and  the  fecurity  of  Europe, 
of  the  Empire,  and  of  Italy,  and  who  will  be  willing  to 
enter  into  the  prefent  alliance,  Ihall  be  admitted  into  it. 

XVIII.  This  treaty  of  alliance  fhall  be  ratified  by 
all  the  allies,  and  the  ratifications  of  it  (hall  be  exchang- 
ed within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if  pofTible.

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En^lifh  (hip  fliall  be  thrown  \ipon  the  Emperor's 
coafts,  by  bad  weather  or  othcrwife,  the  fame  fliall  be 
proteftedy  and  depart  again  in  fafety,  without  any  ill- 
treatment  or  interruption.  And  the  Emperor's  ftiips, 
which  fliall  be  thrown  on  the  coafl:  of  Great  Britain,  or 
dominions  diereunto  belon^ng,  fliall  be  created  in  the 
iame  manner, 

III.  It  b  alfo  agreed,  that  all  fliips  belonging  to  the 
fubgefts  of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  and  ius  fubjefts,  may 
fecurely  navigate  and  pafs  the  feas,  without  being 
fearchedj  or  receiving  hmderance  or  trouble  the  one 
from  the  other;  and  that  all  perfons  and  paflengers,. 
of  whatever  nation  they  may  be,  belonging  to  either 
of  the  parries,  fliall  be  entirely  free,  without  being  de- 
tained, molefted,  robbed,  or  receiving  any  damage 
from  the  others.  And  moreover,  it  is  agreed,  that  the 
EngHfli  fliips,  which  fliall  be  freighted  in  any  port  of 
the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  for  other  ports  of' 
the  fame  kingdom,  fliall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  die 
\ifual  port  charges  j  and  that  no  captain  or  other  per- 
fon  belon^ng  to  any  fliip  or  veflel  of  the  Emperor  of  • 
Fez  and  Morocco,  or  his  fubjcfts,  fliall  take  any  per- 
fon  or  perfons  whatfoever,  out  of  any  fliip  or  veflel  of 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  his  fubjefts,  in  order- to 
be  examined,  or  under  any  other  pretence  whatfoever  j 
neither  fliall  they  offer  violence  to  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons, of  whatever  nation  or  quality  they  be,  on  board  a' 
fliip  belonging  to  his  Majefty's  fubjects. 

IV.  It  is  befides  agreed,  for  the  better  obfervancc 
of  the  preceding  articles,  according  to  their  true  intent, 
tiiat  the  fliips  of  war  or  cruizers  belonging  to  the  Em- 
peror of  Fez  and  Morocco,  or  to  his  fubjedls,  meeting 
with  any  fliips  or  other  veffels  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  or  his  fubjefts  (not  being  in  the  feas  belonging 
to  his  Majefty's  dominions)  may  fend  a  fingle  boat  on 
board,  with  two  trufly  rowers,  and  no  more,  who  may 
enter  fuch  fliips  or  veflels  s  that  on  fliewing  them  a 

paflport. 
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paiIport>  figned  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  fajr 
the  high  admiral  of  England^  Scotland,  and  irdand^ 
in  the  form  hereafter  mentioned,  the  faid  boat  ihall 
depart  immediately,  leaving  flich  fhips  to  puriue  their 
voyagp  freely :  and  when  it  may  happen,  that  any  flup 
of  war  or  privateer  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  fhall* 
meet  any  Ihip  or  vefTel  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and 
Morocco,  or  of  his  fubjefts,  on  the  captain  of  liich 
fliip  (hewing  a  pafTport  fi-om  the  governor  of  die  dty 
to  which  he  belongs,  with  a  certificate  from  the  Eng^ 
lifh  conful,  or,  in  cafe  of  his  death,  or  abfence,  from 
the  major  part  of  the  Englilh  merchants  refiding 
there ;  in  fuch  cafe,  he  fhall  be  permitted  to  purHie  hi^ 
voyage  without  impediment  or  injury. 

V.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  in  cafe  any  fhips  of  war  of 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  of*  his  lubjefts>  fliali 
come  to  any  port,  under  the  dominion  of  the  Emperor 
of  Fez  and  Morocco,  with  prize-goods,  they  ihall  be 
permitted  to  fell  them  without  hinderance  or  impoiS- 
tion ;  and,  in  cale  any  fquadron,  or  finglc  fhip  of  war, 
or  merchant  fhip,  of  his  Majefly,  fhall  want  provifions, 
viftuals,  or  refrefhments,  it  is  hereby  agreed,  that  they 
may  buy  them,  in  the  quantity  and  quality  they  fhall 
hq.ve  occafion  for,  at  the  current  market-price,  free  of 
duties,  or  of  any  other  gratuity, 

VL  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  if  any  fhip  or  other 
veffd  belonging  to  his  Britannic  Majefly,  or  to  his 
fubjefts,  fhall,  by  misfortune,  florm,  or  any  other  dif- 
after  whatfoever,  be  forced  afliore,  or  wrecked,  on 
any  part  of  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and. 
Morocco,  fuch  fhip  or  fhips,  perfons,  and  goods,  fhall 
be  faithfully,  and  without  the  leafl  damage  or  dimi- 
nution, rcftored  and  delivered  to  the  conful,  or  any 
other  perfon  whom  their  owner  fhall  appoint  to  receive 
the  fame  ;  the  people  fhall  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  per- 
mitted to  depart  whenfoever  they  plcafe,  without  the, 
leaft  detention,  '        . 

VII.  It 
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Vn»  J[t  is  moreover  agreed,  that  his  Majeftjr  of 
preat  Britain  IhaU  have  liberty  to  eftablilh  a  confq)j. 
ojr  95  many  confuls  as  he  pleafes,  in  the  dominions  of 
^e  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco^  and  that  the  faid 
copful  or  confuls  may  refine  in  any  port,  or  port*,  or 
places  they  pleafe^  ^s  well  maritime  as  others^  belong- 
ing to,  or  under  the  jurifi^ftion  of  the  En^ror  of 
]pe?  and  Morocco ;  and  that  the  laid  conful  or  copfub 
fball  be  treated  with  the  relpedt  due  to  their  tides  or 
chacadters  i  and  they,  as  well  as  the  other  fubjeds  of 
his  M^efly  refiding  there,  fh^ll  be  permitted  to  enjoy 
the  entire  freedom  and  exercife  of  their  religion,  with-- 
out  the  leajft  impedirpent,  reproach,  or  affront,  cithetv 
in  word  or  aftion ;  and  that  they  fhall  have  a  decent/ 
place  for  their  burying-ground,  ^ai^ift  which  no  vio-: 
lence  fhall  be  committed  >  and  that  the  aforeiaid  con-j 
fuls  and  faftors  may  difpatch,  at  their  picture,  their, 
brokers,  and  fervants,  with  liberty  to  go  from  place 
to  place,  by  fea  and  land;  it  is  likewife  granted  to, 
them  to  embark  and  go  on  board  any  fhip  or  fhips 
whatfoeycr,  to  treat  and  contraft,  as  well  in  the  port 
as  in  the  road,  without  impediment,  conftraint,  or  li- 
mitation, concerning  their  effeds,  fecure  from  any  rifle 
of  confifcation,  or  embargo,  under  any  pretence ;  and 
the  feld  conful  or  confuls,  with  the  other  fubje6ts  of  his 
Britannic  Majefly  trading  there,  fhall  have  full  liberty 
to  leave  the  country  whenfoever  they  pleafe,  without 
impediment  or  moleftation  being  offered  to  them  or 
their  eiffefts.     And  it  is  moreover  agreed,  that  if  any 
fubjeft  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  refiding  of  trafficking 
in  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Mo- 
rocco, fliall  happen  to  die,  the  governor  of  the  place 
where  it  happens  Ihall  be  obliged  to  fee  all  his  goods' 
and  efiefts  delivered  into  the  hands  of  his  M^efly's, 
conful,  and,  in  default  of  fiich  conful,  to  fome  Engliih . 
merchant,  who  is  to  fecure  and  keep  them  for  the  dif- 
pofition  of  his  heirs;  but  this  is  to  be  underftood,  in 
cafe  the  deceafed  fhall  not  have  left  a  partner  or  friend, 
©r,  before  his  deceafe^  fhall  not  have  recommended  his 

faid 
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hid  effcQis  and  debts  to  fbme  other  Chriftian  merdiatu; 
(of  any  nation  whatfoever)  in  which  cafe,  the  gover- 
nor (hall  not  intermeddle  further  than  to  ufe  his  autho- 
rity to  fee  that  the  will  and  teftament  of  the  deceafed 
be  carried  into  execution,  as  in  recovery  of  his  debts, 
&c.  and  further  declares,  that  no  fubje£t  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  fhall  be  obliged  to  give  fadsfaftion  for 
any  other  debt,  but  what  fhall  be  contraded  by  hun- 
ielf,  or  fhall  appear  by  his  accounts;  and  that  the 
Hibjedts  of  the  Emperw  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  as  wdl* 
Moors  as  Jews,  refidtng  in  the  dominions  of  die  King- 
ef  Great  Britain,  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  that 
are  granted  to  die  Englifli  refiding  in  Barbanr;  and 
that  the  domeftic  fervants  of  the  confuls,  and  other* 
iubjedts  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  of  whatever  nation 
they  may  be,  either  Moors  or  odiers,  fhall  not  pay  die 
tax  called  the  poll-tax,  or  any  odier  tax* 

VIIL  It  is  agreed,  that  no  Alcaide,  governor,  £>(« 
dier,  or  fubjeft  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco, 
Ihall  lay  violent  hands  on  the  effefts  or  merchandizes 
belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majeftys 
within  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  ai^ 
Morocco,  without  firfl  treating,  agreemg,  and  paying 
the  value  thereof^  or  according  to  an  agreement  oriade, 
and  without  having  permiflion  and  authority  from  the 
Emperor  for  that  purpofe ;  neither  fhall  the  fubjefts 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty  be  forced  to  buy  goods  con- 
trary to  their  inclination :  and  it  is  moreover  agreed, 
that  no  commander  or  captain  of  an  Englifh  fhip  fhall 
be  obliged  or  conlb^ined  to  negotiate,  or  receive  on 
board,  merchandizes  belonging  to  any  perlbn  whatfo- 
ever, he  or  they  declaring,  to  the  conful  refiding  there, 
the  reafon  for  it,  neither  fhall  the  faid  fhip  be  detained 
or  embargoed  under  any  pretence ;  and  that,  if  any 
of  the  Emperor's  fubjefts  mall  freight  an  Englifh  fhip 
to  carry  and  convey  any  commodities  from  one  place 
to  others  of  the  Emperor's  dominions,  and  it  fhall 
happen,  either  from  bad  weather,  or  any  other  accident 
whatever,  to  touch  at  any  place  or  places  in  the  voy- 
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agCj  fuch  Ihip  or  (hips  (hall  not  be  obfiged  to  pay  any 
^ling  for  the  fheker  or  afliftance  they  may  receive ; 
nor  ihall  a  pilot  or  mariner  be  taken  out  of  any  Englifh 
ihip. 

IX.  If  diere  fhall  happen  any  quarrel  or  dilpute 
between  any  Englilhman  and  any  Muflulman,  by 
which  any  of  them  may  receive  detriment,  the  fame 
ihall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  Emperor  alone; 
and  if  any  Englifhman^  who  fhall  be  the  aggreflbr, , 
ihall  make  his  efcape,  in  fuch  cafe  no  other  Englilh- 
man fhall  fufFer  on  his  account,  or  in  his  place :  it  is 
aHb  agreedj  that  if  any  law-fuit,  difpute,  or  difierence, 
arifes  betecn  the  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majelly,  they 
ihall  be  accommodated  by  the  conful  of  the  nation :  * 
and  if  any  quarrels  fhdl  happen  among  the  MufTulmen 
in  England,  or  in  any  of  the  Englifh  dominions,  by 
which  one  of  them  may  receive  detriment,  the  fame 
ihall  be  heard  before  a  Chriftian  and  a  Muflulman, 
and  (hall  be  decided  according  to  the  laws  of  Great 
Britain. 

X.  It  is  agreed,  that  not  only '  during  the  prcfent 
peace  and  amity,  but  alfo  in  cafe  of  a  rupture  or  war 
breaking  out  between  their  faid  Majefties,  in  any  time 
hereafter,  the  conful  and  other  fubjefts  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  who  refide  or  traffic  in  the  dominions 
of  the  faid  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  fhall  be 
pennitted  to  quit  the  country  whenever  they  think 
proper,  as  well  in  peace  as  in  war,  in  any  veflels  of 
whatever  nation  j  and  alfo,  in  cafe  of  a  rupture,  the 
(pace  of  fix  months  fhall  be  granted  to  them  to  re- 
move j  and  all  their  debts  fhall  be  jufUy  paid  to  them ; 
and  they  fhall  take  away  their  effcdts,  families,  chil- 
dren, though  bom  in  the  country,  and  fervants,  without 
the  leaft  detention,  impediment,  or  embargo. 

XI.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  if  any  Englifhman, 
i^;i  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor,  or  any  fubjefts  of  the 
Emperor,  in  the  Englilh  dommions,  fhall  malicioufly 
endeavour  to  break  the  peace,  they>  who  are  guilty 

•      of 
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of  lucfi  crime,  (hall  be  punilhed  by  eacH  Sovcrieigdl  fet 
that  ofience  :  but  each  Sovereign  (hall  take  coghizaii^ 
of  his  own  fubjefts. 

XII.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  if  any  fubjeft  of  the 
fimperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco  defires  to  trahijport 
commodities  from  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  he  (hall  be  permitted  to  do  it,  without  paj^hg 
greater  duties  or  impofitions  than  other  nations  pay, 
according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  country  j  and  when  tnc 
Englifh  convoy  fhall  be  ready,  it  Ihall  be  ordered,  after 
its  arrival  at  Gibraltar,  to  convoy  the  veflel  on  wliicfi 
the  faid  commodities  are  embarkedj  to  the  port  his 
Imperial  Majefly  fhall  appoint. 

XIII.  It  is  alfo  agreedy  that  no  Spaniard,  or  nsltive 
of  any  other  country,  whether  captains,  mariners,  fife- 
ermen,  or  other  perfons,  under  the  Englilh  government 
ill  the  city  of  Gibraltar  (or  in  the  ifland  of  MiiK>rcay 
when  it  (hall  again  be  in  pofiefTion  of  the  Engliih) 
(hall  be  feized  or  molefted,  navigating  under  the  Eng- 
lifh flag,  with  paflports  from  the  governor  or  com- 
mander in  chief  of  thofe  places,  and  that  they  (hall 
be  confidered  and  efteemed  as  £ngli(h  natural  ilub- 
jedls. 

:  XIV.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  all  the  fubje£b  of  the 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  Moorsi,  or  Jews,  (hall 
be  permitted  to  traffic,  buy,  or  fell,  in  the  city  of 
Gibraltar  (or  in  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  when  it  (haD 
again  be  in  pofTeflipn  of  the  Englifh)  for  the  fpace  of 
thirty  days  only,  and,  at  the  end  of  that  time,  to  take 
and  carry  away,  without  moleflation,  all  their  cflefts 
to  any  part  of  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  Fct 
and  Morocco. 

XV.  It  is  further  concluded,  that  all  the  fiibjefts 
of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  and  likewife  of  Hanover,-  and 
of  his  other  dominions,  who,  being  pafTengers  on  board 
any  fhip  or  velTel  of  any  nation  not  in  friendfhip  widi 
the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  -(hall  be  taken  and 

*  made 
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made  prifoners  by  any  of  his  cnrizcra,  (hall  be  ktiine- 
diately  fet  at  liberty,  and  delivered  to  his  Britannia 
IMajefty's  conful  refiding  at  the  place  where  they  fliall 
be  taken  to ;  and,  if  there  be  no  confiil  refiding  in  ftich 
j^zccj  to  the  principal  merchant  there,  with  direflions 
to  fend  them,  by  the  firft  and  mod  convenient  oppor- 
tunity, to  the  fortrefs  of  Gibraltar,  or  to  any  otJier 
place  J  and  in  cafe  any  of  the  Emperor's  fubjedts,  be- 
ing paflengers  on  board  any  (hip  or  veflel  of  any  nation 
.at  war  with  his  Britanmc  Majcfly,  fhall  be  taken  by 
his  Britannic  Majefty's  Ihips,  they  fliall  in  like  mani^ 
be  fet  at  liberty  i  and  aH  his  Britannic  Majefty 's  fubjefihs, 
belonging  to  Hanover,  or  his  other  dominions  in  Ger* 
many,  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges,  and  (hall  receive 
the  fame  refpeft,  and  fhall  be  confidered  by  the  Em-* 
peror  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  and  by  his  fubjeds,  in  xho 
lame  manner  as  the  Englifh. 

XVI.  It  is  m^oreover  agreed,  that  fuch  of  the  Eng^ 
lifh  fubjeds  of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  or  others,  wha 
Ihall  be  ordered  by  the  governor  of  the  city  of  Gib- 
raltar (or  of  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  when  it  fliall  be 
again  in  the  pofTeffion  of  the  Englifh)  fhall  be  per- 
mitted, and  fhall  have  liberty  to  buy  catde,  provifions, 
refrelhments,  and  all  neceffaries  they  pleafe,  for  the 
faid  places,  in  the  pubGc  markets,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner, as  fhall  be  niofl  convenient  to  them,  in  any  port 
or  place  in  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and 
Morocco,  and  fhall  take  them  away,  without  hinder- 
arice  or  moleftadon,  paying  a  flipulated  duty  for  the 
faid  cattle,  provifions,  rcfrefhments,  &c. 

XVII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  fuch  a  number 
and  quantity  of  paflports  fhall  be  tranfmittcd  to  the 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  as  fhall  be  judged 
necefTary  for  him,  and  which  fhall  be  indented  in  fuch 
manner  as  fhall  tally  with  thofe  which  the  Englifh 
merchants  fhall  receive  in  England ;  and  if  a  fhip  of 
war  fhall  meet  with  any  of  the  merchant  fhips  belong- 
iijg  to  the  Emperor,  fuch  merchant  Ihips  fhall  be 

obliged 
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obliged  to  produce  and  fhew  their  paflports>  which 
^  Engliih  conful  has  g^ven  them. 

XVIIL  It  is  alfb  agreed,  that  if  any  of  the  fubjeds 
of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco  fliall  have  been 
made  flaves,  and  fhall  efeape  on  board  any  Engliih 
•  fiiip  of  war,  or  to  Gibraltar  (or  to  Port-Mahon,  when 
it  fhall  be  a£;ain  in  pofTeflion  of  the  Engliih)  or  in  any 
other  part  otthe  Englifh  dominions,  the  fame  are  to  be 
protcdled,  and  fent  widbi  aU  convenient  ipeed  to  their 
refpe£tive  homes ;  and  his  Majcfty  of  Fez  and  Mo-* 
rocco  afTures  and  promifes,  that  the  fubje£b  of  his 
Britannic  Majefly,  who  may  efcape  from  Ceuta,  or  any 
odier  garrifbn  on  the  coaft  of  Africa,  being  priibners 
In  llich  garrifcMis  on  the  coaft  of  Africa  (not  having 
taken  arms  againft  the  Eniperor)  Ihall  be  freej  and 
fent  to  Gibraltar. 

XIX.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  no  obligadon  or 
contra6t  ihall  have  force,  or  be  valid,  igainft  any 
merchant  whatibever,  fubjeft  of  his  Britannic  Majefty^ 
nnleis  the  faid  merchant  ihall  have  figned  it  with  lus 
hand ;  and  in  cafe  that  any  one  cannot  write^  it  fhall 
fliffice  that  a  perfon,  to  his  fatisfaftion,  has  wrote  fuch' 
obligations  or  contrails,  and  iigned  them  for  him :  the 
fame  privilege  ihall  be  granted  to  the  fubjefls  of  the 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  reiiding  in  the  domi- 
nions of  his  Britannic  Majefty. 

XX.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  all  ihips  and  veflTels 
belonging  to  his  Britannic  Majefly,  in  Germany,  ihall 
carry  a  pafs ;  that  the  form  and  head  of  the  faid  pais  . 
fhall  be  fent  to  the  conful  of  his  Britannic  Majefly  re- 
fiding  in  Barbary,  to  be  delivered  to  the  commanders 
or  captains  of  the  fhips  or  cruizers  of  the  Emperor 
of  Fez  and  Morocco,  to  the  end  that  the  faid  com- 
manders or  captains  may  Ihew  the  due  refpeft  to  this 
peace,  without  offending  through  ignor^ce  -,  and  all 
the  commanders  or  captains  of  fhips  or  vefTels  belong- 
ing to  the  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majefly  in  Ger- 
many, who  fliall  meet  with  any  fhip  or  veffel  of  the 

-      •  Emperor 
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Emperor  of  Fez  and  Moroc€0>  or  of  lus  fubjegfb^  if 
the  captain  thereof  fhews  a  pofs^  figned  by  the  govQr« 
nqr  oi  the  city  he  belongs  to^  with  a  certificate  ^om 
the  En^ifii  conful^  or^  in  cafe  of  his  death  or  abfence» 
from  the  m^r  part  of  the  Englifh  merchants  reliding 
there,  he  ihall  be  permitted  to  purfqe  h»  voy^  widw 
out  impediment  or  injury, 

•  XXL  It  is  alio  agreed,  that  the  fubjedt3  of  his  Bn^ 
tannic  Majefty  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  prefent  thenw ' 
jfclves  before  the  magiflracy  of  the  country,  to  be 
judged,  under  any  pretence ;  and  their  cauies,  fuits,  or 
differences,  which  may  happen  with  the  Moors,  qr  any 
other  fubjcfts  whatfpever,  living  in  the  dominion^  of 
the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  fhajl  be  judged, 
and  determined  only  by  the  governor  of  the  city  and  ' 
the  Englifh  confuL 

XXI I.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  in  cafe  any  fhip  or 
jQiips  of  war,  or  others,  at  enmity  -wdth  his  Britannic 
Majefly,  fhall  be  in  any  port  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez 
and  Morocco,  where  at  die  fame  time  there  fhall  be 
fhips  belonging  to  the  fubjedb  of  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty,  the  faid  cruizers  fhaU  not  be  permitted  to  oflfer 
any  violence  to  them,  nor  to  fail  under  forty  hours 
after  the  faid  fhips  fhall  be  departed  j  and  it  is  more-^ 
over  agreed,  ihat  the  peace  (hall  commence  from  the 
figning  of  this  treaty,  afi:er  which,  no  futgeft  of  his 
Britannic  Majefly  fhall  be  bought,  ibid,  Qr  made  a 
flave  of,  in  any  part  of  the  dominions,  or  under  the 
jurifdiftion  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco  f 
and  this  fhall  be  ratified  within  fix  months,  or  fbone^ 
if  poflBble ;  and  in  cafe,  in  the  mean  time,  any  prizie 
fhall  be  made  by  either  of  the  two  parties  with  lofs^ 
reparation  fhall  be  made  according  to  the  &ares,  and 
as  the  fhip  or  effects  fhall  have  been  fold ;  and  the  part 
which  fhall  remain  entire^  fhall  be  immediately  re* 
ftored  in  its  own  fpecies  j  the  people  fhaU  be  fet  at 
liberty.

Great  Britain^  &c.  not  being  in  any  of  the  feas  ap* 
pertaining  to  his  Majefty's  dominions,  have  die  Uberty 
to  fend  one  fingle  boat,  with  but  two  fitters  more  than

At  the  court  at  Hampton  Court,  the

It  was  ordered  by  his  Maje%  in  couneiU  that  the 
enibing  claufe  be  imprinted  together  with  the  articles 
aforelaid. 

His  Majefty,  out  of  his-  princely  and  tender  care, 
having,  fmce  the  conclqfion  of  thb  treaty,  recommend  • 
ed  the  redemption  of  all  flaves,  his  fubjefts,  in  Algiers, 
tinto  the  lords  bifhops  of  this  kingdom ;  their  lord- 
(hips  have  (in  this  truly  Chriftian  and  pious  defign) 
proceeded  with  fuch  alacrity  and  expedition,  that,  Sx 
the  efFeding  thereof,  ten  thoufand  pounds  are  already 
prepared  to  be  tranfmitced  into  thofe  parts  for  redemp« 
(ion  of  all  captives,  according  to  the  tenor  of  thefe  ar« 
ticles,  at  the  rate  they  were  firft  fold  in  the  market*

tXhe  following  is  prmted  from  the  treaty  ^ 
publifhed  by  authority,  in  1686.] 

Articles  of  Peace  and  Commerce  between  the  mofi  Serene 
and  Mighty  Prince  Charles  the  Second^  by  the  Grace 
ofGody  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, Defender  of  the  Chriftian  Faith,  &c.  and  the 
moft  Uluftrious  Lordsy  the  BaJhaWy  Dey,  Jga,  and 
Governors  of  the  famous  City  and  Kingdom  of  Al- 
giers, in  Barbary :  Concluded  by  Arthur  Herbert, 
Ef^utrcy  Admiral  of  bis  Majefty' s  Fleet  in  the  Me- 
•4it€ffanean  Seasy  on  the  ^enth  Day  ^  April,  Old 
Stile,  i6i2, 

I.  I N  the  firft  place,  it  is  agreed  and  conclud!ed, 
that  from  this  d^y,  and  for  ever  forwards,  there  be  a 
true,  firm,  and  inviolable  peace,  between  the  moft 
Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland, 

Defender 
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Defender  of  the-  Chriftian  faith/  &c.  and  die  mcrfl  II- 
luftrious  Lords,  the  Baihaw,  Dcy,  Aga,  and  governors 
of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Algiers,  and  between  all 
the  dominions  and  fubjedls  of  either  fide ;  and  that  the 
ihips  or  other  veflels,  and  the  lubjcfts  and  people,  of 
both  fides,  fhall  not  henccfbith  do  to  each  other  any 
harm,  offence,  or  injur/,  either  in  word  or  deed,  but 
(hall  treat  one  anodier  with  all  poflible  relpcft  and 
friendftiip. 

II.  That  any  of  the  fhips  or  other  veflels  belong- 
ing to  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of.  his 
Majefcy's  fubjecls,   may  fafely  come  to  the  port  of 
*  Algiers,  or  to  any  other  port  or  place  of  that  kingdom, 
there  freely  to  buy  and  fell,  paying  the  ufual  cuftoms 
of  ten  fer  cent,  as  in  former  times,  for  fuch  goods  as 
they  fell  j  and  the  gcods  they  fell  not,  they  Ihall  freely 
carry  on  board,  without  paying  any  duties  for  the  fame ; 
and  that  they  fliall  fretly  depart  from  thence,  whenfo- 
ever  they  pleafc,  without  ar.y  lloj)  or  hinderance  what- 
Ibcver.     iLs  to  contraband  mcrdiandfzes,  as  powder, 
brimftone,  iron,  plajiks,  and  all  fi)rts  (-f  timber  fit  for 
building  of  fhip-s  ropes,  pitch,  rar,  fgfils,  and  other  ha- 
biliments of  war,  his  faid  Majt-fty's  fubjefts  lliall  pay 
no  duty  for  the  fame  to  thofe  of  AlgitTS. 

HI.  Thr.t  all  flups  and  other  vefrds,  as  well  tliofe 
belonging  to  the  fiid  King  of  (Jrcat  Britain,  or  to  any 
of  his  Majelly's  fubjtds,  as  thole  belonging  to  the 
kingdom  or  people  of  Algieis,  ihall  freely  pals  the  feas, 
and  rraiTic  v/id^out  any  I'tarch,  hinderance,  or  moleila- 
tion  from  each  other  \  and  that  all  })ci  Ions  or  paflen- 
gers,  of  what  c(aintry  focver,  and  all  monies,  goods, 
merchandizes,  and  moveables,  to  whatfoever  people  or 
nation  belonging,  being  on  board  of  anv  of  the  faid 
iliips  or  vefllls,  Ihall  be  wholly  free,  and  fliall  not  be 
(lopped,  t:iken,  or  plundered,  nor  receive  any  harm  or 
damage  whatfoever  from  either  party. 

IV.  Thuc  the  Algier  fliips  of  wv  or  other  vcffels, 
meeting  with  any  merchant  fliips  or  odier  vcfltls  of  his

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faid  Majefly*s  fubjects,  not  being  in  any  of  the  feos 
appertaining  to  his  Majefty's  dominions,  may  fend  on 
board  one  fingle  boat  with  two  fitters  onlv,  befides  the 
ordinary  crew  of  rowers ;  and  that  no  more  fhall  enter 
any  fuch  merchant  (hip  or  veffel,  widiout  exprefs  leave 
from  the  commander  thereof,  but  the  two  fitters  alone; 
and  that  upon  producing  a  pafs  under  the  hand  and 
feal  of  the  lord  higli  admiral  of  England  and  Ireland, 
or  of  the  lord  high  admiral  of  Scotland,  for  the  faid 
kingdoms  rcfpeftively,  or  under  the  hands  and  leals  of 
the  commiflioners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord  high 
admiral  of  any  of  die  faid  kingdoms,  that  the  faid  boat 
fhall  prefently  depart,  and  the  merchant  (hip  or  veflel 
fhall  proceed  freely  on  her  voyage  j  and  tliat  aldiough, 
for  the  fpace  of  fifteen  months  next  enfuing  after  the 
cortclufion  of  this  peace,  the  faid  commander  of  the 
merchant  fhip  or  veflel  produce  no  fuch  pafs,  yet,  if

VL  That  no  (hipwreck  belonging  to  the  faid  King 
of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Majefty's  ibbjefts> 
upon  any  part  of  the  coaft  belonging  to  A%iers^  Ihall 
be  made  or  become  prize,  and  that  neither  the  goods 
thereof  fliall  be  fcized,  nor  the  men  made  flaves ; 
but  that  all  the  fubjcfts  of  Algiers  ihall  do  their  beft 
endeavours  to  favc  the  faid  men  and  their  goods, 

VII.  That  no  (hip,  nor  any  other  veflel  of  Algiers, 
Ihall  have  pcrmiffion  to  be  delivered  up,  or  go  to 
Sally,  or  any  place  in  enmity  with  the  faid  Kmg  of 
Great  Britain,  to  be  made  u(e  of  as  corfair$  or  ie^ 
rovers  again(t  his  faid  Majefty's  fiibje£ts« 

VIII.  That  none  of  the  Ihips  or  other  fmaller  vcfleb 
of  Algiers  fhall  remain  cruizing  near  or  in  fight  of  his 
Majcfty's  city  and  garrifon  of  Tangier,  or  of  any  oAcr 
his  Majefty's  roads,  havens,  of  ports,  towns,  and 
places,  nor  any  ways  difturb  the  peace  and  commerce, 
of  the  fame. 

IX.  That  if  any  fhip  or  veflel  of  Tunb,  Tripoli, 
or  Sally,  or  of  any  other  place,  bring  any  fhips,  vefiels, 
men,  or  goods,  belonging  to  any  of  his  faid  Majefty's 
fubjefts,  to  Algiers,  or  to  any  port  or  place  in  that 
kingdom,  the  governors  there  fliall  not  permit  them  to 
be  fold  within  the  territories  of  Algiers, 

X.  That  if  any  of  the  ftiips  of  war  of  the  faid  King 
of  Great  Britain  do  come  to  Algiers,  or  to  any  other 
port  or  place  of  that  kingdom,  with  any  prize,  they 
may  freely  fell  it,  or  otherwifc  difpofe  of  it  at  their 
own  pleafure,  without  being  molefted  by  any :  and  that 
his  Majelly's  faid  fliips  of  war  fliall  not  be  obliged  to 
pay  cuftoms  in  any  fort ;  and  that  if  they  fhall  want 

provifions. 
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provifions,  vi6hials,  or  any  other  things,  they  may 
freely  buy  them  at  the  rates  in  the  market. 

XI.  That  when  any  of  his  faid  M^'efly's  fhips  of 
war  fhall  appear  before  Algiers,  upon  notice  thereof 
given  by,  the  Englifh  conful,  or  by  the  commander  of 
the  laid  fhips,  to  the  chief  governors  of  Algiers,  public 
proclamation  fhall  be  immediately  made  to  fecure  the 
Chriftian  captives;  and  if  after  that  any  Chriflians 
whatfbever  make  their  efcape  on  board  any  of  the  faid 
ihips  of  war,  they  fhall  not  be  required  back  again,  nor 
ihall  the  faid  conful  or  commander,  or  any  other  his 
Majefly's  fubjedts,  be  obliged  to  pay  any  thing  for  the 
laid  Chriflians, 

XII.  That  from  and  after  the  time  that  the  ratifica- 
tion of  this  treaty  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fhall. 
be  delivered  to  the  chief  governors  of  Algiers,  no  flib- 
jedts  of  his  faid  Majefly  fhall  be  bought  or  fold,  or 
made  flaves,  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Algiers^ 
upon  any  pretence  whatfoever.  And  the  faid  King  of 
Great  Britain  Ihall  hot  be  obliged,  by  virtue  of  this 
treaty  of  peace,  to  redeem  any  of  his  fubjefts  now  in 
flavery,  or  who  may  be  made  flaves  before  the  faid 
ratification  j  but  it  fhall  depend  abfolutely  upon  his 
Majefly,  or  thfe  friends  and  relations  of  the  faid  perfons 
in  flavery,  without  any  limitation  or  reftriftion  of  time, 
to  redeem  fuch  and  fo  many  of  them,  from  time  to 
time,  as  fliall  be  thought  fit,  agreeing  of  as  reafonable 
a  price  as  may  be,  with  their  patrons  or  maflcrs,  for 
their  redemption,  without  obliging  the  faid  patrons  or 
maflers,  againft  their  wills,  to  fet  any  at  liberty,  whether 
they  be  flaves  belonging  to  the  bcylicque  or  galley,  or 
fuch  as  belong  to  the  Bafhaw,  Dey,  Governor,  Aga,  or 
any  other  perfons  whatfoever.  And  all  flaves,  being 
his  Majefly's  fubjecfts,  fliall,  when  they  are  redeemed, 
enjoy  the  advantage  and  benefit  ci"  abatements  of  the 
duty  due  to  the  Royal  Houfe,  and  of  the  other  charges, 
by  paying  fuch  reafonable  fums  as  ^ny  flaves  of  other 
joations  ufually  pay  when  they  ure  redeemed. 
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Xllli  That  if  any  fiibjeft  of  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  happen  to  die  in  Algiers,  or  in  any  part  of  its 
territories,  his  goods  or  nnonies  ftiall  not  be  feized  by 
the  governors,  judges,  or  other  officers  of  Algiers  (who 
IhalTlikewife  make  no  enquiry  after  the  fanrie)  but  the 
laid  goods  or  monies  Ihall  be  poflefled  or  recdvcd  by 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons  whom  the  deceafed  Ihall  by  his 
liaft  will  have  made  his  heir  or  heirs,  in  cafe  they  be 
upon  the  pUce  where  the  teftator  deceafed;  But  if  die 
heirs  be  not  there,  then  the  executors  of  the  faid  will, 
lawfully  conftituted  by  the  deceafed,  Ihall,  after  havii^ 
made  an  inventory  of  all  the  goods  and  monies  le^ 
take  them  into  their  cuftody  without  any  hinderance, 
and  Ihall  take  care  the  fame  be  remitted,  by  fbme  fafc 
way,  to  the  true  and  lawful  heirs  j  and  in  cife  any  of 
his  faid  Majefty's  fubjeds  happen  to  die>  not  havir^ 
made  any  will,  the  Englifh  conful  fhall  ppilefs  himfelf 
of  his  goods  and  monic;s,  upon  inventory,  fbr  the  tife  of 
the  kindred  and  heirs  of  the  deceafed. 

XIV.  That  no  merchants,  being  his  Majefly's  fub- 
je6ts,  and  refiding  in>  or  trading  to  the  city  and  king- 
dom of  Algiers,  fhall  be  obliged  to  buy  any  merchan- 
dizes againft  their  wills ;  but  it  fhall  be  free  for  them 
to  buy  fuch  commodities  as  they  fhall  diink  fit ;  and 
no  captain  or  commander  of  any  fhip  or  veflel  belong-. 
ing  to  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts,  fhall  be  obli^ 
againfl  his  will  to  lade  any  goods  to  carr)^  them,  or  make 
a  voyage  to  any  place  he  fhall  not  have  a  mind  to  go 
to :  and  neither  the  EngUlh  conful,  nor  any  odier  fub- 
je6t  of  th^  faid  King,  ihall  be  bound  to  pay  die  debts 
of  any  other  of  his  Majefly's  fubjefts,  except  that 
he  or  they  become  fureties  for  the  fame  by  a  public 
aft. 

XV.  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majcfly  in  Al- 
giers, or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controverfy,  (hall 
be  liable  to  no  other  jurifdiftion  but  that  of  the  Dcy, 
t>r  Duan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  difference 
between  themfdves,  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  be  liabte 
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to  no  other  detertnination  but  that  of  the  coniul 

XVI.  That  ift  cafe  any  fubjea  of  his  faidMajeftjr, 
hting  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  happen 
to  ftrike,  wound,  or  kill  a  Turk  or  a  Moor,  if  he  be 
taken,  he  is  to  be  punilhed  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
with  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ought  to  be,  be- 
ing guilty  of  the  fame  offence  ^  but  if  he  elbapc,  neither 
die  foid  Englifh  conful,  nor  any  other  of  his  faid  Ma^ 
jefty's  fubjedts,  fhall  be  in  any  fort  queflioned  and 
troubled  therefore. 

XVn.  That  the  Englilh  conful  now  or  at  any  time 
hereafter  living  in  Algiers,  fliall  be  there  at  all  times 
with  entire  freedom  and  fafety  of  his  perfon  and  eftate, 
and  fhall  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  druggerman 
and  broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  Ihips  in  the 
road,  as  often  and  when  he  pleafes>  and  to  havt  the 
liberty  of  the  country ;  and  that  he  fliall  be  allowed  a 
place  to  pray  in,  and  that  no  man  Ihall  do  him  any 
injury  in  Word  or  deed, 

XVItl.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of 
Ais  peace  and  friendlhip,  but  likewifc  if  any  breach  ot 
ifrar  nappen  to  be  hereafter  between  the  faid  King  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  kingdom  of  Alters,  the  faid 
Englilh  Conful,  and  all  other  his  faid  Majefty*s  fubje6b 
inhabiting  in  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  IhaJl  always,  and 
•t  all  times,  both  of  peace  and  war,  haTe  full  and  ab- 
folute  liberty  to  depart  and-^go  w  their  own  or  any 
other  country,  upon  any  fliip  or  Veflcl,  of  what  nadon 
^ver  they  ihall  think  fit,  aiKl  to  carry  widi  them  ail 
4heir  eftates,  goods,  families,  and  iervants,  without  any" 
interruption  or  hinderance. 

XiX,  That  no  fubjeft  of  his  faid  Majcfty,  being  a 
Mflfcnger,  and  coming  or  going  with  his  bagga^ 
from  or  to  any  port,  fliall  be  any  way  molcHed  of 
meddled  with,  although  he  be  on  boaltl  any  Ihip  or 
reffel  in  enmity  with  Algiers ;  ahd  ih  like  maiiher  no 
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Algerine  paffengcr,  being  on  board  any  fliip'or  vcflcl 
in  enmity  with  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  Ihall 
be  any  way  molefted,  whether  in  his  perfon,  or  in  his 
goods  which  he  may  have  laden  on  board  the  faid  Ihip 
or  veflel. 

XX.  That  at  all  times,  '^hen  any  fhip  of  war  of  the- 
'  King  of  Great  Britain's,  carrying  hb  faid  Majcfty's  flag 

at  the  main-top-maft-head,  Ihall  appear  before  Algiers, 
and  come  to  an  anchor  in  the  road,  that  immediately 
after  notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Majefly*s  conflil, 
or  officer,  from  the  Ihip,  unto  the  Dey  and  govern- 
ment of  Algiers,  they  ftiall,  in  honour  to  his  Majefty, 
caufe  a  faliite  of  dne-and-t\venty  cannon  to  be  Ihot 
off  from  the  caftles  and  fort^  of  the  city,  and  that  the 
faid  fhip  fhall  retum  an  anfwer  by  fhooting  o£Fthe  fame 
number  of  cannon. 

XXI.  That  prefently  after  the  figning  and  leafing 
of  thefc  articles  by  the  Bafhaw,  Dey,  Aga,  and  Govcr-. 
nors  of  Algiers,  all  injuries  and  damages  fuflained  on 
cither  part  fhall  be  quite  taken  away  and  foigotoen, 
and  this  peace  fhall  be  in  full  force  and  virtue,  and 
continue  for  ever.  And  for  all  depredations  and. 
damages  that  fhall  be  afterwards  committed  or  done 
by  either  fide,  before  notice  can  be  given  of  this  peace, 
full  fatisfaftion  fhall  immediately  be  made,  and  whatfo- 
cver  remains  in  kind,  fhall  be  inflantly  reflored.  1 

XXII.  That  in  cafe  it  fhall  happen  hereafter,  that  . 
any  thing  is  done  or -committed  contrary  to  this  treaty,  , 
whether  by  the  fubjefts  of  the  one  or  the  other  party, 
the  treaty  notwithflanding  fliall  fubfifl  in  full  force,  arid  . 
fuch  contraventions  fhall  not  occafion  the  breach  of  this 
peace/  friendfhip,  and  good  correfpondence,  but  the 
party  injured  fhall  amicably  demand  immediate  fatif- 
fadliop  for  the  faid  contraventions  before  it  be  lawfiil 
to  break  the  peace ;  and  if  the  fault  was  committed  by 
any  private  fubjefts  of  citiier  party,  they  alone  fiialhbe 
puaifhcd  as  breakers  of  the  peace,  and  diflurbcrs  of  die 

public 
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public  quiet.    And  our  faith  fhall  be  our  faith,  and 
our  wonJ  our  word.

Britain  happen  to  die  in  Algiers,  or  ih  any  part  of  its 
t;erritories,  his  goods  and  tnonies  fliail  not  be  feized 
by  the  governors,  judges,  or  other  officers  (who  fhaU 
iikewiie  make  no  enquiry  after  the  fame)  but  die  faid 
goods  and  monies  fliall  be  poflcflfed  or  received  by 
luch  p^rfon  or  perfons  whom  the  deceafed  by  his  laft 
will  (hall  have  made  his  heir  or  heirs,  in  cafe  they  be 
upon  the  place  where  the  teftator  deceafed ;  but  if 
the  heirs  be  not  there,  then  the  executors  of  the  fai4 
will,  lawfully  conftituted  by  the  deceafed,  fliall,  after 
having  made  an  inventory  of  all  the  goods  and  monies 
left,  take  them  into  their  cufl:ody,  without  any  hinder-^ 
ance,  and  fliall  take  care  the  fame  be  remitted  by  foqie 
fafe  way  to  the  true  and  lawful  heirs  j  and  in  cafe  any 
of  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts  happen  to  die,  not  hay- 
ing made  any  will,  the  Englifh  conful  fliall  poflfels 
himfelf  of  his  goods  and  monies  upon  inventory,  for 
the  ufc  of  the  kindred  and  heirs  of  the  decfeafed. 

XIV.  Thtt 
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'  XIV.  That  no  merchants,  being  his  Majefly's  (ub-« 
je6ts,  and  refiding  in,  or  trading  to  the  city  and  king* 
dom  of  Algiers,  Ihall  be  obliged  to  buy  any  merchan- 
dizes againft  their  wills ;  but  it  fhall  be  free  for  them 
tp  buy  fijch  commodities  as  they  fhall  think  fit ;  and 
no  captain  or  commander  of  any  fhip  or  veflel  belong- 
ing to  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts  fhall  be  obliged^ 
againil  his  will,  to  lade  any  goods  to  carry  them,  or 
make  a  voyage  to  any  place  he  fhaU  not  have  a  mind 
to  go  to;  and  neither  the  Englifh  conful,  nor  any 
other  fubjeft  of  the  faid  King,  fhall  be  bound  to  pay 
the  debts  of  any  other  of  his  Majefly's  fubjedls,  except 
that  he  or  they  become  fureries  for  the  fame  by  a  pub- 
lic aft. 

XV.  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefly  in  Al- 
giers, or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controverfy,  fhall 
be  liable  to  n(5  other  jurifdiftion  but  that  of  the  Dey 
or  Divan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  difference  be- 
tween themfelves,  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  be  liable  to 
no  other  determination  but  that  of  the  conful  only. 

XVI.  That  in  cafe  any  fubjeft  of  his  faid  Majefly, 
being  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  happen  to 
ftrike,  wound,  or  kill  a  Turk,  or  a  Moor,  i£  he  be 
taken,  he  is  to  be  punifhed  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
with  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ought  to  be,  be-  ' 
ing  guilty  of  the  fame  offence  ;  but  if  he  efcape,  nei- 
ther the  faid  Englifh  conful,  nor  any  other  of  his  faid 
Majefly's  fubjetts,  fhall  be  in  any  fort  troubled  or 
queflioned  therefore. 

XVII.  That  the  Englifh  conful  now,  or  at  any 
time,  living  in  Algiers,  Ihall  be  there  at  all  times  with 
entire  freedom  and  fafety  of  his  perfon  and  eftate,  and 
fhall  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  druggerman  and 
broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  fliip  in  the  road, 
as  often,  and  when  he  pleafes,  and  to  have  the  liberty 
of  the  country;  and  that  he  fhall  be  allowed  a  place  to 
pray  in,  and  that  no  man  fhall  do  him  any  injury  in

XVIII.  That 
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XVI  n.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of 
fliis  peace  and  friendfhip,  but  like^fe  if  any  breach,  or 
TVar,  happen  to  be  hereafter  between  the  faid  King  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  the  faid 
Englifh  conful,  and  all  other  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefts 
inhabiting  in  the  kingdom  of  Algiers,  (hall  always,  and

That  no  fubjeft  of*  his  faid  Majefly,  being  i 
paffenger,  and  coming  or  going  with  his  baggage  froni 
or  to  any  port,  fhall  be  iny  way  molcfted  Or  meddled 
tVWi,  althoiigh  he  be  on  board  any  fhlp  of  vefTel  in  en- 
mity with  Algiefs :  and  in  like  manner,  no  Algerind 
paflenger>  being  on  board  any  fhip  or  veffel  in  enmity 
with  die  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  fhall  be  any  way 
molefted,  whether  in  his  perfon,  or  in  his  goods  which 
he  may  have  laden  on  board  the  faid  fhip  or  veflcl. 

XX.  That  at  all  tinries,  when  any  fhip  of  war  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain's,  carrying  his  faid  M^jefly's 
flag  at  the  main-top-mafl  head,  fhall  appear  before 
Algiers,  and  come  to  an  anchor  in  the  road ;  that  im- 
mediately after  notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Majef^

I.  W  E  the  moft  excellent  and  mofl  illufirious  lords 
Muftapha  Dey  Ali  Bafhaw,  and  Miiflapha  Aga,  gover- 
nors of  the  mofl:  famous  and  warlike  city  and  kingdonv 
of  Algier,  do  by  thefe  prefents  renew  and  confirm  the 
peace  we  fo  happily  enjoy  with  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Chriflian 
faith,  and  his  fubjefts,  made  in  the  year  1682,  in 
every  part  and  article,  more  particularly  that  of  the. 
VlUth,  wherein  it  is  cxprefTcd,.  no  fhip   or  vefTeL 

belonging 
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belongirig  to  oiir  government  of  Algicr  (half  cruize 
near  or  in  fight  of  any  of  the  roads,  haVcns,  or  ports, 
towns  or  places  belonging  to  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  or  anyways  difturb  the  peace  and  commerce 
of  the  fame:  and,  in  compliance  with  the  Vlllth  ar- 
ticle of  tliat  treatyi  we  do  finc^rely  promife  and  de- 
clare, that  fuch  oixlers  fhali  for  the  future  be  given  to

I.  IN  the  firft  place,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 
that  from  this  day,  and  for  ever  forwards,  that  the 
peace  made  by  Arthur  Herbert,  Efq;  then  admiral  of 
her  Majefty's  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean  in  the  year 
i682y  and  fince  confirmed  by  Sir  William  Soames, 
Bart,  ambaflador  to  the  Grand  Signior  in  the  year 
1686,  with  the  additional  articles  agreed  to  with  Cap- 
tain Munden  and  Conful  Cole  in  the  year  1700,  be  re- 
newed and  confirmed  (with  the  farther  addition  of  thr 
articles  agreed  to  in  this  treaty  with  George  Byng,  Efq? 
rear-admiral  of  the  red  fquadron  of  her  Majefty's  fleet)

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I.  THAT  all  former  grievances,  lofTeSj  or  other 
pretences,  between  both  parties,  fhall  be  Void  and  of 
none  efFeft  j  and  from  henceforward  a  firm  peace,  free 
trade  and  commerce,  fhall  be  and  continue  between  the 
fubjefts  of  his  Sacred  Majefly  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, &c.  and  the  people  of  the  kingdom  of  Tunis  and 
fhe  dominions  thereunto  belonging ;  and  that  the  fhips 
of  either  party  fhall  have  free  liberty  to  pntpr  into  aqy 
port  or  river  belonging  to  the  dominions  of  cither

X.  That  in  cafe  any  fliips  of  war,  belonging  to  the 
dominions  of  Tunis,  fhall  take,  in  any  of  their  enemies 
Ihips^  any  Englifhmen,  and  ferving  for  wages,  they  are 
to  oe  made  (laves;  bpt  if  merchants  or  paffengers,  then 
they  are  to  enjoy  their  liberty  and  goods  free  and  cndre. 

XL  That  if  any  fliip  of  war  belonging  to  the  king- 
dom of  Tunis,  fighting  under  his  own  colours  with  an 
jEnglifh  fhip,  not  wearing  Englifh  colours,  fliall  fur- 
prize  her  under  the  fame,  the  faid  fhip  Ihall  be  prize 
potwithftanding  the  peace. 

Xn.  That  in  cafe  any  (lave  ij>  the  kingdom  of  Tu- 
nis, 
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.iris,  of  any  nation  whatfoever^  fhall  make  his  cfcape, 

and  get  on  board  any  Ihip  belonging  to  the  fubje£b  and 

c^minions  of  hi^  faid  Sacred  Maje{ly,  theEngiifh  cot^ul 

jhall  not  be  liable  to  pay  his  ranfom,  uniefs  timely  no^ 

tice  hath  been  given  him  to  give  order  that  no  fuch  btt 

.entertained  ;  and  then,  if  it  appear  that  any  {lave  have 

i>  gotten  away,  the  faid  conful  is  to  pay  his  patnm  the 

price  for  which  he  was  fold  in  the  market,  and  if  no 

price  be  ci^,  then  to  pay  three  hundred  .doUar%jand  n^ 

jDiore.

WE  the  moft  Excellent  Signiors,  prefent  gover-

Tunis,  renew edy  concluded y  ratified^  and  ccnftrmed^

I.  IN  the  firft  place,  it  is  agreed  and  cohcluded,

•the  Mediterranean,  and  Charles  Gordon  Efq;  his 
iaid'  Serene  M^efty's  agent  and  conful-general  to  the 
ilate  of  Tunis,  wijth  the  late  moft  Excellent  and  lUuf- 
trious  Lord  Ali  Pafcha,  Begier  Bey  and  fupreme  com- 
nFMinder  of  the  faid  flate,  concluded  ai?d  figned  in  the 
palace  of  Bardo,  near  Tunis,  on  the  1 9th  day  of .Ofto- 
ber,  1 7  J I ,  be  hereby  renewed,  ratified,  and  confirm- 
ed :  ^nd  that  the  Ihips  and  other  vefiels,  and  the  fub- 
jedts  and  people  of  both  fides,  fhall  not  henceforward  do 
to  each  other  any  haiTn,  offence,  or  injury,  either  in 
word  or  deed ;  but  fhall  treat  one  another  with  aU 
poflibie  relpeft  and  friendfliip. 

II.  That  his  Britannic  Majefly's  conful,  living  in 
Tunis,  fhall  for  ever  hereafter  be  allowed  the  liberty 
of  cboofing  his  own  brpker  and  druggerman,  who 
ihall  be  a  real  Turk ;  and  to  exchange  them  when  ancj 
as  often  as  he  ftiall  think  fit. 

III.  That  if  ^y  fhips  or  vefTels,  of  Chriflian  nations 
in  enmity  with  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  fhall 
at  any  time  hereafrer  be  met  with,  or  found  upon  the 
coaft  of  the  kingdom  of  Tunis,  cither  at  anchor-  or 
otherwife,  and  not  within  the  reach  of  cannon-lhot  of 
the  fhore,  that  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  of 
his  Britannic  Majefly's  fhips  or  vcfTels  of  war,  or  any 
Enghfh  privateers,  or  letters  of  marque,  to  take  and 
felze  as  prizes  any  luch  fhips  or  vefTels  fo  met  with  or 
foimd  as  aforefai^  j  and  fhall  alfo  tje  fulFcrcd  to  'bring

it  is  hereby  agreed  and  fully  coneluded,  that  from  this 
time  forward,  for  ever,  the  faid  ifland  of  Minorca, 
Ihall  be  efteemed  (as  likewife  Gibraltar)  b/  the  go-' 
vernment  of  Tunis,  to  be,  in  every  reipeft^  part  of  |iis 
Britannic  Majefty's  dominions,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  fhall  be  looked  upon  as  his  Majefty's  naturals- 
born  fubjefts,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  they  had  been 
born  in  any  other  part  of  Great  Britain ;  and  they,  witb 
their  fliips  and  veffels  wearing  Britilh  colours,  fhall  be 
permitted  freely  to  trade  and  traffic  in  afiy  part  of  the 
kingdom  of  Tunis,  and  fhall  pafs,  without  any  molef- 
tation  whatfoever,  either  on  the  leas  or  elfewhere,  in 
the  fame  manner,  and.  with  the  fame  freedom  and  pri- 
vileges, that  have  been  flipulated,  in  this  and  all  for- 
mer treaties,  in  behalf  of  the  Britifh  nation  and  fub- 
jefts. 

XI.  That,  the  better  and  more  firmly  to  maintain 
the  good  correlpondence  and  fi  iendfhip  that  have  been 
fo  long  and  happily  eftablifhed  between  the  crown  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  government  of  Tunis,  it  is 
hereby  agreed  and  concluded  by  the  parties  before-. 
mentioned,  that  none  of  the  fhips  and  veffels  belonging, 
to  Tunis,  or  the  dominions  thereof,  fhall  be  permitted 
to  cruize  or  look  for  prizes,  of  any  nature  whatfoever, 
before,  or  in  fight  of  the  aforefaid  city  of  Gibraltar,  or 
any  of  the  ports  in  die  ifland  of  Minorca,  to  hinder  or 

molcft 
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tnoleft  any  vcflels  bringing  provifions  and  rcifrefhments 
for  his  Britannic  Majcfty's  troops  and  garrifons  in 
thofe  places^  or  to  give  any  difturbancc  to  the  trade 
and  commerce  thereof:  and  if  any  prize  ihall  be  taken 
by  the  ftiips  or  veflels  of  Tunis,  within  the  fpace  of 
ten  miles  of  the  aforefaid  places,  Ihe  Ihall  be  reftorcd 
without  any  contradiftion. 

XII.  That  all  the  (hips  of  war  belonging  to  the  do- 
minions of  either  party,  fliall  have  free  liberty  to  ufc 
each  other's  ports,  for  wafhbg,  cleaning,  and  repairing 
any  their  deieib  j  and  to  buy  and  fhip  off  any  fort  of 
viftuals,  alive  or  dead,  or  any  other  neceflari/ss,  at  the 
price  the  natives  buy  at  in  the  market,  without  paying 
cuftom  to  any  officer.  And  whereas  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefly's  (hips  of  war  do  frequently  aifemble  and  harbour 
in  die  port  of  Mahon  in  the  ifland  of  Minorca;  if)  at 
fihy  time,  they,  or  his  Majefty's  troops  in  gairifon 
there,  Ihould  be  in  want  of  provifions,  and  fhould  fend

XVII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  concluded,  and  e(b- 
blifhed,  that  at  whatfoever  time  it  (hall  pleafc  the  go-

It  is  moreover  agreed,  concluded,  and  c(b- 
bli(hed,  that  in  cafe  any  Briti(h  (hip  or  (hips,  or  any  of 
the  fubjedts  of  his  Majcfty  of  Great  Britain,  (hall  im- 
port at  the  port  of  Tunis,  or  any  port  of  this  kingdoo^ 
any  warlike  ftores,  as  cannons,  mu(kets,  piftol$>  cannoa 
powder,  or  fine  powder,  bullets,  ma(b,  anchors,  cables, 
pitch,  tar,  or  the  like  i  as  alfo  provifionSj  viz.  wheats 
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barley,  beans,  oats,  oil,  or  the  like ;  for  the  faid  kind  of 
jxierchandize  they  fhall  not  pay  any  fort  of  duty  or 
cuftom  whatever. 

XIX.  That  in  cafe  a  war  fliould  happen  between, 
his  Britannic  Majcfly  and  any  other  ftate  or  nation 
whatever,  the  fhips  of  Tunis  fhall  not  in  any  fort  af- 
ford afliftance  to  die  enemies  of  his  Majefly  or  his  fub- 
jefts.  • 

XX.  That  if  an  Englifliman  kills  a  Turk,  he  fhall 
be  judged  before  the  caddi  of  the  place,  according  to 
juflice :  if  he  is  found  guilty  of  the  crinme,  lie  fhall  be 
punifhed  with  death ;  but  if  he  efcape,  the  conful  fhall 
not  be  molefted,  or  called  upon  for  that  account ;  and 
the  conful  fhall  always  have  timely  notice,  that  he  may 
have  an  opportunity  of  being  prefent  at  the  trial. 

.  XXL  That  if  at  any  dme  a  war  or  rupture  hap- 
pen between  the  two  contrafting  Powers,  the  Englifh 
conful  and  his  nation  may  freely  depart  with  all  their 
goods  and  effeds :  and  this  article  is  to  be  reciprocal 
tor  the  fubjefts  of  Tunis.] 

XXII.  That  whereas  Gibraltar  and  the  ifland  of 
Minorca  do  belong  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  if  at  any 
time  any  of  the  cruizers  of  Tunis  fhould  meet  with 
any  vefTels  of  the  faid  places,  under  Englifh  colours, 
fumifhed  with  proper  paflports,  they  fhall  be  treated 
in  all  refpefts  like  odier  Englifh  fhips,  provided  that 
there  be  no  more  than  one  third  part  of  the  fhip*s 
company  who  are  not  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty,  for, 
in  fuch  cafe,  they  (the  faid  flrangers)  fhall  be  deemed 
as  prifbners :  but  it  is  allowed  to  embark  as  many 
merchants  or  pafTengers  as  they  fee  good,  be  they  of 
what  nation  foever :  and  if  at  any  time  a  Tunis  man 
of  war  fhall  take  a  fhip  from  their  enemies,  on  boaj:d  of 
which  may  .happen  to  be  any  Englifh  fubjeds,  they 
Jhall  be  immediately  releafed,  with  all  their  goods  and 
merchandize,  provided  always  that  they  be  provided 
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with  proper  paflports ;  and  this  article  is  to  be  cfb- 
ferved  reciprocally  on  the  parts  of  the  Ehglifh. 

XXIII.  That  if  any  Bririfh  fhips  or  veficis  meet 
with  any  of  the  (hips  or  veflels  belonging  to  the  State 
of  Tunis,  and  there  Ihould  be  any  injury  or  oflfence  given 
by  either  fide,  jufticc  being  properly  demanded,  fhaH 
be  immediately  dgne,  and  the  aggreffor  fhall  be  fc- 
verely  punifhed,  without  it  occafioning  any  breach  or 
war. 

XXIV.  That  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjefts  fhaH 
be  always  treated,  by  the  State  of  Tunis,  with  the 
higheft  degree  of  reljpeft,  love,  and  honour  j  becaufe 
the  Englifh,  of  all  other  Powers,  arc  their  firft  and  bcft 
friends. 

XXV.  That  new  Mediterranean  pafles  Ihall  be 
iflued  out  and  given  to  his  faid  Majefty*s  trading  fiib- 
Jefts,  with  all  convenient  fpeed ;  and  that  the  time  for 
the  continuance  of  the  old  pafles,  for  the  (hips  in  Ac 
Indies  and  remote  parts,  Ihall  be  three  years ;  and  for 
all  other  (hips  and  veflfcls,  one  year;  to  commence 
from  the  delivery  of  the  counter-tops  of  the  new 
paflfes  at  Algiers ;  of  which  his  Majefty*s  conful  here 
ihall  give  the  earlieft  notice  to  diis  ftate ;  and  it  is 
hereby  exprefsly  agreed  and  declared,  that  the  faid  new 
pafTes  fliall,  during  the  above-mentioned  (paces  of 
time  of  three  years  and  one  year,  be  of  full  and  fuifi- 
cient  force  and  effcft  to  proteft  all  (hips  and  veflTels  of 
his  faid  Majefty's  fubjects,  who  fhall  be  provided  with 
the  fame. 

XXVI.  That  all  packets  bearing  his  Britannic 
Majefty's  commiffion,  which  (hall  be  met  by  any  of  die 
cruizers  of  Tunis,  Ihall  be  treated  with  the  fame  re- 
fpcft  as  his  Majefty^s  (hips  of  war ;  and  all  due  refpeft 
fhall  be  paid  to  his  Majefty's  ccmmifTion,  and  both  at 
meeting  and  parting  they  fhall  be  treated  as  friends ; 
and  if  any  of  the  cruizers  of  Tunis  commit  the  leaf!: 
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fault  or  violence  againft  them,  the  captains  or  raizes  fo 
offending  fliall,  on  their  arrival  at  Tunis,  and  proper 
complaint  being  made  of  them,  be  moft  fevercly  pu- 
nifhed,  without  admitting  of  their  excufcs. 

All  the  preceding  articles  of  this  treaty,  haying  been 
approved  of  and  agreed  to,  are  hereby  ratified,  re- 
newed, and  confirmed,  between  his  moft  Sacred 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c,  and  the 
moft  lUuftrious  Lord  Ali  Paflia,  Begler  Bey 
and  fuprcme  commander  of  the  ftate  of  Tunis, 
which  let  no  one  prefume  to  infi-inge  or  violate. 
Dated,  in  the  prcfence  of  Almighty  God,  at  the 
palace  of  Bardo,  near  Tunis,  this  nineteenth  day 
of  Oftober,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
fifty-one,  according  to  the  Chrittian  computa* 
tion;  and  of  the  Turkifh  Hageira,  one  thou- 
fand  one  hundred  and  fis^ty-four,  the  tenth  day  .of 
the  moon  Zi}  Hadgi  Sheriflay.

Articles  of  Peace  between  his  Sacred  Majejiy  Charles 
the  Secondj  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and 
Ireland,  fcff.  and  the  moft  Excellent  Ofman  Baffa, 
and  the  People  of  the  noble  City  and  Kingdom  of 
Tripoly  5  concluded  by  Sir  John  Lawfcn,  Knight,' 
the  lith  of  O&ohtr^  1662. 

I.  THAT  from  this  day  and  for  ever  forward 
there  be  a  good  and  firm  peace  between  his  Sacred 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and  the  Baffa 
and  the  people  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  and 
the  dominions  thereunto  belonging.  And  the  ftiips, 
fubje^ts,  and  people  on  either  party  fhall  not  do  nor 
offer  any  offence  or  injury  to  each  other,  but  treat 
one  another  with  all  polfible  reiped  and  friendihip :  and 
any  (hips  belonging  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.' 
or  any  of  his  fubjcfts,  may  come  to  the  port  of  Tripoly, 
and  buy  and  fell  as  in  former  times,  and  alfo  unto  any 
other  port  that  belongs  to  the  government  of  Tripoly, 
paying  the  cuftom  as  in  former  times:  and  no  man 
within  the  jurifdiftion  of  Tripoli  (hall  give  the  fubjefts 
of  his  faid  Majefty  a  bad  word,  or  a  bad  deed,  or  a 
bad  aftion.  That,  prefendy  after  the  figning  and  feal- 
ing  thefc  articles,  all  injuries  and  damages  fuftained  on 
either  part  (hall  be  quite  taken  away  and  forgotten, 
and  this  peace  (hall  be  in  fiill  force  and  virtue, 

II.  That  all  (hips,  as  well  thofe  belonging  to  his 
Sacred  Majefty  the  Kin^  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and 
any  of  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  as  tho(e  belonging  to 
Tripoly,  (hall  freely  pafs  the  feas,  and  traffic  without 
any  fearch,  hinderance,  or  molc(tation  whatfocver. 
And  for  the  better  pra(9ti(ing  of  this  fecond  article,  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof,  it  is 
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agreed,  that  the  Tripoly  Ihips  of  war  meeting  with 
any  merchants  fhip  belon^g  to  the  fubjefb  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  not  being  in  any  of  the 
feaS  appertaining  to  his  Majefly's  dominions,  have  li- 
berty to  fend  one  (ingle  boat  on  board,  with  but  two 
fitters  more  than  the  common  crew  of  rowers,  and  no 
more  to  enter  on  board  the  faid  merchants  (hip  but  the 
two  fitters,  without  the  exprefs  leave  of  the  conunander 
of  the  merchant  (hip ;  that  upon  producing  unto  them  a 
pafs,  under  the  hand  and  feal  ot  the  lord  high  admiral 
of  England,  the  faid  boat  do  prefendy  depart  and  the 
merchant  (hip  to  proceed  on  his  voyage.  And  althou^ 
the  commander  of  the  merchant  (hip  do  produce  no 
pafs  from  the  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  yet,  if 
the  major  part  of  the  (hip's  company  be  (ubjefts  to  the 
King  of  Grdat  Britain,  &c.  the  (aid  hoit  (hall  pre- 
fendy depart,  and  the  merchant  (hip  proceed  fitily  j 
and  though  there  be  (hungers  on  board,  they  (h^ll  be 
free,  and  their  goods.  And  any  (hip  of  war  of  his  Ma* 
je(ly*s  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  meeting  with  any  (hips  of 
Tripoly,  if  the  commander  (hall  produce  a  pa(s  finned 
by  the  chief  governors  of  Tripoly,  and  the  ms^or  part 
of  the  (hips  company  be  Turks,  Moors,  or  (laves^ 
then  the  Tripoly  (hips  to  proceed  freely. 

III.  That  any  (hips  belonging  to  the  fubjefb  of  his 
Majefty  the  King  of^Great  Britain,  &c.  coming  into 
Tripoly,  or  any  of  the  ports  in  its  territories,  (hall  (or 
fuch  goods  as  they  fell  pay  the  dues  according  to  cuf- 
tom,  and  the  goqds  they  fell  not,  they  (hall  freely 
carry  pn  board,  and  carry  away  the  (ame  where  they 
pleale,  without  any  dudes  for  the  fame. 

IV.  That  if  any  of  the  (hips  of  AlgicT>  Tunis, 
Sally,  or  any  other,  do  bring  any  (hips,  men,  or  goods 
belonging  to  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  his  M^efty  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  unto  Tripoly,  or  any  of  the 
ports  thereto  belonging,  the  governors  there  (hall  not 
permit  them  to  be  fold  within  the  faid  territories  j  and, 
Jor  the  time  to  come,  that  no  fubjcft  of  his  faid  Ma^ 
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jefly  be  bought  or  fold,  or  made  flaves  o^  in  Tripoly  or 
its  territories. 

V.  That  any  merchant  of  the  fubjcfts  of  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  &c.  dying  in  Tripoly  or  its  territo- 
ries, his  goods  or  monies  (hall  not  be  feized  by  the 
Baffa,  Aga,  or  any  other  minifter,  but  remain  with  the 
Englilh  conful. 

VI.  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
&c.  that  do  at  prefent,  or  fhali  at  any  time  hereafter, 
inhabit  in  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  fhftU 
have  free  liberty,  when  they  pleafe,  to  tranlport  them- 
felves,  with  their  families  and  children,  although  born  in 
the  country. 

VII.  That  the  conful,  or  any  other  of  the  fubjeftg 
of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  in  matter  of  difierencc, 
fhall  not  be  liable  unto  any  other  judgment  but  that  of 
theDey. 

VIII.  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty,  in  dit 
ference  among  themfelves,  fhall  be  fubjeft^to  no  deter^ 
mination  but  that  of  the  conful. 

IX.  That  the  conful,  or  any  other  of  the  fubjeftsof 
his  faid  Majefty,  be  not  liable  to  pay  the  debts  of  any 
llibjeft  of  his  faid  Majefty,  unlefs  obliged  under  his 
hand  for  the  fame. 

X.  That  in  cafe  any  of  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefb 
fhall  happen  to  ftrike  a  Turk  or  a  Moor,  if  he  be 
taken,  let  him  be  puniflied;  but  if  he  efcape,  nothing 
(hall  be  faid  to  the  Englifh  conful,  or  any  other  of  his 
Majefty 's  fubjefts,  upon  that  account. 

XL  That  in  cafe  any  flave  in  the  kingdom  of  Tri- 
poly, of  any  nation  whatfoever,  ftiall  make  his  efcape, 
and  get  on  board  any  fliip  belonging  to  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty, the  conful  ftiall  not  be  liable  to  pay  his  ranfom, 
unlefs  timely  notice  hath  been  given  him  to  give  order 
tliat  no  fuch  be  entertained  5  and  then,  if  it  appear  that 
any  flave  hath  gotten  away,  the  faid  conful  is  to  pay 
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die  patron  the  price  for  v^ch  he  was  fold  in  the  mar- 
ket ;  and  if  no  price  be  cut,  then  to  pay  three  hundred 
dollars^  and  no  more. 

XII.  That  no  merchant,  nor  other  fubjeft  of  his  faid 
Majefty's,  being  a  paflenger  in  or  unto  any  port,  (hall 
be  molefted  or  meddled  with. 

XIII.  That  the  Englifh  conful,  that  lives  in  Tripoly, 
be  allowed  a  place  to  pray  in,  and  no  man  to  do  him, 
or  any  of  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjedts,  any  wrong  or  in- 
jury, in  word  or  deed,  whatfoever. 

.  XIV,  That  if  any  (hip  of  war  of  his  faid  Majefty*s 
Ihall^  come  into  Tripoly,  or  other  the  ports.of  that  go- 
vernment, with  any  prize,  they  may  fell  or  difpofe  of  it 
at  their  pleafure,  without  being  molefted  by  any;  and 
that  they  be  not  obliged  to  pay  cuftoms  in  any  fort: 
and  if  the  faid  (hips  of  war  fhall  want  provifions,  vic- 
tuals, or  any  other  thing,  they  may  freely  buy  it  ut  the 
rate  in  the  market. 

XV.  That  no  (hipwreck  belonging  to  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty,  or  any  of  his  fubjefts,  on  the  coaft  belonging  to 
Tripoly,  fhall  become  prize  j  and  that  neither  the  ^ods 
be  forfeited  nor  the  men  made  (laves,  but  the  people 
of  Tripoly  fhall  do  their  beft  endeavours  to  fave  them 
and  their  goods. 

That  if  any  grievances  happen  on  either  fide,  it 
Ihall  not  be  lawful  to  break  the  peace  until  fatisfaftion 
be  denied. 

That  in  all  other  particulars,  not  mentioned  in  thcfc 
articles,  the  regulation  fhall  be  according  to  the  general 
capitulation  with  the  Grand  Signior.

I.  IN  the  firft  place,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded^ 
that  fi-om  this  day,  and  for  ever  forward>  there  be  a 
true,  firm,  and  inviolable  peace  between  the  moft  Se- 
rene King  of  Great  Britain,*lFrance,  and  Ireland,  De- 
fender of  the  Chriftian  faith,  &c.  and  the  moft  lUuT- 
trious  Lords  the  Bafhaw,  Dey,Aga,  Divan,  and  Gover- 
nors of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbarjr, 
and  between  alt  the  dominions  and  fubjefts  of  either 
fide ;  and  that  the  fhips  or  other  veflels,  and  the  fiib- 
je6b  and  people,  of  both  fides,  fhall  not  henceforth  do 
to  each  other  any  harm,  offence,  or  injury,  either  m 
word  or  deed,  but  fhall  treat  one  another  with  all  pof. 
fible  refpeft  and  friendfhip. 

II.  That  any  of  the  fhips  or  other  velTels  belonging 
to  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Ma- 
jcfty's  fubjefts,  may  fafely  come  to  the  port  of  Tripoly, 
or  to  any  other  port  or  place  of  that  kingdom,  or  do-

III.  That  all  Ihips  and  other  veffels,  as  well  thoie

'  of  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  as  alio  thofe  belonging  to 
the  kingdom  or  people  of  Tripoly,  Ihall  freely  pals  the 
fcas,  and  traffic  where  they  pleale,  without  any  fearch,

all  perfbns  or  pafTengers,  of  what  country  foever,  and  all 
monies,  goods,  merchandizes,  and  moveables^  to  what-

IV.  That  the  Tripoly  fhips  of  war,  or  other  veflels 
thereunto  belonging,  meeting  with  any  merchants  fhips 
or  other  veffels  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubje^ 
not  being  in  any  of  the  feas  appertaining  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's dominions,  may  fend  on  board  one  fingle  boa^ 
with  but  two  fitters,  befides  the  ordinary  crew  of 
rowers  ;  and  no  more  but  the  two  fitters  to  enter  any 
of  the  faid  merchants  fhips,  or  any  other  vcflck, 
without  the  exprefs  leave  from  the  commander  of 
every  flich  fhip  or  veffel ;  and  then,  upon  producinj 
unto  them  a  pafs  under  the  hand  and  feal  of  the  Ion 
high  admiral  of  England,  the  faid  boat  fhall  prefcndy 
depart,  and  the  merchants  fliip  or  fhips,  veffel  or  vef- 
fek,  fliall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their  voyage  :  and

V.  That  no  commander  or  other  perfon  of  any 
fhip  or  vefTcl  of  Tripoly,  fhall  take  out  of  any  fhip  or 
veflel  of  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefts,  any  perfon  or 
perfons  whatfoever,  to  carry  them  any  where  to  be  ex- 
amined, or  upon  any  other  pretence  -,  nor  fhall  ufe  any 
torture  or  violence  unto  any  perfon,  of  what  nation  or 
quality  foever,  being  on  board  any  fhip  or  vefTel  of 
his  Majefly's  fubjefts,  upon  any  pretence  whatfo- 
ever. 

VL  That  no  fhipwreck  belonging. to  the  faid  King 
of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Majefty's  fubjecls, 
upon  any  part  of  the  coaft  belonging  to  Tripoly,  fhall 
be  made  or  become  prize;  and  that  neither  the 
goods  thereof  fhall  be  feized,  nor  the.  men  made 
flaves ;  but  that  all  the  flibjefts  of  Tripoly  fhall  do 
their  beft  endeavours  to  fave  the  faid  men  and  their 
goods. 

VII.  That  no  fhip  or  any  other  vefTel' of  Tripoly 
fhall  have  permifTion  to  be  delivered  up,  or  to  go  to 
any  other  place  in  enmity  with  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  to  be  made  ufe  of  as  corfairs  or  fca-rovcrs 
againft  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts. 

VIII.  That  none  of  the  fhips  or  other  fmaller  vef^ 
fels  of  Tripoly  fhaU  remain  cruifing  near  his  Majcf- 
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ty^s  city  and  garrifon  of  Tangier,  or  in  flght  of  it,  nor 
other  way  difturb  the  peace  and  commerce  of  that 
place. 

'  IX.  That  if  any  fhip  or  veffel  of  Tunis,  Algier, 
Tetuan,  or  Sally,  or  any  other  place  being  in  war 
with  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  bring  any  fhips, 
veffels,  men,  or  goods,  belonging  to  any  of  his  laid 
Majefty's  fubjefts,  to  Tripoly,  or  to  any  port  or  place 
in  that  kingdom,  the  governors  there  fnall  not  per- 
mit them  to  be  fold  within  the  territories  of  Tri- 
poly. 

X.  That  if  any  of  the  fliips  of  war  of  the  faid 
King  of  Great  Britain  do  come  to  Tripoly,  or  to 
any  other  port  or  place  of  that  kingdom,  with'  any 
prize,  they  may  freely  fell  it,  or  otherwife  dilpofe  of  it 
at  their  own  pleafure,  without  being  molefted  by  any: 
and  that  his  Majefly's  faid  lliips  of  war  Ihall  not  be 
obliged  to  pay  cuftoms  in  any  fort ;  and  that  if  they 
Ihall  want  provifions,  viftuals,  or  any  other  things, 
they  may  freely  buy  them  at  the  rates  in  the  market. 

XI.  That  when  any  of  his  Majefly's  (hips  of  war 
fhall  appear  before  Tripoly,  upon  notice  thereof  given 
to  the  Englifh  conful,  or  by  the  commander  of  the  faid 
fhips,  to  the  chief  governors  of  Tripoly,  public  pro- 
clamation fhall  be  immediately  made  to  fecure  the 
Chriftian  captives  j  and  if  after  that  any  Chriflians 
whatfoever  make  their  efcape  on  board  any  of  the  faid 
fliips  of  war,  they  Ihall  not  be  required  back  again, 
Bor  fhall  the  faid  conful  or  commander,  or  any  other 
his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefts,  be  obliged  to  pay  any  thing 
for  the  faid  Chriflians. 

XII.  That  if  any  fubjefts  of  the  faid  King  of 
Great  Britain  happen  to  die  in  Tripoly,  or  its  territo- 
ries, his  goods  or  money  Ihall  not  be  feized  by  the 
governors  or  any  minifter  of  Tripoly,  but  fhall  all 
remain  with  the  Englilh  conful. 

XIIL  That  neither  the  Englifh  conful,  nor  any 

other 
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other  fubjeft  of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  IhaH 
» be  bound  to  pay  the  debts  of  any  other  of  his  Majef- 
ty's  fubjefts,  except  that  they  become  furety  for  the 
fame  by  a  public  aft. 

XIV-  That  the  fubjeds  of  his  faid  Majefly  in  Tri- 
poly  or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controveriy,  fhall 
be  liable  to  no  other  jurifdiftion  but  that  of  the  Dey 
or  Divan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  difference  be- 
tween themfelves ;  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  be  liable 
to  no  other  determination  but  that  of  the  conful  only. 

XV.  That  in  cafe  any  fubjedl:  of  his  Majefly,  being 
in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  happen  to 
ftrike,  wound,  or  kill  a  Turk  or  a  Moor,  if  he  be 
taken,  he  is  to  be  punifhed  in  the  fame  nianner,  and 
with  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ought  to  be,  be- 
ing guilty  of  the  fame  offence  j  but  if  he  efcape,  nei- 
ther the  faid  Englifh  conful,  nor  any  other  of^his  faid 
Majefly's  fubjefts,  fhall  be  in  any  fort  queflioned  or 
troubled  therefore. 

XVI.  That  the  Englifh  conful  now  or  at  any  time 
hereafter  living  in  Tripoly,  fhall  be  there  at  all  times 
with  entire  freedom  and  fafcty  of  his  perfon  and 
cflate,  and  fhall  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  drug- 
german  and  broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  fhip 
in  the  road,  as  often  and  when  he  pleafes,  and  to  have 
the  liberty  of  the  country ;  and  that  he  fhall  be  allow- 
ed a  place  to  pray  in ;  and  that  no  man  fhall  do  him 
any  injury  in  word  or  deed. 

XVII.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of  this 
peace  and  friendfhip,  but  likewife  if  any  breach  or  war 
happen  to  be  hereafter  between  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  the  faid 
conful,  and  all  other  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjedU^inhabit- 
ing  in  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  ihall  always,  and  at  all 
times,  both  of  peace  and  war,  have  full  and  abfblute 
liberty  to  depart,  and  go  to  their  .own  or  any  other 
country,  upon  any  fhip  or  vcfTel  of  what  nation  focvcr 
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they  (hall  think  fit,  and  to  cany  with  them  all  their 
eflates^  goods,  families,  and  fcrvants,  although  bom  in 
die  country,  without  any  interruption  or  hinderance, 

XVIII.  That  no  fubjeft  of  his  faid  Majefty,  being 
ft  paflenger  fitwn  or  to  any  port,  fhall  be  any  way  mo- 
lelted  or  meddled  with,  although  ke  be  on  board  any 
Slip  or  veffel  in  enmity  with  Tripoly. 

XIX.  That  whereas  a  war  hath  lately  happened 
between  the  mod  Serene  King  of  Gre^t  Brirain,  &c* 
and  the  moft  illuftrious  Lords,  Halil  Bafhaw,  Ibraim 
Dey,  Aga,  Divan,  and  Governors  of  the  noble  city  and 
kin^om  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary,  by  reafon  of  the  in- 
juries done  unto  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  his  fiib- 
je6b,  by  the  government  and  people  of  Tripoly  5  wc 
Halil  Bafliaw  Ibraim,  Dey,  Aga,  Divan,  and  Gover- 
feors  of  the  noble  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  do  acknowlege  the  injuries  done,  and  diat 
the  breach  of  the  peace  between  his  moft  Excellent 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  us  of  Tripoly^ 
was  committed  by  our  fubjefts,  for  which  fome  -are 
banifhed,  and  fome  fled  fiom  our  juftice  j  and,  for  fur* 
thcr  fatisfaftion  to  his  moft  Excellent  Majefty  for  the 
breach  of  articles,  we  are  fbrry  for  the  fame,  and  do 
by  thefe  engage  to  let  at  liberty  and  deliver  unto  the 
right  honourable  Sir  John  Narbrough,  Knight,  admi- 
ral of  his  Majefty's  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean  Seas,  all 
Englifli  captives  refiding  in  the  city  and  kingdom  of 
Tripoly,  and  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  \^ithcut 
paying  any  ranfom  for  them :  and  likewife  by  fetting 
kt  liberty,  and  delivering  unto  the  faid  Sir  John  Nar- 
brough, Knight,  all  other  perfons  taken  under  Englifh 
colours,  without  paying  any  ranfom  for  them,  and  by 
paying  e^hty  thoufand  dollars,  in  monies,  goods,  and 
flaves,  to  the  aforefaid  Sir  John  Narbrough,  Knight. 
And,  moreover,  we  do  engage  ourfelves  and  fucccf- 
fors,  that  if  any  injury,  for  the  future,  be  done,  contrary 
to  thefe  artides,  by  the  government  and  people  of 
Trqioly,  toiihc  King  of  Great  Britain  and  his  fubjeds; 
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if,ujk)n  demand  of  fatisfaftion  from  the  government  and 
people  of  Tripoly,  we  or  they  do  refufe  or  deny  to 
pive  fatisfaftion  therefore,  fb  that  a  war  be  occafioned 
lerebybetwen  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  go;^ 
vernment  and  people  of  Tripoly,  we  do  engage  our- 
felves  and  fucceflbrs  to  make  reftitvition  for  the  inju- 
ries done ;  and  likewife  to  make  fatisfaftion  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  for  the  full  charge  and  damage 
of  that  war. 

■ 

XX.  That  no  fubjeft  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
.  &c.  fliall  be  pqrniitted  to  tuin  Turk  or  Moor  in  the 
city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly  (being  induced  thereunto 
by  any  furprifal  whatfoever)  unlefshe  voluntarily  appear 
before  the  Dey  or  governor,  with  the  Englifli  conful'S 
druggerman,  three  times  in  twenty-four  hours  Ipace, ' 
and  every  time  declare  his  refolution  to  turn  Turk  or 
Moor. 

XXL  That  at  all  times,  when  any  (hip  of  war  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  carrying  his  faid  Majefly's 
flag  at  the  main- top- maft  head,  Ihall  appear  before  the 
laid  city  of  Tripoly,  and  come  to  anchor  in  the  road, 
immediately  after  notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty's  conful  or  officer,  from  the  fhip,  unto  the  Dey 
and  government  of  Tripoly,  they  Ihall,  in  honour  to  his 
Majefty,  caufe  a  falute  of  one-and-twenty  cannon  to  be 
ihot  off  from  the"  caftle  and  forts  of  the  city ;  and  that 
.  the  faid  (hip  (liall  return  an  anlwer  by  (hooting  off  the 
fame  number  of  cannon. 

XXII.  That  prefently  after  the  figning  and  fealing 
of  thefe  articles  by  us  Halil  Ba(haw,  Ibraim  Dey/Aga, 
Divan,  and  governors  of  the  noble  city  and  kingdom 
of  Tripoly,  all  injuries  and  damages  fuftained  on  either 
part  (hall  be  quite  taken  away  and  forgotten,  and  this 
peace  (hall  be  in  full  force  and  virtue,  and  continue  for 
ever :  and  for  all  depredations  and  damages  that  (hall 
be  hereafter  committed  or  done  by  either  fide,  bef  re 
notic    can  be  given  cf  this  peace,  full  fat.iifadicn  ih\\l 
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be  immediately  made,  and  whatfoever  remains  in  kind: 
fliail  be  inftantly  reftored. 

XXIII.  That  whenfoever  it  (hall  happen  hereafter, 
that  any  thing  is  done  or  committed  by  the  (hips  or 
fubjefts  of  eitlier  fide,  contrary  to  any  of  thefe  articles, 
fatisfaftion  being  demanded  therefore,  fhall  be  made  to 
tlie  full,  and  without  any  manner  of  delay ;  and  that  it 
fliall  not  be  lawful  to  break  this  peace,  until  fuch  fatif- 
faftion  be  denied  :  and  our  faith  fhall  be  our  faith,  and' 
our  word  our  v/ord ;  and  whofoever  (hall  be  the  caule 
of  breaking  of  this  peace,  fhall  afTuredly  be  punifhed 
widi  prefent  death.

Defender  of  the 
Chriflian  faith,  &c.  and  the  mofl  Illuflrious  Lords, 
Halil  Bafliawj  Ibraim  Dey,  Aga,  Divan,  and  governors" 
of  the  noble  city  and  kingdom  of  Trip(;ly  in  Barbary, 
lately  made  and  concluded  by  die  faid  lords  on  the  one 
part,  and  by  Sir  John  Narbrough,  Knight,  admiral  of 
his  faid  Serene  Majefty's  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean 
Seas  on  t!ic  other  part,  and  by  them  confirmed  and 
loalcd,  in  iw^  prefence  of  Almigluy  God,  the  fifth  day 
of  March,  Old  Stile,  and  the  year  of  our  Lord  Jefus 
Chrift  167',  being  the  lafl  day  of  the  moon  Zelhedga, 
and  the  year  of  die  Hegira  one  thoufand  eighty-fix,- 
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1086.  Since  which  time  of  confirming  and  fcaling 
the  aforefaid  articles  of  peace  and  commerce,  the  afore- 
laid  Lord  Ibraim  Dey,  being  fled  away  from  his  faid 
government  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbaryi  now  therefore  we  Halil  Bafliaw,  Aga,  Divan, 
governors,  foldiers,  and  people  of  the  aforefaid  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  have  chofen  and  elected  vice- 
admiral  Muftapha  Grande  to  be  Dey  of  the  faid  city 
and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary,  to  fucceed  Ibraim 
Dey  in  the  aforefaid  government.  And  now  we  the 
faid  Halil  Bafhaw,  Muftapha  Dey,  Aga,  Divan, 
governors,  foldiers,  and  people  of  Tripoly  aforelaid, 
having  feen  the  aforefaid  articles  of  peace  and  com- 
merce, which  were  lately  made  and  concluded  as 
aforefaid,  and  having  ferioufly  penifed  and  fully  con- 
fidered  all  particulars  therein  mentioned,  do  fully  ap- 
prove of  all  and  every  of  the  aforefaid  article  and. 
articles  of  peace  j  and  wt  and  every  one  of  us  do  now 
by  thefe  prefents  confent  and  agree  to  and  with  Sir 
John  Narbrough,  Knight,  aforefaid,  for  the  juft  and 
exadt  keeping  and  performing  all  of  the  faid  articles, 
and  do  accept,  approve,  ratify,  and  confirm  all  and 
every  of  them,  in  the  fame  manner  and  form  as  they 
are  inferted  and  repeated  in  the  preceding  articles 
aforefaid  ;  hereby  firmly  engaging  ourfelves  and  fuc- 
cefTors,  affuring  on  our  faith,  facredly  to  maintain,  and 
ftriftly  to  obferve,  perform,*  and  keep  inviolably,  all 
and  every  the  aforefaid  article  and  articles  of  peace 
and  agreement  for  ever :  and  to  caufe  and  require  all 
our  fubjefts  and  people,  of  what  degree  or  quality 
whatfoever,  within  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  or  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  both  by 
fca  and  land,  punftually,  inviolably,  carefully,  and  duly 
to  obferve,  keep,  and  perform  all  and  every  the  afore- 
faid article  and  articles  thereof  for  ever  :  and  our  faith 
fhall  be  our  faith,  and  our  word  our  word ;  and  whofo- 
cVer  fhall  at  any  time  violate  and  break  any  part  of 
the  faid  article  or  articles  of  peace,  they  fhall  afiii- 
j^dly  be  punifhed  with  gieateft  feverity,  and  hiii  or

be  immediately  made,  and  whatfoever  remains  in  kkiA 
Ihall  be  inftandy  reftored. 

XXIII.  That  whenfoever  it  (hall  happen  hereafter^ 
that  any  thing  is  done  or  committed  by  the  fhips  or 
fiibjefts  of  eitlier  fide,  contrary  to  any  of  thefe  articles, 
fatisfadion  being  demanded  therefore,  Ihall  be  made  to 
the  full,  and  witliout  any  manner  of  delay ;  and  that  it 
fhall  not  be  lawful  to  break  this  peace,  until  fuch  fatif- 
faftion  be  denied  :  and  our  faith  fhall  be  our  faith,  and' 
our  word  our  word ;  and  whofoever  fhall  be  the  caule 
of  breaking  of  tliis  peace,  fhall  afTuredly  be  pimifhed 
widi  prefent  death.

Seas  on  the  other  part,  and  by  them  confirmed  and

X086.  Since  which  time  of  confirming  and  fcaling 
the  aforefaid  articles  of  peace  and  commerce,  the  afore- 
laid  Lord  Ibraim  Dey,  being  fled  away  from  his  faid 
government  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary^  now  therefore  we  Halil  Bafhaw,  Aga,  Divan, 
governors,  foldiers,  and  people  of  the  aforefaid  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  have  chofen  and  elefted  vice- 
admiral  Muftapha  Grande  to  be  Dey  of  the  faid  city 
and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary,  to  fucceed  Ibraim 
Dey  in  the  aforefaid  government.

articles  of  peace  ;  and  we  and  every  one  of  us  do  now 
by  thefe  prefents  confent  and  agree  to  and  with  Sir 
John  Narbrough,  Knight,  aforefaid,  for  the  juft  and 
cxadt  keeping  and  performing  all  of  the  faid  articles, 
and  do  accept,  app^^-ove,  ratify,  and  confirm  all  and 
every  of  them,  in  the  fame  manner  and  form  as  they 
are  inferted  and  repeated  in  the  preceding  articles 
aforefaid  ;  hereby  firmly  engaging  ourfelves  and  fuc- 
cefTors,  afTuring  on  our  faith,  facredly  to  maintain,  and 
ftriftly  to  obferve,  perform,'  and  keep  inviolably,  all 
and  every  the  aforefaid  article  and  articles  of  peace 
and  agreement  for  ever :  and  to  caufe  and  require  all 
our  flibjeftsand  people,  of  what  degree  or  quality 
whatfoever,  within  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  or  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  both  by 
lea  and  land,  punftually,  inviolably,  carefully,  and  duly 
to  obferve,  keep,  and  perform  all  and  every  the  afore- 
faid article  and  articles  thereof  for  ever  :  and  our  faith 
Ihall  be  our  faith,  and  our  word  our  word ;  and  whofo- 
cVer  Ihall  at  any  time  violate  and  break  any  part  of 
the  faid  article  or  articles  of  peace,  they  ihall  aflii- 
jedly  be  punifhed  with  greateft  feverity,  and  hi^  or 
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their  heads  (hall  be  immediately  cut  off,  and  forthwith, 
be  prefentcd  unto  any  officer  whom  the  moft  Serene 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  fhall  authorife  to  make  die- 
mand  thereof. 

It  is  farther  agreed,  that  the  (ubjefts  belonging  unto 
the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  trading 
unto  the  port  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  afbrefaid,  or  unto  any  port  of  place  or  the  do- 
minions thereunto  belonging,  in  any  merchants  fliip  or 
other  veffel  belonging  unto  the  faid  Serene  King's  fub- 
jefts,  fhall  not  pay  fo  much  cuftom,  by  one  far  cent,  for 
whatfoever  goods  or  merchandizes  they  fell  or  buy^ 
as  other  nations  do  for  the  cuftom  of  the  like 
goods  or  merchancfize,  notwithftanding  whatfoever  is 
^ecified  in  the  fecond  article  aforefald  to  the  con- 
trary. 

'.  And  that  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain's 
conful,  refiding  in  Tripoly  afbrefaid,  fhall  have  liberty 
at  all  times,  when  he  pleafeth,  to  put  up  his  faid  Serene 
Majefly's  flag  on  the  fiag-ftaff  on  the  top  of  his  houfe, 
and  there  to  continue  it  fpread  as  long  time  as  he 
pleafeth.  Likewife,  the  faid  conful  to  have  the  fame 
liberty  of  putting  up  and  fpreading  the  faid  flag  in  his 
boat,  when  he  paffcth  on  the  water,  and  no  man  what- 
foever to  oppofe,  mcleft,  difturb,  or  injure  him  therein, 
citlicr  by  word  or  deed. 

Thefe  and  all  other  preceding  articles  are  to  remain 
firm  for  ever,  without  any  alteration ;  and  in  all  other 
particulars,  not  mentioned  in  any  of  thefe  articles,  the 
regulation  fliall  be  according  to  the  capitulations  gene- 
ral with  the  Grand  Seignior. 

Confirmed  likewife  and  fealed,  in  the  prefence  of 
Almighty  God,  at  our  caftle  in  the  noble  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary,  the  firft  day  of 
May,  Old  Stile,  and  the  year  of* our  Lord  Jcfus 
Chrift  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fcventy- 
fix,  being  the  fix-and-twentiech  day  of  the  mooa

Articles  of. Peace  and  Commerce  betweejt  the,  mqft  Se-^ 
rene  and  Mighty  Prince  Gcorgt  the  Thirds  iy  the 
Grace  of  God^  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and 
Irelanc},  Defender  of  the  Chrijiiax  Faith^  Duke  of 
Brunfwic  and  Lunenburg,  Arcb-treqfurer  and 
Prince  EleSlor  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  i^c.  &f  r. 
&c.  and  the  mojl  Excellent  and  Illuftrious  Lord  Ally 
Bafhaw,  Bey^  Governor ,  and  General  of  the  gar^ 
rifoned  City  and  Kingdom  of  Tripoly  in  the 
Wefi\  renewed,  confirmed,  and  ratified^  by  his 
Excellency  Archibald  Clevland,  Efq\  his  Britan- 
nic Majejlfs  Ambaffador  to  the  Emperor  ,of  Fez 
cmd  Morocco,  and  furnifhed  with  his  Majejly^s 
Full  Powers  for  renewing  the  Treaties  with  all  the 
ether  Barbary  States. 

I  T  is  hereby  agreed  and  concluded,  that  from  this 
day  and  for  ever,  the  peace  made  by  the  honourable 
Auguftus  Keppel,  commander  in  chief  of  his  Britannic 
Majefly's  fhips  and  veffeis  in  and  about  the  Mediterra- 
nean, and  Robert  White,  Efq;  his  faid  Serene  Majefty's 
agent,  and  conful-general,  to  the  Bey  and  ftate  of  Tri- 
poly, with  the  late  moft  Excellent  and  Illuftrious  Lords 
Mahammet  Balhaw  Gramali,  Bey,  governor,  and  cap- 
tain general.  Seedy  Ally  Bey,  Seedy  Haflan  Kiaja,  the 
Divan,  and  all  the  officers,  foldiers,  and  people  of  the 
laid  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  concluded  and  fign- 
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ed  on  the  mneteenth  of  September,  17  51,  be  hereby 
renewed,  ratified,  and  confirmed.  And  that  the  (hips 
and  ether  veflfels,  and  the  fubjedls  and  people,  of  both 
fides,  fhall  not  henceforward  do  to  each  other  any  harm, 
ofifence,  or  injury,  either  in  word  or  deed,  but  Ihall 
ti*eat  one  another  with  all  poflible  refpeft  and  friend- 
Ihip. 

Concluded  and  figned  in  the  city  and  kingdom  of 
Tripoly  in  the  Weft,  in  the  prefence  of  Almighty 
God,  the  tvventy-fecond  day  of  July,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  fixty-two,  and  in  the  year  of  the 
Hageira,  1176,  and  the  firft  day  of  the  moon

Britannic  Majejly's  Ships  and  Vejjels  in  and  about 
the  Mediterranean  SeaSy  and  Robert  White,  Efq-y 
his  f aid  Serene  Majejiy's  Agent  and  Ccnful  General 
to  the  Dey  and  State  of  "Tripoiyy  furnijhed  with  bis 
Majefifs  Full  Pcjoers  for  that  Purpcje. 

\,  IN  the  firft  place,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 
that  froni  this  time  forward,  for  ever,  there  fhall  be 
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B  true  and  inviokble  peace,  between  the  moft  Serene 
King  of  Great  Britain,'and  the  moft  lUiiftrious  Lords 
and  Governors  of  die  city  and  kingdonn  of  Tripoly,  in 
Bait)ary,  and  between  all  the  dominions  and  fubjedts 
of  either  fide;'  and  if  the  fhips  ancl  fubjetts  of  either 
party,  (hall  happen  to  meet  Upon  the  feas,  or  elfewhere, 
they  (hall  not  molcft  each  other,  but  (hall  (hew  all  pof- 
fible  re(pe<3:  and  friend(hip. 

II.  That  all  merchant  (hips  belonging  to  the  domi- 
nions of  Great  Britain,  and  trading  to  the  dty  or  any 
J)art  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  (hall  pay  no  more  thaa 
three  per  cent,  cuftom,  for  all  kinds  of  goods  they  (hall 
fell ;  and  for  fuch  as  they  (hall  not  fell,  they  (hall  be 
permitted  freely  to  embark  it  again  on  board  their 
Ihipsj  without  paying  any  (brt  of  duty  whatfoever,  and 
/hall  depart  without  any  hinderance  or  moleftadon. 

III.  That  all  (hips  and  dther  veflTeb,  as  well  thoft 
belonging  to  the  faid  Kilig  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any 
of  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  as  thofe  belonging  to  the 
kingdom  or  people  of  Tripoly,  (hall  freely  pafs  the 
ieas,  and  traffic  where  they  pleafe,  withotit  any  fcarch, 
hinderance,  or  moleftation  from  each  other :  and  that 
all  perfonsor.pa(rengers,  of  what  country  foevcr  j  and  all 
monies,  goods,  merchandizes,  and  moveables,  to  what** 
foever  people  or  nadon  belonging,  being  pn  board  of 
any  the  faid  (hips  or  ve(rels,  (hall  be  wholly  free,  and 
fhall  not  be  flopped,  taken,  or  plundered  from  either 
party. 

IV.  The  Tripoly  (hips  of  war,  or  any  other  ve(Iels 
thereunto  belonging,  meeting  with  any  merchant  fliips, 
or  other  ve(rels  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubjefts^ 
(not  being  in  any  of  the  ieas  appertaining  to  any  of  his 
Majefty's  dominions,  may  fend  on  board  one  fingle 
boat,  with  two  fitters,  bcfides  the  ordinary  crew  of 
rowers  j  and  no  more  but  the  two  fitters  to  enter  any 
of  the  Taid  merchant  (hips,  or  any  other  vefTels, 
without    the  exprefs   leave    of  the    commander    of 
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every  fuch  fhip  or  veflel ;  and  then,  upon  producing 
unto  them  a  pafs  under  the  hand  and  leal  of  the  lord 
high  admiral  of  England,  the  faid  boat  fhall  prefently 
depart,  and  the  merchant  (hip  or  ihips,  veflel  or  vef- 
fels,  fhall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their  voyage  :  and 
although  the  commander  or  commanders  of  the  faid 
merchant  fhip  or  fhips,  vefTel  or  vefTels,  produce  no 
pafs  from  the  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  yet,  if  the 
major  part  of  the  fhip's  or  vefrel's  company  be  fub- 
jefts  to  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  faid  boat 
Ihail  prefendy  depart,  and  the  merchant  fhip  or  fhips, 
vefTel  or  vefTels,  fhall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their 
voyage.  And  any  of  the  faid  fhips  of  war  or  other 
vefTels  of  his  faid  Majefly,  meeting  with  any  fhip  or 
Jhipsj  vefTel  or  vefTels,  belonging  to  Tripoly,  if 
the  commander  of  any  fuch  fhip  or  fhips,  vefTel  or 
vefTels,  fhall  produce  a  pafs  figned  by  the  chief  go- 
vernors of  Tripoly,  and  a  certificate  from  the  Englifh 
conful  living  there,  or  if  they  have  no  fuch  pafs  or  cer-.* 
tificate,  yet  if  the  major  part  of  their  (hip's  company  or 
companies  be  Turks,  Moors,  or  flaves  belonging  to 
Tripoly,  then  the  ftid  Tripoly  fhip  or  fhips,  veffcl 
or  veffels,  fhall  proceed  freely. 

V.  That  no  commander  or  other  perfon  of  any 
^ip  or  vefTel  of  Tripoly,  fhall  take  out  of  any  fhip  or 
veflel  of  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefts,  any  perfon  or 
perfons  whatfoever,  to  carry  them  any  where  to  be  ex- 
amined, or  upon  any  other  pretence  y  nor  fhall  ufe  any" 
torture  or  violence  unto  any  perfon,  of  what  nation  or 
quality  foever,  being  on  board  any  fhip  or  vefTel  of 
his  Majefly's  fubjeft?,  upon  any  pretence  whatfo* 
ever. 

VI.  That  no  fhipwreck  belonging  to  the  faid  King 
of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Majefly's  fubjecls, 
upon  any  part  of  the  coafls  belonging  to  Tripoly,  fhall 
be  made  or  become  prizes  and  that  neither  the 
goods  thereof  fliall  be  fcized,  nor  the  men  made 
yaves  J  but  that  all  the  fubjeAs  of  Tripoly  fhall  do 
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their  beft  endeavours  to  fave  the  faid  men  and  their 
goods* 

VII.  That  no  fhip  or  any  other  veflel  of  Tripoljr 
fliall  have  permiflion  to  be  delivered  up,  or  to  go  to 
any  other  place  in  enmity  with  the  iaid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  to  be  made  ufe  of  as  corfairs  at  fea  againff 
his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefts. 

VIII.  That  if  any  fhip  or  veflel  of  Tunis,  Algifer, 
Tetuan,  or  Sally,  or  ^ny.  other  place,  being  in  war 
with  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  bring  any  fhips 
or  veflels,  men  or  goods,  belonging  to  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty's  fubjefts,  to  Tripoly,  or  to  any  port  or  place 
in  that  kingdom,  the  governors  there  fliall  not  per- 
mit them  to  be  fold  within  the  territories  of  Tri- 
poly, like  as  it  is  agreed  at  Algiers. 

IX.  That  if  any  fubjedt  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  happens  to  die  in  Tripoly,  or  its  territo- 
ries, his  goods, or  money  fliall  not  be  feized  by  the* 
governors  or  any  minifters  of  Tripoly,  but  fliall  all 
remain  with  the  Englifli  conful.  . . 

X.  That  neither  the  Englifli  .conful,  nor  any 
other  fubjedt  of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  fliall 
be  bound  to  pay  the  debts  of  any  other  of  his  Majef- 
ty's  fubjefts,  unlefs  they  become  furety  for  the  fame 
by  a  public  aft. 

XI.  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefly  in  Trr- 
poly  or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controverfy,  fliall 
be  liable  to  no  other  jurifdiftion  but  that  of  the  Dey 
or  Divan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  difference  be- 
tween themfelves  -y  in  which  cafe  they  fliall  be  liable 
to  no  other  determination  but  that  of  the  conful 
only. 

XII.  That  in  cafe  any  fubjeft  of  his  Majefly,  being 
in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  happen  ro 
(irike,  kill,  or  wound  a  Turk  or  Moor,  if  he  be 
paken,  he  is  to  be  puniflied  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
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with  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ought  tn  be,  be- 
ing guilty  of  the  fanie  offence  j  but  if  he  efcape,  nei- 
ther the  faid  Englifti  conful,.  nor  any  other  of  his  laid 
Majefly's  futgefts,  fhali  be  in  any  fort  qu^ftioned 
or  troubled  upon  that  account,  and  no  trial  or  fen- 
tence  to  be  pafled  without  the  conful  being  pre* 
fenr. 

XIII.  That  the  Englifli  conful  now  or  at  any  time 
hereafter  living  at  Tripoly,  ftiall  be  there  at  all  times 
with  entire  freedom  and  fafcty  of  his  perlbn  and 
eft^te,  and  {hall  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  drug- 
german  and  broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  fhip 
in  the  road,  as  often  and  when  he  pleafes,  and  to  have 
the  liberty  of  the  country  ;  and  that  he  fhall  be  allow- 
ed a  place  to  pray  in;  and  that  no  man  itiall  do  him 
any  injuiy,  either  in  word  or  deed;  and  that  he  fhall  have 
liberty  at  all  times  of  hoifting  his  Msgefty's  flag  at  the 
top  of  his  houfe,  and  on  his  boat  wlienr  he  pafles  oli 
the  water. 

XIV.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of  this 
peace  and  friendfhip,  biit  likewife  if  any  breach  or  war 
happen  to  be  hereafter  betw  een  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  city  and  Idngdom  of  Tripoly,  the  faid 
conful,  and  all  other  his  Majefty's  iutgefts  inhabit- 
ing in  the  kingdom  of  Tiipoly,  fhall  always,  and  at  all 

.  times,  both  of  peace  and  war,  have  full  and  abfolurc 
liberty  to  depart,  and  go  to  their  own  country,  or 
any  other,  upon  any  fliip  or  vefltl  of  what  nation  foever 
tliey  fhall  think  fit,  and  to  carry  with  them  all  their 
cftates,  goods,  families,  and  fcrvants,  although  born  in 
the  country,  without  ai,y  interruption  or  hinderance. 

XV.  That  no  fulycft  of  his  faid  Majefty,  being 
a  paftcngcr  from  cr  tu  any  port,  fliall  be  any  way  mo- 
jciivdtor  mtddicd  wiih,  ci:iicr  in  perfon  or  propert)^, 
although  on  board  any  Ihip  or  vcfTcl  in  enmity  with 
Tripoly  j  and  the  icin^.c  is  to  be  regaiJed  in  favour 
of  the  fubjedi  of  Tripoly. 

XVL  That 
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XVI.  That  when  any  of  his  Majefty's  ihips  of  war 
fliall  amear  before  Tripoly,  upon  notice  thereof  given 
by  the  Englifh  conful,  or  by  the  commander  of  the  faid 
fliips,  to  the  chief  governors  of  Tripoly,  public  pro- 
clamation fhall  be  immediately  made  to  fecure  the 
Chriftian  captives ;  and  if  after  that  any  ChrifHans 
whatfoever  make  their  efcape  on  board  any  of  the  faid 
fliips  of  war,  they  fhall  not  be  required  back  again, 
nor  fhall  the  faid  conful  or  conimander,  or  any  other 
his  Majefly's  fubjefts,  be  obliged  to  pay  any  thing  for 
the  faid  Chriflians. 

XVII.  That  all  merchant  fhips  coming  to  the  city 
or  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  though  not  belonging  to  Great 
Britain,  fhall  have  free  liberty  to  put  themfelves  under 
the  protection  of  tlie  Britifh  conful,  in  felling  and  diC- 
pofmg  of  their  goods  and  merchandize,  if  they  fhall 
think  proper,  without  any  hinderance  or  nwleftation. 

XVIII.  That  at  all  times,  when  any  fhip  of  war  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  carrying  his  faid  Ma- 
jefly's  flag,  appears  before  the  faid  city  of  Tripoly, 
and  comes  to  an  anchor  in  the  road;  immediately  after 
notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Majefly's  conful  or 
officer  from  the  fliip  unto  the  Dey  and  government 
of  Tripoly,  they  fhall^  in  honour  to  his  Majefly, 
caufe  a  falute  of  twenty- feven  cannon  to  be  fired 
from  the  caflle  and  forts  of  the  city ;  and  that  the  faid 
fhip  fhall  return  an  anfwer  by  firing  the  fame  number 
of  cannon. 

XIX.  That  no  fubjeft  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain fhall  be  permitted  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor  in  the 
city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly  (being  induced  thereun- 
to by  any  furprife  whatfoever)  unlefs  he  voluntarily 
appear  before  the  Dey  or  governor,  with  the  Englifh 
conful's  druggerman,  three  times  in  three  days,  and 
each  day  declare  his  refolution  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor. 

XX.  Whereas  it  is  cuflomary  for  the  European 
confuls  to  pay  their  refpecls  to  the  Bafhaw  at  the 
feafts  of  Ramadam  and  Birham,  it  is  hereby  declared, 

that 
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that  his  Britannic  Majefty's  conful  Ihall  be  admitted 
firft  to  audience,  and  take  the  precedency  of  all  other 
confuls,  in  confideration  of  the  Englifli  being  the 
oldeft  friends  to  the  ftate  of  Tripoly. 

XXL  That  whereas  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  in  theMe- 
fliterranean  Sea,  and  the  city  of  Gibraltar,  in  Spain,  do 
now  belong  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain; 
it  is  therefore  hereby  agreed,  that  from  this  time  for- 
ward, for  ever,  the  faid  ifland  of  Minorca,  and 
city  of  Gibraltar,  Ihall  be  efteemed,  in  every  refpeft, 
by  the  Baftiaw  and  government  of  Tripoly,  to  be  part 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  own  dominions,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  fliall  be  looked  upon  as  his  Majef- 
ty *s  natural  fubjeAs,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  they 
had  been  born  in  any  part  of  Great  Britain  j  and  they, 
with  their  fhips  and  veflels  wearing  Britifh  colours, 
and  bring  flirnilhed  with  Mediterranean  pafles,  Ihall 
be  permitted  freely  to  trade  and  traffic  in  any  part  of 
the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  or  dominions  thereunto  be- 
longing, and  (hall  pais,  without  any  moleftadon  what- 
foever,  either  on  the  feas  or  elfewhere,  in  the  fame 
manner,  and  with  the  fame  freedom  and  privil^;cs,  as 
have  been  ftipulated,  in  this  and  all  former  treaties, 
in  behalf  of  the  Britifli  nation  and  fubjefts  ;  and  that 
none  of  the  fliips  or  veflTels  belonging  to  Tripoly 
Ihall  cruize  or  look  for  prizes,  before,  or  in  fight  of  the 
ports  of  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  the  city  of  Gibral- 
tar, to  difturb  or  moleft  the  trade  thereof  in  any  man- 
ner whatfoever. 

XXII.  That  if  any  of  the  fliips  of  war  of  the 
faid  King  of  Great  Britain  come  to  Tripoly,  or  to 
any  other  port  or  place  of  that  kingdom,  with  any 
prize,  they  may  freely  fell  it,  or  otherwife  diipofe  of  it 
^t  their  own  pleafure,  without  being  moleflied  by  any: 
and  that  his  Majefty's  faid  fliips  of  war  ftiall  not  be 
obliged  to  pay  cufl:oms  in  any  fort :  and  that  if  they 
fliall  want  provifions,  viftuals,  or  any  other  things, 
they  may  freely  buy  them  at  the  rates  in  the  market. 

XXni.  That  whcnfcever  it  flaall  happen  hereafter, 

th^c 
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that  any  thing  is  done  or  committed,  by  the  fhips  or  fub- 
jefts  of  either  fide,  contrary  to  any  of  thefe  articles,  fa- 
tisfadioa  being  demanded  therefore,  the  fame  fhali  be 
made  to  the  full,  and  without  any  manner  of  delay ;  and 
it  fliall  not  be  lawful  to  break  this  peace,  until  fuch  la- 
lisfaftion  be  denied;  and  whofoever  Ihall  be  the  caufe 
of  breaking  this  peace,  fliall  affuredly  be  puniftied  wish 
prefent  death. 

XXIV.  That  his  Britannic  Majefty's  flibjedls  (over 
and  above  the  ftipulations  contained  in  this  and  all  for- 
mer treaties)  fliall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  advanta- 
ges which  now  are,  or  which  hereafter  may  be,  granted 
to  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft:  favoured  nation. 

XXV.  That  in  cafe  any  of  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts 
fliall  import  into  the  faid  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  or  into 
any  of  the  ports  or  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  any 
warlike  fl:ores,  as  cannons,  muflcets,  piftols,  cannon 
powder,  or  fine  powder,  brimftone,  bullets,  iron,  planks, 
and  all  fort  of  timber  fit  for  building  of  fliips,  pitch,  tar, 
rofin,  ropes,  cables,  mafl:s,  blocks,  anchors,  fails,  and 
all  other  habiliments  of  war,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land;, 
as  alfo  provifions,  viz.  wheat,  barley,  beans,  oats,  or 
the  like ;  they  fliall  not  pay  any  fort  of  duty  or  cuf- 
tom  whatfocver. 

XXVI.  That  new  Mediterranean  paflfes  fliall  be 
iflfued  out  and  given  to  his  faid  Majefly's  trading  fub- 
jefts,  with  all  cohvenient  (peed ;  and  that  the  time  for 
the  continuance  of  the  old  paflfes,  for  the  fliips  in  the 
Indies  and  remote  parts,  fliall  be  three  years ;  and  for 
all  other  fliips  and  vcflTels,  one  year;  to  commence- 
fi-om  the  delivery  of  the  counter-tops  of  the  new 
pafles  at  Algiers ;  of  which  his  Majefty's  conful  here 
Ihall  give  the  earlieft  notice  to  the  Bafliaw  and  govern- 
ment i  and  it  is  hereby  exprefsly  agreed  and  declared, 
that  rfie  faid  new  pafles  fliallj^  during  the  above-men- 
tioned (paces  of  time  of  three  years  and  one  year,  be 
of  fiiU  and  fufBcient  force  and  cffeft  to  proteft  all  fhips 
and  vefleh  of  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjeds,  who  fliall  be 
provided  with  the  fame. 

XXVILThat 
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XXVlI.  That  no  merchant  Ihip  belort^nw  to  Gfeat 
Britain,  or  any  other  nation  under  the  protedHon  of  the 
Britifh  coniul,  being  in  the  port  of  Tripoiy,  fhail  be 
detained  from  proceeding  to  fea  on  her  voyage,  longer 
than  eight  days,  under  the  pretence  of  arming  out  the 
Ihipsotwarof  the  government,  or  any  other  whatfbever. 

XXVIIL  That  if  at  any  time  the  garrifons  of  Gi- 
braltar or  Port  Mahon  (hould  be  in  want  of  proviGons, 
and  (houki  fend  for  the  fame  to  Tripoly,  or  any  part  of 
the  dominions  thereof,  they  fhall,  if  it  is  to  be  had,  be 
fupplied  with  it  at  the  market  price. 

XXIX.  That  alt  packets  bearing  his  Britannic  Nfe- 
jefty's  commiflion,  which  Ihall  be  met  by  any  of  the 
cniizers  of  Tripoly,  fhall  be  treated  with  the  feme  rc- 
fpedb  as  his  Majefty's  Ihips  of  war ;  and  all  due  refpcft 
fhall  be  paid  to  his  Majefty's  commiflSon ;  and  both  at 
meeting  and  parting  they  fhall  be  treated  as  friends; 
and  if  any  of  the  Tripoly  cruizers  commit  the  Icafl: 
fault  or  violence  againft  them,  the  captains  or  raizes  fo 
ofiendiiig  fhall,  on  their  arrival  at  Tripoly,  and  proper 
complaint  being  made  of  them,  be  moft  fevercly  pu- 
niflied,  without  admitting  of  their  excufes. 

XXX.  That  all  and  every  the  articles  in  this  treaty 
fliall  be  inviolably  kept  and  obfcrved  betwen  his  moft 
Sacred  Majcfty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Illuftri- 
ous  the  Balhaw,  Lords,  and  Governors  of  the  city  and' 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  and  between  the  dominions  and 
fubjcAs  of  cither  fide  :  and  our  faith  fliall  be  our  faithj 
and  our  word  our  word.  Dated  in  the  prefence  of  Al- 
mighty God,  in  the  city  of  Tripoly,  this  nineteenth  day 
of  September,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fifty-one, 
according  to  the  Chriftian  computation,  and  of  the 
Turkiili  Hagcira  one  thoufand  one  hundred  and  fixty- 
four,  the  twenty-nmth  day  of  the  moon  Shawan.

Capitulations  and  Articles  of  Peace  between  the  Majefty 
of  the  King  0^  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland^ 
6?c.  and  the  Sultan  of  the  Ottoman  Empire^  as  they 
have  been  augmented  and  altered  in  the  Times  of  fe- 
vered Ambaffadors. 

ACCORDING  to  my  Imperial  command,  let  it  be 
obferved,  and  let  no  aft  be  permitted  contrary  herc-

THE  command  of  this  fublime  and  lofty  Imperial 
%iature,  prefcrved  and  exalted  by  Divine  Providence, 
^fe  triumph  and  giory  is  renowned  through  all  the 
^kl. 

By  the  favour  of  the  Nourilher  of  all  things,  and 
oiercy  and  grace  of  the  Merciful,  I  that  am  the  power- 
iid.Lord  of  Lords  of  the  world,  whofe  najne  is  formi- 
dable upon  earthj  giver  of  all  crowns  of  the  univerfe. 
Sultan  Mahomet  Han,  fon  of  Sulran  Ibrahim  Han, 
Sod  of  Sultan  Ahmet  Han,  fon  of  Sultan  Mahomet 
'Hin,  fon  of  Sultan  Murat  Han,  fon  of  Sultan  Selim 
I^j  fotn  of  Sultan  Soliman  Han,  fon  of  Sultan  Selim. 

To 
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To  the  glorious  amongft  the  great  Princes  of  Jefiis, 
reverenced  by  the  high  Potentates  of  the  people  of  the 
Meffiah,  fole  direftor  of  the  important  affairs  of  the 
Nazarene  nation,  Lord  of  the  limits  of  decenq^,  and 
honour  of  greatnefs  and  fame,  Charles  the  Second, 
King  of  England  and  Scotland,  that  is,  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  whofe  end  and  cnterprifcs 
may  the  Omnipotent  God  conclude  with  blils  and  fa- 
vour, with  the  illumination  of  his  holy  will. 

In  times  pad,  the  Queen  of  the  aforgfaid  kingdoms 
lent  divers  of  her  efteemed  gentlemen,  and  perfbns  of 
qtiality,  with  letters  and  fhips  to  this  Imperial  High 
Fort  (the  refuge  of  the  Princes  of  the  world,  and  the 
retreat  of  the  Kings  of  the  whole  univerfe)  in  the 
happy  times  of  famous  memory  of  my  anceftors  now 
placed  in  paradife,  whofe  fouls  be  replenifhed  with  Di- 
vine mercy ;  which  gentlemen  and  prefents  were  grate- 
fully accepted,  making  declaration,  and  offering,  in  the 
name  of  the  faid  Queen,  an  entire  good  peace  and 
pure  friendfliip,  and  demanding  that  their  (ubjeAs 
might  have  leave  to  come  from  England  into  our 
ports.  Our  faid  anceftors  of  happy  memory  did  then 
grant  their  Imperial  licence,  and  gave  into  the  hands 
.  of  the  Englifh  nation  divers  efpecial  and  Imperial 
commands,  to  the  end  that  they  might  fafely  and  fe- 
curely  come  and  go  into  thefe  dominions,  and  in 
coming  or  returning,  either  by  land  or  fea,  in  their  way 
and  paflage  that  they  fhould  of  no  man  be  moleftcd 
or  hindered.  After  which  time,  in  the  davs  of  our 
grandfather  Sultan  Mahomet  Han,  of  famous  memoiy 
(unto  whofe  foul  be  granted  Divine  abfolurion)  it  be- 
ing anew  dcfircd,  that  the  fubjefts,  mercliants,  and 
their  interpreters,  might  freely  and  fccurely  come,  mer- 
chandize, and  negotiate  through  all  the  parts  of  this 
Imperial  dominion,  and  that  luch  capitulations,  and 
other  privileges,  and  Imperial  commands,  as  had  been 
granted  unto  the  nation  of  the  Kings  and  Princes  in 
peace  and  amity  with  this  High  Port,  as  France,  Venice^ 
Poland,  and  others,  might  alfo  be  granted  to  the  fub- 

jefti 
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jedts  of  the  faid  Qucen>  and  all  others  coming  Under 
the  Englifh  banner  j  in  confirmation  of  which  requeft^ 
were  given  and  confirmed  by  our  anceftors  of  famous 
memory,  the  Imperial  cajiitulations  and  privileges  fol- 
lowing) that  is  to  fay :— It  is  commanded,  &c* 

I.  That  the  faid  nation,  and  the  Englifh  nrier* 
chants,  and  any  other  nation  or  merchants  Which  are 
or  fliall  come  under  the  Englilh  banner  and  protedbioh, 
with  their  (hips,  fmall  and  great,  merchandize,  fiiculties, 
and  all  other  their  goods,  may  always  pais  fafe  in  our 
leas,  and  freely  and  in  all  lecurity  may  come  and  go 
into  any  part  of  the  Imperial  limits  of  our  dominions, 
in  fuch  fort  that  neither  any  of  the  nation,  their  goods, 
and  faculties,  (hall  receive  any  hinderance  or  moleftarion 
£om  any  perfon  whatfocven 

II.  .The  faid  nation  (hall  and  rnay  in  like  manner 
fi-eely  and  fecurely  come  and  go  by  land  through  all 
the  Imperial  limits  of  our  dominions,  fo  that  neither 
to  their  perfons,  beafb,  goods,  or  faculties,  (hall  any 
trouble  or  impediment  be  givenj  nor  any  injury  be 
done  unto  them,  but  they  (hall  always,  at  their  own  plea- 
furcs,  fafely  and  fecurely  traffic  in  all  parts  of  our  do- 
minions. 

III.  And  if  it  happen  that  any  perfons  of  the  faid  na- 
tion coming  into  our  dominions  by  land,  or  pa(fing  into 
any  other  country,  (hall  be  ftayed  or  arretted  by  any 
of  our  minifters,  fuch  perfons  (hall  be  fet  free  and  at 
liberty,  and  afterwards  (hall  receive  no  hinderance  in 
their  journey* 

IV.  All  Englifh  (hips  or  Ve(rels,  fmall  orgr^at,  (hall 
and  may  at  any  time  fafely  and  fecurely  Come  and 
harbour  in  any  of  the  fcales  and  ports  of  our  domi- 
nions, and  likewife  may  from  thence  depart  at  their 
pleafure,  without  detention  or  hmderance  of  any 
man. 

V.  And  if  it  (hall  happen  that  any  Engli(h  vcfTel, 
great  or  fmall^  fall  into  any  misfortune,  danger  of  fea.

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or  any  other  neceflity^  all  the  veflfels^  at  well  Imperial 
as  belonging  to  private  men>  that  fl)all  be  noar  or  pre- 
fent>  as  alfo  all  others  that  inhabit  the  Teas,  (hall  give 
them  help  and  fuccoqr ;  and  being  conie  into  our  ports 
or  fcales,  they  fhall  freely  flay  in  them  as  long  as  they 
pleafe,  and  for  their  money  provide  for  them  of  all  ric- 
ceflaries  and  provifion,  and  may  take  water  without  the 
let  or  hinderancc  of  any  man. 

VL  And  if  it  (hall  happen  that  any  of  their  fhips 
fliall  have  fufiercd  fhipwreck,  or  being  broken,  or  in 
diftrefs,  fhall  be  cafl:  upon  any  coafl:  of  our  dominions^ 
in  fuch  cafe  all  beglerbegs,  caddees,  governors,  mi- 
oifters,  and  other  our  flavcs,  fhall  give  them  all  aflift- 
ance,  fuccour,  and  help;  and  whatfocver  goods  am} 
faculties  fhall  be  faved  or  recovered  in  the  faid  fhips> 
Ihall  be  reftored  to  the  Englifh ;  and  if  they  (hall  be 
informed  that  any  part  of  their  goods  and  faculties 
ihall  be  flole  or  taken  away>  our  faid  miniflers,  with 
all  diligence,  fhall  make  fufiicient  fearch  and  examina- 
tion to  find  out  and  recover  die  goods,  and  reftpre  them 
to  the  Englifhr 

VII.  The  Englifh  merchants,  interpreters,  brokers, 
and  all  other  fubjcfts  of  that  nation,  whether  by  fea  or 
land,  may  freely  and  fafcly  come  and  go  in  all  die  ports 
of  our  dominions,  or  returning  into  their  own  country; 
all  our  beglerbegs,  miniflers,  governors,  and  other 
officers,  captains  by  fea  of  fhips,  and  others  whonnlb* 
ever,  our  flaves  and  fubjefts,  we  command  that  none 
of  them  do  or  fliall  lay  hands  upon  their  pcrfbns  or 
faculties,  or  upon  any  pretence  fliall  do  them  any  hin- 
derance  or  injury. 

VIII.  If  any  Englifhman,  either  for  his  own  debt, 
or  for  furetifliip,  Ihall  abfent  himfclf,  or  make  efcape 
av/ay,  or  fhall  be  bankrupt,  the  creditor  fhall  only 
pretend  his  debt  upon  his  own  debtor,  and  not  of  any 
other  Englifli ;  and  if  the  creditor  have  not  authcnric 
hoget  or  bill  of  furetifhip  made  by  an  Englifhman, 

he 
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he  ftialJ  not  pretend  his  debt  of  any  odier  Englifli- 
man. 

IX.  In  all  eaufesy  budneflesj  and  occafions  which 
(hall  occur  between  the  ftid  nation,  their  merchants, 
interpreters,  and  l)rokers,  or  fervants,  and  any  other 
wharibeveri  that  is  to  fay,  in  felling  or  buying,  in  paying 
or  receiving,  in  giving  or  taking  fecurity,  or  pledge, 
debt,  or  credit,  and  all  other  fiich  things  which  apper- 
tain to  the  minifters  of  the  law  and  juftice,  they  may 
always  (if  they  pleafe)  in  fuch  occafions  go  to  the 
caddee,  who  is  the  judge  of  the  law,  and  there  make 
a  hoget,  or  public  authentic  aft  with  witneis,  and  re- 
ader the  fame,  and  take  a  copy  of  the  fame  to  keep 
by  them,  to  the  end  that  if  in  die  future  any  difference- 
or  pretence  Ihall  arife  between  the  faid  parties,  they 
may  bodi  have  a  recouHe  to  the  faid  hoget  and  aft* 
And  when  the  pretence  fhall  be  conformable  to  the' 
tenor  of  the  hoget  regiftered,  then  it  fhall  be  accord- 
ingly thereunto  obferved :  and  if  the  plaintiff^  hath 
not  in  his  hands  any  fuch  authentic  hoget,  but  only 
.  bringeth  partial  wimefs,  which  makes  cavils  or  pre- 
tences, our  minifters  (hall  not  give  ear  to  them,  but. 
.obferve  the  written  authentic  hoget. 

X.  And  if  any  one  within  our  dominions  ihall  ac-« 
cufe  any  Engliftiman  to  have  done  him  wrong,  and 
Ihall  therefore  raife  any  pretence  upon  him  by  violent 
or  partial  witnels,  our  minifters  ftiall  not  give  ear  unto 
them,  nor  accept  them,  but  the  caufe  fhall  be  advifed 
to  the  ambafTador  or  conful  refident  of  the  Englifh 
nation,  to  the  end  that  the  bufinefs  may  be  decided' 
with  his  knowledge,  and^in  his  prefehce,  that  the  Eng- 
lilh  may  always  have  recourfe  to  their  defence  a^. 
proteftion. 

XI.  If  any  Englifhman,  having  committed  an- 
offence,  fhall  make  his  efcape,  or  abfent  himfelf,  na 
other  Englifhman,  not  bebg  pledge,  fhall  be  taken  or 
xnoleftcd  for  him*

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-  XII,  All  Englifhmen,  or  fubjc6ls  of  England,  whicb 
fliall  be  fcund  (laves  in  our  ftate,  or  Ihall  be  demanded 
by  the  ambaflador.or  ccnfiil,  the  caufe  (hall  be  duly 
cxanained,  and  luch  perfons  as  are  found  truly  to  be 
fubjefts  of  England  fliall  be  fet  free,  and  delivered  to 
the  ambaffador  or  confuL 

XIII.  All  Engliflimen,  and  all  other  fubjefts  of  the 

Grown  of  England,  which  fliall  dwell  or  refide  in  our 

dominions,  whether  they  be  married  or  fingle,  may 

buy,  fell,' and  traffic;  and  of  them  fliall  no  harach  or 

head-money  be  demanded. 
♦ 

XIV.  The  Englifli  ambaflador,  refident  in  Aleppo, 

Alexandria,  Tripoiy  of  Suria,  or  Tunis,  Algier,  Tri- 
poly  of  Barbary,  in  Smyrna,  the  ports  of  Cairo,  or 
any  other  parts  of  our  dominions,  may  at  their  pleaiure 
eftablifli  their  confuls,  and  in  like  manner  remove 
them,  or  change,  and  appoint  others  in  their  places,  and 
hone  of  our  monifters  {hall  oppofe,  or  refufe  to  accept 
them. 

XV.  In  all  caufes  concerning  law  and  juftice,  be- 
tween the  Englifli  nation  and  any  other,  in  the  abfence 
of  their  interpreters,  the  judges,  nor  any  other  of  our 
minifl:er§,  fliall  not  proceed  to  give  fentence. 

.  XVI.  If  there  happen  any  controverfy  amongft 
themfelves,  the  decifion  thereof  fliall  be  wholly  left  to 
their  ewn  ambaflador  or  conful,  according  to  their  own 
right  and  laws,  and  with  no  luch  caufes  our  minifters 
fliall  intermeddle. 

XVII.  Our  armada  of  gallie^  fliips,  or  any  other 
veflels  of  our  empire,  which  at  fea  fliall  meet  or  find 
any  Englifli  fliips,  fliall  not  do  them,  nor  fufier  to  be 
done  to  them,  the  leaft  injury  or  trouble  -,  nor  fliall 
they  ftay  them,  demand,  pretend,  or  take  any  thing 
from  them,  but  fliall  falute  and  fliew  good  and  mu- 
tual friendfliip  the  one  to  the  other,  without  offence. 

XVIII.  AU 
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XVIJL  All  thofe  particular  privileges  and  capitu-» 
lations,  which  in  former  times  have ,  been  granted  tp 
the  French,  Venetians,  or  any  other  Chriftian  nation^ 
whofe  King  is  in  peac^  and  friendlhip  with  tliis  port„ 
in  like  manner  the  fame  were  granted  and  given  to 
the  faid  Englifh  nation  j  to  the  end,  that  in  time  to 
come,  the  tenor  of  this  our  Imperial  capitulations  may. 
be  always  obferved  by  all  men  j  and  that  none  may,  in 
any  manner,  upon  any  pretence,  prefume  to  contradidt 
or  violate  it, 

XIX.  If  the  pirates,  or  Levents,  who  infeft  the  Icasr 
with  their  frigates,  fhall  be  found  to  have  taken  any. 
Englifh  veffcl,  or  to  have  robbed  or  fpoiled  their 
goods  and  faculties  j  alfo,  if  it  Ihall  be  found,  that  in* 
any  of  our  dominions,  an^  fhall  have  violently  taken 
goods  of  any  Englifhman,  our  miniflers  fhall  with  all 
diligence  feek  out  fuch  offenders,  and  feverely  punifh' 
them,  and  caufe  that  all  fuch  goods,  fhips,  monies, 
and  whatfoever  hath  been  taken  away  from  the  Englifh 
nation,  fhall  be  prefently,  juflly,  and  abfolutely  reflored 
to  them. 

XX.  All  our  beglerbegs,  begs,  captains,  maflers  of 
Imperial  fhips,  and  other  private  judges,  governors,; 
cuflomers,  farmers,  and  all  our  miniflers,  fubjcfts,  and 
flaves,  fhall  always  obey  and  keep  the  tenor  of  thefo 
our  fworn  capitulations,  and  fliall  with  all  obfervance 
refpeft  the  friendfhip  and  good  correfpondence  cfla- 
blifhed  on  both  parties,  every  one  in  particular  taking 
efpecial  care  not  to  commit  any  aft  contrary  thereunto. 
And  as  long  as  the  faid  Queen  of  Englandj^  accordinj 
to  this  prefent*  agreement  of  fincere  friendfhip  ^c 
good  correfpondence,  fhall  fhew  herfelf,  and  remain 
with  us  in  peace,  friendfhip,  and  league,  firm,  conflant, 
and  fincere,  we  do  promifc  alfo  on  our  parts  reci- 
procally, that  tliis  peace,  friendfhip,  articles,  capitula- 
tions, and  correfpondence, '  in  the  fore-writttn  fbrm^ 
(hall  be  for  ever  of  us  maintained,  obferved,  jand  re- 
focftcdi  and  of  no  man  any  part  thereof  fhall  be  con-

tradifted  or  infringed,  All  which  above-mentioned 
articles  of  peace  and  friendfhip  were  concluded,  figned, 
and  an  Imperial  capitulation  granted  and  confirmd>  by 
our  anceftors  of  happy  menaory. 

Since  which  time  his  Majefty  of  England,  James, 
deceafed  in  the  time  of  our  grandfather  of  h^ppf  me- 
mory. Sultan  Achmet  Han,  having  fent  unto  our  Im- 
perial throne  his  ambafladors,  letters,  and  prdents, 
which  were  moft  acceptable,  and  defired  that  the  al- 
ready contrafted  peace  and  friendfhip,  and  good  oor- 
f  efpondence  made  with  our  grandfathers,  and  die  ca- 
pitulations, articles,  and  privileges  above  -  written, 
jQiould  be  again  radfied,  and  the  faid  peace  and  fiiend- 
fliip  renewed  -,  farther  requefting,  diat  certain  articles 
very  neceflary  fhould  to  the  fame  capitulations  be 
added ;  the  defire  of  his  M^efty  being  declared  in 
the  Imperial  prefence  of  our  faid  grandfiither'  Sultan 
Achmet  Han,  was^  prefently  granted :  and  he  gave  cx- 
preis  command  and  order,  that  the  faid  peace  and 
friendfhip  ihould  be  renewed  and  fortified,  and  the  ant- 
cient  capitulations  and  privileges  confirmed  5  and  that 
the  new  defired  articles  fhould  be  inferted,  and  added 
to  the  Imperial  capitulations:  granting  ferthcr-  to  the 
Englifh  nation,  all  thofc  articles  and  ferther  privileges 
which  were  given,  and  written  in  any  capitulations 
with  other  nations,  Potentates,  or  Kings,  in  peace  and 
amity  with  this  Imperial  Port:  and  by  this  Imperial 
command  he  gave  otder  that  thefe  his  Imperial  com- 
mands fhould  be  obeyed  of  all  m,en,  and  the  tenor  of 
diem  duly  obferved.  The  articles  which  then  were 
granted,  and  added  to  the  capitulations,  were  thefe  fol- 
lowing. 

XXL  That  our  minifters  fhall  not  demand  or  take, 
of  the  faid  Englifh  nation  any  cuflom,  or  other  duties, 
of  all  the  dollars  and  chequeens  they,  or  any  under 
their  banner,  fhall  bring  in,  or  tranfport  from  place  to 
place,  or  carry  out  of  our  dominions;  and  that  neither 
beglerbegs,  begs,  caddees,  treafurers,  miht-maflers,  or 
other,  flull  taKe  and  demand  either  dollars  or  dicr 

queens 
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<]ueen$  from  the  faid  nation,  to  change  them  into  fmall 
afpers,  nor  fhall  give  or  do  them  any  violence  or 
trouble  thereupon. 

.  XXII.  The  Englifli  nation,  and  all  thofe  that  come 
tinder  their  banner,  their  veflels,  fmall  and  great,  (haU 
and  may  navigate,  traffic,  buv,  fell,  and  abide  in  all 
parts  of  our  dominions ;  ana,  excepting  arms,  gun- 
powder, and  other  fuch  prohibited  commodities,  they 
may  load  and  carry  away  in  their  fliips  whatfoever  of 
our  merchandizes,  at  their  own  pleafure,  without  the 
impeachment  or  trouble  of  any  man  -,  and  their  fliips 
and  veflels  may  come  fafcly  and  fecurely  to  anchor  at 
all  times,  and  traffic  at  all  times  in  every  part  of  our 
dominions,  and  with  their  money  buy  viftuals,  and  all 
other  things,  without  any  -contradidlion  or  hindcrance 
of  any  man. 

XXIII.  And  if  any  difference  fhall  happen  with 
any  of  the  faid  Englilh  nation,  by  fuit  in  law,  or  any 
•other  controverfy,  the  caddees,  or  any  other  minifters 
of  our  juftice,  fhall  not  hear  nor  decide  the  caufe, 
until  the  ambalTador,  conful,  or  druggerman  of  the  faid 
nation  fhall  be  prefent. 

XXIV.  All  differences  or  fuits  of  law  depending 
with  the  faid  nation,  which  fhall  exceed  the  value  of 
4000  alpers,  fliall  always  be  heard  and  decided  at  our 
Imperii  Port. 

XXV.  The  Englifh  nation's  conful  or  refident,  in 
any  port  of  our  dominions,  being  eftablifhed  by  the 
ambaffador  refident  for  the  Englifh  natioi),  our  mi- 
nifters fhall  have  no  power  to  imprifon,  or  examine, 
or  feal  u])  their  houfes,  nor  to  difmifs  or  dilplace  them 
from  their  charge  and  office ;  but  in  cafe  of  any  dif- 
ference or  fuit  with  the  conful,  there  fhall  be  made  a 
certificate  to  die  Imperial  Port>  to  the  end  that  the 
ambaifedor  may  procedt  and  anfwer  for  diem. 

XXVI.  When  any  Engliftiman,  or  other  under 
^eir  banner,  fhall  die  in  our  dominions,  widi  their 

F  f  4  good* 
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goods  or  faculties,  or  any  thing  that  belonged  unto 
tjiernj  our  efcheators,  caddees,  or  other  miniftera,  upon 
pretence  they  are  goods  of  the  dead,  without  any 
owner,  fliall  not. meddle,  take,  or  feize  any  part  tliere- 
of,  but  they  fhall  always  be  configned  and  remain  to 
fuch  other  Englifh  as  the  deceafed  Ihall  by  his  tcf- 
tament  affign ;  and  if  he  died  inteftate,  then  the  Eng- 
lilh  conful  Ihall  take  and  receive  his  faculties  and 
goods  J  and  if  there  be  no  conful,  the  Englifh  refident 
there  (hall  take  the  poffeflion ;  and  in  cafe  there  be  nei- 
ther conlul,  nor  Englifh  refident,  the  faid  goods  and  faculr- 
ties  whatfoever,  fhall  be  received  into  the  cuflody  of  the 
caddee  of  that  place  ;  and  having  advifed  the  EngUfh 
ambaflador  thereof^  the  faid  caddee  fhall  refign  all  the 
faid  goods  unto  fuch  perfons  as  the  ambaffador  fhall 
fend  with  commiflion  to  receive  them. 

XXVII.  All  thefe  privileges,  and  other  liberties 
granted  to  the  Englifh  nation,  and  thofe  who  com^ 
under  their  proteftion,  by  divers  Imperial  commands^ 
whether  before  or  after  the  date  of  thefe  Imperial  capi- 
tulations, fhall  be  always  obeyed  and  obferved,  and  fhaU 
always  be  underflood  and  interpreted  in  favour  of  the 
Englifh  nation,  according  to  the  tenor  and  true  contents 
thereof, 

XXVJII.  Neither  the  officer  called  the  Caflam,  or 
gatherer  of  the  caddees  duties,  in  cafe  of  death,  nor  the 
caddee,  fhall  pretend  or  take  of  the  faid  Englifh  nation 
any  kind  of  tenths,  or  cafmets,  or  fee  of  divifion. 

XXIX.  The  ambaffador  of  the  King  of  England, 
or  conful,  refiding  in  our  dominion,  fhall  and  may  take 
into  tlieir  fervice  any  janizary,  or  interpreter,  at  their 
own  charge  and  choice  -,  and  no  janizary,  nor  other 
our  flaves,  Ihall  put  themfelves,  or  intermeddle  with 
tl^cir  fervice  againil  their  liking  or  confent. 

XXX,  The  ambaffador  of  his  Majefly  of  England, 
and  conful,  and  the  Englilh  nation  refiding  in  our  em- 
pire, for  the  ufc  of  their  own  perfons  and  families, 

itiakinig 
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making,  muft  or  wine  in  their  own  houfes,  none  of  our 
.minifters^  caddees^  or  janizaries^  Ihall  moled  or  hinder 
them,  or  demand  any  duties  or  money,  or  do  them  any 
violence  or  impediment. 

XXXI.  In  the  port  of  Conftantinople,  Aleppo, 
Alexandria,  Scio,  Smyrna,  and  in  other  parts  of  our 
dominions,  the  Englifh  merchants  having  paid  the 
cuftom  of  their  merchandize,  according  to  the  tenor  of 
the  Imperial  capitulations,  no  man  ihall  moled  or 
trouble,  or  take  from  them  any  thing  morej  and 
whatfoever  merchandize  fhall'  be  loaden  upon  their 
fhips,  and  brought  in  our  dominions,  and  landed  at 
^ny  fcale,  they  being  defirous  to  lade  it  again,  and  to 
transport  it  to  any  other  fcale  or  port,  the  fame  goods 
arriving  in  the  fecond  place  and  fcale,  and  being  there 
vnladen,  neither  the  cudomer  nor  farmers,  nor  any 
other  our  officers,  (hall  pretend  or  take  again  any 
cudoms,  or  gabels  of  the  faid  merchandize ;  that  the 
laid  nation  may  always  freely  and  fecurely  trade,  and 
follow  their  bufinefi. 

XXXII.  Neither  of  the-Englilh  nation,  nor  of  any 
trading  under  their  banner,  there  fhall  not  be  demand- 
ed nor  gathered  one  afper,  nor:any  money  in  the  name 
of  Impofition  haifapie,  or  compofitions  for  fleih  for  the 
janizaries* 

XXXIII.  There  having  been  in  times  pad  a  dif- 
ference between  the  ambafTador  of  the  Queen  of  Engr- 
land  and  the  French  ambaflador,  both  refident  in  our 
port,  about  the  merchants  of  the  Dutch  nation ;  both 
which  ambafladors  fent  their  petitions  to  our  Imperial 
dirrup,  and  made  requed,  that  the  faid  Dutch  nrier- 
chants,  coming  into  our  dominions,  Ihould  pais  under 
their  banner ;  which  requed  of  both  ambafladors  was 
granted  under  our  Iniperial  fealj  notwithdanding 
Sinan  Baila,  the  fon  of  Cigala,  captain  of  the  fea,  now 
deceafed,  as  admiral,  and  pra6tifed  in  maritime  cafes, 
having  advifed  the  Imperial  Majeily,  that  it  was  fit 
^d  convenient  that  the  Dutch  nation  ihould  be  aifign- 

ed 
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cd  to  die  protedion  of  the  ambtiOador  of  Englaod, 
and  diit  it  ihould  be  fo  written  in  their  capitukocMns  i 
which  opinion  being  bjr  all  die  vi2iers  approved,  by 
exprefs  order,  and  Imperial  .authority,  it  was  ccmv- 
manded,  that  the  Dutch  merchants  of  die  provinces 
of  Holland,  Zealand,  Friezland,  and  Guelderland  (that 
is,  the  merchants  of  thofe  four  provifices  trading  in  our 
dominions)  Ihall  always  come  under  the  banner  of  the 
Queen  of  England,  as  all  other  Eii^ifii  do  ;  and  that 
of  all  die  goods  and  merchandize  which  diey  Ihall  or  da 
import  or  export  to  and  from  our  doqunions^  in  their 
vefiels,  they  mall  pay  the  dudes  of  comukge,  and  all 
other  duties,  to  the  ambafTador  or  conful  of  the  'Queen 
of  England  5  and  that  never  hereafter  the  French  am- 
bafTador or  conful  fhall  infinuate  nor  intermeddle  here- 
in: and  accordingly  it  was  commanded,  that  for  die 
time  to  come  it  (hould  be  ruled  and  obferved  accord- 
ing to  this  prefent  capituladon. 

After  which,  there  being  arrived  another  ambaflkdor 
at  this  High  Port,  fent  from  the  King  of  England,  widi 
letters  and  prefents,  which  were  moft  acceptable,  dfc 
"fiud  ambaflador  did  make  requefl,  that  certain  odier 
nece&ry  ar deles  fhould  be  added,  and  nmtten  in  tht 
Imperial  capitulations;  of  which  diefirft  was: — ^As  in 
times  pail,  in  the  days  of  one  of  our  fore&thers  of 
famous  memory.  Sultan  Soliman  Han,  there  was 
granted  a  certain  capitulation  and  privilege,  that  the 
merchants  of  the  Spanifh  nation,  Portu^,  Ancona, 
SeviUa,  Florence,  Catalonia,  and  all  forts  of  Dutch- 
men, and  other  merchant-fbangers,  might  fafely  and 
fecurely  go  and  come  dirough  all  the  places  oJf  our 
dominions,  and  trade  and  traffic ;  granting  unto  theip 
moreover,  that  in  any  part  of  our  empire  they  might 
eftabliih  their  confub :  but  it  being  tiiat  every  nation 
apart  was  not  able  to  defray  the  charges  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  conful,  it  was  then  left  to  their  will  and 
choice  to  come  under  the  banner  of  fuch  ambaflador 
or  conful  as  fhould  beft  like  them,  provide  that  it 
were  an  ambalfador  gr  conful  of  a  King  in  peace  and 

amity 
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amity  with  our  High  Port; — upon  which  grant,  and 
pther  privileges  given  them,  there  were  often  granted 
divers  Imperial  commands  and  conftitutions,  being  fo 
defircd  by  merchant-ftrangers,  who  of  their  own  will 
elefted  to  trade  under  the  banner  and  proteftion  of 
the  ambaflador  and  conful  of  the  King  of  England. 
And  whilft,  in  all  fcales  and  ports  in  thefe  parts,  they 
had  refuge  to  the  banner^  and  proteftion  of  the  Englifh 
confuls,  it  fcemeth  that  the  French  ambaflador,  by 
|bme  means  having  anew  gotten  into  their  capitula- 
pons,  that  the  faid  merchant-ftrangers  Ihould  come 
under  their  banner,  did  endeavour  to  force  them  in  all 
jcales  to  their  protcftion  ;  for  wluch  caufe  the  contro- 
verfy  wa3  again  renewed,  and  referred  to  oui^  Divan,  or 
great  council ;  which,  after  a  due  examination,  and  a 
new  election,  permitted  to  the  will  and  choice  of  the 
faid  merchants,  they  again  did  defire  to  be  under  the 
prote£lion  of  die  ambaflador  of  the  King  of  England, 
notwithft:anding  it  being  made  known  to  the  Imperial 
Port,  that  4s  yet  the  French  ambaflador  did  not  defire 
to  moleft  the  faid  merchants,  nor  to  force  them  under 
•his  prot^ftion,  the  firft  article  written  in  the  French 
capitulations,  that  the  merchant-ftrangers  Ihould  come 
under  their  protedion,  was  by  the  Imperial  command 
made  void  and  annulled :  And  to  the  end  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  cuftom  of  the  faid  merchant- 
ftrangers,  they  ftiould  always  come  under  the  banner 
and  protedtion  of  the  ambaflador  or  confuls  of  Eng- 
land, and  that  never  hereafter  they  fliould  be  vexed 
or  troubled  by  the  French  ambaflador  in  this  point,  tlie 
faid  ambafladors  of  his  Majefty  of  England  having 
defired  that  this  particular  fliould  be  written,  and  en« 
rolkd  in  this  new  Imperial  capitulation,  this  prefent 
article  was  accordingly  inferted ;  and  by  the  Imperial 
authority  it  is  commanded,  that  for  ever,  in  time  to 
come,  merchants  of  the  (aid  Princes,  in  the  mentioned 
form,  and  according  to  ;his  Imperial  command  in 
their  hand,  ihall  always  be  under  the  banner  and 

protcftion 
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proteftion  of  the  ambaflkdor  and   confuls  of  £ng« 
land. 

XXXIV.  There  Ihall  never  be  permitted  or  granted 
any  Imperial  commands  contrary  to  the  tenor  and  ar- 
ticles of  this  Imperial  command  or  capitulation,  nor 
in  prejudice  of  this  our  peace  and  amity ;  but  in  fuch 
occafion  the  caufe  (hall  firft  be  certified  to  the  ambaf- 
lkdor of  England  refiding  at  the  Porte,  to  the  end 
that  he  may  anlwer,  and  objeft  any  fcandalous  a£\ion, 
or  other  pretence,  which  might  infringe  the  peace  and 
league. 

XXXV.  The  Englifh  merchants,  of  all  the  mer- 
chandize which  they  fhall  bring  or  tranlport  in  their 
ihips,  having  paid  the  cuftom,  they  fhall  alfo  pay  the. 
right  of  confulage  to  die  Englifh  ambaffador  or  con* 
ful. 

XXXVI.  The  Englifh  merchants,  and  all  under 
their  banner,  fhall  and  may  fafely,  throughout  our  do* 
minion,  trade,  buy,  fell  (except  only  commodities  pro- 
hibited) all  forts  of  merchandize ;  likewifc,  either  by 
land  or  fea,  they  may  go  and  traffic,  or  by  the  way  of 
the  river  Tanais  in  Mofcovia,  or  by  Ruffia,  and  firom 
thence  may  bring  their  merchandize  into  our  empire  j 
alfo  to  and  from  Perfia  they  may  go  and  trade,  and 
through  all  that  part  newly  by  us  conquered,  and 
through  thofe  confines,  without  the  impediment  or 
moleflation  of  any  of  our  miniftcrs  j  and  they  fhall  pay 
the  ciiftoin,  and  other  duties  of  that  country,  and  no- 
thing more. 

XXXVII.  The  Englifh  merchants,  and  all  under 
their  banner,  fhall  and  may  fafely  and  freely  trade  and 
negotiatr  in  Aleppo,  Cairo,  Scio,  Smyrna,  and  in  all 
parts  of  our  dnrninions  ;  and,  according  to  our  ancient 
cuftoms,  of  ail  d\cir  merchaixJize  they  fhall  pay  three 
in  the  hundred  for  cullom,  and  nothing  more. 

XXXVIII.  The 
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XXXVIII.  The  Englifh  (hips  which'  Ihall  come  to 
this  our  city  of  Conftantinople,  if  by  fortune  of  feas,  or 
ill  weather,  they  Ihall  be  forced  to  CofFa,  or  to  fuch  like 
port,  as  long  as  the  Englifh  will  not  unlade,  and  fell 
their  own  merchandize  and  goods,  no  man  fliall  en- 
force them,  nor  give  them  any  trouble  or  annoyance ; 
but  in  all  places  of  danger,  the  caddees,  or  other  of 
our  minifters,  fhall  always  protedt  and  defend  the  faid 
Englifh  fhips,  men,  and  goods,  that  no  damage  may 
come  unto  them  5  and  with  their  money  may  buy  vic- 
tuals and  other  neceffaries ;  and  defiring  alfb  with  their 
money  to  hire  carts  or  vefTels,  which  before  were  not 
hired  by  any  other,  to  tranfport  their  goods  from  place 
CD  place,  no  man  ihall  do  them  any  hinderance  or 
trouble  whatfoeven 

•  XXXIX.  The  Englilh  nation,  of  all  the  merchan- 
dize which  in  their  fhips  fhall  be  brought  to  Conflah- 
tinople,  or  to  any  other  part  of  our  dominions^  >vhich 
they  fhall  not  defire  of  their  own  accord  to  land  or  fell, 
of  fuch  goods  there  fhall  not  be  demanded  or  taken 
any  cuflom  at  anival  at  any  port ;  and  having  landed, 
their  merchandize,  and  paid  their  cufloms  and  other 
duties,  they  may  quietly  and  fafely  depart,  without  the 
moleftation  of  any  man. 

XL.  In  regard  Englifh  fhips  coming  into  our  do- 
minions do  ufe  oftentimes  to  touch  in  fome  part  of 
Africa,  and  there  take  in  pilgrims  and  Mahonrtetan 
pafiengers  to  tranfpojt  them  to  Alexandria  i  and  ar- 
riving at  that  port,  it  feemeth  that  the  cuflomers  and 
other  officers  do  pretend  to  take  cuflom  of  all  goods 
which  are  found  in  their  fhips,  before  the  merchants 
are  willing  to  land  any ;  by  occafion  of  which  molef- 
tation they  have  forborn  to  tranfport  any  pilgrims: 
And  in  like  manner,  their  fliips  which  come  to  Con- 
ftantinople,  and  carry  divers  merchandize,  to  tranfport 
part  thereof  to  other  places,  the  cuftomers. and  farmers 
would  enforce  to  land,  and  pretend  to  take  cuftom 
thereof:  Wherefore  we  do  command,  that  all  the  Eng- 

9  ^^ 
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lifh  (hipS)  which  with  their  merchandize  fbaS  come 
into  this  port  of  Conftantinople,  Alexandria^  Tripoly 
of  Suria,  ScandeFOon,  or  into  any  port  whatfbcvcr  of' 
our  empire;  according  to  ufe,  they  fhall  pay  only 
cuftom  of  fuch  goods  which  with  their  own  will  they 
ihali  defign  to  fell ;  and  fuch  other  merchandize  as  they 
difcharge  not  from  their  (hips  willingly,  our  cufbcMTier 
fhall  not  demand  nor  take  cuftom,  nor  other  duties, 
but  diey  may  tranfport  them  whidierfocvcr  they 
^  pleafe« 

XLL  And  if  it  fhall  happen  that  any  ot  the  faid 
Engliih  nation,  or  an^  under  their  banner,  (hall  com- 
mit manflaughter,  bloodflied,  or  any  other  Uke  offence; 
or  that  there  (hall  happen  any  caufe  appertaining  to 
the  law  or  juftice  -,  until  the  ambafTador  or  confiil  fhall 
be  prefent  to  examine  the  caufe,  the  judges,  nor  pdier 
jninifters,  fhall  not  decide  nor  give  any  fentence,  but 
fuch  controverfy  fhall  always  be  declared  in  the  prc- 
fence  of  the  ambaflador  or  conful,  to  the  end  that  no 
man  be  judged  or  condemned  contrary  to  the  law  and 
the  capitulations. 

XLII.  Whereas  it  is  written  in  the  Imperial  capi- 
tulations, that  the  goods  landed  out  of  any  En^ifh 
fhip,  which  (hall  come  into  our  dominions,  and  pay 
cuftom,  ought  alfo  to  pay  the  duty  of  confulage  to  difc 
Englifh  ambafTador  or  conful ;  it  feemeth  that  divers 
Mahometan  merchants,  Sciots,  and  other  merchants 
in  peace  and  amity  with  this  Imperial  Port,  and  other 
merchant-ftrangers,  do  deny  and  refufe  to  pay  the 
right  of  confulage ;  wherefore  it  is  commanded,  that 
for  all  the  merchandize  which  fhall  be  laden  upon  their 
fhips,  and  have  paid  cuftom,  be  they  goods  of  whom- 
foever,  according  to  ancient  Imperial  capitulations 
they  fliall  pay  the  right  of  confulage  to  the  ambafTador 
or  conful  of  England,  without  any  contradiction. 

XLIII.  That  Englifh  merchants  which  trade  a( 
Aleppo,  and  thofe  under  Uieir  banner,  of  all  the  filk 
which  they  (hall  buy,  and  lade  upon  their  fhips,  fhall 

s  par 
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pay  the  cuftom  and  other  duties>  as  the  French  and 
Venetian  merchants  do  pay^  and  not  one  a^r  or  far^ 
thing  more. 

XLIV.  As  the  ambafladors  of  the  King  of  England, 
which  fhall  be  refident  in  this  Imperial  Court,  are  the 
xcprcfentatives  and  commiflioners  of  the  perfon  of  his 
Majefly,  fo  the  interpreters  are  to  be  efteemed  the  ' 
commiflioners  of  die  ambaflador :  therefore,  for  fych 
matter  as  the  interpreters  fhaH  tranflate  or  (peak,  in  the 
name  or  by  the  order  of  the  ambaflador,  it   being 
found  that  that  which  they  have  tranflated  be  accord- 
ing to  the  will  and  order  of  the  ambaffador  or  conluV 
diey  fhall  be  always  free  from  any  imputation  or  pu- 
nifhment :  and  in  cafe  they  fhall  commit  any  ofFencCj 
our  miniflers  fhall  not  put  any  of  the  faid  interpreters 
in  prifon,  nor  beat  them,  without  knowledge  of  the 
ambaffador  or  conful.     In  cafe  any  of  the  Englifh  in- 
terpreters fhall  die,  if  he  be  an  Englifhman,  all  his- 
goods  or  faculties  fhall  be  pofTefled  by  the  ambaffador 
or  conful  of  England  j  but  if  he  fhall  be  a  fubjeft  of 
our  dominion,   they  fhall  be  configned  to  his  next 
heir,  and  having  no  heir,  they  fhall  be  taken  into  our 
exchequer.  .  And  as  in  this  particular,  fb  alfo  in  all 
other  the  above-mentioned  articles  and  privileges, 
granted  by  our  forefathers  of  happy  memory,  it  is  ex- 
prefsly  commanded  and  ordained,  that  all  our  flavc^ 
fhall  ever  obey  and  obferve  thi$  Imperial  capitulation, 
and  that  the  peace  and  amity  fhall  be  refpeded  and 
maintained,  without  any  violation  whatlbever. 

XLV.  Since  which  time  of  our  forefathers  of  fa^ 
mous  memory,  and  the  grant  of  thefe  above-men- 
tioned capitulations,  articles,  and  eflablifhment  of  peace 
and  amity,  the  faid  King  of  England  having,  in  the 
time  of  our  grandfather  of  happy  memory.  Sultan 
Mahomet.  Han,  fent  one  his  well-defired  ambafTadorj^ 
a  perfon  of  quality,  to  this  High  Port,  to  confirm  this 
peace,  articles,  and  capitulations  ^  which  ambaffador 
did  declare,  that  oftentimes  there  were  to  divers  per- 

fons 
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fbns  Imperial  commands  granted,  furrepririoufly  pro- 
cured contrary  to  the  tenor  and  articles  of  the  Impe- 
rial capitulations;  which  being,  without  our  know- 
ledge, prefented  to  our  judges  and  governors,  and  the 
dates  of  fuch  commands  being  more  frefh  than  thofe 
of  our  Imperial  capitulations,  the  judges  and  minifters 
do  put  in  execution  the  private  commands  prejudicial 
and  contrary  to  thefe  Imperial :  to  the  end,  therefore, 
that,  for  the  time  to  come,  fuch  commands  fhall  not  be 
accepted  of  any,  but  that  the  Imperial  capitulations 
might  be  always  obferved  and  maintained,  according 
to  the  fincere  meaning ;  the  faid  ambailador  demon- 
ibating  the  fincerity  of  his  Majefty,  and  his  requeft 
herein,  to  our  Imperial  knowledge,  which  was  moft 
acceptable :  in  conformity  thereunto  it  was  exprefsly 
ordered,  that  all  fuch  commands  which  already  have 
been,  or  Ihall  hereafter  be  granted,  which  are  or  ihall 
be  repugnant  to  the  tenor  of  this  Imperial  capitula- 
tion, whatfoever  fiich  commands  fliall  be,  when  pre- 
fented before  our  caddees  or  other  minifters,  fhould 
never  be  accepted  or  put  into  execution,  but  that  al- 
ways the  tenor  of  the  Imperial  capitulations  fhall  be 
obferved :  and  whofoever  fhall  prefent  fuch  commands 
contrary  to  the  capitulations,  they  fhall  be  taken  from 
him,  and  in  no  wife  be  of  any  force  or  validity.  In 
which  time  alfo,  on  the  part  of  our  faid  grandfather, 
all  the  above-written  privileges,  articles,  and  capitula- 
tions, were  accepted  and  ratified,  and  the  peace,  amity, 
and  good  correlpondence,  anciently  contracted,  was 
anew  of  him  confirmed  and  eftablifhed. 

XLVI.  In  the  time  of  the  inauguration  of  Sultan 
Ofman  Han  in  the  Imperial  and  High  throne,  the 
King  of  England  did  again  fend  a  famous  and  noble 
gentleman,  his  ambafTador,  with  letters  and  prelents, 
which  were  moft  acceptable.  And  the  faid  ambafTador 
dcfiring,  in  the  name  of  his  King  and  Lord,  that  the 
ancient  capitulation,  articles,  and  contra6b,  granted  in 
the  days  of  our  forefathers,  fhould  be  of  him  renewed 
and  confirmed,  and  the  ancient  peace  and  amity  anew 

fortified 
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fortified  and  eftabliihed ;  which  his  requeft  was  to  the 
iaid  Sultan  Ofman  moft  acceptable  -,  and  the  ancient 
capitulations,  articles,  privileges,  herein  written  and 
confirmed,  and  the  long  lince  contracted  peace  and 
amity  by  him  promifed  and  accepted. 

XLVII.  After  whom,  in  like  manner,  in  the  days 
of  Sultan  Ofman  Han,  the  King  of  England  having 
again  fent  unto  this  High  Port  his  ambaifador,  the  Ex- 
cellent and  Honourable  Sir  Thomas  Roe,  Knight, 
with  his  letters  and  prefcnts,  which  were  moli  accept- 
able i  and  proffering,  in  the  name  of  the  King  his 
lord,  all  good  terms  of  friendfhip  and  good  correfpon- 
dence :  and  defiring  that  the  ancient  capitulations,  and 
.  all  the  articles  from  his  anceftors,  and  from  himfelf, 
formerly  granted  to  the  Englifh  nation,  might  be  anew 
confirmed,  and  the  peace  and  league  long  fince  be- 
tween both  parties  contracted  and  ratified ;  and  that 
Ibme  other  articles,  very  neceflary,  might  be  added  to 
the  Imperial  capitulations,  and  divers  others  already 
granted  might  be  renewed,  amended,  and  in  a  better 
form  explained,  which  his  requeft  and  demand  was 
very  acceptable  unto  him  j  and  in  conformity  there- 
unto, the  ancient  Imperial  capitulations,  and  all  the 
articles  and  other  privileges  in  them  often  confirmed, 
and  the  peace,  amity,  and  good  correfpondence  con- 
trafted  in  the  times  of  his  anceftors,  grandfather,  and 
-father,  and  himfelf,  confirmed,  were  again  by  Sultan 
Ofman  then  ratified,  eftablifhed,  promifed,  and  ac- 
cepted j  whereupon,  by  him  there  was  exprefs  command 
given,  that,  for  the  time  to  come,  the  tenor  of  his  re- 
newed capitulations  fhould  be  of  every  one  obferved, 
and  that  all  men  fhould  be  careful  and  refpedful  to 
the  faid  peace  and  friendfhip  eftablifhed  and  contracted 
on  both  parts  -,  and  that  no  man  fhould  prefume  to 
violate,  or  to  do  any  aft  contrary  thereunto ;  which 
ambaf&dor  did  often  declare  that  the  caddees^  and 
other  of  our  minifters,  in  many  places  and  provinces, 
contrary  to  the  Imperial  capitulations,  and  will  of  th^ 
Imperial  Majefty,  have  impofed  and  laid  divers  taxes. 
Vol.  II.  G  g  burdens, 
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burdens,  and  rtwiiies,  xipoh  tKe  faid  Engfift  tiznoti, 
and  thofe  under  their  banner  j  for  which  caiife^  as  it  is 
above  declared,  it  being  found  necel&y  to  make  ad- 
ditions of  fome  new  articles  in  the  fard  Imperial  capi- 
tulation, of  which  Ae  faid  arhbaflador  thade  declara- 
tion in  wridng^  and  prefented  the  fame  to  the  Impe- 
rial prefence ;  die  faid  Sultan  Ofinan  Han,  with  his 
Imperial  hand  and  feal^  did  prefendy  ^ve  <^re(s 
order  and  command,  that,  in  the  dme  to  come>^  diofe 
articles  and  privileges  which  were  already  in  the  Im- 
perial capitulations,  and  thofe  articles  which  now  arc 
therein  by  our  order  newly  added,  Ihall  be  of  all  our 
fubjefts  and  flaves  duly  obeyed  and  obferved,  accord- 
ing to  the  fmcere  meaning  of  this  our  Imperial  capitu- 
lations. 

XLVIII.  In  as  much  as  it  is  publicly  known,  that 
certain  pirates  of  Tunis  and  Algier,  contrary  to  our 
Imperial  capitulations,  mind,  and  will,  do  take  and  rob 
in  the  feas,  the  (hips,  merchandize,  and  men,  fubjeds 
to  his  Majefty  of  England,  and  of  other  Kings  and 
States  in  league  with  this  our  Imperial  Port,  to'  the 
great  damage  and  injury  of  the  faid  Englilh  nation; 
we  do  command,  and  by  thefe  preferits  we  do  ordain, 
that  feveral  Imperial  commands  be  given  for  the  entire 
rtflitiition  of  all  goods  and  merchandize  to  the  Englilh 
nation  fo  taken  away:  and  that  all  fuch  Englifti  as 
have  been  taken  and  made  flavesj  or  imprifoncd,  by 
the  faid  pirates,  fhall  be  immediately  fet  free.  And 
after  the  date  of  this  our  Imperial  capitulations,  if  it 
Ihall  be  known  that  the  faid  pirates  of  Tunis  and 
Algicr  fhall  rob  them  again,  and  Ihall  ufe  and  con- 
tinue their  outrages,  and  will  not  rellore  their  goods 
and  men,  we  do  command  that  the  faid  jpirates  be  not 
received  into  any  port  of  our  dominions,  elpedaDy 
into  the  fcales  of  Tunis,  Algier,  Modon,  or  Coron. 
Our  beglerbegs,  and  other  minifters,  fhall  not  fuffer 
them  to  enter,  nor  harbour  nor  receive  them  ;  but  the 
beglerbegs,  caddees,  or  other  minifters,  fhall  perfccutc, 
banifh,  and  punifh  them. 

XLiX.  Being 
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.  XLIX.  Being  informed  that  in  our  dominions, 
many  of  our  cuftomers  and  other  ofEcers  in  AIeppo> 
contrary  to  die  Imperial  capitulations^  under  colour 
of  taking  cuilom  and  reft  upon  lilk  of  the  Englifh 
merchants^  have  yiolendy  taken  from  the  faid  mer-r- 
chants  a  great  fum  of  qioney.  And  whereas  in  the 
Imperial  capitulations  it  is  written^  that  for  filk  which 
the  Englifh  ihall  buy  in  Aleppo,  they  fball  pay  aa 
the  French  and  Venetian  merchants  do,  and  no  more ; 
notwithftanding,  the  faid  cuftomers,  befides  the  two- 
and-half^^  cent,  for  cuftom.and  reft,  have  taken  fronqi 
that  nation  a  great  fum  of  money  lately  under  name 
.of  reft;  wherefore  we  command  that  this  bufmefs  fhall 
be  examined,  and  diat  the  faid  money  be  reftored 
back,  and  for  the  time  to  come,  the  ancient  ciiftom 
may  be  kept ;  and  that  this  nation  fhall  only  pay  as  the 
French  and  Venetian  do,  and  that  never  be  taken  one 
afper  by  name  of  fuch  impofition. 

L.  Whereas  the  Englifh  merchants  refident  m  Ga^- 
lata,  ordinarily  buy  divers  goods  and  merchandize, 
before  they  can  lade  or  fend  them  away  upon  their 
fhips,  and  do  pay  unto  the  cuftomers  the  cuftom  of 
the  faid  goods,  receiving  a  bill  or  acquittance  to  have 
paid  the  fame,  and  after  carry  the  fame  merchandize 
to  their  own  warehoufes :  in  the  mean  rime,  befor.e 
they  can  load  and  fend  away  the  faid  goods,  it  hap- 
pens, that  either  the  cuftomcr  dies,  or  is  renK)ved 
.  from  his  charge,  and  the  new  cuftomers  will  not  accept 
of  the  faid  acquittances,  but  pretend  another  cuftom, 
troubling  and  mokfHng  of  them  many  ways.  Where- 
fore we  do  command,  that  of  all  the  merchandize 
which  they  fhall  buy,  it  appearing  reaDy  that  he  hath 
paid  once  his  cuftom,  the  cuftomer  fhall  accept  of  the 
laid  acquittances,  and  fhall  not  demand  of  the  merchant 
a  fecond  cuftom. 

LI.  It  being  ufual  to  buy  in  Angora,  camblcts, 
mohairs,  filks,  and  other  forts  of  merchandize,  which 
ihcy  tranlport  to  Conftaminople,  and  other  places  of 
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our  dominions,  and  pay  their  cuftoms,  taking  acquit* 
tances  for  the  fame,  and  fo  put  die  goods  into  their 
own  warehoufes  5  and  after,  being defirous  t6  Jttup  them* 
away,  the  cuftomers  do  demand  again  diC  cuftom; 
therefore,  for  the  rime  to  come,  when  the  faid  mer- 
chants fhall  delire  to  lade  fuch  goods,  and  it  be  true  diat 
they  have  akeady  paid  their  cuflom  of  fuch  merchan« 
dize,  they  (hall  not  demand  any  fecond  or  new  cuft<xn^ 
provided  that  the  faid  merchants  do  not  mii^Ie  their 
goods,  which  have  not  paid  cuftom^  with  thofe  wluch 
have  already  paid  cuftom. 

LIL  The  Englifh  merchants,  of  aU  the  merchanr 
dize  which  they  fliall  bring  into  our  dominions,  and  of 
the  merchandize  which  they  carry  out  of  our  dcxni^ 
nions,  as  filk,  camblets,  and  other  goods,  having  paid 
the  cuftom,  and  not  fold  the  goods  unto  anomer; 
and  being  ^erwards  to  ihip  it  away  fer  Scio,  Smyrn^ 
or  any  other  fcale,  and  the  faid  goods  there  arriving 
the  cuftomers  and  officers  fliall  always  accept  of  their 
acquittances,  which  they  have  in  their  hands,  and  ttaik 
not  take  other  cuftom  of  their  merchandize. 

LIII.  The  Englifli  merchants,  of  all  the  commo* 
dities  which  they  fhall  bring  to  Conflanrinople,  or  to 
any  other  port  of  our  dominions,  and  of  all  ftich  as  they 
fliall  tranfport,  the  Meftaragi  of  Galata  and  Conftan* 
tinople  fliall  take  their  meftaria  or  brokidge  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  canon  and  ufance,  that  is,  of  fuch 
merchandize  as  of  old  cuftom  was  wont  to  pay  it,  of 
fuch  they  ftiall  only  take  meftaria  j  but  of  luch  mer- 
chandize as  was  not  anciently  accuftomed  to  pay  it, 
fliall  not  be  taken  meftaria  contrary  to  the  ancient 
canon.  Fardier,  upon  the  Englifli  merchandize,  there 
fliall  nor  be  made  or  laid  any  impofinons  or  other 
'duties,  nor  from  the  faid  nation  fliall  not  be  taken  one 
afper  more,  which  fliall  be  contrary  to  the  ancient 
canon  and  accuftomed  ufance. 

LIV.    The  Englifli  nation  fliall  and  may  frcelf 
come  into  all  the  ports  of  our  dominions,  to  nego- 
tiate 
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.  liate  and  bring  in  cloth,  kerCsf,  fpice,  tin,  lead,  and  all 
*  other  merchandize  i  and  no  man  (hall  do  them  any 
hinderance  or  moleftadon.  In  like  manner,  except 
bnly  goods  prohibited,  they  fhall  and  may  buy,  and 
export,  all  fort  of  merchandize  without  the  prohibidon 
or  moleftation  of  any  man  j  and  the  cuftomers  and 
other  officers,  the  faid  nation  halving  paid  their  cuftom 
according  to  this  Imperial  capitulation,  and  the  ancient 
tjfe,  fhall  not  denriand  of  tfiem  any  thing  more.  In 
the  time  of  the  happy  memory  of  my  uncle  Sultan 
Murat  Han,  the  King  of  England  fent  his  ambaflador 
'  Sir  Sapkyille  Crow^  Baronet,  with  his.prefent  and 
letter,  which  was  received  in  good  part  j  and  the  tinric^ 
of  his  pmbafly  being  expired.  Sir  Thomas  Bendifh  ar^ 
rived  tq  refide  at  the  Port,  with  his  prefent  and  cour- 
teous letter,  the  which  was  in  like  manner  well  ac- 
cepted ;  and  the  faid  ambajQTador  having  tendered  the 
Imperial  capitulatigns  formerly  panted,  diat  apcord- 
ing  to  the  ancient  canon  they  might  be  renewed  -,  it 
>3  hereby  again  commanded,  that  all  the  points  and 
parricuiar  articles  therein  \)c  obferved  and  main- 
tained. 

LV.  And  becaufe,  contrary  to  the  {cnk  and  tenor 
of  them,  the  fhips  of  the  Englifh  merchants,  before 
they  arrive  at  the  fcale,  feveral  officers  did  go  upoa 
them,  and  violendy  force  out  of  the  Ihips  the  goods  of 
the  merchants,  taking  away  the  choice  of  them  without 
agreeing  for  the  price,  or  making  any  account  with  the 
owners. 

JJVI.  And  farthermore,  the  faid  merch^ts  having 
once  paid  the  cuftom  for  their  goods^  at  the  cuftoip- 
houfe,  and  being  delirous  to  tranfport  the  fame  goods 
into  another  fcale,  the  cuftomers  did^  hinder  and  de- 
tain  them^  until  they  received  ^  fecond  cuftom  for 
them. 

LVII.  And  whereas  in  the  Imperial  capitularioi^s 
it  is  exprefTed,  that  in  all  the  differences  and  fuit$  widi 
the  EngliAiL  nation^  our  magiftr^tcs  gre  jpot  to  h^^r  nor 
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decide  t^  caufe,  unkTsiiieir  ambaflador  or  conilil  be 
^crc  prcfcnt  5— of  late  our  judges,  without  the  know* 
ledge  of  their  amballador^  have  condemned,  impriibn- 
ed,  and  taken  prefents  from  the  Englifh  natiooj  whick 
is  a' great  wrong  done  to  them. 

LVIII.  Alfo,  whereas  in  the  Imperial  capitulations 
it  is  ordered,  that  the  cuftomers  fhall  not  take  any 
cuftom  for  fuch  gold  and  dollars  as  by  the  Eln^ifh 
nation  fhall  be  brought  in  or  carried  out  of  our  Impe- 
rial dominions ;  and  that  the  merchants  are  to  give  only 
three  fer  cent,  for  the  cuftom  of  their  goods,  and  no 
more;  the  cuftomers  notwithftanding  do  pretend  to 
take  cuftom  for  their  chequeens  and  dollars  $  and  to 
take  more  cuftom  than  their  due  for  dieir  raw  filks 
which  they  buy ;  and  of  the  goods  which  they  laiid  at 
Scanderoon,  to  carry  up  to  Aleppo,  they  demand  fix 
fer  cent. ;  which  unjuft  exaftions  have  been  heretofore 
reftified  and  redreffed  with  an  exprels  hatterflierifft. 
But  being  now  again  informed  that  the  faid  Englifh 
merchants  are  as  before  wronged,  by  reafon  that  the 
cuftomers  do  value  and  eflimate  the  goods  of  the 
Englifh  merchants  more  than  they  are  worth ;  and 
though  the  cuftomers  are  to  have  but  three  fer  cent. 
yet  by  an  over  valuation  of  the  goods  they  take  from 
them  fi^  fer  cent.  And  the  fervants  of  the  cuftom- 
houfe,  under  pretence  of  fmall  duties  and  expences, 
wrongfully  take  great  fums  of  money  from  them ;  and 
a  greater  number  of  waiters  being  put  aboard  the  Eng- 
lifh fliips  than  heretofore  have  been  ufed,  the  charges 
thereof  are  a  great  expence  to  the  merchants  and 
mafters  of  fhips  that  fuflain  it.  To  all  which  we  be- 
ing requefted  for  a  redrefs,  do  command,  that  when 
the  cuftomers  do  fet  great  values  upon  their  goods,  the 
merchant  offering  to  them  according  to  the  rate  of 
three  fer  cent,  in  fpecie,  of  the  fame  goods,  the  cuf- 
tomers fhall  not  retufe,  but  accept  the  fame.  And  be- 
ing defired'by  the  Englifh  ambaffador  that  the  above 
Ipecified  abufes  and  injuries  fhould  be  redtified,  we  do 
comniand,  that  contrary  to  the  Imperial  capitulations,

the  EngliA  merdian(;$  be,  neither  in  the  foregoing  par- 
ticulars, nor  in  any  other  manner,  troubled,  nor  thcic 
privileges  unjuftly  infringed. 

The  ambaffador  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  Sir 
Henea^  Finch,  Knight,  Earl  of  Winchelfea,  Vifcount 
Maidfton,  Baron  I^itzherbert  of  Eaftwell,  lord  of  the 
royal  manor  of  Wye,  and  lieutenant  of  the  county  of 
Kent  and  city  of  Canterbury,  whofe  end  may  it  ter- 
minate with  blifs,  did  arrive  with  his  prefents,  and 
with  all  fincerity  and  afFeftion  was  accompanied  witH 
letters  amply  exprefling  the  good  friendmip  and  cor- 
relpondence;  and  that  above-faid  ambaffador  hath 
prefented  the  capitulations  that  diey  might  be  renewed 
according  to  the  canon.  And,  that  lome  articles  of 
great  confideration,  wh^ch  were  before  in  the  capitula- 
tions, may  be  more  pundhially  obfcrved,  the  faid  am- 
baffador did  defire  that  they  might  be  again  renewed, 
and  more  plainly  expreffed  in  the  Imperial  capitula- 
tions. His  requeft  was  gracioufly  accepted ;  one  of 
which  points  is  this. 

LIX.  That  the  gallies,  and  other  veffels  of  the  Im- 
perial fleet,  departing  the  dorninions  of  the  Grand 
Signior,  and  meeting'  on  the  fe^  with  the  (hips  of 
England,  they  Ihall  in  no  wife  give  them  moleftation, 
nor  detain  them  in  their  voyage,  nor  take  from  them 
fuiy  thing  whatfoevcr  s  but  ought  always  to  fhcw  to 
one  another  good  friendfhip,  widiout  doing  the  leaft 
damage.  And  it  being  thus  declared  in  the  Imperial 
capitulations,  beyes  and  captains,  who  fail  upon  the 
feas,  and  thofe  of  Algier,  Tunis,  and  Tripoli,  meeting 
Englifh  (hips  which  fail  from  one  port  to  another, 
ought  not  to  take  from  them  any  money  pr  goods, 
upon  pretence  that  their  fhips  transport  enemies  goods, 
and  thereupon  fearch  them,  and  with  this  colour  mo- 
left  aad  detain  them  from  profecution  of  their  voyage ; 
fo  that  only  at  the  mouth  of  the  caftles,  and  in  the 
ports  where  the  fearchers  belonging  to  the  cuftoms 
ufually  come  aboard,  their  goods  (hall  be  examined^ 
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but  on  the  fea  they  fhall  be  liable  to  no  &rther  fearch 
or  inqui(itv>n. 

LX.  And  contrary  to  the  articles  of  the  Im{3erial 
capitulations,  the  goods  of  the  Engliih  nation  ought  to 
receive  no  moleftationj  having  once  paid  the  cuftoniy 
nor  fhall  the  cuftomers  deny  to  give  the  tefchere,  or 
certificate,  that  the  cuftom  is  paid  for ;  upon  com- 
plaint hereof,  we  ftriftly  command,  that  the  afbreikid 
cuftomers  do  not  defer,  immediately  upon  demand^  to 
give  the  tefchere  or  certificate. 

LXI.  And,  the  cuftom  being  once  paid  of  any  fort 
of  merchandize  not  fold  in  that  port,  which  is  to  be 
tranlported  to  another  fcale,  entire  credit  fhajl  be  given 
to  the  tefchere,  and  a  fecond  cuftom  fhall  not  be  fi> 
much  as  farther  pretended. 

LXI  I.  In  Aleppo,  Cairo,  and  other  parts  of  the 
Imperial  dominions,  the  Englifh  merchants  and  their 
fervants  may  freely  and  frankly  trade,  and  for  all  their 
goods  and  merchandize  pay  only  three  per  cent,  ac- 
cording to  the  former  cuftom,  and  the  Imperial  capi- 
tulations, whether  the  goods  be  brought  by  fea  or  by  ' 
land.  And  though  the  cuftomers  and  farmers,  upon 
the  arrival  of  the  goods  at  the  fcale,  to  give  molefta- 
tion  and  trouble  to  the  Englifh  nation,  pretend  that 
the  goods  of  the  growth  and  manufa6hire  of  England 
ought  only  to  pay  three  pr  cent,  but  goods  brought 
from  Venice  and  other  places  are  obliged  to  pay  more, 
and  with  this  colour  and  pretence  occafion  fuits  and 
troubles  to  the  Englifh ;  wherefore  in  this  point  let  the 
Imperial  capitulations  be  obfervcd  as  in  former  times, 
and  our  officers  ought  in  no  wife  to  permit  the  con- 
trary hereunto. 

LXIII.  An  Englifhman  becoming  indebted,  or  hav- 
ing made  himfelf  pledge  ifor  another,  who  is  either 
failed,  or  run  away ;  the  debt  ought  to  be  demanded 
pf  the  debtor  3  and  if  the  creditor  have  no  hoget,  that 

fuch 
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fuch  an  one  according  to  the  law  hath  made  himfelF 
pledge  and  fecurity,  the  debt  fhall  not  be  demanded  of 
the  other ;  which  article  is  already  declared  in  the  ca- 
pitulations. 

LXIV.  Whereas  fometimes  an  Englifhman  living 
in  a  country,  to  free  himfelf  from  a  debt,  draws  a  bill 
of  exchange  upon  another  Englifhman  who  hath  no 
cfFefts  of  his  in  his  hands ;  and  the  perfon  to  whom 
the  money  is  payable,  being  a  man  of  power  and  au- 
thority, brings  his  bill,  and,  contrary  to  the  law,  and  the 
capitulations,  demands  and  forces  payment  of  the  bilL 
In  which  cafe  the  merchant  accepting  the  bill,  fhall  be 
obliged  to  fatisfy  it ;  but  not  accepting  of  it,  he  flial! 
be  liable  to  no  farther  trouble. 

LXV.  And  the  interpreters  of  the  ambaflador  c£ 
England  being  free,  by  the  articles  declared  in  the  an- 
cient capitulations,  of  all  Angaria,  or  taxes ;  by  virtue 
alfo  of  this  prefent  article,  when  any  of  the  faid  inter- 
preters die,  their  goods  or  efbtte  fhall  not  be  fubjeft  to 
the  cuflom,  but  fhall  be  divided  amongfl  the  creditors 
and  heirs. 

LXVI.  And,  the  King  of  England  being  a  true 
friend  to  this  our  happy  Port,  to  his  ambaflador  who 
refides  here,  ten  fervants,  of  what  nation  foever,  fhall 
be  allowed,  fiee  from  harach  or  taxes,  or  moleflation  of 
any  man, 

LXVII.  An  Englifhman  turning  Mahometan,  and 
having  goods  or  eftate  in  his  hands  belonging  to  his 
Englifh  principals,  thofe  goods  or  eftate  fhall  be  de- 
livered into  the  hands  of  the  ambafTador  or  conful,  that 
jthey  may  convey  and  make  them  good  to  the  truq 
owners. 

The  late  ambaflador  of  the  King  of  England,  who 
refided  in  our  Hi^  Port,  being  dead.  Sir  John  Finch, 
Knight,  a  prudent  man,  and  one  of  the  council  of 
foreign  trade,  is  appointed  to  fucceed  him  in  the  charge 

of 
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of  the  embafly :  and,  notice  being  given  to  our  noble 
prefence,  that  the  faid  ambaflfador  was  arrived  with  the 
Royal  letters  and  the  ufual  prefents,  they  were  accept- 
able to  us.  And  the  afbrefaid  ambaflador  havii^ 
made  known  to  us^  that  in  the  capitulations  already 
granted,  there  were  feveral  expreffions  fo  full  of  ambi- 
guity, that  they  needed  further  explication ;  and  to 
this  end  having  requefted  of  us,  in  the  behalf  of  the 
King  his  mafter,  that  the  capitulations  might  be  re- 
newed, and  that  fuch  explications  and  additional  ar- 
ticles as  were  neceflary  might  be  added  to  them ;  the 
requeft  of  the  faid  ambaflador  being  made  known  to 
us,  Wic  have  confented  to  it :  and  wc  do  command, 
and  be  it  commanded,  that  the  additions  delired  be 

added  to  the  former  capitulations  5  of  which  one  is^ 

• 

I.  THE  nifani  fheriff  (that  is)  the  Imperial  com^. 
mand,  upon  which  was  put  the  hatterfhcrifi^  (that  is) 
the  hand  of  the  Emperor  Sultan  Ibrahim  Han  (whofe 
ibul  reft  ^  in  glory)  in  the  year  1053,  which  command 
declares,  that  anciently  the  Englifli  fliips  that  came  to 
Scanderoon  did  pay  for  every  cloth  of  London,  for 
the  cuftom  of  Sc^deroon,  forty  para's  j  and  for  a  piece 
of  keffey,  fix  para*s ;  and  for  every  bundle  of  coney- 
fkins,  fix  para's ;  and  for  tin  and  lead,  for  every 
quintal  of  Damafcus  or  Cantaro,  fifty-feven  para's  and 
a  half  for  cuftom :  which  goods  afterwards  arriving  in 
Aleppo,  did  pay  for  the  cuftom  of  Aleppo,  for  every 
cloth  of  London,  eight  para's  ;  for  a  piece  of  kerfcy, 
^ight  para's  and  one-fixthi  for  every  bundle  of  coney- 
fkins,  eight  para's  and  one-fixth ;  for  tin  and  lead,  for 
every  battman  of  Aleppo,  one  para  for  cuftom.  And 
the  faid  nation  buying  goods  and  tranfporting  them,  for 
what  they  bought  in  Aleppo  and  exported,  did  pay  for 
raw  cloth  of  linen  or  chilis,  for  cordovans,  for  hora  fani 
liindi,  for  every  bale  of  each,  two  dollars  and  a  half; 
and  for  every  bale  of  cotton -yarn,  a  dollar  and  a  quar- 
ter; and  for  a  bale  ofgauls,  a  quarter  of  a  dollar ,  and 
for  every  bale  of  filk,  ten  ofmani  (of  which  fourteen 
makes  a  dollar)  j  for  rhubarb,  and  fuch  like  di'ugs, 
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three  dollars  for  evfery  ,hundred,  according  to  the 
^ftimate  of  die  chief  in  that  art.  The  faid  goods 
carried  to  Scanderoon,  and  there  loaden  upon  their 
ihips^  did  pay  for  raw  linen  cloth,  or  chilis,  for  cordo-^ 
vans,  each  a  dollar  and  a  half  the  bale  for  the  cuftono 
of  Scanderoon  j  for  hora  fani  hindi  and  cotton-yarn^ 
three-quarters  of  a  dollar  the  bale ;  for  a  bale  of  gauls, 
one  quarter  of  a  dollar  j  for  rhubarb  and  like  drugs, 
according  to  the  efteem  of  druggifts,  three-quarters  oF 
a  dollar  the  bale  :  and  nothing  ipore  is  to  be,  or  ought 
to  be  paid,  according  to  the  tenor  of  this  fublime  com- 
mand :  and  if  the  tefterdar  fhall  give  any  connmand 
contrary  to  this,  let  it  not  be  obeyed,  but  be  efteemed 
invalid :  but  let  every  thing  be  obferved  conformable 
to  this  Imperial  command  and  Imperial  capitula- 
tions. 

IL  The  Englifli  merchants,  for  all  goods  exported 
or  imported,  paid  three  fer  cent,  only,  and  never  ought 
to  pay  an  afper  more,  it  being  fo  Ipecified  in  the  Im- 
perial capitulations  :  but  there  having,  in  the  Icales  of 
Conftantinopje  and  Galata,  arofe  contefts  and  difFerr 
cnces  with  the  cuftomers  concerning  th#  Londra's, 
or  cloth  brought  from  London,  and  other  forts  of 
cloth  of  the  Englilh  manufafture,  they  fhall  pay  ac- 
cording to  the  accuftomed  and  ancient  canon,  and  as 
they  hav^  always  hitherto  paid ;  that  is  to  fay,  of  full 
alpers,  or  Ihort  money  (of  which  alpers  eighty  make 
a  piecc-of-eight,  and  feventy  a  Lion  dollar)  afpers 
one  hundred  forty- and-four,  for  every  piece  of  cloth 
of  Englifli  fabric,  whether  fine  or  coarfe,  and  of  what- 
foever  price ;  and  the  cuftomer  fliall  not  demanfl 
more,  nor  ought  not  to  take  more :  but  the  cloth  that 
comes  from  Holland  and  other  countries,  viz.  Lon- 
drini,  fays,  and  Ibarlets,  and  other  forts  of  cloth  not 
Englifh  fabric,  fhall  pay  for  the  future  that  which  hi- 
therto has  beep  the  accuftornqd  duty.  And  at  the 
fcale  of  Smyrna  fhall  be  paid  according  to  the  ancient 
cuflom  and  ufc  of  full  afpers,  or  fhort  money  (of  which 
lifpers  eighty  make  a  piccc-of-cight,  and  fcvcntjr  a 

iion 
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Lion  dollar)  aipers  one  Hundred  and  tiyenfy  for  every 

£*ece  of  Englifh  cloth,  whether  fine  or  coarfe,  whether 
ondra  or  not,  provided  that  it  be  of  the  fabric  of 
England:  and  the  cultomer  Ihall  not  demand,  nor 
ought  not  to  take,  one  afper  more ;  and  let  no  innova- 
Uon  be  made  upon  the  cuftom  of  the  faid  cloths. 

III.  The  capitulations  being  known,  which  com- 
mands, that  the  Englifh  having  a  controverfy,  the  im- 
port of  which  is  above  four  thoufand  aipers,  that  the 
caufe  (hall  be  brought  to  the  Porta,  and  tried  no  where 
clfc  'y  if  at  Tmy  time  the  caddi  or  minifters  of  any  place 
would  detain  any  merchant,  or  hinder  any  Engfiftiman 
that  comes  upon  a  ihip,  from  profecuting  their  voyage, 
by  realbn  of  any  money  impofed  upon  them,  or  pre- 
tended from  them,  if  the  conful  of  the  place  will  be 
iecurity  to  anfwer  the  pretenfions  made  before  the 
Porta,  fuch  perlbns  (hall  be  free  and  at  liberty  to  pro- 
fccute  their  voyage  j  and  they  that  pretend  any  thing 
of  them,  let  them  come  to  the  divan  for  to  be  judged, 
and  let  the  ambaflador  defend  them  fi-om  thofe  tha^ 
come  to  demand ;  but  if  the  conful  will  not  be  fecurity, 
then  let  tht  judge  of  the  place  give  fcntence, 

IV*  In  Conftantinople,  Scanderoon,  Smyrna,  and 
Cyprus,  and  all  other  ports  and  fcales  of  my  empire, 
whatfoever  Englifh  fhips  fhall  arrive,  they  fhall  pay 
three  hundred  afpers  for  anchorage  or  port  charges, 
and  there  fhall  not  nor  ought  not  to  be  taken  or  pai4 
one  afper  more. 

V.  An  Englifhman  coming  with  efFefts,  and  turn- 
ing MufTulman,  the  ambafTador  or  conful  knowing 
that  fuch  effefts  do  belong  to  other  Englifh  merchants, 
kt  all  the  money  and  other  efFefts  be  taken  out  of  the 
hand  of  fuch  a  MufTulman,  and  configned  to  the  an>- 
baflador ;  to  the  end  that  he  may  tranfmit  them  to 
whom  they  do  belong,  that  by  this  means  no  ^  goods 
of  other  men  may  remain  in  the  hands  of  fuch  a  Muf- 
fulman ;  and  let  not  this  be  hindered  by  the  means  of 
any  caddi,  or  other  judges  or  minifters, 

VI.  Any 
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VI.  Any  of  the  aforefaid  Englilh  nation  buying 
camblets^  mohairs,  or  grogran-yarn,  in  Angora,  or 
Bcgbazar,  if  they  will  export  the  faid  goods  from  thofe 
f>laces,  after  having  paid  three  per  cetit.  for  the  cuftom 
of  fuch  goods  they  export,  let  them  not  be  molefted 
for  fkraz  batch,  that  is,  for  paflage  or  exportation ;  and 
there  neither  Ihall  nor  ought  to  be  taken,  upon  the  ac- 
count of  any  fuch  demand,  one  afper. 

VII.  Any  Englifli  merchant  being  to  receive  from 
Ills  debtor  any  fum  of  money,  if  the  faid  debt  be  re- 
covered by  the  means  and  help  of  an  afliftant  or  chiaus> 
he  that  recovers  the  debt  Ihall  pay  no  more  than  what 
is  paid  to  other  caddi's,  which  is  two  alpers  only,  and 
jpGt  one  alper  more. 

VIII.  There  pafling  good  correfpondence  between 
us  and  the  King  of  England;  out  of  regard  of  this 
good  friendlhip,  we  do  grant  that  two  fhips  lading  of 
figs,  railins,  or  currants,  may  be  yearly  exported  for  the 
ufe  of  his  Majefly's  kitchen,  if  there  be  not  a  dearth 
and  fcarcity  of  fuch  fruit  in  the  country ;  which  wc 
allow  to  be  bought  with  their  money  that  export  them, 
at  the  fcale  of  Smyrna,  Salonica,  or  any  other  fcale  or 
port  of  bur  enipire,  paying  three  per  cent,  cuftom ; 
which  being  paid,  no  perfon  ftiall  give  to  them  thai 
lade  them  any  moleftation  or  hinderance. 

IX.  It  being  reprcfented  to  us,  that  the  Englilh 
have  been  accuftomed  hitherto  to  pay  no  cuftom  nor 
rnezan  for  any  filk  they  bought  in  Smyrna  (that  of 
Prufia  and  Conftantinople  excepted)  viz.  for  the  filk 
of  Georgia,  Perfia,  or  Armenia ;  if  really  there  is  any 
luch  ufe  and  cuftom,  and  the  thing  is  not  of  prejudice 
to  the  empire,  let  there  in  Smryna  for  the  future  be 
demanded  neither  cuftom  nor  mezan  for  the  faid  filk, 
but  to  the  Englifh  merchants  let  all  kindnefs  be  ufed 
and  fhown.  And  the  ambaffador  having  made  inr 
ftance  to  us,  that  the  foregoing  articles  might  be  put 
into  the  capitulations,  his  requeft  is  granted,  and,  con* 
£>ri7iablc  to  ti;ve  former  Imperial  f}gn  and  capitulation, 

let 
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let  now  in  confonnity  of  what  was  paflfed^  and  of  my 
Imperial  command^  be  renewed  and  grant^  this  pre- 
ient  Imperial  capitiiladon :  which  we  command  £>  long 
as  Charles  the  Second^  King  of  England  (whole  end 
may  it  terminate  in  happineis)  maintains  ^xxi  friend* 
ihip  and  correipondence  with  us,  according  to  what  has 
been  mmtained  with  our  anceftors^  and  to  which  we 
on  our  part  are  not  wanting,  with  all  tendemels  enter-* 
taining  this  friendihip. 

And  we  do  fwear  and  promife,  by  Him  that  has 
created  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  and  all  the  creatures; 
by  the  Creator,  the  one  God,  we  do  promife,  that  no- 
thing (hall  be  done  contrary  to  this  Imperial  capitula« 
tion ;  and  accordingly  every  one  is  to  obey  our  Impe- 
rial f]gn» 

Given  in  the  middle  of  the  moon  Gemaziel  Akir, 
1086,  in  the  Imperial  city  of  Adrianople^  being  in 
the  month  of  Septcniber,  1675.

THE  right  honourable  Charles  Earl  Cornwallis^

various  repreientations  from  the  merchants  trading 
between  the  Company's  dominions^  and  the  dominions 
of  his  Excellency  the  Vizier,  fetting  forth  the  lofles  and 
inconveniences  which  they  fufFer,  as  well  from  the 
heavy  duties  collefbed  on  their  merchandize,  as  from 
the  mode  of  levying  the  fame,  his  lordfhip,  on  the  part 
of  the  honourable  the  united  company  of  merchants 
of  England  trading  to  the  Eall  Indies,  and  his  Excels 
lency  the  Nawab  Vizier,  &c.  with  a  view  to  remove 
the  evik  complained  of,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
their  relpeftive  ftatcs,  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
articles,  which  (hall  be  binding  on  themfelves,  theu: 
heirs,  and  fucceflbrs. 

L  The  contracting  parties  (hall  not  claim  any  ex- 
emption  from  duties,  either  for  tbemfelves,  their  fub- 
jefts,  or  dependants,  or  any  odier  perfon  or  perfons,  of 
whatever  country  or  nation. 

II.  JHis  Excellency  the  Nawab  Vizier,  &c.  agrees

The  gunge  duties  to  be  thus  levied,  are  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  ancient  eftablilhed  rates,  to  which  no  addition 
ihall  be  made  without  the  mutual  confentof  the  con- 
tradling  parties. 

XL  If  any  renter,  zemindar,  collector  of  the  reve- 
nues, jaghiredar^  or  holder  of  rent-free  lands,  fhall 
levy  any  duties  or  exaftions  on  goods  pafling  through 
the  dominions  qf  the  contracting  parties,  and  on  which 
the  regular  duties  fhall  have  been  .paid,  and  rowannahs 
taken  out  as  prefcribed  in  the  foregoing  articles,  for 
the  firft  offence,  he  fhall  be  fined  twenty  rupees  for 
every  rupee  fo  exafted ;  for  the  fecond  offence,  forty 
rupees ;  and  for  the  third  offence,  if  a  renter  or  col- 
Jeftor  of  the  revenues,  he  fhall  be  fined  one  hundr^ 
rupees  for  every  rupee  fo  exafted,  and  be  difmifled 
from  his  farm  or  employment ;  if  a  zemindar,  jaghire- 
dar,  or  rent-free  landholder,  he  fhall  forfeit  his  lands. 
Any  officer  of  the  cufloms  exafting  more  than  he  is 
authorized,  fhall  for  the  firfl  offence,  be  fined  ten  times 
the  amount  fo  exafted,  and  be  difmifled  from  his  em- 
ployment. The  party  injured  ffiall  be  indemnified 
out  of  the  fines  for  the  fum  fo  exafted,  and  it  fhall  be 
left  to  the  difcretionof  the  contrafting  Powers  to  grant 
4uch  further  portion  of  the  faid  fines,  as  they  may  deem 
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adequate  tx)  die  trouble  and  lois  of  the  party,  fb  in* 
jured, 

XII.  In  order  to  difcourage  every  attempt  to  evade 
the  payment  of  the  import  duties,  merchants  endea* 
Touring  to  pals  the  ftation  at  which  they  are  to  pay 
the  fame,  without  having  previoufly  taken  out  a  row- 
Mndhy  fhall  be  fubjedt  to  double  dudes ;  and  the  con- 
trafting  parties  agree  to  iffue  orders  in  their  re(pc£tivc 
terricoiiesj  requiring  all  perfbns  to  pay  the  dudes,  and 
take  out  rowannahs  for  their  goods,  as  direAed  in  the 
foregoing  ardcles^  before  they  approach  ^  authorized 
(tadon. 

This  article  not  to  extend  to  the  local  dudes  in  the 
markets  or  gunges,  which  are  to  be  collefted  in  the 
mcdc  and  under  the  limitations  prefcribed  in  the  tenth 
article  upon  the  goods  entering  the  fame, 

XIII.  The  contrafling  parties  referve  todiemfelvei 
the  right  of  levying  whatever  duties  they  may  .think 
proper,  on  all  goods  produced  and  confumed  within 
their  relpeftive  dominions,  and  alfo  on  their  own  ex- 
ports, and  on  all  imports  from  other  countries  not  uii.- 
der  the  dominion  of  the  "company  or  the  Nawab  Vi- 
zier, the  article  of  Decan,  &c.  cotton,  going  to  th? 
company's  dominions,  excepted,  on  which  his  Excel- 
lency is  to  levy  the  duties  as  Ipecified  in  the  feventh 
article. 

XIV.  If  any  difpute  fliall  arife  between  the  mer- 
chants of  the  relpeftive  ftates,  it  ihall  be  decided  by 
the  laws  of  that  ftate  in  which  the  defendant  may  re- 
fide  ;  if  the  defendant  be  a  refident  in  the  company's 
dominions,  the  plaintiff  Ihall  be  allowed  the  privilege 
of  ftating  his  cafe,  through  the  vakeel  or  agent  of  the 
Vizier,  to  the  right  honourable  the  Governor  General 
in  council,  who  may  refer  it  for  decifion  to  the  pro** 
vincial  court  of  juilice  within  the  jurifdiftioa  of  which 
the  caufe  of  aftion  may  have  arifen,  or  the  defendant 
may  refide  j  in  Uke  manner,  if  the  defendant  be  a  re- 
fident in  ^c  Vizier's  dgniinions,  the  plaintiff  fhall  be 
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cntitkd  to  reprelent  his  cafe,  through  the  Englifh  mi- 
nifter,  to  his  Excellency  the  Vizier,  who  may  refer  it  for 
<iecifion  to  fuch  of  his  officers  as  he  may  think  proper. 
It  is  further  agiecd,  that  fhould  the  coIle<ftors  of  the 
cuftoms,  zemindars,  or  other  fubjefts  of  either  ftate, 
ad:  in  any  relpeft,  towards  the  merchants  and  traders, 
contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  treaty, 
the  party  injured  fhall  be  entitled  to  feek  rcdrcfe  in  die 
mode  above  prefcribcd. 

XV.  1  his  treaty  not  to  extend  to  the  province  of 
Rchilchund  or  Kuttair,  in  which  his  Excellency  rc- 
/erves  to  himfelf  the  right  of  collefling  the  duties  ac- 
cording t;o  the  ancient  eilablilhed  rates,  or  of  encreafing 
or  diminiihing  the  iame  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

XVI,  His  Excellency  the  Vizier  having  obtained 
the  content  of  the  N^wab  of  Furruckabad,  to  include 
his  territories  in  this  treaty  5  and  agreed  to  make  him  a 
oompenfadon  for  any  lofles  he  may  fuftain  in  his  re- 
venues, in  confequence  of  having  relinquifhed  hie 
claim  to  the  colledtion  of  feparate  duties  on  the  Decan, 
&e.  cotton  paflTing  through  his  territories  to  the  do- 
minions of  the  company,  and  onthe  exports  from  the 
company's  dominions ;  the  territories  of  the  faid  Nawab 
are  included  accordingly,  and,  as  far  as  concerns  the 
c^ration  of  this  treaty,  are  to  be  confidered  in  every 
rcfpeft  upon  the  fame  footing  as  a  province  of  the  do- 
minions of  his  Excellency  the  Vizien 

XVIL  This  treaty  to  be  in  force  from  the  firfl  of 
Sepcember  next,  correfponding  with  the  twenty-ninth 
of  Zehige,  one  thoufand  two  hundred  and  two  Hi^eree, 
or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  ratified  and  excliang^  before 
that  period.

Behauder,  Monfcqr  Jung,  Sipp^  Sardar,  of  the 
Carnatic  Payen  Gaur,  on  the  one  Party  and  the 
Great  Nabcby  high  in  Station^  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam 
ul  Mulck,  Meer  Nizam,  Ally  Cawn  Behauder^i 
Phutta  Jung,  Sippa  Sardar,  Soubab  of  the  De- 
rail, on  the  other  Fart  ^  by  the  Honourable  Charles 
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Bourchier^  Efq\  Prefident  and  Governor  of  Fort 
.  St.  George,  and  the  Council  thereof ^  on  Behalf  of

WHEREAS  on  die  i2th  of  November,  in  th^ 
year  of  die  Chriftian  era  1766,  or  on  the  ninth  of  diQ 
moon  Gemace-duffuny,  in  the  year  of  the  Hegyra 
1 1 80,  a  treaty  was  concluded  at  Hydrabad,  by  and  be- 
tween general  John  Caillaud,  invefted  with  full  pow- 
ers, on  behalf  of  the  Englifti  Eaft  India  company,  and 
the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  ul  Mulck,  &c.  on  be- 
half of  himfelf,  as  foubah  of  the  Decan,  with  a  defiga 
to  eftablifh  an  honourable  and  lafting  friendfhip  and 
alliance  between  the  two  contrafting  Powers;  and 
whereas  fome  mifunderftandings  have  fince  arifen, 
which  have  perverted  the  intent  of  the  faid  treaty,  and 
kindled  up  the  flames  of  war :  now  be  it  known  to  the 
whole  world,  that  the  before-mentioned  Nabob  Au- 
fuph Jau,  and  the  Englifh  company,  with  the  Nabob. 
Wolau  Jau,  have  entered  into  another  treaty,  of  the 
ftridteft  friendlhip  and  alliance,  on  the  following  condi- 
tions, 

I.  THE  exalted  and Illuftrious  Emperor  of  Indof- 
tan,  Shaw  Allum  Padtcha,  having  out  of  his  gracious 
favour,  and  in  confiderauon  of  the  attachment  and  fer- 
vices  of  the  Englifh  Elaft  India  company,  given  and 
granted  to  them,  for  ever,  by  way  of  iniam,  or  free- 
gift,  the  five  circars  of  Muftephana^,  Rajahmundry^ 

Siccacole, 
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Siccacole^  and  Murtezanagur^or  Condarir>  by  his  royal 
firmaund|  dated  the  1 2th  of  Augiill  i765»or  on  the  24th 
of  the  moon  Siiphier,  in  the  fixth  year  of  his  reign,  and 
the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  ul  Mulck,  as  ibubah 
of  the  Decan,  having,  by  the  fecond  and  third  articles 
of  the  afore-mentioned  treaty,  ceded  and  furrendercd 
by  faneds,  under  his  hand  and  feal,  to  the  EngliOi 
Eaft  India  company,  for  ever,  die  afore-mcntioned 
'  five  circars,  it  is  now  farther  acknowledged  and 
agreed,  by  the  faid  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  ul  Mulck, 
Soubah  of  the  Decan,  that  the  faid  company  fliall  en- 
joy and  hold  for  ever,  as  their  right  and  property,  the 
faid  five  circars,  on  the  terms  hereafter  mentioned. 

II,  By  the  afore-mentioned  treaty  of  Hydrabad,  it 
was  ftipukted  that  the  Nabob  Aufuph*  Jau,  having 
given  the  circar  of  Murtezanagur,  as  a  jaghire,  to  hb 
brother  the  Nabob  Ummeer,  ul  Omrah  Soujah,  ul 
Mulck  Behauder,  Bazalet  Jung,  the  company  fhould 
Hot  take  poffeffion  of  the  faid  circar,  till  after  the 
death  of  Bazalet  Jung,  or  till  he  broke  the  friendflup 
with  the  faid  company,  by  raifing  difturbances  in  the 
country  of  Nizampatam,  or  the  Carnatic ;  and  though 
the  company  might  juftly  claim  a  right  to  take  pofi^- 
fion  of  the  faid  circar,  from  the  late  conduft  of  Bazalet 
Jung,  yet,  in  confideration  of  their  friendlhip  for  Au- 
fuph Jau,  and  his  family,  and  that  they  may  not  dif- 
trefs  his  affairs,  by  obliging  him  to  provide  his  brother 
Bazalet  Jung  with  another  jaghire,  the  company  do 
agree  and  confent  that  Bazalet  Jung  ftill  hold  the  circar 
or  Murtezanagur,  on  the  aforefaid  conditions,  or  dll 
it  be  the  plealure  of  Aufuph  Jau  that  the  company 
ihould  take  pofTeffion  thereof,  provided  that  the  &d 
Bazalet  Jung  returns  immediately  to  his  own  country 
of  Adony,  and  neither  keeps  widi,  nor  receives  fit)m 
Hyder  Naigue  any  vackeel  or  correlpondence,  but 
lives  in  peace  and  harmony  with  the  Engliih  company, 
and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  and  gives  no  proteftion 
or  afliftance  whatever  to  the  faid  Naigue,  or  any  of  his 
people,  nor  any  other  enemies  pClhc  company,  or  the 
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Nabob  Wolau  Jau  5  but  if  this  ardcle  fliall  kt  any 
time  be  infringed,  the  conmpany  fhall  be  at  liberty,  by 
virtue  of  this  treaty,  to  take  poflelfion  of,  and  keep  thi* 
circar  of  Murtezanagur,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
Other  four,  and  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau  engages  to 
aflift  them  therein  with  his  troops,  if  neceflary. 

III.^  The  fort  of  CondapiUee,  with  itsjaghire,  Ihall 
for  ever  hereafter  remain  in  pofleflion  of  the  Englifh 
company,  and  be  garrifoned  widi  their  troops,  under 
ttheir  own  officers  only,  notwithftauding  any  thing  to 
the  contrary  ftipulated  in  the  twelfdi  article  of  the  trea- 
ty of  Hydrabad. 

IV.  Narraindoo,  one  of  the  zemindars  of  the  circa? 
of  Siccacole,  having  lately  raifed  difturbances  in  the 
Itchapore  country,  and  refufed  (as  he  alledges,  in  con* 
formity  to  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau's  orders)  to  pay  his 
xrnts,  or  obedience  to  the  company,  die  Nabob  Au- 
fuph Jau  agrees,  on  the  figning  and  exchange  of  th^ 
prefent  treaty,  to  write  letters,  not  only  to  Narraindoo^ 
but  to  all  the  zemindars,  in  the  circars  of  Ellour,  Mufr 
tephanagur,  Rajahmundry,  and  Siccacole,  acquainting 
them  that  they  are  in  future  to  regard  the  EngliiJi 
company  as  their  fovercign,  and  to  pay  their  rents  aiuj 
obedience  to  the  faid  company,  or  their  deputies,  with- 
out raifing  any  troubles  or  dUbarbances.  The  Nabob 
Aufuph  Jau  ^rther  agrees,  diat  he  will  npt  in  future 
encourage  or  protedt,  in  raifmg  troubles  or  difobedi* 
cnce,  any  zemindars,  renter,  or  fervants  of  the  Englifh 
company,  or  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau ;  who  on  liieir 
parts  engage  the  fame  to  his  Highnefs  Aufuph  Jau. 

V.  It  has  been  the  conflant  defire  and  endeavour  of 
die  Englifh  company  and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  to 
preferve  their  polfeflions  in  peace,  and  to  live  on  terms 
of  friendlhip  with  the  foubah  of  the  Decan  ;  they  flill 
defire  to  do  the  fame  ;  and  though  the  operations  of 
war  have  lately  obliged  the  company  to  fend  their 
troops  towards  Hydrabad,  and  to  take  poficfTion  of  the 
circars  of  Commamet^  and  Worangok^  yc^  as  a  proof 

of 
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</  tbcir  fricndfliip  for  die  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  &c, 
jbubah  of  the  Decan,  on  the  figning  and  exchange  of 
this  treaty,  the  company's  troops  IhaU  be  recalled  to 
the  fort  of  Commamet,  from  whence  they  fliall  alfo 
retire  into  their  own  circars,  fo  foon  as  the  foubah, 
with  his  army,  has  eroded  the  Kiftnah,  leaving  the  fort 
of  Commamet  to  the  foubah's  deputy;  and,  as  a 
farther  proof  of  the  company's  firiqere  defire  to  pre- 
ferve  a  friendfhip  with  the  foubah  of  the  Decan,  they

It  was  ftipulated  in  the  former  treaty,  made  at 
Hydrabad,  that  the  company  and  the  foubah  fliouki 
mutually  affift  each  other  with  their  troops,  when  re^ 
quired,  and  their  own  affairs  would  permit  j  but  it  be- 
ing apprehended  at  prefcnt,  that  fuch  an  agreement 
may  fubjcft  both  parties  to  difficulties,  and  that  mif- 
iinderftandings  may  arife  on  that  account,,  it  is  now 
agreed  only,  that  a  mutual  peace,  confidence,  and 
friendfhip,  fhall  fubfift,  for  ever,  between  the  Englifh

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company,  his  highnefs  Aufuph  Jau,  and  die  Nabob 
Wolau  Jau  j  the  enemies  or  either  fliall  be  regarded 
as  the  enemies  of  the  other  two  Powers,  and  the  friends 
of  eidicr  be  treated  as  the  friends  of  all  j  and  in  cafe 
any  troubles  fhould  arife,  or  any  enemies  invade  the 
countries  under  the  government  of  either  of  the  con- 
tracting parties,  the  other  two  (hall  give  no  counte- 
nance or  afliftance  to  fuch  enemies  or  invaders ;  the 
company  and  the  T^abob  Wolau  Jau,  willing  however 
to  fliew  their  voluntary  attachment  to  the  foubah,  will 
always  be  ready  to  fend  two  battalions  of  feapoys,  and 
fix  pieces  of  artillery,  manned  by  Europeans,  whenever 
the  foubah  ftiall  require  them,  and  the  fituation  of  their 
affairs  will  allow  of  fuch  a  body  of  troops  to  march 
into  the  Decan,  provided  the  foubah  pays  the  ex-. 
pence,  during  the  time  that  the  faid  troops  are  em-* 
ployed  in  his  fervice. 

VII.  The  exalted  and  illuftrious  emperor,  Shaw 
AUum,  having  been  pleafed,  out  of  his  great  favour 
and  high  cfteem  for  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  to  give 
and  to  grant  to  lum,  and  his  eldeft  fon,  Meyen  uT 
Mulck,  Omdetul  Omrah,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  the 
government  of  the  Carnaric  Payen  Gaut,  and  the 
countries  dependent  thereon,  by  his  royal  firmaund,* 
bearing  date  the  26th  of  Auguft  1765,  or  the  ayth  of 
the  moon  Zuphur,  in  the  fixth  year  of  the  faid  eitipe-' 
ror's  reign,  and  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  ul 
Mulck,  &c.  having  alfo,  out  of  his  afFeftion  and  regard 
for  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  releafed  him,  his*  fon, 
Mcyen  ul  Mulck,  &c.  and  their  heirs  in  fucceffion,  for 
crer,  from  all  dependence  on  the  Decan,  and  given 
him  a  full  difcharge  of  all  demands  pad,  prefcnt,  and' 
to  come,  on  the  faid  Camatic  Payen  Gaut,  by  a  faned,' 
tmder  his  hand  arid  feal,  dated  the  i  ath  of  Novenjber 
1766  ;  in  confideration  of  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau- Jau 
feaving  paid  the  foubah  five  lacks  of  rupees,  it  is  now 
agreed  and  acknowledged,  by  the  faid  Aufuph  Jau, 
Nizam  ul  Mulck,  that  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  an4 
after  him  his  fon,  M.eyen  ul  Mulck,  and  their  hcirs^  in

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ibcceflion,  fhall  enjoy,  for  ever,  as  an  iiltomgau^  or  frte^ 
gift,  Ac  government  of  the  Carhadc  Paycn  Gau^  in 
me  fulleft  and  ampleft  manner ;  the  faid  Nabob  Au- 
fuph  Jau  promifing,  and  engaging,  not  to  hold  dr  keep 
lip  any  kind  of  correfpondence  with  any  perfbn  or  pcr- 
ibm,  in  the  faid  Carnadc  Payen  Gaut,  or  in  the  dr- 
ears before  and  now  ceded  to  the  Er^Iifh  company^ 
except  the  faid-  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  or  the  fiud 
EngUlh  company,  by  the  means  of  their  prefident  and 
council  of  Madras,  who  on  their  part,  in  conjunftion 
*ith  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  engage  likewife  not 
to  hold,  or  maintain,  any  correfpondence  With  any  per- 
fon  or  perforis  in  the  Decan,  except  the  Nabob  Aulii^ 
Jau,  his  dewan,  and  the  fccurities,  whofe  names  are 
bereunto  fubfcribed.

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tifurped  the  govemmertt  of  die  Monforc  country,  and 
given  great  difturbances  to  his  neighbours,  by  attack- 
ing, and  taking  from  many  of  them  their  pofTeflions, 
and  having  alfo  lately  invaded,  and  laid  wafte  with  fire 
and  fword,  the  poffeflions  of  the  Englifh  company, 
and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  in  the  Carnatic,  it  is  cer- 
tainly neceffary  for  their  peace,  and  for  the  general  be- 
nefit of  all  the  neighbouring  Powers,  that  the  faid 
Naigue  ftiould  be  puniftied  and  reduced,  fo  that  he 
may  not  hereafter  have  the  power  to  give  any  per- 
fon  farther  trouble ;  to  this  end,  the  Nabob  Aiifuph 
Jau  hereby  declares,  and  makes  known  to  all  the 
world,  that  he  regards  the  faid  Naigue  as  a  rebel  and 
ufurper,  and  as  fuch  divefts  him  of,  and  revokes  from 
him,  all  faneds,  honours,  and  diftinftions,  conferred  by. 
himfel^'or  any  other  foubah  of  the  Decan,  becaule  the 
faid  Naigue  has  deceived  the  Nabob  Aufuph.  Jau, 
broken  his  agreement,  and  rendered  himfelf  unworthy 
of  all  farther  countenance  and  favours. 

X.  That  the  Englifh  company  may  hereafter  cany 
on  their  trade  peaceably,  on  this  coaft  of  Coromandelj 
and  alfo  on  the  coaft  of  Malabar,  and  that  they,  with 
the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  may  hdd  the  Carnatic,  and 
their  other  poffeflions,  in  peace,  it  appears  neceflary, 
that  the  countries  of  Carnatic  Balagaute,  belonging  to* 
the  foubahdarry  of  Viziapour,  now  or  lately  poffefled  by 
Hyder  Naigue,  fhould  be  under  the  management  and 
proteftion  of  thofc  who  will  do  juftice,  and  pay  obe- 
dience to  the  h^h  commands  fmm  court ;  it  is  there- 
fore agreed,  by  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  that  he  ihall 
i-elinquiih,  to  the  Englifh  company,  all  his  right  to  the 
dewanny  of  the  faid  Carnatic  Balagaute,  belonging  to 
the  foubahdarry  of  Vk^iapour,  and  that  the  company 
Ihall  prefent  an  arzee,  or  pedtion  to  the  royal  pre-* 
fence,  to  obtain  from  the  emperor  Shaw  Allum,  a  fir-^ 
maund,  confirming  and  approving  their  right  thereto  -, 
but,  that  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau>  a&  foubah  of  the  De^ 
can,  may  not  lole  his  dignity^  or  the  revenue  arifing^ 
j&om  the  faid  countries,  the  Engliih  company  agree  to  ' 
8  pay 
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pay  him  annually^  out  of  the  dewanny  colle6bion^  from 
the  time  they  are  in  pofieflion  thereof^  the  fum  of  fe- 
Ten  lacks  of  Arcot  rupees,  including  durbar  charges^ 
being  the  fum  annually  paid  heretofore,  in  two  equal 
payments^  at  the  fpace  of  fix  months  front  each  other, 
provided  the  faid  Aufuph  Jau,  foubah  of  the  Decan, 
allifk  the  faid  company,  and  the  Nabob  Wolau 
Jau,  in  punilhing  Hyder  Naigue,  and  neither  receives 
from,  or  fends  cither  vackeels  or  letters  to  him. 

XL  As  the  Englifh  company  do  not  intend  to  de- 
prive the  Morattas  of  their  choute,  any  more  then  the 
ibubah  of  his  pilcafh,  which  ufed  to  be  paid  from  the 
Garnatic  Balagaute,  belonging  to  the  foubahdarry  of 
Viziapour,  now  or  lately  poflefled  by  Hyder  Naigue, 
it  is  hereby  agreed,  and  the  company  willingly  promife 
to  pay  the  Morattas,  regularly  and  annually,  without 
trouble,  for  the  whole  choute,  as  fettled  in  former 
times,  from  the  time  the  faid  countries  fhall  be  under  the 
company's  proteftion  as  dewan,  provided,  however, 
that  the  Morattas  guaranty  to  the  company  the  peacc- 
njble  poflcffion  of  the  faid  dewanny ;  to  this  end,  the 
Nabob  Aufuph  Jau  promifes  to  ufe  his  beft  endea- 
voursj  joindy  with  the  Englifh,  and  the  Nabob  Wo- 
lau Jau,  to  fettle  with  the  Morattas,  concerning  the 
choute  of  the  faid  countries,  how  and  where  it  is  to  be 
paid,  fb  that  there  may  be  no  difturbances  hereafter, 
on  that  account,  between  any  of  die  contrafting  par- 
ties or  the  Morattas. 

XII.  All  the  foregoing  articles  are  fincerely  agreed 
to  by  the  fubfcribing  parties,  who  refolve  faithfully  to 
execute  and  abide  by  the  fame,  fo  that  a  firm  and 
lafling  friendlhip  may  mutually  fubfifl  between  them, 
and  while  fuch  an  alliance  fubfifls,  what  power  will 
dare  to  diflurb  the  pofleffions  of  either  party  ?  The 
Englifh  company  and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau  will 
endeavour,  on  all  occafions,  to  Ihcw  their  friendfhip 
tod  attachment  to  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  ul 
>iulck,  as  foubah  of  the  Decan,  and  look  on  the  fup- 

port 
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port  of  that  government  as  the  fupport  of  their  own  ^ 
in  fhort,  there  will  be  no  manner  of  difference  in  inte- 
reft  between  them.

The  Treaty  of  perpetual  Friendjhipy  Alliance^  and  Secu^ 
rityj  concluded  between  the  Honourable  Major  General 
Sir  Archibald  CampbeU,  Knight  of  the  Bath,  Pre- 
Jident  and  Governor  of  Fort  St.  George,  and  the 
Council  thereof y  on  the  Part  of  the  United  Company 
of  Merchants  of  England  trading  to  the  Eaft  Indies, 
and  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  Wallaujau,  Omdit  ul 
Mulk,  Unmeer  ul  Hind,  Afoph  Dowla,  Anewer- 
deen,  Cawn  Behauder,  Zupher  Jung,  Sippa 
Salar,  Saubadar  of  the  Carnatic,  on  Behalf  of 
bimjelf  his  Heirs  and  Succejfors. 

THE 
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THE  court  of  dircftors  of  the  honourable  united 
Eaft  India  company,  having  taken  into  their  ferious 
confidcration  the  great  advantages  which  may  be  at- 
tained by  improving  the  bleflings  of  peace,  now  hap- 
pily re-eftabli(hed  on  the  coaft  of  Choromandel  and  the 
Camatic,  and  confidering  the  prefcnt  hour  beft  fuited 
for  fettling  and  arranging,  by  a  juft  and  equitable 
treaty,  a  plan  for  the  future  defence  and  proteftion  of 
the  Camatic,  and  the  northern  circars,  on  a  folid  and 
lading  foundation,  have  communicated  thefc  their  fen- 
timents  to  his  highneis  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic; 
who,  being  fully  irnprefled  with  the  propriety  and  wif- 
dom  of  fuch  an  arrangement,  has  for  himfelr,  his  heirs 
and  fucceffors,  adjufted  and  concluded  a  folid  and  per- 
manent treaty  with  the  prefident  and  council  of  Fort 
St.  George,  upon  the  principles  and  conditions  herein- 
after mentioned ;  in  confequence  whereof  it  is  ftipulated 
and  agreed,  that  due  provifion  Ihall  be  made  for  the 
military  peace  eftablifhment  j  and  alfo  that,  for  dif- 
chafging  the  expence  of  war,  in  the  event  of  a  war 
breaking  out  in  the  Carnatic,  or  on  the  coaft  of  Cho- 
romandel, certain  contributions,  or  proportions  of  the

That  the  honourable  Eaft  India  company  will 
in  like  manner  contribute,  and  with  the  aid  of  Tanjorc 
(hall  pay  and  make  good,  luch  further  fums  as  may  be 
neceffary  to  difcharge  the  expence  of  the  military 
peace  eftablifliment,  beyond  the  faid  annual  contribu- 
tion of  his  highnefs  already  mentioned. 

IV.  That  for  the  fatisfaftion  of  his  highnefs  the  Na- 
bob of  the  Camatic,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  the  pre- 
fident  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George  fhall  flirnifh  his 
highnefs  annually  with  an  accurate  account,  fhewing 
the  number  of  troops  maintained,  and  the  names  and 
fituations  of  the  garrifons  fupported  by  the  annual 
contributions,  and  particularly  the  troops  and  garrilbns

V.  In  cafe  of  failure  in  the  punftual  payment  of 
the  nine  lacks  of  pagodas  already  mentioned,  to  the 
amount  of  one  lack  of  pagodas  in  any  kift,  for  the  pe- 
riod of  one  month  after  the  fame  fhall  become  due, 
his  highnefs  the  Nabob  agrees,  that  certain  difb*i6ts, 
fpecified  in  the  fchedulc,  N°  i,  hereunto  annexed,  Ihall 
be  made  anfwerable  for  fuch  failure;  and  that  the 
company  fhall  have  power  to  appoint  fuperintendants 
or  receivers  to  colled  and  receive,  from  the  Nabob's

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amuldars,  all  the  rents,  revenues,  duties,  cuftoms,  and 
"pelhcafh  of  the  faid  diftrift ;  and  thefe  fiiperintendants 
or  receivers  Ihall  exercife  all  neceflary  authority  for 
coUefting  fuch  rents,  revenues,  &6.  giving  regular  re- 
ceipts for  all  monies  which  may  be  received  by  the 
faid  fuperintendants ;  who  Ihall  have  full  power  to  in- 
fpeft  and  examine  all  Cutcherry  receipts  and  accounts

revenue  to  the  general  expence  of  fuch  war,  to  be  ap- 
plied in  fuch  manner  as  the  faid  united  company  or 
their  reprefcntatives  fhall  find  necefTary,  for  their  com- 
mon fafety  and  interefl,  as  alfo  for  the  interefl:  of  their 
allies  in  the  Carnatic,  and  on  the  coaft  of  Choromandel;

cafe  the  faid  four-fifths  of  the  revenues,  or  any  part 
thereof,  are  diverted  from  the  difcharge  of  the  current 
expenccs  of  the  war,  or  the  debts  or  cxpences  incurred 
thereby,  the  faid  united  company  ihall  have  full  power 
to  appoint  fuperintendants  and  receivers  over  the  faid 
countries  and  diftrifts  of  the  Nabob,  in  the  manner 
fpecified  in  the  3d  article  of  this  treaty,  refpedting  the 
diftrifts  mentioned  in  fchedule  N''  i,  with  the  fame 
authority,  and  under*  the  like  reflriftions  and  condi- 
tions expreffed  in  cafe  of  failure.

that  may  be  incurred  or  arife  during  the  courfe  of  the 
war,  until  his  proportion  of  twenty-five  fifty-one  parts

XII.  It  is  exprefsly  underflood  and  declared,  that 
fo  foon  as  the  expences  incurred  by  the  war  are  paid 
off  and  difcharged,  the  fuperintendants  and  receivers 
ihaU  be  immediately  recalled ;  and  it  is  further  exprefs- 
ly declared,  that  the  1 1  th  article  fhall  not  have  any 
retrofpeft  to  the  expences  of  any  war  antecedent  to 
the  date  of  this  treaty. 

XIII.  That  after  the  termination  of  fuch  war,  and 
during  the  application  of  the  faid  grofs  revenues  to  the 
debts  and  expences  thereof  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  5th,  and

In  cafe  his  highneft  fh^ll  at  any  time  have 
occafion  for  any  number  of  troops,  for  the  fecurity  and 
cx)lle6lion  of  his  revenue,  the  fupport  of  his  authority, 
or  the  good  order  and  government  of  his  dominions, 
the  faid  united  company  fhall  and  will  fiimifti  a  fufE- 

'  cient  number  of  troops  for  that  purpofe,  on  public  re- 
prefentation  being  made  by  his  highnefs  to  the  prcfi- 
dent  in  council  of  Fort  Sl  George,  of  the  neceflity  of 
employing  fuch  a  force  j  and  the  objefts  to  be  obtained 
thereby.  In  cafe  of  the  march  of  fuch  troops,  the  addi- 
tional batta,  and  expences  attending  their  movements, 
will  be  annually  difcharged  by  his  highnels  at  the  end 
of  each  year. 

XV.  Whenever  the  company  ihall  enter  into  any 
negotiations,  wherein  the  interefts  of  the  Carnatic  and 
its  dependencies  may  be  concerned,  the  prefident  in 
council  of  Fort  St.  Gforge  (hall  communicate  the 
proceedings  to  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic, 
as  the  firm  ally  of  the  company ;  and,  although  the  di- 
reftion  of  the  combined  force  of  the  country  is  com- 
mitted entirely  to  the  honourable  company  or  their  re- 
prefentatives,  it  is  neverthelefs  underftood,  that  his 
highnefs  (hall  be  informed  of  all  mcafures  which  (hall  re- 
late to  the  declaring  of  war,  or  the  making  of  peace  with 
any  of  the  Princes  and  Powers  of  Hindoftan,  fo  far  as 
the  interefts  of  the  Carnatic  may  be  immediately  con- 
cerned therein  -,  and  the  name  of  his  highnefs  (hall  be

XVII.  Should  there  be  any  eflential  failure  in  the 
'crops  in  time  of  peace,  owing  to  the  want  of  rain,  or 

any  other  unforefcen  calamity,  a  dcduftion  (hall  be 

madff 
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made  in  the  Nabob's  kifts,  to  the  extent  of  the  injury 
which  the  revenues  may  fuftain^  as  fhall  be  eflimated 
and  fixed  on  by  the  governor  in  council ;  to  whom  his 
hig^efs  grants  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint 
one  or  more  fuperintendants  and  accomptants  to  in* 
{pc6t  and  examine  the  Cutcherry  receipts  of  all  the 
countries  and  diftrifts  of  his  highndfs  the  Nabob  of 
the  Camatic^  for  the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  the  amount 
of  fuch  deduction,  which  is  to  be  carried  as  a  chai^ 
to  the  account  current  of  his  highneis. 

XVIII.  It  is  hereby  ftipulated,  that  the  conditions 
mentioned  in  the  articles  of  agreement  between  the; 
prefident  and  council  of  Fort  St.  George,  and  his  high- 
neis the  Nabob,  dated  28th  June  1785,  for  payment 
of  four  lacks  of  pagodas  annually  to  the  honourable 
company,  (hall  be  null  and  void,  the  fame  being  com- 
prehended and  included  in  the  conditions  of  the  prefent 
treaty. 

XIX.  It  is  further  flipulated,  that  the  faid  articles  pf 
agreement,  dated  28th  June  1785,  as  far  as  relate  to 
the  difcharge  of  the  debts  of  his  highnefs  the  Nabob, 
ihall  be  and  continue  in  full  force  and  virtue.

inflruments,  at  Cheparek  Houfe,  the  day  of

that  is  to  fay, 

I.  The  friends  and  enemies  of  his  Excellency  the 
JLajah  of  Tanjour^  and  of  the  Englifh  united  Eafb

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India  company,  (hall  be  confidered  as  the  friends  and 
enemies  of  bodii. 

II.  His  Excellency  die  Rajah  of  Tanjour  will  con- 
tribute towards  the  military  peace  eftablilhment,  and 
fhall  pay  into  the  treafury  of  die  faid  united  company 
the  annual  fum  of  &ur  lacks  of  ftar  pagodas,  to  com- 
mence 1 2th  July,  in  the  year  of  Chrift  1787,  cor- 
refponding  to  the  30th  aunee  of  the  Malabar  mondi> 
of  Palavunga  year,  and  to  the  Phufly  11 97,  divided 
into  kifts  payable  at  the  following  periods :

III.  The  annual  contribution  of  four  lack^  of  pa- 
godas, to  be  paid  by  his  Excellency  the  Rajah  of  Tan- 
jour,  towards  the  army  peace  eftablifhment,  is  pro- 
portioned to  the  grofs  revenues  of  his  country,  efti- 
mated  at  10  lacks  of  pagodas  j  and  it  is  hereby  fHpu- 
lated  and  agreed,  that  whenever  the  annual  grofs  re- 
venues of  the  country  Ihall  rife  above  ten  lacks  of  pa* 
godas,  the  annual  -contribution  of  his  Excellency,  in 
time  of  peace,  fhall  like  wife  be  encreafed  according  to 
die  fame  fcale  or  ftandard. 

IV.  In  cafe  of  failure  in  the  pundlual  payment  of 
the  four  lacks  of  pagodas  already  mentioned,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  fifty  diouland  pagodas,  for  the  period  o(  one 
month  after  the  fame  fhall  become  due,  his  Excellency 
the  Rajah  agrees,  that  the  company  fhall  have  power, 
to  enter  upon  any  of  the  dilb-ifts  in  the  Tanjour  coun- 
try, that  fhall  appear  to  them  necefTary  to  difchargc 
the  amount  of  the  fum  in  arrear  i  and  that  the  com- 
pany 
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pahy  fhall  have  power  to  appoint  luperintcndants  or 
receivers  to  colleft  and  receive  from  the  Rajah's  renters, 
managers^  aumildars,  all  the  rents,  revenues,  duties, 
and  cuftoms  of  the  faid  diftrifb ;  and  thefe  fuperin- 
tendants  or  receivers  fhall  exercife  all  neceflaiy  autho- 
rity for  coUefting  fuch  rents,  revenues,  duties,  and 
Cuftom$  of  the  faid  diftrifts,  giving  regular  receipts  for 
^n  the  monies  which  may  be  received  by  the  faid  fu- 
perintendants;  who  ftiall  have  full  power  to  inlpeft  and 
examine  all  Cutcherry  receipts  and  accounts  of  the 
lands  and  diibifb  aforefaid,  as  well  as  to  afcertain  the 
ftate  of  all  other  revenues,  which  Ihall  be  colle6ted 
annually  within  the  iaid  diilri6ts ;  and  when  the  full 
amount  of  the  arrears  due  (hall  have  been  paid  to  the 
company,  the  fuperintendant  or  receiver  fhall  be  im- 
mediately recalled. 

V.  At  the  appointment  of  the  fuperintendant  or  re- 
ceiver, his  Excellency  the  Rajah  wifl  fornilh  the  com- 
ply with  the  obligations  of  the  auipildars,  renters,  or 
fanyiers  of  each  diftrift ;  and  if  they  do  not  pay  the 
pioney  pundtually  to  the  fuperintcndants  or  receivers, 
agreeable  thereto,  his  Excellency  the  Rajah,  at  the  re- 

3uefl  of  the  governor  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George, 
lall  and  will  immediately  difmifs  the  faid  aumildars, 
renters,  or  farmers,  and  appoint  fuch  others  in  their 
ftead  as  the  prefident  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George- 
fhall  recommend,  after  taking  from  diem  the  ufual 
obligations,  which  fhall  be  delivered  to  the  company 
by  his  Excellency. 

•  VI .  That  the  exercife  of  power  over  the  faid  dif- 
txi&s  and  farms,  by  virtue  of  the  conditions  mentioned 
in  the  4th  and  5th  articles,  in  cafe  of  failure  in  the 
payment  of  any  of  the  kifts,  fhall  not  extend  or  be 
conflrued  to  extend  to  deprive  his  Excellency  the  Ra- 
jah of  Tanjour,  or  his  fucceffors,  of  the  civil  govern- 
ment thereof,  or  the  honour  and  dignity  of  his.  family ; 
but  the  fame  fhall  be  preferved  to  him  and  them  in-

folate,  faving  and  excepting  die  powers  in  dkc  arddct 
N**  4  and  5  expreflcd  and  mendohed. 

VI I.  That  in  the  event  of  any  war  breaking  out  in 
the  Carnadc,'  in  Tanjour,  or  on  the  Coaft  ot  Coro- 
mandel^  the  faid  united  company  fhall  chaise  themr 
felves  with  the  direction,  order,  and  condudt  thereof; 
and,  during  the  continuance  of  fuch  war,  fhall  applf 
four-fifths  of  their  whole  revenue,  in  the  Camatic  and 
the  northern  circar,  annually,  to  the  military  expences 
of  the  war. 

VIII.  That  in  the  like  event,  his  Excellency  thft 
Rajah  of  Tanjour  Ihall  pay  mto  the  treafiiry  of  die 
laid  united  company  four-fifths  pf  his  revenues,  to  the 
general  expences  of  fuch  war,  to  be  appHed  in  fbch 
manner  as  the  faid  united  company  or  their  reprefen- 
tarives  Ihall  find  neceflary  for  their  common  fafety  and 
interefts,  as  alfo  for  the  interefts  of  their  allies  in  the 
Camatic,  and  on  the  coaft  of  Goipmahdd.  And  it  is 
moreover  agreed,  that  his  Excellency's  probortion  of 
the  debt  and  expences  incurred  by  war,  feall  nenceferth 
be  fetded  at  one  fifth  part  of  the  whole  amount  theit^ 
of. 

IX.  For  the  more  efFqftual  fecurity  of  the  paynient 
of  four-fifths  of  the  revenue  of  his  Excellency,  annu- 
ally, to  the  military  expences  of  the  war  j  and  to  re- 
move every  doubt  on  the  part  of  the  company,  of  any 
fecretion  or  diverfion  of  the  faid  revenues  from  the 
purpofe  aforefaid,  the  prefident  in  council  of  Fort  St.

by, the  faid  united  conipany  fhall  have  full  power  to 
^pppinc  ibperinteiidttnt3  and  I'cceivers  over  the  (aid 
liotintt^es  and  diftAfts  of  tihe  Rajah,  in  the  manner 
^jecificd  in  the  4*  atrticle  of  this  treaty,  with  the  fame 
authority,  and  under  the  like  re(h-i6fions  and  concfi-* 
dohi  therein  exprelKd,  in  cafe  of  failure. 

X.  That  the  faid.  annual  four-fifths,  payable  from 
the  revenues  of  his  Excellency  the  Rajah  of  Tanjorr, 
fhall,  after  the  termination  of  the  warr  continue  to  Jbc 
applied  to  the  difcharge  of  all  debts  and  expej^ces  that 
>xiay  be  incurred  or  arife  during  the  courfe  of  the  war, 
until  hiis  proportion  of  one-fifth  part  of  the  whole  ex^ 
pence  is  paid  off*  and  difcharged. 

XL  It  is  expreisly  underitood  and  declared,  that  fo 
foon  as,  the  ctpences  incurred  by  the  war  are  paid  off 
and  difchar^d,  tHe  fiiperintradahts  and  itceivers  (hall 
be  immediately  recalled. 

XIL  That  during  the  application  of  the  faid  pro- 
torrioh  of  four-fifths  of  the  faid  grofs  revenues  to  the 
lifcharge  of  the  debts  and  expences  incurred  in  time 
of  war,  die  2d,  3d,  4th,  and  ftli  articles  of  this  treaty 
fhall  te  and  remain  dormant,  and  be  of  no  effeft ;  but 
fhall  re-commence,  and  regain  their  fbft  force  and  va- 
lidity, from  and  immediaeely  after  all  the  debd  and 
expences  of  fuch  war  have  been  fully  abd  pibportion- 
ally  paid  off  and  difeharged. 

XIII.  In  cafe  His  Excellency  fhall  at  any  time  have 
occafion  for  any  number  of  troops  for  the  fecurity  and 
coUeftion  "of  his  revenues,  the  fupport  of  his  authority, 
or  the  gpod  order  and  government  of  his  country,  the 
faid  united  company  fhall  and  will  fiirnifti  a  fufficient 
number  of  troops,  on  a  public  reprefentation  being 
made  by  his  Excellency,  to  the  prendent  in  council  of 
Fort  St.  George,  of  the  necelTity  of  employing  fuch 
force,  and  the  objefts  t6  be  obtained  thereby.  In  cafe 
of  the  niarch  of  fuch  troops,  the  additional  batta  and

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fences  attending  their  movements  {hall  be  annxially 
tifchargcd  by  his  Excellency,  at  the  end  of  each  year. 

XIV.  The  late  Rajah  of  Tanjore  having  been,  at  the 
dme  of  his  death,  indebted  to  his  highnefs  the  Nabob 
of  the  Carnatic,  for  arrears  of  peiflicafh,  fince  the  year 
1776,  which,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Phufly  1 1 97, 
or  lath  July,  1787,  will  amount  to  the  fum  of  twelve 
lacks  fifiy-feyen  thoufand  one  hundred  forty-two  pa- 
godas I  and  having  alio  been  indebted  to  Britifh  fub- 
jefts,  whole  naniies  are  fet  forth  in  a  fchedule  hereunto 
annexed,  for  various  fums  of  money  lent  by  them,  to 
and  for  the  ufe  of  the  Rajah,  which,  with  intereft,  are 
computed  to  amount  to  about  the  fum  of  four  lacks  of 
pagodas  -,  it  is  hereby  ilipulated  and  agreed,  that,  for

XV.  The 
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XV.  The  private  debts  of  his  Excellency  not  being 
as  yet  accurately  afcertaincd,  it  is  hereby  agreed,  that 
the  debts  due  to  Britifh  fubjefts  ihall  be  forthwith  ex* 
amined,  adiufted,  and  fetded  j  for  which  purpofe,  the 
creditors  (hall  be  called  upon  to  deliver  their  dennands 
to  the  prefident  in  council  of  Madras,  ftatcd  with  fimple 
intereft,  at  the  rate  of  1 2  per  cent,  per  annum ^  to  the  1 2th 
day  of  July,  1787;  which  accounts  will  be  examined 
by  agents  to  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  Rajahj^ 
and  by  the  governor  in  council,  on  behalf  of  the  ere-- 
ditors,  after  which,  they  will  be  laid  before  his  Excel- 
kncy;  and  on  receiving  his  final  approbation,  they 
fliall  be  clafled  amongft  the  lift  of  his  private  crcdi-r 
tors,  and  become  entitled  to  a  ftiare,  or  rateable  pro- 
portion, of  the  faid  fum  of  80,000  pagodas,  agreeable 
to  fuch  equitable  arrangement  as  may  be  formed  by 
the  governor  i^  council,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Rajah 
and  the  creditors :  and  it  is  agreed,  that  fo  foon  as  the 
debts  and  intereft  due  from  the  Rajah  to  Britifh  fub- 
jefts  are  paid  off  and  difcharged,  the  annual  payment 
of  80,000  pagodas,  agreed  to  be  made  by  the  Ra}ah> 
for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors,  Ihall  from  henceforth 
ceafe  and  determine. 

XVL  And  whereas  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the 
Carnaric  has,  by  a  folemn  deed,  afligned  over  to  the 
united  Eaft  India  company  the  arrears  of  peiflicaih 
already  due,  and  the  annual  peifhcafh  which  fhall 
henceforth  become  due  to  his  Highnefs,  in  payment  of 
his  debt  to  the  company,  his  Excellency  the  Rajah  of 
Tanjour,  willing  to  manifeft  his  regard  to  the  conipany, 
and  upright  intentions  towards  the  Nabob  of  the  Car-p 
jiatic,  does  hereby  cheerfully  agree  to  pay  into  the 
hands  of  the  India  company,  for  the  account  of  the 
Nabob  of  the  Carnaric,  the  whole  annual  appropria- 
tions to  his  Highnefs,  Reified  in  the  14th  article,  upon 
the  prefident  and  council  of  Fort  St,  George  indemni- 
fying his  Excellency  for  the  amount  of  all  fuch  monies 
as"^  they  fhall  receive  on  that  account.

I.  THAT  agreeable  to  the  third  article  of  the  treaty 
of  peace,  concluded  between  the  honourable  the  pre- 
fident  and  council  of  Madras,  and  the  Nabob  Hyder 
Ally  Khan  Behauder,  there  be,  from  this  day,  a  fini^ 
peace  and  friendfhip  between  the  honourable  EnglUh 
Eaft  India  company  and  the  faid  Nabobs  and  thdr 
lucceflbrs,  to  continue  for  even 

II.  That  the  honourable  company  may  have  free 
liberty  to  build  a  commodious  factory  and  warehoules 
at  Onore,  by  the  water-fide,  or  any  place  they  may' 
pitch  upon  \  and  that  they  may  enclofe  the  compound 
with  a  fuitable  wall;  and  the  ground  allotted  dpem 
fliall  be  rent-free ;  they  fhall  alfb  have  permifTion  to 
cue  timber,  bring  ftones,  hay,  and  wood>  for  their  vrfb^ 
in  like  manner,  they  fhall  have  a  faftory  at  Carwar^ 
and  the  Nabob  promifes  to  oblige  the  Rajah  of  Bil* 
guey,  to  give  all  the  pepper,  produced  in  his  country, 
to  the  honourable  company,  at  the  fame  price  as  thcy 
may  purchafe  this  article  at  Onore.

XI.  Should  at  any  time  dilputes  arife,  between  the 
fervants  of  the  EngUlh  faftories  and  the  Nabob's  fiib- 
jedts,  fervantSj  or  dependants,  and  the  former  be  found 
culpable,  they  Ihall  be  fent  to  the  Englifli  refdent  to 
be  punifhed,  as  fliall  the  Nabob's  people  to  his  killc-> 
dars,  hummuldars,  &c.  if  they  are  found  to  be  in 
fault.  The  fervants  of  the  Englifh  fadory,  as  well  as 
their  families,  fliall  be  entirely  under  the  honourable 
company's  proteftion. 

XII.  That  the  faid  Nabob  fliall  not  grant  any  new 
firmaund,  or  privileges,  to  any  European  nation  what- 
ever, or  fufFer  any  of  them  to  eflablifti  any  new  fettle- 
ments  in  any  part  of  his  dominions :  in  aU  matters  of 
trade  or  bufinefi,  the  Englifli  to  have  the  prefereiwc; 
and  in  matters  of  ceremony  or  ftate,  they  are  to  take 
rank  of  all  other  European  nations,  as  well  as  thq  coun- 
try powers. 

XIII.  The  faid  Nabob  hereby  ratifies  and  confirms 
the  grant  which  he  executed  in  February  176$,  anij 
delivered  to  Meflicurs  Sparks  and  Townfend,  relative 
to  the  privileges  and  immunities  the  honourable  com- 
pany poflefled,  in  the  feveral  countries  he  conquered 
upon  this  coaft,  before  he  took  poflefiion  thereof;  and 
hereby  binds  and  obliges  himfclf,  to  compel  whoever 
may  be  in  pofleflion  of  thofe  countries,  tp  grant  to 
tkc  honourable  company  the  produce  thereof,  as  well

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as  the  full  enjoyment  of  9II  their  rights  and  privilqges 
thercin>  in  their  uttnoft  extent. 

In  witnefs  of  all  which,  the  faid  contracting  parties 
have  interchangeably  figned  and  iealed  two  in* 
ftrument$,  pf  the  fame  tenor  and  date  ;  viz.  the 
faid  prefident  and  council,  on  behalf  of  the  Eng- 
fifh  Eaft  India  company,  in  Bombay  Caftle,  this 
8th  day  of  Auguft,  in  the  year  of  the  Chnftian 
sera  1770,  and  the  faid  Nabob  Hyder  Ally  Khan 
Behauder.

TREATY  of  perpetual  peace  and  friendlhip  be- 
tween the  honourable  the  Englilh  Eaft  India  company, 
and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun  Bahauder,  on  his  own 
behalf,  for  the  countries  of  Seringapatam,  Hyder  Na- 
gur,  &c.  and  all  his  other  pofleflions  j  fetded  by  An- 
tliony  Sadleir,  George  Leonard  Staunton,  and  John 
Huddlefton,  Efquires,  on  behalf  of  the  honourable 
Engliftv  Eaft  India  company,  for  all  their  pofleflions, 
and  for  the  Camatic  Payen  Gaut,  by  virtue  of  powers 
delegated  to  the  right  honourable  the  prefident  and 
feleft  committee  of  Fort  Saint  George,  for  that  pur- 
pofc,  by  the  honourable  the  governor  general  and 
council,  appointed  by  the  King  and  parliament  of 
Great  Britain  to  direft  and  controul  all  political  affairs 
of  the  honourable  Englifh  Eaft  India  company  in  India, 

and' 
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and  by  the  faid  Nabob,  agreeable  to  the  following  ar-. 
tides,  wliich  are  to  be  ftriftly  and  invariably  ob- 
ferved,  as  long  as  the  fun  and  moon  fhall  laft,  by  both 
parties ;  that  is  to  fay,  by  the  Englifh  company  and 
the  three  governments  of  Bengal,  Madras,  and  Bom* 
bay,  and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder. 

I.  Peace  and  friendlhip  ftiall  immediately  take  place 
between  the  faid  company  and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sul- 
taun, Bahauder,  and  their  friends  and  allies }  particu- 
larly including  therein  the  rajahs  of  Tanjore  and 
Travencore,  who  are  friends  and  allies  to  the  Englifh, 
and  the  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut,  alfo  Tippoo  Sultaun's 
friends  and  allies ;  the  Biby  of  Cananore,  and  the  ra- 
jahs or  zemindars  of  the  Malabar  coaft,  are  included 
in  this  treaty :  the  Englifh  will  not  direftly  or  indireft- 
ly  aflifl:  the  enemies  of  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
Bahauder,  nor  make  war  upon  his  friends  or  allies  ; 
and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  will  not 
direftly  or  indirefbly  aflifl:  the  enemies,  nor  make  war 
upon  the  friends  or  allies  of  the  Englifli. 

II.  Immediately  after  figning  and  fealing  the  treaty 
by  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  and  the  three 
Englifli  comnniflloners,  the  faid  Nabob  fliaU  fend  or- 
ders for  the  complete  evacuation  of  the  Carnatic,  and 
the  reftoration  of  all  the  forts  and  places  in  it,  now 
poflfeflTed  by  his  troops,  the  forts  of  Ambooigur  and 
Satgur  excepted ;  and  fuch  evacuation  and  reft:oration 
Ihall  a6tually  and  eflTeftually  be  made  in  the  fpace  of 
thirty  days  from  the  day  of  figning  the  treaty.     And 
the  faid  Nabob  fliall  alfo,  immediately  after  figning 
the  treaty,  fend  orders  for  the  releafe  of  all  the  per- 
Ibns  who  wfere  taken  and  made  prifoners  in  the  late 
war,  and  now  alive,  whether  European  or  native  ;  and 
for  their  being  fafely  condufted  to  and  delivered  at 
fuch  Englifli  forts  or  fetdemencs  as  fliall  be  nearefl: 
to  the  places  where  they  now  are,  fo  that  the  faid  re- 
leafe and  delivery  of  the  prifoners  fhall  aftually  and 
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effefhjally.  be  made  in  thirty  days  fix)m  the  day  of 
figning  the  treaty.  The  Nabob  will  caufe  them  to  be 
iupplied  with  provifions  and  conveyances  for  the  jour- 
ney, the  expence  of  which  (hall  be  made  good  to  him 
by  the  company.  The  commiffioners  will  lend  an 
officer  or  officers  to  accompany  die  prifoners  to  the 
dilFerent  places  where  they  are  to  be  delivered :  in 
particular,  Abdul  Wahab  Cawn,  taken  at  Chitoor,  and 
his  family,  Ihall  be  immediately  releafed,  and  if  wil- 
ling to  return  to  the  Camadc,  Ihall  be  allowed  to  do 
fo.  If  any  perfon  or  perfons  belonging  to  the  faid 
Nabob,  and  taken  by  the  company  in  the  late  war,  be 
now  alive,  and  in  prifon  in  Bencoolen,  or  other  terri- 
tories of  the  company,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  Ihall  be 
immediately  releafed,  and,  ifwilling  to  return,  Ihall  be 
fent  without  delay  to  the  neareft  fort  or  fetdemcnt  in 
the  Myfore  country.  Baiwapa,  late  amuldar  of  Pali- 
cacherry,  ihall  be  releafed  and  at  liberty  to  depart. 

III.  Immediately  after  figning  and  fealingthc  treaty, 
the  Englifh  commiffioners  Ihall  give  written  orders 
for  the  delivery  of  Onorc  Carwar  and  Sadafheva- 
gada,  and  forts  or  places  adjoining  thereto,  and  fend  a 
Ihip  or  fhips  to  bring  away  the  garrifons.  The  Nabob 
Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahaudcr,  will  caufe  the  troops  in 
thofe  places  to  be  fupplied  with  provifions,  and  any 
other  neceflary  afTiftance  for  their  voyage  to  Bombay 
(they  paying  for  the  fame).  The  commiffioners  will 
likewife  give,  at  the  fame  time,  written  orders  for  the 
immediate  delivery  of  the  forts  and  diftridts  of  Caroor, 
Auracourchy,  and  Daraparam  j  and  immediately  after 
the  releafe  and  delivery  of  the  prifoners  as  before 
mcndoned,  the  fort  and  diftrifl;  of  Dindigul  Ihall  be 
evacuated  and  reftored  to  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
Bahauder  5  and  none  of  the  troops  of  the  company 
ihall  afterwards  remain  in  the  country  of  the  Nabob 
Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder. 

IV.  As  foon  as  all  the  prifoners  are  releafed  and  de- 

livered.

livered,  the  fort  and  diftrift  of  Cannanore  fhall  be 
evacuated  and  reftored  to  Ali  Rajah  Biby,  the  Queen 
of  that  country,  in  the  prefence  of  any  one  perfon, 
without  troops,  whom  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
Bahauder,  may  appoint  for  that  purpofe  j  arid  at  the 
lame  time  that  the  orders  are  given  for  the  evacu- 
ation and  delivery  of  the  forts  of  Cannanore  and  Din- 
digul,  the  faid  Nabob  fhall  give  written  orders  for  the 
evacuation  and  delivery  of  Amboorgur  and  Satgur  to 
the  Englifh ;  and  in  the  mean  time,  none  of  the  troops 
of  the  faid  Nabob  fhall  be  left  in  any  part  of  the  Car- 
naric,  except  in  the  two  forts  above-mentioned* 

V.  After  the  conclufion  of  this  treaty,  die  Nabob 
Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  will  make  no  claim  what-* 
ever  in  future  on  the  Carnatic, 

VI.  All  perfons  whatfoever,  who  have  been  takea 
and  carried  away  from  the  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut  (which 
includes  Tanjour)  by  the  late  Nabob  Hyder  Ali  Cawn, 
Bahauder,  who  is  in  heaven,  or  by  the  Nabob  Tippoo 
Sjultaun,  Bahauder,  or  otherwife  belonging  to  the  Car- 
natic, and  now  in  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Ba- 
hauder's  dominions,  and  willing  to  return,  fhall  be  im- 
mediately allowed  to  return  with  their  families  and 
children,  or  as  foon  as  may  be  convenient  to  them- 
Ifelvesi  and   all  perfons  belonging  to   the  Vencata- 
cherry  Rajah,  who  were  taken  p^i^cners  in  returning 
from  the  fort  of  Vellour,  to  which  place  they  had  been 
fent  with  provifions,  fhall  alfo  be  releafed,  and  per* 
mitted  immediately  to  return.     Lifts  of  the  principal 
perfons  belonmng  to  the  Nabob  Mahomed  Ali  Cawn, 
Bahauder,  and  to  the  Rajah  of  Vencatagherry,  fhall  be 
delivered  to  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun's  minifters ; 
and  the  Nabob  will  caufe  the  contents  of  this  article  to 
be  publicly  notified  throughout  his  country. 

VII.  This  being  the  happy  period  of  general  peace 
and  reconciliation,  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Ba- 
hauder, as  a  teltimony  and  proof  of  his  friendfhip  to 
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the  Englilh,  agrees,  that  the  rajahs  or  zemindars  on 
this  coaft,  who  have  favoured  the  Englifh  in  the  late 
war,  fhall  not  be  molefted  on  that  account. 

VIII.  The  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder^ 
hereby  renews  and  confirms  all  the  commercial  pri- 
vileges and  immunities  given  to  the  Englifli  by  the 
late  Nabob  Hyder  Ali  Cawn,  Bahauder,  who  is  in 
heaven,  and  particularly  ftipulated  and  fpecified  in  the 
treaty  between  the  company  and  the  faid  Nabob,  con- 
cluded the  8th  of  Auguft,  1770. 

IX.  The  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  fhall 
rcftore  the  faftory  and  privileges  poflefled  by  the 
Englifh  at  Callicut,  until  the  year  1779  (or  1 193  Hy- 
gcra)  and  fhaU  reftore  Mount  Dilly  and  its  d[klri6t, 
belonging  to  the  fetdement  of  Tellicherry,  and  pof^ 
feffed  by  the  Englifh,  till  taken  by  Sardar  Cawn,  at 
the  commencement  of  the  late  war. 

X.  This  treaty  fhall  be  figned  and  fealed  by  the 
Englifh  commiffioners,  and  a  copy  of  it  fhall  after- 
wards be  figned  and  fealed  by  the  prefident  and  feledt 
committee  of  Fort  St.  George,  and  returned  to  the 
Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  in  one  month,  or 
fboner  ifpofllble ;  and  the  fame  fhall  be  acknowledged 
under  the  hands  and  feals  of  the  governor  general  and 
council  of  Bengal,  and  the  governor  and  felcd:  com- 
mittee of  Bombay,  as  binding  upon  all  the  govern- 
ments in  India;  and  copies  of  the  treaty,  fo  acknow- 
ledged,  fhall  be  fent  to  the  faid  Nabob  in  three 
months,  or  fooner  if  pofTible.  In  teftimuny  whereof^ 
the  fiiid  contrading  parties  have  figned,  fealed,  and 
interchangeably  delivered  two  inflrument-i  of  the  fame 
tenor  and  date ;  to  wit,  the  faid  three  commiffioners 
on  behalf  of  the  honcurabie  Engliih  Eafl  India  com- 
pany and  the  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut;  and  the  faid 
Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  on  his  own  behalf 
and  the  dominions  of  Scringapatani,  andKyderNa- 
gur^  &c.    Thus  executed  at  Mangulorc  (otherwilc 
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called  Codial  Bunder)  this  eleventh  day  of  March,  and 
year  1784:,  of  the  Chriftian  asra,  and  i6th  day  of  the 
moon  Rabillafany^  in  the  year  of  the  Hygera  1 198.

TREATY  of  perpetual  friendfhip  and  alliance 
between  the  honourable  the  Englifh  Eaft  India  com- 
pany, and  the  Peftiwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhanj 
fetded  by  Mr.  David  Anderfon,  on  the  part  of  the  ho- 
nourable company,  in  virtue  of  the  powers  delegated 
to  him  for  that  purpofe  by  the  honourable  the  go- 
vernor general  and  council,  appointed  by  the  King  and 
parliament  of  Great  Britain,  to  direft  and  controul  all 
political  affairs  of  the  honourable  Englifh  Eaft  India 
company  in  India  5  and  by  Maha  Rajah  Subadar  Mad- 
hoo Row^Sindia,  as  plenipotentiary  on  the  part  of  the 
Pefhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhan,  Ballajee 
Tundit  Nana  Fumavefe,  and  the  whole  of  the  chie& 
of  the  Maratta  nation,  agreeably  to  die  folloMring  ar- 
ticles, which  fhall  be  ever  binding  on  their  heirs  and 
fuccefTors,  and  the  conditions  of  them  to  be  invariably 
obferved  bl|  both  parties. 

I.  It  is  flipulated  and  agreed  to  between  the  honour- 
able the  Englifh  Eaft  India  company  and  the  Pefhwa, 
through  the  mediation  of  Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  that 
all  countries,  places,  cities,  and  forts,  including  BafTeen, 
&c.  which  have  been  taken  from  the  Pefhwa,  during 
the  war  that  has  arifen  fince  the  treaty  fetded  -by  co- 
lonel Upton,  and  have  come  into  the  pofTefTion  of  the 
Englifh,  fliall  be  delivered  up  to  the  Pefhwa;  the  ter- 
ritories, forts,  cities,  &c.  to  be  reftored,  fhall  be  de- 
livered within  the  fpace  of  two  months  from  the  period 
when  this  treaty  fhall  become  complete  (as  hereinafter 
defcribed)  to  fuch  perfons  as  die  Pefhwa,  or  his  mi - 
nifttr.  Nana  Furnavefe,  fhall  appoint. 

II.  It 
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II.  It  is  agreed  between  the  Englilh  company  and 
the  Pefhwa,  that  Salfette  and  three  other  iflands,  viz. 
Elephanta,  Corranja,  and  Hog,  which  are  included  in 
the  treaty  of  colonel  Upton,  (hall  continue  for  ever  in 
pofleffion  of  the  Englifli.  If  any  other  iflands  have 
been  taken  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war,  they  Ihall 
be  delivered  up  to  the  Peftiwa. 

III.  Whereas  it  was  ftipulated  in  the  fourth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  colonel  Upon,  "  That  the  Pefhwa, 
*'  and  all  the  chiefs  of  the  Maratta  ftate,  do  agree 

to  give  the  Englifli  company,  for  ever,  all  right  and 
title  to  the  city  of  Baroach,  as  full  and  complete  as 
ever  they  coUefted  from  the  Moguls  or  otherwife, 
*'  without  retaining  any  claim  of  chout,  or  any  other 
^  claims  whatfoeverj  fo  that  the  Englifli  company 
*^  fliall  poflfefs  it  without  participation  or  claim  of  any 
*^  kind ;"  this  article  is  accordingly  continued  in  full 
force  and  effedt. 

IV.  The  Pefliwa  having  formerly,  in  the  treaty  of 
colonel  Upton,  agreed,  by  way  of  friendfliip,*  to  give 
up  to  the  Englilh  a  country  of  three  lacks  of  rupees, 
near  Baroach,  the  Englifli  do  noAr,  at  the  requeft  of 
Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  confent  to  relinquifli  their  claim 
to  the  faid  country  in  favour  of  the  Pefliwa. 

V.  The  country  which  Seajee  and  Futty  Sing 
Guickwar  gave  to.  the  Englifli,  and  which  is  men- 
tioned in  the  feventh  article  of  the  treaty  of  colonel 
Upton,  being  therein  left  in  a  ft:ate  of  fufpence,  the 
Englifli,  with  a  view  to  obviate  all  future  dilputes, 
now  agree  that  it  fliall  be  refl:ored  j  and  it  is  hereby 
fettled,  that  if  the  faid  country  be  a  part  of  the  efta- 
bliflied  territory  of  the  Guickwar,  it  fliall  be  refliored 
to  the  Guickwar ;  and  if  it  fliall  be  a  part  of  the 
Pefliwa's  territories,  it  fliall  be  reftored  to  the  Pefliwa. 

VL  The  Englifli  engage,  that  having  allowed  Ra- 
gonaut  Row  a  period  of  four  months,  from  the  time 
when  this  treaty  fliall  become  complete,  to  fix  on  a 
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place  of  refidence,  riiey  will  not,  after  the  expiration 
of  the  faid  period,  affbrd  him  any  fupport,  proteSion, 
or  afliftance,  nor  fupply  him  with  money  for  his  cx- 
pences :  and  the  Peftiwa,  on  his  part,  engages,  that  if 
Ragonaut  Row  will  voluntarily,  and  of  his  own  accord, 
repair  to  Maha  Rajah  Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  and 
quietly  refide  with  him,  the  fum  of  25,000  rupees^ 
month  (hall  be  paid  him  for  his  maintenance ;  and  no 
injury  whatever  fhall  be  offered  to  him  by  the  Pefhwa, 
or  any  of  his  people. 

VII.  The  honourable  Englifti  Eaft  India  company, 
and  the  Pefhwa,  being  defirous  that  their  refpeftive 
allies  Ihall  be  included  in  this  peace ;  it  is  hereby  mu- 
tually ftipulated,  that  each  party  fhall  make  peace 
with  the  allies  of  the  other,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
ipecified. 

VIII.  The  territory  which  has  long  been  the  efta- 
bliflied  jagheer  of  Seeajee  Guickwar,  and  Futty  Sing 
Guickwar;  that  is  to  fay,  whatever  territory  Futty 
Sing  Guickwar  poffefTed  at  the  commencement  of 
the  prefent  war,  fhall  hereafter  for  ever  remain  on 
the  ufual  footing  in  his  pofTeflion  j  and  the  faid  Futty 
Sing  fhall,  from  the  date  of  this  treaty  being  complete, 
pay  for  the  future  to  the  Pefhwa  the  tribute  as  ufual, 
previous  to  the  prefent  war;  and  fhall  perform  fuch 
fervices,  and  he  fubjeft  to  fuch  obedience,  as  have  long 
been  eflablifhcd  artd  cuftomary.  No  claim  fliall  be 
made  on  the  faid  Futty  Sing,  by  the  Pefhwa,  for  the 
period  that  is  pad. 

IX.  The  Pefhwa  engages,  that  whereas  the  Nabob 
Hyder  Ally  Cawn,  hr.ving  concluded  a  treaty  with 
him,  hath  difturbcd  and  taken  pofTeflion  of  territo- 
ries belonging  to  the  Englifh  and  their  allies,  he  fhall 
be  made  to  relinquifh  them ;  and  they  fliall  be  re- 
flored  to  the  coinpany  and  the  Nabob  Mahomed  Ally 
Cawn.  All  prifoners,  that  have  been  taken  on  either 
fide  during  the  war,  iliall  be  releafed  j  and  Hyder  Ally

he  may  have  taken  poflellion  of  fince  the  ninth  of

complete.  '  And  the  Englifli  in  fuch  cafe  agree,  that 
fo  long  as  Hyder  Ally  Cawn  fliall  afterwards  abflain 
from  hoftilities  againft  them  and  their  allies,  and  fo 
long  as  he  fliall  continue  in  friendfliip  with  the  Pefliwa, 
they  will  in  no  relpeft  adt  hoftilely  towards  him* 

X.  The  Pefliwa  engages  on  his  own  behalf^  as  well 
as  on  behalf  of  his  allies,  the  Nabob  Nizam  Ally 
Cawn,  Ragojee  Boufala  Syna  Saheb  Subah,  and  the 
Nabob  Hyder  Ally  Cawn,  that  they  fliall  in  every  re- 
Ipeft  maintain  peace  towards  the  Englifli  and  their 
allies,  the  Nabob  Afoph-ul-Dowlah,  Bahauder,  and 
the  Nabob  Mahomed  Ally  Cawn,  Bahauder,  and  fliail 
in  no  refpeft  whatever  give  them  any  difl:urbancc 
The  Englifli  engage  on  their  own  behalf,  as  well  as  on 
behalf  of  their  allies,  the  Nabob  Afoph-ul-Dowlah, 
and  the  Nabob  Mahomed  Ally  Cawn,  that  they  fliall 
in  every  refpeft  maintain  peace  towards  the  Pefliwa 
and  his  allies,  the  Nabob  Nizam  Ally  Cawn,  and  Ra- 
gojee Boufala  Syna  Saheb:  and  the  Englifli  fiirther 
engage  on  their  own  behalf,  as  well  as  on  behalf  of 
their  allies,  that  they  will  maintain  peace  alfo  towards 
the  Nabob  Hyder  Ally  Cawn,  under  the  condition* 
ipecified  in  the  ninth  article  of  this  treaty. 

XL  The  honourable  Eafl:  India  company,  and  the 
Pefliwa,  mutually  agree,  that  the  veflels  of  each  fliall 
afford  no  dillurbance  to  the  navigation  of  the  veflrls 
pf  the  other ;  and  the  veflTels  of  each  fliaU  be  allowed 
accefs  to  the  ports  of  the  other,  where  they  fliall  meet 
with  DO  molefl:ation ;  and  the  fullefl:  proteiflion  fliall 
be  reciprocally  afforded. 

XII.  The  Pefliwa  and  chiefs  of  the  Maratta  fl:ate 
hereby  agree,  that  the  Englifli  fliall  enjoy  the  privilege 

of 
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of  trade,  as  formerly,  in  the  Maratta  territories,  and 
ihall  meet  with  no  kind  of  interruption :  and  in  the 
feme  manner,  the  honourable  Eaft  India  company 
agree,  that  the  fubjefts  of  the  Pelhwa  fhall  be  allowed 
the  privileges  of  trade,  without  interruption,  in  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  Englifti. 

XIII.  The  Pefliwa  hereby  engages,  that  he  will  not 
fufFer  any  faftories  of  other  European  nations  to  be 
cfkablifhed  in  his  territories,  or  thofe  of  the  chiefe  de- 
pendent on  him,  excepting  only  fuch  as  are  already 
cftablifhed  by  the  Portuguefe ;  and  he  will  hold  no  in- 
tercourfe  of  friendfhip  with  any  other  European  nations: 
and  the  Englifti  on  their  part  agree,  that  they  wiU  not 
afford  affiftance  to  any  nation  of  Deccan  or  Indoftan  at 
enmity  with  the  Pefliwa. 

XIV.  The  Englifh  and  the  Pcfliwa  mutually  agree, 
that  neither  will  afford  any  kind  of  afliftance  to  the 
enemies  of  the  other. 

XV.  The  honourable  the  governor  general  and 
council  of  Fort  William  engage,  that  they  will  not 
permit  any  of  the  chiefs,  dependants  or  fubje^ls  of  the 
Englifh,  the  gendemen  of  Bombay,  Surat,  or  Madras, 
to  act  contrary  at  any  place  to  tlie  terms  of  this  treaty : 
in  the  fame  manner  the  Pefhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit 
Purdhan  engages,  tliat  none  of  the  chiefs  or  fubjefts 
of  the  Maratta  ftate  fhall  aft  contrary  to  them. 

XVI.  The  honourable  Eafl  India  company,  and  the 
Pefhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhan,  having  the 
fuUefl  confidence  in  Maha  Rajah  Subadar,  Madhoo 
Row  Sindia,  Bahauder,  they  have  both  requefted  the 
faid  Maha  Rajah  to  be  the  mutual  guarantee  for  the 
perpetual  and  invariable  adherence  of  both  parties  to 
the  conditions  of  this  treaty;  and  the  faid  Madhoo 
Row  Sindia,  from  a  regard  to  the  welfare  of  both 
Hates,  hath  accordingly  taken  upon  himfelf  the  mu- 
tual guaranty.     If  either  of  the  parties  fliall  deviate

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from  the  conditions  of  this  treaty,  the  faid  Maha  R^jah 
Will  join  the  other  party,  and  will,  to  the  utmoft  of  his 
power,  endeavour  to  bring  the  aggreffor  to  a  proper 
underftandingt 

XVII.  It  is  hereby  agreed,  Aat  whatever  territories, 
forts,  or  cities  in  Guzerat  were  granted  by  Ragonaut 
Row  to  the  Englilh,  .previous  to  the  treaty  of  colonel 
Upton,  and  have  come  into  their  poffeflion,  the  refti- 
tution  of  which  was  ftipulated  in  the  feventh  article  of 
the  faid  treaty,  fhall  be  reftored  agreeable  to  the  terms 
of  the  faid  article. 

This  treaty,  confifting  of  feventeen  articles,  is  fettled

copy  hereof  fhall  be  fent  by  each  of  the  above-named 
perfons  to  their  relpeftive  principals  at  Fort  William 
and  Poonah ;  and  when  both  copies  being  returned, 
the  one  under  the  feal  of  the  honourable  Eaft  India 
company,  and  fignature  of  the  honourable  the  gover- 
nor general  and  council  of  Fort  William,  fhall  be  de- 
livered to  Maha  Rajah  Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  Ba-

In  the  name  of  the  moft  Holy  and  Undivided  Trinity 

I T  having  pleafed  the  Divine  Providence  to  difpofe 
the  hearts  of  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince 
George  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  faith, 
Duke  of  Brunfwic  and  Lunenburgh,  Arch-treafurer 
and  Prince  Eleftor  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  &c. 
and  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  forget  all  paft 
mifunderftandings  and  differences  that  have  unhappily 
interrupted  the  good  correfpondence  and  friendfliip

the  unfetded  bays,  harbours,  and  creeks  of  Nova  Sco- 
tia, Magdalen  iflands,  and  Labrador,  fo  long  as  the 
lame  fhall  remain  unfettled ;  but  ib  foon  as  the  fame, 
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cr  either  of  them,  (hall  be  fettted^  k  fhall  fM>t  be  lawful 
for  the  faid  filhcrmen  to  dry  or  cure  fifh  at  fuch  fctdc- 
ment,  withoot  a  previous  agreement  for  that  puipofe 
with  the  inhabitants^  proprietors^  or  pofleilbrs  of  the 
ground, 

IV,  It  is  agreed,  that  creditors  on  cither  fide  Ihall 
nieet  with  no  lawful  impediment  to  the  xecovcry  of 
die  fiill  value  in  fterling  money  of  all  iondjide  debts 
Jieretofore  contracted. 

v.*  It  is  agreed^  that  the  Congrefs  Ihall  eameftly  re- 
commend it  to  the  legiflatures  of  the  relpeftive  (lates, 
to  provide  for  the  reftitution  of  all  eftates,  rights,  and 
properties  which  have  been  confifcated^  belonging  to 
real  Britifh  fubjeds :  and  alfo  of  the  eftates,  rights, 
and  properties  of  perfbns  refident  in  dift rifts  in  the 
j)ofle(&on  of  his  Majefty's  arms,  and  who  have  not 
borne  arms  againft  the  faid  United  States :  and  that 
perfons  of  any  other  dcfcription  fliall  have  free  liberty 
to  go  to  any  part  or  parts  of  any  of  the  Thirteen 
United  States,  and  therein  to  remain  twelve  months 
immolefted  in  their  endeavours  to  obtain  the  reftitution 
of  fuch  of  their  eftates,  rights,  and  properties,  as  may  have 
been  confifcated :  and  that  Congre^  ftiall  alfo  eameft- 
ly recommend  to  the  feveral  ftates,  a  re-confideration 
and  revifion  of  all  adls  or  laws  regarding  the  prcmifes> 
fo  as  to  render  the  faid  laws  or  afts  perfectly  confiftent, 
not  only  with  juftice  and  equity,  but  with  that  fpirit  of 
conciliation,  which,  on  the  return  of  the  blefTings  of 
peace,  fhoiUd  univerfally  prevail.     And  that  Congrcls 
fhall  alfo  earncftJy-recommend  to  the  feveral  ftates, 
that  the  eftates,  rights,  and  properties  of  fuch  laft-mcn- 
tioned  perfbns  fhall  be  reftored  to  them,  they  refund- 
ing to  any  perfons  who  may  Jbe  now  in  poiTefTion  the 
bona  fide  price  (where  any  has  been  given)  which  fuch 
perfbns  may  have  paid  on  purchafing  any  of  the  faid 
lands,  rights,  or  properties,  fince  die  confifcation. 

And  it  is  agreed,  that  all  perfons  who  have  any  intc- 
rcTi  in  confifcated  lands,  citlier  by  debts,'  marriage 
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Imlemencs^  or  odierwifc,  ihall  meet  with  no  kwful 
impediment  in  the  profecution  of  their  juft  rights. 

VI.  That  there  Ihall  be  no  future  confifcations 
roade,  nor  anyprofecutions  commenced  againft  any 
perfon  or  perfbns^  for  or  by  reafon  of  the  part  which  he 
or  they  may  have  taken  in  the  prefent  war ;  and  that 
no  perfon  (hall  on  that  account  fuffer  any  future  lofs  or 
damage  cither  in  his  perfon,  liberty,  or  property  ;  and 
that  thofe  who  may  be  in  confinement  on  fuch  charges 
at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  in  America, 
fliall  be  immediately  fet  at  liberty,  and  the  profccutions 
fo  commenced  be  difcontinued. 

VII.  There  (hall  be  a  firm  and  perpetual  peace  be- 
tween his  Britannic  Majefty  and  the  faid  States,  and 
between  the  fubjefts  of  the  one  and  the  citizens  of  the. 
other,  wherefore  all  hoftilities,  both  by  fea  and  land, 
Ihall  from  henceforth  ceafe :  all  prifoners  on  both  fides 
fhall  be  fet  at  liberty;  and  his  Britannic  Majefty  fhall 
with  all  convenient  (peed,  and  without  caufing  any  de- 
ftruftion,  or  carrying  away  any  negroes,  or  other  pro- 
perty of  the  American  inhabitants,  withdraw  all  his 
armies,  garrifons,  and  fleets  from  the  faid  United 
States,  and  from  every  port,  place,  and  harbour  within 
the  fame  j  leaving  in  all  fortifications  the  American 
artillery  that  may  be  therein  :  and  (hall  aUb  order  and' 
caufe  all  archives,  records,  deeds,  and  papers  belong- 
ing to  any  of  the  faid  States,  or  their  citizens,  which  in 
the  courfc  of  the  war  may  have  fallen  into  the  hands 
of  his  officers,  to  be  forthwith  reftored  and  delivered 
to  the  proper  ftates  and  perfons  to  whom  they  belong. 

VIII.  The  navigation  of  the  river  MifTifTippi,  from 
its  fource  to  the  ocean^  (hall  for  ever  remain  free  and 
opien  to  the  fubjc6b  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  citizens 
of  the  United  States. 

IX*  In  cafe  it  (hould  fo  happen  that  any  place  or 
territory  belonging  to  Great  Britain,  or  to  the  United 
States,  (hould  have  been  conquered  by  the  arms  of 
either,  from  the  other,  before  the  arrival  of  the  faid 
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provifional  articles  in  America^  it  is  agreed  diat  die 
fame  ihaH  be  reftored  without  difficulty^,  and  without 
requiring  any  compenlkion; 

X,  The  folenin  ratifications  tjf  dbie  pre(cnt  tr»ty, 
expedited  in  good  and  due  form>  (halllbe  exchanged 
between  the  contrafting  parties  in  the  fpacc  of  fix 
months,  or  fooncr,  if  poflible,  to  be  computed  fix>m 
the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

Jn  witneis  whereof^  we,  the  undcrfigned,  their  minif- 
ters  plenipotentiary,  have  in  their  name,  and  in 
virtue  of  our  fiill  powers,  figned  with  our  hands 
the  prefent  definitive  treaty,  and  caufed  the  feals 
of  our  arms  to  be  affixed  diereto. 

Done  at  Paris,  this  third  day  of  September,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thoi)fand  feven  hundred  and 
eighty-three.

GEORGE  R- 
GEORGE  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King 
of  Great  Britab,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the 
faith.  Puke  of  Brunfwic  and  Lunenburg,  Arch-trea- 
ftirer  and  Prince  Eledtor  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire, 
&c.  ^  to  all  to  whom  thefe  prefents  fhall  come,  greet- 
ing. Whereas  for  the  perfefting  and  eftabliftiing  the 
peace,  friendftiip,  and  good  underftanding,  fo  happily 
commenced  by  the  provifional  articles,  figned  at  Paris 
the  thirtieth  day  of  November  laft,  by  the  commiflion- 
ers  of  us  and  our  good  friends  the  United  States  of 
America,  viz.  New  Hampfhire,  Maflachufets  Bay, 
Rhode  Ifland,  Cojinefticut,  New*  York,  New  Jerfey, 
Pennfylvania,  the  three  lower  counties  on  Delaware, 
Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Sourfi  Carolina, 
?n4  Georgia,  in  North  America;  and  for  opening, 
prompdng,  and  rendering  perpetual,  the  mutual  inter-* 
frpiirfe  of  trade  and  conupcrc?  between  our  kingdoms 
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aiid  die  domimons  of  die  iaid  United  States^  we  h&ve 
diou^t  proper  to  inveft  fome  fit  pcrfon  mth  MIL 
|)Ower$,  on  our  part,  to  meet  and  confer  with  the  mi- 
nifters  of  the  faid  United  States,  now  refidii^  at  Paris, 
duly  authorized  for  the  acconiplifhing  of  fuch  laudabte 
and  (alutary  purpofes ;  Now  know  ye,  that  we,  repoC- 
ing  (pecial  tmft  and  confidence  in  the  wifiiom,  loyalty, 
diligepce,  and  circumfpeftion  of  our  trufly  and  well- 
beloved  David  Hardey,  Efquire  (on  whom  we  have 
therefore  conferred  the  rank  of  our  minifter  plenipo* 
tenriary)  have  nominated,  conftituted,  and  appointed, 
and  by  thefe  prefents  do  nominate^  conftitute,  and  ap. 
point  him  our  true,  certain,  and  undoubted  commif- 
fioner,  procurator,  and  plenipotentiary;  giving  and 
grandng  to  him  all  and  all  manner  of  faculty,  power, 
and  authority,  together  with  general  as  well  as  Ipecial 
order  (fo  as  the  general  do  not  derogate  from  the  Ipe- 
cial, nor  on  the  contrary)  for  us,  and  in  our  nannew 
to  meet,  confer,  treat,  and  conclude  with  the  minifter 
or  minifters  fiimifhed  with  fufFicient  powers  on  the 
part  of  our  faid  good  friends  the  United  States  of 
America,  of  and  concerning  all  fuch  matters  and 
things  as  may-  be  requifite  and  necelfary  for  accom^ 
plifhing  and  completing  the  feveral  ends  and  purpofes 
herein-before  mentioned  i  and  alfo  for  us,  and  in  our 
name,  to  fign  fuch  treaty  or  treaties,  convendon  or  con^ 
vendons,  or  other  inftniments  whatfbever,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  in  the  premifes,  and  mutually  to  deliver 
and  receive  the  fame  in  exchange ;  and  to  do  and  per** 
form  all  fuch  other  a£ts,  matters,  and  things,  a3  may 
be  any-ways  proper  and  conducive  to  the  purpofei 
above  mentioned,  in  as  full  and  ample  form  and  maQ<» 
ner,  and  with  the  like  validity  and  tffc6t,  as  we  ouriel^ 
if  we  were  prefent,  could  do  and  perform  the  lan>e  t 
engaging  and  promifing,  on  oiir  Royal  word,  that  we 
will  accept,  ratify,  and  confirm,  in  the  moft  efieftual 
manner,  aU  fuch  a£bs,  matters,  and  things,  as  iball  be 
fo  tranfafted  and  concluded  by  our  aforeiaid  conuniA 
fioner,  procurator,  and  plenipotentiary  $  and  that  wq 
will  never  fuflfer  my  perton  to  vioUte  the  Gmc^  in  die 
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whole  or  in  part,  or  to  aft  contrary  thereto.  In  tcfti- 
mony  and'  confirmation  of  all  which^,  we  have  caulcd 
cur  great  feal  of  Great  Britain  to  be  affixed  to  thcfe 
prefents,  fi^ed  with  our  Royal  hand.  Given  at  our 
palace  at  St.  James's,  the  fourteenth  day  of  May,  m 
rfie  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
eighty-three,  and  in  the  twenty-third  year  of  our  reign* 

Full  Power  of  the  United  States  <j^  America. 

THE  United  States  of  America,  in  Congrefe  af- 
lembled,  to  all  to  whom  thefe  prefents  Ihall  corner 
^fend  greeting.  Whereas  thefe  United  States,  from  a 
jincere  defire  of  putting  an  end  to  the  hoftilitids  between 
Ills  moft  Chriftian  Majefly  and  thefe  United  States  on 
the  one  part,  and  his  Britannic  Majefly  on  the  other, 
*nd  of  terminating  the  fame  by  a  peace,  founded  on 
fiidi  folid  and  equitable  principles  as  reafonably  to  pro- 
sniie  a  permanency  of  the  blefllngs  of  tranquillity,  did 
heretofore  appoint  the  honourable  John  Adams,  late  a 
commiffioner  of  the  United  States  of  America  at  the 
court  of  Verfailles,  late  delegate  in  Congrefe  from  the 
ftate  of  Maflachufcts,  and  chief  juftice  of  the  laid  (late, 
their  minifter  plenipotentiary,  with  full  powers,  general 
and  ipecial,  to  aft  in  that  quality,  to  confer,  treat,  agree, 
and  conclude  with  the  ambafladors  or  plenipotenti- 
aries of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  and  of  his  Britannic 
Majefly,  and  thcfe  of  any  other  princes  or  ftates  whom 
it  might  concern,  relating  to  the  re-eftablifhment  of 
peace  and  friendftiip :  and  whereas  the  flames  of  war 
have  fince  that  time  been  extended,  and  other  nations 
and  ftates  are  involved  therein :  Now  know  ye,  that 
we  ftill  continuing  earneflJy  defirous,  as  far  as  depends 
upon  us,  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  efllufion  of  biood,  and  to 
convince  the  Powers  of  Europe,  that  we  wifti  for  no- 
thing more  ardently,  than  to  terminate  the  war  by  a 
fafe  and. honourable  peace,  have  thought  proper  to  re- 
new the  powers  fomierly  given  to  the  faid  John  Adams, 
and  to  join  four  other  perfons  in  commiflTion  with  him; 
and  having  full  confidence  in  the  integrity,  prudence, 

and 
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and  ability  of  the  honourable  Benjamin  Franklin,  our 
minifter  plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  Vcrfailles,  and 
the  honourable  John  Jay,  late  prefident  of  Congrefs, 
and  chief  juftice  of  the  ftate  of  New  York,  and  our 
minifter  plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  Madrid ;  and 
the  honourable  Henry  Laurens,'  fornrierly  prefident  of 
Congrefs,  and  commiflionated  and  fcnt  as  our  agent  to 
the  United  Provinces  of  die  Low  Countries  5  and  the 
honourable  Thomas  Jefierfon,  governor  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Virginia  j  have  nominated,  conftituted, 
and  appointed,  and  by  thefe  prefents  do  nominate,  con- 
ftitufe,  and  appoint,  the  feid  Benjamin  Franklin,  John 
Jay,  Henry  Laurens,  and  Thomas  JefFerfon,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  faid  John  Adams,  giving  and  granting 
to  them  the  faid  John  Adams,  Benjamin  Franklin, 
John  Jay,  Henry  Laurens,  and  Thomas  JefFerfon,  or 
the  majority  of  them,  or  of  fuchof  them  as  may  aflem- 
ble ;  or,  in  cafe  of  the  death,  abfence,  indifpofirion,  or 
other  impediment  of  the  others,  to  any  one  of  them, 
full  power  and  authority,  general  and  fpecial,  conjunftly 
and  feparately,  and  general  and  fpecial  command,  to 
repair  to  fuch  place  as  may  be  fixed  upon  for  opening 
negotiations  for  peace ;  and  there  for  us,  and  in  our 
name,  to  confer,  treat,  agree,*  and  conclude  with  the 
ambafladors,  commiflloners,  and  plenipotentiaries  of 
the  Princes  and  ftates  whom  it  may  concern,  vefted 
v/ith  equal  powers,  relating  to  the  eftabli(hme?nt  of 
peace ;  and  whatfoever  fliall  be  agreed  and  concluded, 
for  us,  and  in  our  name,  to  fign,  and  thereupon  make  a 
treaty  or  treaties  ;  and  to  tranfaft  every  thing  diat  may 
be  neceflary  for  completing,  fecuring,  and  ftrengthen- 
ing  the  great  work  of  pacification,  in  as  ample  form, 
and  with  the  fame  efFeft,  as  if  we  were  perfonally  pre- 
fent,  and  afted  therein;  hereby  promifing,  in  good 
faith,  that  we  will  accept,  ratify,  fulfil,  and  execute 
whatever  fhall  be  agreed,  concluded,  and  figned  by 
our  iaid  minifters  plenipotentiary,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  or  of  fuch  of  them  as  may  aflemble  ;  or,  in  cafe 
ot  the  death,  abfence,  indilpofition,  or  other  impediment 
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
